Mr. McAULEY (Mr. Phillips ia the chair) 
counted up the tax on real estate at 4)£ per 
cent., and asked whether it was proposed to im¬ 
pose a further burden on that species of prop¬ 
erty ? The business tax had been regularly as¬ 
sessed and collected for a number of years, as 
it was a poor business indeed that could not 
afford to pay the small tax assessed undtr the 1 
ordinance. He was opposed to making any re¬ 
duction in the assessment as fixed by the 
Finance Committee. 

ROADS IN THE NEW DISTRICT. 

Mr. McKIBBEN thought that the appropri- : 
ation for roads in the new districts was too 
small, and ought to be increased to at least 
$25,000. 

THE TAX ON LIQUOR DEALERS. 

Mr. WAINWRIGHT asked for information 
in regard to the tax on retailing liquors. 

The PRESIDENT remarked that persons en- ; 
gaged in the business did not have to pay the 
Syi' mills assessed iu sect on second. 

BEGINNING DE NOVO. 

Mr. GROSS moved that the appropriation 
bill be taken up seriatim, and that each item ba , 
disposed of in order. The Councils was now 
on the second section, and it seemed to be un¬ 
derstood that all preceding it was agreed to. 
He wished to be heard, however, on several 
items, which he considered unjust, in their 
present shape, to the new districts. 

A motion to postpone Mr. Shipton’s amend¬ 
ment was adopted, and Mr. Gross’s motion to) 
consider the ordinance by item was agreed to. 

The first, second, third and fourth appropri¬ 
ations were adopted without amendment. 

Mr. McCLINTOCK moved to increase Ap¬ 
propriation No. 5 (Night Police) to $100,000. 
Agreed to. 

Appropriations Nos. 0 and 7 were adopted. 
No. 8 (Gas Lighting) being under discussion, 
Mr. JONES asked what appropriation had 
been made for extending gas into the new dis¬ 
tricts. 

The PRESIDENT stated that $10,000 had 
been added for that purpose. Appropriation 
adopted. 

No. 9 (Diamond Market) was adopted with 
out amendment. 

No. 10 (Monongahela Wharf). Under con¬ 
sideration. 

THE STEAMBOAT INTEREST. 

Mr. MORROW directed the attention of 
Councils to the necessity of furnishing better 
accommodations and facilities for the steam¬ 
boat interests. The steamboat men were taxed 
largely, and ought to have better facilities. It 
seemed that every accommodation was given to 
railroads, and but very little to steamboats. 
He moved that the appropriation be increased 
to $10,000. The amendment was lost, 

rURTHER DEBATE. 

Nos. 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16 and 17, were 
adopted without debate. 

Mr. SHIP TON asked for Iniormatiou in re- 
gardtoNo, 18, (Finance Fund.) 

The PRESIDENT explained, and the appro- 
priation was approved. 

Nos. 19, 30 and 21, were approved without 
debate. 

No. 22, (Roads in new districts,) being un¬ 
der consideration. 

Mr. GROSS remarked that $10,000 would 
not go half-way towards keeping the roads in 
the new districts in decent repair. 

The PRESIDENT explained that Lawrence- 
vllle was not included in the district, or en¬ 
titled to any of the fuud. 

Mr. JONES remarked thatthe sum was inade¬ 
quate. Several of the townships spent as high 
as $3,000 or $5,000 for roads. They now expect 
to have better roads than before, aud the sum 
would fall far short of enough. 

Mr. GROSS moved that the appropriation be 
Increased to $25,000. 


Mr. JONES moved to amend by making the 
Sum $20,000, which was accepted by Mr. Gross. 

Mr. GALLAHER remarked that the entire 
appropriation for streets for the year was only 
about $30,000, and he thought that $10,000 for 
the new Districts was a very large sum. 

Mr. McKIBBEN thought the argument a bad 
one. The old streets did not n>-ed much repair, 
having been paved, and with solid foundations 
required but little outlay. 

Mr. GROSS hoped that the gentleman (Mr. 
Gallaber) would have to pursue a “country 
practice” over the roads in the consolidated 
townships, and he might find out something 
about their condition. 

Mr. GALLAHER remarked that the citi¬ 
zens of the district should understand that 
they must not expect to have their roads made 
at the expense of the citizens of Pittsburgh. 
If they wanted good roads they would have to 
pay for them. 

Mr. JONES reminded the gentleman (Mr. 
Gallaher) that the citizens of the new district 
came in very reluctantly—that they were in the 
city—and it came with a bad grace now to say 
that “ if we want good roads we must pay for 
them.” 

Mr. REES argued in favor of liberal expen¬ 
ditures for roads in the new districts. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN took the same view. A 
liberal spirit should be evinced in this respect. 
He favored the increase of the appropriation to 
the amount asked for $20,000. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved to transfer $10,000 
from No. 18 to No. 22. 

Mr. OGDEN was opposed to any change in 
the Appropriation ordinance. He thought it 
had been carefully prepared, and any change 
was a reflection npon their judgment. 

Mr. DICKSON moved to consolilate No. 7 
(streets) and No. 22; (roads in new districts). 

Mr. GROSS opposed the amendment. He 
thought it would lead to conflict of jurisdiction 
and conflict of accounts. The object of raising 
a new Committee on Roads was, that the gen¬ 
tlemen composing it should make themselves 
familiar with the wants of the new districts and 
act accordingly. 

Mr. MORBOW favored the consolidation of 
the two appropriations. He thought the com-1 
man fund would be advantageously expended j 
by a single committee. 

The amendment was lost by a vote of 10 yeas 
to 11 nays. 

Mr. GROSS’S amendment was then put, in¬ 
creasing appropriation No. 33, to $20,000. 
Lost by a vote of 10 yeas to 13 nays. 

Mr. TANNER moved that $10,000 he taken 
from No. 7 (Streets) and added to No. 22, 
(Roads In new district.) 

Mr. McCLINTOCK moved to lay the amend¬ 
ment on the table. Agreed to. 

Mr. JONES considered that great Injustice 
would be done to the new district, iu placing 
the appropriation for roads at so low a figure. 
He believed that the roads in the new district 
would require a greater expenditure than the 
streets in the old city, and warmly protested 
against the gross injustice sought to be done 
the residents in the townships lately consoli¬ 
dated. 

Mr. GALLAHER argued that the property 
hollers in the new district must increase the 
valuation of their property in order to receive 
increased benefits. 

Mr. JONES said they did not ask benefits 
without expecting to pay for them. Last year 
they raised $20,000 for road purposes, and now 
Connells proposed to give them $10,000. If 
they did not want the new districts in, why 
did they not let them alone? They were drag¬ 
ged in against their will, and now, since they 
were in, they simply demanded justice. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved to take $5,000 from 
No. 7, and add to No. 22. Lost. 

Mr. SHIPTON now renewed his motion, to 
strike ont 2>i mills, in the second paragraph 
of section two, and insert 1 *a mills. Lost. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN moved to strike out from 


the second section the words “ are hereby in¬ 
creased above what is authorized by former 
acts of Assembly, Ac.,” which was agreed to. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN also moved to amend the 
second paragraph of section two, so as to read 
thus: “Upon the actual yearly rates of all 
goods, wares, merchandise, and articles of 
trade and commerce, including sales at auction 
and otherwise, two and one-fourth mills on the 
dollar.” The amendment was adopted. 

Ou motion of Mr. MORROW, the Appropri- 
tion Ordinance, as amended, was finally passed, 
The PRESIDENT submitted an appeal from 
Mr. William M. Darlington from the report of 
the viewers, awarding him damages for his 
property taken for the extension of Pike street, 
in the Ninth ward, between the line of the Fifth 
ward and Allegheny street. Mr. Darlington 
desires to be heard in the matter before the re¬ 
port of the said viewers shall be finally acted 
upon, in conformity with act of Legislature, 
passed January 6, 1864. He submits that the 
amount awarded him is only a trifle more than 
one-half the actual value of the property in¬ 
volved. 

Mr. McCLINTOCK moved that when Coun¬ 
cils adjourn they adjourn to meet on Tuesday, 
February 4d, at 2 o’clock p. m. Agreed to. 

EXTENSION or WATER WORKS. 

Mr. PHILLIPS presented the following draft 
of a bill relative to a loan for extending the 
Pittsburgh Water Works. 

An act >o authorize the city of Pittsburgh to bor¬ 
row money. 

Be it enacted, etc, 

8kc. 1. That the city of Pittsburgh be and Is 
hereby authorized to borrow a sum of money not ex¬ 
ceeding -. to be used for the pumose of extend¬ 

ing ihe Water Works of said city, arid for no other 
purpose whatever, to be borrowed at such tlmeB and 
in such amounts as the Councils of said city may by 
ordinance direct. 

Sec. 2. That theelty of Pittsburgh Bhall be and Is 
hereby authorized and empowered to Issue coupon 
bonds for the payment of any sums of money which 
may be borrowed In pursuance of tills act. In sums 
not less than one hundred dollars, bearing interest at 

a rale not more than-per cent, per annum, to 

be executed lu such form and in such manner, and 
payable at such times as CouncllB may Dy ordluance 
direct; provided, however, that none of said bonds 
shall be sold for less than the par value thereof; and 
provided further, that all bonds Issued In pursuance 
of ibis act shall be exempt from taxation for city 
> purposes. 

»jtc. S. That the loan authorized by Ibis act, shall 
be known as the “ Water Extension Loan,” and all 
bonds Issued In pursuance hereof shall he separate 
and apart from all other Indebtedness of said city. 

9xc. s. Thai the Councils or said city of Pittsburgh 
shall annually at the time other appropriations are 
made appropriate out of the revenue from water 
! rents a sum sufficient to pay the Interest accrued or 
| to accrue during the year, upon all outstanding 
I bonds which may have been Issued In pursuance of 
, this act to bp set apart as a sinking fund for the ex¬ 
tinguishment of said Indebtedness. 

I Sec. 5. The (merest coupons of anv bond which 
may be Issued In pursuance of this act shall be re¬ 
ceived tn payment of any water rents which may 
be assessed lri said city. 

I 8KC. 6. That the Controller of said city shall in 
the month of November of each year give public 
notice for at least ten days, by advertisement In 
the newspapers authorized to do the cltv printing, 
j of the amount of money In the sinking fund herein 
provided, and that he wilt on the first day of De¬ 
cember following, pay such bonds as may be pre¬ 
sented lu the order of presentation. If the number 
of bonds presented should not be sufficient t> ex¬ 
haust the said fund, the balance may he estimated 
la ttie revenue for the next ensuing year, or In- 
j vested lu such manner as Councils may by ordluance 
I direct. 

| Mr. SHIPTON moved that the restriction 
relative to the payment of all contracts in cash 
be stricken ont. The bonds might not be sold 
as readily as desirable, while they might be 
taken by contractors in payment for the work 
done. 

Mr. PHILLIPS explained the reasons for the 
j restriction, which was suggested by the com- 
mittee; bat as Conncils had control of the 
| matter he would accept the amendment. 

The amendment striking out the restriction 
was therefore adopted. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN moved to fill the first 
! blank by Inserting the sum of $1,000,000. 
i Agreed to. 

I Mr. PHILLIPS moved to fill the second 
j blank by Inserting “not to exceed seven and 
! three-tenths per cent. 









Mr. 8HIPT0V moved to amend by inserting 
“seven per cent. 

Mr. PHILLIPS accepted the amendment, 
which was agreed to. 

The motion striking ont the restriction rela¬ 
tive to the payment of all contracts in cash was 
reconsidered, and it was then resolved not to 
strike out said restriction. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved to till the third blank 
by inserting the sumof “two per cent Agreed 
to. 

Mr. MORROW moved that the act, as 
amended, be approved, which was agreed to. 

A UKIFOKMBD POLICE. 

When the ordinance to increase the number 
of police was under consideration, for concur- 

Mr. TANNER remarked that he had an 
amendment to offer, namely—that the police 
should be uniformed, so that the citizens might 
be enabled to distinguish them as policemen. 
The generality of them were indifferent looking 
men, as regarded their dress, and a change in 
this respect was very desirable. Strangers in 
the city, or ladieB who might be belated or 
compelled to travel the streets at unseasonable 
hours, would thus be enabled to place them¬ 
selves under the protection of the police with 
some degree of confidence; but at present, no 
one could safely rely on the presumption that 
a man was an officer simply because he wore a 
star on his lappel, or represented himself as an 
officer. 

Mr. PHILLIPS explained that the ordinance 
gave full power to the Committee to make the 
regulation suggested, and that it was the in¬ 
tention to uniform the police the same as In 
New York city. 

The ordinance was concurred in. 

THE MUNICIPAL RECORD. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN directed the attention of 
Connells to the printed copy of the proceedings 
of the session of Wednesday, January 14th, 
which had been left on the desks of the mem¬ 
bers. It had been gotten up by the publishers 
of the Commercial and would form a very val¬ 
uable record at the end of the year. The pro¬ 
ceedings of each session would be given, in the 
same neat shape, and the Record would be 
found exceedingly convenient and valuable as 
a matter of reference. The reports were much 
fuller than the minutes kept by the clerks, and 
at file* had been ordered, the members should 
carefully preserve the Record , which wonld be¬ 
come more and more valuable as the year pro¬ 
gressed. He thought that the newspaper having 
the enterprise to get up the Record was entitled 
to the thanks of the members. 

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. PHILLIPS offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Presidents of Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils he added to the Finance Committee. 
Adopted, 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. WHITE, from the Street Committee, re¬ 
ported an ordinance authorizing the grading, 
paving and curbing of Liberty street, from Car¬ 
son to Clytner streets. Read and laid over 
under the rules. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND presented a petition 
from property holders on Mulberry alley, Ninth 
ward, to grade, pave and enrb Mulberry alley, 
from South to Taylor streets. Also, a petition 
from property holders on Smallman street, 
Ninth ward, for grading, paving and curbing 
Bmallman street, from Morton to TaylorstreetB. 
Referred to Street Committee with instructions 
to report an ordinance. 

TI1K PROPOSED NEW COMMITTEES. 

The action of Common Connell, on the report 
of the Special Committee recommending the 
creation of a Committee on Surveys, Committee 
on Sewerage, and Committee on StreetB in New 
Districts, having been reported, a motion was 
made to concur and appoint a Committee of 
Coaference. 

Mr. QALL4HER opposed the creation of a 


Committee on Sewerage. The Street Commit¬ 
tee was abundantly able to attend to the duties 
as heretofore. 

Mr. SHIP TON favored a uniform plan of 
sewerage for the whole city. It should be care¬ 
fully prepared and mapped out in regular form; 
the direction, grade, caliber, etc., should he 
given; and the whole subject of drainage 
thoroughly 6ystematiz-d. He did not desire to 
take the labor from the 8treet Committee, but 
suggested a compr heusive system. 

Mr. GALLAGHER said such a plan had been 
under consideration by the Committee, and to 
take away their power would be to cast an un¬ 
just reflection upon them. 

The request for a committee of conference 
was acceeded to, and Messrs. Gallagher and 
Morrow appointed on the part of Select Coun¬ 
cil. 

THE INSPECTION OF MEATS. 

Mr. OGDEN, In pursuance of previous no¬ 
tice, introduced an ordinance providing for the 
inspection of meats within the city limits. He 
stated that he understood an acL was about to 
be presented to the Legislature, creating the 
office of Meat Inspector for Allegheny county, 
but he had no accurate information on the sub¬ 
ject. He only desired that the ordinance be 
read, and referred to the Ordinance Committee, 
which was done.

Messrs. Ahlborn, Barnhill, Barton, 
Batchelor, Beales, Berger, Boggs, Brash, Daub, 
Dravo, Davis, Fitzsimmons, Friday, Hare, 
Hemphill, Herron, Hillerman, Jeremy, Kre 
mer, Mawhinney, Meyer, Moorhead, M’Clean, 
Rebman, Reed, Reynolds, Robb, Rosewell, 
Scott, A. R., Scott, J. A., Sims, Torley, Tor¬ 
rence, Verner, Vick, Weldon, Welsh, Zera,and 
President Tomlinson. 

The min nice of the previous meeting were 
read by Mr. McMaster, the Clerk, and approved. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the members 
would find on their desks lists of the Standing 
Committees. Some of the members had only 
been appointed on one Committee, but as three 
additional Committees had been created, they 
would be placed upon them. 

NEW POLICE REGULATIONS. 

Mr. HARE offered the following ordinance, 
which was read: 

An ordinance providing for the appointment and 

regulation of the police force of the Mity of Pitts - 

burgh: 

8KC. 1. Be It enacted by the City of Pittsburgh in 
Select and Common Councils assembled, and It Is 
hereby enacted by authority of the same. That here¬ 
after the police force of lbe city shall consist of not 
more than one hundred men; one of whom shall be 
designated as Chief of Felice, one as Captain, and 
not more than eight as Lieutenants. The number 
to be employed to be fixed from time to time by the 
Police Committee. There shall be no distinction be¬ 
tween day and night police, but the whole force 
shall be subject to the control of the Mayor, and be 
detailed for duty as he may direct. 

Sec. 2. The Mayor shall at the first regular meet¬ 
ing of the Police Committee after Ills introduction 
into office, nominate to said Committee such per¬ 
sons as he may desire to appoint upon said forc^. and 
if any person so nominated be rejected by said Com¬ 
mittee, he shall make new nominations until the re¬ 
quisite number shall have been confirmed. No one 
shall be appointed as a member of said force except 
he be a qualified voter of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Sec. 3. The Mayor shall have power in cases of 
emergency, with the concurrence of the Police Com¬ 
mittee, to appoint special policemen, but In such 
cases he shall report to Councils at their first meet¬ 
ing the necessity for and the ezoenditure made on i 
account of said increase. I 


Sec. 4. The Mayor may suspend from pav and 
duty any member of the police force for any speci¬ 
fied time not exceeding ten days, and may dismiss 
auy member fr< m said force, but in case of dismissal 
he shall at the next meeting of the Police Committee 
report the facts to said Committee, and nominate a 
suitable person to supply the vacancy, who may be 
rejected as la case of original appointment. 

sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Mayor to pre¬ 
pare iuU s and regulations for the government of the 
police force and prescribe their duties which, 
when approved by the Police Coromlttte bhallbe 
binding upon all the members of sain force. 

Sec. 6 The salary of t he Chief of Police shall be 
|1,500 per annum; the pay of the Captain, $2 35 per 
day; of each of the Lieutenants $2 25 per day. and 
of each of the policemen $2 00 per day; provided, 
that none of said officers shall be entitled to pav for 
any time they may be absent from duty, unless such 
absence be by disability arising from Injuries re¬ 
ceived in the service. 

On motion of Mr. HARE the rules were bus* 
pended, and the ordinance read three times and 
passed. 

STREET ASSESSMENT. 

Mr. HARE also presented a petition from Mr. 
John M. Faas, representing that he owned a 
lot on the corner of Logan street and Pennsyl¬ 
vania avenue, in the Sixth ward, which had 
been assessed for the payment of two bills for 
grading and paving the sidewalks on Logan 
street, the pavement having been washed away 
by the waste water from the hill four times in 
eight years. He therefore prayed that he should 
be relieved of one-half the amount of assess¬ 
ment. 

Mr. HARE moved that the petition be re¬ 
ferred to the Street Committee, with power to 
act. 

Mr. BRUSH objected to giving the committee 
power to act. He owned the property adjoining, 
and had been compelled to pay his assessment. 

Mr. HARE withdrew the “power to act,” 
and the petition was referred to Street Com¬ 
mittee. 

TRANSFER OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mr. BRUSH offered the following resolu¬ 
tion, which was read three times and passed: 

Resolved, That the Controller be any he is hereby 
authorized a>d directed to make the following 
transfer of appropriations: From appropriation 
No. 2. to appropriation No. &, $225 47; from appro¬ 
priation No 10to appropriation No. 5, *130 24, from 
appropriation No. l7To appropriation No. 5, $300 00; 
from appropriation No. 18 to appropriation No. 5, 
$56 96; from appropriation No. 20 to appropriation 
No. 5, $4 00 ; from appropriation No. 21 to appropri¬ 
ation No. 5 $365 81. 

PUBLIC GAB LAMPS. 

Mr. REBMAN presented a petition for the 
erection of a public gas lamp on Franklin 
street, between Logan and Fulton streets, in 
the Sixth ward. Read and referred to Com¬ 
mittee on Gas Lighting. 

Mr. SIMS presented a petition for two lamps 
on the south side of Sixth street, above Smith- 
field. Same reference. 

Mr. WELDON presented a resolution pro¬ 
viding for the erection of a public gas lamp on 
the corner of Daquesne Way and O’Brien alley. 
Same reference. 

PETITIONS FOR WATER PIPE. 

Mr. REBMAN presented a petition praying 
for the laying of a four inch water pipe on 
Crawford street, from Center avenue to Reed 
street. Referred to Committee on Water. 

Mr. MEYERS, a petition asking that a 
water pipe be placed on 8t. Patricks alley, 
from Van Braam to Marion street. Referred to 
Committee on Water. 

Mr. BARNHILL, a petition for placing a 
four-inch water pipe on Wide alley. Same ref¬ 
erence. 

DIAMOND ALLEY SEWER. 

Mr. SIMS presented a remonstrance against 
the erection of a public sewer on Diamond alley. 
Referred to Street Committee. S. C. amended 
by adding the words “with instructions to post¬ 
pone making any contracts for the present 
year.” C. C. adhere and ask for a Committee 
of Conference. 8. C. appoint Messrs. Ogden 
and Shlpton. No further action in C. C. 






THE STREET DISTRICTS. 

Mr. REYNOLDS presented a petition from 
residents of Lawrenceville, praying that a Street 
Commissioner be appointed for the old borough, 
together with such other parts of the new dis¬ 
trict as may be deemed expedient. 

Mr. REYNOLDS moved that the petition be 
referred to the Street Committee, and that they 
be directed to report an ordinance defining the 
boundaries of the city. 

Mr. BATCHELOR thought that the subject 
should be referred to the Committee ap¬ 
pointed at the last meeting to define such 
boundaries. 

Mr. HILLERMAN said the matter should 
be definitely settled at once. 

Mr. REYNOLDS finally withdrew the petition 
and resolution for the present. 

EXTENSION OF WATER PIPES. 

Mr. McCLEAN presented a petition from 
citizens of Oakland township, praying that the 
water pipe be extended from the place it now 
terminates, on Pennsylvania avenue, to Seneca 
street; thence along Seneca street to Beech 
alley, and thence along said alley to Madison 
street. Read and referred to Water Committee. 

POWDER MAGAZINES AT THE ARSENAL. 

Mr. SCOTT offered the following resolution, 
which was read three times and adopted: 

Resolved, That the Presidents of Councils be in¬ 
structed to petition Congress to have the powder 
magazines in the Allegheny Arsenal removed outside 
of the city limits, and ibat our Representatives be 
instructed to make every effort to have them re¬ 
moved. 

CHANGE IN A COMMITTEE. 

Mr. MAWHINNEY declined serving on the 
Committee on City Property, giving as a reason 
that he had been a member oi it for three years, 
and Mr. Hare was selected to fill the vacancy. 

STREET DISTRICTS. 

Mr. REYNOLDS offered the following: 

Resolved, That a c mmittee of seven, three from 
the ee-tet and four from the Common Council, he 
appointed a committee to divide the new city dis¬ 
trict into street districts, and report an ordinance 
creating the same. 

- The resolution was adopted, and Messrs. Rey¬ 
nolds, Batchelor, McClean and Toriey appointed 
on part of C. C. 8. C. concurred and appointed 
Messrs. Gross, Ogden and Coffin. 

ALLEGHENY ENGINE HOUSE. 

Mr. HARE presented a bill from Messrs. 
Gordon & Stewart for $143 92 for work done on 
the Allegheny Engine House. Read and re¬ 
ferred to Committee on City Property. 


“THE MUNICIPAL RECORD.” 

Mr. TORLEY offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Messenger be instructed to have 
placed under each desk of both Councils a Patent 
Hat Rack; also, that there be purchased by the same 
party hies for tbe * k Municipal Record, ’ 5 gratuitously 
furnished by the Daily Commercial. 

Mr. TORLEY said that the “ Record ” would 
prove a great convenience to the members, and 
the expense of the files would be very trilling. 

A vote was then taken on the resolution, 
whenthe Chair decided that it had been adopted. 

Mr. REED called for a division, but the call 
was overruled by the Chair. 

DRAINAGE OF FULTON STREET. 

Mr. JEREMY, presented a petition from citi¬ 
zens of the 8ixth ward, asking that some meas¬ 
ures be adopted towards providing for the proper 
drainage of Fulton street. Referred to Com¬ 
mittee on Streets. 

THE APPROPRIATION ORDINANCE. 

The ordinance making appropriations for 
the expenditures of the city for the year 1868, 
adopted in Select Conncil, was then taken up. 

Mr. A. K. SCOTT objected to the appropria¬ 
tion for Water Works being placed at only 
$60,000. 

Mr. BRUSH stated that the Finance Com¬ 
mittee had been requested to increase the ap¬ 
propriation to $175,000, bnt they had concluded 
not to do so. Extensive alterations in the 
works were proposed, and in case it was decided 
to make the improvement daring the present 
year, the necessary funds could be raised by 
the city issuing bonds, 

Mr. SCOTT withdrew his objection, and the 
ordinance, as reported from Select Connell, 
was adopted. 


JOINT SESSION. 

The Councils then met in jciDt session for 
the purpose of electing three members of the 
Board of Health. 

PRESIDENT McAULEY read the following 
communication:

THE “iron CLAD OATH.” 

Mr. BATCHELOR stated that the Consolida¬ 
tion Bill required that all the city officers 
should take an oath to support the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States, or what was called 
in the Custom House duringthe war, the “Iron 
Clad Oath.” The matter had apparently been 
overlooked, and he thought that it should be 
remedied at once. 

At the suggestion of the President, Mr. 
BATCHELOR prepared the following resolu¬ 
tion, which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the attention of Councils be called 
to an oversight In omitting to administer the oath 
according to the t.wenty-nfth section of the * ‘Act 
Extending the Boundaries of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh,’ 1 inasmuchas that stetlon requires the offi¬ 
cers elect to swear that they will support the Consti¬ 
tution of the United Stales and of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, and lhat the Select and 
Common Councils be requested to meet in joint ses¬ 
sion at the next meeting for that purpose. 

THE WATER WORKS EXTENSION. 

Mr. BRUSH moved that the Clerks of Se¬ 
lect and Common Councils be Instructed to for¬ 
ward to the Legislature copies of the prop ised 
act authorizing the city to borrow $1,000,000 
for the purpose of extending the Water Works. 
Adopted.

THE PITTSBURGH CHURCH GUILD, 

The PRESIDENT submitted the draft of a 
proposed act of Assembly to exempt the Pitts¬ 
burgh Church Guild from taxation on all real 
estate now or hereafter to be held by 6aid insti¬ 
tution in Allegheny county to the value of fifty 
thousand dollars. 

Mr. TANNER moved that Council approve of 
the said act. 

Mr. SHIPTON opposed the motion, and took 
the ground that no special exemptions of that 
character should be allowed. 

Mr. OGDEN asked for information as to the 
objects and purposes of the Guild. 

Mr. JONES replied that it was a purely 
charitable institution, maintaining an excellent 
night school for the purpose of educating those 
not able to educate themselves by attending 
schools in the daytime. It was snch an institu¬ 
tion as was calculated to do great good; was 
open to all denominations, and ought to be ex¬ 
empt from taxation. 

Mr. M’AULEY (Mr. Coffin in the chair) 
strongly opposed the resolution as wrong in 
principle. He was opposed to any legislation 
exempting property of any kind from taxa¬ 
tion. 

Mr. JONES favored the resolution by further 
remarks. 

Mr. OGDEN opposed the legislation on the 
ground that it was for the benefit of a sectarian 
project. 

Mr. SHIPTON spoke against the resolution. 
The act proposed was wrong in principle, and 
he could rot endorse it. 

The question was called ou Mr. TANNER’S 
motion, which was lost by a vote of 9 yeas to 
II nays. 

Mr. HERDMAN moved that the Councils pro¬ 
test against the passage of the act to exempt 
the property of the Pittsburgh Church Guild 
from taxation, and that the Clerks of Connells 
forward this action to our members in the Legis¬ 
lature. Adopted.

PITTSBURGH AND BIRMINGHAM RAILWAY EXTEN¬ 
SION. 

Mr. OGDEN presented the following ordi¬ 
nance: 

Be it ordained and enacted by the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, In Select and Common councils assembled, 
and It Is hereby enacted by the authority of the same. 
That the consent of said Councils l- hereby given to 
the Pittsburgh and Birmingham Pas.enger Railway 
Company to use and occupy for the purpose of their 
railway, the foil* wing streets of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, as specified In an act approv. d the sixteenth 
day of April, A. D 1862, supplementary to an act to 
Incorporate the Plttsburghand Birmingham > assert- 
ger Railway, approved the thirteenth day of April, 
A. D. 1859. ana the 6atd Company Is hereby authoriz¬ 
ed to enter upon am laydown rails for a double track 
through the same as follows, viz: commencing at tne 
present terminus of their road on Smithfleld street, 
near Filth street, thence along Smithtield to Seventh 
street, along Seventh todrantstreet, along Grant to 
the corner of "Wa-hlngton street, subject to all the 
conditions, restrictions and limitations contained in 
said actof incorporation, and subject, also toall the 
terms, conditions, restrictions aud limitations con¬ 
tained In an ordinance of August 29th, A. 1). 1859, 
authorizing the said railway company to occupy aud 
traverse Smlthfleld street. 

Mr. OGDEN advocated the immediate pas¬ 
sage of the ordinance, and for this purpose 
moved the suspension of the rules. The act 
granting the privileges to said company had 
been passed some years ago, and it only re¬ 
quired the consent of Councils to make it ef¬ 
fective. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND opposed such hasty ac¬ 
tion, and suggested that the ordinance be re¬ 
ferred to pome Committee. 

Mr. OGDEN remarked that it was a matter 
of great public importance, and ought to be 
passed upon without opposition. 

Mr. PHILLIPS thought that a reference to 
the Street Committee would be proper. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN opposed hasty legisla¬ 
tion. He was not opposed to the measure, so 
far as be understood it; but the matter waa 
new to him, as well as other new members, 
and he thought it should not be rushed through 
so hastily. All should have an opportunity to 
examine into and fully comprehend the ordi¬ 
nance as well as the act of Assembly al¬ 
luded to. 

Mr- SLAGLE, City Attorney, by request, 
read the act granting the railway company the 
right to extend its tracks over the streets men¬ 
tioned, on the consent of Councils being ob¬ 
tained. 

Mr. OGDEN was about to speak again, when 

Mr. W. R. BROWN raised the point of order 
that the gentleman had already spoken twice. 

The PRESIDENT sustained the point of 
order and Mr. OGDEN took his seat. 

Mr. JONES opposed hasty legislation at all 
times and under all circumstances Councils 
should have at least a week or two to examine 
the question. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN was not prepared to op¬ 
pose the ordinance, but he wished to understand 
it before voting. 

Mr. PHILLIPS thought no evil could result 
from the immediate passage of the ordinance. 
It was merely extending the line of the Bir¬ 
mingham Passenger Railway three or four 
squares, and he thought the members fully un¬ 
derstood It. There was another reason why 
the ordinance should be passed. An act bad 
been offered la the Legislature granting the 
right of way, over this same route, to another 
company. 


















The yeas and nays were called upon Mr, Og¬ 
den’s motion to suspend the rules for the pur¬ 
pose of passing the ordinance, and resulted as 
follows:

PASSENGER RAILWAY ON LIBERTY STREET. 

Mr. DICKSON presented the following re¬ 
monstrance : 

Whereas, The following preamble and resolution 
was passed, almost unanimously t>y the Pelert and 
Common councils of the city of Pittsburgh, on the 
23ti» day of March. A. »»., 1864, viz: 

” WH£iiE\6, There Is now a Mil before the Leg! a. 
1,1 nre. which proposes to give the Citizens’ Passen¬ 
ger Railway Company the rlptht to lay a track upon 
"Liberty street, between Wajne and Clymer stiei ts; 
nr d. Wherea.3, it would he preju- icral to the host in¬ 
terests of the city to suiren erthe use of any port’on 
of the street to said Rail way Company for the pur¬ 
pose narrnd therefore, be ft 
"ReKolvKt. That our Senators and Representa¬ 
tives at Harrisburg t>p, aud they are hereny in¬ 
structed to oppose the passage of said bill, and use 
all Honorable n eans to secure l*s defeat.” And 
Whereas, There is one if not more bills be¬ 
fore tne Legislature authorizing othereompan'es to 
be formed and encumber *»id Liberty fctreet with 
railway tracks; therefore, be it 
Resolved. That these Connells again protest against 
the pa t&geof any such bill, and came tly request 
our Senators and Members of the Legislature, 
to oppose the passage thereof, bv all nonorable 
efforts and means. Liberty st eet being the only out¬ 
let eastwardiy from our city which Is now unoh- 
s’ructed by railroad tracks: and ltbelrg now quite 
a narrow street, there Is uo reason why It sbou'd not 
be kept a3 It is, and certainly there exists no good 
reason for obstructing It with a railway track. 

[Appended to the ordinance was the remon¬ 
strance, signed by a number of citizens, protest¬ 
ing against the laying of a track on Liberty 
Blreet. 

Mr. DICKSON moved the passage of the res¬ 
olution appended to the remonstrance. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN could not understand 
why, if a Passenger railway was such a good 
thiDg on Smitbfleld, Penn and other streets, it 
could not be useful also on Liberty street. 

Mr. DICKSON said the property holders on 
Liberty street were almost unanimously opposed 
to the occupancy of said street, and only a few 
interest*d parties wore in favor of it. 

Mr. PHILLIPS remarked that the clearing of 
Libsrtv street from railway tracks had cost ns 
Fome lire acres of ground, and he thought it 
ought to be kept clear—especially as there was 
a passenger railway, running parallel, just one 
square distant from it. 

Mr. McAULEY (Mr. Rees in the chair) op¬ 
posed the granting of any privilege to lay a 
track on Liberty street. It was the only outlet 
trom the city, for safe driving, and should be 
kept free from obstruction. 

Mr. GROSS favored the same view. The 
thoroughfare afforded by Liberty street was 
the only safe one for communicating with the 
new districts, and it ought to be kept free from 
railway tracks. 

Mr. \V AINRIGIIT was in favor of a railway 
track on Liberty street, believing ibat it would 
be beneficial to the public, and not injure prop¬ 
erty anywhere. 

Mr. JONES favored a postponement of the 
subject for odo week. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN moved to postpone the 
subject until the next meeting, which was lost 
by the followingvote:

THE NEW CONSOLIDATION ACT. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN submitted the following 
report: 

To the Honorable, the Select and Common Councils 
of the City of Pittsburgh: 

The Special Joint Lomu ittee appointed January 
Gt.h, 186s t ‘ to take into consideration what addl- 
tlonal legislation. If any* may be necessary toper- 
tVct the act of consolidation, approved April Oih, 
1867, and report to Corn ells such amendments and 
additions or changes at they may deem advtsab e,” 
unanimously r. port that additional legislation Is 
necessary for the purpose aforesaid, and they have 
embodied In the form of an act of ASi-embly, an¬ 
nexed hereto, entitled “An act supplementary to 
the acts incoiporatlr»K the city of Pittsburgh. ” such 
amendments and additions as they deem advisable, 
and also repo t the resolution appended thereto, 
all of which is respectfully submitted.

An Act supplementary to the acts incorporatlrg 
the city of Pittsburgh: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and IP use 
of Representatives of the CommonwmUh of Penn¬ 
sylvania in G neral Assembly met, and it is hereby 
enacted by the authority of the same, That the offi¬ 
cers of the city of Plttsourgh elected on the 10th oay 
of December, 1837* pursuant to the 3d eeci ion of the 
Act of Assembly entitled a further supplement to 
the acts Incorporating the city of Pitt-burgh, Ac , 
approved the Bib day of April, 18>7, shall hold theit 
offices respectively until the 1st day of February’, 
I860, and until their successors shall be duly quail* 
fl* <i. 

Section 2. That the qualified voters of said cit' 
of Pittsburgh, at all municipal and ward elections 
shall hertafier vote by tickets printed or written, 
or partly prlnltd and partly written, severally class¬ 
ified as follows: One ticket shall embrace the names 
of all city officers voted for, and be labeled “city;” 
one ticket shall embrace the names of all candidates 
for the city councils voted for. and belabeled ‘’coun¬ 
cils, ” and one tlckrt shall embrace the names of all 
school directors and other ward officers voted for, 
and be labeled ‘‘ward,” and each elaisof tickets 
shall be deposited a separate ballot-box, and the re¬ 
turns of votes for city officers and members of coun¬ 
cils shall be made ana counted in the same manner as 
heretofore provide^ ft r city elec ions, except ihat 
the same snail be returned to the Mayor within 
three days afrer said election, and by him delivered 
to the t ouDCllsupoa the day oftlietr organization. 

Sectio* 3. Each ward shall be entitled to two 
members of the Select Council, who shall be elected 
for a term of two years; prodded, however, that at 
the election to be held in October, 1868, one of the 
members for each ward shall be elected for one year 
and the other for two years. 

Section 4. That in the year 1868 and In the month 
of Jn*y every fourth year thereafter, the members 
of the Common Council sha 1 be apportioned in the 
following manner: It shall be the duty of the as¬ 
sessor of each ward to return under oath a true and 
exact return of resident taxables to the President of 
the Common Cou-ell on or before the first day of 
Julylneach year when an appo-tlonment is to be 
made, and at the firs- meetlngof Councils thereafter 
a joint committee of five, two from the Select and 
three from the Common Council, shall be appointed 
who shall examine the said returns and divide the 
whoW number of taxable® by 60, and the quotient 
shall be the ratio of represemation; provided , how¬ 
ever, that each ward shall have at ie*st two mem¬ 
bers, If any ward shall have an excess of three- 
fifths mo ,, e than the ratio of taxables it shall be en¬ 
title d to an additional membt r. 

Section 5 That all persons qualified to vote for 
all State and county officers shall be entitled to vote 
at elections held in and for said city, and so much of 
thefith section of the act of April 6 1867. a'oresaid, 
as requires the City Treasurer to deliver to ti e 
Judges aid Inspectors of Elections in each precinct 


a list of persons assessed therein forc'ty taxes dur¬ 
ing the current year is hereby repealed 

Section 6. The Corporation shall have power to 
P’ovlde for the safe and regular building of houses, 
stoics, manufactories and other buildings within 
Its limits, and to prevent the erection of any such 
buildings in an unsafe or dangerous manner: to 
m'vke regulations for the purpose of guarding dan¬ 
ger from acnluentB by fire to prohibit the erection 
of anv baiidlng. or addition to, or restoration of 
any part of any building, unless the outer walls 
thereof be made of brick, stone, mortar, iron, or 
other incombustible material; and also to appoint an 
inspector, or other officer, to visit and inject new 
building* during the progress of their eun*tmc- 
tlon. and to notify the owners or builders thereof 
of any part which he may deem unsate or danger¬ 
ous, or which may not be sufficiently gu irded 
against damage by fire, and to prohibit the same 
undtrsuch regnlat'ons as may, by ordinance, be 
dirteted; and section 9th, of the act of Assembly 
approved April 6th, 1867 is hereby repealed, 

SECTION 7. That so much of the ]2fh section of the 
aforesaid act of Assembly as limits the pt>w* r of the 
city of Pittsburgh to regulate and license carts, 
wagons, Ac., to those which ‘’may be kept for 
hire,” is hereb* repealed. 

Section 8. 1 hat jurisdiction for the trial of all 
offenders under the 13th section of the said act of 
April 6th. 1867. shall be vested In the Ma>or of said 
ciiyof Pittsburgh: Provided, that no fine imposed 
shall exceed the sum of oue hundied dollars, and no 
imprisonment shall exceed the term of sixty days. 

Section 9. That the Mayor and Aldermen or said 
ciiy of PittsbU'gh shall have jurisdiction of suiio for 
the recovery of fines and penalties Imposed by the 
ordtr ances of suld city. 

Section 10 . That any ordinance, when passed by 
the City Councils, shall be signed by the Presldtnt of 
each Council and countetsigued by theCfirke, and 
shall be published three consecutive days in the pa¬ 
pers authoilzed to do the city printing, and wiinln 
t]Prtv days after its passage, shall be recorded in 
the office of the recorder of deeds, Ac , in and for 
Alleklnny county, m books ktpt for that purposp, 
and so much o» the 18th section of said Act of Assem¬ 
bly of April 6th. 1867, as requires the ajrproval of the 
Maoris hereby repealed. 

Section ll. That all laws in force prior to the 
passage of the aforesaid act of April 6th. 1867, relating 
to the opening, widening, straightening, gracing 
and paving of tercets, a ieysano highways and set¬ 
ting thesame witli curba'ones. and for theconstruc- 
tlon of sewers and the paving ofsidewaiks, and pro¬ 
viding for the lien and collection of assessments 
therefor, &h<ll be and remaiu In full force and be ap¬ 
plicable to the entire district embrace*' In the cUy 
of Pittsburgh as consolidated in accordance with 
said act of April 6th. 1867. 

Section 12. The Preside nte of Councils eh*ll *p- 
pointall standing and special committees, all com¬ 
mittees being Joint, except where the bu>in^8s per¬ 
tains to one branch alone, and In all committees the 
Common council shall preponderate In n*'in‘ers. 
and haveamajorltylofat leastone; and so much of 
the‘2 d section ol ihe said act of April 6'h. 1867, as 
requires each Council to appoint separate standing 
committees, and hold four sessions In each year, 
commencing on the day of their first organization 
and on the first Monday of April, July and October, 
respectively, and provides fi r special meetings at 
the call of the Mayor or a committee of Council and 
prohibits either Council from adjourning for a 1. ng- 
er period than one day, Is hereby repealed, 

t ection 13. The 27th section of the said act of As¬ 
sembly of April 6th, 1867, shatl not, be so coustrued as 
io pronlblt the appointment or election of a member 
of Council to any office which *liall not have been 
created, or its emoluments Increased, during the 
term for which he shall have been electeu to Coun¬ 
cil. 

fcECTiON 14. Hereafter the Mayor shall be elected 
for a term of three years, ana shall be ineligible to 
hold said office wit an three years next ensuing the 
expiration of the term for which he shall have been 
elected: Provided, That this section shall not render 
the present Mayor ineligible for a second term. The 
oa’h of office shall be admln'stered to the Mayor by 
the President of the Select Council, In the pre ence 
of the members of Councils. In Joint session, imme¬ 
diately after the organization of the Councils. , 

Section 15. Whereas the 33d, 34th and 35th sections 
of the Act of Assembly of Aprl 6th, 1867, provide 
for the assessment and collection of a special tax for 
the excess of the separate Indebtedness of each city, 
borough and township wlthlng the present limits of 
the Cl*y or Pittsburgh, and wlipreas the Councils of 
said CUy have, in accordance with the existing lawp, 
made appropriations for the amount of Interest ac¬ 
cruing upon the indebtedness of s*ld city, and such 
special tax, when collected, *111 be in excess of the 
amount required for the payment of said interest, 
therefore the said Councils are hereby authorized to 
change or modify the appropriations and assessments 
made as aforesaid, for the year 1868, if such action 
shall become necessary. 

Section 16. That all laws, and ordinances relat¬ 
ing to the city of Pittsburgh, which were In force at 
the time of the passage of the aforesaid act of April 
6ih, 1867. and wht«»h have not been subsequently re¬ 
pealed or supplied, are hertbv declared to be and 
remain In full force and applicable to said city as 
consolidated by said act. 

Resolvedy By the Select Council of the city of 
Pittsburgh, (the Common Council concurlng.) that 
the proposed act of Assembly entitled “An act sup 
plementary to the acts Incorporating the city of 
Pittsburgh,’’ reported by the Special Joint Coui- 
mittee of Councils, be and the same is her* by ap¬ 
proved ; that the same be printed, together with 
this resolution, and attested by the Presidents and 
Clerks of Councils and forwarded to our members 
of the General Assembly with the requett that the 









legls’ation desired than be obtained as speedily as 
possible. 

Tbe report was accepted, and the resolution 
was read three times and passed. 

Mr. GROSS thought the action was hasty, 
and favored a postponement for one week. He 
moved to reconsider the vote. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN explained that the Com¬ 
mittee, composed of thirteen members, had 
spent nearly a mouth’s labor on the bill, and 
nearly every provision had been almost unani¬ 
mously agreed upon. It was also desirable that 
the bill should go before the Legislature at an 
early day. If delayed for another month it 
might fail to become a law at the present ses¬ 
sion. 

Mr. GROSS withdrew his motion to recon¬ 
sider.

Referred 
to Water Committee. 

Mr. McEWEN, a petition for the grading 
and paving of Center avenue, from Dinwiddie 
to Kirkpatrick streets.

Mr. SH1PTON moved that when Connells 
adjourn they adjourn to meet on Tuesday after¬ 
noon, February 11th. Agreed to. C. 0. con¬ 
curred. 

TnE ROADS IN THE NEW DISTRICT. 

The transfer of *10,000 from the Contingent j 
Fund, to Appropriation No. 22, (Roads in new 
distric t,) as passed in Common Council, coming 
up for concurrence, 

Mr. W. R. BROWN moved that the sura of 
*10,000 be stricken out, and *5,000 inserted. 
He opposed draining the contingent fund to so 
large a degree. 

Mr. GROfS, Mr. McKIBBEN, and Mr. 
JONES opposed the amendment, on the j 
ground that the sum of 120,000 would be re- [ 
quired, and that less would not answer. 

Mr. PIHLLIPS thought that there was no 
necessity for making so much ado about the 
matter. Let them spend the *10,000 already 
appropriated, and if more was required let them 
ask for it and they should have It. Councils 
might add $10,000 now, and in one month an 
emergency might arise whereby the grant 
would have to be withdrawn. 

Mr. JONES spoke warmly of the injustice 
which would be done to the new district by 
withdrawing the appropriation demanded. 

Mr. SHIP TON said this cry of “injustice” 
was becoming annoying. No injustice was in¬ 
tended to be done by any one. The new dis¬ 
trict would soon have an expenditure for water, 
alone, amounting to some *300,000 or *400,000, 
and they would get their share of the police and 
other appropriations. lie was in favor of 
granting the increase, but wanted to hear noth¬ 
ing more of “injustice.” 

Mr. McAULF.Y (Mr. Rees in the chair) in- 
dorsed the remarks ot Mr. Bhlpton, and gave 
figures to show that the Dew district was not 
likely to suffer any loss or detriment at the 
hands of Council. 

The question on Mr. Brown’s motion to strike 
ont*10,000 and insert *5,000, was then adopted. 
No farther action in Common Council.

Section 4 All moneys made by the sales of arti¬ 
cles aud merchandise aforesa'd. after defraying the 
recessary expenses Incident to the proceedings and 
the salary of said Inspector of Meats, shall be appro¬ 
priated to the “Poor Fund 1 ' of the city. 

Section 5. Tne Inspector of Meats, before enter¬ 
ing upou the duties of hlB office, shah takeandsub 
scribe before the Mayor an oath or affirmation that

bKC, 6. It shall be the duty of the police 
of the citv, under the direction of the Mayor, 
to aid tfi-t Inspector of Meats la the enfo-cement of 
the provisions of this ordinance; and It shall be the 
duty of the Inspector of Meats to enter in and upon 
the premises of all persons, and Into all markets 
and places where articles and merchandise a.e ex¬ 
posed or sold for food, and make examinations and 
inspections of such articles and merchandise; and 
any person who shall fmpede, interrupt or resist 
said officer In the performance of Ms duties, shall, 
upon conviction thereof before the Mayor, be ad¬ 
judged to pay a line not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 

Tne Committee on Ordinances, to whom was re¬

Mr. SIItPTON moved the eecond reading 
of the ordinance by its title, which was 
agreed to. 

Mr. 8HIPTON then directed attention to the 
provision relative to the disposition of impure 
or unsound meats. It authorizes a sale, and 
there was danger that the condemned meat 
mi^ht thus get into consumption. It might 
be better to destroy all such articles. He was 
not prepared to make an amendment, how¬ 
ever, but directed attention to the fact. 

Mr. A, M. BROWN remarked that the mat¬ 
ter as to sale, or destruction of the condemned 
article, would be within the discretion of the 
Mayor. 

Mr. WAINWRIGHT thought that the pen¬ 
alty for the first offense was too severe. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN moved to strike out the 
penalty, believing the forfeiture would be suffi¬ 
cient. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN was opposed to the mo¬ 
tion to ttrike out. The forfeiture of a diseased 
or impure ebb ken, for instance, would be but 
a small penalty for offering it lor sale. If any 
ordinance was to be passed on the subject, be 
wanted such a penalty as would secure its en¬ 
forcement.. 

Mr. PHILLIPS favored the ordinance as it 
Ftood. If any legislation was necessary on the 
subject, let it be effective. The Mayor had 
ample discretion under the ordinance. 

The amendment was lost by a decided vote, 
and the ordinance waB read a third time and 
tin ally passed. C. C. concurred. 

ORDINANCES FOR GRADING AND FA VINO. 

Mr. White, from the Street Committee, pre¬ 
sented ordinances for the grading, paving and 
curbing of Allegheny street, from Penn to Lib¬ 
erty streets; also, for the grading, paving and 
curbing of Centre avenue, from Dinwiddle to 
Kirkpatrick streets; also, for the grading, pav¬ 
ing and curbing of Vine street, from Pennsyl¬ 
vania avenue to Reed street. Read and laid 
over under the rules. 

THE BIRMINGHAM RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

The 8treet Committee, to whom was referred 
the orJ'nance offered by Mr. OGDEN, at the 
session of February 4th, granting the privilege 
to the Pittsburgh and Birmingham Passenger 
Railway Company to extend their tracks along 
Smithtield 10 Seventh, up Seventh to Grant, 
along Grant to Washington street, reported the 
following proviso and additional section: 

Provided . That said company »hall lay a double 
track upoD said streets, aud make the terminus of 
their road on Grant street, tear Libety street. 


SECTION 2. That the privileges hereby granted 
shall he upon the express condition that the Conn¬ 
ells of ihe city of Pittsburgh Bhall have toe right to 
grant any Rail way Company, now Incorporated, or 
wnicli m«y hereafter be incoi porated, tne^lght to 
use ihe tracks which may belaid down by said Pitts¬ 
burgh and Birmingham Passenger Railway Com¬ 
pany, upon payment to said Pittsburgh and Bir¬ 
mingham ratsenger Railway Company such propor¬ 
tion of the cost of constructing so much of said track 
as may be U9ed by such company, and on such con- 
dl Ions as may hereafter be agreed upon by said 
companies, 

Mr, GALLAHER offered the following : 

Provided , also. That from Cherry alley to Grant 
street there shall be but a Blugle track, and thio to 
be placed on the east side of tne street. Lost. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN offered the following pro¬ 
viso, which was adopted : 

That the 6ald railway company are prohibited from 
carrying or conveying t>ei*lit In any t> aimer ever 
or upon tne cars or line of Its railway between Fifth 
street and Washington street, wltnln the city of 
Pittsburgh, and any violation of this s»ctlon shall 
cause Immediate forfeiture of the privileges and 
JranchLesgranted by this ordinance. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, the following additional pro¬ 
viso: 

Provided , That the work shall be commerced 
within three months and completed within the year 
1868. Adopted. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN, the following additional 
proviso: 

Provided, That fald railway company shall not 
receive any additional fare or compensation for car¬ 
rying passrugers from Birmingham to the Washing¬ 
ton street terminus than Is now charged or allowed 
from Birmingham borough to Ihe present terminus 
near Fifth street, in the city of Pitlsburg, Adopted, 

Mr. A. M. BROWN offered the following 
amendment: To strike out the words “upou 
payment to said Pittsburgh and Birmingham 
Railway Company,” etc , in section 2, aud in¬ 
sert the following: 

Provided . That the compensation to he paid and 
th« terms upon w inch any other railway shall use the 
track or railway of the PitDburgh and Birmingham 
Railway company, shall be fixed and determined by 
the Court of Common Pleas of Allegheny county, 
aod that the said railway aforesaid may be in tne 
smie manner *-xt*>nded to the Monongahela bridge 
at the foot of Smithfleld street, 

Mr. PHILLIPS opposed the amendment, as 
two distinct companies could not use the same 
line. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN favored the amendment, 
and cited the Allegheny and Manchester Pas¬ 
senger Railway as an instance where two lines 
used the same tracks. 

Mr. McAULEY (Mr. Gallaher in the Chair) 
opposed the amendment. The same tracks 
could not be used by separate corporations, 
without begetting confusion. 

TheChair (Mr. GALLAHER) decided that 
the amendment was out of order, as Councils 
could not legislate npon a matter interfering 
with the rights already granted to the Pitts¬ 
burgh and Birmingham Passenger Railway. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN, appealed from the 
decision of the Chair, alleging that all it was 
proposed to do, was, to say to the Birmingham 
Railway Company, “we’ll grant you the right 
to extend your tracks to the Union depot, if 
you will consent to the conditions which we 
will impose.” That was all. If the Company 
would not accept the conditions, that would be 
their business. 

The question on the appeal was taken, and 
the chair was not sustained. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN’Samendment was further 
debated, and was finally adopted by a vote of 
ten yeas to eight nays. 

Mr. WAINWRIGHT offered an amendment, 
or provision, that the rails to be laid on the ex¬ 
tension shall be two Inches wider than those 
now in use by the Citizens’ Passenger Railway 
Company. Lost. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved to strike out the whole 
clause allowing any other company to use the 
tracks of the Birmingham Railway Company. 
He was free to say that the ordinance, if passed 
in its present shape, would not be acepted by 
the Company. If the object was to kill the or¬ 
dinance he had no objection to doing It in this 
way, bat he wished to know whether the mem¬ 
bers desire the ordinance defeated 1 


The question being called on the amend¬ 
ment, 

Mr. OGDEN called for the yeas and nays, 
which call was sustained by the requisite num¬ 
ber of members. 

The CLERK called the roll and the vote re¬ 
sulted : 

Yeas —Messrs. Coffin, Dickson, Dnnn,Galia- 
her, McK bben, Ogden, Phillips, Rees, Ship- 
ton, Tanner, White and President McAuley 
— 12 .

So the amendment to strike out the entire 
clause was adopted. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN then moved to postpone 
the whole matter for the present. Lost. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN offered the following: 

That this ordinance shall not go Into effect, nor 
ehall It he published or recorded, until the said rail¬ 
way company shall file In tne office of the City Con¬ 
i'oiler an agreement, signed by the Fr* sldent, Secre¬ 
tary, Treasurer and Directors of the Company, and 
under the corporate seal theieof, accepting this ordi¬ 
nance, and each and any of Its provisions, condi¬ 
tions and penalties, and shalt pay to the City Treas¬ 
urer, for tee use of the city of Pittsburgh, the sum 
of $5,000, Laid on the tante. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved the final passage of 
the ordinance. Several members objected. 

Mr .A. M. BROWN moved to postpone for the 
present. Lost by a vote of 10 to 11. 

Mr. DICKSON said that the secret of the 
opposition was, that a bill was uow before the 
Legislature to incorporate a rival company to 
lay a railway track along Smithfieid and Lib¬ 
erty streets. This was the “snake” that the 
opponents of the present ordinance wanted to 
carry through. 

After some further debate a motion was 
made and carried to adjourn.

An Ordinance supplementary to an Ordinance in 

relation to division of street districts, ordained 

February Uh, 1868. 

Belt ordained and enacted by the Mayor, Aider- 
men and citizens of Pittsburgh In Select and Com¬ 
mon Council assembled, and it Is hereby ordained 
i and enacted hy authority of the same. That so much 
of section four of said ordinance as gives authority 
to the btreet Committee to appoint a Street Com¬ 
missioner for the Third District and affix his salary 
Is hereby repealed. 

Mr. REYNOLDS moved that the rules be 
suspended and the ordinance read three times 
and passed. Lost and ordinance laid over un¬ 
der the rule. 

LARIMER AVENUE. 

Mr. TORRENS presented a petition to open, 
grade and macadamize Larimer avenue in Col¬ 
lins township. Referred to Committee on 
Roads S. C. concurred. 

THE RULES OF ORDER. 

The PRESIDENT stated that at the first 
meeting of the Councils the Presidents of the 








respective Councils were appointed to revise 
the rules of order. 

The PRESIDENT read the report on the re¬ 
vision—submitting the rules aeriafem. 

Mr. HERRON moved that the sixth rule be 
amended so that the Committee on Surveys re¬ 
port to the Common Council, and the Commit¬ 
tee on Ordinances report to the Select Council. 
Lost. 

Mr. HARE moved the adoption of the rules 
as revised and amended. Adopted. 

Mr. HILLERMAN moved that one hundred 
copies of the new rules be ordered printed. 

Mr. REED offered an amendment that as 
many copies be printed as the Controller may 
deem necessary. 

The amendment was accepted, and the mo¬ 
tion, as amended, was adopted. 

FREE PASSES OS RAILWAYS. 

Mr. REED moved that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to Colonel Wiliam Phillips, President 
of the Allegheny Valley Railway Co. for the 
gratuitous distribution of free passes over his 
road, to members of the Common Council. 
Adopted. 

THE “IRON clad” OATH. 

The President reminded the Connell of a res¬ 
olution offered at a previous meeting, relative 
to the oath of office provided for in the con¬ 
solidation act, to be administered to the Mayor, 
members of Councils, and city officers, and 
which had been inadvertently overlooked when 
they were sworn into office, 

Mr. DAVIS moved that a Committee of 
three from the Common Council and two from 
the Select Council be appointed to waite upon 
His Honor, James Blackmore, Mayor, and re¬ 
quest his attendance upon a joint meeting of 
the Councils for the purpose of being sworn 
according to the provisions of the law. 
Adopted. 

The PRESIDENT appointed Messrs. Davis, 
Beales and forley on the part of the Common 
Council. The Select Council concurred, and 
the President of that body appointed Messrs. 
Cochrane and Ogden. 

TRANSFER OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

The PRESIDENT appointed Messrs. Batche¬ 
lor and Beales on the part of the Common 
Council to act with a committee from the 8elect 
Council relative to the transfer of the sum of 
<10,000 from the appropriation for contingen¬ 
cies to the appropriation for roads. 

A REMONSTRANCE. 

Mr. ROBB presented the following remon¬ 
strance : 

The undersigned, committee of the First English 
Evangelical Lu berlan church, on Seventh, pray 
your honorable bodies not to grant a str-et car trade 
on said str- et. ps we deem It annoy ngto our church 
worship, and Injurious to the Improvement of husl- 
utss houses on said street.

CHANGING STREET DISTRICTS. 

Mr. AHLBORN offered a resolution instruct¬ 
ing the Street Commissioner of the First Dis¬ 
trict to attend to the Third District including 
Lawrenceville, until a Street Commissioner for 
the latter is elected. 

Mr. WELDON said that the Street Commis¬ 
sioner of the First District had as ranch as he 
could do to look after the requirements of his 
own district without paying attention to those 
of any other. 

Mr. REYNOLDS called the attention of the 
Council to the fact that some or the streets in 
the Third District were in a deplorable condition. 
The cellars of many dwellings were flooded on 
the occasion of every thaw, and he hoped 
that the Connell would take immediate action 
to correct this evil against which the citizens 
of the Third District earnestly remonstrated. 

Mr. JEREMY moved that the Committee on 
Streets be requested to meet immediately and 


elect a Street Commissioner for the Third Dis 
trict. 

Mr. REYNOLDS said that only one objection 
could be raised against his colleague’s motion, 
(Jeremy’B) which was that the selection of the 
Committeeon Streets must be confirmed by the 
Council, and this necessary action would 
delay the object sought after for another week. 

Mr. AHLBORN withdrew the resolution. 

Mr. A. SCOTT suggested that the Committee 
on Streets could retire at once from the Coun¬ 
cil Chamber and make a selection of a Street 
Commissioner for the Third District. 

Mr. REED offered a motion embodying the 
foregoing suggestion. 

The PRESIDENT said that no motion was 
necessary. 

The PRESIDENT instructed the Messenger 
to inform the members of the Street Committee 
from the Select Council that the Committee 
would meet immediately. 

THE “ MUNICIPAL RECORD.” 

Mr. TORRENS presented the following com¬ 
munication from the Controller: 


To the members of Select and Common Councils. 

Gentlemen: It ia customary to compile the ordi¬ 
nances, acta of Assembly ard ihe official reports of 
each year, relative to city affairs, and publish them 
in pamphlet form. Last year it cost $582 for five 
hundred coptes. The Pittsburgh Commercial is 
now furnishing the Councils with the Municipal 
Record, containiue a fall report of your proceed¬ 
ings, and propose to do so during the current year. 
It appears to me that an advantageous arrangement 
might be made with the publishers to furnish 
the city a fuller account than our publi¬ 
cations have heretofore done, at le?s cost. 

I therefore requested Mr. Thompson, Business 
Man&iter of the Commercial, to make a statement 
of what they would charge to furnish the city with 
two hundred copies of the proceedings of each meet¬ 
ing, embracing ordinances, official reports and acts 
of Assembly, with index, and the cost of binding 
each copy similar to our last book. Mr Thompson 
replied tnat it would cost $7.00 for two hundred copies 
of each day’s proceedings, and fifteen cents for bind¬ 
ing. I believe the Councils meetings number from 
fifteen to twenty per year, t>u f under consolidation, 
i it will be safe to calculate on thirty.

Mr. REBMAN suggested that an error had 
been made in the count. 

The PRESIDENT declared his decision irre- 
versable. 

THE <e IRON-CLAD” OATH AGAIN. 

The PRESIDENT then administered the 
oath of office to the members of the Councils, 
and to its Clerk and Messenger, as provided 
for by law. 

Mr. BATCHELOR administered the same 
oath to President Tomlinson. 

THE NEXT STATED MEETING, 

Mr. DAUB offered a concurrent resolution 
that when the Councils adjonrn, thev adjourn 
to meet again on Tuesday, February 25th, at 2 
o’clock p. m. Adopted and concurred in by 
the Select Council. 

NEW STREET COMMISSIONER. 

The Committee on Streets^which had retired 
for the purpose of selecting a Street Commis¬ 
sioner for the Third District, including Law- 
renceville, returned to the Council Chamber 
and reported that they had agreed npon Mr. 
Lewis List.

Mr. TORLEY moved a reconsideration of the 
vote on the amendment to tbe sixth rule, in¬ 
structing the Committee on Surveys to report 
to the Common Council. Carried. 

The reconsideration was taken, and the Com¬ 
mittee on Surveys will report to the Select 
Council. 


Mr. BATCHELOR desired an expression 
of opinion iu the case of Mr. Gerner before the 
resolution was put to vote. 

Mr. McCLEANE said that he had no feeling 
to gratify other than that tbe people of Oak¬ 
land should have a representative in the Com¬ 
mon Conncil immediately. As the matter now 
stands they were not represented. 













Mr. BATCHELOR hoped that the Council 
would not act precipitately in this matter. In 
justice to Mr. Gerner the fact ought 
to be taken into consideration that 
he had sent In his resignation as 
postmaster and it was no fault of his (Gerner’s> 
that the Postmaster General had not yet noti¬ 
fied him of its acceptance. 

Mr. BEALES said that Mr. Gerner was acting 
postmaster at the time of the election, and 
that rendered him inelegible. 

Mr. HILLERMAN suggested that Mr. Ger- 
ner’s absence from the Council might be ac¬ 
counted for, possibly, by his non-receipt of the 
notice of the present meeting served upon the 
other members. 

Mr. McCLEANE said it was Mr. Gerner’s 
fault, personally, that Oakland was not now 
represented in the Common Council. It was 
unreasonable to expect that the citizens of 
Oakland were not anxious to be represented 
now in this body. 

Mr. BATCHELOR said he only wanted the 
Council to act with strict equity towards Mr. 
Gerner. 

Mr. ROBB moved that the resolution be laid 
over for one week. Adopted. 

THE PITTSBURGH CHURCH GUILD. 

Mr. BATCHELOR said that he had been re¬ 
quested by a prominent member of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Church Guild to correct the impression 


which had been created by the action of the 
Councils on the draft of a proposed act of As¬ 
sembly to except the Guild from taxation on 
all real estate to the value of $50,000. This 
society had been spoken of as a sectarian one, 
and great injustice might thereby be done to 
it. He assured the Council that the Guild was 
in nowise sectarian in its character or opera¬ 
tions. 

PENNSYLVANIA RAILWAY BRIDGE. 

Mr. HERRON offered the following resolu¬ 
tion: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Roads be in¬ 
structed to bare tbe bridge crossing the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad on Center avenne examined by the 
City Engineer, and report upon its condition as to 
safety. 

Mr. HERRON deBired the resolution referred 
to the Committee on Roads. 

Mr. BATCHELOR stated that steps had al¬ 
ready been taken to Inquire into tbe condition 
of the bridge, and to ascertain what propor¬ 
tion of expenses to be incurred in repairing it 
are to be paid by the city and the railway com¬ 
pany respectively. 

Mr. HERRON withdrew the resolution. 

THE PACIFIC AND ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH COM¬ 
PANY. 

The Common Connell concurred in the ordi¬ 
nance reported to the Select Council by the 
Street Committee giving the Pacific and At¬ 


lantic Telegraph Company authority to erect 
telegraph poles on Try 6treet, from Second 
street to the Steubenville Railway Bridge. 

Mr. HILLERMAN moved the Council ad¬ 
journ. Adopted. 


JOINT SESSION. 

A joint session of the Councils was held for 
the purpose of administering the oath of office 
prescribed by the consolidation act, to His 
Honor the Mayor. 

President McACLEY, in the Chair, inforrred 
His Honor, Mayor Blackmore, Of the object of 
the session, and administered the oath to him. 

The MAYOR stated that he had a number of 
matters to iay before the Councils, especially, 
concerning some of the ordinances which con¬ 
flicted, and he found it difficult to decide what 
to do. He was determined to enforce the or¬ 
dinances, and would like to have a Committee 
appointed to confer with him. 

Mr. 8HIPTON said that there was now a 
good Committee on ordinances, which would 
be glad to confer with His Honor. 

The joint session was then adjourned.

The PRESIDENT announced that one of the 
matters to be attended to was the election ol' a 
Meat Inspector, and he suggested that, before 
any other business be transacted, the Clerk in¬ 
form the Common Council that lire Select is 
now ready to meet them iu Joint Session for 
that purpose. 

The CLERK was instructed to give notice to 
•hat effect, whereupon the two bodies met iu 
Joint Session. 

The business of the Joint Session havingbeen 
concluded, Select Council returned to their 
chamber. 

ITbe PRESIDENT being indisposed, Mr. 
SHIPTON. at bis request, consented fn occupy 
the chair. | 

THE I'lTTsm-IlUI! AND P.I RMIXl ;II AM UA1IWIY 
COMPANY. 

The ordinance granting certain privileges to 
the Pittsburgh and Birmingham Passenger Rail¬ 
way Company, laid over at previous meeting, 
was taken up on the third rending. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN offered the following, as 
au additional section : 

SECTION 1. The privileges and rnuu-hl-ragranted 
\ty this ordinance are made np..n and subject to tin: 
express condition and reserved right of tlie Connells 
of the city of Pittsburgh to grant nnv passenger 
railway company, now incorporated, the right of 
using itoe railway tracks of the Pittsburgh and lllr- 
liiinghaiu Passenger Railway Company, from Wash¬ 
ington street to Fltfb street, and from Fifth to 
Washington street, or any portion thereof between 
bald points, upon payment of ajust proportion of the 
value or cost of construction thereof, and subject to 
such terms and conditions nB shall be lixetl and tie- 
term Ined by the Court of Common l'lcas of Alle¬ 
gheny county. 

Mr. PHILLIPS remarked that the section was 
substantially the same as that which had been 
stricken out of the original ordinance. 

The PRESIDENT then read the original ordi¬ 
nance. 

Mr. W. U. BROWN offered an amend¬ 


ment to the amendment, providing that the 
privileges be allowed to the bridge on the Mon- 
ongahela, so thal railroads that may be eon-, 
structed coming from the south side may ubc 
the Pittsburgh and Birmingham road from the 
bridge to the depot. 

Mr. PHILLIPS objected, because this was 
precisely what had been stricken ont before. 

Mr. W. K. BROWN contended that it was ' 
not. 

The PRESIDENT lin n r, a i the section wbh.b 
had been stiicke), out, and remarked that < Len¬ 
tils should Judge for themselves. 

Mr. PHILLIPS objected, because the object! 
was to cripple or prevent the extension of the 
road. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN stated that the gentle¬ 
man (Mr. Phillips) had done him great injus¬ 
tice—not intentionally, however— and referred 
to the Municipal Record as to his action in 
regard to this matter. lie was bonafidcin favor 
of giving the company the right to extend their 
track, bnt offered the amendment solely to 
protect the right of the citizens and prevent 
, monopoly. 

Mr. McAULEY asked how it would be possi¬ 
ble for two roads to occupy one track—even a 
double track? It would bo simply nonsensical 
to expect such a thing. No business could be 
conducted on anysuch impracticable principle. 
If we are determined to kill this measure, do it 
manfully, but as to running two roads over the 
same track, that W3s simply nonsensical. 

Mr. JUNES was in favor of the amendment. 
He never would oppose public improvements, 
but such restrictions should be placed upon the 
company as to prevent monopolies. Two roads 
can operate on Hie same tracks. The Oakland 
and Minersville roads do so. 

Mr. McAULEY—That is done under articles 
of agreement. 

Mr. JONES—Certainly. And it is not un¬ 
reasonable to have other companies mu in the 
same way. 

Mr. MORROW said the company now had 
the right, under act of Assembly, to extend 
their road to Washington street, and they now 
propose to extend il accordingly. 

Mr. SHIPTON—That extension must be by 
the consent of Councils. 

Mr. MORROW—1 am aware of that, but it 
seems to me that any restrictions placed upon 
the company, beyond w hat were already im¬ 
posed, looked like oppression or injustice. 

Mr. OGDEN remarked that there was no in¬ 
tention on the part of the company to monopo¬ 
lise any rights or privileges. They only asked 
fair legislation. Under the general railroad 
law any other company could make arrange¬ 
ments to use the tracks of this company. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN said it was simply absurd 
to talk about such agreements. The company 
could demand whatever they pleased from any 
Other line nisbiDg to occupy their tracks, and 
this would prevent any second company from 
using the tracks. 

Mr. PHILLIPS thought the effect of the 
amendment would be to give any other com¬ 
pany the right to come in, after the pioneer 
company had begun to make money, and divide 
the business with them. 

Mr. McAULEY protested against the amend¬ 
ment as nnjnst and impracticable. 


Mr. JONES feared that the persistent efforts 
of the company to get the power in their own 
hands, and not rest it even with the Conit of 
Common Pleas, indicated an intention to mo¬ 
nopolize the privileges sought for. 

Mr. GROSS offered as a further amendment, 
‘That in case the companies cannot agree upon 
the rate and terms of compensation, then the 
Court of Common Pleas shall fix the same.” 

Mr. A. M. BROWN accepted the amend¬ 
ment. 

The question was then called, and the yeas 
and nays »*re demanded. 

The CLERK called the roll, when the yeas 
and nays resulted as follows :

Mr. A. M. BROWN offered the following 
additional section: 

Section — This ordinance shall not ko inloofl'ect 
nor shall H he record* dumb said company shall hie in 
the office ofihc City Controller an agreement under 
the seal ol* said company accepting this ordinance, 
and all Its conditions and covenanting; thatauy fail¬ 
ure to comply with any of Its trrni9. provisions or 
conditions, shall at the option of the City Connells, 
be held to work a revocation of the privileges and 
franchises herein granted. 

Mr. McAULEY could not see the propriety 
of filing section on section, when the ordinance 
was complete without it. 

The question was called, and the additional 
section was adopted. 

The ordinance, as amended, was then read a 
third time and passed. 

TIHt MUNICIPAL RECORD. 

T he PRESIDENT took lip, as unfinished bus- 
in ss, the communication of tbe City Controller 
relative to the publication of the Council pro¬ 
ceedings, city ordinances, o*c., in (lie Munici¬ 
pal Record, which was in Common Council 
referred to the Committee on City Printing. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN objected to concurrence, 
not exactly understanding the matter. 

Mr. McAULEY also objected, asitwaj, nec¬ 
essary to keep up, in the usual form, the acts of 
Assembly and ordinances, which was all that 
was necessary. The Record was a good thing, 
but it would not suit the pnrpoBC at all. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN cordially endorsed Mr. 
McAulcy’s remark. He would award all due 
praise to the publishers of the Commercial for 
the valuable Kecop.ii which they furnished, 
but it was not proper to supersede the annual 
pamphlet acts and ordinances by a Journal so 
cumbersome and unsuitable for that purpose. 
He moved to non-concur in the reference of 
Common Council, which was agreed to. 

THE PEOPLES’ PASSENGER RAILWAY PROJECT- 

Mr. JONES presented the following, signed 
by about one hundred and fifty citizens of the 
1 Fifth and Ninth wards; 

The undersigned, citizens of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh residing or doing business on Liberty 
street, respectfnlly set forth that they are Iu 







very great want of additional facilities for travel 
to and from the said city, and as there is now 
before the Legislature of the State a bill for the 
incorporation of the Peoples’ Passenger Rail¬ 
way Compauy, we do earnestly urge our want6 
and inconveniences as an inducement foryou to 
reconsider the instructions to our Legislators 
previously given, and to iustruct them to use 
all honorable means to secure the passage of 
(he said bill. 

Mr. JONES offered the following petition, 
signed by some twohuudred persons: 

Your petitioners respectfully represent that 
they labor under very great inconvenience for 
want of additional facilities for travel to and 
from the city, and as there is now a bill before 
the Legislature asking the incorporation of the 
People’s PasseDger Railway Company, and in¬ 
asmuch as Councils have instructed our Sena¬ 
tors and Representatives to vote against said 
hill, we respectfully ask Councils to rescind 
said instruction, and instruct our Senators and 
Representatives to vote for, and to use all proper 
means to pass said bill. We especially in¬ 
struct our Councilman from this, our own dis¬ 
trict (Liberty township), to vote to rescind said 
instruction, and to pass a resolution urging our 
said legislators to pass the bill, and to use 
every proper means to effect its passage- 

Mr. GALLAUER offered a similar petition, 
to the 6ame effect, numerously signed by citi¬ 
zens of the Tenth ward.

Peebles, Oakland 
and J*ltt, which have become a part of the city under 
the act of April 6th, 1867; and, whereas, the said 
townships are now represented in the City Councils, 
In the Board of Health, and in the Central Board of 
Education, and have become so thoroughly identi¬ 
fied with the municipal government of the city of 
Pittsburgh, that the proposed legislation would be 
unjust and hostile to the interests of the people as 
well of the new as of the old city districts; there¬ 
fore. 

Resolved, By the Select Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, the Common Council concurring, That the 
people of said city are unqualifiedly ooposed to the 
act read in place by Mr. David L. Smith In the 
House of Representatives, and referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Municipal Corporations, which in fact re¬ 
peals the act of April 6. 1867, under which the territo¬ 
rial limits of the city have been greatly extended, 
Us population largely increased, and a new munici¬ 
pal government inaugurated and In successful opera¬ 
tion. 

Resolved , That our Senators and Representatives 
be and tliev are hereby requested to oppose any and 
all legislation impairing our territorial integrity and 
corporate franchises, or contrary to the spirit and 
intent of the act of consolidation. 

Resolved, That these resolutions he printed, and 
forwarded to our Senators and Representatives at 
Harrisburg. 

The preamble and resolutions were adopted 
without debate, several members voting In the 
negative.

Gentlemen: Yours of the 10th in», asking my 
opinion as to whether or not a vacancy will occur In 
the ofiice of Cliv Controller after the lirst of Febru¬ 
ary next, and whether anv action of Councils will 
be necessary in regird to it, hashed received, and 
In itply I have the honor to say that, in my opin¬ 
ion, no farther action by Councils will be necessary. 
As the question is one which excites considerable 
interest, both Inside and outside of Councils, I will 
give my reasons for my opinion at length. 

The vacancy in the ofiice of City Co* troller was 
occasioned uy the death of John McCargo, on the 
25tli of December, 1867. He was at the ila.e holding 
the ofiice under the tlection of 1866. and was also 
Controller elect for the term commencing February 
1st. 1868 , John McCargo, the late iucumbent, and 
.John McCargo, Controller elect, may be regarded as 
two distinct persons. He was dieted in January, 

1866 , uuder the provisions of the first fec- 
tlon of the act of Ma> 6th, \857, which 
provides for tlie eiectlonof a Mayor. Treasurer and 
Controller, “who shall hold the offices respectively 
for two years, and until their successors are duly 
qualified." The sixth section of the same act pro¬ 
vides that "whenever an elective officer shall die, 
reBlgn, remove from the city, or otherwise become 
Incapable of fulfilling the duties of Ins office, the 
city Councils in joint session shall elect a successor, 
except lathe ease of Mayor." It wld be observed 
that the act does not provide that Councils shall elect 
a per$ on to serve for the uncxplred term, but that 
they shall elect a successor, The successor would be 
clothed with all the rights, powers and duties, and 
in all respects stand in the piace of the person whom 
he succeeds. In pursuance of this act the Councils 
on the 20th day of December, 1867, elected Thomas 
Steel, Esq., as successor to Mr. McCargo, and he has 
since bien qualified anil a‘6uin*d the duties of the 
office, and like any other incumbent is entitled to 
hold it until his successor is duly qualified. 

John McCargo was also elected on December 10th, 

1867, for the term commencing February 7th, 1868. 
Let us regard him in this respect as an entirely dif¬ 
ferent person from the one whose place Thomas 
Steel was elec i d to fill. He died before the votes 
were counted, and consequently before >t was offi¬ 
cially known that he had beeu elected. He had not 
given the bond nor taken the oath requlied by law, 
aud was in no way qualified as an officer, and by his 
death It was made Impossible that he ever could he. 
'J be act of April 6, 1867. section twenty-six provides 
that In case the office of an elective officer shall be¬ 
come vacant before tlie expiration of the regular 
icrm thereof, the vacancy shall be filled by the City 
Councils until a successor is elected and qualified, 
and such successor shall be elected for the unexpired 
term at the first annual city election which occurs 
after the vacancy shall have happened. 

The duty of Councils uuder the act depends upon 
the question whether or not there is or will be a va¬ 
cancy on the first of February. 

Toe question appears to be settled by the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, in the case of the Common¬ 
wealth e.r. rel, Rrown vs. Hanley; 9 Barr, 513. 
Hanley had been elected Clerk of theCourtof Phila¬ 
delphia City and County In October, 1845. The con¬ 
stitutional provision under which lie was elected was 
as follows: "They shall hold this office for three 
years, If they shall so longbehave themselves well, 
and until their successors shall be duly qualified- 
Vacancies in any of the said offices shall be filled by 
appointment to be made by the Governor, to con¬ 
tinue until tile next general election, and until tlielr 
successor shall he elected and qualified as aforesaid." 

On the second Tuesday of October, 1843. Oliver 
Brooks was elected successor to the same office, but 
died on the 7ih day of November, 1948 before being 
qualified by taking the oath anil filing bond as re¬ 
quired by law; the Governor appointed and commis¬ 
sioned Brow n io fill the vacancy. The Court held 
that as Hanley had been elected to hold the office 
until bis successor should be elected and duly quali¬ 
fied and Brooks had not been and could not be quali¬ 
fied, Hanley would continue to hold; and further 
that "an oflice cannot be vacant when it Is filled by 
a person in the legitimate exercise of all Its func¬ 
tions, in the lawfir enjoyment of all its emolu¬ 
ments," and as no vaea. ey existed, the Governor 
had uo power to appoint. 

The power of the Councils, like that of the Gov¬ 
ernor, is limited to cases of vacancy, and clearly 
under the principles of this case there will be no 
vacancy In the office of City Controller on the first 
day of February, the office being filled by a person 
who has been elected In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the law, and Is now in the lawful exercise 






























of all its functions. But in any view of the case, it 
seems to me that the power of Councils lias been ex¬ 
pended in the election of Mr. Steel. 

Neither the act of 3857 nor that of 1867 authorizes 
the Councils to elect for the unexpired term. The 
act of 1857 directs that they shall elect a successor; 
the act of 1867, that the “vacancy shall be filled by 
the City Councils until a successor shall be elected 
and Qualified, and that such successor shall be elected 
for the unexpired term at the first annual city elec¬ 
tion which occurs after the vacancy shall have hap¬ 
pened.” 

If Mr. Steele's election is regarded under the act 
of 1867, he Is entitled to hold the office under the de- j 
cislon of the case of the Commonwealth vs. Hanley, | 
and if, under the act of 1867, he holds until the next [ 
general election, as Councils have the power so to ; 
elect and not otherwise.

PEI’ORT OF WATER COMMIT- 

It TEE, 

To the ScUct and Common Councils of the City of 

Pittsburgh : 

Gentlemen—T he Water Committee herewith 
present me annual reports of the officers in charge 
of the Water Works, amt desire to call attention to 
several important matters connected therewith, 
which will require careful consideration and action 
by Councils. 

ft has become evident from the rapid Increase of 
population and manufactories along the shores of 
the Allegheny, that a change in the location of the 
Works, and perhaps in the source of supply, is now 
absolutely necessary. In view of the importance of 
the subject, we recommend the appointment of a 
Special Commission to investigate and report upon 
the feasibility and expense of procuring pure water 
from the Allegheny, or other streams, together with 
such other matters as may properly come within the 
scope of such a Comm itree. 

Fending cxnmillation ami report upon new works, 
it is evident that the existing works can be auapted 
to supply, fora time, the old city and nearly all of 
i Lawrence vine, Fitt and Oakland districts, in which 
; extensions of mains should at once be made, to sup- 

• piy a large population now very Imperfectly sup¬ 
plied with water and entirely destitute of protection 
against fire. To supply the‘district named an ex* 

, penditureof two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 

• should be made this season. And as Councils have 

• already applied for legislation to enable the city to 
borrow money, to be expended in improving ami 
extending the Works, when procured, this matter 
will doubtless receive prompt attention. 

In the Superintendent’s report it is stated that the 
new engine and one line of river pipe furnished the 
city during the larger part of the past year with a 
fulland satisfactory supply of water, the other en- 
glneand line, of river pipe being out of order. The 
entire Works must be placed in complete order and 
able at any time to meet any contingency within 
their capacity. 

Jn making needed additions and repairs at the 
lower works it may be deemed advisable to make a 
change in the old engine, and to substitute In p ace 
thereof either a Cornish or some other style of Im¬ 
proved pumping engine Such an engine could ul¬ 
timately become a portion of the machinery in new 
works, though, from the nature of the case, as years 
-must elapse before they are completed, in the mean¬ 
time, the existing works must he maintained and 
somewhat extended. 

To enable tue oflicersof the works to exercise en¬ 
tire control over the supply of water and the reve¬ 
nue therefrom, it is desirable that Councils enact for 
this city ordinances and regulations similar to those 
in force in other cities; regulating the strengh of 
plumbing material and style of attachments to the 
public pipes. To do this effectively, all plumbers 
should be licensed by the Water Committee, and 










give satisfactory bonds for faithful adhereuce to the 
laws and regulations relating to the city Water 
Works. It should be Imperative that no pipe save 
of extra strength should be used for any purpose in 
the tipper district, nor in the lower district, outside 
of the curb. No street or alley should be paved or 
repaved without all abandoned water attachments 
being first carefully removed, and In laying Nlc- 
olson pavement, each lot owner should be required 
to put In water pipe of extra strength to the Inside 
of the curb before the pavement is JaJd. 

Much annoyance occurs from unequal rates charg¬ 
ed large consumers. To render the same uniform, 
all assesmenls under Special Itat^s and for Build¬ 
ing I'urposes, should be made, on returns rendered 
under oath by the consumer In the same manner that 
returns ’or business taxes are now made. 

It Is the unanimous sentiment of the Committee 
that all establishments using largely, as well as 
manufacturers supplied occasionally, should be re¬ 
quired to put In meters at their own cost, of patterns 
approved by and subject to full control of the water 
authorities, and that such consumers sliou d be 
charged the rate per thousand gallons which the 
meter shall register. It Is not desired by this t<> In¬ 
crease the rate of charge, but to guard against the 
Immense waste of water prevalent in nearly all large 
establishments. All consumers required to put in 
meters who shall neglect or refuse so todo, should 
be charged full rates or te cut off. as may be deemed 
most desirable. 

Near the close of the year, by dlrect’on of Coun¬ 
cils. new pipe was laid on Wood street, and the Com¬ 
mittee for reasons satisfactory to them, did not col¬ 
lect the full amouDt of cost of the Liberty street pipe 
from the Pennsylvania Railroad Company'* hence 
the expenditures are In excess of fund9 provided by 
appropriations and loans authorized bv Council-, 
and are rendered for eleven months only, though 
comparison with former vears will »bow the amount. 
I considering the labor performed,) is lower than for 
some years. 

There is a marked anu gratifying increase of 
reveoue, amounting to $21,168 21 over last year.

To the Water Committee-Gentlemen: The. fol¬ 
lowing statement of the operations of the Water 
Works for the year ending January 31, 1808, Is re¬ 
spectfully submitted: 

During the year extensive additions have been 
made of leading mains, among the more Important 
of which may be named the Drgepipeon Pennsylva¬ 
nia avenue, now affording a full and entirely satis¬ 
factory supply to that section, while the new lines on 
Liberty from Carson to Clymer, and on Butler from 
Baldwin to Taylor, streets, remedy a long existing 
deficiency in supply and furnish much better protec¬ 
tion In case of lire. The work 60 well done in the 
past year should be continued, anti new mains laid 
oflarger capacity on FniltUHeld 6trectfrom Fifth to 
Water streets. Larger pipe will be needed and must 
be laid on several other streets In the lower wards as 
rapidly as means can be proenred. The pine taken 
out of Wood e trect was found to be so utterly us«lcss 
that It bad to be broken up. The pipe taken out of 
Pennsylvania avenue wa* relaid on various streets 
h,ll V portions of the Sixth and Elshth wards, 
effecting the object desired and enabling a larger 
amount of extensions to be made than had been ex¬ 
pected could be done with the amount of appropria¬ 
tions. 

The existing works must be abandoned as soon as 
practicable to get rid of the sewerage and filth 
thrown in the river above the supply pipes, and no 
delay should be permitted, but prompt action taken 
to select sites and plans for new works, which the 
dense population of the old and new districts of the 
city already require. 

TO enable the works to answer the demands likely 
to be made upon them, it is essential that the old 
engine should be thoroughly repaired or replaced 
with a new one of similar or an Improved style. 
The present pump has one broken chamber 
and is scarcely worth repairing. To afford better 
security against accident and render the works fully 
effective, a new set of boilers must be procured sim¬ 
ilar to those put in the works in I8fl(>;the old cyl¬ 
inder boilers have not sufficient capacity to supply 
the new engine with a team. 

In the early part of the year one line of river pipe 
became obstructed with drift and sand, and cannot 
he used, hence, as su indent water could not be got . 
through one line of pipe to supply both pumps 
during the period o' low water, the new engine , 
alone supplied the entire city. 

The boilers in the Upper works have been in use . 


i over seventeen years, new boilers should be con- 
1 traded for Immediately and the machinery some- 
i what altered and Improved As Is well known, the 
j old basin has not sulllclent capacity to supply the 
: city for over twenty-four hours: an increase in size 
must soon be resorted to if the entire works are not 
; removed and the basins placed at higher points, 
i whence the entire district can be furnished. 

The reservoirs were cleaned at the usual time, 
i Durlngtlie early part of the winter the wall on Bed¬ 
ford avenue, adjoining the upper engine house, gave 
way and will require rebuilding as soon as the weath¬ 
er will permit. 

The ruunlng time of the lower works was28 ? .i 
hours per day; of tills time Ihe new engine ran an 
average of 25% hours per day, and the old eng’ne 
ran 3 1-6 hours per day. This shows a total decrease

, or adulteration, is unfit or unwholesome for food, or

Section l. Be It enacted by t* e Citv of Pitts¬ 
burgh, In Select and Common Councils assembled, 
and it Is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, that the office of Inspector of Salt be and the 
same Is l ereby aboli-hed. 

Sec. 2. That sections first and flfh of chapter 
twelfth of the Clty(J< de, provi. inr lor the election 
of an Inspectorof Salt, and prohibiting the sale of 
salt not Inspected, be and the same are heieby re¬ 
peal* d. 

Sec. 3. That all ordinances aud parts of ordinance* 
conflicting with the provisions of this ordinauce are 
hereby repealed. 


Mr. A. M. BROWN stated that only fifty 
dollars had been raised in the way of revenue 
from the inspection of salt during the last year, 
aDd as nearly all the salt was produced on the 
Allegheny side of the river, and inspected there, 
there was no necessity for such an officer. 

Mr. OGDEN opposed the repeal of the ordi¬ 
nance, on the ground that inspection was neces¬ 
sary to ascertain the quality and weight of the 
article sold. 

Mr. JONES opposed hasty action in the mat¬ 
ter. There was undoubtedly a good reason for 
passing the ordinance, and no doubt the same 
reason still existed. Let the facts be fully un¬ 
derstood before the ordinance is abolished. 

Mr. GROSS moved that the ordinance ba 
postponed for the present, which was agreed to.

ORDINANCES FINALLY PASSED. 

The following ordinances were read three 
times and finally parsed : 

Providing for the grading, paving and curbing 
of Small man strett, from Morton to "fay I or 
streets. 

Providing for the grading, paving and curhing 
of Mulberry alley, from Smith to Taylor streets. 

Providing for the grading, paving and curb¬ 
ing of Center avenue, from Dinwiddle to Kirk¬ 
patrick streets. 

Providing for the grading, paving and curbing 
of Vine street, from Pennsylvania avenue to 
Heed street. 

Providing for the grading, paving and curb¬ 
ing of Allegheny 6treet, from Penn to Liberty 
streets. 

THE PROPOSED INCREASE OF THE POLICE. 

The ordinance from Common Council, in¬ 
creasing the Police force, being read in Select 
Council, 

Mr. OGDEN moved to non-concur, from the 
fact that he did not know where the money was 
to come from to pay the men, 

Mr. McCLINTOCK spoke in favor of the 
ordinance. The men were needed, and ought 
to be furnished. Several additional policemen 
were required in Lawrenceville. 

Mr. SHIPTON was not opposed to increasing 
the force, but he could not see where the money 
was to come from. 

Mr. JONES stated that the police had been 
ncreased this year from sixty to one hundred. 
He thought the forty additional policemen would 
be sufficient to render all the service made De¬ 
cenary by the consolidation of the new districts. 

Mr. OGDEN stated that only about ten or 
twelve of the additional police force had been 
assigned to the new districts, sndhe wanted to 
know where the balance had been stationed. 

Mr. MORROW was not opposed to increas¬ 
ing the number, but he would like to know 
wii»re the money was to come from to pay 
them. 

Mr. McCLINTO' K stated that prior to the 
present administration we had no Mayor or 
police either, but now we had an efficient ad¬ 
ministration and needed au additional force. 
Some of the new police had been stationed in 
Lawrenceville, and in other new districts, and 
a good many of them had been assigned to duty 
iq the old city. 

The motion to non-concur was then put and 
carried, but one member voting lu the negative. 

FEES OF SALT INSPECTOR. 

Mr. COFFIN offered the following: 

An ordinance regulating the fees of the Inspector of 
salt: 

Section 1. Be It enacted by tbe city of Pittsburgh, 
In Select and c ominon Councils assembled, and It Is 
hereby enacted by tbe autboiity of the same. That 
fro n and after this date, the fees to be charged stall 
be three cents per barrel. 

Section 2, That all salt Inspected In any other 
place In Allegheny county shall be exempted from 
last* ctIon In Pittsburgh. 

SECTION 3 That all ordinances or parts of or¬ 
dinances con dieting with the above i* hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

The ordinance was read and postponed. 

CLEANING OF CESS POOLS. 

Mr. OGDEN presented the following: 

Resolved , That a special commlitte of five—two 
/rom the S leet and three from the Common Co .n- 
cll—be appointed to ascertain the co6t and expedi¬ 
ency of purchasing a machine for cleaning out cess 
pools, to be placed in charge of the Board cl' Health. 

Mr. GROSS moved tbe adoption of the reso- 
1 tion, which was agreed to. 

The PRESIDEN V appointed on said Com- 
miitee, on behalf of 8elect Council, Messrs. 
Og-1en and Coffin. No action in Common 
Cou cil. 

FIRE PLUGS. 

Mr. McEWEN offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Water Committee be author¬ 
ized to putln two lire plugs on Bedfo: d avenue—one 
at the Intersection ot Cassatt street, and one near 
the centre of the square from Cassatt to LedUe 
1 eeis. 

On motion, the resolution was adopted 


THE WATER LOAN BONDS. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN offered the following 
Ordinance: 

An ordinance providing for the issue of bonds 
amounting to $£50,000 of tn« Water Loan authoriz¬ 
ed by the a:t approved February 8 th, 1868.’ 

Section 1. Be It enacted by the city of Pittsburgh, 
In select and Common Councils assembled, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the same, That 
the City Controller be and is hereby authorized and 
empowered to Issue bonds in the name of the city of 
Pittsburgh to the amount ol’ two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, in accordance with act of As¬ 
sembly of the state of Pennsylvania, app.oved the 
8th day of February, A. D. 1863, entitled, “an act to 
authorize the city of Pittsburgh to borrow money.” 

Sec. 2. Said bonds shall be made payable to 
bearer with semi-annual interest coupons attached 
They 6ba.il be In sums ofoue hundred, two hundred, 
five hundred and one thousand dollars each. In such 
proportions as the Controller may determine. They 
shall bear interest at the rated six percent, per 
annum, and shall be payable In twenty-five years 
from April 1st, A. I)., 1868 at the office of the City 
Treasurer. In the city of Pittsburgh. They shall 
be signed by the Mayor of said city and counter¬ 
signed by the City Controller, and shall be sealed 
by the Mayor with the corporate seal of the city. 

Sec. 3. The City Controller shall advertise for 
proposals for the sale of said bonds, and shall sell 
the same to the highest bidder; provided, that none 
of said bonds shall be sold for less than par. 

Sec. 4, Tbe Controller shall keep a correct and 
i accurate account of all bonds which may be issued in 
pursuance of this ordinance and of all money which 
: may be paid for or on account thereof, and shall can- 
' cel and tile all coupons which may at any time be 
I paid by the City Treasurer 

Mr. McAULEY, (Mr. Gross in the chair) 
moved to strike o k the word “Controller” and 
insert the words “Finance Committee” when¬ 
ever the word Controller occurs in connection 
with the sale of bonds. Agreed to. 

Mr. JONES moved to lay the ordinance over 
for the present. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN was opposed to laying 
over, as Councils would not meet for a month, 
and it was necessary to make some important 
repairs to the machinery of the works. 

The motion to lay over was not agreed to. 

Mr. McAUl/EY then moved to lay the ordi¬ 
nance over until the next meeting, and that it 
be made the special order for that meeting. 
Agreed to. 

DECLINATION. 

Mr. DICKSON declined serving on the Com¬ 
mittee of Conference in regard to the appropri¬ 
ation for roads in new districts, and Mr. Galla- 
her was appointed in his place. 

REMOVAL OF TOLL GATES. 

Mr. GALLAUEK offered the following: 
Resolved^ That the Road Committee. In conjunc¬ 
tion will: iI k city Solicitor, toe requested to Inquire 
what action may be neceBrary to have Lite toll gates 
r- moved beyond the city limits. 

Read three times and passed. Not reached in 
Common Council. 

In all of the above business, not otherwise 
noted, Common Council concurred. Adjourned.

BLOOMFIELD PLANK SIDEWALK. 

Mr. ZEEN presented a petition from tax 
payers and property holders of Bloomfield to 
erect a plank sidewalk from that village to the 
Greensburg turnpike. 

Mr. A. SCOTT said that all such petitions 
should come through the proper committee. If 
the people wanted to have their streets paved 
all that was required was to ask for it, but he 
was opposed to making plar.k roads for any 
one.

Mr. ZERN said the village of Bloomfield 
contained over one hundred houses, and the 
mud on the street was ankle deep.

THE CITY ASSESSOR. 

Mr. JEREMY presented the draft of an or¬ 
dinance providing that in addition to the duties 
of the City Assessor, he shall make out for each 
ward and township, In books to be provided by 
the city, a complete duplicate of the assessment 
valuation, and description of all, real and per¬ 
sonal, property therein for the use of the city, 
and notice shall be given thereof to all con¬ 
cerned by advertisements in official papers of 
the city, to examine 6aid duplicates for the pur¬ 
pose of directing transfers and correcting omis¬ 
sions; that all appeals and claims shall be 
referred to the Committee on Appeals; that 
salary of the City Assessor on and after April 
1, 1868, shall be 83,500 per annum.

WATER ON WHITESIDE ALLEY. 

Mr. JEREMY presented a petition from five 
eiiizeus for the privilege of having water on 
Whiteside alley, Sixth ward, extendlug from 
Mercer street one hundred and thirty feet. Re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on Water. 

TAVING APPLE ALLEY. 

Mr. CASKEY presented a remonstrance 
against the paving of Applealley, on the ground 
that neither public nor private convenience re¬ 
quires it. Referred to the Gommitteeon Streets. 

RELATIVE TO LAWRENCEVILLE. 

Mr. REYNOLDS presented the following: 

Whereas, Owing to the unfinished state In which 
some ol'lliu municipal affairs of the late borough of 
Lawra ncevllle were left at the time of its consolida¬ 


tion with the city of Pittsburgh, one street having 
been ordered to be widened, graded and payed, and 
said street haying been partially so widened and 
graded without any viewers having been appointed, 
accorolng to law, made in relation to the opening 
and widening of streets and the assessments of dam¬ 
ages caused thereby; and

will have to he completed by the city authorities, 
and no official Information or the nature o- condition 
of said contracts having been obtained by the city 
authorities; therefore be It 

Resolved, That <tlie Select Connell concurring) a 
Committee of one from the Select and two from the 
Common Councils be, and are hereby appointed to 
act in connection with the City Solicitor and City 
Euelnetr, whose duty shall be, 

1st. To Inquire into the necessity and expediency 
of carrying out or repealing the ordinance of the 
Borough Council, passed Junes, 1867, in relation to 
the widening of Chestnut sti eet, and If found neces¬ 
sary or expedient to carry out said ordinance, what 
action shall be taken in order that a fair and equita¬ 
ble assessment and award of damages may be made 
in the ca-e. 

2nd, To ascertain what contracts have been entered 
into by tile borough authorities which wilt have to

TUE SURVEY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. HILLEMAN presented an ordinance 
defining the duties of (he Survey Comml tee, to 
wit: To have charge of all surveys ordered for 
the boundary lines of the consolidated city; to 
fix and establish permanent monuments along 
said line; to have charge of all surveys for the 
purpose of laying out new streets orstrighten- 
ing old streets; to prepare plans; to establish 
the width of streets, lanes and alleys; to pre¬ 
pare charts of grades; to examino all matters 
in dispute as to street lines and location of new 
streets through private property, and their de¬ 
cision to be final; to authorize the City Engi¬ 
neer to employ ass'stnns; to keep a journal of 
their proceedings and make a lull report annu¬ 
ally, exhibiting in detail their transactions. 
Rules suspended aud ordinance read three 
timeB, and passed. Select Council laid over 
and authorized ordinance to be printed in the 
official papers. 


I TRANSFER OF APPROPRIATION. 

Mr. HERRON offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Controllerfs hereby authorized 
to transfer $9.00) from appropriation No. 13 to ap¬ 
propriation No. 23. 

Read three times and passed. Select Council 
non-concurred. 

OPENING OF BEDFORD AVENUE. 

Mr. HILLERMAN presented petitions for 
opening of Bedford avenue. Referred to Com¬ 
mittee on Snrveys and Roads. 

MINERSVILLE RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Mr. BRUSH moved that the action taken in 
relation to relieving the Minersville Railway 
Company from keeping the streets through 
which the road passes clean from curb to curb, 
be re considered. Adopted. 

Mr. REED moved that the ordinance be read 
three times and passed. 

The PRESIDENT decided that under the 
Consolidation act an ordinance could not be 
suspended unless by a two-thirds vote. 

Mr. BRUSH moved that the rules be sus¬ 
pended. 

Mr. HERRON stated that the road was not 
a financial success, having sunk within the 
past three years eleven or twelve thousand 
dollars. No road running out of the city 
labors under so much difficulty. The track 
on Wylie street was a public benefit to the 
citizens, as it enabled them to haul up the hill 
twice as large a load as could otherwise be 
done. 

Mr. BRUSH said he resided on Wylie street, 
which, although one of the principal thorough¬ 
fares, was in wretched order. The railway 
company were nnable to repair the street, and 
such being the case, he thought the city 
should attend to the matter.

WIDENING OF BIDEWALK9 ON FIFTH STREET — 
THE VETO MESSAGE. 

The PRESIDENT stated that he would dow 
present to Councils for their consideration the 
first veto message under the consolidation act. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN raised the question as to 
the legality «'t the message. He regarded it as 
Illegal, and of no force and effect. It had not 
been presented to Connells within the time 
(five days) prescribed by the act. In addition 
to this, a supplement had been passed hy the 
Legislature rescinding the veto power altogeth¬ 
er. He merely raised the question, therefore; 
but wished it understood that he had no un¬ 


kind feeling towards the Mayor, and did not 
wish to treat him disrespectfully in any way, 

v r. OGDEN contended that the Mayor had 
a clear right io veto the ordinance, and that 
the message was regular and proper. 

Mr. GR03S moved that the message be re¬ 
ceived and read. 

Mr. MORROW said the message was In or¬ 
der, and ought to be received. 

The PRESIDENT read section eighteen of 
the consolidation act, which conferred the veto 
power upon the Mayor. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN said that, under the sec¬ 
tion as read, the Mayor should have called a 
meeting of Councils, and laid the veto before 
them within the five days prescribed. It was 
not sufficient, to send the message to the Presi¬ 
dent or the Clerk of Councils, and he consid¬ 
ered the ordinance as valid, notwithstanding 
the veto. 

Mr. GROSS contended that it was not im¬ 
perative ou the Mayor to call Councils togeth¬ 
er. He had sent his veto to the President of 
this body, and we should receive it at once. 
The question as to its legality could be discuss¬ 
ed afterwards. 

The motion to receive and read the message 
was then adopted.

THE WILL OF TEE LATE J. W. HAILMAN. 

Mr. GROSS rose to a question of privilege. 
He said that in the will of the late J. W. Hail- 
man, $10,000 bad been bequeathed to the Poor 
of Pittsburgh, and for the purpose of ascer¬ 


taining what the gentlemen had done in regard 
to the matter, would offer the following resolu¬ 
tion : 

Resolved, That two members of the Select and 
three of the Common Connells be and are hereby ap¬ 
pointed a c‘Tnmittee of almoners who, with the ad¬ 
vice of the Mayor, shall have power to investt.be 
fund bequeathed to the poor of the city In the will of 
the late J. M. Hallman, Esq., and apply the yearly 
accruing Interest of said fund as In their judgment 
may deem best, said committee rendering a yearly 
account, of their r iibureements to the Councils of 
which they are members. 

Mr. McAULEY 6tated that he would cheer- j 
fully make an explanation of the matter. A 
clause was inserted in Mr. Hailman’s will, 
which left the sum of $10,000 in trust with the 
Presidents of Councils and the Mayor of the 
city, to be invested by them, the proceeds to be 
expended for bread and potatoes for the poor. 
Two years ago when they went to get 
the money, they only received $9,500, five 
per cent, of the amount going to the State. 
Th’s sum was afterwards made up to the orig¬ 
inal amount. Daring last winter several on¬ 
slaughts were made upon the gentleman having 
the money in hand, by the ladies of the chari¬ 
table institutions in this city to get some of the 
money to buy coal, but it was held back and 
now has almost reached the sum of $11 000. 
If the money was not touched until next win¬ 
ter they would then have an income of some 
seven hundred dollars. The bread and potatoes 
would then be purchased and distributed in the 
manner deemed best in the judgment of the 
gentleman with whom the money is entrusted. 

Mr. GROSS thanked the gentleman for the 
explanation, but he thought that the proceeds 
should have been spent long airo for the pur¬ 
pose to which it was willed. The speaker had 
called it up by request of a son of the deceased, 
who asked that it be used for some of the char¬ 
itable institutions in the city. 

Mr. MCAULEY said that he would be happy 
at any time to show the money, books, &c., 
with the extracts from the will, which were 
somewhat peculiar, to any of the members of 
Council. 

Mr. GROSS then said that he would for the 
present withdraw the resolution, for the pur¬ 
pose ofexamtning the matter. The resolution 
was withdrawn,

Mr, GROSS, of the Committee on City Prop- 
erty, presented the report of that committee as 
follows: 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of

Your Committee on City Property have had before 
them the petition of the Lawrence Steam Fire Engine 
and H06e Company, of Lawreiieevillt-, for the pur 
chase of a l«t and erection of an engine house in that 
district. After a careful examination, your C m- 
mittee finding that the citizens of th»t district labor 
under gteat dlead vantage for want of sufficient, pro¬ 
tection In case of fire, and they would recommend 
that authority be given to the Committee to purchase 
a lot and have an engine house erected—the citizens 
having already contracted for the purchase of a hose 
carriage. 

They h*v c also'had before them the communication 
of Mrs. John Wait, of the gold tors’ Monument Com¬ 
mittee, asking Councils to donate them the lot on 
corner of Grant and f/lbvrty streets on which to erect 
the Soldier to Monument, and would recommend that 
the prayer of the petitioner be granted, 

THE LAWRENCE FIRE COMPANY. 

Mr. GROSS then offered the following reso¬ 
lution: 

Resolved , That the Committee on City Property 
he and they are hereby authorized to purchase a lot 
and advertise for proposals for unlldinic an engine 
house for the Lawrence steam Are engine and hose 
company, of Lawrencevllle, 

Mr. GROSS moved the passage of the reso¬ 
lution, under a suspension ofthe rules. 

Mr. OGDEN strongly opposed the motion. 
The Duquesne Fire Company had been appeal¬ 
ing to Councils for an appropriation for a simi¬ 
lar purpose, but it had not been granted. He 
would not vote for any such appropriation un¬ 
til the Duquesne Company, and other compa¬ 
nies had been provided for. 

Mr. McAULEY favored the passage of the 
resolution, as there was now a very favorable 


chance to purchase a lot at Sheriff’s sale, and 
the Chairman of that committee was a shrewd 
operator in real estate. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved that the Committee

The Lawrenceville Gas Company shall have the 
ex luslve right and privilege of laying pipes 
and supplying gas in that portion of the 
city of Pittsburgh, which formerly constituted the 
borough of Lawrenceville, norlh and east therof 
extending their pipes and supplying gas to the 
boroughs of Sharpsburgh and Millvale. 

And, that said companies herein mentioned, sha'l 
not have power at any time to increase the price, 
nor charge private consumers more, than onedol'ar 
and sixty cents foi each thousand cubic feet of gas, 
exclusive of Government tax. 

And your petitioners will ever prav Ac. 

Accompanying the memorial was the following 
resolution : 

Resolved. That Councils recommend the nassagt 
oftheactof Assembly d-finlngthe rights and liber¬ 
ties of the several Gas Companies named in the fore¬ 
going memorial.

THE WATER LOAX BONDS. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the meeting had 
been called at the request of the Water Com- 
mittee, to reconcile tbcdifference of opinion be¬ 
tween the two branches, on the resolution in re¬ 
gard to the Water Loan Bonds. He read the 
original resolution, as follows: 

Resolved. Tlmt the Water nomraittee be an* they

THE MAYOR’S VETO. 

The opin’on of the Citv Solicitor having been 
read, as to the legality of the Major’s veto of 
the ordinance increasing the width of sidewalks 
On Fifth Blieet, 

The PRESIDENT stated that, under the opin¬ 
ion of ihe Solicitor, the ordinance would still be 
before Councils. 

Mr GROSS read from the Record the action 
Of the Select Council, reconsidering ihe ordi¬ 
nance, under the Mayor’s veto, and the failure 
to pass the ordinance notwithstanding the veto. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN held that the action of 
8 elect Council, in reconsidering the ordinance, 
was null, in consequence of the illegality of the 
veto. 

Mr. SHIPTON, in this view of the case, then 
offered the following: 

Be it ordained . etc. % That the ordinance entitled an 
ordinance for Increasing the width of the sldewaDs 
on Fifth Btreet, from Market to SmHhfleld greets, 
passed March 26th, 1868 , be and the same Is hereby 
repealed. 

Tne PRESIDENT ruled that the original or¬ 
dinance was now on second reading, and that 
the failure to pass it would accomplish the 
same object a9 to pass the repealing ordinance. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN held that the reconsid¬ 
eration was merely for the purpose of receiving 
the veto of the Mayor, and that 9uch reconsid¬ 
eration could not and did not affect the legality 
or vitality of the ordinance as passed, the veto 
beiDg held null and void. The gentleman 
maintained this position at considerable leDgth. 

Mr. McAULEY (Mr. Jones in the Chair) 
read from the Record the action of Select Coun¬ 
cil, and held that, under the rules, the ordi¬ 
nance had been fully reconsidered ; and. a mo¬ 
tion to pass the ordinance over the veto haying 
failed, the ordinance was still undisposed of. 


In his opinion, it was now before the Council 
ou second reading, to be disposed of as they 
might see proper. 

Mr. MORROW said that, as he understood 
the action, the ordinance was dead. 

The question was then called on Mr. SHIP- 
TON’S ordinance to repeal.

The petition wa9 accepted. 

Mr. GaLLAHRR stated that several of the 
parties signing the above petitions, and pre¬ 
tending to represent property on the street, had 
ho authority for doing so. He mentioned the 
oames of three parties who had thus acted 
without proper authority. He also claimed that 
the cartway of Fifth street was now too nar¬ 
row. and that the sidewalks were not as much 
crowded as the cartway. 

Mr. REE* thought the members of Council 
had all made up their minds how to act, and 
regarded further discussion as unnecessary. 

Mr. SHIPTON was in favor of a general law, 
allowing the property holders on all streets in 
the city power to extend the sidewalks in the 
m*n ter indicated. He therefore favored the 
repeal of the special ordinance relative to Fifth 
street* and called for its third reading and final 
passage. He would vote lor a general law at 
the proper time. 

Mr. MORROW stated that as the majority of 
the property holders on Fifth street asked for 
the extension of the sidewalks, and there was 
no injury resulting to the puDlic from it he was 
in favor of granting the request. 

The vote was then taken on the ordinance to 
repeal, which was lost by a decided majority. 

The PRESIDENT pro tem (Mr. Jones) decid¬ 
ed that, the original ordinance was not repealed, 
and that it was in full force and effect. 

Mr McAULEY doubted the correctness of 
the decision of the chair, but he would throw no 
obstacle in the way of the measure, Ilis im¬ 
pression was that the original ordinance 
should have been taken up on second reading, 
as reconsidered at previous meeting, and passed 
or negatived, as the case might be. 

Mr. GROSS, la order to remove all doubt from 
the minds of gentlemen on this question, moved 
that Select Council recede from their former 
action in reconsidering the ordinance, and con¬ 
cur with the Common Council. Agreed to. 

PETITION FOR GAS LAMF. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND presented a petition for 
gas lamp on the corner of Smallmau and Mor¬ 
ris streets, in the Ninth ward. Referred to the 
Committee on Gas. 

INDEPENDENCE ENGINE HOUSE. 

Mr. COCHRANE, a resolution instructing the 
Street Committee to have a cast iron gutter 
placed in front of the Independence Engine 
House, so that they can get their steamer in and 
out. Referred to the Committee on Streets. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND, a resolution instructing 
the Water Committee to place a fire plug in 
front of the Independence Engine House, in 
order that they may clean their hose, appara¬ 
tus, house, etc. Referred to the Water Com¬ 
mittee. 

ASSISTANT CLERKSHIP AT WATER WORKS. 

The PRESIDENT submitted the following: 

An ordinance to increase the clerical force in the 
ojjlceof the Water Works: 

section 1 Be it enac ed, etc.. That the Water 
Committee be and thev are hereby authorized to 
appoint a suitable person to act as assistant c * rk in 
the office of t he water works; also to assist in pre¬ 
paring the duplicates cf assessments of waterrents, 
and such other duties as may from time to time be 
directed by proper authority. The Water Committee 
shall Ox the compensation of the assistant clerk, to 
be paid on their monthly pay roll, and he subject as 
other employees to removal for neglect of duty and 
Incompetence. 

The ordinance was read once and laid over 
under the rules.

Ac,” or “If it 
be not, returned within five days after It wa- 
dellv-red to the Mayor It Bhall be deemed a valid 
ordinance, and shall have full force and efle-1 the 
same a* if it had been appro red and sinned by the 
Mayor.’* In this case the Mayor within flveda\a 
nf.er the ordinance was delivered to nlm returned It 
t> the‘ lerk of t’otmciis with his Objections In writ¬ 
ing but it was not presented to * ounclls until the 
«th day of sprll. which was long after the expiration 
of the live days, but, was the first meeting of Councils 
after th. passage of the ordinance 

The simple question la: In order toperfec a veto 
Is it necessary that th** Mayor should return the or- 
dinan e to < ounclls in opt n session within the live 
day* prescribed? 

Vy flr*t impression was that it would bt a sufficient 
compliance with the law to return the ordinance to 
the Clerk of « ounclls from whom 1* lisd been re¬ 
ceived, but upon a more careful examination l find 
many reasons for a contrar> conclusion, and am sat¬ 
isfied that it wss th duty of the Maj or to return the 
ordinance wltu his objections to Councils In open 
session. 

Among the reasons for this conclusion are the fol¬ 
lowing: 

First. K 8trl r> t construction of th® language of the 
set admits-of no other couclusion, ai It quires the 
ordinance to b re nrned to Councils, and makes no 
provision for retnriiiftg it tothcCl*-rk. Councils Is 
an organized body which is not represented by any 
of Ks members. 

Second, The object of the provision requiring the 
ordinance to be returned within five days, was 
doubtless to insure speedy action npon It* recousl • 
eratlon. If It were sufficient to return the ordi¬ 
nance to the Clerk or President of Councils as thepe 
officers do not have authority to convene Councils 
»no the. law provides for quarterly sessions only. It 
might happen that the reconsideration would be de¬ 
layed for weeks or even months. 

Third , The practice of the National and StMe 
Goterumen iln the matter, adds force to this view.

Mr. RAFFERTY offered an amendment fix¬ 
ing the amount at $1,300. 

Mr. PHILLIPS stated that the Meat Inspec¬ 
tor would haye to be under the expense of 
keeping a horse and buggy, and to make him 
efficient in the discharge of his duty the amount 
firtt named would not be too much. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN thought that if theofii- 
cer discharged his duty properly nothing lees 
than $1,500 would justify him. 

Mi. OGDEN also held that the amount was 
not too much. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN did not think he would 
have to ke< p a home and buggy, as he was not 
called to go every place. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN held that the officer had 
to go wherever meat was sold. 

Mr. EHIPTON stated that he had no right 
to go out of the limits of the city, being a city 
ofli cer. 

Mr. OGDEN said that the cattle and etock 
yards were the places where diseased meat was 
sold, and that he was obliged to visit these 
places. 

The question was then called for on the 
amendment, and, upon a vote being taken, it 
was lost. 

The vote was then taken on the original mo¬ 
tion, which wa6 adopted. 

The rules were then suspended and the ordi¬ 
nance passed finally.

THE OHIO RIVER NAVIGATION. 

Mr. REES presented the following : 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh : 

Gent emen—W p the undersigned citizens of the 
city of Pittsburgh would most respectfully request 
from your honorable bodies the appropriation of the 
sum of $2.5(0 to defray expenses incident to and 
growing out of efforts to secure ibe improve meats of 
river navigation. It would seem almost useless to 
reiterate and » mphasize the fact that the growth and 

f »rosDt rity of the city. Is largely owing to river nav- 
gallon. The corstructlon of steamboats, the 
building of machinery, the shipment of 

coal, the cheap transportation of the 
products of our vaEt manufactories, are all sources 
of our prosperity as acUy and yet all dependai t upon 
river navigation. It se« ms strange that the claims of 
these grea' thoroughfares of trade and travel, this 
vast ret work oflnland navlgatior, taking its i ise In 
our own hills, and sweeping on to the ocean, attord- 
Ing facilities for ihe commerce of an empire, should 
be so much neglecied by those vitally Interested, but 
to iti c . A number of river m^n have been at work 
with awakened zeal for sometime past with a view 
of securing appropriations from Congress to Im¬ 
prove the navigation of our Western rivers and pre¬ 
vent the destruction of the commerce by 
tne erection of pier bridges, blocking up 
the channel ways. Conventions have been 
held, dehgates have been appointed, agents have 
been emp.oyed to go from Stale to State, from city to 
city to awaken interest and consolidate effort. 
Committees from various points have been In the 
city of Washington for months at a time, seeking 
legislation Fact b have to be collected, printing has 
to be done, conflicting Interests are to be reconciled, 
and opposition ov» rcome. All this requires time 
and money, and while evtryman, woman and child 
all along these rivers are concerned, the burden of 
toil, effoit and expense have fallen on a few. There¬ 
fore, in vl« w of the fact that every citizen of Pitts¬ 
burgh Is deeply Interested in this matter, and should 
contribute to l's advancement, we deem it right 
and proper to appeal to Councils for the sum lndlcat 
♦ d. to assist in this work, and we are the moreen- ; 
couragtd to do so from the consideration that th- ! 
Councils of the city of at. Louis appropriated the 
magnificent sum of *10.000, and the city of Clncin- i 
natl the sum of $2,500, we cannot doubt that the i 
Honorable Councils of the city of Pittsburgh will bi¬ 
les* liberal than their brethren of the Queen City. 

The Committee appointed by the Convention held 
in the city of St. Louis over one year ago, assessed 
the sum we have asked for upon the river Interests 
of our city, to defray the expenses Incident to thr 
accomplishment of the object In the internts of 
which the Convention wa«> held and which we have 
Indicated above, and as these Interest are common 
with other citizens, we therefore present this, our 
petition. In full assurance that your Honorable bodies 
will be influenced In > our action therein by wise and 
liberal views, and your petitioners will ever pray, 

[Signed by a number of merchants and man¬ 
ufacturers.] 

The Committee appointed by a public meeting held 
in ihe Board of Trane rooms, to raise mouey for the 
above purpose, certified that every person they ap 
plied to signed the petition promptly, and deemed 
It Just and . roper that the city should make an ap 
propriaiiou for this purpose. 

The communication was read and accepted. 
Mr, REES moved that the prayer of the pe¬ 
titioners be granted, allowing them $2,500 
towards the improvement. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved to amend by making 
the sum fifteen hundred dollars, conditioned 
that the city of Allegheny donates one thousand 
dollars. 

Mr. MORROW was in favor of appropriating 
twenty-five hundred dollars to the improvement 
of the river. If Allegheny ehose to give one 
thousand dollars or more, so much the better. 
He thought that the improvement would yield 
them more in one year than the amount of the 
appropriation. 

Mr.BHIPTON moved that Councils appropri¬ 
ate fifteen hundred dollars absolutely. 

The amendment was accepted by Mr. PHIL¬ 
LIPS, and upon the question being put it was 
adopted, 

NICOLSON PAVEMENT ON MARKET STREET. 

Mr. KEKEW presented a petition from a 
very large number of the business men of Mar¬ 
ket street, praying that the Nicolson pavement 
be laid on that thoroughfare from Fourth to 
Liberty streets. The petition was accepted. 

Mr. KEHEW then offered an ordinance in 
accordance with the prayer of the petitioners, 
authorizing the construction of the Nicolson 
pavement on Market street, from Fourth to 
Liberty. 

Mr. McAULEY (Mr. A. M. Brown in the 
chair) moved to amend the ordinance that the 
pavement be laid on Market street between the 


thoroughfares named, with the exception of 
that part of Market street running through the 
Diamoud, on which the laying of the pavement 
will be deferred until the sew r er on the street is 
completed. 

The ordinance aa amended was read three 
times and passed.

Mr. MORROW then offered the following:

Mr. HERDMAN offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Gas Lighting be 
requested to place a gas iamp on tbe west Bide of 
Grant street, between Fifth street and Virgin alley.

Mr. DICKSON offered an ordinance granting 
to Frank Ardary, permission to erect an “iron 
dad” building at the cerntr of Market lot and 
Liberty street, of the 6ize of sixty feet long by 
thirty feet wide and twenty feet high.

The resolution was adopted. 

TIIE RAILROAD TRACK ON LIBERTY STREET. 

Mr. OGDEN presented the report of the 
Committee on Railroads, which is as follows : 
To the Honotable Members of the Select and Com * 

mon Councils of the City of Pittsburgh : 

Hentle>[en—T he undersigned, members of the 
Committee on RaTroads, to w. Ich was reft rjed a pe¬ 
tition of cli zens residing on Llbeny street. In 
reference to the i urn ing of cars upon said street by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and asking for 
an aiwerfl-nt of the i ulsance occasioned thereby, 
would respectfully report: 

That they held several meetings, after notice to the 
parties complaining, and to the olllctrB of said Com-, 
puny ; that a large number attended said meetings, 
and the Railroad Company was reprt sen ted 
by Hi el r Solicitor, Mr. Hampton ; that petitions 
numerously signed by business men doing business, 
in other parts of the city, were also presented to the 
Committee, asking that the tracks thould be remov¬ 
ed from said street: tl) .t after hearing all the parties, 
who desired to be heard, and after full consideration 
of the petitions presented, your Comu itteeisofthe 
opinion that It Is not within the power of Councils 
to direct the removal of the tracks; that Councils 
have the right to prescribe any reasonable regula¬ 
tions. In reference to the running of the cars; that 
the Connells have already prescribed regulations as 
to the speed of cars and kind of fuel which tball be 
used; that said Company have violated tbe ordinance 
by using coal, by running at a greater rate of speed 
than that prescribed, and by unnecessarily st pplng 
upon the streets; that in the opinion of the Commit¬ 
tee a compliance with the ordinance would very 
greatly abate the nuisance, and remove the cruse cf 
complaint, and we therefore r< commend that Coun¬ 
cils direct the Mayor to see that ihe ordinances are 
strictly enforced. 

In view of the very general expression made by 
our merchants who are specially Interested in the 
matter, we would further recommend that the Penn- 
sylt anla Railroad Compan > be requested, as soon as 
practicable, to remove the tracks from Liberty 
street, and make other provisions for the delivery of 
city freight. 

AccompaoyiDg the report were the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved . That the Mayor is hereby requested to 
enforce all the ordinances In reference to the run¬ 
ning of railroad cars within the city limits. 

Resolved, ihat the Pennsylvania Railroad Com.x 




par*y bfc and is hereby requested to remove their 
tracks from Liberty street, and make other provision 
lor the receipt and delivery ol city freight: and the 
Clerks of Com ells are hereby <lir» cted to send a copy 
Of this resolution to the President ot said Company. 

A motion was made that the report be re¬ 
ceived and the first resolution adopted. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to amend by refer¬ 
ring the report back to the Committee with in¬ 
structions to report an ordinance to compel the 
Penut-juvania Railroad Company to use horse 
power in the propelling of their cars on Liberty 
street instead of steam power. 

Mr. LAUFMAN said that the railroad track 
on Liberty street was a perfect nuisance, and 
pedestrians were hourly in danger of their lives 
in crossing the street. 

Mr. OGDEN stated that the Committee had 
contulted counsel in the matter, and they in¬ 
formed the Committee that the tracks could 
cot be removed under the contract wl.hthe city, 
and all that they could do was to recommend 
to compel the enforcement of the ordinance 
relative to the speed of trains passing through 
the city. 

Mr. McCLINTOCK said that steam power 
was safer than horse power for propelling ears 
on the streets, as was shown by the more fre¬ 
quent accidents where the horse power was 
used. 

Mr. GALLAHER said he understood that it 
was in contemplation to remove the tracks en 
tirely from the street, and he thought it could 
be done if the Railroad Company refused to do 
it. The citizens deeirethe removal of the track 
from the street. 

Mr. LAUFMAN stated that he had been rid- : 
ingon the Pennsylvania Railroad for twelve or | 
thirteen years, and he had witnesses accidents 
on Liberty street which were most heart-rend* ; 
ing in the extreme. He was decidedly in favor 
of removing the track entirely. 

After some further discussion, the quest ; on , 
was taken on the motion to receive the report 
and adopt the first resolution, which was car¬ 
ried. 

Mr. OGDEN then withdrew the second reso¬ 
lution. 

THE ALLEGHENY VALLEY RAILROAD. 

Mr. OGDEN presented the following special 
report of the Railroad Committee: 

To the Honorable the Select and Common Councils oj 
the City of Pittsburgh : 

Gentlemen— The undersigned numbers of the 
Railroad Cob mittee. to which w as ref, rred the pe¬ 
tition of citizens in reference to the violation of city 
ordinances by the Allegheny Valley Railroad Com¬ 
pany would resptctfuUy report: 

That having given notice to the parties Interested, 
and having heard all persons wno desir'd to he 
heard, they are of the opinion that upon some occh 
slons the urovlslons of the ordinance in reference to 
the run nlng ol cars have been violated. As we have 
already recommended. In our report in reference to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, tnat the Mayor be in¬ 
structed to enforce al 1 the ordinances in reference to 
running cars within the city limits, we do not thiuk 
any special action required In this case. 

The report was accepted, and the Mayor in¬ 
structed to enforce the ordinance. 

SEWER ON MILTENBERGER STREET. 

Mr. WHITE offered an ordinance authorizing 
the City Engineer to advertise for pioposals for 
the construction of a sewer on Miltenberger 
street, from fit. Patrick’s alley to Locust street, 
and appointing Messrs. Adam Weaver, John 
FJinn and Lewis Kim to assesB the benefits. 
The ordinance was read three times and passed. 

SUIT AGAINST PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD COM¬ 
PANY. 

Mr. GROSS offered the following: 

Resolved. That the City Solicitor b** and he Is here¬

ing of old ustDelations cannot bs consumated at a 
better •!me than the present, tiny would therefore 
ask the adoption by Councils of the plan and the 
passage of the ordinance.

GjtNTLEMttN—In dissenting from Lite conclusions 
arrived at by a majority of your conmlllte. the 
undersigned are deeply impressed with the impor¬ 
tance of the subject and regret exceedingly their in¬ 
ability to agree with Uieir colleagues lu the forma¬ 
tion of the plan of the city about to be submitted for 
your consideration; the changes proposed are so 
radical, particularly in ihe llDeB of ibe old tec wards 
of the city, ihat the? destroy to a Vt ry great extent, 
tLe cocui, local,political aud financial relations that 


have so long existed among the p ople affected 
thereby—the people whose wishes and interests 
sboold'always form ihebaslsof leghlation—without 
affordlug any compensating advantages, and are 
entirely urea))* d for by considerations of public 
interest, we would therefore recommend that no 
material change be made In the ward lines of ihe old 
ei y. 

With regard to the new districts, there Is no ques¬ 
tion but that new lines will have to be drawn and 
new wards formed; but these lines should be mad® 
as far as practicable to the satisfaction of the people 
who have to live within them, which, in many in¬ 
stances. is notthec»se in ihe plan offered by the 
majority of this Committee. The proposed lines that 
have given dissatisfaction are so numerous, and the 
injustice ©f many of them so obvious, that we do not 
deem it necessarv within the limits of this report to 
go in o a detailed statement of them, but leave fern 
to be state© in the Council Chambers by the members 
from the districts themselves. 

in conclusion, gentlemen, we ask you to give this 
important matter your careful attention, tathfled 
that you will do nothing that will work injustice to 
any portion of the citizens of Pittsburgh, whilst we 
protest, earnestly protest against the adoption of the 
plan of the city now before you.

| Mr. A. M. BROWN was not prepared to say ! 
, he wouid vote against the ordinance, but he 
j desiitd that the people should have an oppor- 
j timlty to be heard. 

j The motion to j econeider was then put and 
j tarried; yeas, 10; nays, 4. 

Mr. BROWN then moved that the further 
I cousidtraliou of the matter be postponed until 
j next meeting, which was agreed to. 

NUMBERING THE WARDS. 

.\Ir. MORROW offered the following resolu 
j tiOfc:

The PRESIDENT remarked that Council 6 
had just passed an oidinanee numbering tb e

The resolution was then seconded. 

Mr. MORROW slated tbat it was not in 
tended to change the boundaries at all, but to 
arrange the numbers so that there would be 
greater uniformity orregulaiity. 

Tbe resolution was not agreed to. 

CUESTNUT STREET AOA1N. 

Mr. OGDEN theu called up the ordinance, 
pa.-sed iu Common Council, fixing the width of 
i Chestnut street, Lawrenceville, at thirty 
eet, which oidinanee had been ‘aid on ihe table 
in Select Council. He now asked that it be 
taken up, aud that ttie action of Common Council 
be concurred in. 

The motion to call up the ordinance was ob¬ 
jected to. 

THE A1TORTIONMENT OF REPRESENTATIVES | 

The l RESlDENTrcad the proviso attached to 
the fourth sectiou of the consolidation act, rel¬ 
ative to the apportionment of representatives 
among the several wards. The law required 
this apportionment tube made in July, 1868, 
ami every fourth year thereafter. Under this 
proviso, the number of taxables ought to be 
retumed by the Assessors, but this had not yet 
been done. 

Mr. GROSS said it was impossible for the 
Assessors to make these returns until after the 
boundaries of the wards had been determined. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the return 
should be made within the mouth of July, and 
that the attention of the Assessors should be 
. called to it. 

Mr. GROSS suggested that public notice be 
given 10 the Assessors. 

No further action was taken on the matter. 

TIIE CUESTNUT STREET MATTER. 

Mr. OGDEN then renewed his motion to call 


up the ordinance of Common Council, fixing 
the width of Chestnut street, Lawrenceville, 
at thirty feet. He said nine-tenths of the 
j property owners were opposed to widening the 
j stieet, and many property holders would be 
{ totally mined if the width was Increased to 
; forty feet. Three or four wealthy men were 
; pressing this matter of increased width, audit 
i was wrong to oppress the small property 
owners, many of whom would be entirely 
I rained by the change. He hoped the action of 
Common Couucil would be concurred in. 

Mr. KEHEW trusted that Councils would 
not reconsider Its action. There was no in- 
| tention ou the part of any one, to oppress the 
poor. If there was any oppression, ilhad been 
from the other side. The matter had been eon- 
s dered in the Council of the borough of Law- 
renecTille, prior to the passage of the act Of 
consolidation. The parties who then opposed 
tile widening of the streets of the borough af- 
1 terwarfis saw the ac vantage of increasing the 
width. The Council ordered Chesuut street 
to be alJened, aud then came the act of con¬ 
solidation. He was opposed to thirty foot 
steels everywhere. We were cursed with nar¬ 
row streets in this city, and in a few years per¬ 
haps, owing to the rapidity with which 
bmldings were put up, the proposed change 
would be a difli nit matter. It would 
be well if It were made sixty feet in Lad 
of forty feet. There was another item—that 
this was a political question. If Democrats 
were In favor of foity foot streets, he was in 
favor of them. 

The PRESIDENT—On the street question. 

Mr. KEHEW—On the street quest ou. Iam 
not with them, otheiwise- I hope Council will 
take action on this matter. If wc were to lay 
out this city again, I am sure there would not 
be such nai row streets as we now have. Houses 
built on a ihiriy foot street have been, at con¬ 
siderable expense, mtved back. 

Mr. MeCLELLAND had voted for the reso¬ 
lution and since examined it; hecouid not now 
see thenec.ssity of widening the street. It 
was within a short distance of wide streets 
which ran parallel with it, and was not destiued 
to be a business street. 

Tbe qu slton w as put on the motion to take 
up the report, and resulted in a tie vote. 

The PRL3IDEN T voted in the negative, giv¬ 
ing as his reason tbat the contract had already 
been given out by the old borough Council. 

SEWERAGE IN DIAMOND SQUARE. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND offered Ihe following 
resolution :

SELECT COEJTCIL. 

JAMES McAULEY, - - President.

A special meeting of City Councils was held 
on Thursday afternoon, July 9tb, 1868, in their 
chambers, City Building. 

The PRESIDENT called the Council to order 
at three o’clock, and the CLERK called the 
roll when the following members answered to 
their names: Messrs. A. M. Brown, Cochrane, 
Coffin, Dickson, Oallaher, Gross, Jones, Lanf- 
man, Morrow, McClelland, McEwen, Rafferty, 
Sbipton, Walnwrlght, White, and President 
McAuiey. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved that the reading 
of the minutes of the previous meeting be dis¬ 
pensed with, which was adopted. 

The PRESIDENT then stated that the ob¬ 
ject of the meeting waB to consider the matter 
of the removal of the Postoffice building from 
its present location. He hoped that some gen¬ 
tleman would call the matter up, as no com 
mlttee had charge of it, and he did not see any 
other way in which it could be brought before 
the Connell. 

Mr. 8HIPT0N asked by whom the meeting 
had been called. 

The PRESIDENT stated that himself and 
the President of the Common Council had 
called the meeting by tbe request of several 
citizens who had visited them. 

THE REMOVAL OF THE POSTOFFICE BUILDING— 
SPIRITED DISCUSSIONS—RESOLUTIONS 
ADOPTED. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN stated that ha by request 
of several citizens had drawn tip a preamble 
and resolutions, in reference to the removal of 
the Postofflce, and had called oo the Presidents 
by whom the meeting was called. He would 
therefore offer tbe preamble and resolutions by 
way of bringing the matter before Councils. 
They are as follows: 

Whereas, We are Intorm, <1 that a proposlt'on ft r 
tbe removal of the postolllce from Us present loca¬ 
tion. at the corner or Fifth and SuiltUdeld streets, Is 
pending tn Congress; and. 

Whereas, Many citizens, Including members of 
the Select and Common Councils, of Pittsburgh 
signed petitions setting forth the ncceetlty of belter 
accommodations and Increased facilities for the 
transaction of the buelntss ofthe office, without con¬ 
templating its removal; therefore, 

he it Resolved tty the t'ity of Pittsburgh in Select 

and Common Councils Assembled. 

That the report of the Supervising Architect of the 


Treasury Department to the effect that the United 
States but ding occupied as a Postoffice, Custom 
House, Court Boom, Ac., la unsuitable and Incapa¬ 
ble of being remodeled, and should be sold and an¬ 
other site purchased In some other part ofthe city. Is 
grossly erroneous and contrary to the facts. 

Resolved. That t v e present location Is central and 
best adapted to the wants and convenience of our 
entire population, and the proposed sale of the office 
Is contrary to the wishes of the people general'y. 

Resolved. That we have eertatn Information from 
reliable and distinguished architects that the preseat 
building Is capable < f being remodeled and well 
adapted for the post office, and we earnestly protest 
against any action contemplating a change of loca¬ 
tion, because, 

First, Such a change Is altogether unnecessary 
and would involve useless expenditure of public 
money. 

Second, The remodeling of the present building so 
as to remove all objections urged against It. can be 
readily accomplished at small erpense to the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Third. The present site Is universally acceptable 
to our citizens. No Improvement In that respe ct Is 
possible, and any change of location would meet 
with very decided opposition. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions, signed 
by the Presidents and attested by the Clerks of 
Councils, be forwarded to our representative In 
Congress, the Honorable James 8. Moorhead, with 
the request that the same be presented to tbe House 
and referred to the Committee on Postoffices and 
Postroada, or otherwise appropriately considered. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved that the resolutions be 
read a second time. Adopted. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved that the resolu¬ 
tions be read a third time and finally passed. 

Pending the adoption of the resolutions, Mr. 
GROSS said that he thought that the action 
was rather hasty. The resolutions, he said, 
were no doubt correct, but he wa6 of opinion 
that they should lay over at least for one month. 
The city was growing, business was increasing 
and it might be that the building was not ca¬ 
pable of being remodeled. He would oppose it, 
and Ifthe motion was pushed forward he would 
call for the yeas and nays. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND said that he thought 
time should be given the matter, sb It was en¬ 
tirely new to the Council. 

Mr. LACFMAN said he did not think the 
public required the removal of the building, 
and he would certainly oppose it. 

Mr. GALLAHER said that unless the mat¬ 
ter was opposed Congress would remove the 
Postofflce to a locality no one knew where. He 
had been informed that the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road Company had negotiated for the purchase 
of the lot on which the present Postofflce 
stands, paying handsomely for it, with a view 
of having the Postofflce located near the 
Union Depot. Its removal should, therefore, 
be opposed, for in case the building was placed 
near the Union Depot, it would not in any way 
accommodate the public. It would certainly 
be removed, as the matter was before Congress. 
If the present office was too small, or incapable 
of being remodeled, let it be torn down and a 
new one erected on the same lot. 

Mr. 8HIPT0N celled for the third reading 
and final passage of the resolutions. 

Mr. MORROW said he would oppose the re¬ 
moval until informed where the new building 


was to be located. If, as the gentleman from 
the Tenth ward had said, it was to be located 
near the Union Depot, it would be an injudi¬ 
cious removal. He thought it very wrong, at 
this time, to remove the old Posti tfice when it 
was not known where the new one was to be 
located. To locale it in any of the wards in 
the old city would only be to benefit property. 
It was centrally located, so far as the old wardB 
were concerned. But under the act of consoli¬ 
dation it would be more centrally located by 
being placed In Lawrenceville. If the Council 
decide that the building shall be removed, they 
know not where it will be placed, and as a mat¬ 
ter of course it should be opposed until then. 

Mr. McAULEY, (Mr. LAUFMAN in the 
Chair,) stated that he would vote for tbe resolu¬ 
tions. Seven-eighths of the letters mailed 
through the postofflce were around the city. It 
was very centrally located for the business por¬ 
tion of the city, and that was certainly a very 
large item. Ntw York and Philadelphia had 
postoffices in the central business portion of the 
city, and never thought of removing it. The 
Custom House In Pittsbnrgh he said did little 
or no business, and the Smlthfield and Fifth 
street fronts could all be remodeled, and fixed 
for postofflce purposes. He therefore thought 
that the Government should remodel the build¬ 
ing, and throw the wide halls and custom house 
rooms into one for postofflce purposes. In ad¬ 
dition to this the mail care had taken a large 
amount of business from the postofflce, and he 
thought with the building remodeled there 
would be plenty of room. 

Mr. JONES said that it was a very impor¬ 
tant matter, and one in which he hoped they 
would all go one way. When he signed the 
petition some months ago, he did it with the 
understanding that it was to be remodeled aDd 
not removed. The Postofflce could not be more 
centrally located than now. Place it in tbe 
Thirteenth ward, and it would not accommo¬ 
date the business community which it now am¬ 
ply accommodates. The people want it to re¬ 
main where it is at present, and It should re¬ 
main. It should Dot be allowed to get into 
the power of tbe great monopoly, the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad, (for such it was ) 

Mr. A. M. BROWN also signed the petition 
with the understanding that it was to be re¬ 
modeled, and not removed. It was also sug¬ 
gested that Leggett's corner, (opposite) conld 
be purchased, but It conld not. He had been 
informed tbat the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, believing that they would carry all the 
mails East and Wist, desired to have tbe Post¬ 
offlce as their depot and hotel in as convenient 
locality as possible to suit their wants, where 
tbty conld load and unload their mail, without 
any trouble If the matterwas not or posed, the 
Postofflce would no doubt be locat'd near the 
Union Depot and probably beyond It. No one 
at present knew where it would be located. The 
Penrsylvat la Railroad would su t themselves 
sstoits location. He hoped the resolutions 
would be adopted. 

Mr. GROSS said that the discussion had 
come to just what he had spoken of. The matter 
was new to the Council. Neither the Press of 
the city nor the Councils had said anything of 































the movement of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and it should therefore lay over. The building 
had been condemned, and h9 thought very 
properly. The portion of the resolution stating 
that the building could be remodelled ought to 
be struck out. If anything was done to the 
building, it should be entirely torn down and 
rebuilt. 

The PRESIDENT stated that J W. Kerr, 
Esq., Architect, was present, and if it was the 
wish of the Council he would give his views in 
regard to the remodeling of the building. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved that Mr. Kerr be 
requested to enlighten the Council in regard to 
the matter. 

THE REMODELING OF THE P08T0FFICE BUILD¬ 
ING-OPINION OF MR KERR, 

Mr. KERR then gave a detailed statement, at 
the close of which he stated that there was no 
doubt but that the building could be remodeled, 
but whether it was advisable he would not say. 

Following is Mr. KERR’S statement: 

1 he Pittsburgh Custom ^oue and P >8toffiee build¬ 
ing Is 105 feet front on Fifth street aDd 85 feet on 
Smtthfleld street; those of f Cleveland, Detroit and 
other places west of this are only 85 feet front bv GO 
feet wide, as shown by Copies of the plane which I 
have in my office. Thns while we have 8 0C0 square 
feet to t-ach floor, they have only 4 400 feet, or we 
have nearly double the an onnt of floor space. All 
of the t>iiil<ilD«B are three stories high; ours sixteen 
feet high to first, twenty-one feet high to second and 
fifteen feet high to third storks. Too e we&t of this 
sever.teen feet high lu first, eighteen f-et high in 
fccond aud nineteen feet high In third story. Our 
bullofng, completed In perfect - rder, cost only 
$68,875, while Cue others hullt a /Vw y ars later—from 
1856 to 1860—cost from $120,000 to $2t© 000 If I had had 
more money at my control I coul have made a finer j 
building than any ore of those, referred to. 
The Custom House building at ^heeling. West 
Virginia, cost $118,000, being of same size 
as those already described, 60 by 85 feet. 

Our bulldlDg can be "gutted” and rearranged to be 
precisely the same in arrangement in each story as 
those of Wheeling, Cleveland, UetroU. Milwaukee, 
Ac,, giving more space than any of them, and as 
good light and ventilation As now arranged it k 
better lighted and ventilated If the windows were 
kept down, and intelligent atteutlon were given to 
the management 

Our buil ing stands in a confined location ana a 
Pittsburgh atmosphere; those w^st of this generally 
in an open location and ackararmi.sphere; eatC'-p'lng 
those ofCiodnna'i and St Louis, where they are 
on a corner lot and close to « t ier hul'dlngs; that of 
Cincinnati being on the hill si- e and the nost 
Office in the basement with neither llgnt nor 
air on one 6lde. That of 3i Louis has the post- 
office on the main floor, raised aix or more 
f« e »bov- the pavement, with entrances at one en^ 
of the building only, 6lm»lar »o a chu*ch: very poorly 
at ranged luslde, and yet I have never bearu any com¬ 
plaints of either of them, while I know that they can 
not be either well lighted or ventilated as ours, 
from their very conflneu location. 

I win have plans completed Id m few days to show 
clearly w*at c*n be made out *-f our Custom House 
and Postoffice buildt-’g, and i hat here Is ample room 
there foi the postofflee.

RESOLUTION REQUESTING CONGRESS TO APPRO¬ 
PRIATE FUNDS TO RE MODEL THE POSTOFFICE 

BUILDING. 

Dr. GALLiHER offered the following res¬ 
olution : 

Resolved, That Congreis be requested to approprl- 
vtetbesumof $100,000 to re-baild, remodel or im¬ 
prove the present postoffice building of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. GROSS amended by Btriking out “the 
sum of $100,000,” and inserting “a sufficient 
sum.” 

The resolution, as amended, was read three 
times and passed finally. 

CHANGE OF GRADE ON CRAWFORD STREET. 

Mr. WHITE presented an ordinance provid¬ 
ing for a change of grade on Crawford, between 
Clark and Reed Btreets, Seventh ward. 

The City Engineer stated that the grade had 
been changed from nine to seven feet. 

Mr. McEWEN stated that a remonstrance 
was in circulation against the proposed change 
of grade, but it could not be presented until 
the next meeting of Councils, and moved that 
it be laid over. 

The motion having received a second, It was 
put to the house and lost. The question then j 
recurred on the motion to read three times and 
pass. The rules were suspended, and the or¬ 
dinance read three times and passed. 

THE SEWER ON MILTENBERQER STREET. 

Mr. MORROW presented a petition praying 
for the repealing of an ordinance providing for 
a sewer on Miltenberger street, Eighth ward, 
aud stating that a wooden drain would answer 
the purpose of a sewer. 

Accompanying the petition was a resolution 
as follows: 

Resolved , That the Street Committee be authorized 
not to contract for the construction of the sewer on 
Miltenberger street until further orders from Coun¬ 
cils. 

The petition was accepted and the resolution 
read three times and passed. 

THE ABSCONDINO ROAD COMMISSIONER—PETI¬ 
TION FOR PAYMENT OF MONEY DUE. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN presented the following :

Mr. WHITE presented a communication 
from the Rescue Hook and Ladder Company, 
of the Eighth ward, asking an appropriation of 
$1,000 for services rendered. 

The communication was read and referred to 
the Committee on Fire Engines. 

ORDINANCE REGULATING THE SALE OF BREAD. 

An ordinance was presented regulating the 
sale of bread, which was laid on the table. 

ORDINANCE INCREASING THE SALART OF MES¬ 
SENGER TO COUNCILS. 

Mr. MORROW called np the ordinance pro¬ 
viding for an increase in the salary of the Mes¬ 
senger to Councils, passed in Common Council 
on the 25th of May, 1868, and moved 
that the Select Branch concur in the action 
of Common. 

Mr. SHtPTON moved to strike out the word 
“February” and insert “July” as the date on 
which the increase was to commence. 

The motion was lost. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to strike out $900 
and insert $800, which was also lost. 

The ordinance then passed to a second read¬ 
ing, and Mr. MORROW moved a suspension of 
rules, the third reading and final passage of 
the ordinance. 

The motion was adopted. 

On motion, adjourned. 


COMMON COUNCIL.

ZELL, Esq., on motion of Mr. REBMAN, was 
choien Clerk pro tem. 

The roll was then called, when the following 
members were present:

The PRESIDENT stated that the special bus¬ 
iness, for which Councils had been called, was 
to consider the subject of the proposed re¬ 
moval of the Postofflee. He understood that 
the subject was then being considered in Select 
Connell, and their action would be laid before 
this body in a short time. 

Mr. REBMAN moved that the reading of 
the minuteB of the previous meeting be dispens¬ 
ed with, which was agreed to. 

THE NEW APPORTIONMENT. 

The PRESIDENT called the attention of 
Councils to the fact that, under the consolida¬ 
tion act, a special committee of five, two from 
the Select and three from the Common Coun¬ 
cils, should be appointed to apportion the te- 
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preservatives In Councils from the several 
wards, and that the law required the Assessors 
to make a return to the President of the Com¬ 
mon Councils before the first of August of the 
number of resident taxables in each ward. 

Mr. BRUSH offered the following: 

Resolved, That a Committee of three irom the 
Common and two from the Select Council, be ap¬ 
pointed, Ln Accordance with section fourth of the 
Consolidation act, to examine returns of resident 
taxables, with a view of d-terminlne the ratio of 
representation, as required by said act. 

Read three times and passed. Common 
Connell appointed Messrs. Brush, Verner and 
Palmer. Select Council concurred and ap¬ 
pointed Messrs. Laufman aud Phillips. 

Mr. ROBB offered the following : 

Resolved, That si Committee of one from each war 
be app -luted, whose duty It shall be to see that th 
Assessor of ht<* respective ward shall make a proper 
return of resident taxables to the President of com¬ 
mon Councils, as required by act of consolidation, on 
or before the 20 th of July, 

Read three times and passed. Select Council 
concurred. (Committees not appointed.) 

Mr. HERRON offerred the following: 

Resolved, That the Road Committee be author¬ 
ized to divide the First Road district into two dis¬ 
tricts, appoint an additional Koad i ommlsslener, 
and divide the appropriation between the two dls 
trlcta. 

Mr. HERRON stated that the district 
was large, and the commissioner, Mr. Ander- 
Bon, had to employ two men to assist him. It 
was proposed to divide the district, appoint an¬ 
other commissioner, and also divide the appro¬ 
priation between the two districts. 

Several members objected to the resolution, 
as calculated to complicate matters in the dis¬ 
trict. 

Mr. REBMAN moved to refer the resolu¬ 
tion to the Road Committee, to report at the 
next meeting, which was agreed to. Select 
Connell concurred. , 

REMONSTRANCES. 

Mr. DAUB presented a remonstrance from 
citizens of the Third aDd Fourth wards against 
the construction of a Bewer on Grant street, 
from Sixth to Strawberry alley. Referred 
to the Street Committee. Select Councils con¬ 
curred. 

Also, a remonstrance against the widening of 
Aiken’s lane, in Liberty District, from the rail¬ 
road to Pennsylvania avenue. Read and re¬ 
ferred to the Street Committee. Select Conn¬ 
ell concurred. 

REMOVAL OF THE POST OPFICB. 

The PRESIDENT then read the action of 


Select Connell, relative to the proposed removal 
of the Postofflce, and asked what action the 
Common Council would take? 

Mr. BRUSH stated that the architect of the 
Custom House building, ( Mr. Kerr,) was pres¬ 
ent, and ne understood that he had expressed 
the opinion that the old building could be re¬ 
modeled. He would like to hear the gentle¬ 
man express his views to the Council. 

Capt. BATCHELOR stated that Council had 
recently petitioned for the removal of the Post- 
office, and it looked very much as though they 
were bow asked to stultify themselves in regard 
to this matter, 

Mr. BRUSH stated that, as he understood the 
previous action, it did not contemplate a re¬ 
moval of the Postofflce from Filth street, but 
the remodeling of the present office, or the erec¬ 
tion of a new one on the Legget corner (south¬ 
east corner of Fifth and Smithfleld streets.) 

Mr. MOORHEAD stated that the action of 
Connells was premature. The bill bad not yet 
passed Congress, and should it pass, it wonld 
be time enough to consider the question of lo¬ 
cation. It was generally known, and adbmit- 
ted, that the present Postoffice was one of the 
worst in the country. If Congress determined 
to erect a new building for us, a commission 
would be sent out to select a location. The 
speaker did not care, personally, what street 
the building was placed on, but it would be 
time enough to consider that matter after the 
law for its erection was passed. He moved to 
[ non concur ln the action of 8elect Council. 

STATEMENT OF MR. KERR. 

I The PRESIDENT stated that J. W. Kerr, 
Esq , the architect of the building, was present, 
aud having been called on for a statement, it 
would be in order to bear him. 

[Tbelr being no objection, Mr. Kerr made a 
statement embodying the same facts which he 
laid before the Select Connell, and wnich are 
given in full in the proceedings of that body.] 

Mr. ROBB was opposed to couenrring in the 
action of Select Council. Certain representa¬ 
tions had been made, oa the authority of Conn¬ 
ells, In regard to the Custom House and Post- 
office. and Congress had sent out a Commis¬ 
sioner, wno. after examination, had reported 
the facts to CoDgress, just as Councils had 
represented them- The removal of the Post- 
office would not prove such a serious matter, as 
bad been demonstrated by Us removal from Third 
street toils present location. He did not see tbe 
propriety of hastily reversing to-day the action 
of one month ago 

Mr. HERRON stated that he had signed the 


petition, bat had done so upon representations 
made by others. He was opposed to the re¬ 
moval of the postoffiee, and was not aware that 
the petition contemplated a site in some 
other part of the city 

Mr. HARE signed the petition under the ap¬ 
prehension that it called for a remodeling of 
the present building, and not a removal of the 
postofflce. Allegheny City would probably 
form a part of Pittsburgh inside of a year, and 
the present location of the postofflce wonld be 
as central as any which could be obtained. He 
was in favor of concurring with the action of 
Select Council. 

Mr. A. SCOTT stated that he had Blgned the 
petition without reading it, bnt he knew per¬ 
fectly well that it called for a removal of the 
Postofflce. He was told so by Mr. McClelland, 
tbe Postmaster. He did not care where the 
Postofflce was located, bnt he was opposed to 
signing for one thing to day and then undoing 
his action a week or two afterwardB. 

Mr. BRUSH said it was no harm to withdraw 
a signature to a paper which had been signed 
under a misapprehension. It was wise and 
proper to reconsider any action done under a 
misapprehension of facts. 

Mr. BACHELOR said he knew very well 
when he signed the paper that It meant a re¬ 
moval of the postofflce, and he for one was un¬ 
willing to place himself in the position of peti¬ 
tioning Congress to do a certain thing at one 
meeting and at the very next meeting turn 
aronnd aud undo what they had done. What 
would Congress think of such action? He did 
not care whether the Postofflce was removed or 
not, but as at present advised he would not 
vote to Indorse tbe action of Select Connell. 
Let the whole matter go over until next meet¬ 
ing to give the members time for inquiry and 
investigation. There was no necessity for 
rnsbiDg the bnsiness through at this time, as 
he favored the motion to non-concur. 

The motion to non-concnr was then put and 
carried by a decided majority, so that the 
resolutions go over for the present. 

POLICE STATIONS ORDERED. 

Mr.BATCHELORoffered the following: 

Resolved, a hat the Committee on Cltv Property 
be. and they are hereay empowered to build a police 
station house at East Liberty, at the earliest possible 
moment. 

The resolution was amended so as to autho¬ 
rize the erection of station houses in Lawrence- 
ville, Oakland and the old Ninth ward, and 
adopted as amended. Not reached ln Select 
Conn :il, that body having adjourned. 

Council then adjourned.

CITY HOSPITAL PROPOSED. 

To the Honorable Select and Common Councils of 

the City of Pittsburgh: 

The undersigned health officer of said city begs 
leave to Inform your honorable bodies that at.a mett- 


iogof the Board of Health, of said city, on the 2d 
day of July last, the following resolution was adopt¬ 
ed viz.: 

Kesolved, That lhe Health Officer be directed to 
pri-pare a communication to the Councils of the cliy 
requesting an appropriation for the purpose of 
erecting a City Hospital, for the care of persons 
having contagious diseases. 

Concerning the necessity for such an Institution, 
the undersigned begs leave to fitatt that said Board 
has no place under its control where patients with 
such diseases cau be properly nursed and carca for. 
The said Board has heretofore sent all cases of which 
they took charge to the Mercy Hospital and In¬ 
firmary. These institutions are located In populous 
districts In the city, anu the citizens of the neighbor¬ 
hood, and the officers of the institution, object with 
j good reason to the Introduction of such cases. The 
, danger of the disease being communicated to the in- 
, mates, and also spreading beyond the walls of the 
1 institution, jilt titles said authorities in refusing to 
receive them, and the undersigned can state 
one Instance where a respectable cltlz n with a fevtr, 
temporarily au Inmate of one of said korpltats. 
after being convalescent, took the small pox from a 
path nt seiit by the Board of health and died, unci 
he would further state that we have received numer¬ 
ous lLite's from persons living in the neighborhood 
of these hospitals, protesting in the strong* st terms 
against such patients being brought among them. 
This condition of affairs, we think, should not be. 
No other city In the Union is without a hospital for 
tlu care of such cases, and this Board which has been 
In exls cnee about twenty years, has been entirely 
unprovided v\ ith any place or the kind since Its or¬ 
ganization- 

That they shonld have one. It needs no argument to 
show. Pxudecee, humanity, philanthropy and com¬ 
mon drceLcy urge it. 

Our city limits have lately been greatly extended, 
and our population increased, and It will continue to 
Increase, and the day Is not far distant when ruts- . 
burgh will be a great metropolis. Our citizens have ! 
of late years enjoyed a period of unparalleled pros¬ 
perity end success In butluess, and as an enterpris 
log and philanthropic people should do. they nav^ 
bet u and are appropriated liberally of their wealth 
for the general good and welfare of the citizens. 

Liberal provisions has been made for tile care aud 
employment of criminals, by the purchase of suitable 
grounds and the erection of extensive buildings. 

A large and valuable lot has been purchased ror the 
erection of a magnificent City Hall, for the accom¬ 
modation of the city officials. 

An extensive system of sewerage has been adopted 
and lhe work Is now being done, whereby the sani¬ 
tary condition of the ciiy is greatly improved, and a 
City Park Is to be \ rovlded for tbe pleasure and rec¬ 
reation of c ur people, that bhall be second only to 
the famed Central Bark of New York In extent and 
adornment. This is as It should be, and warrants 
wh»t>e have before said of the enterprise of our citi¬ 
zens, and assures us that when they are told if a pes¬ 
tilence should visit our city to-morrow there is not a 
roof within its limits or under Its contiol to shelter 
the unfortunate victims, they will at once demand 
that provisions be made for such an emergency, and 
such provisions as the fair fame and future prospects 
of this great city. 

Think fora moment of the consequences that may 
ensue for want of such & hospital. Hundreds of val¬ 
uable lives may be sacrificed in a few days, or even a 
fe w hours. 

The victims first attacked are unprovided for, they 
cannot be sent out of the city, and the con-agion 
j spr* ads unill the whole city is contaminated and no 
i man's life Is safe. 

We have said this much in pursuance of the resolu¬ 
tion of the Board of Health to convince your bou- 
i orable bod es of Che necessity of providing a hos¬ 
pital. 

We do not undertake to suggest the amount of ap¬ 
propriation that will be required, but leave that ano 
all oiler matters of information for the investigation 
of such committees as you may think proper to ap 
point.

Center streei”la already open along the 
line of the property of your petitioner, pa» allel with 
and only three hundred and teventy-five feet south 
of Washington street, but that lhe same 
is impassable and will be impassable un il 
it be graded. That If said Ceuttr street 
was graded and thereby opened to public 
travel, the public would be better accommodated 
than by the opening of Washington street. That 
your petitioner Is willing, If your honorable body 
deem it proper that Center street be graded, so that 
public travel may be facilitated from Bellefontalne 
street to the old borough llue; that your petitioner 
has no desire to retard the opening of Washington 
street. If demanded by public necessity, nor to ob¬ 
ject to any necessary publlfe improvements but 
thinks that the opening of said street, from Shone- 
berger to Mill streets, through lhe property of your 
petitioner, entirely unnecessary at the present, be- 
















































cause the opening thereof would greatly damage the 
property or vonr petitioner and he of no benefit to 
the public. 'Your petitioner, therefore, prays that 
the said ordinance may be reconsidered and that It 
be amended so as to open the said Washlngton street 
from BellefontalneeastwardlytoShoenberger street, 
and further. And your petitioner will ever pray.

PETITION FOR THE -WIDENING OP CHESTNUT 


Mr. WA.INWRIGHT presented a petition 
signed by the citizens of Chestnut street, Law- 
renceville, asking Council topass the ordinance 
providine for the -widening of Chestnut street 
to a uniform width of 30 feet in accordance 
with the provisions of the ordinance passed in 
Common Council, May 25, ’G8. 

The petition was laid on the table by a vote of 
seven to five. 

THE SEWER ON PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN presented a remon¬ 
strance against the construction of the sewer 
on Pennsylvania avenue, au ordinance for 
which is now pending in Councils. The remon¬ 
strance was signed by about 80 of the property 
owners residing on the avenue named. It was 
read and referred to the Street Committee. 
OrENINO or AN ALLEY IN THE SEVENTII WARD. 

Mr. A, M. BROWN also presented a petition 
from the property holders residing adjacent to 
the alley between Federal and Washington 
streets, extending from or near Allender’s Court, 
to Vine alley in Seventh ward (late Sixth) 
praying the passage of an ordinance providing 
for the grading and paving of the alley between 
the points named, and that the expense of the 
same be assessed on the property abutting 
thereon. 

Read and referred to the Committee on Streets. 
the city oil guaoer. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN, in place, offered a re¬ 
port of the Ordinance Committee, covering an 
ordinance for the guaging of oil within the city 
limits, and fixing the amount to be paid to the 
City Treasurer at twenty per cent, of the Gua- 
ger’s fees. 

This was presented at the request of numer¬ 
ous citizens. The large amouut of oil that 
comes to the city in tanks and barges—not in 
barrels—was not eubject to a tax from which 
the city received any revenue. It was inspected 
by persons who were paid by thepartiesowning 
the oil. By fixing the Guager’s office the city 
could receive a considerable amount of revenue. 

Mr. SHIPTON said the proposition was to 
make a fee of twentypercent. to make revenue. 
The 6alary now was one third the receipts. He 
thought the gentlemen, when lie reduced it to 
one-flftb was hardly consistent. 

Mr. BROW N thought the city did not derive 
so much revenue from those sources now be¬ 
cause those tanks and bull; boats were many of 
them ou'slde of the city. The committee had 
considered the matter and thought- tire rate 
whieb they had fixed upon was right, as there 
was a great deal of labor involved, and the rate 
upon tanks was less man one-fifib of the 
amount charged per barrel. He only wished 
to fix a fair rate of compensation for doing the 
work. 

Mr. MORROW moved that the party doing 
thework give fifty per cent, to the city, ne 
understood that theGuager’s ofli 'e was a'pretty 
‘ fat” office, and the Inspector could afford to 
pay this amount into the city treasury. 

Mr. McCL!STOCK moved that the guager 
receive one-third of the receipts according to 

be present ordinance. 

Mr. McCBEbLANDthought tbatat times the 
Inspector would only get a half dozen barrels 
per day, and then would make only fifty cent6 
per day. It was at only certain times of the 
year this work could be had. Then the gauger 
bad to engage assistants and pay them salaries. 
Itwasthe opinion of the speaker that the 
gauger could not get along and pay more than 
twenty per cent, to the city. 

Mr. MORROW would like to ask if any gen¬ 
tleman had a report of the gauger tor last year. 


There was no revenue in last year from this 
source. It was proposed to fix the matter, and 
it would be well to consider it properly. 

Mr. BROWN would state for the information 
of Council that from the report made in 1807, 
it appeared that the gnager realized for the city 
proper $963 33. 

Mr. REE8 said a man could guage tanks and 
boats faster than barrels. The inspector would 
not get paid so well for guaging barrels as 
tanks. 

> Mr. BROWN thought one-third was too lit¬ 
tle, because the guager, in order to do business 
properly, would have to employ some sir or 
seven men. The oil to be inspected was scat¬ 
tered over a large extent of territory. One-third 
that would not pay his expenses. 

Mr. REES said not one-third of the oil that 
came down the river was in barrels. Much rev¬ 
enue could be derived from the tanks and 
boats. 

Mr. SHIPTON had no objection to the old 
ordinance. From the laBt report of the City 
Gauger it would seem that the total number of 
barrels gauged was 246,421. The Gauger had 
to have his deputies and had a busy time. As¬ 
sistants would be required and the expense 
would be considerable. He would have no ob- 
j etion to voting for one-half. There was a 
difference between the amounts received in the 
city and the recently annexed districts. He 
would move to recommit to the committee, 
with instructions that they give the amount 
received beyond the Ninth ward lines within 
the last two months, then a general rule could 
be adopted for the whole city. 

Mr. MORROW thought it would be a difficult 
matter to arrive at this. 

Mr. BROWN said he hart no doubt a large 
proportion of the oil brought to this city was 
bought and sold in the oil regions, and 
was not subject to the penalties imposed by 
this ordinance. He protested against the re¬ 
commitment of the ordinance for the reason 
that the Committee had all the information 
they could obtain on the subject. There was 
no way to get the statistics required. The or¬ 
dinance was gotten np at the request of tax 
payers and others. lie thought it would be a 
waste of time and a loss of revenue to the city 
to deliy the matter. 

The question was put on the motion of Mr. 
Sblptou to re-commit, and lost. 

The question recurred on the amendment fix¬ 
ing the fees at one-tbird as by the ordinance 
and carried by a vote of twelve to five. 

The queetion recurred on the original motion, 
which was adopted as amended. 

, Mr. BROWN moved that the ordinance be 
laid over. Not agreed to. 

On mot on of Mr. MORROW the rules were 
suspended, and Ihe ordinance passed finally. 

A LOCK-UP FOR EAST LIBERTY. 

The question of the erection of alock-np for 
F.ist Liberty came np for concurrence, and an 
ordinance providing for one came up for dis¬ 
cussion. 

Mr. SHiP-TON was opposed to leaving the 
matter in the hands of a committee to contract 
l for the building. 

! Mr. REES advocated concurrence, stating 
: that it took so long for the policemen to bring 
their prisoners in, that tb it portion of the city 
; was sometimes left without the necessary pro- 
1 lection. 

Mr. OGDEN thought it wa9 best not to leave 
the matter in the hands ol the committee. 

Mr. GALL AUER thought the cost of the 
j building should be first ascertained. If the 
sum was reasonable he would vote for it. 

Mr. WAJNWRIGII r advocated the erection 
of a lock-up. Extravagance in the erection of a 
buildiug was not contemplated. 

Mr. A. M. BROvrN thought the police sys¬ 
tem was useless in that part of the city without 
those station houses. The expense of erecting 
them would be small. There was no reason 
why they should not be built. 

The question was put on the motion to con¬ 


cur in the action of Select Council, and agreed 
to. 

THE ARSENAL AND CITY PARK. 

Mr. McCLINTOCK offered the following res¬ 
olution: 

Kesolved , That the Committee on City Property 
be requested to correspond with the Secretary of 
War requesting the Government to remove the Al¬ 
legheny Arsenal out of the city districts, and to ne¬ 
gotiate for said property for a City Park. 

Mr. McCLINTOCK in offering the resolu¬ 
tion, said the government required more room 
for the arsenal, and he thought that the grounds 
could be purchased for a reasonable sum. Many 
people at the present time were afraid to build 
on account of the powder magazine. There 
were fifty acres in the grounds and a fine park 
could he made. 

The paper was referred to the Committee on 
the City Park. 

THE PAVING OF TAYLOR STREEt. 

Mr. MORROW presented a remonstrance 
against the grading and paving of Taylor 
street, Twelfth ward. 

The remonstrance was laid over until the or¬ 
dinance providing for the same was offered. 

CHANGING THE NAMF. OF THE WARDS. 

Mr. DICKSON offered an ordinance supple¬ 
mental to the Ordinance paseed at the last 
meeting of Councils, redistricting the city Into 
wards and providing for changing the Tenth 
ward to the Ninth ward and the Ninth to the 
Tenth. 

The ordinance was recommitted to the mem¬ 
ber who offered it, no action being taken. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE SEWER. 

Mr. WHITE called up the ordinance provi¬ 
ding for the construction of a sewer on Penn¬ 
sylvania avenue, aDd moved to concur in the 
action of Common Council, at a previous meet¬ 
ing. 

The motion did not prevail. 

REPORT OF THE OA8 COMMITTEE- 

Mr. SHIPTON presented the report of the 
Gas Committee, as follows:

The PRESIDENT informed the Council that 
the salary of a city officer could not beincreased 
by a resolution. It required an ordinance. 

Mr. BRUSH stated that the labors of the 
Mayor’s Clerk had been nearly doubled since 
consolidation , and $1,500 would hardly com¬ 
pensate him lor his services. His present sal¬ 
ary was only 81-000, and the Committee pro¬ 
posed lo make it $1,500, which was low enough. 

Mr. ROBB was in favor of fixing the amount 
suggested by tbe Police Committee, who had 
examined tbe Fuhject, and knew what the duties 
of the office fere. 

Mr. WELDON stated that the Clerk had per¬ 
quisites which swelled bis salary lo a good 
round snm. 

Mr. II ARE staled that the Chief of Police got 
$1,500 per year, and did Dot have half the labor 
tbat the Clerk had. The Committee only asked 
for simple justice. He therefore presented an 
ordinance fixing the salary of the Mayor’s 
Clerk, for the year 186S, at $1,500, and asked 
the passage of the same.

SELECT COUNCIL.

Council met at half past two o’clock. 

In the absence of the President, Mr. A. H. 
GROSS was appointed temporary chairman. 

The CLERK called the roll and the follow¬ 
ing members answered as present:

The President said that the meeting was 
called for the purpose of considering the report 
of the apportionment committee which would 
be made in the other branch. 

Pending the reception of the report, on mo¬ 
tion Council proceeded to the consideration of 
other business. 

RECONSIDERATION OF THE OIL OAUOINO MAT¬ 
TER. 

Mr. GALLAGHER moved the reconsideration 
of the vote fixing the oil gauger’s salary. He said 
that it did the oil gauger injustice. If the 
gauger received one-third, he would receive ac¬ 
cording to the returns of last year 11,638, and 
by employing the necessary assistants, he 
would have only 1455 left. 

Mr. SHIPTON was in favor of giving one- 
half to the gauger. He wanted a uniform or¬ 
dinance. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND said the amount of oil 
to be gauged was less than formerly. For 
other gauging the inspector received less. 

Mr. SHIPTON desired to have a uniform or¬ 
dinance. 

Mr. KEHEW said the report was made at 
the time and for six months when there was 
the most oil to be gauged. 

Mr. MORROW said this was an ordinance 
in addition to a former ordinance, and propos¬ 
ed to tax oil in barges. If all the oil only 
yielded that revenue to the gauger, it was too 


small, but if it was in addition to the fees re¬ 
ceived now it was enough. He was in favor 
of a general ordinance for all. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND thought the ordinance 
was gotten up for the new districts so the city 
could get revenue from them. This covered 
all the gauging done in the city within the last 
six months. 

The question was put on the reconsideration 
of the ordinance and agreed to, 

Mr. SHIPTON moved to recommit to the 
Ordinance Committe, with instructions to re¬ 
port one general ordinance to gauge oil, Ac. 

Mr. KEHEW suggested that the oil dealers 
be consulted in regard to the matter. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND moved to amend by re¬ 
committing without instructions. Agreed to. 

CINDER WALK ON CENTRE AVENUE. 

Mr. JONES presented a petition for a cinder 
walk on Centre avenue, from Kirkpatrick 
etreet to Jacob Ewart’s comer, together with 
an ordinance and motion that the rules be sus¬ 
pended and the ordinance adopted. Agreed to. 

THE REFORT OF THE APPORTIONMENT COM¬ 
MITTEE. 

The report of the Apportionment Committee 
was reported from Common Council. The pb- 
per was read by the President. 

Mr. GALLAHEK moved that the report be I 
accepted and the action of the Common Coun¬ 
cil concurred in.

Mr. GALLAHEK said when the Assessor was 
asked to make returns, he a6ked who would pay 
for it.

The PRESIDENT said that there was an or¬ 
dinance fixing a place for holding the elec¬ 
tions, and it was stated that it was necessary 
that tlie ordinance should be taken up and 
passed in order that the Sheriff could have the 
necessary authority. 

Mr. BROWN read the ordinance which fixed 
the place of holding elections in the Fifth, 
Tenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-second and Twenty- 
third wards, and apppointed officers to conduct 
the same in the said wards except in the Fifth 
and Tenth.

of petitioners be granted, and that they be al¬ 
lowed to erect buildings for three years, the 
unexpired term of their lease.

the same price for every twenty-four hours 
thereafter; for any panorama, diorama, exhibi¬ 
tion of painting or statuary, or exhibition of 
any natural curiosity, five dollars for day and 
night; for any concert or musical entertain¬ 
ment, five dollars per day or night. 

We presume no argument will be required to 
prove that musical entertainments, and exhi¬ 
bitions of paintings, statuary. &e., which are 
refining and elevating in their inlluence, 
should not be more heavily taxed than theat¬ 
rical exhibitions, and that, if taxed at all, it 1 
should be done as lightly us a due regard to the ! 
general interests of the city will permit.

PETITIONS, KE.WON.STKATIONS, A'C. 

Mr. SHIPTON presented a petition for a gas- 
lamp on the corner of Bedford avenue and 
Hickory alley, in the Eleventh Ward. Re¬ 
ferred to the Gas Committee. 

Also a petition for a gas-lamp at the east end 
of Bank alley, corner of Virgin alley. Same 
reference. 

NEW ROAD WALK ON GKEENSUURO ROAD. 

Mr. LAUFMAN presented a petition for a 
plank walk on the Greensburg Pike, from 
Forty-fifth street to Mellon's lane. Referred to 
the Road Committee. 

EXTENSION OF WATER TO HAZLEWOOD. 

Mr, McKIBBEN presented a petition of citi¬ 
zens of the Twenty-third Ward, asking for an 
extension of the water main along Brad dock's 
Plank road to the village of Haste wood. Re¬ 
ferred to the Water Committee. 

TWENTY-NINTH STREET.

THE PITTSBERGII GAS COMPANY—OPINION OF 
THE CITY SOLICITOR. 

Mr. SHIPTON submitted the following opin¬ 
ion of the City Solicitor in regard to the Pitts¬ 
burgh Gas Company: 

City Solicitor's Office, > 

Pittsburgh, October 20, 1868. / 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 

Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: Your resolution, inquiring as 
to the rights of the Pittsburgh Gas Company to 
extend and lay down its pipes in that part of 
the city recently added, formerly known as 
East Liberty, came into my hands too late to 
enable me to give the subject a full and 
thorough examination. But from the hasty 
examination I have been able to give it, my 
opinion is that the Pittsburgh Gas Company 
has that right. 

The Pittsburgh Gas Company was created as 
the Act of Incorporation expressly says, “for 
the purpose of supplying with gas light the 
city of Pittsburgh, and such individuals resid¬ 
ing therein as may desire a supply of the 
same.” Although that company was Incorpo¬ 
rated before the consolidation, yet the great 
object of the corporation would justify ext end¬ 
ing its powers to the enlarged boundarj’ of the 
city, unless so doing would conflict or interfere 
with the vested rights of some other persons or 
corporations. I know of nonesuch, unless it 
might be an an act passed in 1800 for the in¬ 
corporation of a Gas Company to supply East 
Liberty and Wilkinsburgh. Whether that 
company was ever fully or duly organized, I 
am not informed, but I believe they never 
commenced operations and have invested no 
money, and for several years, at least, have 
had no organization. It is fair to presume it 
has been abandoned.

The Citizen’s Passenger Railway and the 

Laying of the Water Pipe on Penn 

Street—Opinion of tiie City Solicitor. 

Mr. SHIPTON said he desired to submit the 
opinion of the City Solicitor in regard to the 
Citizen’s Passenger Railway, and the laying of 
Water Pipe in the Fifteenth Ward. The opin¬ 
ion was that the Councils were bound to pay 
the expenses. Some of the members of the 
Committee wished to go on with the work. 
Although Councils had ample power to go on 
and make arrangements in order to satisfy 
those who had any doubt he would submit the 
papers. The pine was now extended to the 
Arsenal wall aud the monthly bills were ren¬ 
dered. The first l)lll was paid without any dis¬ 
pute; the second bill had been laid over for a 
short time and a Hub-Committee appointed; 
the Hub-Committee wished tosubmit the opin¬ 
ion of the City Solicitor. The October bill was 
$553 73. 

The opinion of the City Solicitor was read as 
follows: 

City Attorney’s Office, \ 
Pittsburgh, July 20, lSOS.j 
W. R, Broivn, Esq., Chairman of the Water Com¬ 
mittee : 

Dear Sir:— I am informed by Mr. French 
that the Water Committee desire my written 
opinion as to the duties of the city and the Ci¬ 
tizens Passenger Railway Company in the 
matter of removing and relaying the track for 
the purpose of laying water pipes. 

The Railway Compauy was incorporated by 
the act of Assembly March 22,1859. The ninth 
section provides that they shall not use the 
streets of the city until they have obtained the 
consent of Councils, and the I3tli section pro¬ 
vides that Councils shall have power to estab¬ 
lish such regulation for the purpose of pay¬ 
ing, laying gas and water pipes, &c., as 
may be required. The ordinance grant¬ 
ing the right to use the streets was 
passed April 18th, 1859, and the only 

reference to the matter is in the first section, as 


follows: Subject to such necessary rules and 
regulations respecting said streets (which may 
not conflict with the before recited act of in¬ 
corporation) as Councils maj* from time to 
time enact. Even if it woulu be in the power of 
Councils to provide that whenever it should 
become necessary to raise the track, the Rail¬ 
ways Company should take it up and lay it 
down at their own expense,which I very much 
doubt, mere is nothing in the ordinance of 
Councils now which.would require them to do 
so, and I am of opinion that Councils cannot 
now impose a burden which was not contemp¬ 
lated at the time the consent was given, in 
reference to those parts of the city lately incor¬ 
porated, the provision is somewhat different. 
The aet provides that in case of dis¬ 
agreement between the turnpike and 
plank road companies and the bor¬ 
ough of Lawreneevilffe and the Railway Com¬ 
pany, the Court shall determine the terms 
upon which the track shall be laid and used. 
Accordingly nil order was made by the Court 
of Quarter Sessions in the case of the Greens¬ 
burg and Pittsburgh Turnpike Company, No. 
11, March session, 1859, and in the case of, the 
borough of Lawreuceville No. 12, March ses¬ 
sions, 1859, in neither of which is any refer¬ 
ence made to the matter of laying water pipes 
or repairing streets. Ido not question the 
right of the city to lake up the track in the 
newly Incorporated districts when necessary 
to laj r pipesor repair streets, but neither in the 
new nor the old districts is there any provi¬ 
sion that it shall be done at the expense of the 
Railway Company. 

My opinion, therefore, is that the city autho¬ 
rities may take up the track if necessary for 
the purpose of laying water pipes, and when 
taken up they must relay them ns they were 
before, and in taking up and relaying the track 
must use ordinary care so as to not injure the 
material more than is unavoidably necessary. 
They are not bound to furnish new material, 
and if any of the material is unfit to be re- 
laid, should notify the company of the fact, in 
order that they may provide other in in its 
place.

The opinion was received and filed. 

Mr. SHIPTON then offered the following res¬ 
olution : 

Resolved , By the Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils, that the Water Committee be instructed 
to act in accordance with the opinion *of the 
city attorney, in their settlement with the 
Citizens’ Passenger Railway Company, for 
taking up and relaying their track, for the pur¬ 
pose of allowing the extension of the water 
mains through the Fifteenth, Sixteenth aud 
Seventeenth wards. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND would like some exprea- 
slou from Council about the matter. His opiu- 
Ion was that when the Citizens* Passenger 
Railway Company took up the track they put 
in new material; this waa more expensive 
than laying down the old material; they 
charged all expenses for hauling and laying 
switches—.something the city would not nave 
to pay for, according to the opinion of the City 
Solicitor. 

Mr. \V, R. BROWN, when the matter was 
called up, had no objection to it; afterwards 
the thing laid over; a new committee was ap¬ 
pointed to confer upon the propriety and ac¬ 
curacy of the charges in the bill. How it came 
into Connell he did not know. Certainly It 
was never the Intention of the writer of the 
resolution that it should come In at all. The 
question was upon the validity and legality of 
the opinion of the City Solicitor. 

Mr. MORROW thought the Company should 
not be allowed to take up their track and then 
relay it, perhaps using new material, and then 
send In their bill. 

Mr. SHIPTON said the bids were for taking 
up the track thirty-six cents per foot; for dig¬ 
ging up ami relaying seventy cents per foot, 
while the work was now done at fifty-nine 















































cents, so that the city, if it had undertaken to 
do the work, would have had to pay more. 
The question of the right and legality of pay¬ 
ing it was discussed; the city had the right to 
pay it. 

Mr. MORROW said the pipe could have been 
laid in the center of the street or on either side. 
If thBpipe had been laid on either side of the 
street the cost would have been greater to the 
inhabitants residing on the opposite side. 

Mr. REESE said it appeared to him it was a 
question of difference of opinion in regard to 
the power of the city to extend the pipes when 
necessary. He thought the company should 
bear its own burden. 

Mr. SHIPTON said the resolution was 
brought before Councils to see whether they 
would coincide with the opinion of the Solici¬ 
tor. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN said lie looked at it as a 
question whether t lie Councils would have con¬ 
fidence in the Solicitor. If there were better 
lawyers in the Council than the City Solicitor 
they had better elect them. 

>lr. M’CLELLAND said the opinion of the 
City Attorney was that the city should pay the 
expenses of relaying the tracks. 

Mr. COFFIN called the yeas and nays on the 
resolutions. 

Mr. MORROW did not wish to put his opin¬ 
ion against that of the City Solicitor but upon 
the question of merits he would vote no. 

The question was put on the resolution of 
Mr. SHIPTON sustaining the opinion of the 
City Solicitor, and the yeas and nays were as 
follows:

Mr. OGDEN was in favor of sustaining the 
City Solicitor and the committee; if not what 
was the use of having Solicitors and commit¬ 
tees. 

Mr. GROSS was in favor of sustaining the 
City Solicitor. 

THK CITY DIGEST—OPINION OF THE CITY SO¬ 
LICITOR. 

The PRESIDENT read the following opin¬ 
ion :

To the Select and Common Councils of Ihttsburgh : 

Gentlemen— I have completed the digest of 
the law relating to the City of Pittsburgh, and 
they are now in the hands of the printers. 
Upon consultation with the members of the 
Digest Committee, and other members of the 
Councils, it was thought that a mere 
digest of the ordinances would not 
be satisfactory, for the reason that 
Many of them are obsolete and others need 
amendment, while many new ordinances 
*»hould be incoporntcd. It was, therefore, 
1 bought best to codify and make a complete 
system of ordinances. I have, therefore, col¬ 
lected all the ordinances under appropriate 
heads, for easy reference, preparatory to writ¬ 
ing new ones. In order that they may be as 
full and complete as possible, I will' be obliged 
to members of Council who will call upAn me 
and give such suggestions as they may think 
proper in reference to changes to be made.

REPORT OF THE CITY CONTROLLER—TRANSFER 
OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

The PRESIDENT read the following commu¬ 
nication from the City Controller: 

To the Honorable the Select and Common Councils 

of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen—I find that on the 1st proximo, 
fire engines and hose will be required in addi¬ 
tion to what is in the fund the sum of $285 <56. 
The road fund is in debt nearly $.500, and will 
require 14,000. as stated by the Committee. The 
printing fund is in debt $106 91, and requires 
not less than $1,000. The Committee on Mo- 
nongahela Wharf, owing to Im¬ 
provements now progressing, ask for 


$2,000 to aid in prosecuting the 
work. In the consingent fund there is $980 
while there are pressing claims amounting to 
$2,955 50, so that $2,000 should be carried to said 
account. 

In order to meet the foregoing, I suggest the 
transfers mentioned in the accompanying res¬ 
olutions. The sum of $2,540 is owing to Messrs. 
Hastings & O’Neiil, for Nicolson pavement cros¬ 
sings on Market street, as certified by the City 
Engineer. The sum or $46 25 to Samuel Allin- 
der for serving one hundred and eighty-five 
notices and recording the same; and $17 25 to 
R. Bracken for serving sixty-nine notices. If 
directed to be paid, the certificates must be in 
appropriation No. 13,

Resolved, That the Committee on City Prop¬ 
erty be and they are hereby authorized and 
directed to purchase a lot on Forty-third street, 
Seventeenth Ward, the property of J. B. Stew¬ 
art ; a lot on Pennsylvania Railroad and Cen¬ 
tre street, Twentieth Ward, the property of J. 
W. Berlin, provided the same shall not exceed 
In price the sum of $1,000 per lot.

Mr. GROSS said the committee had the re¬ 
fusal of the lots and proposed to pay for them 
out of the funds ot the city property. He 
thought It would be advisable to pass the reso¬ 
lution.

Mr. MORROW thought it was rather ahead 
of time to purchase the lots now. If the city 
was not prepared to erect the houses they 
should postpone the matter until they were 
ready. 

Mr. GROSS said the lots were offered now at 
a low figure and the city would be the loser If 
they were not bought now. 

Mr. MORROW thought there would be no 
necessity of buying the lot at the present time. 

Mr. LAUFMAN said the people expected 
protection now. There had been a vast amount 
of rowdyism out there, and while the two offi¬ 
cers out there were bringing the culprits in 
others raised a disturbance. The demand for 
property there would increase its value, 
and it would he economy for the city to pur¬ 
chase the lot if no buildings were put up now. 

The resolution was read the second and third 
times and passed finally. 

taxing theatrical performances. 

Mr. McAULEY r (Dr. Gross in the Chair) 
moved that the resolution relative to the tax¬ 
ation of theatrical performances be reconsid¬ 
ered. He understood that under the bill lately 
adopted an opera was charged more than a 
circus. It was really taking money out of the 
treasury. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN said that the lax was re¬ 
duced as far as operas were concerned. The 
ordinance had already been published. 

THE VACATION OF SPRUCE ALLEY. 

| Mr. A. M, BROWN presented the following 
petition: 

To the Honorable .the Select and Common Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: The petition of Wm. Smith of 


the Twelfth ward, respectfully sets forth that 
he is the owner of the land on both sides of 
Spruce alley, between Carroll and Wilkins 
streets; that for some time past he has occupied 
that portion of the alley lying between the 
streets aforesaid in connection with his ad¬ 
joining lots, on which are erected several 
buildings connected with his foundry estab¬ 
lishments; that he expects to be compelled to 
remove his foundry outside of the city 
limits, where he can procure a sufficient space 
of ground for the successful prosecution of his 
business. He respectfully asks that he may be 
permitted to occupy said alley between the 
streets aforesaid until such times as the city 
shall, by ordinance, direct the grading and 
paving of said portion of the alley. 

JSigned,] Wm. Smith. 

Mr. BROWN offered the following: 

Resolved, That Spruce alley, between Carroll 
and Wilkins streets, in the city of Pittsburgh, 
be and the same is hereby vacated in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the act of Assem¬ 
bly entitled “An act to vacate a portion of 
Spruce alley, in the Ninth ward of the city of 
Pittsburgh.” Approved February 27.1867. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN said that he wished to say 
a word of explanation. He submitted the 
lengthy record of the Smith case. The diffi¬ 
culty was that Council had assented to the pas¬ 
sage of the act of Assembly. Mr. Smith, in 
good faith, erected his buildings. But as a mat¬ 
ter of law it was the opinion of the speaker he 
would be compelled to remove his buildings. 
Mr. Smith was willing to pay a compensation; 
let the Councils fix the compensation. The 
prosecutor had offered over and over again to 
sell out, but Mr. Smith wished to deal with the 
city of Pittsburgh. Let Councils do something 
to remove Mr. Smith from this dilemma. The 
act of Assembly was passed and assented to 
by the Council. In good faith Council should 
say now what sum he should pay. 

Mr. MsCLELLAND did not like to come into 
Councils to oppose Mr. Smith, but the state¬ 
ment made by the gentleman from the Seventh 
ward was incorrect. Council had assented to 
the passage of the act of Assembly, but after¬ 
wards rescinded its action. Besides, Mr. Smith 
had erected one of the buildings when notified 
not to do so. He did not think any gentleman 
in the ward had asked fora cent of money from 
Mr. Smith. He hoped the matter would he 
laid on the table. 

Mr. OGDEN would like fo have the matter 
thoroughly discussed. 

The resolution was read by the PRESIDENT. 

Mr. COCHRANE said the alley would be a 
great thoroughfare in the future, and the pro¬ 
perty holders along there opposed It. If the 
vote were taken among the people of the ward 
there would not five men vote /Or Its vacation. 

Mr. OGDEN was of the opinion, from an in¬ 
vestigation of the matter, that the alley was of 
no use. 

Mr. M’AY LEY said it was a matter of con¬ 
siderable moment, the matter had been fought 
over before, and it was Monsieur Tonson, come 
again. The Council would he selling 
two nice lots, when But the people 
wanted to use the alley to get 
out to the main streeet it was a matter of im¬ 
portance. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN ottered as an amendment, 
provided that the said Wm.Smith pay the city 
for said alley $3,000, or what three disinterested 
parties may appraise as its value. 

Mr. Morrow, some years ago, was one oi 
the members of the commiitee that visited 
the place, and the committee were unanimous 
in the opinion, and none were opposed to Mr. 
Smith’s vacating the alley. The alley was not 
occupied at all or traveled, and the committee 
unanimously received the vacation of the al¬ 
ley. Whatever the action of the Council then 
was. it was bound now to sustain it. He cl id 
not think it was treating Mr. Smith fairly to 
interfere with his occupation. 

Mr. OGDEN offered an amendment to make 
the sum four thousand instead of three thou¬ 
sand dollars. The second to this amendment 
was soon after withdrawn. 

Mr. REES was in favor of granting Mr. Smith 
the alley at a figure at as low a rate as the 
Committee valued it when they appraised it, 

Mr. COCHRANE thought it was wrong to cut 
off the people in the Ninth ward from the 
public highways. 

Mr. OGDEN thought the city should stand 
by its contract made; by quibbling about this 
matter Councils would be the laughing stock 
of the city. 

Mr. GALLAHER suggested that the alley 
should he vacated for a certain length of time. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN said Connell could not 
make a conditional bargain. It was for the 
Council to say whether they would vacate the 
alley as they agreed to or not. The alley was 
of revenue to nobody. Mr. Smith owned the 
land on both sides of the street. The Council 







proposed to compel him to pay fancy prices. 
He would support the three thousand dollars, 
believing that Mr. Smith would pay it rather 
than not have the matter settled. Council 
should carry out the acts of the Councils, and 
give him the lots at a fair valuation. 

Mr. McAULLEY said there would be two fine 
lots, as he was informed. He would offer an 
amendment. 

The question was put on the amendment of 
Mr. McAULEY, which was to strike out three 
thousand and insert five, and strike out the 
latter clause of the resolution, and it was car¬ 
ried by a vote of 10 to C. 

The question recurred on the resolution as 
amended. 

Mr. BROWN moved a suspension of the 
rules and its final passage, which was agreed 
to, and the resolutiun passed finally, 

NEVILLE STREET. 

Mr. JONES presented a remonstrance signed 
by the owners of property on Nevile street, 
Against the widening of said street. 

Referred to the Committee on Roads. 

The Common Council business was then 
taken up and concurred in. 

Council then adjourned.

The vacation of the part 
rendered useless and the opening of the streets 
should be clone by the same parties. The 
Court has no power to assess damages or bene¬ 
fits by vacation. By the report of reviewers it 
appears that the benefits or vacation would be 
necessary to meet the damages by opening. If 
the street is opened by Councils and the other 
part vacated by Court, these matters cannot be 
adjusted properly. I would recommend sus¬ 
pension until the Legislature meets.

F orsythe, Jacob Focer, Da¬ 
vid Hill and Wm. Shaffer, setting forth that 
the assessment for grading and paving Smith 
street was made in I860, and Die parties being 
satisfied that the contractor, Wm. Finch, was 
allowed for work not done . they applied to the 
Street Committee, who being of the same opin¬ 
ion, directed that the assessment should not 
he collected. A portion of the assessments 
was oald by the parties, and suit was brought 
against the city for the balance. Though the 
evidence showed that the Regulator had 
made a mistake to the amount of $1,000 or 
more, judgment was recovered for more than 
the amount assessed, under ruling 
of the Court, which left Die jury no alternative. 
The petitioners believe they have been grossly 
wronged in this matter, but are willing to pay 
the amount assessed against them without in¬ 
terest, and ask Councils to authorize the City 
Treasurer to i-eceive the amount In full pay¬ 
ment. 

The petition was accompanied with the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Resolved , That the City Treasurer be and he 
is hereby authorized to accept from all per¬ 
sons assessed for grading and paving Bmith 
street, the amount assessed against them sev¬ 
erally, without interest, andglvethem receipts 
in full of said claims.

S raise damages claimed by the grading of 
econd avenue, and that relating to th3 grad¬ 
ing. paving and curbing of Canal street, were 
read three'times and passed, the rules being 
suspended. 

The ordinance providing for a public sewer 
on Spring alley was laid over under the rules. 
REPORT OF 8URVEY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. HERRON, Chairman of tlie Committee 
on Surveys, presented the following report 
from that Committee: 

To the Honorable the Select and (bmmon Councils 
of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Surveys 
would respectfully submit for your adoption 
plans of the following streets, viz: 

Mill street, from Greenbnrg PiketoHoeveller 
street. 

Roup street, from Fifth avenue to Center 
street. 

And ordinances locating the following streets 
In accordance with the City District plan, viz: 

Ridge. Roup, Craig, Webster (or Coal) street, 
from Kirkpatrick to Mercer street, and Duncan 
street from Kirkpatrick street to the Township 
Road at Ih-esbyterian church at Minersville, 
and also a plan of Homewood avenue from 
Greensburg Pike to Penn Township Plank- 
road. Tills plan differs from the present loca¬ 
tion of said avenue north of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad so as to make the street straight be¬ 
tween the two points above named. It will in 
a measure spoil some small lots laid out by T. 
A. Mellon, but it places the avenue in its proper 
location, that is on the line between the pro¬ 
perty on either side of the street. The lots are 
now staked out to a line of a thirty-three-foot 
street, which Is entirely inadequate to meet 
the wants of the neighborhood. Another de¬ 
fect in said plan is on the west side of said ave¬ 
nue, where there has been a fifty-foot, street 
laid out at right angles to said avenue by pro- 































































nerty holders, which 1ms been extended on the 
Mellon Plan eastwardly ns a tit'teen-foot alley. 
Your Committee intend extending the same as 
a street fifty feei wide. 

The matter of laying out property intosmall 
lots so as to suit a small tract of land, is a 
growing evil and ruinous in its tendencies to 
the future of our city. Streets are being laid 
out in such a manner as to be entirelv at vari¬ 
ance with the public good, and of such a width 
as to compel their being widened at some fu¬ 
ture day, when they will in all probability be 
closely built, thus entailing great expense on 
all property surrounding. 

Your committee would, therefore, respectful¬ 
ly request that the necessary steps be taken to 
cause plans of streets being lniu out through 
private property, to be submitted to this com¬ 
mittee for approval, before they can be placed 
on record as public thoroughfares. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

The report was accepted. 

The plans were adopted and the ordinances | 
laid over under the rules.

occupies that portion of the alley sought to be 
vacated) pay into the City Treasury the sum of 
$. 1 , 000 . 

Council came to order at half past two i 
o’clock, and the Clerk called the roll, when the 
following members answered to their names: 
Messrs. Brown, A. M., Cochrane, Coffin, 
Dickson, Gross, Jones, Kehew, Morrow, McAu- 
ley, McEwen, McKibben, Phillips, Rafferty, 
WainwrigUt, White. 

The PRESIDENT said the meeting was called 
on the application of parties representing this 
“terrible” Spruce alley controversy that had 
been on hands so long, and also by parties hav¬ 
ing reference to the relief of the Oakland Pas¬ 
senger Railway Company. The President 
thought it was their duty to grant any respect¬ 
able number of Councilmeu a special meeting. 

PETITIONS, REMONSTRANCES, ETC. 

The PRES! DENT submitted a supplement to 
an ordinance for the continuance of Locust 
street between Pride and Marion streets. 

On motion of Mr. WHITE the rules were sus¬ 
pended and the ordinance passed.

Gentlemen—A t your last meeting yon di¬ 
rected me to certify an appropriation No. 18 
for $300 00, cost of Bell in Twenty Third ward; 
$800 00 in favor of Allen A Dunn for extend¬ 
ing sidewalks on Fifth avenue, and $200 00 
for clerks of Councils. I much regret my ina¬ 
bility to comply with your directions, which is 
owing to the; fact that the contingent fund is 
entirely exhausted, ami I am unable to find 
any appropriation from which to transfer, 
when I take into consideration that there are 
claims now pressing as said fund, amounting 
to $1.700 31. in addition to the foregoing, said 
claims being as follows: $2,837 83 for paving 
Center avenue; $606 76, Liberty street crossings; 
$251 27, paving Small man street from Smith to 
Taylor; SHI 00, Wide alley crossings; $1-10 78, 
Gum street crossings; $119 00, S. Alfinder, for 
making tax duplicates, and $32 30 for Fourth 
street crossings. 

Permit me to call your attention to an Ordi¬ 
nance passed September 2*. 1868, entitled “An 
Ordinance Amending Section 3d of Chapter ; 
23d of City Code,” in relation to Operas, Ac. 

It appears to me that the operation of the Or¬ 
dinance is not such us Councils desire. For in¬ 
stance, an opera Troupe performed here lust 
week and paid Into the City Treasury but $20. 
while under the old ordinance it would have 
been $130, Is not this too big a reduction,

Mr. PHILLIPS called up the Oakland Pas¬ 
senger Railway matter.

THE ERECTION OF COKE OVENS. 

Mr. JONES presented the petition of Arm¬ 
strong A Mitchell for the privilege of erecting 
coke ovens on the Monongahela wharf, and 
moved it be granted. 

Mr. MORROW said the erection of coke 


ovens was a violation of the public ordinance. 

Mr. McKfKBKN thought it was necessary 
for the manufacturers to have their coke ovens 
within the city limits. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN thought the erection of 
coke ovens could be granted as a privilege the 
same as the privilege of erecting iron-clads or 
frame buildings. 

Mr. MORROW moved that the petition be 
laid on the table. Not agreed to. 

Mr. JONES moved that the number of ovens 
be reduced to twenty. 

Mr. MORROW moved to amend that the 
prayer of the petitioners be granted, subject to 
further action of Councils hereafter. A\ reed 
to. 

THE SPRUCE ALLEY QUESTION AGAIN. 

The PRESIDENT presented a petition ask¬ 
ing the Councils to reconsider their action of 
last meeting in regard lothe vacation of Spruce 
alley. The petition slated that the matter was 
brought nn unexpectedly, and many members- 
of Council probably voted under the misun¬ 
derstanding of the opinion of parlies inter¬ 
ested. The petition was signed by five hun¬ 
dred and fifly persons. 

Mr, PHILLIPS said he understood [he matter 
was before’ the Court, and if this was the case 
would it not be better to postpone the action ? 
It the motion H> reconsider were put he would „ 
however, vote for it. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN said the matter was be¬ 
fore the Court. It had passed through the City 
Councils and Mr. Smith had paid into the city 
tionsory the sum of $5,600; that would entitle 
him legally to the alley; to ask Councils to re- 
ronsider an ordinance passed through both 
branches, was asking a power they did not 
have* Inasmuch ns Mr. Smith lmd complied 
with the terms of the contract, Counei’s could 
not go around that. 

Mr. COCHRAN said he did not know as to 
the legality of the matter, but it would be seen 
by Die petition tlmt the people were opposed to 
the vacation of the alley, and it would be 
unkind for the ConncIImen of the differ¬ 
ent wards of the city to vacate an alley of so 
much importance to the people of the ward. 
He hoped Councils would consult the wishes of 
the people in regard to the matter. 

Mr. GROSS rose to a point of order. Ac¬ 
cording to rule 20, no motion to reconsider 
should be in order, unless made before the 
final action of both Councils might have 
placed the matter beyond recall. Final ac¬ 
tion had been taken, and it was beyond their 
power to reconsider that, action. 

Mr. MORROW moved to adjourn. Carried.

THE SPRUCE ALLEY QUESTION. 

Mr, WELSH presented a petition, signed 
by five hundred and fifty citizens, setting 
forth that the passage or the resolution exoa- 
















































vating Spruce alley was illegal and injurious, I 
and asking that the action be rescinded. The ' 
petition was read and accepted. 

Mr. WELDON then moved that Councils re¬ 
consider the resolution passed at the meeting 
of October 26, vacating Spruce alley. 

Mr. ROBB contended that the matter was 
beyond the control of Councils, and that the 
President should not entertain the motion for 
amoment. He cited, in support of this posi¬ 
tion, Rule XX, which provides that “no mo¬ 
tion for reconsideration shall be In order un¬ 
less made on the day on which the vote may 
have been taken, or at the next subsequent meet¬ 
ing thereto, and before final action of both 
Councils may have placed the matter voted 
upon beyond recall.” He argued that the reso¬ 
lution to vacate, having been finally passed by 
both Councils, was, in the language of the 
rule, “beyond control.” He moved to lay the 
resolution to reconsider on the table. 

Mr. BATCHELOR stated that there were two 
motions before the body—one to reconsider 
and the other to lay on the table. The chair 
should decide which was in order. 

Mr. ROBB withdrew the motion to lay on the 
table, for the present. 

Mr. WELSH claimed that the resolution, not 
having been recorded, was still within the con¬ 
trol of Councils, and a proper subject for recon¬ 
sideration. 

Mr. DRA VO asked whether the money sttpu- i 
lated in the resolution, had not been paid by 
Mr. Smith, and whether the city had a legal 
right to convey or sell a vacated street? In his 
opinion the property thus vacated reverted to 
the original property owners. 

Mr. ROBB stated these questions should 
properly be referred to the City Attorney. He 
was not disposed to answer them. 

Mr, HARE stated that the resolution had not 
yet been recorded, and Councils had the right 
to reconsider. He understood that Mr. Me* 
Auley, President of the Select Council, had 
notified the Clerk not to record the resolu¬ 
tion. 

The CHAIR decided that the motion to re¬ 
consider was in order. 

Mr. HERRON appealed from the decision of 
the Chair. 

The question was then put, “Shall the deci¬ 
sion or the Chair be sustained?” which was 
decided in the affirmative. 

Mr. WELDON then called for the question 
on his motion to reconsider the resolution. 


The yeas aud nays were then called, with the 
following result: 

Yeas—Messrs. Berger, Daub, Bravo, Davis, 
Gerner, Hare, Jeremy, Kremer, Mawhinnev, 
Meyer. Palmer, Reynolds, Rose well, J. R.

Nays—Messrs. Batchelor, Boggs, Brush, Car- 
roll, Hemphill, Herron, Moorhead, Rebman, 
Robb, A. Scott and Torley—11. 

The CHAIR decided that the resolution had 
been reconsidered. 

Mr. WELSH then moved to rescind the ac¬ 
tion, concurring with the Select Council in the 
passage of the resolution, and that the action 
cl said branch be noil-concurred in. 

Mr. ROBB stated that the Common Council 
was about to assume a very ridiculous posi¬ 
tion on this question, and recited some of the 
principal facts connected with the case. He 
charged that personal connections had in¬ 
duced this action. The question had resolved 
I itself Into a contest whether a legitimate 
manufacturing establishment, doing an an¬ 
nual business of almost one million ot dollars, 
should be accommodated with a space neces¬ 
sary to conduct its extensive operations, or 
whether a lager beer brewery should enjoy 
the privilege of a short portion of a narrow 
alley, 

Mr. BRUSH suggested that, inasmuch as the 
Select Council had decided not to entertain 
this matter in any shape, it was useless to 
spend further time on it. 

Mr. ROBB thought the action of the two 
Councils should be conformable; and as the 
Select branch had decided the matter to be be¬ 
yond its control, under the rule quoted, he 
suggested that the Common branch should do 
likewise. 

Mr. HARE did not think so. He was op¬ 
posed to any such action. The members of 
this body were as competent to form a correct 
judgment as to the meaning of its rules as 
were tlie members of the Select branch. 

The CHAIR decided that either branch could 
reconsider any question at its next meeting, 
if they so desired. 

The Question was then called upon Mr. 
WELSH’S motion to rescind, “wheu a call was 
made for the yeas and nays. 

The yeas and nays were ordered, and result¬ 
ed as follows:

A LEGAL OPINION CALLED FOR. 

Mr. BATCHELOR ofFered the following, 
which lie regarded as pertinent at this junc¬ 
ture: 

Resolved, That the City Solicitor be and he is 
hereby requested to give bis opinion on the 
following subjects, in reference to vacating 
streets or alleys iu the city of Pittsburgh: 
First—Have Councils the right to vacate a 
street or alley,and seli the same to Individuals 
or corporations. Second—If so, to whom shall 
the proceeds of such sales go—to the city, to 
the original owner of the ground, or be divided 
pro rata among the owners of ground abutting 
on the street or alley so vacated. 

Mr. WELDON believed that the city had no 
right to sell any portion of her public streets 
or alleys, and moved to lay the resolution on 
the table. 

Mr. BATCHELOR remarked that while the 
gentleman [Mr. Weldon j seemed to have a de¬ 
cided opinion on the matter, it was evident 
from what had just transpired that other 
members did not agree with him. The object 
in offering the resolution was to have the 
question satisfactorily settled. 

The motion to lay on the table was not 
agreed to, and the resolution was passed. (No 
action in Select Council, that body having ad¬ 
journed.) 

ACCOUNTS OF THE CENTRAL BOARD. 

Mr. BRUSH presented a communication from 
Johu A. Sargeant. Esq., Secretary of the 
Central Board of Education, relative to the ap¬ 
pointment of Auditors to audit the accounts of 
the Board for 1868. The communication was 
accompanied with the usual resolution, which 
was read three times and passed, and Messrs, 
Berger and Robb were appointed on the part of 
Common Council.

A special meeting of the City Councils was 
held on Thursday afternoon, December 17th, 
having been called at the instance of the City 
Solicitor and Committee on City Digest, to hear 
a report from them. 

Council came to order at half-past two o'clock, 
ami the CLERK called the roll, when the fol¬ 
lowing members answered to their names.

The CLERK called the roll, when the. follow¬ 
ing members answered as present: Messrs.

The reading of the minutes 01 1 lie previous 
meeting was dispensed with. 

JOINT SKSSION. 

Immediately after the organization Councils 
went into Joint session in the Com 111011 Conn¬ 
ed Chamber, for the purpose of hearing a re¬ 
port fromt tie City solicitor on the subject of 
the co<)llii-ii 1 ion ot ihe acts of Assembly and 
the ordinance* o. t hecity. 

Mr. MeA n,Kl, J‘resident of the .SelectCoun¬ 
cil, called the joint session to order, and 
stated that the City Solicitor, Jacob F. Single, 
Esq., was present and would lay the matter be¬ 
fore them, as this was the special business for 
t tie consideration of which the Councils had 
been called together. 

Mr. SLAGLE tlien stated that he had codi¬ 
fied the acts of Assembly relating to the city, 
and had gone over all the ordinances, includ¬ 
ing those hi Layng and Foster’s Digests, and 
the annual reports up to 1868. The ordinances 
had been arranged, as nearly as possible, un¬ 
der their appropriate heads. Those 

entirely obsolete had been omit¬ 
ted, while others had been chang¬ 

ed. He had withheld the matter thus 
prepared, from the City Printers, in order that 
Councils might review it and approve or alter 
Ht their pleasure. The subject had been tully 
discussed by the Digest Committee, and they 
had come to the conclusion that the proper 
plan was to submit, the ordinances to Councils, 
In joint session, showing them what changes 
had been made and asking their approval. 
With their permission he would read over the 


ordinances, anti If any member had any sug¬ 
gestions to make he could make them as the 
reading proceeded. He stated that the matter 
to be considered was quite iengthy, and that 
It would occupy perhaps two or more sessions 
of the body. 

Mr. ROBB asxed why the work could not be 
placed in the hands of the printers, and proof 
sheets furnished to the members for revi¬ 
sion? 

Mr. SLAGLE replied that there were serious 
objections to that plan, as the printers could 
not holdall the “forms/' from first to last, 
until Councils had revised them. 

Mr, BARNHILL moved that proof sheets he 
furnished to the members of Councils by ihe 
City Printers, and that the edition be not 
printed until the corrections were made. 

Mr. McAULEY stated that this would in¬ 
volve considerable expense, as the types could 
ur>t be kept standing unless at great inconve¬ 
nience, The usual way was to prepare one or 
two forms, of say twenty-four pages each, and 
after these were corrected the requisite num¬ 
ber of copies was worked off, and the types dis¬ 
tributed for use in the other forms. It was 
not possible to keep all the types of so large a 
book standing, except at. great cost. 

Mr. MORROW suggested that prool sheets 
be referred to the different eommittees.of such 
ordinances ns properly came under their su¬ 
pervision, and that they make the nece ssary 
corrections. 

Air. s[| IPTON thought that the only practi¬ 
cable plan was to let the matter go to press, as 
arranged by the .Solicitor. Let the digest be 
primed, and a copy of the book placed in the 
hands of each member. If there were any in¬ 
accuracies, they would all be corrected by a 
supplementary ordinance. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN favored the printing of 
l ne work as a whole. 

Mr. GALLAHER was in favor of the amend¬ 
ment referring the matter to the committees. 

Mr. MORROW said the ordinances could not 
he changed by committees. The only tiling 
they could do would be to arrange them in 
proper shape. 

Mr. McAULEY thought the only safe way 
was, by a small ordinance, to re-enact the 
whole digest, after it had been printed. 

Mr. HEKUoN favored the suggestion ot Mr. 
Shipton. 

Mr. UoBB asked whether the ordinances had 
been changed, or merely re-arranged. 

Mr. SLAGLE replied that important changes 
had been made. His object was to have roun- 
cils hear these changes, and adopt tin in or 
not, as they might see fit. Many objections 
and complaints would doubtless he made, after 
the hook was printed, and he did not feel in¬ 
clined to assume the responsibility. However, 
if Councils would trust t.o*his judgment, and 
that of the committee, they would do the work 
to the best of their judgment and ability. 

Mr. REES favored the reading of the ordi¬ 
nances, that Councils might note the changes 
made. 

Mr. JONES remarked that if Councils had 
not con fid cnee in the committee, they would 
increase it. He was opposed to Councils pass¬ 
ing upon the matter in detail, or referring it to 
t lie Committees. 

Mr. B \ RNHI LI. withdrew his motion to refer 
to the Coin in it tees. 

After some farther discussion, 

Mr. ROBB presented the following: 

Whereas, The Solicitor having reported to 
Councils that he had ratified the ordinances 
of the city of Pittsburgh, Including the year 
1868, It is hereby 

Resolved, That he be directed to have the 
same placed in the hands of the city printt rs. 
provided the Committee on Digest approve of 
the same, and that one thousand copies be 
printed. 

The preamble and resolution were adopted, 
and the joint session adjourned. 

The Select Council withdrew to its own 
chamber.

A regular monthly meeting of the Select and 
Common Councils of Pittsburgh, the last regu¬ 
lar meeting of the present Councils, was held 
in their respective chambers, City Buildings, 
at two p.m., on Monday, December 28th, 1868. 

The Council came to order at half-past two 
o'clock, and the CLErfK called the roil, when 
the following members answered to their

DENT McAuley, who occupied the Chair. 

The minutes of the meeting of November 
00th. and also of the special meeting held De¬ 
cember 17th, were then read and approved. 

COMMUNICATIONS, <iC. 

The PRESIDENT read a communication 
from Thomas Steele, Ksq., Clerk of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee, in which it was stated that 
J. R. Newman, Esq., the City Assessor, desired 
Councils to provide pay for extra assessing 
done in the new districts. The amount of ex¬ 
tra compensation had been fixed by the Fi¬ 
nance Committee at 8800, and the payment of 
that sum to Mr. Newman had been recom¬ 
mended by the Committee. For some reason 
or other it had laid over, and Mr. Newman de¬ 
sired that Councils make due appropriation. 
Action on the matter was deferred lor the pres¬ 
ent. 

COMMUNICATION FROM FORMER AUDITORS OF 
OAKLAND.

The resolution was read three times and 
passed. 

ORDINANCE RELATIVE TO CITY PRINTING. 

Mr. MORROW, in place, presented an ordi¬ 
nance supplemental to an ordinance relative to 
the city printing, as follows; 

Be it ordained and enacted by the Select and 
Common Council of the city of Pittsburgh, and 


it is hereby enacted by authority of the same, 
that the Committee on City Printing be and 
they are hereby authorized to advertise for 
proposals for doing ail the city printing, and 
award the contract to the lowest and best bid¬ 
ders, but not more than two English papers 
and one German paper shall be awarded a con¬ 
tract. 

Mr. MORROW moved that the rules be sus¬ 
pended and|the ordinance be readathird time 
and passed finally, 

Mr. OGDEN asked if special legislation 
would not be required before such an ordinance 
could be passed. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN was of opinion that the 
ordinance ought to be referred to a committee 
and carefully considered, as it was very im¬ 
portant. He also stated that the ordinance, as 
introduced, violated tlie rules of the Council 
inasmuch as it did not bear u title, and hence 
it would be an absurdity to pass it. He raised 
the point of order, that as it appeared before 
Council it was no ordinance, and lie therefore 
moved to lay it over. 

Mr. MORROW moved that It be read a sec¬ 
ond time. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN raised the objection that 
unless the rules were suspended it could not 
be read a second time. 

Theordinanee was hereamended, and a title, 
“Anordifiance supplemental to an ordinance 
relative to city printingentered on it, after 
which the rules were suspended, and the ordi¬ 
nance went to second reading. 

Mr. MORROW now moved the third reading 
1 and final passage of theordinanee as amended, 
under suspension of the rules. This motion 
was adopted by a three-fourths vote of the 
Council—17 yeas to 4 nays.

When the above action was reported in Com¬ 
mon Council, 

Mr. BRUSH stated that he was opposed to 
the ordinance. It had been the custom for 
each Council, after its organization, and at the 
time for appointing other city officers, to desig¬ 
nate such papers as might be deemed requisite 
to do the city printing. He could see no good 
reason for making any change at this time. 
He therefore moved that the ordinance he laid 
upon the table. 

The question being called, the ordinance was 
laid upon the table by a vote of 24 yeas to 2 
nays. 

THE ROAR!) OF COMMISSIONERS FOR THE NEW 
WATER WORKS—KILL TO BE PRESENTED TO 
THE LEGISLATURE. 

The PRESIDENT took up the act prepared 
by the Water Extension Committee, entitled 
“An Act to Create and Establish a Board of 
Commissioners for the New Water Works,” 
and, on request, Mr. W. R. BROWN, Chairman 
of the Water Committee, took the Chair and 
read the act, as follows: 

An Act to Create ami KmIaMImIi a Board 
of ('«ininis«ioncrs of tae Water Works 
of the City of Pittsburgh. 

8Ration 1. lie if enacted bp the Senate mid House 
of Representative* of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva¬ 
nia, tn 'General Assembly met, and :t U hereby enacted 
Inj authority of the same, 

That shall 

and hereby are named and constituted a Board of 
Commissioners of the Water Works of the city of 
Pittsburgh, who. and their successors tn office, shall 
be known by the name and style ot the Trustees 
(Board of Commissioners) of the Water Works of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Skc. 2. The above named commissioners shaJJ hold 
their office for one, two and three years respectively, 
commencing at and from the date of the Anal passage 
of this act into law, 

Sax . 2. That the above named commissioners shall 
bold their offices as ioUows, viz; 

The term of office of 

shall be three years, during which period, he. 
the said shall be President of the 

said Board of Commissioners; and the term of office 
of the said shall be two years 

Aud the term of office of the said 
shall be one year. 


Skc. 3. The Councils o the said city' shall, in joint 
session, within sixty days prior to the expiration of 
the respective terms of the aforesaid Commissioners, 
and also within sixty days prior to the expiration of 
the respective terms of their successors, elect and ap¬ 
point a citizen of said city, being a qualified voter, as 
a Commissioner to proceed to ihe vacant place, and 
lie to hold said place for three years from the date of 
the expiraton of the term of his immediate predeces¬ 
sor, and in case of a vacancy by removal from the 
city, or by death, resignation or otherwise in said 
Board, the Council shall thereafter os soon as possible 
elect and appoint a qualified voter and citizen of 
Pittsburgh, to fill the vacancy, An<l in the case of a 
vacancy In the Presidency oi said Board, by expira¬ 
tion of the President's term of olliee, or by ids death, 
resignation, or removal from the city, the Council 
shall, as soon as possible thereafter, elect or appoint 
one of the said Board to be President thereof. 

Sec. 4. The said Board shall be, and are hereby au¬ 
thorized to make such by-laws and regulations as 
they may deem necessary for the safe, economical 
and efficient management and protection of the said 
Waterworks, and the by-laws and regulations of 
said Board of Commissioners shall be of the same val¬ 
idity and legal force as the city ordinances, provided 
that the said by-laws and regulations are not made 
at variance with the city ordinances, or the laws or 
Constitution of the State of Pennsylvania, or of the 
United States, 

Sec. 5. The said Board or Commissions shall also, 
and are hereby authorized to make contracts for the 
building of machinery, water work buildings, reser¬ 
voirs, «Xc., for all other purposes to the full and effi¬ 
cient extent of ample supply of water to the said City 
of Pittsburgh, and with a view to a large increase of 
consumption of water in said city, at no very distant 
future day, and also with a view to obtaining a better 
quality of water than is now supplied to said city by 
the present Water Works—provided, however, that 
all contracts fbr the purchase or lease of real estate, 
or lor new Water Work buildings, machinery or res¬ 
ervoir. shall have previously been authorized by the 
Councils, or be only preliminary, and made subject 
to approval of the Councils. 

Sec. 0. For the aforesaid objects the City Councils 
shall and are hereby authorized to act, upon petition 
of the said Board or Commissioners, ana to borrow 
money on temporary loan, or by issue of the bonds of 
the city for such sum or sums as they may deem nec¬ 
essary, and to provide by loan or taxation for the 
payment of the bonds that may be Issued, and for such 
other indebtedness that maybe incurred under fids 
act. Any commissioner for neglect of duty .or for mal¬ 
versation in office, may be dismissed from the com¬ 
mission upon a vote of two-thirds of the Council, in 
joint session. 

Sec. 7. The said Commissioners shall have the 
power to employ superintendents, clerks, assessors, 
engineers, surveyors, and such other persons as in 
their opiDion may be necessary to enable them to 
perform their duties under this act. and to specify the 
I compensation to those persons so employed. 

Sec. 8 AM contracts, agreements and Instruments 
i ot writing which may be necessary in the execution 
j of the powers herein conferred, shall be in the name 
and on behalf of the Mayor, Aldermen and citizens of 
Pittsburgh, and shall be signed by the President of 
j the Board, and countersigned by'the Secretary or 
! Clerk of the Board of Commissioners, or ia their ab¬ 
sence by the persons who may be designated to act for 
the time being, and whenever any contract 
agreement, bond, mortgage, or other instrument of 
writing requiring the seal of said city, shall have 
been made in pursuance of this act. signed by the 
President and countersigned by the Secretary, or 
other person authorized to act as »uch. It shall be the 
duly of the Mayor of the city to affix the seal of the 
corporation thereto. 

Skc. !>. It shall be the duty of the President of the 
said Board of Commissioners to certify in writing all 
claims approved and allowed by the Board, to sign 
all warrants ou the City Treasurer, and have and 
exerdse a general supervision over the finances and 
management of the water Works. 

All officers of said Water Works ahull, before enter¬ 
ing upon their duties, deposit with the Controller of 
the city of Pittsburgh bonds of surety for the faithful 
performance of their duties, for such amount as may 
be fixed bvcity ordinance prior to the appointment 
of said officers, and to be satisfactory to the said Board 
of Commissioners. 

Skc. !>. No one or more of said Commisioners shall 
be interested directly or Indirectly in any contraot 
entered Into by them with any other person, 
nor shall they be interested directly or Indi¬ 
rectly in the sole or purchase of real estate 
or of any material for the use and purposes of said 
City Water Works. 

•Sec. 10 , It shall be the duty of said Commissioners 
each year, prior to the lime fixed by law for making 
the annual appropriation by Councils for the yearly 
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expenses of said city, to make a report to said Councils 
of their estimate of the amount required to defray the 
expenses of the ensuing year, incurred or to he in¬ 
curred, under this act; ami it shall be the duty of the 
City Councils to makeaiuippropriation for that pur¬ 
pose at least equal to said estimate. 

Sk<\ 11. The President of said Board of Commission¬ 
ers shall give a bond of security satisfactory to the 
Finance Committee of said city for twenty thousand 
dollars, for the faith fit I performance of his duty under 
this act, and shall tor His services receive a yearly sal • 
ary of three thousand dollars, to be paid quarterly by 
a certified warrant by the Board of Commissioners on 
the City Treasurer; and each of the oilier two Com¬ 
missioners shall give abornl of security satisfactory to 
the Finance Committee, for the faithful performance 
of their duties, for ten thousand dollars, and shall be 
paid fifteen hundred dollars, to be paid quarterly by a 
certified warrant of the said Board of Commissioners j 
on the City Treasurer, which said amounts of bail 
bonds and salaries shall be subjtct to be changed by 
Councils after the first year. 

Sec*. 12. Whenever the said Commissioners shall de¬ 
sire to obtain any real estate for the purpose of erect¬ 
ing thereon basins, engine houses, or any other build¬ 
ings necessary for the-proper and convenient use of 
the Water Works: or shall desire to lay pipe in, 
through, or over any lands, and shall he unable, from 
any cause, to agree with the owner thereof upon the 
amount of damages to he paid therefor, it shall and 
may be lawful for the said Commissioners to take 
possession of the same, and the taking thereof and the 
assessment ofdam ages there for shall be governed in all 
respects before applicable to the 10th and Hth sec¬ 
tions of the act of Assembly, entitled an act regulat¬ 
ing railroads, approved February ID. 1849, and the sup¬ 
plements thereto, approved April 27, 1855, ami April 
9, 1850, except that the Commissioners shall not be 
required to give bond, and the title acquired by the 
City of Pittsburgh shall be in fee simple, except for 
lands used for the purpose of laying water pipes. 

DECISION ON THE BILL. 

Mr. MCAULKY said, if lie understood the 
bill aright, it had been drawn up by the Water 
Extension Committee, to be presented to the 
next Legislature, with the request, of the Coun¬ 
cils that it be passed, to which tlie Chairman 
replied in the affirmative. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved that it be read a second 
time by its title. 

Mr. McAULEY moved that it be read section 
by section. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that it should be read 
and the blanks filled up. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN slated that the salaries 
and sureties might be fixed, but the Water 
Extension Committee were not desirous of 
having it pushed through in a hurry, as there 
was ample time before the session of the Legis¬ 
lature. 

Mr. SHIPTON, to bring the matter properly 
before the Council, moved that the President's 
sureties he fixed at $2O,00t) and that of the two 
Assistants at $15,000 each. 

Mr. GROSS amended so as to make the sure¬ 
ties of the Assistants $10,000 instead of $15,000 
each. 

Mr. MORROW here called up the question of 
salary,stating that he thought the bail ought 
to be regulated according to the salary paid. 

Mr. GROSS thought the salary had nothing 
to do with the sureties. 

The question then recurred on Mr. Gross' 
amendment, which resulted in its adoption. 
The sureties were then fixed at $20,000 and $10,- 
000 respectively for the President and Assist¬ 
ants. 

Mr. SHIPTON then moved that the salary 
of the President be fixed at $2,500 per annum, 
and that of the assistants at $2,000 per annum. 

Mr. McAULEY stated that the duties of the 
assistants would be comparatively nothing to 
that of the President. It would require all the 
time of the former, and the speaker was of 
opinion that he should be paid more, accord¬ 
ingly, than the assistants. The President, 
having the work to perform, should receive 
the pay. The pay of the assistants should 
not be higher than $1,500, and the President 
should receive at least $3,000. 

Air. McAULEY further stated that Councils 
would have to appoint Commissioners for 
more than the Water Works. The city is fast 
becoming like other cities East and West, 
where nearly ail such things are in the hands 
of Commissioners, and it was important for 
them, while selecting Presidents, to secure 
energetic men who would fittingly discharge 
all the du ties devolving upon them. 

Mr. GU0SS moved that the salary of the 
President be $3,000, and that of the assistants 
$1,500 per annum. 

Mr. McAULEY suggested that a proviso 
“that the bail and salary may be increased at 
the discretion of the Council" be entered in the 
bill before its presentment lo the Legislature, 
and upon motion of Mr. LAUKMAN, such a 
clause was entered in the bill. 

Mr. W. R. BROWN, (Mr. OGDEN in the 
chair,) stated that the names of the Commis¬ 
sioners were yet wanted, but if it was thought 
advisable, the matter could lay over for the 
present. 

Mr, JONES then moved to lay it over for Ihe 
present, which was adopted.

The report was accepted and filed, 

Mr, SHIPTON thought the bill for street 
crossings and Nicolson pavement on St. Clair 
street were enormous, and therefore he op¬ 
posed their (payment. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Mr, SHIPTON tken moved to strike out so 
much of the resolution relating to transfers of 
appropriation, recommending the transfer of 
$4,000 from the Water Extension to the Water 
Works Fund. It had nothing to do with the 
city apropriations; had been made a special 
appropriation and numbered twenty-four. 

Mr. McAULEY stated that the Watar Com¬ 
mittee had advanced $ 1 , 000 , long ago, to the 
Water Extension Committee, and ttey now 
desired to have it returned. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, Charles Armstrong and 
others, had been paid nearly $20,000 out of the 
Water Extension fund. This was done for tlie 
purpose of relieving the old Works. 
The Company and persons alluded 
to had advanced money and were to 
take it out in water, but to relieve the 
old Works the Water Extension Committee, 
as soon as sufficient was realized from the sale 
of bonds, paid olV such claims and relieved the 
old Works. He thought it unjust to take 
more away now. 

Mr. GROSS thought the transfer was entirely 
proper. 

The question was then put on Mr. Shipton s 
amendment, and was lost by a vote of 7 yeas to 
9 nays. 

The original resolution was then adopted, 
THE CONNELLSVILLE RAILROAD COMPANY. 
Mr. .TONES presented the following commu¬ 
nication from W. O. Hoghart, Esq., President 
of the Pittsburgh and Connellsville Railroad: 

Pittsburgh, December 28,1868. 
To the Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen The Pittsburgh and Connells¬ 
ville Railroad Company ask of your Honorable 
bodies the right to continue their present tine 
down Water street. A number of the property 
holders in said street had signified not only 
their willingness hut a strong desire that this 
should be done, and it is sincerely believed 
that the advantage of the city will be largely 
promoted thereby. It is of especial Importance 
to the steamboat Interest, promising to it im¬ 
mediately, a large development of business. 
We also ask that, such legislation may be 


enacted as will provide lor the transit of 
our business through the city to the western 
connecting lines. To this end it is respectfully 
suggested and urged that the whole subject of 
railway approach and passage be considered 
by your bodies, and that such general ordi¬ 
nances be passed as will give needed facilities 
to all companies alike. While other companies 
have been ior years in the enjoyment of large 
and valuable grants from your honorable bo¬ 
dies, we would caii your attention that this 
company has received no favor whatever, but 
has.been subjected to, and lias complied with, 
many rigid restrictions. We claim that the 
bestowal of these favors upon other railroads 
constitute a real and valid claim for like priv¬ 
ileges to be conferred upon us. 

But independently of the justice of the 
claim, we beg you to note that the Western 
connections desiring to meet us here and use 
our lines, will, in aU probability, open terri¬ 
tory entirely new to the commerce of this 
city, and hence the vital importance of the re¬ 
sults depending upon your present action. A 
prompt and liberal concession will greatly 
facilitate the completion of the negotiations 
now in progress.

Mr. MORROW moved that it be accepted 
and filed. Adopted. 

Mr. A. M. BROWN moved that- it be referred 
to the special Railroad Committee. 

Mr. JONES stated that the committee were 
not vested with power to act, and would only 
submit a report to Councils. 

Mr. McAULEY stated that there was other 
interests demanding the attention of Councils 
besides that of railway corporations. Every 
piece of ground absorbed for railroad depots is 
blotted out of existence so far as tax is con¬ 
cerned, and the dwellings that will be demol¬ 
ished will relieve the citv of so much water 
rents. He did not desire to right any railroad, but 
thought the committee should carefully con¬ 
sider the matter. Any course for favoring the 
Connellsville Railroad would meet his ap¬ 
proval, but where they were going to get an 
outlet at present he could not imagine. 

Mr. LAUFMAN advocated liberal offers to 
all railroads centering in the city. He did not 
favor any individual corporation. They all 
enhanced the value of property and were a 
benefit to manufacturing interests, &c. But it 
had been said that the Council of Pittsburgh 
might as well strike their heads against Coal 
Hill as interfere with the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road. He, however, did not want Pittsburgh a 
atopping place between New* York and San 
Francisco. It should be referred to the com¬ 
mittee and carefully considered. 

Mr. A.M. BROWN said he understood the 
Connellsville Company desired to connect by 
running through the Pittsburgh, Columbus 
andBt.-Louis Railway Tunnel. The communi¬ 
cation, he thought, might be referred to the 
Special Railroad Committee and both matters 
appropriately considered together. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad were endeavor¬ 
ing to create public opinion rather than con¬ 
sult the Committee, who might, if the docu¬ 
ment was referred to them, arrive at some 
definite conclusion beneficial to the city as 
well as the railway companies entering the 
city. 

Mr. McAULEY stated that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company had succeeded pretty well 
in raising public opinion in the matter through 
the newspapers. 

The question on referring to the Special 
Railroad Committee was finally passed. 

REPORT OF THE CITY ATTORNEY. 

The PRESIDENT stated that, under the pro¬ 
visions of law , the City Attorney was required 
to make an annual report to Councils. As that 
officer was present, it would now be in order 
to hear his report, 

Mr. SLAGLE then read his annual report, 
giving in detail the legal business of the city 
during the official term. The most important 
rase disposed of during the year was that of 
Cassidy vs. The City, brought to recover $390 
bounty, under act of May 1,1866, and to test the 
liability of the city for bounty in all similar 
cases, amounting to over $ 100,000 in the aggre¬ 
gate. It was taken to the Supreme Court, and 
judgment rendered in favor of the city. 

Tne case against the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company is thus stated: “In the year 18-52 
Councils surrendered, to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, Eighth street and Plum 
alley, for the distance of one hundred feet 
westwardly from Grant, upon certain condi¬ 
tions contained in an ordinance passed Sep¬ 
tember 27, 1852, ohe of which was 

that the company should remove 
the buildings and surrender to the city con¬ 
trol of the triangular lot bounded 
by Eighth, Grant and Liberty streets, 
During the present year the Company 











took entire possesion of the lot, and 
fenced it. Suit was brought by the city to re¬ 
strain the company from using the lot, and 
also from using Eighth street and Plum alley, 
on the ground that they had violated all the 
conditions upon which these streets were va¬ 
cated. The company claim that the Councils 
had no power to impose conditions, and hav¬ 
ing consented to the vacation, the conditions 
are void, and they have the right to use the 
property as they please, I think the company 
is bound by the conditions imposed, and will 
have the question determined as soon as prac¬ 
ticable.” 

The Solicitor then alludes to the few re- 1 
main in g railroad bond suits, from which we 
learn that the vexations and expensive litiga¬ 
tion growing out of our railroad subscriptions 
is about ended.

Gentlemen —In accordance with an ordi¬ 
nance of City Councils passed March 26 , 1868, 
creating this Committee and defining its du¬ 
ties, they would respectfully present the fol¬ 
lowing report setting forth astatemeut of their 
operations during the past year. 

Immediately after their appointment they 
met lor organization and directed H. J. Moore, 
Esq., City Engineer, to organize a corps of En¬ 
gineers under a competent Assistant Engineer, 
to perform the duties for which your Commit¬ 
tee was appointed, which duty Mr. Moore per¬ 
formed to the entire satisfaction of the Com¬ 
mittee by selecting Win. H. Kennedy, Esq., to 
take charge of said corps; they also authorized 
the purchase of all necessary field and office 
instruments required in the prosecution of the 
work.

Annum Report of the Street Committee 
far the Year timing Dec, Slat, 1SGS. 

To the Select and Com?non Councils of the City of 

Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen :—The approach of the new year 
brings with it the duties of an annual report 
from your Committee on streets, setting forth 
their operations, during the year now closing, 
and in our report we would respectfully beg 
leave to call your attention to the great and 
rapidly increasing amount of street improve¬ 
ment going on in our city. The items of grad¬ 
ing, paving and curbing new streets lias In¬ 
creased iu an unprecedented ratio during the 
past two years, which has consequently im¬ 
posed a great amount of work, on your com- \ 
mittee, uud in all cases claiming their atten- i 
tion they have endeavored, to the best of their 
ability, to act in a fair and impartial manner, 
looking to the future welfare of our city, yet 
guarding with a jealous eye the interests of its 
citizens. The year now closing has been one 
of unusual activity hi this branch of city im¬ 
provement, as the following exhibit of work, 
done daring the past four years, wiil show, ; 
viz.:— ; 

1865—Grading, paving and curbing..$ 80,171 88 

ls60— 44 44 50.271 09 

1867— 44 44 107.762 86 

1868— * “ . 29.1,MO 41 

It will he seen by inspecting the above state¬ 
ment that the amount of street improvement 
this year is over two undone-fourth times that 
of 1865, and nearly four times that of 1866. 

This great increase of work has necessarily 
added largely to the duties of our City Engineer 
and Street Commissioners, and it affords us 
great pleasure to say that these officers have 
discharged their duties fearlessly and consci¬ 
entiously to the best interests of all parties, 
and we would suggest that the term of office 
for these officers be extended, instead of elect* 
ing them annually. We think a short lerm of 
one year does not work advantageously to the 
interests of the city, and would therefore 
recommend that the City Engineer be elected 
for a period of three years, and the Street Com¬ 
missioners for a period of t wo years. 

We would also add a word in commendation 
of our city contractors, who, incur opinion, 
have done their best to render satisfaction to 
all parties, and who have, with few exceptions, 
cheerfully complied with directions Irom your 
committee and the officers of the city. 

We have several matters before us upon 
which we propose to ask for changes, and sug¬ 
gest improvements, but thin* the better time 
would be upon the assembling of the next 
Councils.

Mr. SHIPTON stated that this was a matter 
for the consideration of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee. He concurred In the view expressed by 
Mr. OGDEN, but no motion was made on the 
subject. 

[Seleet Council then went Into the Common 
Council chamber, for the purpose of electing 
city officers. After the Joint Session, which is 
reported below, the Select returned to their 
own chamber, and proceeded to business.] 

THE CITY GAUGER. 

Mr. HOLMES read the following communi¬ 
cation from the City Controller: 

City Controller’s Office, 1 
Pittsburgh, January 12,18fift. / 

To the Select and Common Councils: 

Gentlemen : Permit me to call your atten¬ 
tion to the Gauger s construction of the law in 
relation to his fees. By his falling to account 
for oil gauged in barges and tanks, the city is 
likely to be deprived of revenue amounting to 
several thousand dollars per annum. It Is un¬ 
necessary to make any suggestion, as the 
Councils will take such action as they deem 
proper. 

Respectfully submitted, 

Thomas Steel, Controller. 

Mr. HOLMES, after reading the above com¬ 
munication, moved that a committee consist¬ 
ing of two members from Select and three 
from Common Council, be appointed to act in 
conjunction with the City Solicitor, and over¬ 
haul the accounts of the Citv Gauger and see 
what, was the condition of affairs. If Mr. 


Nobbs had been at fault, or if he were not, it 
was proper that au investigation should be 
made. 

Mr. KEHEW thought, before au investiga¬ 
tion was ordered, some charge should be 
brought. 

Mr. ARMSTRONG Inquired what amount was 
due the city on oil gauged. 

The PRESIDENT stated that he understood 
the city was to receive three-fourths. 

Mr. CRAIG thought the ordinance should be 
read. His impression was that it did not speak 
! of oil in bulk boats. 

The PRESIDENT said the Councils might 
have been guilty of an over sight in not pro¬ 
viding specifically for the gauging of oil In 
bulk boats. Before consolidation the question j 
of the gauging of bulk oil was of no particular 
importance, but it was now of considerable | 
Importance. He thought, as a matter of jus¬ 
tice to Mr. Nobbs, who was attacked In the 
newspapers, that the matter should be investi¬ 
gated. 

Mr. SHIPTON thought the figures published 
were sufficient in themselves to demand an in¬ 
vestigation. If the City Gauger had the liber¬ 
ty of putting his own construction on the law, 
and pocketing the fees It would be better for 
the etty to dispense with the office altogether. 
This was his opinion in plain terms. I 

Mr, HOLMES said there was no charge made 
against Mr. Nobbs, and the investigation was 
not demanded so much on account of the man i 
as the office. It seemed necessary to inquire j 
into the operations of the law regulating the 
office of City Gauger. 

Mr. MORROW thought that it would be bet¬ 
ter to appoint the committee without discus¬ 
sion. 

Mr. 8. J. WAINWRIGHT advocated the ap¬ 
pointment of the committee. 

The question was put on the motion of Mr. 
HOLMES, and carried. Messrs. JONES and 
MORROW were appointed members of the 
committee from Select Council. Common 
Council having adjourned, the matter did not 
come up in that branch. 

THE DEATH OF MR. 1KEVELER.

THE REGISTRY OF LOTS. 

Mr. GROSS then submitted an act to provide 
for the registry of lots in the city of Pittsburgh, 
stating that it was proposed to request the 
passage of the same bv the next State Legisla¬ 
ture. The matter of the registering of lots had 
been a source of considerable difficulty, and 
this act would fix it definitely. 

Mr. GROSS then read the act.

Mr. McAULEY said he had presented the pe¬ 
tition at the request of an amiable old lady. He 
said he did not think the 1 aarts of membeis of 
Council were made of rock. He could not con¬ 
scientiously vote for the bill as it 
was a dangerous precedent, but he 
was willing to pay one-third of the 
bill, and Mr. PHILLIPS would pay another 
third. The hill was about $90. He did not 
think the Councils were guardians of the poor 
and could not pay the money officially. 

The prayer was on motion received and sev¬ 
eral of the members signified their intention 
to “subscribe.” Not reached in Common Coun¬ 
cil. 

THE INTEREST ON THE LA WRENCEVILLE BONDS. 

Mr. AHLBORN offered an ordinance for a 
temporary loan of 85,000 for the purpose of pay¬ 
ing the interest on the Lawnenceville bonds, 
and moved a suspension of the rules to pass 
finally. 

The motion of Mr. AHLBORN was agreed to. 
[Ordinance not reached in Common Council.] 
THE POLICE FORCE. 

Mr. REES offered a resolution providing that 
on and after February 1st, 1869, the police force 
be increased from 100 to 125, stating that the in¬ 
crease had been recommended by the Police 
Committee. 

Mr. GALLAHER opposed the resolution, 
stating that the force had a year ago been in¬ 
creased from 80 to 100, and now another in¬ 
crease was asked for. 

Mr. KEHEW said that the increase was asked 
for and was necessary. 

Mr. McAULEY said that every new broom 
wanted to sweep clean. The force had been in¬ 
creased once, and how beautifully the floor had 
been swept. Knowing that we had more pilice 
now than we could me properly, he could not 
vote for the ordinance. lie saw the police now 
going around the corners two by two. Tim 
people should not be oppressed by taxation. 

Mr. QUINN said that he was satisfied two- 
thirds of the people were opposed to increased 
taxation, ami it should be decreased by ail 
possible means. 

Mr. MURDOCH rose to make an inquiry. 
Had his glorious ward four miles square asked 
for an additional police forces. 

Mr. KEHEW said he thought we now had a 
Mayor who would use the police force properly 
and he thought no idle men would be found 
on the corners. The increase was asked for by 
the outer wards, and was necessary. 

Mr. MORROW said he was opposed to need¬ 
less taxation as much as anyone, but taking 
the increased size of the city and it would be 


found that an additional force was necessary. 
If the force were distributed through the outer 
wards he was in favor of it. 

Mr. SHIPTON said that the ordinance, as 
presented was a suplement , and unless it was 
an ordinance it could not be passed. 

Mr. McAULEY moved to lay the matter on 
the table. Agreed to. 

ORDINANCE FOR PAY OF CONTRACTORS.

An ordinance authorizing the City Treasurer 
to pay contractors. 

Sec. 1st. Be it ordained, etc., That from and 
after this date seventy-five per cent, of the 
amount of work done by any contractor on 
the grading, paving and curbing of any street 
or alley or any sewer shall be paid to said con¬ 
tractor by the City Treasurer, upon estimates 
furnished him by the City Engineer, said 
money to be repaid to the city by moneys col¬ 
lected from property holders. 

Read and referred to the Committee on 
Streets. 

THE EAST LIBERTY AND PF.NN TOWNSHIP 
PLANK ROAD. 

Mr. EDWARDS offered a resolution directing 
the Road Committee to Inquire into the af¬ 
fairs of East Liberty and Penn Township 
Plank Road Company; to inquire whether 
there had been a forfeiture of charter by the 
Company. Referred to the Road Committee.

Also, petition from citizens of the Fifteenth 
and Seventeenth wards, asking Councils to 
have the houses numbered in those wards, for 
the purpose of facilitating the delivery of the 
mails. Referred to Street Committee. 

EAST END GAS COMPANY. 

Mr. BATCHELOR, presented the draft of a 
proposed “act to incorporate the East End Gas 
Company of the City of Pittsburgh.” The act 
names as Commissioners Joseph Dilworth, 
Charles W. Batchelor, John Barton, Colonel J. 
K. Kerr,Wm. B. Negley, David Aiken, Jr., Geo. 
A. Berry, Springer Harbaugh, George W, Dil¬ 
worth, Dr. A. H. Gross, Wm. H. Denniston.Dr. 
C. G. Hussey, and John Scott, who are author¬ 
ized to establish a Gas Company, to furnish 
gas for all the sain cftv, lying outside of the old 
city district plan and Lawrenceville, with a 
capital stock of four thousand shares of fifty 
dollars each. Section second gives the com¬ 
pany power to connect their pipes with the 
pipes of the Pittsburgh Gas Company, on such 
terms as may be agreed upon. Section third 
revokes and annuls the charter of the “East 
Liberty and Wilklnsburg Gas Company,” ap¬ 
proved 12th March, 1860. Section fourth limits 
the price of gas to he charged to three dollars 
per thousand feet. 

Mr. BATCHELOR stated that he had been 
informed by Mr. Holmes, President of the City 
Gas Company, that they had determined not 
to extern! their pipes to East Liberty, owing to 
tbe heavy expenditure necessary for that pur¬ 
pose, and concluded to give up that territory 
to any company that wished to occupy it. He 
therefore submitted the proposed act, with a 
resolution indorsing the same, and asking our 
representatives in the Legislature to procure 
the passage of the act of incorporation. He 
concluded by moving the third reading and 
final passage of the ordinance. 

Mr. PEARSON objected to the passage of the 
resolution, as he wished to have time to con¬ 
sider the matter. 

A motion was then made to refer the resolu¬ 
tion to the Committee on Gas Lighting, which 
was agreed to. 

SPRING GARDEN PASSENGER RAILWAY COM¬ 
PANY. 

Mr. BATCHELOR presented a petition from 
the Pittsburgh, Allegheny and Spring Garden 
Passenger Railway Company, askiDg for the 
right of way from Hand to Liberty street. Re¬ 
ferred to the Street Committee.

Mr. MORGAN submitted a resolution in¬ 
structing the City Engineer in conjunction 
with the Street Committee, to prepare a gen¬ 
eral plan of the sewerage system of the city, 
and report to the Councils.

FOUR MILE RUN ROAD. 

Mr, MORTON presented a petition from citi¬ 
zens of the Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
wards, asking for a survey of the Four Mile 
Run road. Referred to the Survey Committee. 

FEES FOR WEIGHING COAL. 

Mr. MORGAN presented an ordinance regu¬ 
lating the weighing of coal, and fixing the 
amount of the fees to correspond with the 
number of bushels contained in the. loads—so 
that the purchasers in small quantities would 
not be compelled to pay a Disproportion ate 
rate. 

The ordinance was referred to the Ordinance 
Committee. 

In Select Council a discussion was had on 
the ordinance, and on motion, the action of 
Common Council was non-concurred in. It 
was then moved to adopt the ordinance, which 
elicited still further discussion. The motion 
to non-concur was reconsidered, and the ac¬ 
tion of Common Council finally concurred in. 

In all action not otherwise noted there was 
a mutual concurrence in both branches, when 
Councils adjourned. 










Aft ACT TO PROTIDE 
FOR THE REGISTRY OF LOTS 
IN THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH. 

Section 1st. Be it enacted by tbe Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in General Assembly 
met, and It is hereby enacted by authority of 
the same, the Chief Engineer and Surveyor 
of the city of Pittsburgh, under an ordinance 
and appropriation by the Councils there¬ 
of, shall cause to be made books of 
plans of the said city, divided into sec¬ 
tions, so far as the streets of said city, or 
shall be. laid out, which shall show the situa¬ 
tion and dimensions of each property therein, 
with the city numbers thereof and who are the 
owners, with such succession of blanR columns 
as will permit the names of future owners to 
be entered therein, with the dates of transfer, 
and with index for recording such names al¬ 
phabetically; and the person or persons who 
shall be employed to perform such duty, shall 
have access to all plans of survey, in the of¬ 
fices of any Surveyor of the said city, to all 
books, in the Recorder of Deeds’ office, and all 
records of the Courts, and in the Register’s of¬ 
fice. and may take copies, or extracts thereof, 
without any charge therefor. 

Section 2d. The original hooks, wheu made, 
shall be kept in the fire-proof of the Depart¬ 
ment of Surveys of the said city, and the said 
Chief Engineer and Surveyor snail keep up 
the hooks in his office, so as to show, at all 
times, who are the owners of the lots on the 
plans, and such books shall be kept in such 
manner as not to destroy the evidence of the 
ownerships at any previous time, but by ad¬ 
ditions, which will snow the sub-divisions of 
property, and the owners thereof, as trans¬ 
missions of title may take place; and the said 
Chief Engineer and Surveyor may furnish 
copies of the said books, or parts thereof, for 
such price as may be fixed by Councils, for the 
use of the city; and his certificate shall be re¬ 
ceived in evidence as and for such proof as the 
assessment books would be, and lithographed 
copies of the said books may be multiplied, 
and sold for the profit of the said city. 

Section 3d. It shall be the duty of all owners 
of houses and lots to furnish, forthwith, de¬ 
scriptions of their property to the Chief En¬ 
gineer and Surveyor, to aid him in making up 
the books of plans; and whensoever such de¬ 
scription shall have been so furnished, and the 
certificate of the Chief Engineer received, no 
property so returned shall be subject to sale 
for taxes thereafter to accrue as a lien of record 
thereon, except in the name of the owner as 
returned, and all such returns shall be arrang¬ 
ed and filed alphabetically. 

Section 4th. To enable the Chief Engineer 
and Surveyor of the city to keep up the said 
books of plans, it shall be the duty of every 
buyer of ground upon the planned plot of 
the city of Pittsburgh, to make report 
to him of every conveyance made, with the 
precise dimensions ana locality of the prem¬ 
ises, and so doing, the same shall be received 
without charge, and noted on the deed of 
conveyance by the Assistant of the 
said Chief Engineer and Surveyor, 


but if said buyer shall omit said duty, 
the Recorder of Deeds of said county of Alle¬ 
gheny, shall not admit the deed of conveyance 
to record in his office, and any recorder of deeds 
who shall admit to record any deed or convey¬ 
ance of a lot or part of a lot within the city of 
Pittsburgh, which has not been registered, 
shall for each offense be subject to a fine of 
five dollars, to be recovered by summary con¬ 
viction or by penal action In the name of the 
eity of Pittsburgh before the Mayor or any Al¬ 
derman of said city ,and shall be liabe to in¬ 
dictment for misdemeanor in office. 

Section 5th. That the Sheriff of Allegheny 
county shall present the deeds of all property 
that may be sold at judicial sales, whether for 
partition or otherwise, to th e City Engineer and 
Surveyor for register, before be delivers the 
same to the purchaser, and it shall he deemed 
a misdemeanor in office for the Clerk or Pro- 
thonotary of any court to admit such deeds to 
record until the same is properly registered, 
and the said Sheriff is hereby authorized to 
demand and receive from the purchasers of 
such property for said duty the sum of twenty- 
five cents for each deed. If the Sheriff shall 
neglect or refuse to perform the duty herein 
presented, he shall be subject to a fine of five 
dollars for each offence, to be recovered before 
the Mayor or any Alderman of the City of 
Pittsburgh, by summary conviction or by pe¬ 
nal action In the name of said city. 

Section 6th. It shall be the duty oftliePro- 
thonotary and clerks of the several courts of 
Allegheny county. In which proceedings In 
partition may be had, or judicial sales other 
than sales by the Sheriff, may be ordered or 
any other proceedings by which property may 
be divided or transferred, whenever such sales 
or proceedings affect property within the city I 
of Pittsburgh as soon as the same shall have j 
been completed, to make out and deliver to 1 
the Engineer and Surveyora description of the 
property so sold or divided, with a description 
of the nurprats Into which the same may be 
divided, with the naraeB of the original owners 
and the names of the parties acquiring title \ 
by said proceedings, for which services they 
shall be entitled to receive the sum of twen¬ 
ty-five cents for each certificate and the 
further sum of twenty cent* for each hundred 
words of said description, to be charged as part 
of the costs of the case, and any Prothonotary 
or clerk, who shall neglect or refuse to make 
and deliver the certificate herein required, 
shall be suoiect to a fine of five dollars, to be 
collected before the Mayor or any Aldeiman 
of said city by summary conviction or penal 
action in the name of said City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 7th. Whenever the title to any land3 
within the City of Pittsburgh shall accrue by 
virtue of a devise by will or descent by law. it 
shall be the duty of the devisee or heir at law 
to notify the Engineer and Surveyor of 
the fact, wi th the date of the death of the orig¬ 
inal owners, with an accurate description of 
the property so acquired. 

Section 8th. If neither the seller nor buyer, 
devisee or heir, or other party, who hae ac¬ 
quired title to houses ana lands, in tbe said 
city, nor the officers above named, shall have 
furnished the description of the property, sold 
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as aforesaid, both he who may have parted with 
and he who aoquired title, shall be liable for 
the taxes and assessments thereafter assessed 
thereon, without right of reclamation or con¬ 
tribution therefor, either against the other, 
and if tbe lands or houses sold be after¬ 
wards sold for taxes or assessment 
thereafter accruing as a lien by record, 
before said duty shall have been per¬ 
formed with the name of the former owner, 
the purchaser shall acquire title of said owner 
and all claiming under him, but if the said 
duty of making the return as required by this 
act, shall have been discharged by the party, 
who shall have acquired title, in whatsoever 
manner, before the tax accrued, as a lien of re¬ 
cord, for which the same shall have been sold, 
the purchaser at the tax sale, shall not acquire 
the title of such person, who shall have per¬ 
formed said duty, or his heirs or assigns, un¬ 
less the sale shall have been made, in the name 
of such owner, after the service of process upon 
him, as in the case of suit by summons. 

Section 9th. And should the Chief Engineer 
and Surveyor apprehend that conveyances, or 
devises, or descents of houses, or lands, shall 
have taken place without being reported to 
him, he shall cause search to be made there¬ 
for and perfect his book of plans; and every 
person round delinquent for six months after 
acquiring title as aloresald, in making report 
as aforesaid, shall be liable to a fine of five 
dollars, to be recovered by the said Chief En¬ 
gineer and Surveyor In the name of the oity, 
as debts of that amount arc by law recov¬ 
erable. 

Section lOth.TheChlefEnglneerand Surveyor 
shall preserve, on file, arranged alphabetically 
and according to date, ail reports made to him 
of descriptions of houses and lands, and shall 
give his certificate, at the foot of a duplicate, 
of the description or descriptions, that report 
has been made Into his office of the description 
of the designated property or properties wheu 
a duplicate of descriptions shall be produoed 
to him, with the certificate written out for his 
signature, and his certificate shall be evidence 
for the receiver of It. and any clerk, prothono¬ 
tary, register and all others, that this law has 
been complied with. 

Section 11th, It shall be the duty of every 
Assessor, whenever he shall find any property 
to be owned differently from the name in the 
proper assessment book, to report such change 
to the Chief Engineer and Surveyor without 
delay, and the Chief Engineer and Surveyor, 
if finding such report correct, shall make the 
book of plans conform, by the proper entry, 
but without erasure of any name, and the fail¬ 
ure of the assessor to perform this duty shall 
subject him to a charge or penalty of five dol¬ 
lars for each omission, to be reoovered as debts 
of the amount thereof are recoverable by law.

Council met at half-past two o’clock, and the 
CLERK called the roll, when the following 
members answered to their names: Messrs.

The PRESIDENT stated that the meeting 
had been called for the purpose of considering 
the appropriation bill.

Section II. That for the purpose of provid¬ 
ing sufficient revenue to meet the expenses of 
the cl tv and pay the interest on the compro¬ 
mise bonds authorized by act of Assembly, 
approved April 11, 1862, and the ordinances of 
Councils passed in pursuance thereof, and all 
other interest, money accrued or accruing, 
either on general or special indebtedness, the 
rate of taxation shall be as follows: 

1. Upon all property taxable for Slate or 
county purposes, twelve mills upon the dollar 
of valuation. 

2. Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, 
and upon ail articles of trade and commerce, 
including sales at auction and otherwise, two 
and one-fourth mills on the dollar. 

3. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or Arm engaged in the trade, bu¬ 
siness or occupation of retailing, for his, her or 
their benefit, vinous, fermented or distilled 
liquors, ten mills on the dollar; and on the act¬ 
ual yearly sales of each and every person or 
firm engaged in the business or occupation o! 
auctioneer, five mills on the dollar, excepting 
on the sales of stock, real estate or steamboats, 
the rate of which shall be two and one- 
fourth mills on the dollar. 

4. On the yearly business of forwarding and 
commission merchants, two and one-half mills 
on the dollar; on the yearly business of bro¬ 
kers, banks and banking institutions,one-half 
mill on the dollar; on the yearly receipts of 
insurance companies, Insurance agencies, ex¬ 
press companies and telegraph companies, one 
and one quarter mills on the dollar. 

5. That the rates of water rents for 1869 shall 
be the same as for 1868. 

6. In accordance with an act of Assembly, 
approved April 0,1867, entitled “A further sup¬ 
plement to the acts incorporating the city of 
Pittsburgh,” <fcc.. and a subsequent supple, 
ment, entitled “An act supplementary to an 
act incorporating the city of Pittsburgh, ap- 

E roved April 1, 1868 ” and the decree of the 
•istrlci Court of Allegheny county, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, made August 8, 1868, the special tax to 
pay the separate indebtedness of the several 
Indebted districts of the consolidated city is as 
follows, to-wlt:

Section V. And at the above rates the City 
Assessor shall assess the said taxes. 

Section VI. That the amount necessary to 
pay the interest on the said separate indebted¬ 
ness of the old city, borough of Lawrenceville, 
and the townships of Collins, Liberty, Peebles 
and Pitt shall be taken from the receipts from 
the special taxes of the districts aforesaid and 
placed in and added to Appropriation No. 3, 
on which warrants shall be drawn for all inter¬ 
est accruing or accrued on the debts of said 
districts respectively. 

Section VII. That the balance of said re¬ 
ceipts from said special taxes (after payment 
of Interest) shall be paid into a sinking fund 
for the district from which it is collected, and 
shall be used for the payment of the debt of 
said district.

The ordinance was read once. 

Mr. GROSS moved that the ordinance be 
taken up section by section. Agreed to. 

The different appropriations were then taken 
up and adopted. 

While the vote was being taken on appropri¬ 
ation No. 22, Mr. JONES said that lie did not 
care lo discuss the provision, but he thought 
more than the amount set down would be 
necessary. 

On appropriation No. 24 Mr. GALLAHER 
moved that the amount be reduced to 98,000. 

Mr. GROSS moved to lay the motion on the 
table, which was agreed to. 

Mr, PHILLIPS moved that the rules be sus¬ 
pended, and the ordinance as read passed 
Anally. Agreed to. 

ACTION OF COMMON COUNCIL. 

When the ordffinnee was read in Common 
Council, 

Mr. McCANDLESS called for an explanation 
as lo the uniform assessment of twelve mills 
over the whole city, while the rural property 
paid but two-thirds of the amount assessed in 
the old city. 

The CONTROLLER stated that the estimates 
were made upon the basis of eight mills for 
the rural districts, as the act of Assembly fixed 
the amount of the assessment at two-thirds of 
that levied for the city property proper. 

Mr. PENNEY thought that the ordinance 
should state specifically the exact amount as¬ 
sessed upon each class of property, to avoid 
any trouble in making assessments. The or¬ 
dinance fixes a general assessment of twelve 
mills, and Assessors in the rural districts can 
point to the ordinance as authojity for collect¬ 
ing that amount. It is true the property owner 
can fall back upon the Act of Assembly, but 
why not have the assessment specifically set 
forth in the ordinance? 

Mr. MORGAN moved to amend the first 
clause of the first section, by adding “and upon 
all property marked rural an assessment of 
eight mills.” Adopted. 

The ordinance as amended was then read a 
third time and finally passed. 

concurrence. 

The ordinance was then sent back to Select 
Council, and, on motion of Mr. PHILLIPS, 
Select Council receded from their former ac¬ 
tion and concurred in the action of Common 
Council. 

THE ROAD APPROPRIATION, 

Mr. MURDOCH moved that the City En¬ 
gineer be Instructed to distribute the appro- 
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piiation for roads equally in the wards pro 
rata according to the number of miles. 

Mr. JONES thought this was a matter which 
should be considered by the Road Commlt- 

Mr. PHILLIPS asked if there was a member 
of the Road Committee from each ward. 

Mr. GROSS said there was. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said he could see no serious 
objection to the motion of Mr. Murdoch. 

Mr. EDWARDS said there was more travel 
in some wards than others. 

Mr. MURDOCH stated that the Twenty- 
second ward received only $1,0(K) of the appro¬ 
priation last year. Some of the people bad 
Been compelled to keap the roads in order, 
while the money due was squandered in other 
wards or grog shops. He could not trust any 
one unless the Council had a sense of justice. 
[Laughter.] 

Mr. LAUFMAN did not see that the matter 
of distributing pro rata could properly bo con¬ 
sidered, It was a matter for tne Committee. 

Mr. MURDOCH said some of gentlemen on 
the committee were good natured, hut knew 
very little about road making, and would dis¬ 
tribute funds without proper care. One of the 
great inducements for his district to come into 
the city was that Pittsburgh would give them 
water, board walks, gas, etc. The consolida¬ 
tion had given them the opportunity of mak¬ 
ing roads, and one road had been built.on which 
he had nearly broken his neck ;also,built a board 
walk for their rich neighbors. He thought his 
ward should have the amount due it. 

Mr. LITTLE moved to amend the motion of 
Mr. Murdoch by referring it to the Road Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. MORROW thought the discussion was a 
little premature, as the appropriation had not 
yet passed in Common Council. He would 
move, therefore, that the matter be laid on the 
table for the present. Agreed to. 

PETITION FROM A BARK MEASURER. 

Mr, ARMSTRONG offered a petition from 
John Pollock, as follows: 

To the Honorable the Select and Common Councils 

of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Your petitioner would respectfully show that , 
he has been a Bark Measurer of the city of I 
Pittsburgh for several years past; that pre-1 
vious to the opening of the Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad I could pay to the city the one- 
fourth of my fees and have a sufficient remu- ! 
neration in the balance; but since then the 
amount of bark stopping in the city has been 
very small and scattered to distant points 
through the city, requiring the same labor as 
formerly, with but a small share of the profits. 

I have only retained the office this long to ac- ! 
commodate Mr. Ralston and others in the trade j 
here. I 

In view, therefore, of this decline in the 
business in this city, owing to Its transfer to 
AUeghery City. I would respectfully pray 
your honorable bodies to lessen the amount of 
my liabilities to the city, to five per cent, of my 
amount on earnings for the year past, and also 
in the future and until the trade revives here.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION APPOINTED TO RE¬ 
ORGANIZE TITE FIRE HEPARTMENT—-THE PAID 
| SYSTEM RECOMMENCED. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, chairman of the commission 
appointed to reorganize the Fire Department, 
submitted the following report: 
i To the Select and Common Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: The Commission to whom was 


referred the subject of the better regulation of 
the Fire Department of this city, beg leave to 
; make the following report: 

In the investigation, they have placed them¬ 
selves in correspondence with several of the 
large cities of the Union, and having com- 
j pared the reports and taken into considera- 
I lion the necessities of this city, as compared 
with that of others, and in the light of their 
experience, coupled with their own judgment, 
recommend— 

First. That the number of steam tire en- 

t ines now in use in the city may be reduced 
y at least one, then still leaving a greater 
number in proportion to our area than that 
possessed by any other city, as will readily be 
perceived by the following statements: 

The city of New York has thirty-four en¬ 
gines; Boston has fifteen; Chicago fourteen* 
Cincinnati eleven; Baltimore seven; Cleveland 
six, and Detroit five engines. This will necessi¬ 
tate the relocation of some of the engine 
houses. This, at any rate, appears to your 
Commission to be an imperative necessity. 
Since the city lias become enlarged the pres-j 
ent positions or locations being too much cen- 1 
tralized, the greater portion of the fire depart¬ 
ment is now located in the lower part of the 
old olty. The hill and new districts are thus 
left comparatively unprotected. This arrange¬ 
ment at first, sight, may appear to entail an 
extra and immediate expense upon the city, 
but your Commission, after due investigation, 
think otherwise. In their opinion, some val¬ 
uable property now held in the business por¬ 
tions of the city may be advantageously dis- 
posed of, and with the proceeds all the altera¬ 
tions needed can be made. 

Second, Your Commission recommends that 
the department should be changed from its 
present scau'-responsibility to the city authori¬ 
ties to that of an entire responsibility. That 
the employees therein should be paid and be 
placed under the control of such officers as 
shall he appointed and authorized by some 
competent authority. Herewith we submit a 
statement of what we consider necessary to 
carry on successfully such an organization: 

One Chief Engineer, two Assistants for Dis-, 
trict Engineers, and for each of seven com- j 
pan lea one Foreman, one Engineer, one Driver 
and five Hosemen and three horses. This i 
would he sufficient force to permit the proper ! 
management and effective working by each 1 
company of a steam fire Engine and Hose Car¬ 
riage. In addition to the seven fire engines ; 
and their attendant hoso carriages, we rccom- ; 
mend the formation of a Hook and Ladder j 
Truck Company, requiring for its proper ser¬ 
vice one foreman, one driver, five lad tier men, 
one steersman and two horses. 

Further it is our opinion at the present time 

that there should be placed in tne-ward, 

late village of East Liberty, a hand ladder, 
truck, and a sufficiency of gutta pereba fire 

buckets, say --, and that some person should 

be employed and paid a small salary for taking 
charge of the same and keeping them in order, 
and at all times available for the use of the 
citizens of that vicinity until the water mains 
are laid. 

There will also be required one fuel wagon, 
two horses and a driver, to be stationed in some ! 
central location, who shall proceed at once at 
the .sounding of an alarm, with fuel to supply 
the several steamers in service, as coal is often 
taken from those who cannot afford it. 

We here present what would be the probable 
cost of maintaining such a department:

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It will thus be seen that the cost of main¬ 
taining an efficient paid Fire Department will 
amount to about $60,000 per annum; the in¬ 
crease on the amount at present oppropriated 
by the Councils is apparently large, hut we 
believe the cost to the citizens will be no 
greater, for with a properly disciplined depart¬ 
ment the citizens will be saved the amount 
drawn upon their purses for subscriptions and 
purchase of hall tickets, Ac., Ac., which is not 
only an annoyance now, but to many, a much 
greater tax than the equalized increase would 

Further, we believe little if any increase 
need be made in the general taxation, for as 
the Fire Insurance Companies are the more 
immediately and directly benefited, it is but 
just that they should be called upon to bear a 
fair proportion of the expenses by an equita¬ 
ble and pro rata tax, assessed upon each com¬ 
pany in proportion to the amount of property 
insured by them within the city limits. 

Should this or any similar arrangement be 
entertained by your honorable bodies, we are 
aware that legislation necessary to its accom¬ 
plishment must be obtained, and we therefore 
recommend that steps be taken to that end, 
either by authorizing this Commission to pre¬ 
pare and procure the passage of an “Act of 
Assembly,” or by the Councils appointing 
some other parties to perform this duty as in 
their judgment they may deem best. 

Third—W e would suggest and recommend 
that the paid Fire Department be composed, 
as far as is practicable, of the men who now 
compose the present volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment, selections to he made from the different 
fire companies, and selecting and appointing 
the most intelligent, sober and industrious, as 
we think that in all of our present depart¬ 
ment we have enough material to select from, 
to makethe Pittsburgh Paid Fire Department 
a credit and an ornament to the city and 
equal to any Fire Department in the whole 
Union for efficiency, Ao., Ac. 

We would also recommend that the Neptune 
Engine House, which is centrally located, be 
altered so as to contain conveniently a steam¬ 
er, hose carriage and the ladder truck, re¬ 
cently purchased by the city, as this house ts 
large enough for this purpose, with a few alter¬ 
ations, and which plan would obviate the ne¬ 
cessity of the city buying a lot of ground and 
building an entire new house for this ladder 
truck. 

We believe from our own observations and 
from Information received, that should the 
present system be continued a large appropri¬ 
ation will be ask^d forforrepairsandadditions 
to the present houses. This we think can be 
obviated by the plan already pointed out, and 
that in the future much may be saved in that 
direction by causing the work to be done oy 
men detailed from the department for that 
purpose, who are skilled mechanics. This, we 
observe, has been the custom and practice in 
other cities where there is a paid department. 

Greater protection, we believe, will be given 
to our citizens should such an arrangement be 
consummated. The Police and Fire Depart¬ 
ment would act more harmoniously and being 
equally the servants of the city would act in 
concert, each assisting the other where some 
competent authority could direct the services 
of both. 

A well disciplined and uniformed Fire De¬ 
partment, we believe, would be a positive ad¬ 
vantage in many ways not here mentioned, 
nnd ourJEnglne Houses^would at oDce cease to 
be the resort of many young persons who ore 
now idlers amt prospective drones In society. 
The temptation now existing would at any rate 
be removed.

THE EAST END GAS COMPANY - . 

Mr. BARTON, from the Committee on Gas, 
presented the following report: 

Tnat the committee have had before them a 
draft of an act of incorporation to establish the 
East End Gas Company, and have deemed it 
advisable to add two additional sections to 
protect the interests of the city, and as amend¬ 
ed we recommend its passage. 

The proposed act was then read, with a reso¬ 
lution approving the same, and requesting its 
passage by the Legislature. 

Mr. HOUSTON proposed to amend hy adding 
a proviso that the East End Gas Company be 
restricted from charging a greater sum more 
per thousand feet for gas than is charged by the 
Pittsburgh Gas Company. 

Mr. MORGAN stated that it would be utterly 
Impossible for a new company to go into oper¬ 
ation under such a restriction. No company 
could make gas at the price now charged by the 
Pittsburgh Gas Company, and such a limita¬ 
tion as that suggested would prevent the or¬ 
ganization of any new company, as they 
would lose money from the start. 

Mr. HOUSTON stated that the bill allowed 
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the new company to conduct its pipes with the 
old gas company’s, and under such provision 
the old company might turn the project to 
their own account. 

Mr. PENNEY and Mr. BATCHELOR opposed 
the amendment, as not furnishing any addi¬ 
tional safeguard to the interests oi the city. 

Mr. BELL favored the amendment. 

The question being called, the amendment 
was lost by a vote of 21 yeas to 31 nays. 

Mr. MeCANDLESS moved to strike out the 
proviso attached to section six, which was lost. 

Mr. BELL moved to strike out the word 
“less” and insert “more” in said proviso. 
Lost. 

The resolution was then read and adopted. 

ACTION OF SELECT COUNCIL. 

When the report reached Select Council, 

Mr. MORROW offered the following amend¬ 
ment: 

“That after ten years tne City of Pittsburgh 
shall have the right to purchase the said

BLUFF STREET,

THIRD DISTRICT STREET COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. WELDON presented a report of the 
Street Committee, setting forth its organiza¬ 
tion by the appointment of J. G. Weldon as 
Chairman, and Richard Moore as clerk. They 
also present the name of Win. Hosackas Com¬ 
missioner of the Third Street District, and ask 
his appointment. 

Report accepted and action confirmed. 

PETITIONS, ETC. 

Mr. WELDON presented a petition for the 
removal of the obstructions on Neville street. 
Referred to the City Solicitor. 

Also, a remonstrance against the grading 
Webster avenue. Referred to Street Commlt- 

The petition of Mr. Stanton, asking 
reservation from assessment for the grading 
of Forbes street, amounting to about $90, 
which, in Select Council, was simply received, 
was taken up. It was explained tnat the case 
was one of great hardship, the petitioner be¬ 
ing in straightened circumstances. 

Mr. MORGAN offered a resolution to exon¬ 
erate the petitioner from the amount of the 
assessment, which was adopted. 

THE COAL ORDINANCE. 

Tne ordinance relative to the weighing of 
coal, amended in Select, was taken up, dis¬ 
cussed, and laid over for the present.

A meeting of the Select and Common Coun- 
cllsof Pittsburgh was held on Tuesday after¬ 
noon, February 2d, I860, for the purpose of 
electing four Guardians of the Poor of Pitts¬ 
burgh' 

Council came to order at two o’clock, and in 
the absence of the CLERK, Mr. J. D. Ramsey, 
of the Gazette, was chosen Clerk pro tern. 

The roll was then called, and the following 
members answered to their names; Messrs. 
Ahl, Armstrong, Brown, Burgwin, Coflin, 
Craig, Edwards, Uallager, Gross, Hallman, 
Hartman, Herron, Jones, Kaue, Kehew, Kirk, 
Lauftnan, Llttell, Lloyd, Marshall, Morrow, 
Murray, Murdock, McEwen, McMahon, Phil¬ 
lips, Quinn, Rafferty, Rees, Kush, Scully,Ship- 
ton, Schmidt, Torrens, Walmvright, 5o. and 
President McAuley. 

The reading ol the minutes of the previous 
meeting was, on motion, dispensed with. 

ELECTION OF GUARDIANS OF TJ[E POOR. 

The PRESIDENT then stated the object of 
the meeting to be the election of two Guardi¬ 
ans of the Poor to take the place of Dr. A. G. 
McCandiess and James Robb, Esq., elected by 
the Select Council one year ago. He further 
stated that Dr. McCandiess had since been 
elected a member of Common Council, and 
therefore could not be re elected. As to Mr. 
Robb, he had received a note from the Presi¬ 
dent of the Board, William Douglass, Esq., 
and also one trom Mr. Robb himself, both stat¬ 
ing that that gentleman declined a re-election. 

Nominations for the office then being in or¬ 
der, the following names were suggested: 
Messrs. George R. White, R. H. Hartley and 
Col. J. B. Sweltzer. 

After the above nominations had been made 
.Mr. HAlLMAN asked leave to withdraw the 
name of Mr. George R. White, which was 
granted, and he then moved that Messrs. J. B. 
Sweitzer and R. H. Hartley be elected by ac¬ 
clamation. 

The motion was adopted and the PRESI¬ 
DENT announced that Messrs, Sweltzer and 
Hartley were the choice of Select Council. 

COMMON COUNCIL BUSINESS. 

The petition of Wra. Stanton, praying for re¬ 
lief In the matter of assessment for the grading 
and paving of Forbes street, read and accepted 
in Common Council January 29th. was on mo¬ 
tion of Mr. MORROW^Iaid on the table. 

Mi. MORROW In making the motion staled 
that the petition had originated in Select 
Council and had been referred to the City So¬ 
licitor for settlement. [It will be recollected 
that the members of Select Council agreed to 
pay the assessment and relieve the unfortun¬ 
ate man.] 

THIRD DISTRICT STREET COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. GROSS moved that Select Council concur 
in the action of Common Council in refer¬ 
ence to the report of the Street Committee ap¬ 
pointing William Hosack Street Commissioner 
of the Third District, which In Common Coun¬ 
cil was read and accepted, and the appoint¬ 
ment approved and confirmed. Agreed to. 

CONCURRENCES. 

The petition of C. Magee, relative to obstruc¬ 
tions on Neville street, which in Commou 
Council, January 29th, was referred to the City 
Solicitor, was called up, and on motion, the 
action of Common Council was concurred In. 

Select Council also concurred in the action of 
Common Council in reference to the remon¬ 
strance against the grading and paving of 


Webster avenue, which at the meeting of Jan- 
'nary 29 was referred to the Street commit- 
i tee. 

: THE EAST END GAS C'OMPANV—A LIVELY DIS¬ 
CUSSION. 

; The PRESIDENT stated that the Commou 
; Council had nonconcurred in the action of 
1 Select Council in reference to t lie bill incorpo- 
! rating the East End Gas Company. The Gas 
! Committee, at the meeting of January 29, re¬ 
ported the act of Assembly, and also a resolu¬ 
tion, providing for the adoption of the bill. 
In .Select Council the resolution was adopted 
and the bill amended by Mr. MORROW, and 
again amended by Mr. GROSS, which reserved 
the right to the city of purchasing the works, 
at the set value of five arhitraters, after the 
expiration of twenty-five years. Wheu this 
reached Common Council they adhered to 
their former action, aud yesterday the bill was 
sent back to Select Council. 

Mr. GROSS moved to recede from former ac¬ 
tion and concur In the action of Common 
Council. 

Mr. MORROW said that in offering the 
amendment, he was not particular as to the 
limitation; Councils could extend or limit the 
j time as they saw lit. He had no interest to 
I subserve, He was of opinion that if the enter¬ 
prise was successful, the stockholders would 
certainly be reimbursed by the expiration of 
that time. If not, the city would not likely 
purchase. He thought It but just that Coun¬ 
cils should reserve the right to purchase said 
company. 

Mr. GROSS said the company was more of ail 
experiment than otherwise. The Pittsburgh 
Gas Company had refused to extend their pipes 
to the district wherein it Is proposed to locate 
the new company, and if successful at all, the 
new company would be a handsome enter¬ 
prise. As yet, It was difficult to say whether 
the project would be successful as several of 
the citizens were rather reluctant about sub¬ 
scribing to the stock, and he did not think 
that they should be trammeled or auy obsta¬ 
cles thrown in their way by any such limita¬ 
tion. 

Mr. TIAILMAN stated that the Pittsburgh 
Gas Company, after a careful survey of the 
outside districts, considered it inexpedient to 
extend their mains to these localities or to es¬ 
tablish a branch works at some point beyond 
the terminus of the present mains. The 
speaker and several managers of the City Gas 
Works had examined and considered the mat¬ 
ter last fall, at which time the inexpedincy of 
I the measure was decided upon. Then at a 
meeting of the managers the matter was fully 
! discussed, and it was agreed that the citizens 
of the consolidated districts should have the 
right to erect a works of their own. He was in 
favor of reserving the right to the oity of pur¬ 
chasing the works if the amendment was 
passed, but in that case thought a sufficient 
time ought to be giVen In order to Insure the 
reimbursement of the stockholders. 

Mr. HARTMAN thought there ought to be 
some limit In order to prevent any connection 
with the City Gas Works. The gentleman was 
here Informed that the provisions of the char¬ 
ters of the two companies or rather the pro¬ 
posed charter of the new company was such 
that they could not can filet. He was then in 
favor of granting them all the bill provided 
for. 

Mr. HATLMAN stated that the Pittsburgh 
Gas Company had formally surrendered all 
the territory unused by them for the use of 
the new works: 

Mr. MORROW stated that the city had re¬ 
served the right to purchase the Pittsburgh 
Gas Works, something like ten years from 
now, and he did not see why they could not 
now reserve the right to purchase the new 
works. The speaker remarked that the Coun¬ 
cil were legislating for the benefit of the citi¬ 
zens of Pittsburgh, and the question raised by 
them was, “Would it be just to reserve the 
right to purchase the works at the expiration I 


of twenty-five years, or a longer period, as 
Councils deemed just.” In his estimation it 
certainly would. 

Mr. L1TTELL stated I hat he was in favor of 
granting the new Company all the bill pro¬ 
vided for. without any amendments. 

Mr. QUINN moved that the Select Council 
adhere to their former action and request a 
Committee of ('inference. 

The PRESIDENT stated that such a Com¬ 
mittee would properly originate in the Com¬ 
mon Branch. 

The discussion here closed, and the question 
beiDgputon the motion of Mr. GROSS to re¬ 
cede and concur was adopted. 

FURTHER GRADING OF LIBERTY STREET. 

Mr. TORRENS presented the following peti¬ 
tion: 

To the Honorable the Select and Common 

Council of Dittxburgh: 

Gentlemen The undersigned, the only 
property owner along the line of Liberty street, 
between Thirty-first (formerly Taylor) street 
to Thirty-third (formerly Ewalt) street, re¬ 
spectfully requests your honorable bodies to 
have said street graded and paved between the 
points mentioned, and your petitioner will 
ever pray, &c. Mrs. E. F. Denny. 

By her Attorney, T. J. Brereton. 

The PRESIDENT stated that it required a 
majority of the property owners to petition for 
the grading of a street before Councils could 
authorize the same. 

Mr, SHIPTON remarked that as Mrs. Denny 
was the only owner of property between the 
streets mentioned, she must certainly be a ma¬ 
jority, 

Mr. TORRENS then moved the petition be 
referred to the Street Committee, which was 
adopted. 

PETITION TO F.RECT AN “IRONCLAD” BUILDING. 

Mr. BROWN presented a petition from M. K. 
Evans, requesting Councils to grant him per¬ 
mission to erect an “iron clad” building on 
Congress street, Seventh ward. 

Referred to the Committee on Wooden Build¬ 
ings. 

NEW STREET IN THE TWENTY-FIRST WARD. 

Mr. LAUFMAN preseuted a petition for the 
locating and opening of a street in the Twenty- 
first, ward. 

Read and referred to the Committee on Sur¬ 
veys. 

THE nKPORT OF TIIE STREET COMMITTER. 

Mr. KIRK called up the report of the Street 
Committee, appointing Mr. Hosack Oommls- 
er for the Third District, and stated that at the 
time of the election of city officers, the election 
of a Commissioner for the Third District was 
laid over on account of there being no ordi¬ 
nance providing for his election. Since that 
time the Committee had discovered authority 
appointing Mr. Hosuch. He did not want to 
find any fault, but merely to ascertain If his 
ward, the Eighteenth, was in the street or 
road districts. If it was in the former they 
were without a representative on the Street 
Committee, and injustice had therefore been 
done them, in that they had no voice in the 
election of Mr. Hosach. The Street Commis¬ 
sioner last year had taken care of the roads in 
the Eighteenth ward. 

Mr. GROSS said the Eighteenth ward was in 
the Street District. 

Mr. SCHMIDT stated that the Fifteenth 
ward was al 60 Included in the Hoad District, 
although it was in the Street District, and 
they were likewise without a representative 
on the Street Committee. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved that the Ordinance 
Committee prepare an ordinance dividing the 
boundaries of tne Street and Road Commis¬ 
sioners, and also make provision for their elec¬ 
tion at the next annual election for city of¬ 
ficers. Adopted.

Mr. SCULLY moved Its reference to the 
Street Committee. 

Mr. KIRK moved to lay the petition on the 
table. 

Mr. SCULLY stated that as a matter of 
courtesy it ought to be referred to the Street 
Committee, the petition of the Pleasant Val¬ 
ley Railway Company for a similar grant hav¬ 
ing been so referred. 

Mr. KTRIv withdrew his motion and in do¬ 
ing so stated that the petition was so ridicu¬ 
lous that it ought to go to no committee. He 
immediately thereafter renewed his motion to 
lay on the table, which was carried. 

ANNUAL REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS. 

Mr. PHILLIPS submitted the annual report 
of Controller Steele, in which were embodied 
the annual reports of the various city officers. 
A motion was made that the reading of the re¬ 
port be dispensed with, and that it be pub¬ 
lished, which was adopted. The Controller’s 
report is as follows:

Gentlemen:— Herewith you will receive the 
reports of the Revenue Collectors of the vari¬ 
ous Departments, showing the amount of reve¬ 
nue paid into the City Treasury; the Con¬ 
troller’s statement of the condition of the ap¬ 
propriations; a statement of the railroad 
bonds, compromised and exchanged, and the 
amount of municipal bonds paldand retired 
during the year, and the Treasurer’s report, 
showing the receipts and disbursements dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year ending January 31,1869, and 
the balance on band. 

TREASURY. 

Amount In Treasury February 1,1868, $230,- 
300 70. The whole amount of revenue by him 
received $669,601 61, and the total receipts $919,- 
601 61, embracing the Water Extension Loan. 
The revenue exceeds the estimates by $41,311 
61, The disbursements amount to $870,882 1-5, 
showing a balance of $279,020 31. The receipts 
will be light until the first of June, and this 
large balance will be very materially reduced 
between this time and the first of April, so 
that in taking out the balance in Appropria¬ 
tion No. 1, 691,654 76, which cannot be diverted 
from the payment of interest and the com¬ 
promising of the railroads bonds now.out¬ 
standing,there will not be too much money on 
hand to work the city finances with ease and 
make her credit equal to any emergency. 

DIAMOND MARKETS 
Fall short of the estimate by $673 48. 

MONONGAHELA WHARF 
Exceeds the estimate by $273 35, while the Al¬ 
legheny falls behind $1,449 94, so thatthenet 
proceeds, after paying the salary of the Wharf 
Master, and ordinary expanses, will hardly 
exceed $200. If the revenue fails to improve it, 
it will he time to consider the propriety of 
renting to private individuals, so that so valu¬ 
able a franentse wilt yield reasonable returns 
to the city, 

CITY GAUGER 

Falls short $3,284 67, and only pays the pitiful 
sum of $1,715 33—considering that over one 
million barrels of oil are brought to the city 
annually, there appears to be a leakage some¬ 
where as far as revenue to the city is con¬ 
cerned. 

SALT INSPECTOR, 

Although estimated, does not appear as yield¬ 
ing anything, and it would be as well to abol¬ 
ish the office and prevent its appearing here¬ 
after. 

BARK MEASURER, 

Although he pays nothing in, admits the col¬ 


lection of between two and three hundred dol¬ 
lars, out of which the city is entitled to say 
$50 or $60. This he declines to pay over, from 
the fact that the amount he made did not jus¬ 
tify him in measuring. The office should be 
abolished. 

Your attention is called to such small abuses, 
so that they may be corrected, and the people 
not be taxed through the agency of the city 
for the benefit of private Individuals. 

MUNICIPAL BONDS. 

Bonds amounting t# $47,500 have been paid 
off from the Municipal Sinking Fund during 
the year, leaving outstanding $699,300. 

RAILROAD BONDS COMPROMISED. 

Thirty thousand dollars of these bonds were 
compromised during the year, and the accom¬ 
panying table gives in detail a full statement. 

COMMISSIONER’S SINKING FUND. 

Amount now in the fund $142,040, consisting 
of one hundred and eighteen five per cent, 
bonds of $1,000 each, twenty-four four per cent, 
bonds of $1,000 each, and cash $40. 

HAILMAN BEQUEST. 

Amount $12,000. The Interest of this sum is 
to be applied, in the winter of each year, for 
the relief of the poor and destitute.

CONCLLSION. 

Having thus called your attention to a few 
leading items, and presented full and accurate 
statements in detail of the finances of the de¬ 
partments, you will be enabled to form a cor¬ 
rect judgment as to the resources and outlays 
necessary to carry on the City Government, 
and the workings of the Sinking Fund for the 
extinguishment of her debt. Considering the 
city has largely increased her boundaries and 
sphere of usefulness, and carried on much 
more extensive operations ihan heretofore, the 
year just ended may be considered most pros¬ 
perous. 

Her financial affairs are in such a fortunate 
condition that she is fortified in every direc¬ 
tion by the money on hand, the Commission¬ 
ers’ Sinking Fund, and the three mill Interest 
Sinking Fund, so that her exhibit is better 
than it has been since the unfortunate heresy 
of repudiation, that proved so disastrous to 
the city’s interests, seized the public mind and 
nothing but a reckless course of extravagance 
or mismanagement can prevent her from suc¬ 
cessfully overcoming all financial embarrass¬ 
ments.

Palmer, Pearson, Penney, Potts, 
Reed, Henman, Rosewell, Shott, Scott, Vick, 
Weldon, Welsh, President Tomlinson. 

The minutes of the preceding meeting were 
read and approved. 

ELECTION OF GUARDIANS. 

The PRESIDENT announced the special 
business to-be the election of two members to 
fill vacancies in the Board of Guardians of the 
Poor, the terms of Messrs. Henry Hays and J. 
W. Taylor having expired. It was stated that 
Mr. Taylor declined a re-election. 

The following gentlemen were then nomin¬ 
ated: Messrs. Henry Hays, W. J. Anderson, 
George H. Anderson, Wm. Woods and John J. 
Torley. 

Mr. MORGAN withdrew the name of Mr. 
Torley, as he was not a candidate. 

The roll was then called, and the vote stood 
as follows: 

Henry Hays. 47 | George H. Anderson 23 

Wm. Woods. 24 j W. J. Anderson. 4 

There being forty-eight members present, it 
required lwenty-flve votes to elect. Mr. Hays 
was therefore declared elected as one of the 
members of the Board. 

A second ballot was ordered for the election 
of the other member, which resulted: 

George H Anderson 28 1 Wm. Woods.21 

Mr. Anderson was declared duly elected. 

THE RULES. 

Mr. MORGAN called up the rules, and moved 
that they be disposed of. 

Mr. HOUSTON moved that the Common 
Council non-concur in the amendment of the 
Select Council, requiring the Committee on 
Surveys to report in Select. 

Mr. SCOTT moved to amend by concurring 
in the action of Select Council, making the 
Presidents of Councils er-offfcio members of the 
Water Committee. 

Mr. HOUSTON accepted the amendment, 
and the motion as amended was adopted. 
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MUNICIPAL RECORD. 

Mr. BATCHELOR presented the following 
resolution: . .. .. 

Resolved, That the City Controller be and 
hereby Is instructed to contract with the Com¬ 
mercial Printing Company for one hundred 
and twenty-five copies of the Municipal Record 
—same as last year—for the use of the members 
of Councils—the cost of the same to be assessed 
pro rata on the members of both Councils. 

Mr. HOUSTON moved to refer the resolution 
to the Committee on Printing. 

Mr. BATCHELOR was opposed to the motion 
to refer. He was in favor of acting at once on 
the matter. 

Mr. WELDON was in favor of ordering the 
Record for the present year, as it had been 
found very useful and convenient, and ought 
to be continued. He did not think the mem¬ 
bers should be asked to pay for it, as the city 
ought to furnish whatever was deemed neces¬ 
sary for facilitating the business of the Coun¬ 
cils. 

Mr. HOUSTON staLed that the resolution 
was indefinite, as no price was fixed, and he 
thought the matter ought to go to the commit- 

Mr. BATCHELOR did not deem a reference 
necessary, because the contemplated expendi¬ 
ture concerned the members individually, and 
not the city. 

Mr. FLEMING asked what use there was in 
having a clerk and keeping the minutes, if a 
record was to be published beside? 

Mr. MORGAN stated that nearly all deliber¬ 
ate bodies had a printed record of some kind, 
and the Municipal Record furnished to the 
members last year was very convenient and 
useful. A member could refresh his memory 
at any time, without calling on the Clerk, by 
referring to the printed record. It was impos¬ 
sible for members to carry files of newspa¬ 
pers in their pockets. 

Mr. BULGER was opposed to the members 
paying for the Record out of their own pockets. 

Mr. REED thought that the printing of a 
Record, if necessaty, should properly be 
awarded to the city job printers. By referring 
to the Printing Committee, they could ascer¬ 
tain whether the Job 4 ' printers would do the 
work as cheaply as any other party. 

Mr. BELL thought that a majority of the 
Councils had no right to compel the minority 
to take the Record if they did not want it. 

Mr. WELDON moved to amend by instruct¬ 
ing the Printing Committee to contract with 
the Commercial Company, etc. Not acted on, 

Mr. BAT JHELOR proposed to amend his 
resolution by striking out “with the Commer¬ 
cial Printing Company," leaving the Con¬ 
troller to contract with any party who would 
do the work. Not acted on. 

Mr. HOUSTON then withdrew his motion to 
refer. 

Mr. REED moved to lay the resolution on 
the table, which was agreed to. 

The business of Select Council was then 
taken up a»d disposed of 

Mr. MCCARTHY then offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Committee on City Print¬ 
ing be instructed 10 contract for copies of the 
Municipal Record, fur use of the members, at 
tho cost of the city. 

Mr. REED moved to refer the resolution to 
the Committee on Printing. He was not op¬ 
posed to a Record , but wanted to have the 
work open to competition. As to the Gazette 
firm, they could not be bidders, some of the 
members being members of Council, but ho 
was in favor of giving the work to the City 
Job Printers, if they would do it as cheap as 
anybody else. He was also opposed to paying 
for a Record purporting to be printed by a 
newspaper company, as this was, according to 
the wording of the title. 

Mr. SCOTT thought that if there were auy 
favors the Commercial ought to have them, as 
they had furnished the Record last year gra¬ 
tuitously. 

Mr. ItEED was requested to reduce his 
amendment to writing, which he did: "That 
the Committee on Printing be instructed to 
advertise for proposals for printing a record," 

Mr. BATCHELOR alluded to the inconsis¬ 
tency of the gentleman in talking about sav¬ 
ing expenses, and offering an amendment to 
advertise for proposals, in four papers, at a con¬ 
siderable cost. 

Mr. REED explained that so far as the Gazette 
was concerned, the advertisement would be In¬ 
serted for nothing. 

Tne amendment was not agreed to, and the 
original resolution was adopted. 

Select Council had adjourned before the above 
action was taken. 

Common Council then adjourned.

The minutes of the meetings of January 29th 
and February .‘Id were read and approved. 

COUNCILMAN FROM THE SIXTEENTH WARD 
ADMITTED. 

The PRESIDENT read the return of the 
election olUcers of the Sixteenth ward, pre¬ 
sented by the Mayor, certifying that Mr. 
Robert Watson, Sr., had been elected to the 
seat made vacant iu Select Council by the 
death of A. Iloeveller. Esq. Mr. Watson re¬ 
ceived M7 votes, while his opponent, James fit. 
Devlin, Democrat, received 142 votes. 

Mr. BROWN moved that the return be re¬ 
ceived and Mr. Watson admitted to a seat. 
Agreed to. 

The PRESIDENT then administered the 
oath of office to Mr, Watson, after which he 
stated that the meeting had been called at the 
request of the Finance Commute, which, he waR 
informed, had Important business to present 
to the Councils. 


THE FINANCES OF THE CITY—EXPLANATORY 
REPORT FROM THE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee presented a communication ex¬ 
planatory of the condition of the Fi¬ 
nances of the city. He stated that there 
were several persons who did not understand 
how the city affairs stood, and it was for their 
benefit that the explanation was made. The 
communication is as follows: 

Mr, PRESIDENT—As Chairman of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee, I desire to make a statement 
as to the amount of money in the Treasury, 
together with the probable amount of revenue 
to be paid in until June next, and the sum 
that will likely have to be disbursed during 
said terra. 

This statement is made for the information 
of persons who imagine there is too much 


money in the public treasury, as well as for 
the satisfaction of the taxpayers desiring to 
understand the financial affairs of the city. 

The fli'et thing to be noticed is the fact that 
out of the $279,020 16 in the treasury on the first 
| instant, there is to be deducted the sum of 
$9 4,65 4 76, set apart for interest and costs upon 
bonds compromised and to be compromised, 
and this amount, by act of Assembly, can be 
used for no other purpose. 

Your attention Is next directed to the addi¬ 
tional fact that the revenue paid In from Feb¬ 
ruary till June, Js very light., and totally inad¬ 
equate to meet the absolute wants of the city, 
and will not exceed $60,WO, between said times, 
while the payments will be $236,235 .56 for the 
same period.

THE NEW CITY PARK—ACT RELATINO TO THE 
SAME—LIVELY DISCUSSION. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, from the Finance Committee, 
submitted a draft of an act of the Legislature, 
to authorize the city of Pittsburgh to purchase 
and Improve grounds for a public park. This 
embodied the plan agreed upon by the Park 
Commission and the Finance Committee. 

Considerable discussion took place ®n the 
subject. Irc'uded in the proposed act weie 
provisions (having no reference to a park) au¬ 
thorizing the city to issue bonds for the pur¬ 
pose of retiring its matured and maturing in¬ 
debtedness. 

THE PROPOSED LAW. 

The following is a careful synopsis of the I 
portions of the proposed law having reference 
to the Public Park: 

The law authorizes the issue, by the city of 
Pittsburgh, of one million of dollars of six per 
cent, bonds, “to be used for the purpose of pur¬ 
chasing and improving grounds for a public 
park.” 

The bonds are to be issued and sold as Coun¬ 
cils may direct, and the proceeds devoted to the 
payment of the purchase money of grounds 
bought for the purpose of a public park; but no 
bonds are to be sold for less than par. 

The Councils are empowered to purchase not 
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exceeding one thousand acres of ground to be 
used for a park, and enact rules for the regula¬ 
tion, improvement and management of the 
same; provided that no bonds shall be Issued, 
or contract made lor the purchase of grounds, 
until the question shall have been submitted 
to the people of the city of Pittsburgh at a 
special election to be held at such time as 
Councils may direct. If a majority of the elect¬ 
ors vote “For Park,” Councils shall exercise 
the powers conferred by the act. If a majority 
vote “Against Park,” no furtln r action shall be 
taken. 

When g 'omul.'vshall have been purchased for 
a park, and the city desires to purchase other 
grounds contiguous thereto, but is unable to 
agree with the owners thereof, the District 
Court is empowered to appoint three disinter¬ 
ested tree-holders of the county (but not of the 
city,) as viewers, who shall appraise the 
grounds proposed to be taken, and report the 
same to tne Court. If exceptions are taken to 
the appraisement (be same may be tried be¬ 
fore tire Court ami jury, and when final judg¬ 
ment shall he given in any case, and the ap¬ 
praised value of the grounds tendered to the 
owner or paid into Court, the ground.? soap- 
praised shall become vested In the city. 

When grounds shall have been purchased, 
the city is empowered to sell any part thereof, 
which may not be required for park purposes, 
and the money received therefor shall be ap¬ 
propriated for the redemption of the bonds or 
for the improvement ami maintenance of the 
park. 

The concluding sections exempts the bonds 
from State, county or local taxation. 

Mr. COFFIN moved that so much of the pro¬ 
posed act relating to the city park bo stricken 
out. 

Mr. PHILLIPS stated that the act merely 
authorized Councils to issue the bonds for a 
city park, if they saw fit. There was nothing 
compulsory In the act. 

Mr. McMAHON thought the city park was a 
very expensive luxury, and he would certainly 
oppose the passage of the bill. 

Mr. ZERN said the same matter had been 
before Councils about a year ago, and it had 
been left to a vote of the people, and he asked 
why it was renewed now, until a vote had been 
taken. 

Mr. BROWN thought it would be Idle cere¬ 
mony to put it to a vote of the people unless 
the Council had the right to establish the 
park. The speaker had been placed on the 
committeo last year, and after considerable 
trouble came into Council and said they de¬ 
sired to leave it to the people to decide. The 
committee did not want to bind the Councils. 
The matter was now up again, and legislation 
was ; certainly required if the people 
determined to have a public park. The act 
does not authorize the issue of bonds; does 
not confer the power of creating a park; does 
not empower any commission, to carry out the 
project, but simply desires the legislation to 
carry Into effect the will of the people. The 
Finance Committee had almost unanimously 
agreed to ask the legislation necessary so that 
if the Councils and citizens determined hav¬ 
ing a park, it could be established without 
going to the Legislature next fall, Mr. 
Brown thought the Improvement could be 
made with little or no expense to the city. 
The Legislation would merely enable the au¬ 
thorities to establish the park if they saw fit 
and if the people requested It, 

Mr. HOLMES thought the discussion was out 
of order. 

The PRESIDENT ruled contrary, however, 




















































and stated that the discussion was on Mr. 
COFFIN’S amendment to strike out all of the 
act referring to a Park. 

The question on the amendment was called, 
and Mr. COFFIN desired the yeas and nays to 
be taken. 

The ayes and nays were then called with the 
following result:

The amendment was therefore lost, 

Mr. BROWN moved that the act be adopted 
as read. 

Mr. GALL AH EH moved to amend, and 
stated by asking the power, he thought Coun¬ 
cils meant to exercise it. Several of the Couu- 
cilmen wanted the Parle, and if the power was 
obtained it certainly would be established. It 
was urged that property could be had at little 
or no cost, but this he maintained was a ri¬ 
diculous mistake. Land in the vicinity ot 
Pittsburgh, was worth three times what It was 
in Chicago. He thought the land could be pur¬ 
chased at a much less cost at some future 
time. Councils had adopted a resolution to 
submit the question to a vote of the people, 
aud when that had been done and 
their opinion obtained. he would 
vole on the passage of the bill, but 
not until then. The amendment he de- 
s lied to offer is as follows: That before Coun¬ 
cils have authority to issue bonds for a public 
park the ordinance authorizing the establish¬ 
ment of a park be submitted to a vote of the 
people for approval lor rejection, at a special 
election to be called by the Councils. 

Mr. GROSS here called for a second reading 
of the sections referring to the purchase of a 
park. 

That being done, Mr. MORROW moved to 
strike out the word “purchase” where itau¬ 
thorized Councils to purchase land for a park, 
believing that a company could be gotten up 
who would purchase, say one thousand acres, 
donate eight hundred acres to the city for a 
park, and the remaining two hundred acres 
they could sell at a sum sufficient to remuner¬ 
ate them. Tnis could be done on the same 
principle that the Park Commission buy a large 
tract, and sell enough to pay for the entire out¬ 
lay, reserving, of course, the largest area for the 
park. 

Mr. PHILLIPS thought the amendment was 
not in place. The bill after going through the 
Legislature would come back to Councils and 
then would be the proper time to amend so as 
tosuU Council and the citizens. Mr. PHILL¬ 
IPS thought the gentleman introducing the 
amendment did not have confidence In either 
himself ortho Councils. 

Mr. BROWN thought the Act should be pass¬ 
ed and the matter left to the wisdom and abil¬ 
ity of the Council. It was not intended, nor 
did the bill make it compulsory on the Coun¬ 
cil to establish the Park, duI ga’ve them power 
so to do, if they and the people saw fit. By in¬ 
troducing the amendment, the member had 
shown that he had no confidence In theCouncil. 

Mr. LITTELL thought the Councils were not 
maniacs, and did not believe the city would be 
burthened with heavy expense by the creation 
of a park. The act looked so plausible, and 
was so much of a matter of fact, that he would 
oppose any amendment or hindrance to pre¬ 
vent its passage. 

Mr. MURDOCH stated that unless ground 
was purchased soon, he was of the opinion con¬ 
siderable difficulty would be experienced in 
obtaining it in the future. 

Mr. GALLAHER said it, looked as though 
Councils were going to force the matter on the 
people. He was not afraid to trust the Coun¬ 
cil!, but the Council were apparently afraid'to 
trust it to a vote of the people. It looked as 
thougn that was the case. The fact of the mat¬ 
ter was that the people who are interested to 
the amount of $100,000,000 will oppose the mea¬ 
sure, as the members of Council well know. 

Mr. CRAIG thought that no amendment 


should be adopted to fetter the act, and that 
when the ordinance was brought up to appro¬ 
priate funds for a city park, then would be the 
time for the members who felt so inclined to 
oppose thefmeasure. The act, which merely 
gave Councils the power to establish the park, 
ought to be passed without any amendments. 

Before the question was taken on the adop¬ 
tion of the amendment, Mr. ZERN called for 
the yeas and nays, which resulted as follows:

So the amendment was adopted. 

Mr. BROWN moved the adoption of the act 
as amended,with a proviso, that it be forward¬ 
ed to Harrisburg immediately. 

Mr. QUINN moved to adjourn. Lost. 

Mr. HARTMAN moved to defer further ac¬ 
tion until next meeting. 

The yeas and nays on the adoption of the act 
being called in the meantime, Mr. CRAIG 
arose and raised the point of order that a 
motion could not be entertained while the 
yeas and nays were pending on a question. 

Mr. HARTMAN, who moved to defer further 
action ,did not understand the point raised by 
the member, but the Chair decided in accord¬ 
ance with the will of Council and the motion 
was not entertained. 

The yeas and nays were then called with the 
following result:

So the ordinance was adopted as amended. 

Mr. KIRK said he voted against the adop¬ 
tion of the bill as amended for the reason that 
the Councils were competent to decide on the i 
practicability of a park without a vote of the 
people. 

Mr. LITTELL voted In the negative for the 
same reason. 

Mr. GALLAHER said he voted affirmatively 
just for an opposite reason, viz.: that the peo¬ 
ple were the competent judges to decide the 
question. 

The Common Council did not act on the law, 
having adjourned before It reached it from the 
Select branch, 

MEMBER SWORN IN. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND, who has been confined 
to his house on account of an accident, came 
into the meeting on Saturday, and was sworn 
l and admitted to his seat. 


THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT—THE PROPOSED 
ACT CREATING THE SAME. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, Chairman of the Commission 
appointed to prepare an act of Legislature 
creating a Paid Fire Department for Pittsburgh, 
submitted the following act: 

An Act to Create a Paid Fire Department in and far the 

City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c. t That the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall constitute a District, to be known as the 
Pittsburgh Fire District of the State of Pennsylva¬ 
nia. 

Sbc. 2 . The Councils of the City of Pittsburgh shall 
appoint seven citizens, resident of said city, to be 
“Pittsburgh Fire Commissi oners,” (which office is 
hereby created with the duties ana powers herein 
contained and imposed,) who shall form a Pitta- 
. burgh Fire Department, to take and have as provided 
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by this act, control and management of all officers, 
men, property, measure and action for the prevention 
and extinguishment of fires within said District, to be 
organized herein provided, and to be known as the 
Pittsburgh Fire Department, bald Commissioners 
shall hold tlie said office respectively for the terms 
folio ving, to-wit: One for one year; one for two years: 
one for three years; one for four years: one for live 
years; one for six years, and one for seven years, 
and at the expiration of each term respectively, 
a successor snail be nominated by the Pitts¬ 
burgh Fire Commissioners, and appointed by 
and with the consent of the Select aud Common 
Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, who shall hold 
said office for the term of seven years; vacanciesin 
said office shall be filled by the remaining members 
of said department, nominating, and Councils con¬ 
firming as above. Said Commissioners shall be sub¬ 
ject to removal by the Councils of the citv of Pitts¬ 
burgh, as is provided by the lavs applicable to the 
removal of other city officers, wnich are hereby ex¬ 
tended so as to relate to said Department, but no re¬ 
movals shall be made until the Commissioner con¬ 
templated to be removed shall have been served with 
specific written charges, stating the derelictions com¬ 
plained of, and have been afforded an adequate op¬ 
portunity to publicly answer thesame and make his de¬ 
fense thereto. Said Commissioners shall not receive 
pay and shall have power to buy and sell real estate 
for the purposes of this act. 

Sec. 3. Said commissioners, being qualified, shall 
meet and organize the ‘‘PittsburghFire Department” 
by selecting one of said commissioners to be Presi¬ 
dent. and appointing a person to be Secretary, where¬ 
upon they shall possess and have all the power and 
authority conferred upon or possessed by any and all 
officers of the Eire Department of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and to the exclusion of all such officers and 
such other powers and duties In said city as are here¬ 
inafter conferred. Four of said commissioners shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sec. 4. The said “Pittsburgh Fire Department” is 
hereby empowered and directed to possess and exer¬ 
cise fully and exclusively all the powers aud perform 
all the duties for the government, management, 
maintenance and direction of the Fire Department of 
the city of Pittsburgh, and the premises and property 
thereof, wnich, at the time of the organ zation of 
said Department, were possessed by the volunteer 
Department, or under the control of the Boards aud 
officers of the Fire Department of said city, or offi¬ 
cers or employees of said city: said powers and du¬ 
ties to b- exercised aud performed and said property 
used in the said city or otherwise as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. And the said Department shall hereafter hav* 
sole and exclusive power and authority to extinguish 
fires In sftid city of Pittsbuigh; and all &ets conferring 
upon any other officer and officers and power in re¬ 
lation to the extinguishment of fires in said city, are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Commissioners shall hare 
fu'l power to provide, in and for the citv of Pittsburgh, 
supplies, horses, tools, implements and apparatus of 
any and all kinds (to be used In extinguishing fires) 
and to provide suitable locations for the same, and to 
buy, sill, consiruct, repair and have the care of the 
same, aud take any and all 3ucb action In the prem¬ 
ises as may be reasonably necessary aud proper. 

Skc. 6. The department hereby created is hereby 
empowered and directed to possess and exercise full 
ana exclusive power and discretion for the govern¬ 
ment, management, maintenance and direction ol 
the several buildings aud premises and property and 
appurtenance* thereto, and all apparatus, hose, im¬ 
plements and tools of any and all kind , which at the 
time ol the appointment of the Commissioners afore¬ 
said, weie und-r the charge and control of any and all 
city officers or officers of the Fire Department in said 
city, for the use and benefit of the Fire Department of 
the city of Pittsburgh. And it shall be the duty of all 
persons and officers in possession of any property, 
real or personal, belonging to or set apart for or in 
use by or for the Fire Department of said city, to de¬ 
liver the same to the possession and control of said 
Pittsburgh Fire Department. 

Sec. 7. Tbe Treasurer of the city of Pittsburgh shall 
be the custodian of all moneys of the Department. 
He shall, on checks or vouchers drawn by the said 
commissioners and approved by the City Controlier, 
disburse all moneys raised ana used for the purpose 
of said Pittsburgh Fire Department. 

Sec. 8, The Pittsburgh Fire Commissioners, the 
Mayor of the city of Pittsburgh, the Presidents of the 
Select and Common Councils, the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of said Councils and the Con¬ 
troller of said city, shall constitute a “Board of Esti¬ 
mate" and shall annually, on or before the first Mon¬ 
day of January in each year, estimate the sum re¬ 
quired for the support and maintenance of the said 
Department for tne ensuing fiscal year, and order 
ana cause to be levied, raised and collected upon 
estates, property and all things subject to taxation 
accoring to law within said city. The sum so as afore- 
sa'd required and estimated lor the an¬ 
nual expenses authorized by this act and 
tbe monies so collected shall be deposited 
In the City Treasury, and placed to the credit of the 
Pittsburgh Fire Department, and in making suchestl- 
mate. aud ra sing and collecting said sum,It shall be 
lawful for said Board of Estimate to assess annually 
upon all fire, marine, mutual and life insurance com¬ 
panies doing business within said city of Pittsburgh a 
special tax, the payment whereof shall be precedent 
to the right of any such company or companies or 
their ageut or agents to do business in said city; all of 
which taxes shall be collected as other city taxes are 
now by law collected. 

Sec !> The Boord o r FMfmafe crra'ed by section 




6lh of this act, shall immediately after the organiza- 
Uoo of the Pittsburgh h ire Department make an esti¬ 
mate of the probable expenses of said Department for 
the year 1869, and thereupon proceed at once to levy, 
assess and collect the same in the manner provided In 
section 8th of this act; and in the meantime it shall be 
lawful tor the said Pittsburgh Fire Commissioners to 
negotiate a temporary loan, not exceeding the full 
amount of said estimate so aa aforesaid made. 

Bec. 10. The said Commissioners shall provide 
such offices and business accommodations as may be 
requisite tor the transaction of its business and that 
Of its subordinates in said city of Pittsburgh. 

Sec. 11. Tbe said Commissioners shall have power 
to select a Secretary, Chief and Assistant Engineers, 
and as many officers, clerks, firemsn and appointees 
as may be necessary, and the same shall at all times 
be under the control of the said Commissioners, and 
perform such duties as may be assigned to them by 
said Commissioners, and may be removed by said 
Commissioners. Tbe firemen and employees men¬ 
tioned in this section shall be selected as fer as prac¬ 
ticable from the activeand honorary members of the 
present "Fire department of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh.” 

Sec. 12. The af resaid officers and men, with their 
apparatus of all kinds, when on duty, Bhall nave the 
right of way at-any fire, and in any highway, street 
or avenue, over any and alt vehicles of any kind, ex¬ 
cept those carrying the United States mail, and the 
passage of street cars, and any person In, or upon, or 
owning any vehicle, who shall refuse the right of 
way, or in any way willfully obstruct any lire ap¬ 
paratus, or any of said officers, while in performance 
of duty, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be 
liable to punishment for the same, and be subject to a 
penalty not to exceed five hundred dollars. 

feEc. 13. On and after the organization of the de¬ 
partment, all real estate, fire apparatus, hose, imple- , 
meats, tools, and all property of whatever nature 
then or therefore in useby the firemen or Fire Depart¬ 
ment of the city of Pittsburgh, shall be transferred 
by all persons having charge of the same, to the 
keeping and custody of the “P.ttsburgh Fire Depart¬ 
ment’'(hereby created) and for toe use of said De¬ 
partment thereafter. But the said property shall re¬ 
main tbe property of the city of Pittsburgh, subject 
to the public uses of said department, as aforesaid, 
and for the purposes provided by this act. And 
whenever any of the said property shall no longer be 
needed by the said department ?or the purposes of 
this act, they shall dispose of the same to the best ad¬ 
vantage, and apply the proceeds to the “Fire Depart¬ 
ment rand." 

Sec. 14. The Department hereby created may 
adopt a Common Seal and direct its use, and may in¬ 
stitute and malntafu suits and proceedings, (and may 
pay any costs, expenses or judgments therein.) lor 
tbe enforcements of its rights and contracts, ana for 
tbe protection, possession and maintenance of the 
property under the control of said Department, and 
all sums recovered Bhail be for the benefit of said 
Department Fund. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of said Department an¬ 
nually to present to the Select and Common Councils 
Of the city of Pittsburgh, in the month of January in 
each year, a full,complete and detailed statement of 
Its expenditures during the previous year, and to set 
forth therein generally the action ofsaid Department 
and the classification and number of its officers and 
men. The first report of said Department shall con¬ 
tain a copy of the Rules and By-laws adopted by said 
Department, and the several subsequent annual re¬ 
ports shall set forth all amendments to said Rules 
and By-laws. 

Bbc. 16. It shall be the duty of the Department 
hereby created, and of the police force of the city of 
Pittsburgh, their respecllve officers and men, to so 
co-operate together in all proper ways, and the said 
police force ana this Department may respectively pro¬ 
vide for protection against fire, and for the arrest of 
all persons who may, at or near any fire, commit or 
attempt to commit any crime against the laws of this 
Commonwealth, or may violate any rule or regula¬ 
tion of said Department, and on the first Monday of 
February in each year the officers and men under the 
control of the Pittsburgh Fire Commissioners shall be 
iworn In like manner as the police force of said city, 
»ad In case of emergency, the Mayor of said city 
shall have power ana control over them as he has 
over the police force of said city. 

Sic. 17. This net shall take effect immediately.

Mr. MURDOCH asked if tlie rural districts 
were to be taxed for the Paid Fire Depart¬ 
ment? They would certainly receive no ben¬ 
efit from the same. He ventured the assertion 
that fifty years would elapse ere the residents 
Of the rural districts would have water. He 
was afraid the outside districts would be 
caught up in these improvement taxes, with¬ 
out receiving corresponding benefit. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved to refer to a vote of 
the people before it go into effect, 

Mr. SCHMIDT moved It be published once. 

Mr, 8HIFTON stated that water would be 


extended to the rural districts within three 
years. The profiles were now in the Engineer’s 
office. 

Mr. WAINWRIGHT asked how the depart¬ 
ment was to be paid. 

Mr. HOLMES moved to lay the amendment 
on the table. 

Mr. BURGWIN asked if the expense was to 
be assessed on the entire city, and the PRESI¬ 
DENT replied affirmatively. 

The motion to lay the amendment on the 
table was carried by a vote of 21 yeas to 11 
nays. 

Mr. SCHMIDT renewed his motion to print 
the Act once. 

Mr. HARTMAN asked to have the sections 
referring to insurance companies, and also 
that referring to right of way, read a second 
time. 

The CLERK then read the sections called 
for. 

Mr. HARTMAN (Mr. LITTELL in the Chair) 
stated that the right of way could not be had 
at all times, and he moved as an amendment 
that railways having the right of way, be al¬ 
lowed the same. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to insert “ will¬ 
fully* before any person refusing or neglecting 
to provide the light of way. 

On motion of Mr, HAILMAN the matter 
was deferred until next meeting. 

RIDGE STREET, TWENTIETH WARD. 

Mr. HAILMAN offered a remonstrance 
against a change in the original route of Ridge 
street, Twentieth ward, when opened. Re¬ 
ferred to Survey Committee. 

Mr. TORRENS presented a petition request¬ 
ing Councils to reconsider their action in locat¬ 
ing Ridge street. 

Relerred to Survey Committee. 

ORDINANCE FOR A BOARD WALK. 

Mr. TORRENCE, presented a petition for a 
board walk along the township road leading 
from Minersville to the Lawrencevllle Sta¬ 
tion, on Pennsylvania Railroad, accompanied 
by an ordinance authorizing the erection of 
the board walk. Petition accepted and the ordi¬ 
nance laid over under rules. 

RESIGNATIONS IN THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The PRESIDENT read a communication 
from the Secretary of the Board of Health, an¬ 
nouncing the resignation of David Fitzsim¬ 
mons and Samuel McKee, whereby two va¬ 
cancies are occasioned. The communication 
was accepted and filed, 

THE ACT CREATING THE WATER COMMISSION. 

Mr. PHILLIPS presented a copy of an act 
creating a Water Commission, as follows, 
which was ordered to be published : 

An Act to create a Board of Water Commissioners 

of the City of Pittsourgh, and to provide for the 

management and control of the Water Works of 

said City: 

Be it enacted by the Senate at d House of Represen 
tatlves of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In 
general assembly met, and It is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, that 

be and they are hereby 
named, constituted and appointed as Commissioners 
of the waterworks of the city of Pittsburgh, who, 
with their successors iu office, shall be known and 
designated as the Board of Water Commissioners of 
the City of Pittsburgh, and shall perform all tbe ser¬ 
vices herein required of them without compensation. 

The members of said Board shall hold their offices 
respectively during good behaviour, subject to re¬ 
moval by Councils in the same manner that elective 
officers of the city are by law removable, and when 
ever any vacancy shall occur in said Board by death, 
resignation, removal from office or removal from 
the city, it shall be the duty of said Board to notify 
I the said Councils of the fact and nominate some 
! person to fill the vacancy, and if said nominee be ap¬ 
proved by a majority of Councils in joint sessfon be 
shall thereupon become a member of said Board; 
provided, however, that no person shall be author¬ 
ized to serve as a member of said Board who Is not a 
resident or freeholder of said city of Pittsburgh, and 
a qualified voter therein. 

The said Commissioners shall, within thirty days 
after the passage of this act, having been duly sworn 
by the Mayor to faithfully discharge the duties of 
their appointment, meet and organize the Board by 
the election of one of their number to serve as Presi¬ 
dent and one as Vice President, who shall hold their 
offices for such term os said Board shall by-law 
prescribe, and they may also at tbe same time elect 
a suitable person as Secretary, who sliail ho d his 


office during the pleasure of the Board, and receive 
such compensation as the Board may d -termine. A 
majority of said Board shall constitute ft quorum for 
the transaction of business. 

Said Board shall keep full and perfect minutes of 
all their proceedings, which shall at all proper times 
be kept open for the inspection of the City Controller, 
or any committee duly appointed by Councils for 
that purpose. Said Board shall make report to 
Councils of their proceedings and of all moneys rej 
celved and expended by them at the last regular 
meeting of said Councils in December of each year, 
and at such other times as Councils may by ordinance 
or resolution direct. 

Tbe said Board of Commissioners are hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered to purchase such lands and 
materials, aud to construct such reservoirs, build¬ 
ings, machinery and fixtures as may be deemed ne¬ 
cessary for a full and ample supply of water to the 
said city of Pittsburgh, and with a view to a largely 
increased consumption thereofin the future, and also 
with a view 7 to obtaining a better quality of water 
than is now supplied to said city, and said Board is 
further authorized to procure and lay down water 
pipes in such localities as they think proper, 
and to maintain and keep in operation said 
works when constructed, and to regulate, 
manage and control all lands, lots, buildings, ma¬ 
chinery, pipes and fixtures now used in connection 
with the City Water Works, or which may hereafter 
be acquired; provided, that all contracts for the erec¬ 
tion and construction of buildings, reservoirs, laying 
pipes, or the furnishing of materials and supplies for 
or in connection with said Works, whenever the same 
is practicable, shall be let to the lowest and best bid¬ 
der upon proposals to be made in writing, and said 
Board shall give notice of the time and place of re¬ 
ceiving proposals by advertisements in the papers au¬ 
thorized to do the city printing, and such other papers 
as they may think advisable, at least ten days before 
the time fixed for receiving the same. 

Said Board ofCommissloners shall have and possess 
all the powers to borrow money and issue bonds con¬ 
ferred upon the city of Pittsburgh by an act of Assem¬ 
bly, entitled “An act to authorize tbe city of Pitts¬ 
burgh to borrow money," approved the twenty-eighth 
day of February. A. D. 1868, and all bonds issued in 
pursuance hereof, shall be subject to the provisions of 
said act; except, that the limitation as to the amount 
to brt borrowed shall be extended to the sum of two 
millions of dollars. 

All bonds which maybe authorized by said Board 
shall be signed by the Mayor, countersigned by the 
Controller, and sealed by the Mayor with the corpo¬ 
rate seal of tbe city of Pittsburgh. 

.Said bonds shall be sold under the direction of the 
Board of Commissioners, who shall report all sales 
to the Controller,wh® shall keep a correct and accurate 
account of all bonds which may be issued in pursu¬ 
ance of this act, and of all money which may be paid 
for or on account thereof, and shall cancel and file all 
bonds and coupons which may, at any time, be raid 
bv the City Treasurer. 

All money received for the sale of bonds shall at 
once be paid to the City Treasurer, who shall keep 
au accurate account thereof. 

It shall be the duty of said Board, as soon as prac¬ 
ticable after their organization, to make an estimate 
of the amount required to defray the expenses of tbe 
current year, and if the same shall exceed the amount 
already appropriated by Councils to the Water Fund, 
it shall be the duty of Councils to add to said appro¬ 
priation an amount sufficient to make up the defi¬ 
ciency, and said amount shall be provided for by said 
Board, t»y the Issue and sale of bonds. 

In each year lierea ter H shall be the duty of said 
Board to make out an estimate of the receipts and 
expenditures of the Water Department for the cur¬ 
rent year, and furnish the same to the President of 
Select Council within one week alter his appointment, 
lor submission to the Finance Committee, and It shall 
he the duty of Councils to make appropriation to the 
Water Fund to the amount of expenditure* so esti¬ 
mated, provided the same shall not exceed the 
amount of estimated receipts. 

1 he said Board ot Commissioners shall be and are 
hereby authorized and empowered to make such by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations as they may deem neces¬ 
sary and proper for the safe, economical and efficient 
management and protection of the Water Works, to 
fix therates of water rents, provide for the assess¬ 
ment and collection thereof, and generally to regu¬ 
late, manage and control ail matters relating to the 
supply of water to said city, and the maintenance and 
management of the Water Works now existing or 
hereafterto be constructed. All by-laws, rules and 
regulations of said Board, when adopted, shall be re¬ 
corded in the same manner and have all the force and 
effect of city ordinances. All ordinances of said city 
relating to Water Works now in force shall be and re¬ 
main Id ftill force and virtue until the same shall be 
altered or supplied by said Board ofCommissloners. 

All the powers heretofereconferred upon the Coun¬ 
cils of the City of Pittsburgh, or possessed by them, 
to prevent and punish Injuries to the Water Works 
and the contamination of the water, are hereby con¬ 
ferred upon the Board ofCommissloners hereby cre¬ 
ated. 

--is hereby appointed Chief of the 

Water Department, whose duty It shall be to superin¬ 
tend all the business connected with the Water 
Works, and all officers and employees thereof, to 
keep the accounts of the receipts and expenditures; to 
see that all contracts are faithfully executed, and per¬ 
form such other duties as shall be prescribed by the 
Board of Commissioners. He shall hold his office du¬ 
ring good behavior, and may tor any cause be remov¬ 
ed by the Board ofCommissloners by a two-third vote 
of toe tn-oibcr< present atony regular meeting, and 



































when any vacancy shall occur in said office it shall be 
filled by appointment of the Board, subject to approv¬ 
al of Councils. 

The Chief of the Water Department shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his appointment, make 
oath before the Mayor to faithfully discharge the 
same, and give bond in the sum of ten thousand dol¬ 
lars, with sureties, to be approved by the Board, and 
shall receive in compensation for his services the 
annual salary of four thousand dollars. 

The said Board of Commissioners shall by resolu¬ 
tion or bydaw, direct the employment of such super- 
Interintendeut, clerks, assessors, engineers, survey¬ 
ors and other persons, as in their opinion may be 
necessary for the proper performance of the duties 
mentioned in this act, and to determine the compen¬ 
sation to be paid to those so employed. They shall 
also direct what officers and employees shall give 
bonds, the amount and terms thereof, and the sure¬ 
ties required therein. 

All such officers and employees shall be appointed 
by the Chief of the Water Department, subject to the 
approval of the Board, and may be removed or dis¬ 
missed by him subject to the same approval. Pro- 
vided.that the officers now serving, who have been 
elected bv Councils, shall retain their positions until 
the end of the term for which they were elected. 

The Chief of the Water Department shall make 
monthly statements in detail of all transactions of 
the Water Department to the Board for their infor¬ 
mation. 

It shall be the duty of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners to certify to the Controller, in writ¬ 
ing, all claims approved and allowed by the-Board, 
who shall certify warrants for the amount thereof, 
upon the Water Fund, if there is at the time any 
money in said fund undisposed of, which warrants 
when signed by the Mayor shall be paid by the City 
Treasurer from the money In said fund. 

No Commissioner, officer or employee shall be in¬ 
terested directly or Indirectly in any contract entered 
into by them or any of them for or on account of 
said water Works, nor shall they be Interested 
directly or indirectly in the sale or purchase of any 
real estate or of any materials for the use or pur¬ 
poses of said Works, and any contract In which any 
of said parties may be so interested shall be null and 
void, and no suit or suits shall be maintained against 
the city of Pittsburgh on the same or for or on ac¬ 
count of anything that may hare been done uuder or 
in pursuance thereof. And any moneys which may 
have been paid by said city on account thereof, may 
be recovered from the party receiving the same in an 
action of debt or assumpsit in the name of said city. 

Whenever said Board of Commissioners shall de¬ 
sire to procure any lauds for the purpose of erecting 
thereon basins, reservoirs, engine houses, or other 
buildings necessary for said Water Works, or to be 
used in connection therewith, and are unable to agree 
with the owner or owners thereof for the sale and 
purchase thereof, or by reason of the absence or legal 
Incapacity of such owner or owners no such agree¬ 
ment can bemade.lt shall or may be lawful for the 
District Court of Allegheny county, on application 
thereto by petition of said Commissioners, in the 
name and on behalf of the city of Pittsburgh, to ap¬ 
point three disinterested freeholders of said county, 
neither of whom shall be residents or owners of 
property in said city, and appoint a time not less 
than ten nor more than twenty days thereafter, 
when they shall meet upon the premises, and having 
been first duly sworn or affirmed to faithfully dis¬ 
charge-their duties, appraise and value the ground 
proposed to be taken, of which meeting notice shall 
be given at least-ten days before the time appointed 
therefor to the attorney ot the city of Pittsburgh and 
to the owner or owners of sold property, or in the 
case of absence or legal Incapacity of the owner or 
owners, to the agent, guardian, committee or other 
representative of such owner, If such agent or other 
representative reside in thecounty of Allegheny, and 
if not at least two newspapers published in the city of 
Pittsburgh, and in such other paper as the Court may 
direct. 

Said viewers having viewed the premises, shall esti¬ 
mate and appraise the value of the property so to be 
taken, at Its fair cash value, and within ten days after 


said meeting report the same to said Court, which re¬ 
port shall shall be filed in said Court, nnd if no excep¬ 
tions thereto be Hied within ten days thereafter, the 
same become absolute and binding upon all par¬ 
ties; but if exceptions shall be filed by either of said 
parties, within the time aforesaid, the said Court may 
make such order for disposing of the same as may 
seem proper, and if deemed necessary may order an 
issue in such form as the Court may direct, and try 
the same before said Court and a jury, and after final 
judgment either party may have a writ of error from 
the Supreme Court, as in other cases. 

When the report of viewers shall have been made 
and returned to Court, as aforesaid, said Commission¬ 
ers may, if they think proper, tender the amount of 
the appraised value of said grounds to the owner or 
owners, his. her or their agent or representative, or 
may pay the same into Court, and may thereupon 
take possession of and use and occupy the grounds so 
appraised. 

When said proceedings shall be determined and 
final judgment given thereon, and the amount of the 
appraised value of the grounds fixed, and the same 
snail have been paid or tendered to the owner or own¬ 
ers, his, her or their agent or representative, or paid 
into Court, the grounds so appraised shall become 
vested in the city of Pittsburgh in fee simple. 

Whenever said Board of Commissioners shall de¬ 
sire to occupy any grounds for the purpose of laying 
water pipe or constructing conduits thereon, viewers 
may be appointed to appraise the damages which 
may be done to the owner of said property, which 
viewers may be appointed in the same manner and 
the like proceeding had as is hereinbefore provided, 
and when the damages awarded shall have been 
paid, tendered or paid Into Court as aforesaid, the 
said city shall have the right to laydown the pipes or 
construct the conduits, as in the petition may be de¬ 
scribed, and to maintain the same in perpetual re¬ 
pair, and to enter upon the premises at all reasonable 
times and manner for said purposes. 

mAgee street.

Also, a petition from John Flinn, asking per¬ 
mission to erect a frame stable on Maria 
street. Referred-to the Committee on Wooden 
Buildings. 

RE-SURVEY OF ROAD. 

Mr. KIRK, a petition for re-survey of road 
leading from the Butler Plank road to the 
Morning Side road, in the Eighteenth ward. 
Referred to the Committee on Streets. 

AVOODEN BUILDINGS, 

Mr. WHITE, a remonstrance against the 
erection of a wooden building. Accepted. 

Mr. WHITE, a petition from Samuel Colviu, 
asking permission to erect an ironclad build¬ 
ing on Elm street, Seventh Ward. Referred to 
the Committee on Wooden Buildings.

Gentlemen: The members of the Vigilant 
Steam Fire Company see by the act now be¬ 
fore your honorable bodies for the establish¬ 
ment of a Paid Fire Department, that you 
contemplate taking the personal property of 
the companies composing the present Fire 
Department. We as a Company most ear¬ 
nestly protest against such action. As for the 
Paid Department we have nothing to do, but 
we have to do with the property that we have 
been accumulating for years for the 
purpose of bringing our Company up 
to the highest standard, which we think 
we have nearly accomplished. Our engine, 
Carriage. Horses and Furniture which you ap¬ 
pear to claim, have all been purchased with¬ 


out any appropriation from City Councils. As 
an incorporated Company, having a right to 
hold property, we cannot see how the same 
can be taken from us without receiving an 
equivalent for tlie same. If your Honorable 
bodies think that our city should have a paid 
Fire Department, we hope arrangements will 
be made that will be satisfactory to the city 
and our Company, but we earnestly protest 
against the passage of a law that will take our 
property without any remuneration.

THE CITT GAUGKRSHIP—REPORTS OF THE MA¬ 
JORITY AND MINORITY OOMMTTTKE IN REFER¬ 
ENCE TO TIIE SAME. 

Mr. JONES, Chairman of the Special Com¬ 
mittee apnefnted to Investigate the accounts. 


Ac., of J. H. Nobbs, Esq., City Gauger, submit¬ 
ted a report of the majority, as follows : 

MAJORITY REPORT, 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 

Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen : The Committee appointed by 
resolution of January 12th, 1869, to examine 
the ordinances relative to gauging, Ac., re¬ 
spectfully report: 

That they have met from time to time at the 
office of E. P. Jones, Esq., and given the par¬ 
ties a full, fair and Impartial hearing. They 
had before them and heard the statements of 
Thomas Steel, Ksq., late City Controller, J. H. 
Nobbs, Esq., City Gauger, and Messrs. Litteil 
and Edwards, former gaugers, and after ma¬ 
ture deliberation they have arrived at the con¬ 
clusion— 

That J. H. Nobbs, the City Gauger, has fully, 
fairly and honestly discharged the duties of 
his office, and has regularly paid Into the City 
Treasury all the moneys which he was bound 
to return under existing laws. 

The only point of difference,and dispute is as 
to whether the City Gauger is bound to return 
and pay into the City Treasury a portion of 
the compensation received by him for mea¬ 
suring oil in bulk; whether he is bound to do 
so or not depends upon the true coustructon 
of the laws now in force on the subject, which 
consist of the ordinances as contained in Fos¬ 
ter’s Digest, page 88, and the act of Assembly 
of the 5lli of April, 1862, "relative to Inspec¬ 
tors and gaugers for the county of Allegheny 
and city of Pittsburgh.” Also, an act "regu 
lating tne bringing of carbon oil into the city,” 
passed February 21th, 1862. 

By reference to the first two it will be seen 
that provision is made only for the gauging of 
oil contained in barrels or portable casks, 
which the ganger Is directed to inspect, meas¬ 
ure and brand, so that the evidence of the con¬ 
tents of each may be apparent to each pur¬ 
chaser into whose hands it may pass. That 
neither the ordinance or the act of Assembly 
embraces or covers bulk oil is apparent, not 
only from the phraseology of the laws, but 
the construction put upon them by the ordl- 
nanceof the 2ith of February, 1862, which ex¬ 
pressly prohibits and makes it a penal offense 
to bring bulk oil within the city limits. 

No rate of fees is fixed by law for the gaug¬ 
ing of bulk oil, but on the contrary t the gauger 
is prohloited by law from ganging it in Tils of¬ 
ficial capacity, and by what rule of right or 
morals can the city claim, and take from an 
officer a portion of the proceeds received by 
lilm for services, for doing what the city, by 
its legislation, has declared to bean illegal act; 

Mr. Nobbs has been in the habit of gauging 
or measuring bulk boats and tanks situated 
along the Allegheny river, from Pittsburgh to 
Aladdin, in Armstrong county. So have other 
parties, but in the opinion of your committee, 
he is no more entitled to pay any portion of 
his earnings from this source into the City 
Treasury, than he would he to pay over his 
earnings during his term as a carpenter. 

When Mr. Nobbs gauged oil in barrels, casks, 
Ac., within the city limits, he gave his certifi¬ 
cate as City Ganger, but when acting as an in¬ 
dividual, gauging oil in boats or tanks, he 
Issued his certificate as gauger merely. By ref¬ 
erence to the proceedings of Councils, under 
date of July 25th-27th, 1868, it will be seen that 
Mr. Nobbs. anticipating difficulty on tiie sub¬ 
ject, brought the matter to the attention of tiie 
Ordinance Committee who reported an ordi¬ 
nance to supply tiie deficiency in the city le- 

?;islatlon on this subject, which unfortunately 
or the interests of the city, was not enacted 
into a law. 

We understand that the Committee appoint¬ 
ed to revise the City Code will present an or¬ 
dinance on the subject which will obviate the 
difficulty In the future. We therefore respect¬ 
fully pray to be discharged from the further 
consideration of this subject.

Mr. JONES also submitted a minority report 
from the same Committee, as follows: 

To the Honorable the Select and Common Councils 
of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: The committee appointed by 
the 8elect and Common Councils on the 12th of 
January, I860, to Inquire into the Gauger's 
construction of the law In relation to his fees 
for gauging oil, Ac., in the limits of the city of 
Pittsburgh, submit the following report, to 
wit: 

After a full and careful examination of the 
act of Assembly of April, 1862, and the several 
ordinances regulating the gauging of oil, etc., ■ 
In the city limits, have come to the conclusion j 
that the Gauger,,). H. Nobbs, was mistaken in 1 


his construction of the laws and ordinances tn 
regard to the gauging of oil in bulk in the etty 
limits. 

We have heard the statement of Mr. Nobbs, 
and examined the articles published over his 
name in the Leader of January 10th, 1809; have 
examined Thomas Steel, Esq., late Controller, 
and Messrs. Litteil and Edwards, formerly 
gaugers. Mr. Nobbs does not claim that he re¬ 
turned any oil that he gauged in bulk, only 
what he gauged in barrels; admits that certifi¬ 
cates were given for the oil gauged In bulk, 
and signed "J. H. Nobbs, Gauger and City 
Ganger,” thus using his official signature 
without making official returns. J. H. Nobbs 
from the returns made by him during the past 
four years (daring which time he has been 
City Gauger), ana the amounts paid into the 
city treasury Is as follows:

It will be observed from the above returns 
that there has been a great falling off in aaid 
four years. The proof was that there was little 
If any falling off in tiie trade of liquid mer¬ 
chandise. 

We submit the figures without comment. 

Mr. Nobbs admits in his letter of January 
10th, 1869, that he received— 

For gauging cars In 1808.12,805 00 

“ bulk boats ... 3,545 00 


Total.$6,410 00 

for which no return was made to the City 
Treasurer. 

Mr. Litteil says he returned to the City 
Treasurer all oils gauged by him in bulk, Ac., 
in the limits of the city, during his term as 
City Ganger. 

The committee believe that the ordinances 
regulating the gauging of olisand other liquids 
in the city of Pittsburgh are very imperfect, 
and ought to be so amended as to preventcity 
officials hereafter of putting two constructions 
upon them.

Mr. SHIPTON renewed ills motion, witli the 
remark that the construction he put upon the 
same was that both reports be referred to the 
City Solicitor/with instructions to bring suit 
on behalf of the city against Mr. Nobbs to test 
the matter. 

Mr. BURG WIN stated that the City Solicitor 
was present, and if it be in order he would 
move that he state whether In bis opinion 
the city have the right to the fees pocketed 
by the gauger. Agreed to. 

Tiie SOLICITOR stated that the question was 
entirely new, and there was not a case like it 
to be found In the books. It had grown out of 
the fact that new wards had been added to the 
city and no ordinance had been provided for 
theguaging of oil in Die new districts. He 
was free to say, however, as he had said to 
tiie minority committee, it was safe to lest the 
matter.

The ordinance was discussed, and lost by a 
vote of 19 to 29. 

HOSPITALITIBS TO ANDREW JOHNSON. 

Mr. MCCARTHY moved that the ConnoiU 
extend the hospitalities of the city to Andrew 
Johnson, on his retiring from office. 

The question was taken and decided lost. 

Mr. MCCARTHY called for a division, when 
the vote stood 2 in favor of and the balance of 
Council against the motion. 

OLD BUSINESS, 

Mr. WELDON called up the ordinance (paw¬ 
ed in Select) granting Hussey, Wells A Co. the 
right to erect an ironclad building. The ordi¬ 
nance was concurred in. 

The petition for the relocation and resnrvey 
of Ridge street, (in Select, February 13th, refer¬ 
red to the Survey Committee), was read and 
laid ou the table, 

The petition for the reBurvey of the road lead¬ 
ing from the Butler Plank Road to the Morning 
Side Road, in the Eighteenth ward, (in Select, 
February 13th, referred to Street Committee), 
was non-concurred in and referred to Survey 
Committee. 

THB CITY PARK. 

The action of Select Connell, on the pro¬ 
posed act act authorizing the issue of bonds to 
retire overdue bonds, and also for the issue of 
bonds for the purchase of a City Park wm 
read, with the amendment providing that the 
question of d "park” or "no park” should be 
submitted to a vote of the people. With thli 
amendment, the Select Council had approved 
the act. 

In the Common council there were objec¬ 
tions to a concurrence, and a motion wm 
made to suspend the rules, which was not 
agreed to. The matter, therefore, lies over 
under the rules. 

Council then adjourned.

An adjourned meeting of the Select and 
Common Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, 
was held on Monday, March 1st, I860, at two 
o’clock 1 *. 31. 

Council came to order at a quarter past two 
o’clock, and the CLERK called the roll when 
the following members answered to their

The Biu Creating a Paid Firk Depart- 


Mr. SHIPTON staled that as this was a spe¬ 
cial meeting called especially for the consid¬ 
eration of the act creating a Board of Water 
Commissioners, he would move to dispense 
with the reading of the minutes of the pre¬ 
vious meeting for the purpose of proceeding at 
once to the discussion of the bill. 

Mr. PHILLIPS understood it to be an ad¬ 
journed meeting, and under the rules claimed 
that a motion to reconsider former action was 
in order. He would therefore move to recon¬ 
sider the action of Council at its meeting held 
on the 22d ult„ in reference to the bill creating 
a paid fire department, which whs nt that 
meeting laid over. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that he himself made 
tbe motion on the 22d to adjourn until Mon¬ 
day, and it, was for the express purpose of tak¬ 
ing up Die Water Commission bill, and it was 
so stated at the time. 

The CHAIR decided that Mr. PHILLIPS’ 
motion was in order. 

Mr. HARTMAN appealed from the decision 
of the Chair, and a vote being taken the PRES¬ 
IDENT was sustained. 

Mr. KIRK stated thal it was a violation of 
the rules to omit reading the minutes, and he 
moved that they be read. 

The motion was lost. 

Mr. PHILLIPS renewed his motion to recon¬ 
sider. 

Mr. SHIPTON insisted on his motion to dis¬ 
cuss the business for which the meeting had 
been called, viz: the consideration of the Water 
Commission bill. 

Mr. HARTMAN moved to lay the motion to 
reconsider on the table. Lost. 

The question was then called on the recon¬ 
sideration and carried by a vote of 20 yeas to 
18 nays, 

The question then recurred on the final pas¬ 
sage of the bill. 

Mr. GALLAHER, who has opposed the 
measure ever since it was first spoken of, hoped 
the Councils would not vote hastily on a sub¬ 


ject of such vital importance, and in reference 
to which the citizens were greatly opposed. In 
the course of his remarks the gentle/nan said: 
“Some fifteen years ago the predecessors of 
this Council voted to Involve the city in an 
enormous debt lor the benefit of railroads, and 
we to-day. on that account, have a debt over 
us of more than two millions of dollars, on 
which interest is being paid to the amount of 
j one hundred and ten thousand dollars annu- 
j ally. Successive Councils have increased this 
I interest to one hundred and fifty thousand 
! dollars—amounting to nearly one-third of the 
j ejitire revenue of the city. This Council ap¬ 
pears to be following in the wuke of our pre¬ 
decessors, in plunging the city still further 
into debt, instead of learning wisdom from 
! their example and retrenching the public ex- 
1 pendinires. Our taxes, too, are now very high 
- —higher than our people are able to bear, j 
Every dollar laid upon the poor man, uu- i 
necessarily, is taking bread from the months 
of his children and clothes from off their 
backs, on account of our heavy debt and 
enormous taxes, 1 think It would bo worse 
than folly—it would be madness to increase 
these burthens by voting thousands of dollars 
out of tlie treasury to support the paid Fire 
Department, when this expenditure is uncall¬ 
ed for and un necessary. 

Mr. QUINN heartily indorsed the remarks 
of Mr. GALLAHER. He said the sum re¬ 
quired lor the Paid Department for the pres¬ 
ent year would be nothing less than $125,000, 
not including the displacement of the Engine 
Houses, Ac. A gross Injustice would be done 
to the outside districts, by taxation where 
they received no corresponding benefit. They 
had no roads and no water, and perhaps 
would have none soon. If the improvements 
continue as they have done during the past 
year, the speaker said real estate would soon 
be worth nothing to a rnau.so enormous would 
be the taxes. 

Mr. CRAIG said the members from the old 
wards were afraid injustice would he done the 
outside districts by taxing them for the paid 
fire department. He did not think so. Water 
bad already been extended to Oakland, Law- 
rencevllle and other new districts, and he ven¬ 
tured the assertion that before Christmas all 
the outside district would have the same privi¬ 
leges. The outside wards contained as valua¬ 
ble property as those within the old city lim¬ 
its, and it was for the protection of such prop¬ 
erty that they wanted the fire department 
hill passed. It was the intention of Coun¬ 
cils to so reorganize the department 
as to supply the new districts with the present 
fire deparlmenl^-without increasing the taxa¬ 
tion by the purchase of additional engines. 
The passage of the bill creating the paid de¬ 
partment was evidently the sure way to econ¬ 
omize. Under the present volunteer system 
the engines could not be made to supply the 
outer districts, and Councils, by the passage of 
the above bill, will not only take possession of 
the Fire Department—which Is now entirely 
beyond their control—but they will save the 
cost of additional engines, Ac., for the outer 
districts. 

Mr. BURGWIN desired to explain himself 
before voting on the bill. At the last meeting 
he had voted against its passage, and now he 
intended to vote for its passage, and the rea¬ 
sons were as follows: He favored the paid Fire 


merely to benefit the old city districts, but on 
considering the fact that the future of the city 
was very great, and that but a short time 
would elapse until the outside districts had 
the same privileges as those enjoyed by the 
old wards, and although it was perhaps pre¬ 
mature to pass the billat this time, neverthe¬ 
less rather than hazard it, and perhaps defeat 
it in the end, he would vote in favor of it. He 


was of opinion that the bill was imperfect in 
many respects, but notwithstanding he favor¬ 
ed its passage. 

Mr. PHILLIPS desired to correct the gentle¬ 
men from the Third and Fifth wards, both of 
whom, he claimed, had over estimated the 
amount required to operate the paid depart¬ 
ment. The commission appointed nearly two 
months since to reorganize the department 
aftercareful consideration, reported to Coun¬ 
cils, that the sum of £60,000 would probably be 
required to successfully carry on the system 
alluded to. The cost, of everything amounted . 
to $58,000, but the commission fixed it at $60,000 
per annum. Toe bill had been misrepresented 
anil spoken of as entailing such a terrible cost, 
Ac. Thirty-five thousand dollars had been 
appropriated to sustain the present depart¬ 
ment, and the committee had been called on 
for $110,000 more to erect engine houses. This 
would make a total of $65,000. The difference 
therefore in the establishment of the paid de¬ 
partment would not be near so terrible as had 
been represented. 

COMMUNICATION FROM INSURANCE COMPA¬ 
NIES. 

The PRESIDENT here read a communica¬ 
tion, signed by the officers of several insurance 
companies, remonstrating against the creation 
of a paid fire department. 

The communication was accepted and filed. 
Mr. HERRON called for the previous ques¬ 
tion, namely, the final passage of the bill. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND called the yeas and nays, 
which resulted as follows:

ACTION or COMMON COUNCIL. 

In Common Council aresolution was adopt¬ 
ed postponing further action on the subject 
for oue year. This resolution did not reach 
Select Council, as they had adjourned before 
the action was reported. 

PETITION FOR A NEW MARKET HOUSE. 

Mr. WHITE presented a numerously signed 
petition for a new market house in the outer 
districts, which recommended the purchase of 
the Lyon property in the Fourteenth ward for 
the purposes of the same. 

Referred to the Committee on Markets. 

THE ACT CREATING A BOARD OF WATER COM- , 
MISSI0NER3—THE RILL AMENDED AND ' 
PASSED AND REFERRED TO THE CITY 0OLIOI- I 
TOR FOR REVISEMBNT. 

Mr. SIIIPTON then called up the act to . 
create a Board of Water Commissioners, and 
to provide for the management and control of 
the Water Works, which at the meeting of | 
Councils held on the 13th ult., was read once 
and ordered to be published. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved tiie second reading, - 
Adopted. 

1 he same gentleman moved the third read- * 
lng and final passage of the bill, which was 
the signal for discussion. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved that the Board of 1 
Commissioners consist of one Councilman from 
each ward—28 in all. 

Mr. MORROW moved to lay the bill on the 
table. 

Mr. MURDOCH said in reply to Mr. RAF- . 
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FERTY’S motion, that the members of some 
of the districts had very little interest in the 
matter, and consequently it was immaterial 
whether they were constituted in the Board of 
Commissioners or not. 

Mr. GROSS raised the point that a motion to 
lay the bill on the table could not be enter¬ 
tained w hile an amendment was pending, but 
the Chair ruled otherwise. 

The question to lay the bill on the table was 
then taken and carried, by 20 yeas to 18 nays. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that Councils were now 
at a stand still, and as a member of the Water 
Committee, he was free to say he could do 
nothing more towards extending the water 
facilities to the outside districts. This was one 
of the mest essential things before Councils, 
and yet in the face of all reason, they had de¬ 
liberately laid the bill on the table. If it was 
the intention of Councils to drop the question 
of improvements, well and good, but if they 
were to continue, the bill in question was one 
of the most important, 

Mr. McAULEY (Mr. REES in the Chair) 
moved that the yeas and nays be recorded, as 
lie wanted his name to appear on the same in 
the proper light. The present condition of the 
Water Works, as every one well knows, as far 
as capability is concerned, are totally inade¬ 
quate for the present consolidated city. The 
city was growing; water had to be extended to 
the new districts, andjbere the bill to enlarge 
our water facilities had been voted down. Not 
I a man in the Fourth ward had set his back 
against the measure. The citizens wanted ex¬ 
tended water facilities both as to purity and 
i supply, and here the Councils deliberately set 
themselves against It. Certain things are not 
luxuries and one of these was pure water and 
a good supply of the same. 

Mr, McAl'LEY subsequently withdrew his 
motion for lhe yeas and nays, and Mr. RAF¬ 
FERTY moved a reconsideration of the vote 
just taken, to lay the hill on the table. 

Mr. JONES was surprised to witness the ac¬ 
tion of Council ou the bill. It was all impor¬ 
tant that the work on this point should be be- i 
gun at once. What was tax to the health of the 
community? What was it to the comparativ e 
wealth of tills vast consolidated city? The 
people waul the water and he could not see 
jwliy the Council acted so when their constitu¬ 
ents were in favor of it. The Council was op¬ 
posed to a maasure In which all the city were 
Juterested and were clamoring for. 

Mr. HOLMES was in favor of the Water 
Commission as it stands, and his constituents 
were also in favor of it. On the Paid Fire 
Department question, several gentlemen said 
they had the water in their districts, and thus 
wanted to secure the paid fire department. No w 
in the face of allreason and surprisingly too, 
they turned their backs to allowing ot her dis¬ 
tricts the same privileges. The Eighteenth 
ward contained millions of property, and de¬ 
sired the water. Therefore he would favor the 
passage o f the bill. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND and Mr. Q,uinn opposed 
.he bill for the reason that ttie power was 
aken out of the bands of Council and con¬ 
ferred upon the Commission. 

Mr. KIRK said the gentlemen introducing 
he commission bills had attemped to run 
hem through with railroad speed, and en- 
leavored to get them passed without giving 
Councils a chance to consider the matter. He 
rad voted to lay the bill ou the tabic, but if 
.he gentlemen would promise to have the. 
luestion considered fairly he would vote in 
favor of reconsideration. 

The question on Mr. RAFFERTY’S motion 
o reconsider was then adopted. 

Mr, CRAIG moved to take up the bill serta - 
im. Adopted. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved that the blank in sec- 
don 1 be filled up by seven names. 

Mr. KEliEW moved as an amendment that 
.he number be nine. 

Mr. McMAHON offered a substitute, to strike 
rat all of section 1st relating to a commission, 
md insert, the members of the Water Com- 
nlttee, as it now acted for Connell, instead, 
dr. McMAHON said this appeared to be the 
>nly objection to the bill. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said no gentleman in Ooun- 
11 could give the time that would be required, 
nd he thought a commission of honest men 
ould be procured outside of Council, who 
could discharge their duty without fear or 
ivor. 

Mr. HARTMAN thought the substitute would 
ecord with the motion of Mr. Rafferty—to 
onstltute one member from each ward. That 
wge bodies moved slowly was an old saying, 
ut lie though that this was a measure on 
/hich t.he Council stmuM move slowly. 

Mr. KIRK. moved, as an additional substi¬ 


tute, that the “Councils of the city oi Pitts¬ 
burgh have the power proposed to be conferred 
on the Commission.” The bill, he said, took 
the power entirely out of the hands of the 
Councils. They could lay pipes wherever they 
pleased, erect works where they desired, and 
in fact and in truth do Just as they pleased 
with the water. He was opposed to 
the Commission business entirely, and 
if it was passed and the mania 
of improvements continued the citizens 
would be taxed 13 per cent, on the entire city 
valuation. They would be taxed for thirteen 
different and distinct items, which would be 
enormous. He would move, if in order, that 
the bill be recommitted to the City Solicitor 
with instructions to so change the bill as to 
confer thepower on the City Councils. 

Mr. MORROW was opposed to leaving in 
the hands of the Commissioners, as it gave 
them unlimited power in regard to the estab¬ 
lishment of a works. He thought that when 
they secured a site they should submit the 
same to Councils for approval, <fcc. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that it was folly to ex¬ 
tend the water pipes to the new districts un¬ 
less there was water in the basin to supply the 
pipes, and unless the bill passed no new reser¬ 
voirs could be had. No site had been procured. 
The Water Committee had limited Milnor 
Roberts, consult ing engineer, to five miles up 
the Allegheny river, but no bargain had been 
made and no negotiations entered into. He 
had surveyed from the mouth of Negley’s run 
to Sandy creek, and at Shades run the river 
was six feet ten inches deep. No agreement 
or negotiation had bee a made with any one. 
The bill should pass, and if there was to be 
one member from each ward, the water com¬ 
mittee. numbering eighteen, could be institu¬ 
ted and the number increased tojtwenty-three. 

Mr. JONES moved an amendment that the 
Water Committee, as it now stands, be in¬ 
serted in place of the Commission, making it 
23. 

Mr. PHILLIPS was opposed to the amend-, 
ment, for the reason that the PRESIDENT of i 
Council alone would then have the power of ! 
appointing the Commission, and the bill as it 
stood provided for the appointment by 
Councils. 

Mr. REES offered as an amendment that i 
none but skilled mechanics be appointed. 

Mr. KIRK moved as an amendment that the 
Select and Common Councils be inserted in ! 
the blank, ami that the City Solicitor be in¬ 
structed to report a bill conferring the powers 
of t lie.bill in question upon the Councils. 

Mr. BURG WIN thought that the Council 
should either approve or disapprove the first 
section, and after that the blank could he fill¬ 
ed in. 

Mr. McMAHON offered his substitute in 
writing, to the effect that the blank be filled 
up by twenty-three members, to be selected by 
the Councils, one from each ward, and to con¬ 
tinue in office until the expiration of their 
term in office as Counciimen. 

Mr. CRAIG amended as follows: That thir¬ 
ty days after the passage of the act, the Coun¬ 
cils shall, in joint session, appoiut the twenty- 
three members,^one from each ward, the terms 
of one-third of the members to expire ■annu¬ 
ally. 

Mr. PHILLIPS opposed the appointment of 
Counciimen, and was willing to vote for the 
appointment of one member from each ward 
—not a member of Council but a citizen. 

Mr. JONES thought that Councils should re¬ 
serve some right on any commission. 

The question on Mr. MCMAHON’S substitute 
was then taken and adopted. 

Mr. MORROW moved to adopt the first sec¬ 
tion as amended. 

Mr. OGDEN moved a reconsideration of the 
question as he bad voted under a misappre¬ 
hension. Not seconded. 

The section was then adopted as amended. 
Mr, SHIPTON moved to refer to the City So¬ 
licitor with instructions to remodel, and that 
the Council adjourn until Monday to kill or 
adopt the bill. 

The City Solicitor then read the remaining 
sections. 

Section second was adopted without araend- 
men t. 

Mr. G ALLA HER moved to amend section 3d 
by inserting the words, “the President and 
Vice President to be elected for one year, un¬ 
less removed by death, resignation or other¬ 
wise.” Carried. 

Mr. KIRK offered an additional amendment 
to the whole bill. Instructing the City Solicitor 
to draw up a bill conferring the law making 
and debt contracting power upon Councils 
alone. Adopted. 

The fourth section was adopted without 
amendment. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to amend section 


fifth, after the word “contract,” by inserting, 
•‘when approved by Councils.” Agreed to. 

Mr. JONES moved to adopt the section as 
amended, which was carried. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved an amendment in 
section 12, after the words “Board of Commis¬ 
sioners, “subject to the approval of Councils.” 
The amendment was lost. 

Mr. BURG WIN amended so as to read “pro¬ 
vided that no ordinance shall conflict with 
any now in existence.” 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved to fill up the blank in 
section 14, providing for a Chairman of the 
Commission by inserting the name of W. R. 
Brown. 

Mr. KIRK thought the Legislature had no 
right to appoint said officer, and it should not 
be inserted in the bill. 

Mr. KEHEW thought the election should be 
made in joint session of Councils. 

Messrs. MCCLELLAND, KIRK and GALLA¬ 
HER were in favor of the same, and on being 
put to a vote It was finally passed, the blank 
to be filled by joint session of Councils. 

The fifteenth section, referring to the salary 
of the Chief of the department was then read, 
and on motion of Mr. GALLAHER the section 
was altered so as to leave the power of fixing 
the salary with the Councils. 

The sixteenth section, referring to the ap¬ 
pointment of all the necessary officers, &c,, 
was then read, and on motion of Mr. GALLA¬ 
HER the word “Assessors” was stricken out, 
and adopted as amended. 

Mr. GROSS moved to amend section 17, re¬ 
lating to the selection of officers, by strking 
out the words “chief of the water department,” 
and inserting the “board of commissioners.” 
The amendment was subsequently with¬ 
drawn, and the section adopted as read. 

The 18th and 19th sections were then read 
and adopted without amendment. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved an amendment to 
section 20, fixing the penalty for a violation of 
the section. The amendment was lost. The 
section was then adopted. 

The remaining sections were then adopted 
without amendment. 

Mr. JONES moved that the bill be referred 
to the City Solicitor with instructions to in¬ 
sert the amendments and forward the bill to 
Harrisburg. 

Mr. KEHEW moved an amendment that the 
City Solicitor insert the amendments and sub¬ 
mit the bill to Councils at a meeting to be held 
on Thursday afternoon, for approval, before 
being sent to Harrisburg. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved to adjourn until Thurs¬ 
day. 

The motion was amended so as to adjourn 
until Wednesday. Adopted.

The minutes of the preceding meeting were 
read and approved. 

Mr. MCCARTHY moved to call up the pro¬ 
posed act of Assembly relative to the issue of 
bonds for the purpose of retiring matured and 
maturing indebtedness, and to purchase and 
improve lands for a public park. 

Mr. McCANDLESS raised the point of order 
that the bill went over until the next regular 
meeting. 

The PRESI DENT ruled the point of order 
not well taken. 

Mr. CASE stated that the material point was 
simply whether the Council should concur in 
a resol ution passed by Select Council, appro vl ng 
the bill and letting the question of “Park” or 
“No Park” go to the vote of the people. 

Mr. MCCARTHY took the same view. 

Mr. BATCHELOR was in favor of letting the 
question of “Park” or “No Park” go to the peo¬ 
ple. The only point was. that if the people 
voted in favor oi a park they would gain one 
year's time by getting the legislation now. If 
the vote was against the park the whole mat¬ 
ter would fall to the grouud. 

Mr, REED moved to separate the two objects 
ofleglslatlon embraced in the bill. 

Mr. HOUSTON was willing to trust the mat¬ 
ter with the people. The people had confidence 
In the Councils, and the Councils should not 
distrust the people. 

Mr. BATCHELOR stated that last year the 
Park Commission had full power to purchase 
grounds for a park, but they did not desire to 
exercise that power on thetr own responsibili¬ 
ty, and requested Councils to have the ques¬ 
tion submitted to a popular vote. A great 
deal had been said about “rings,” “specula¬ 
tions,” etc., which might or might not refer to 
the Commission, but he was prepared to sat 
that, so far as the Commission was concerned, 
there was not the slightest foundation for any 
inch Insinuations. 

Mr, CASK raised the point of order that the 
bill could not be divided. 

Iik. MoOA_NDLKSS staled that the bill had 


not even been read, aud the members knew 
nothing about it. 

The PRESIDENT corrected the gentleman, 
The bill had been read in full at last meet- 
ing. 

Mr. McCANDLESS, in order tosettle the park 
question, offered the following. 

Resolved, That the whole subject of a park be 
submitted to the people, to vote for or against, 
before any legislation is asked for. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the resolution 
was out of order. The motion to separate the 
two questions must first be disposod of. 

Mr. BELL stated that he could not vote for 
both measures combined. 

The question was then taken on a separation 
of the questions, the vote resulting—yeas, 31; 
nays, 20. 

The subjects were then deolared divided. 

The first part of the bill was then approved 
without opposition. 

Mr. REED moved to lay that part of the bill 
relative to a park on the table. 

Mr. CASE called for the reading of the sec¬ 
tion relative to submitting to a vote of the 
people, which was read by the President. 

The yeas and nays were called on the mo¬ 
tion to lay on the table, and resulted as fol¬ 
lows:

So the motion to lay on the table was lost. 
Mr. McCANDLESS pressed his resolution, as 
an amendment desiring a vote of the people 
before any legislation was asked. 

Mr. MORGAN opposed the amendment as 
absurd and futile, It meant nothing not em¬ 
braced in the bill, aud would only delay action 
until 1870. 

Mr. MCCARTHY contended that there was 
nothing in the resolution but delay. Shall 
Councils undertake to say that the peo¬ 
ple shall not vote on the subject at all? If 
they vote down the Park, no harm will be 
done. If they vote In favor of it, they will 
gain valuable time and save money in the 
purchase. 

Mr. CASE indorsed this view, with the addi¬ 
tional argument that a year’s delay would 
greatly Increase the cost of purchasing a park, 
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Mr. MCCANDLESS asked why legislation 
should be had before a vote? What would the 
bill be worth if nine-tenths of the people 
voted against it? Nothing could be done be¬ 
fore next year any way. The truth was, cer¬ 
tain parties had personal motives to subserve 
in this matter, and hence their anxiety. 

Mr. MORGAN said it came with a bad grace 
from ttie gentleman to impugn the motives of 
gentlemen who were head and shoulders 
above him. The commission were above sus¬ 
picion in this matter. 

Mr. McCANDLESS explained that he did 
not impugn the motives of the Commission. 

Mr. MORGAN went on to say that grounds 
could bo had now. by the Commission, that 
private parties could not purchase for anything 
like the sum which the proprietors will sell at 
for park purposes. He believed that the pro¬ 
positions and recommendations of the Com¬ 
mission were made in good faith, for the good 
of the city, and, if adopted, would confer Tast¬ 
ing benefits upon the whole people, 

Mr. POTTS said he would be glad to take five 
hundred acres as a donation to the city. If It 
can be obtained in this way why not get up a 
private company, buy the thousand acres and 
donate the half thereof to the city ? 

Mr. MORGAN—Private parties either cannot 
purchase at all, or cannot purchase on terms 
half so favorable as the Commission can, as 
representing the city. 

Mr. POTTS—Geutlemen have purctmsed 
grounds already, in the locality ot the proposed 
park, on speculation. 

Mr. BATCHELOR and Mr. MORGAN called 
for the names of those speculating gentlemen. 
Mr. POTTS declined giving any names. 

Mr. HOUSTON was in favor of a park, if it 
could be had on favorable terms. The bill put 
the question in a business shape, and he was 
in favor of it. The resolution only delayed 
action, 

Mr. BATCHELOR, as a member of the com- < 
mission, could not sit and hear charges of 


“speculation” made without a reply. The 
commission had never entertained the idea of 
speculation in any shape or form. 

Mr. POTTS explained that he had no refer¬ 
ence to any member of the commission. 

Mr. BATCHELOR accepted the explanation, 
and went on to say that the commission la¬ 
bored to get a suitable site, at the lowest rate, 
for the city , and not for Individuals. 

The yeas and nays were then called on Mr. 
McCANDLESS’S resolution, and resulted as 
follows:

There being some misunderstanding as to 
the vote of one or two of the members, a mo¬ 
tion was made tq lay the resolution on the 
table.

Mr. MCCARTHY called the previous ques¬ 
tion, which cut off debate. 

It was then moved to concur in the action of 
Select Council, upon which a division of the 
House was called for, and resulted ycag 31, 
nays 23. 

So the action of Select Council was concurred 
in, 

THE PAID PIKE DEPARTMENT BILL POSTPONED 
FOR A YEAR. 

The bill to create a Paid Fire Department, as 
approved In Select Council, was then read by 
the Chairman. 

Mr. SIMS moved to concur In the action of 
Select Council. 

Mr. CASE moved to take up the bill section 
by section. 

Mr. McKELVY moved to go into Committee 
of the Whole, for the purpose of considering 
the bill. Agreed to. 

Mr. TOMLINSON then assigned the Chair to 
Mr. BATCHELOR. 

Mr. CASE renewed his motion to consider 
section by section, which was agreed to. 

The enacting section was adopted without 
objection. 

The second section was read, when Mr. 
WELDON moved to amend by having “three 
Commissioners for one year* two for two years, 
and two for three years, and that the term or 
office be for three years.” 

Mr. CASE moved that a vote be taken on the 
question of a Commissioner or no Commis- 
soner as a substitute to the amendment of Mr. 
Weldon. Carried. 

Mr. MCCARTHY said this was simply a dodge 
to kill the bill. 

Mr, CASE denied that there was any dodge 
In the matter, 

Mr. McKELVEY moved a reconsideration of 
the vote on Commissioners or no Commission¬ 
ers. Lost. 

Mr. MOORHEAD moved that the vote by 
which the bill was taken up section by section 
be reconsidered. Agreed to. 

Mr. CASKEY moved to lay the bill on the 
table. This was decided as not in order in com¬ 
mittee of the whole. 

Mr. MCCANDLESS ottered the following res¬ 
olution. 

Whereas. Councils have made the appro¬ 
priations for the present year, exhausting the 
entire receipts of the year, and could not make 
the proposed change In the Fire Department 
without Incurring a debt of at least $100,000, 
the present indebtedness of the city belug 
large, and Councils preferring not to add to the 
debt; 

Resolved, That the further consideration of 

















































the »tibj©ct be postponed for tbe present year. 

A motion to lay tbe resolution on tbe table 
was lost. 

Mr. MCCANDLESS then moved tbe adoption 
of tbe resolution. 

Mr. MORGAN said that tbe gentleman was 
probably acquainted with the condition of the 
fire department of the city. He claimed that 
If this bill was killed in the manner proposed, 
it would not be long before we woula be with¬ 
out an efficient Are department, as the Amos- 
keag Company had claims against the engines 
—or nearly all of them. 

Mr. MCCARTHY opposed the resolution. 

Mr. CASE said he was aware that the Amos- 
keag works had claims against the engines, 
but ne thought there was perhaps more than 
one free. He hoped the resolution would 
be voted down, as a majority of the property 
holders appeared to be In favor of a paid Fire 
Department. 

Mr. McCANDLESS said he had never heard 
any complaint about the efficiency of the fire 
department. Would it not be well for Councils 
to relieve the companies by appropriations? 
He thought Councils would satisfy all citizens 
by postponing the matter. The establishment 
of a paid fire department would be very ex¬ 
pensive. Besides, communications were con¬ 
stantly received from fire companies protest¬ 
ing against the establishment of a paJd fire de¬ 
partment, and he thought it would be best to 
postpone the matter. 

Mr. MORGAN said there was no one who 
gainsayed the efficiency of the Are department. 
But men were gradually getting tired of run¬ 
ning to fires and ruining their health for 
nothing. He understood the opposition that 
was manifested. He saw secretaries of one- 
horse insurance companies voting against the 
bill. 

Mr. MCCARTHY advocated the claims of a 
paid fire department. This resolution was the 
old story of “wait awhile.” That was a poor 
plan. He knew members of the fire depart¬ 
ment who were trying to pass out of their 
hands this property the city was trying to get 
hold of. He was opposed to the theory of wait¬ 
ing awhile. 

Mr. POTTS? did not wish to be understood as 
opposing a paid fire department, but he op¬ 
posed the one proposed. Under the fear that 
the engines would be taken away from the 
companies it was proposed to go to an expense 
of some $75,000. In the present condition of 
the firemen of the city he was opposed to this. 
He thought we had the most efficient fire de¬ 
partment in the country, and did not believe 
the assertion that the firemen were falling off. 


Mr. JONES would like to ask the gentleman 
if he wished to give his services for nothing. 

Mr. POTTS said he did not say that he would. 
Under the proposed change the fire depart¬ 
ment would oe made into a political machine, 
and old political hacks would be appointed 
instead or young, active men. 

Mr. WILSON said he had watched the rise 
and progress of the Fire Department and bad 
helped organize the Niagra Company. There 
was no complaint In his section of the city of 
the working of the Fire Department, and he 
would not at present be In favor of the paid 
Fire Department. He advocated, on account 
of the indebtedness of the city and for other 
reasons, the resolution of Mr. McCandless. 

Mr. JONES thought It was nothing more 
than right that the firemen should all be paid. 
One objection made was as to where this 
money would come from. He thought that 
matter explained itself. 

Mr. McCLARREN thought in regard to the 
question of taxation, be the cost what it 
might, no statistical figures had been given. 
Suppose the tax on property were five mills, 
and then if the insurance companies were 
taxed, a higher premium would be put on and 
made burdensome to property holders, and 
foreign companies would perhaps withdraw 
from the city. There was a spirit of rivalry or 
emulation In a volunteer department. Would 
t this be continued under a paid fire department 
; system? 

Mr. MCCARTHY said the gentleman appear- 
I ed to be the advocate of insurance companies. 

1 It was here that the principal opposition was 
1 found. The gentleman had complained that 
| no figures had been shown; had he| 
shown any? Council was told there 
j was a spirit of rivalry. The volunteer 
system had manifested in the past not a 
'spirit of rivalry merely, but a spirit of riot. 
Under the present system the Chief Engineer 
did not have the power he would under the 
paid system. The speaker advocated a paid 
department, because it would be efficient, and 
the present system was not so. Besides lie be¬ 
lieved it would be more economical. 

Mr. MORGAN said he found some figures In 
the report of the commission, by which it ap¬ 
peared that the whole cost of the proposed de¬ 
partment would be $58,107. He was willing to 
take this statement prepared by competent 
men. 

Mr. POTTS thought many things were omit¬ 
ted in that report. There was no provision 
for breaks, lo^ s on engines, horses, &c. If tha 
tax was put on insurance agents, they would 
raise the insurance and the property-holders 
would be the losers. He denied that the fire¬ 
men had been Inefficient. By the paid depart-

partment a lot of old fashioned fogies would 
be put In, who would not know enough to sub¬ 
due a Are, 

Mr. JONES said the gentleman puffed the 
l firemen, yet was not willing to pay them. 
Was thisjustice? 

Mr. SCOTT said the members of the active 
fire department had petitioned Councils In the 
matter. Under the paid system, the Captaiu 
would appoint the active men, and not old 
fashioned fogies, as the gentleman had said. 
The greatest fight would be In Harrisburg, not 
In Council. It was a few outsiders, who were 
making all this fuss. The insurance compa¬ 
nies Bhoula pay their ratio. 

Mr. BARR wished to simply define his posi¬ 
tion. It had been asserted that those who op¬ 
posed the paid fire department were in the 
employ of insurance companies. He denied 
the allegation. In view of the three bills 
which had been passed imposing an onerous 
tax on the rural districts, he opposed It. It 
was stated that the cost would be #58,000. It 
j had also been stated that the companies were 
j in debt. #18,000. How could this latter be estl- 
! mated If not added to the former, 
i The question was then put on the resolution 
i of Mr. McCandless, which was carried bj a 
; vote of 29 to 25. 

! President TOMLINSON then resumed the 
j chair, and Mr. BATCHELOR reported that 
! the Committee of the Whole having had un- 
j der consideration the bill to create a paid fire 
department had adopted the resolution of Mr. 

I McCandless, which he read. 

I A motion was made to lay the report on the 
j table, and the yeas andnays being called were 
I as follows:

Mr. SHIPTON was here called to the chair 
Mr. McAULEY being, on account of Indispo¬ 
sition, nnable to preside, and he stated the 
purpose;of the meeting, viz: to consider the 
Water Commission act as revised bytheCily 
(Solicitor. 

Mr. OGDEN moved to take up the bill seria¬ 
tim. 

Tbe SOLICITOR then read tbe first section. 

Mr. CRAIG ottered tbe following amendment 
after the word Councils: 

TThat within thirty days after the passage of 
this act, Councils shall In joint session elect fif¬ 
teen citizens of the city of Pittsburgh, who 
shall be known as Water Commissioners— 
seven of whom shall be residents of the dis¬ 
tricts lately consolidated with said city. Five 
of the aforesaid shall be elected for the term of 
three years; five for the term of two years, and 
five for the term ot one year, and annually 
thereafter at the time of the election of city 
officers; five citizens from the same districts as 
those whose term of office shall expire, shall be 
elected for the term of three years, and all va¬ 
cancies In the board shall thus be filled. Va¬ 
cancies occurring In the Interim shall be filled 
by said board by apuolntment until theannual 
election of Water Commissioners.” 

Mr. McMAHON moved to lay the amend¬ 
ment on tlie table. Carried. 

The first section was then approved as read. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved as an amendment 
to sectiou 2d, relating to the qualifications of 
the Commissioners, "that li.ne but freeholders 
be allowed to serve on the Board.” 

Mr. OGDEN moved to lay the amendment 
on the table. Carried. 

The second section was till'll approved as 
read. 

Mr, HAILMAN moved to amend section 3d, 
making nine members of the Board a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

Mr. BURGWIN moved as an amendment to 
the amendment, “that at all slated meetings 
nine members constitute a quorum and at all 
other meetings, a majority of the members to 
he a quorum.”

f iosed to Inserting any term, preferring to 
eavetbe section remain as It was viz: ‘‘The 
appointment to he held during good behavior 
—the officer to be subject to removal by two- 
thirds majority of the Board.” 

Mr. CRAIG here offered a substitute for the 
amendment, as follows: “That the Board of 
Commissioners shall by law, regulate the 
term of the chief of the water department, said 
term not to exceed five years.”

Mr. GROSS moved the final approval of the 
bill. The motion was adopted and the bill 
passed finally. 

Mr. McAULEY then ‘offered a resolution au¬ 
thorizing the Clerks of Councils to forward the 
bill to Harrisburg, with Instructions to have 
our Legislature enact It Into a law. 

The resolution was adopted. 

AGTTON OF COMMON COUNCIL—AMENDMENTS— 
SELECT COUNCIL CONCUR. 

The amendment of the Common Council to 
section fourteen of the Water Commission bill 
was then read, and on motion S, C. concurred 
In the action and adopted the amendment. 

The amendment to section twenty-two, by 
the same body, was also concurred in, and the 
bill therefore, lias passed both brandies and 
will be forwarded to Harrisburg at once. 

Mr. KIRK moved that the Councils take up 
no new business, and proceed to dispose of 
unfinished business. Carried.

Mr. MORGAN rose to make an explanation, 
in regard to the amount due by the several fire 
companies to the Amoskeag Company. He ; 
had stated, on the floor of Councils, that the : 
amount due was about $10,000. This statement 
had been questioned by tbe editors of the Pitts- . 
burgh Gazette, but he was prepared to substan¬ 
tiate the statement—the editors of the Gazette 
notwithstanding. He did not know who dic¬ 
tated the article or wrote it, but if he had a 
Beat on tbe floor of Council he had not manly 
spirit enough to question tbe statement then. 

Mr. HOUSTON—I wrote thejarticle, and, if It 
is not too late, I have the “manly spirit” to 
question the statement now. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the gentleman 
(Mr. Morgan) was making a personal expla¬ 
nation, and ought not to be interrupted. 

Mr. HOUSTON—I am willing to wait tlU he 
gets through. 

Mr. MORGAN then gave the respective 
amounts claimed by the Amoskeag Company, 
in support of his original declaration, which 
he claimed was correct. 

Mr. HOUSTON replied that be did not ques¬ 
tion the statement as to the amount alleged to 
be due,but did question the declaration that if 
the bills were not paid tbe Amo^reag Company 
would seize the engines. He still disbelieved 
that tbe Amoskeag Company would deprive 
the city of the use of the engines, and that was 
the point made In his article. 

Mr. MORGAN rejoined that the gentleman 
evidently did not know what he was writing 
about, and cited a case in which the company 
referred to had seized upon and taken posses¬ 
sion of an engine at Fort Wayne for debt. 

The “explanations” here terminated. 

RESOLUTION OF INQUIRY.

Whereas: It has been asserted that the 
AmoskeagfFire Engine Company holds claims 
amounting to $10,000 against several of the en¬ 
gines in tbe active service of the city, and in¬ 
asmuch as tbe said company, through their 
agent, has threatened to levy upon and with¬ 
draw from service said engines unless the said 
debts are at once paid or assumed by the city;

Mr. BELL objected to the passage of the 
ordinance, as he understood several important 
ordinances had been modified or amended. 

Mr. PENNEY raised the point that a digest 
or codification meant merely an arrangement 
of the laws as they existed, and the elimina¬ 
tion of obsolete acts. He wished to know If 
any authority had been granted to the Solici¬ 
tor or the Committee to change tbe phraseolo¬ 
gy of the ordinances? Ii so, then be could not 
vote for the passage of the ordinance. 

Mr. SLAGLE replied that the ordinances 
had been changed and remodeled, and some 
entirely new ordinances had been incorpora¬ 
ted in the code. The edition had been printed 
and was ready for binding. Any alteration of 
the book now would necessitate a reprinting 
of the “forms” so altered. This difficulty had 
been apprehended, and the whole matter bad 
been fully explained to the last Councils in 
t joint session. They fully understood what 
they were doing when they gave the power to 
the Committee. If this Council desired 
to have the ordinance.! read and amended, 
they could do so. The former Council had 
been called together for that purpose, but de¬ 
clined to consider them separately. They 
chose to do their business through a Commit¬ 
tee. He might state, however, that, even tf 
there were mistakes In the code, they might 
all be corrected by a »upiementAry ordinance 
so that no injury could result to any one 
This suggestion had been made in the joint 
session 

Mr. PENNEY stated that he would not vote 
blindly for the code, even If it Involved a re¬ 
printing of the whole work. 

The PRESIDENT stated that there was noth¬ 
ing before the Council, as tbe objection to thf- 
ordlnance threw It over under tbe rules. 

Mr. BELL declined to withdraw his objec¬ 
tion, and the ordinance laid over. 

THE NEW HOOK AND LADDER TRUCK. 

Mr. FLEMING called up the petition lu ref¬ 
erence to the location of the new Hook and 
Ladder Truck, in the Seventh ward, which had 
been referred to the Committee on Fire En¬ 
gines and Hose.

$720 each. For each Hook and Ladder truck, 
one foreman at $900, and four laddermen at

and men shall at all times be under the con¬ 
trol of said Commissioners, and to perform 
such duties as may be assigned to them by the 
said Commissioners, and may be removed by 
said Commissioners. The firemen and em¬ 
ployees mentioned in this section shall be se¬ 
lected, as far as practicable, lr m the active 
members of the present fire department of the 
city of Pittsburgh; provided, that the number 
of Engines and Hook and Ladder companies 
shall be seven of the former and two of the 
latter,uniesss changed by ordinance of Coun¬ 
cils.

REPORT 01* THE MARKET COMMITTEE—ADDI¬ 
TIONAL MARKET FACILITIES—CITY HALL. 

Mr. McEWEN, Chairman of the Market 
Comm’ttee, submitted a report as follows: 

Gentlemen Your Commit tee cn Markets 
have had before them the resolution passed by 
you February 12d, directing them to inquire 
into the practicability of locating a Market 
House on Centre Avenue, between Miller and 
Roberts streets, and neg leave to say that they 
have given the resolution due consideration, 
and respectfully return It with a negative re¬ 
commendation. Your Committee do not con¬ 
sider it politic in a matter of so much impor¬ 
tance to the people Interested to place tnelr 
choice wit hin such narrow limits as are prescri¬ 
bed by the resolution referred to them. Your 
Committee, however, are unanimously of 
the opinion that an additional Market 
House is really necessary for the 
accommodation of that portion of our citizens 
residing In the upper and outer wards of the 
olty, aid therefore recommend that Councils 
give them authority to select a site and report 
the same to Councils for their approval. 

Your Committee have also had under their 
consideration the condition of the City Hall. 
They devoted some considerable time to a per¬ 
sonal examination of all parts of the Hall and 
regret to say that the largest and what might 
be the best and most attractive ball in the city 
is in a condition not at all creditable to it. The 
painting and fresroing are very much soiled, 
faded and worn off and it other* Ise has a yery 
cheerless appearance. The warn of a supper 
room, for the use of parties, is also 
very much felt and can be very readily sup¬ 
plied without making any material altera¬ 
tion in t lie hall, and ala com paratlv ^ trilling 
expense. Other halls in Lhccify that are fiuert 
up for the purpose of making money, but 
which ought not to be more attractive than 
City Hall, are able to command from fifty to 
one hundred per cent, more rent than your 
committee can possibly obtain for yours, and 
simply because they have accommodations 
that we cannot possibly furnish, and their 
halls are in an elegant condition. Your com¬ 
mittee therefore consider it useless to 
continue to rent the hall with the 
view of making it a paying invest¬ 
ment, unless Councils will place it in a 
condition suitable for the purpose for which It 
was intended. After a careful examination of 
the subject your Committee have concluded 
that $2,000 will place the hall in a condition 
that will enable you to realize an adequate re¬ 


turn for your investment in it, and therefore 
respectfully ask you to appropriate that 
amount for the purpose. 

Signed by the entire Committee. 

RESOLUTIONS.

Mi. KEHEW moved that the first resolution 
be read a third time and passed finally. 

Objections being made to the final passage of 
the resolution on account of its voting money 
out of the Treasury, a discussion ensued. 

Messrs. McEWEN and LITTELL. from the 
Market Committee, held that In its present 
condition the city was losing considerable rev¬ 
enue from the City Hall, and unless it was re¬ 
fitted they would continue to lose the revenue. 
The expenditure of $2,000 would soon repay the 
city from the rent of the Hall, which, as it is 
now, cannot be rented for anything like what 
the committee anticipated. 

Mr. GROSS moved a suspension of the rules ; 
In order to pass the resolution finally. 

The motion was sustained, the rules sus¬ 
pended by a three-fourths vote of the Council, : 
and the resolution passed finally. 

The resolution referring to the location of 
an additloaal market house in some of the 
outer wards was adopted without discussion. 

THU TAX ON RAILROAU IRON- 

Mr. HOLMES here offered an ordinance re¬ 
pealing all ordinances relative to tonnage on 
railroad iron on the Monongahela Wharf. 
Mr. HOLMES said he presented the ordi¬ 
nance not for Mr. Gray’s interest alone but in 
the Interest of stearnboatmen generally, in 
order to encourage the carrying by water of 
railroad iron, which now was almost entirely 
monopolized by railroads. The speaker 
thought the tax uDjust and unlawful. 

Mr. KEES said he thought the Wharf Com¬ 
mittee should consider the matter of lesslog 
the wharfage on all articles, which owing to 
the high rate at which It had been fired tended 
to create a depsession in the trade. 

The ordinance was referred to the Ordinance 
Committee, in conjunction with the Whart 
Committee for consideration. 

THE CITY QUAGERSHIP. 

Mr. J. S. SLAGLE. City Solicitor, then read 
an ordinauco defining the duties of the City 
Gauger. The ordinance was read a second 
time and laid over under the rules. 

COMMON COUNCIL BUSINESS. 

Select Council then took up the business of 
Common Council and concurred In all but the 
following; 

THE ACT RELATING TO PAVING. 

When the act relating to grading, paving and 
macadamizing roads in the consolidated dis¬ 
tricts was read and the action of Common 
Council reported, Mr. MURDOCH (Mr. GROSS 
In chair) moved to lay the bill on the table. 

The motion did not prevail. 

Some further discussion ensued, after which, 
on motion of Mr. KIKK, Select Council non- 
coucurred and postponed further action lor 
the present. 

THE JIOG NUISANCE. 

Mr. MURDOCH, moved to amend the ordi¬ 
nance relative to the dou nuisance so as to 
make it have force in the old b n wards. Lost 
and the action of Common Council concurred 
in. 

The action of Common Council in reference 
to amendment k to Cl.

Mr. PEARSON, petition for the grading and 
paving of Forty-second street, and for fixing 
the width of the same at thirty feet, as at pres¬ 
ent laid out. Same reference. 

RAVING IN THE NEW DISTRICTS. 

Mr. PENNEY-submitted a proposed “act rel¬ 
ative to grading, paving and macadamizing 
streets in the territory lately consolidated 
with the city of Pittsburgh.” The act repeals 
so much of the eleventh section of the act of 
April i, 1868, as requires the written applica¬ 
tion of a majority of the owners whose prop¬ 
erty Is situated, or abuts thereon, before Coun¬ 
cils can order the grading and paving of any 
street or highway In sala district or territory. 
It then provides that Councils shall order the 
grading and paving of any street already 
opened, and to cause one-third of the cost of 
said grading and paving to he assessed upon 
the property fronting or abutting thereon: and 
I a special tax upon the entire property of the 
whole district, to be collected annually, to de¬ 
fray the cost of the remaining two-thirds; pro¬ 
vided, that not more than one per cent on the 
assessed valuation be levied in any one year. 

Mr. PENNEY explained the objects contem¬ 
plated by the proposed bill. Thecost of paving 
the principal avenues would be so great that a 
majority of the property owners would never 
petition for their grading and paving. The 
main or principal thoroughfares must be put in 
passable condition. A beginning must be 
made, and that an early day. The people of 
the rural districts must be lifted out of the 
mud. In some way or other. It was now pro¬ 
posed to pave the leading thoroughfares nrst, 
under the provisions of this bill, assessing one- 
third of the cost upon the property abutting, 
and providing for the payment of the remain¬ 
ing two-thirds by a general tax upon all the 
property of the rural districts. 

Mr. SCOTT did not favor the bill fearing that 
there was something behind it which was not 
generally understood. 

Mr. BATCHELOR favored the measure a* 
the only means by which good roads or 
thoroughfares could be obtained in the rural 
districts, and many of the progressive men in 
the. new wards were in favor of it. He stated, 
In reply to a question, that Lawrencevllle was 
excepted from the operations of the two-thirds 

After some further discussion, Mr. BELL 
moved that ihe bill be referred to the Ordi¬ 
nance Committee to report. 

Mr. BATCHELOR stated that it was impor¬ 
tant to have the matter decided now, as the 
Legislature would adjourn before Councils 
would meet again, anu the people of the new 












wards would be left in the mud another year. 

Mr. JONES asked whether those thorough¬ 
fares not under the control of the city—the 
Braddocks Field road, for instance—could be 
paved under the provisions of the proposed 
act? 

Mr. PENNEY stated that negotiations were 
pending for the purchase of the Braddocks 
Field and Sharpsourg roads, and as soon as 
these roads were under the control of the 
city they would be paved, but not till then. 

Mr, BATCHELOR moved the suspension of 
the rules and the third reading and final 
passage of the resolution instructing our mem¬ 
bers in the Legislature to have the bill enacted 
into a law. This motion was agreed to. 

THE STREETS. 

Mr. WELDON presented the report of the 
Street Committee, as follows: 

Gentlemen— Your Committee on Streets 
would report the following ordinances: 

For grading and paving Fortieth street; Lib¬ 
erty street, from Haslett street totheturnplke; 
Liberty street, from Thirty-first to Thirty -sec¬ 
ond street; Irwin’s alley, (grading); Apple 
alley; Clarke street, and Thirty-ninth street. 
For board walk on Elm street; for sewer on 
High street; for widening Webster avenue 
from Seventh to Grant street; for open- 
lag Rose street: for opening Forty-third 
Btreet; for grading and paving Spruce 
alley from Twenty-fourth to Twenty-fifth 
streets; for changing the salary of the 
City Engineer, and requiring him to pay into 
the Treasury all fees for lot regulating, and 
laying out plans of lots; one for grading, pav¬ 
ing and curbing Beech alley, and St. Patrfck’o 
alley; for straightening Second avenue, from 
Birmingham bridge to Brady street. 

The report was accepted, and the accompany¬ 
ing ordinances read by tbe Chair, 

The ordinances for the grading, paving and 
corbtng of Fortieth street, from Butler to the 
Allegheny Valley Railroad; Thirty-ninth street 
from Butler street to the railroad; Spruce alley 
from Twenty-fourth to Twenty-firth street; 
Liberty street, from Hastell street to the turn¬ 
pike, were read three times and passed. The 
other ordinances named in the report were 
laid over under the rules. 

Mr. WELDON presented an ordinance ap¬ 
pointing Messrs. James Black and Thomas 
Stewart as Viewers in the opening of the 
Greensbnrg turnpike. In place of Samuel Mc¬ 
Kee and Z. Walnrlght. Read three times and 
passed.

ELEVEN OF THE MEMBERS WITHDRAW. 
Considerable confusion here ensued, eleven 
of the members withdrawing. 

Several of the members remaining In the 
chamber protested against thcCH AIRMAN al¬ 
lowing the members to go out, and he (the 
CHAIRMAN)called them back, but they re¬ 
marked t hat lie had given them permission to 
withdraw aud t hey were going to do so. 

Mr, DICKSON—(Dr. Gallaher in the door)— 
Come back. Doctor; come hack. 

Mr. KEHEW said that every member leav¬ 
ing the Council chamber, had cast a stain ol 
reproach upon the Council, himself and the 
city. 

READING OF THB FIRST SECTION. 

The reading of the first sect ian of the act was 
then called for, and the PRESIDENT stated 
he would first count the members and see if 
there was a quorum present. 

Mr. BURGWIN said the Chairman had no 
right to count the number present. He could 
only receive official notice when a vote wa* 
called. 

The CHAIRMAN Insisted on his decision. 

Mr. BURGWIN appealed from the decision 
of the Chair, and the appeal was seconded. 

The CHAIRMAN Raid the Connell could go 





































an with the business, but he would resign. He 
suggested, however, that Council adjourn to- 
ineet on Wednesday or Thursday. 

Considerable opposition was manifested on 
the suggestion to adjourn. 

; The CHAIRMAN again decided that there 
was no meeting, no quorum being present. 

Mr. BURGWIN stated that if the Chairman 
decided there was no meeting and reslgued. 
Council could electa Chairman and proceed 
with the business. 

Mr. BROWN coincided with the member and 
thought a majority of the Council could order 
a call of the house. 

Mr. BURG WIN held that a quorum was 
present, for the reason that no member leaving 
the house had been excused by the Chairman, 
hence they were present in the eyes of the law. 
They had answered at roll call, participated in 
the proceeding and were legally present. 

THE CHAIRMAN RESIGNS, 

Mr. SHIPTON here resigned the Chair, and, 
an motion of Mr. BITRGWfN, Mr. MURRAY 
was called to the Chair. 

Mr. BUItGWIN moved that the bill now be 
taken up section by section. 

Ponding the adoption of the motion, remarks 
were made on the conduct of the Council men 
who had left the Chamber, 

Mr. KIRK, thought the members, by leaving 
the house had committed an outrage and an 
insult on their fellow Council men, as well as 
bn ihe clly of Pittsburgh, and their actions 
would equal the proceedings of the Indiana 
Legislature. The speaker held Hint the Cown- 
, oilmen leaving had noted disgraceful, as had 
also the Chairman of the mealing by resigning. 
The members of the outside districts had favor- 
ed every movement for the benefit of the old 
city, and when a question in which they are 
interested was brought up, ihe Council.Instead 
I of deliberating like cilizens, had acted like a 
mohauri ran away. 

Mr. SIUPTON asked that, every vote on ihe 
I adoption of the sections of the bill be recorded. 

1 The CHAIRMAN slated that at the proper 
time Mr. Shlpton could call for the yeas and 
nays. 

Mr. IvEIIKW agreed with Mr. KIRK, aud 
thought the members 1 diving had disgraced 
themselves and Council also.

SELECT COUNCIL.

A regular meeting of the Select and Common 
Councils of Pittsburgh was held on Monday 
afternoon, April 26th, 1869, in their respective 
Chambers, City Building. 

Council was called to order shortly after two 
o’clock, and the CLERK called the roll, the fol¬ 
lowing members answering to their names: 
Messrs. Ah 1, A hi born, Burgwin, Coffin, Craig, 
Dickson, Edwards, Gallaher, Gross, Hallman, 
Hartman, Herron, Holmes, Kane, Kehew, 
Kirk, Laufman, Littell, Lloyd, Marshall, Mor¬ 
row, Murdoch, Murray, McClelland, McEwen, 
McMahon, Quinn, Rafferty, Rees, Rush,

McAuley, President, 

Absent—Messrs. Armstrong, Brown, Jones, 
Ogden, Phillips and Wilson. 

THE LEGALITY OF THE LAST MEETING. 

The minutes of the meeting of March 29th 
were reau, and on motion approved, and the 
CLERK was about proceeding with reading 
the minutes of the special meeting, held April 
12th, when Mr. GALLAHER moved that they 
be not read, for the reason that the meeting 
was not a legal one and consequently the 
minutes were of no account whatever. 

Mr. BURGWIN held that the minutes should 
be read, and unless disproved as recorded by 
the CLERK, the Chair could not recognize the 
gentleman’s motion. 

Some further discussion then ensued, after 
which the ml nutes referred to were read. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND moved to approve them 
as read. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to strike out all the 
minutes after the words “Council met on 
special call,” and insert the following: “It 
being discovered that the meeting was an ille¬ 
gal one, no member having been notified In 
the manner prescribed, it adjourned.” 

Mr. BURGWIN' raised the point that as the 
minutes stood the gentleman was not a parti¬ 
cipant in the proceedings of Council, and 
therefore could not make a motion. 

Mr. LITTELL askedand obtained leave to be 
heard before they (meaning the members who 
“bolted” at the last meeting) were excluded, if 
they were to be excluded. He was opposed to 
the approval of the minutes as they stood and 
was willing to expunge them entirely, but 
would, as a compromise, move that that por¬ 
tion of the minutes up to, and including, the 
time a quorum was present remain as record¬ 
ed, and the balance of the proceedings be 
stricken out. 

Mr. BURGWIN asked if the point raised by 
him, viz: that while the resolutions adopted at 
the meeting ontbe 12th Inst, remained on the 
minute book, not having been disproved, the 
gentleman (Mr. Gallaher) could make a mo¬ 
tion. 

The PRESIDENT—You cannot compel mem¬ 
bers to remain in the chamber, and without a 
quorum you cannot possibly transact busi¬ 
ness. 

Mr; GALLAHER now obtained the floor,and 
proceeded to speak as follows: When I came to 
the meeting on the I2th instant, I thought I 
was the only member who had not been offi¬ 


cially notified of the meeting. But I ^after- 
wards ascertained that none of the membei* 
had received any other notice than a “squib” 
in the newspapers, and on making this dis¬ 
covery X made the point that It was illegal. 
The point was sustained in part, and several 
of ns withdrew. The remaining members 
thought they could transact business, and pro¬ 
ceeded to do so, thereby distinguishing them¬ 
selves as a “Rump” Council, and an attempt 
to expel those members withdrawing from the 
chamber was among the business transacted 
by this “Rump” Council. It was, in plain 
terms, “a fraud.” Iam opposed to a record of 
the proceedings, for the reasons that they 
contain nonsensical resolutions and al¬ 
so for tiie reason that it was an il¬ 
legal meeting throughout. I have been a 
member of Council for four years, and was 
never at a meeting that I was not notified by 
the Messenger. It would be as legal. In my 
opinion, for the Messenger of Council to stand 
on Coal Hill and call us together by means of 
a horn, as for the newspapers to inform us. 
In consequence of no notices being served, ten 
of the City Comic Ilmen were not present, and 
the members of the outside districts, taking 
advantage of this circumstance, sprung upon 
us a oil! involving an outlay $2,2cK>,000, with the 
hope of passing it. In conclusion, I move to 
strikeout all as first stated, because it is lu¬ 
dicrous, Illegal and establishes a bad prece¬ 
dent. 

Mr. LITTELL then read the rules of parlia¬ 
ment in reference to a quorum, which stated 
that if on count, by a call of the roll, it ap¬ 
peared there was no quorum present, business 
was virtually suspended. 

Mr. HAILM AN said those rules did not ap¬ 
ply to City Connells; they had rules of their 
own. 

Mr. LITTELL thought Councils had not been 
governed by any rules at their meeting on 
the 12th inst., judging from the minutes of the 
proceedings. He then ^continued his reading 
of rules, from which he held that no quorum 
being present, a meeting must necessarily ad¬ 
journ. 

d aviug concluded the reading of the rules of 
parliament the PRESIDENT decided the point 
of Mr. HAILMAN well taken, namely, “that 
the rules referred to did not apply to this 
body.” 

Mr. MURDOCH thought none of the mem¬ 
bers had began at the light place. He wanted 
to know if members after participating lu the 
proceedings of Councils for five or ten min¬ 
utes, could leave their seats, take their hats, 
and without permission walk out of the Coun¬ 
cil chamber, and in doing so place their fin¬ 
gers on their noses. It had been done, and 
thereby established a very dangerous prece¬ 
dent. 

Mr. HOLMES—Mr. President, how are mem¬ 
bers usually notified of meetings. 

The PRESIDENT—By the Messenger. 

Mr. HOLMES then said no uotice had been 
served on him and several other members who 
were present at that meeting, and the point 
was raised that it was illegal, and during the 
discussion the President pro fern., Mr. SHIP- 
TON, informed them that the only alternative 
they had in case they deemed the meeting ille¬ 
gal was to leave the chamber. They withdrew 
and were then abused by those remaining, 
who claimed to be gentlemen. The gentlemen 
were evidently those who went out. lie moved 
toexpunge the minutes entirely, and added 
that unless it was done there would be a fight 
during the whole of the present year. 

Mr. BURGWIN said he had no personal feel¬ 
ing in the matter, but he wished to slate the 
legal points bearing on the ease. The Clerk 
was a sworn officer; he had taken the minutes 
as they occurred; they had not been disap¬ 
proved, and he held that none of the members 
who had left the Chamber at the meeting of 
the 12th could be heard while the resolutions 
adopted then remained on the record. 

Several members stated that the resolutions 


were worth nothing, no quorum having been 
present when they were adopted. 

In reply, Mr, BURGWIN stated that the 
Chairman had no authority to count members, 
and could only take official notice, when a call 
of the house was ordered by a member. He 
had said nothing personal against any of the 
members. 

Mr. HOLMES—Your resolution did. 

Mr. BURGWIN—Yes, and I voted for it. 

Mr. BURGWIN then went on to say that 
when members of Council came to a meeting 
and after participating in the proceedings left 
without permission of the chairman, they 
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were still in the eyes of the law present. 

Mr. HOLMES—What is the member talking 
about? 

Mr, BURGWIN—I am replying to Mr. Littell 
in reference to his remarks about a quorum. 

The PRESIDENT stated that he had read the 
reports of the various newspapers in the city, 
and all agreed that the withdrawal of the 
members left the Council without a quorum; 
that the President, Mr, SHIPTON, so decided, 
and notwithstanding, the remaining members 
proceeded to the transaction of business. The 
President decided under oath, and would cer¬ 
tainly not have made such a decision had he 
not been warranted In doing so. 

Mr. BURGWIN said that Mr. SHIPTON had 
left the chair while there was yet a quorum 
present. When the speaker came into Coun¬ 
cil, he raised the point that all proceedings 
should be conducted strictly in accordance 
with the rules, and If the rules were enforced 
the members were censurable for leaving the 
Council chamber, 

Mr. HOLMES—We did not go out without 
permission. 

Mr. SHIPTON said lie had not given them 
permission to go out. He had said, however, 
that if they considered the meeting illegal, 
why «id they remain in their scats, whereupon 
they arose to leave. He called them buck 
and warned them that it would leave 
Council without a quorum, but they refused to 
resume their places, and withdrew. 

Mr. BURG WIN stated that where a member 
leaves without permission, be is looked upon 
as being present. If legislation was to be un¬ 
set on that account, one-fourth of the bills 
passed by the Legislatures and Congressof the 
United States would be wortii nothing. The 
rule of Council was that if on a call of Die 
house, it appeared that no quorum was pres¬ 
ent, the President could order an adjourn¬ 
ment, but he could not order a call. 

Mr. GA LLAHER—Where's the rule? 

Mr. CRAIG then arose to make some re¬ 
mark*, but the appearance of the CLERK of 
Common Council caused him to resume Ills 
seat. 

While the Clerk was announcing the busi¬ 
ness from Common Council, t he members were 
conversing among themselves, and several 
were heard to say “If yon don’t think we are 
entitled to our seAts, put ns out.” 

The PRESIDENT was about proceeding with 
the business from Common Council, when Mr. 
MURRAY made the point that the pending 
question would first have to be settled before 
anything else could be taken up. 

The CHAIR decided the point well taken. 

Mr. CRAIG, who had previously had the 
floor, said he thought if the motion toexpunge 
was carried, it would establish a very danger¬ 
ous precedent. He thought an hour should be 
spent calmly in the consideration of the mat¬ 
ter. If members of Council could par¬ 
ticipate in the proceedings of the 
body until the business became obnoxious, 
and then leave, it would In time certainly 
break up meetings in disorder and rowdyism, 
and if the motion or amendment prevailed Jhe 
speaker held that it would have an evil effect 
in the future. The Councils had all taken 
oaths todfsoharge their duties conscientiously 
and to the best of their ability, and if at any 
meeting they could leave when the proceed¬ 
ings became disagreeable, for the purpose of 





retarding action on any bill or other measure, 
It would be done on many occasions. The 
members who left the Chamber at the last 
meeting had certainly acted unadvisedly, but 
they had had time to reflect, and would now, 
if they spoke the truth, say they had acted 
wrong. 

Mr, LITTELL asked if it was a legal meeting 
why they did not go on with the busi¬ 
ness, the consideration of the bill 
brought before them by Mr, GROSS ? 
Because they knew in their hearts they could 
not proceed and went to work and abused the 
Councilmen who had withdrawn. His reason 
for leaving the Council Chamber was that he 
would have made the twenty-fourth member, 
just a quorum, and not desiring to act as a 
pivot on which they could pass the bill, he had 
withdrawn. He was opposed to having meas¬ 
ures forced into Ills and his* fellow Council- 
men’s faces, but he would litre to see the mat¬ 
ter compromised in some way. He appealed 
to Mr. Burgwin to know if ever in his life he 
saw proceedings recorded in Parliament where 
anything was recorded after it was decided 
there was not a quorum present. The speaker 
did not want to be personal and hoped 
he was not, but desired to state the truth. 

Mr. BURGWIN was about replying to the 
last speaker, when the President ruled him 
out of order, he having already made two 
speeches on the subject. 

Mr. LITTELL asked the same gentleman 
another quest ion. 

Mr. BURGWIN rose to a point of order, 
whether a member could ask a question unless 
the person to whom it was directed could an¬ 
swer it. Sustained. 

Mr. MORROW contended that the minutes 
showed there was no quorum present in the 
latter part of the meeting, and if the members 
were ready to vote that there was a quorum 
present and that the meeting was alegal one, he 
would call for the yeas and nays. As long as 
the members remained in the seats,he thought 
the meeting was legal, but when they with¬ 
drew and left no quorum, there was no meet¬ 
ing. He called for the yeas and nays on the 
previous question to strike out the latter por¬ 
tion of the minutes. 

Mr. HAILMAN—When members of Councils 
leave the Chamber can they go outside of the 
railing? 

The PRESIDENT—They can go where they 
please. 

Mr, GROSS said they were about proceeding 
in the same manner as before, when they had 
“skedaddled.” The gentleman then proceeded 
to review the facts of the matter. A commit- 
ee had called upon the President and he issued 
the call on the Saturday morning preceding 
the 12th inst. for a meeting on that 
day. The meeting convened and the 
President now and before has decided It to 
have been a legal meeting. He had often re¬ 
ceived no notice of a meeting except through 
the papers, and was so notified of tne meeting 
of the 12th. He presented the bill; It was read 
once, and a member moved to have it printed. 
This was defeated. Next a motion was made 
to postpone action, which was also defeated, 
and later still amotion to adjourn was offered 
and lost. Defeated in all attempts towards de¬ 
laying the consideration of the bill, they adopt¬ 
ed the mean, sneakiug way of leaving the 
Council Chamber in the hope of destroying the 
business. 

Here Mr. GROSS was interrupted, and con¬ 
siderable confusion prevailed. 

Mr. HAILMAN moved that the gentleman 
be allowed to proceed, the city members hav¬ 
ing been heard, which was carried. 

Mr. AHLBORN—'The Council ought not to 
submit to the insults offered. I for one will not 
do so. 

Mr. MORROW here withdrew his motion for 
the previous question 

The PRESIDENT—Then do not Interrupt the 
speaker any more. 

Mr. REES now called for the previous ques¬ 
tion. 

• Pending the adoption of the last motion Mr. 
GROSS was permitted toconcludehis remarks. 
He said the President oi the Council had warn¬ 
ed the members as they were about withdraw¬ 
ing that they would leave the body without a 
quorum: they went out notwithstanding, as 
he bad acknowledged in open Council to-day.

APPEAL FROM THE DECISION OF THE CHAIR, 

Mr. GALLAHER arose and appealed from 
the decision of the Chair that the meeting was 
legal. 

The PRESIDENT ruled as follows: By what¬ 
ever cause a member comes to a meeting and 
participates in the proceedings, that meeting 
is clearly legal; but if asked for a decision in

Mr. CRAIG thought it too late to appeal on

TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLAR 
WATER BONDS. 

Mr. COFFIN, an ordinance providing for the 
issue of water bonds to the amount of $250,000, 
in accordance with the act ol Assembly passed 
February klISG8, entitled “An act to authorize 
the city of Pittsburgh to borrow money.” The 
bonds ate to ruu for twenty-five years, at the 
rate of seven per cent, per annum, to date from 
the 1st, of July, 1869. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the bonds were 
for the water extension. The ordinance was 
drawn in accordance with the act of February, 
1868, $250,000 of which had already been issued 
and expended for new engines, Ac., at the 
works, and for the extension of the water to 
the new districts. This would leave $>00,000 of 
the amount authorized In the act of 1868. It 
did not interfere with the second bill at ail. 
Tim second bill gave the Council the power to 
borrow £2,000,000 in case they needed that sum, 
$1,000,000 beside that authorized in the first bill. 

On motion of Mr. S. J. WAIN WRIGHT, the 
ordinance was read a third time and passed 
finally.

Mr, EDWARDS stated that there being no 
names in the bill the Finance Committee nad 
considered it worthless.

Mr. BURG WIN moved that the sections 
wdlch had been altered be published, in order 
to allow the members to see the changes, and 
farther, that a special committee of three 
from the Select Council be appoinetd to take 
the matter in hand and inquire at whose so¬ 
licitation the alterations were made.

Mr. HOLMES moved that the resolution he 
laid on the table, which motion was with¬ 
drawn to permit an explanation. 

Mr. REES explained that the resolution did 
not apply to the outside districts.

Rules suspended, and the resolution 
passed finally, 

CITY LOCAL CONTRACT. 

The PRESIDENT read a communication 
from Emery A Bros., stating that they had 
leased the coal works of Messrs. C. Cherry A 
Co., receiving among other things a contract 
for the furnishment of coal to both the lower 
and upper water works, irom April 1st, 1868. 
The contract had been taken at an exceedingly 
low price, and often their loss was two ana a 
half cents on the bushel on coal delivered at 
the upper works. They had fulfilled the terms 
of the contract, and thought the Council, 
should now renumerate them. The amount 
delivered at the lower water works was 288,711 
bushels; amount at upper works, 67,241, mak¬ 
ing a total of 305,952 bushels. The loss to Em¬ 
ery Bros, was £7,618 80, and they humbly 
prayed the city to make good that amount. 
The contract price was eight cents for coal de¬ 
livered at the upper works, and seven and a 
half cents at the lower works. Referred to the 
Water Committee. 

Mr. KIRK offered an amendment to the 
rules. 

Mr. BURGWIN said he had a resolution in 
reference to the rules, when both were on mo¬ 
tion were referred to the special Committee on 
Rules. 

Mr. MORROW moved a suspension of the 
rules In order to concur in the ordinance 
changing the place of holding the election in 
the Seventeenth ward.

The members of the 
Legislature should understand that they are 
the servants of the Councils, as the Councils 
are the servants of the people whom they re¬ 
present, and It is their duty to pass such bills 
as Councils may approve, unless good reasons 
are shown for not doing so.

Resolved, That the Connells of the city of 
Pittsburgh protest against the members of onr 
legislature interfering with the legislation of 
our city, and request the Governor not to sign 
the water commission bill. . 

Thq/esolnllon was adopted. 

THE SWITCH LICENSE CASK.

Instructing the Solicitor to bring 
sutt against Knap, Rudd & Co., for switch li¬ 
cense, was reported from Select Council as 
having been “referred to the Solicitor to re¬ 
port the right of the city to bring suit.”

For each load ot Sand 
containing 1 ton or less, 5 cents, and for each ad¬ 
ditional ton or iractional part thereof over 1 ton, 3 
cents. For each load of Lime containing less than 1 
ton, 10 cents, and for each additional ton or frac¬ 
tional part thereof over 1 ton, 6 cents. For each load 
of Ice containing less than 1 ton, 5 cents, and for each 
additional ton or fractional part thereof over 1 ton, 3 
cents. For each draft of Grain containing lees than 1 
ton, 25 cents, and for each additional ton or frac¬ 
tional part thereof over 1 ton, 14 cents. For each 
draft of Live Stock less than 1 ton, 50 cents, and for 
each additional ton or fractional part thereof over 1 
ton, 30 cents. For drafts of other articles, the 
weighing of which is not specifically provided for, the 
fees shall be for each draft containing less than 1 
toe, 15 cents,and for each additional ton or fractional 
part thereof over 1 ton, 10 cents. 

The amount to be paid to the city by each 
Weighmaster shall not be less thau 50 per cent, of

It was changed 
in Legislature to nine members—said mem¬ 
bers to be appointed by Councils from the citi¬ 
zens at large—the term of office to be nine 
years, one member going out annually. The 
bill fixed the term of office of the chief of the 
department at three years, or during good 
behavior, whereas Councils fixed it 
during good behavior. Mr. Russell 
Erretr-, Senator from ; this county, procured 
the change in the first section, naming nine 
citizens (by whom selected we cannot say) as 
constituting the Board, and as thus amended 
the bill passed the Senate. When the bill 
reached the Rouse, it refused to concur and 
ultimately the names were stricken out. The 
number was not changed, however, and the 
bill passed finally. The committee express 
entire Iguorance as to what prompted Mr. 
Krrett'H'action; it only knows that openly and 
avowedly he had assumed the responsibility of 
changing the action of Councils. They invited 
Ike Senator to he present, but he declined. In 
some important details the bill is not what the ( 
Councils would like to have it, yet sub¬ 
stantially the same object may be attained.

Mr. SHIPTON presented the report of the 
Gas Committee as follows: The petitions for 
public lamps at various points were consltier¬ 
ed, and tne committee recommend tbe erec¬ 
tion of lamps at the following locations: One 
on corner of Bedford avenue and Gum street;

ley. 

Accepted, and the lamps mentioned ordered. 

RESOLUTION CALLED UP. 

Mr, PHILLIPS called up the resolution re¬ 
ported in the report of the special committee 
on the Water Commission bill. 

Mr. McCLLELLAND moved to lay thereso- 
tion on the table. Withdrawn in order to per¬ 
mit discussion. 

Mr. HAILMAN said the question now was a 
supply of water or no water. The supply we 
now have may be sufficient for the old wards, 
butitisuot sufficient to supply the extreme 
limits of the pipes now laid. The present 
works can not be increased by the first bill 
authorizing the issue of bonds to the araoimt 
of a million dollars, and only by the bill sent 
to the Legislature of 1868. Whatever our legis¬ 
lators had done should receive no considera¬ 
tion now; they could be attended to hereafter. 
The bill ought to be accepted, and the work ot 
erecting tbe works, &o., proceeded with, and 
then if changes were necessary they could be 
procured next fall. 

Mr. KIRK was opposed to accepting the bill, 
and was in favor or allowing the responsibility 
to rest where It properly belonged, with Sena* 
tor Krrett or those back of him. He was high¬ 
ly gratified with the report of the committee, 

Mr. PHILLIPS (Mr. Murray in tbe chair) 
stated that he had favored the bill as it had 
first been introduced into Councils; that he 
had been at Hariisbnrg during the s- ss onof 
theLegislatu re of 186S, but, by way of expana- 
tlon, would say that he had not tn any way in¬ 
terfered with fcbe bill. 

Mr. BURG WIN thought it was very unbecom¬ 
ing Id a member or Senator to interfere with 
the action of Council, but the question now 
was, “Would the city accept the bill,or let the 
work go over for anot her year.” He urged the 
acceptance of the bill, and then, if the Council 
saw fit, they could pass resolutions of censure 
hereafter. 

Mr. LITTELL said the Committee had ascer¬ 
tained the name of the Senator who introduc¬ 
ed the changes, and if any member could give 
the names of the persons who had their names 
inserted In the bill as the Commissioners he 
would be satisfied. 

Mr. HARTMAN (Mr. BURGWIN in the 
Chair,) said the Committee, In their resolution, 
requested the Councils to repudiate their for¬ 
mer action, but he, for one, would not vote for 
the resolution requesting the Governor to sign 
the bill. 

Mr. McMAHON moved to adjourn. Lost. 

Mr. GROSS said that a resolution of censure 
or some rebuke Bhould be passed, but the ques¬ 
tion of water involved the health of the citi¬ 
zens, and the bill ought to be accepted. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved that a special day 
be appointed for the consideration of the bill. 

The question was then called for on Mr. 
PHILLIPS' motion to adopt the resolution re¬ 
questing the Governor to sign the bill, and the 
yeas and nays resulted as follows:

illed, merits and deserves the censure of this 
body, and that the Clerk be Instructed to in¬ 
form him of tbe passage of this resolution, and 
express our dissatisfaction with his course in 
this matter.

For grading and paving Forbes street, from 
Chestnut to Magee; laid over. 

For grading and paving Snowden alley; laid 
over. 

The ordinance to increase the compensation 
of the Street Commissioner of the Third 
District, Mr. Hosack, from ene thousand to 
twelve hundred hollars, was read. 

Mr. MORGAN objected to the ordinance, and 
cited tue provision of the consolidation act, 
which prohibits the increase of the salary of 
any city officer, which has been fixed by Coun¬ 
cils, during the term for which he has been 
elected. 

Mr. MCCARTHY and Mr. SCOTT contended 


that the salary of Mr, Hosack had never been 
fixed, and that it was understood at the outset 
that his salary should be fixed at twelve hun¬ 
dred dollars. 

Mr. MORGAN moved to refer the ordinance 
to the City Solicitor for his opinion as to the 
legality of the ordinance. Adopted. 

SURVEY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. CH IS LETT, Chairman of the Survey 
Committee, presented profiles of grades of 
streets in the Sixteenth ward; plan of Hazlett 
street; aud plan of streets through the Roup 
farm, Twentieth ward.

and remain on duty until twelve o’clock, p. m.; 
forty one officers and four lieutenants, go on 
duty at 8 o’clock, p. m., in the old city proper 
and remain on duty until 8 o’clock a. m.; eight 
officers on Fifth and Sixth avenues, from 7 A. 

M. until 0 p. m. At the Mayor's Office, seven 
officers, one chfef, one captain and one relief 
captain. Total bumfoer in old city proper 1D8 
men, six officers and one lieutenant in Law- 
renceville. Five officers go on duty at 2 o’clock 
p. M,; two in Lawrenceville one in Bloomfield; 
one from the Cemetery gate to the Sharpsburg 
bridge, remaining on duty until 12 o’clock 
p.m.; tworaen goon duty at 8 o’clock p. m„ 
and remain until 6 a. m. 

Thnee officers and one Lieutenant are sta¬ 
tioned at East Liberty; two go on duty at 2 
o’clock p. m., and two go on duty at. 8 o’clock 
P, k., and remain on duty until 8 o’clock a. m. 

There is one officer stationed at Oakland from 
12 o’clock m. until 10 o’clock p. m.: also two offi¬ 
cers stationed at Copper Works district from 2 
p. x. until 12 o'clock p m. 

Total number of police one hundred and 
fweniy-two.

RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM. 

Mr. MORGAN presented the report of the 
Committee on Retrenchment and Reform, as 
follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RETRENCHMENT 
AND REFORM, 

To the Honorable , the Select and Common Council 

of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Your Committee, appointed by joint resolu¬ 
tion of Councils, beg leave to report that they 
have partially attended to the duties; have ex¬ 
amined into the conduct and management of 
the Allegheny and Monongahela wharfs, the 
Diamond Markets, and the conduct of Horace 
S. Snowden, late Acting Clerk of James Black- 
more, Esq., ex-Mayor of the city. 

The Allegheny wharf, during the last fiscal 
year ending February 1,1869, netted to the city 
treasury the sum of #255 55, which your Com¬ 
mittee think should have been ten times as 
much if the business of the Wharfmaster had 
been attended to. We find tnat the wharf has 
been used by persons for years without paying 
anything for its use. Commencing at the east¬ 
ern line, we find some person using it fora 
stone yard. Then Brown A Co. occupy a space 
300 by 75 feet lor depositing the refuse of 
their rolling mill, for which they don’t pay, 
and the use of the wharf by other parties is 
out of the question. We think they should 
pay for it at least one-haif the amount it could 
be rented for from other parties. The ground 
they use is very low, and Is covered by water 
several times during the year. Then comes J. 
N. Shallenberger, who uses a space about 400 by 
100 feet, for which he pays tne paltry sum of 
#450 per year, Mr. Shallenberger could not 
rent the amount of ground he occupies for 
$2,000 per year from private parties. Ami, tak¬ 
ing into consideration the fact that he uses it 
for a flagstone yard, and that he unloads and 
works the stone upon the ground without hav¬ 
ing to employ teams to haul them, your com¬ 
mittee would recommend that the Allegheny 
Wharf Committee be instructed to Increase his 
rent to $2,000 per year. Until you come to tne 
Sixth (late St. Clair) Street Bridge, it Is occu¬ 
pied by parties for the storage of oil in barrels 
and empty barrels,and for coopershops and oth¬ 
er purposes for which a mere bagatelle is paid. 
Just below the bridge comes D. Leonard, who 
occupies a space abont 100 by 70 feet, for which 
he pays the insignificant sum of $50 per year. 
Mr. Leonard heretofore rented a piece of 
ground about the same size as the one he 
occupies upon Ihe wharf, for which he paid 
#,500. and moved off of it because he could get 
the wharf for one-tenth the amount. Then lor 
a long distance the wharf is occupied by old 
flatboata and other articles, for which the 
Wharimaster does not collect anything. 
James Reese occupies a part of the wharf 200 
by 70 feet, r or the storage of various articles 
used in the machine business, for which he 
does not pay, and other parties use it for the 
storage of lumber, for which they pay a very 
small amount. We also find that the Wharf- 
master employs two men, one to level the dirt, 
Ac., placed on the wharf, and one whose 
chief business appears to be to smoke and 
slceD In the Wharfmaster’s office. Since your 
committee was raised a great many reforms 
have been commenced on the wharf, and the 
present Wharf Committee appear to attend 
more to the business than the committee of 
last year. Your committee would recommend 
the Wharr Committee to have one of the men 
at present employed upon the wharf discharged, 
as his services are entirely useless and his 
wages could be saved to the city. 

We next come to the Monongahela Wharf 
and find the lower end covered with old pieces 
ot machinery, hollers and curb stones, which 
have heeo deposited there for years. One large 
holler, the owner informs us, he pays si >rage 
for to a firm engaged In the boiler business. 
The boiler remains on the wharf and the city 
receives no benefit. The Wharfmaster says 
he does not know ibe owner and he stilt al¬ 
lows it to remain. As we go up the wharf 
towards the Monongahela Bridge, we find it 
made a depository for cinders from the differ¬ 


ent establishments between Liberty and Ferry 
streets, and also by parties who occupy it for 
the storage of lumber, and one party—G. W, 
Coffin—uses it lor a spar yard and gang plank 
factory, which covers a space about forty by 
one hundjed feet, for which be pays twenty- 
five dollars per year. The same sized piece of 
ground could not be rented for three hundred 
dollars yer year. Above the mouth of Ferry 
street the wharf is in good order and repair. 
We find that the Wharfmaster enforces any 
part of an ordinance which suits himself and 
allows the other parts to be violated with Im¬ 
punity. For instance, the Ordinance for the 
Government of the Wharfs, Bee. 9 reads: 
“All metal and blooms discharged 
on the Monongahfla Wharf shall 
be discharged between Ferry street 
and Penn street, shall be ranked compactly at 
least three feet high opposite the forward 
hatch of the boat discharging, sixty feet from 
the water’s edge on the paved, and thirty feet 
therefrom on the unpaved portion or the 
wharf. It shall be charged wharfage at the 
rate of twelve and a half cents per ton for ev¬ 
ery day it shall remain on the wbart after 
three days, and fifteen cents per ton for every 
day exceeding six that it shall so remain, And 
all engines, boilers, millstones, and other ar¬ 
ticles not enumerated, shall be charged wharf¬ 
age at the same rate as pig iron. It shall be 
the duty of the proper wharfmaster to remove 
at the cost of the owners, all articles men¬ 
tioned In this section that may have remained 
more than three days on either wharf. We 
find the wharfmaster does not pay atten¬ 
tion to this section. He allows pig iron to be 
unloaded at any point on the wharf without 
regard to distance from the river and never (as 
he informs your committee) collects any 
wharfage. If this section was enforced a great 
many hundred dollars miRht find its way into 
the City Treasury; and if the wharf were 
rented, particularly the Allegheny, at one-half 
the price of private property, it would, we 
think, be a source of revenu e to the city. 

We find the Diamond markets very|well con¬ 
ducted with the exception of the amount of 
gas consumed by the butchers. Some of them 
use more gas which is paid for by tbe city, 
than they pay rent for the stall they occupy. 
We would recommend the Market Committee 
to have the gas fixtures altered so that the gas 
at the stalls nearest the street could be shut off 
and thereby prevent the prodigal use of it as 
at present, we would also recommend Coun¬ 
cils to abolish the office of Clerk of Markets, 
and compel the Superintendent to attend to 
his duties as one officer about the markets, is, 
in the opinion ot your Committee enough, and 
if the office Is abolished it would save $1,000 per 
year to the tax payers. Your Committee find 
that Horace S. Snowden has collected from 
parties using tne streets for railroad switches 
the sura of #600 which he has forgotten to pay 
Into the treasury where it properly belongs. 
We would recommend to Councils that the 
City Solicitor be instructed to proceed and col¬ 
lect the same from the parties responsible. 
We also find that the following persons aDd 
firms use the streets for switches for which 
they do not pay: Knapp, Rudd A Co., Park Bro. 
* Co., Keystone Bridge Co., and Kler, Foster 
A Kler, each one switch, C. H. Armstrong, 
Laughlin A Co., and the Grain Elevator Co., 
each two switches. Your Committee 
would recommend that the proper officer 
attempt to collect tbe amount each of 
the above parties owe, and In case they re¬ 
fuse to pay, that the Street Commissioners be 
instructed to take up the switches from the 
streets and collect the cost of Ihe same from 
the parties. Your Committee intended to re¬ 
port upon various other matters connected 
with the city government and the conduct of 
some of the city officials, but could not get the 
data in time ror this meet ing, and would re¬ 
spectfully ask the acceptance of this as a par¬ 
tial report.

THE CONDITION OF THE SUPPLY BASIN.

To the Honorable, the Seled and Common Council 

of the City of Pittsburgh: 

The undersigned haveing been appointed* a 
special committee to inquire into the condi¬ 
tion of the Water Supply Basins, beg leave to 
report that they attended to the duties of their 
appointment at the time; but owing to the ill¬ 
ness and absence from the city of the Chair¬ 
man, they have been unable to present the re¬ 
sult of their investigation until now. 

When a portion of the committee visited the 
Supply Basins there were scarcely ten feet of 
water in one of them and less than nine in the 
other. There was a quantity of oil floating on 
the surface of the water in both. From ap¬ 
pearances we judged the basins had not been 
cleaned for perhaps a year; and on inquiring 
learned such was the fact. 

We would earnesily recommend that an Or¬ 
dinance be passed by Councils, requiring the 
basins to be thoroughly cleaned out three times 
a year, at least; and then filled with water and 
kept well supplied. 

We would also recommend an Ordinance 
compelling the removal inland of all privies 
fronting on and emptying into the Allegheny 
river, within the city limits, above the place 
whence our water supply is procured.

Gentlemen:— The Water Committee beg 
leave to report, that after the able report made 
to your bodies in December, 1868, that we have 
been diligently at work in connection with 
the Surveyors, and with the advice and assist¬ 
ance of the City Eugineer have collected valu** 
able information as to the most feasible and 
economical location for a new water works. 
Having visited all points suitable to the pur¬ 
pose above Negley’s Run, we find that the wa¬ 
ter between the latter place and Sandy Creek, 
is in abundance, good and pure. At Sandy 
Creek the ground is not available for the pur¬ 
pose, The same may be said of Ireland run. 
Vour Committee have concluded that the most 
available and economical nolnt Is between Neg¬ 
ley’s and Shade’s run. At“Negley’s run and be¬ 
low it the water is moreor less contaminated by 
the drainage of East Liberty, above this. At 
Shade’s run the water is from eight to ten feet 
deep at the lowest stage. The property front¬ 
ing this pool contains about one hundred 
acres, having an admirable water front for the 
purpose, and having locations on the ground 
for reservoirs at the height of 90.120, 311 and 
562 feet above the river at the present watt r 
works. This property also contains about 
fifty acres of excellent coal to supply the en¬ 
gines for elevating the water to all points 
above; also, a valuable stone quarry where 
suitable stone can be procured for the necessa¬ 
ry buildings. 

'After a thorough and careful examination of 
all the sites proposed, your Committee invited 
proposals from the respective owners for the 
sale of the different properties. They were 
submitted, and upon mature deliberation of 
all the circumstances connected with the 
speedy and most economical supply of the en¬ 
larged city with water at present, apd the 
prospective advantage both of location and 
price, your Committee unanimously recom¬ 
mend the purchase of the property of Messrs, 
Coleman and Itahm, as being not onjy the 
most suitable in all respects, but much the 
cheapest of all the sites offered. 

Signed by the entire Committee. 

The report was accepted and filed. 

Mr. COFFIN also presented an ordinance au¬ 
thorizing the Water Committee to purchase 
the property of Messrs. Coleman and Rahra, 
situated at Shade’s Run, on the bank oi the 
Allegheny river, at the price and on the terms 
proposed by the said Coleman and Rahm, in 
accordance with t he act of Assembly, approved 
February 28tli, 1868, entitled “an act to con¬ 
struct new Water Works." 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved that the ordinance be 
laid over for one month, and that the Com¬ 
mittee be instructed to employ the best en¬ 
gineers they can And to survey the Mononga- 
hela river and report. 

In answer to a question propounded by Mr. 
PHILLIPS, Mr. COFFIN stated that the pro¬ 
posed site was just seven and three-four!h 
miles from the present basin. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said that it was not more 
than one-half mile from the city as it was con¬ 
stituted at present. The same gentleinau re¬ 
marked that lie had never heard of any “ex¬ 
cursion*” up the Monongabela river by the 


Water Committee, and he desired to know if 
any bad been made, or if they relied altogether 
upon the report made by Milnor Roberts, 
Engineer, in reference tj which he says the 
1 Monongabela river will not supply Pittsburgh, 
that it will soon give out, <fcc. 

Mr. HAILMAN took strong grounds in favor 
! of the site reported by the Committee, stating 
that the present water furnished the city was 
abominable, and that only a good supply 
could be furnished by going up the Allegheny 
river. The drainage irom East Liberty all 
comes into Negley’s run, leaving the water 
above that entirely pure. 

Mr. HARTMAN stated that the Allegheny 
river for Its entire length was covered with oil, 
and on that ground he held that it could not 
be healthy. He also relerred to the engineer’s 
report in reference to the supply of the Mo* 
nongahela river, namely that it would not 
hold out in case the city was supplied out 01 it. 
He hoped then that Councils would take the 
water fiom the Mononganela river, and ex¬ 
haust the supply if possible and establish 
a vast park in the river bed, 

Mr. BROWN made a lengthy speech favoring 
the site selected by the Committee, and 
thought that the Councils also should approve 
of the site regardless of cost. The matter of 
pure water was a higher consideration than 
money, and he hoped the matter would not be 
delayed. 

Mr. SHIPTON also spoke in favor of the site 
reported by the Committee. 

Mr. GALLAHER stated that the gentlemen 
all talked as if the Council drank nothing but 
water. He thought differently. The speaker | 
then went into a lengthy discussion regarding ! 
the proposed site, favoring the Allegheny river 
as the best. I 

Several other gentlemen spoke on the ques-1 
tion, the substance of their remarks being as ; 
above. i 

Mr. HAILMAN thought that the Engineer’s 
report in reference to tne Monongahela river ' 
settled the fact in regard to a supply from that j 
quarter. I 

Mr. PHILLIPS stated that the same engineer 
had reported six years ago that the Mononga- ! 
hela river was capable of suppling two cities 
as large as London. 

RESOLUTION TO REFER BACK. ! 

Mr. BUKGWIN offered the following resolu¬ 
tion: 

Besolved, That the report be recommitted to 
the Committee, with Instructions to report the 
reasons for and against the location of the Res- ■ 
ervolr on the Monongabela river, with a view 
to obtaining our supply of water from that 
river, and that they call in the aid of compe¬ 
tent engineers and cbemtsts for the purpose of 
obtaining information on the subject, and that 
Councils hold a special session, at the call of 
the Committee, to hear and consider their re¬ 
port. 

Some further discussion ensued, after which 
the question was called on Mr. BURGWIN’S 
resolution. 

Before a vote was taken, however, Mr.WAIN- 1 
RIGHT moved to lay Die resolution on the 1 
tab!e, which was carried. 

Mr. HAILMAN moved that the ordinance! 
be read a third time and passed finally. 

Mr, PHILLIPS raised an objection. 1

Mr. LITTELL was opposed to any twelve 
men having their way, twenty-five having de¬ 
cided that the report of the Water Committee 
in reference to the site offered was the most 
feasible and economical one that could be pro¬ 
cured. The matter of good water was a press¬ 
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ing necessity and the majority of the Councils 
were satisfied that the water oi the Allegheny 
was the purest. 

Mr. JONES thought it unnecessary to ap¬ 
point new engineers, and go over the same 
ground already traversed. The community 
want pure water and no more delay should be 
occasioned in discovering the best water. He 
thought the Allegheny was the best and 
thought the ordinance should have been 
passed. 

Mr, LITTELL said t hat it was useless to an¬ 
alyze the waters, as the Allegheny wouid have 
to be selected in the end. The people would 
rise in rebellion in case the stagnant pools of 
tbe Monongahela were chosen. 

Mr. EDWARDS moved to lay the resolution 
on the table.

Mr. WELDON said there was plenty of water 
by letting the hydrants run long enough. 

The motion to reier to the Water Committee 
was lost by a vote of 2i to 28. 

The yeas and nays were called on the motion 
to adopt and were as follows:

Nays— Messrs. Albeitz, Anderson, Burr, Bar¬ 
ton, Batchelor, Bell, Boggs, Chlslett, Drub, 
Dunseatb, Fleming, Gerner, Houston, Hutch¬ 
inson, McCleane, Morton, Palmer, Pearson, 
Penney, Rebman, Reed, Scott, Verner, Vetter, 
Weisenberger. Weldon, Welsn. Total—27. 

So the question was decided in the affirma¬ 
tive. 

The second resolution was read three times 
and passed finally. 

The third resolution was read. 

Mr. MORGAN stated that the difference in 
the weight of the pipe would make a difference 
of two thousand dollars to the city. The Com¬ 
mittee made this report because they thought 
It was right. The speaker had been threat¬ 
ened with prosecution if he pushed this mat¬ 
ter. The Committee had been careful in 
weighing the pipes to see that the scales would 
be properly adjusted. If the people saw fit to 
let the matter go on they were the sufferers. 
He had expected that there would be opposi¬ 
tion In tni8 matter. 

Mr. POTTS said it was evident that there had 
been fraud in tbe matter. These men should 
have encouragement In their efforts to search 
out these hidden mysteries. Every effort 
should be taken to prevent fraud in'the future. 

Mr. MCCARTHY thought according to the 
resolution water pipes could be taken up in all 
parts of the city, fie did not think it right to 
talk about frauds without something to sub¬ 
stantiate the charge. 

Mr. CHISLET said there had been grave 
charges against persons in this community, 
and the matter should be investigated. 

Mr. CASKEY moved to lay the matter over 
until next meeting. 

Mr, McCANBLESS thought Councils should 
sustain the committee, anu hoped the resolu¬ 
tion would be passed. 

The motion to lay over until next meeting 
was lost. 

The resolution was then adopted, 

THE INELIGIBILITY OF CERTAIN MEMBERS OF 
COMMON COUNCIL. 

Mr. MORGAN, of the Retrenchment and Re¬ 
form Committee, stated that he had another 
report, which he wished to offer. 

Mr. HOUSTON—I wish to call the attention 
of Councils to the fact that this report is not a 
report of the majority of the Committee. 

Mr. MORGAN—As Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee I have a right to make a report. 

The PRESIDENT—Ail special reports must 
be signed by a majority ol' the Committee, 

Mr. MORGAN—Then I cannot present this 
report. 

The PRESIDENT—No, sir, not according to 
the rules. 

Mr. MORGAN—Then the minority have no 
rights. 

The PRESIDENT then read the rules provid¬ 
ing for the reports of committees, stating that 
under these the report could not be presented. 

Mr. MORGAN—I tnen ask for a suspension 
of the rules, for the purpose of offering this re¬ 
port, 

Mr. PENNY—I suppose there will be no im¬ 
propriety in his asking leave of Councils to 
m*ke a report, if Councils see proper to grant 

)«•;» VO, 

Mr, HOUSTON—If the gentleman states the 


nature of the report, I have no objection. As I 
understand, it Is a personal report, made out 
of malice. If he states the nature, X have no 
objection. Council can judge of its nature 
lrom the fact that his colleagues refused to 
sign it. 

Mr. MORGAN—I have only to say that I 
throw back the Imputation of malice with 
contempt. I have no stone to throw in any¬ 
body’s road, except as far as the law may do It. 

The question was then tanen on the accept¬ 
ance of the report, there being thirty-six votes 
in the affirmative. 

Mr. HOUSTON—I will change my vote if the 
nature of the report is stated. 

Mr. McKELVEY—I would ask if it pertains 
to the report of the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform? 

Mr. MORGAN—It does not. It is an outside 
matter. It was a difficult matter to get the 
Committee together to consider it. I thought 
the Committee might have signed it. If the 
gentleman from the Fourteenth ward- 

Mr. JONES—Did I refuse to sign it? 

A Member—We want to know what it is 
about. 

Mr. MORGAN—I want to read my report. I 
have nothing personal in it. Hear the report, 
and if you do not like it lay It on the table. 

Mr. JONES—Did I refuse to sign the re¬ 
port? 

Mr. MORGAN—In answer, if I may be per¬ 
mitted to explain, I will show that he would 
not sign it because.there is one of his col¬ 
leagues it is going to hurt If it is passed. 

Mr. JONES—If my colleague has acted erro¬ 
neously in this Council, I wish Council to give 
him an investigation. 

Mr. PRESIDENT—If the rules are sus¬ 
pended. 

Mr, MORGAN—Are they not suspended. 

Mr. REED—I do not know but I am one of 
persons whose name is in the report 
through malice. Il so, sir, I want the report 

JVlr. MORGAN denied the imputation of 
malice. 

A motion to suspend the rules was then car¬ 
ried unanimously and Mr. MORGAN read the 
report as follows: 

THE REPORT. 

To the Common Council of the City of Pittsburgh „* 

Gentlemen:— That part of the Committee of 
Retrenchment and Reform having a seat in 
your body, beg leave to call your attention to j 
the following correspondence between the I 
City Attorney, J. F. Slagle, Esq., and your : 
Committee, iu relation lo the right of certain 
members of the Common Council to hold 
seats in the body: 

Pittsburgh, Pa., August 10, I860. , 

J . F. Single, Esq., City Attorney: 

Dear Site—The Committee of Retrenchment 
and Reform wish to call your attention to the 
clause In the 27th section of an act entitled “a 
further supplement to the act incorporating 
the city of Pittsburgh,” approved April 7, 1867, 
which reads as follows: 

•‘Nor shall any such member be interested, 
directly or indirectly, in the profits of any con¬ 
tract or job for work, or services to be perform¬ 
ed for the corporation,”— 

And to ask you, as the legal officer of the 
city, to give us your opinion as to the right oi 
the following members of the Common Coun¬ 
cil to hold seats iu that body: 

Mr. A. W. Rook, who writes himself one of 
the firm of O’Neill & Rook, editors and propri¬ 
etors of the Pittsburgh Daily Dispatch , said 
firm of O’Neill & Rook having been elected 
City Printers, and receive money from the city 
treasury. Mr, Rook represents the First ward. 

Mr, T. P, Houston, who writes hirnself as one 
of the firm of Penniman. Reed <& Co., editors 
and proprietors oi the Pittsburgh Gazette, the 
said firm having been elected City Printers, 
ands draw money from the treasury. Mr. 
Houston represents the Second Ward. 

Mr. N. P. Reed, who represents the Eleventh 
ward, and writes himself one of the firm of 
Penniman, Reed & Co., elected City Printers, 
and receive money from the city treasury for 
work for the city. 

Mr, E. F. Anderson, who acknowledges 
himself one of ine firm of A. A, Anderson & 
Sons, who were elected City Job Printers, and 
draw money from the City Treasury for work 
performed. Mr. Anderson represents the 
Fourteenth ward. 

Mr. F, P. Case, who represents the Sixth 
ward, holds the position of Assistant Assessor 
ol Internal Revenue. 

The Committee would also ask yon if any 
member of the Councils can enter into a con¬ 
tract lrom the city whereby money is drawn 
from the Treasury, and would any contract 
bind the contractor when it is executed in vio¬ 
lation of law. 

You will please answer the above questions 
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as soon as possible, as the Committee wish to- 
inake a report to Councils at their next meet¬ 
ing. Very respectfully.

B. W. Morgan, Esq.: Bear Sir—Your Com¬ 
munication as Chairman of the Committee of 
Retrenchment and Reform, asking the opin¬ 
ion of the City Solicitor as to the right of cer¬ 
tain members to retain their seats in Councils, 
was received by Mr. Slagle just as he was leav¬ 
ing the city, and he handed it to me with the 
request that I should answer it. 

After an examination of the acts of Assem¬ 
bly and the ordinaees bearing on the subject, I 
am of opinion the proprietors of newspapers 
and printing establishments, which have been 
elected by Councils to do the city printing, 
ought not to retain their seats In Councils and 
at the same time be interested in those estab¬ 
lishments. I am also of opinion that the office 
of Assistant Assessor of the United States In¬ 
ternal Revenue tax is incompatible with that 
of City Councilman.

In pursuance of the above opinion, your 
Committee offer the following resolution: 

Resolved , That the seats of A. W. Rook, 
member from the First ward; T. P. Houston, 
from the Second ward; F. P. Case, Sixth ward; 
N. P. Reed, Eleventh ward, and E. F. Ander¬ 
son, Fourteenth ward, be and they are hereby 
declared vacant. 

The question then came upon the acceptance 
of the report. 

Mr, REED—I would ask is that the report of 
the City Solicitor? 

The PRESIDENT—It Is merely the report of 
the member from the Twenty-first ward. 

Mr. CASE—I have a word to say on the ac¬ 
ceptance of the report with regard to myself. 
At the last meeting of CouncllsI was here, and 
was not In office at the time. If it is true that 
the office renders me ineligible I could not re¬ 
sign until to-day. The reason I did not resign 
at this session was that 1 knew- of the report 
being in the house. I think it is discourteous 
tome to ask me to resign before I have au op¬ 
portunity. I thought It would look, If I re¬ 
signed before it was presented, as it l was 
scared off. 

Mr. JONES—Is this not out of order? 

Mr. CASE—I think I am not out of order. I 
stated to the Chairman of the Commute that I 
did not want to hold on it I was Ineligible. I 
thought tt was discourteous lo me to put me In 
that position. I say I do not want to hold on 
to a position to which I am not entitled, and 
therefore I think the report as it stands with 
my name in it Is discourteous. I think the 
gentlemen should have made the whole hog of 
it. The gentlemen representing the printing 
establishments are no more in contract than 
other members of this Council. There are 
plenty of gentlemen who do jobs for the city 
and are members of Councils. 

Mr. McKELVEY—If the rules are not sus¬ 
pended how does the matter come up? 

The PRESIDENT—It is not in order. 

Mr. JONES—1 ask it to be decided. 

The PRESIDENT—It Is decided. 

Mr. JONES—Well, then, there can be noth¬ 
ing further about this thing. 

Mr. PENNY—Council has allowed the chair¬ 
man of the Committee to read his report. It is 
not fair to make that the report of the Com¬ 
mittee, although he had the right to use it. 
Certainly it cannot be allowed as the report of 
the Committee on Retrenchment and Reform. 
The rules that have been read apply to the 
form by which reports come before Council to- 
nijjht. 

The PRESIDENT—Then we cannot accept it 
at ail. 

Mr. PENNY—The Chairman has gone a little 
further. It is a matter for the disposition of 
Councils, because it is a report presented by 
their authority and accompanied by a resolu¬ 
tion that may come before Councils. My point 
is that it cannot come up as the report of the 
Committee. 

Mr. MORGAN—It is, sir, a personal resolu¬ 
tion. 

The PRESIDENT—It is out of order. Is 
there any other special committee to report? 

Mr. BATCHELOR—I think it is the duty of 
Councils to refer the matter back to the City 
Solicitor to get his opinion, and not depend on 
Mr. White’s opinion. 

Mr. MORGAN—I would like to know in all 
reason if it Is not the report of Mr. Slagle? 

Voices—It is not. „ . 

Mr. MORGAN—It Is signed for Mr. Slagle. 
Can X not offer this resolution? 

The PRESIDENT—Not without a suspension 
of the rules. 





Mr. MORGAN—I withdrawn then. 

Mr. HOUSTON—Let the matter be decided 
here and now. 

Mr. REED—I hope the gentleman will get a 
square vote, and we will see if Mr. Morgan’s 
personalities can prevail. 

Mr. MORGAN—1 fling back the accusation. 


Mr. MORGAN—I fling back the accusation. 
It is not a personal matter. 

The PRESIDENT—I call the gentleman to 
order. 

Mr. MCCARTHY—I call them both to order. 
[Laughter.] 

The rules were then suspended and Mr. Mor¬ 
gan read the resolution. 

Mr. MCCARTHY—I move as an amendment 
that the matter toe held over until Mr. Slagle 
returns to the city and we get his opinion. 
Mr. White’s opinion is worth no more than 
that of any other citizen, 

Mr. BARTON—I move to strike out the part 
referring to Mr. Case. 

Mr. MCCARTHY thought the matter should 
be laid over one month, in order that proper 
information could be obtained. These gentle¬ 
men were all high toned gentlemen, and not 
one of them would hold his seat unless entitled 
to it. By laying the matter over the opinion 
ol the City Solicitor could be obtained, 

Mr. HOUSTON—Previous to election Mr. Sla¬ 
gle said we could hold our seats. Council 
swore us in and subsequently elected ns city 
printers. 

Mr. Case—I object to being placed with the 
others. [Laughter.] My case is entirely differ¬ 
ent from the others. I have had no oppor¬ 
tunity to resign. I have said I would not hold 
my seat if ineligible. 1 do not want to be put 
In theposltiou of being expelled. 

Mr. PENNEY said the matter of expelling 
members from a legislative body was not a 
slight thing. He did not think the members 
of Council would vote for expelling four or five 
members upon a supposed state of facts. It 
was a matter to be investigated. He did not 
suppose there was a member that would hold 
his seat against the legal opinion that he was 
not entitled to it. 

Mr, MORGAN said he had not intended to 
ask for a suspension of the rules upon this res¬ 
olution, Suppose It would lay over for a month. 
When the communication was handed by him 
to Mr. Slagle, that gentleman said he was going 
away and Mr. White would write an opinion 
and sign It, he being a member of the firm of 
White & Slagle. The gentlemen had thrown 
obstacles in the way of the report before they 
knew what It was. If the gentlemen were en¬ 
titled to their seats, let them be retained. He 
did not wish to turn them out, if they were en¬ 
titled to their seats. 

Mr. HOUSTON—Did you not know it was 
published in the Sunday paper last Sunday 
that this matter was to be brought up? 

Mr, MORGAN—I do not know that I did, I 
met this gentleman on St. Clair street, and he 
said he would attack my private character 
through his paper if I dared to bring the mat- 
up. [ am not to be put down in this manner. 
What I believe is right, I shall stand up for. 
JApplause.] I do not do this through spite or 
malice against any individual. I <Io not 
know of any man in the world that I would 
pnta stone in the way of—not one. Those 
gentlemen have spoken two or three times of 
malice, and it was Inquired why other mem¬ 
bers of Council haviDg contracts have not 
been put on the list. Where Mr. Weldon, of 
the firm of Weldon & Kelley, supplies articles, 
It is not to the city but to the contractor. 

Mr, REED—Certainly, if a man’s name is on 
the pay roll he gets money out of the City 
Treasury. What are these high cockalorum 
speeches about 7 

Mr. MORGAN—The gentleman speaks but 
few words, but they are Tull of weight and with 
tremendous power wheu they come from his 
lips. I have spent a great deal of time in in¬ 
vestigating these matters. I will reiterate one 
little thing that you will remember. I went, 
In connection with the Finance Committee, to 
investigate in relation to the Water Loan 
bonds. 

Mr. MCCARTHY—I call the gentleman to 
order. He has been giving his biography. 

Mr. MORGAN—I am not ashamed of it. 

Mr. MCCARTHY—There are some gentlemen 
who would not be ashamed of anything. 

Mr. MORGAN—I do not know that I have 
anything more to say. If this is not Mr. Sla¬ 
gle's opinion I would not turn them out. 

Mr, MCCARTHY—I would ask that a com¬ 
mittee be appointed to act In conjunction with 
the City Solicitor. 

Mr. BATCHELOR thought it would be neces¬ 
sary to pass an ordinance and appoint a special 
committee. 

Mr. McCANDLESS thought simply the 
opinion ol the City Solicitor should be obtain¬ 
ed. He hoped Mr. Case’s name would be struck 
from the fist. 


Mr. McMASTERS thought the parties 
should have an opportunity to examine the 
matter, ana then if they wished they could 
resign. He hoped the matter would be post¬ 
poned for the present. 

Mr. REED wished to state that he had con¬ 
sulted three good lawyers before he ran for 
Council. 

Mr. JONES moved that the matter be laid ou 
the table. Lost. 

Mr. McKELVEY said he thought there were 
charges against the gentlemen of which Coun¬ 
cil had no proof. He tnougnt the entire mat¬ 
ter should be referred to the Ordinance Com- 
mitteeand he would move that it be referred 
to the Ordinance Committee. (Decided out of 
order.) 

Mr. MORGAN—If it is referred to that Com¬ 
mittee it will slumber. • 

Mr. MCCARTHY moved to refer the matter 
to a committee and the City Solicitor. 

The motion was adopted and Messrs. McCar¬ 
thy, Barton and Penny appointed members of 
the Committee. 

THK INELIGIBILITY OF MEMBERS—A MINORITY

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would be run as coal works, that it would 
never pay, and that the purchase should not 
be authorized. 

MOTION TO PURCHASE. 

Mr, GALLAHER moved as an amendment 
to the ordinance, that the Committee be In¬ 
structed to purchase the one hundred and two 
acres at the prices and terms stated in the pro¬ 
position of Messrs. Coleman & Rahm. Not sec¬ 
onded. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated the city would lose 
nothing by a surplus of land in the vicinity of 
the Water Works, What was not used as a 
reservoir and the Water Works could be read¬ 
ily sold, and at far greater prices than what 
the city are to pay lor it, but it was highly im¬ 
portant that sufficient ground be retained by 
the city to permit of extensions to the reser¬ 
voir, as the population demanded it. 

Mr. MCCLELLAND thought it unnecessary 
to tala of purchasing only a portion of the 
laud, as the chairman of the Water Commit¬ 
tee had stated that that could not be done. 

Mr. MORROW took the grounds that the 
proposition was simple, lair and just, aud re¬ 
marked that discuss!on on that point, in liis 
opinion, was unnecessary. 

Mr. GROSS said that of the fifty-three acres 
ot coal about eighteen acres had been taken 
out, leaving thirty-five acres still mlnable. It 
was unfair for Councils to ask the owners to 
sell one tract, as the one is the outlet to the 
other, and for a water works site, it was cer- 
taiuly necessary and highly important to have 
such excellent coal privileges. He would offer 
an amendment to the ordinance, *‘tnat the 
Water Committee be instructed to go on with 
the purchase, provided the city take none but 
merchantable coal.” He said there were thous¬ 
ands of acres ot coal adjoining these lands and 
when that contained in the land purchased was 
exhausted, coal could be procured at very little 
expeuse, from adjoining mines. Then the city 
would have as fine a waterworks site as anyiu 
the couutry. 

Mr. GROSS’ amendmeut, just referred to was 
seconded and accepted by the Chairman of the 
Water Committee. 

THE CONDITION OF THE WATER. 

Mr. HARTMAN stated that none of the 
members had yet spoken of the water to be 
furnished the citizens: that important fact had I 
been lost sight of. It was not stated whether j 
the water of the Allegheny was practicable; 1 
whether analyses had been made of the water j 
of the Allegheny aud Monongahela rivers: but ] 
the laud appeared to be the all absorbing topic j 
for discussion. He referred to the proposition 
of Messrs. Coleman & Rahm, aud stated that 
the cheap land fronted on the river; the more 
costly was some distance back oi this; but the 
owners having arranged that both should go 
together, aud regulated the price accordingly, 
would not sell any other way. He hoped the 
Connell would make haste slowly In a matter 
of . such import to the Citizens. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that the Committee had 
considered the Question or me suppiy of coal 
for the Water Works aud had arrived at the 
conclusion that including the price for the coal, 
land, and the cost of digging &c., there 
would be considerable of a saving to the city. ' 
No one should doubt the assertion, as the facts 
were only reached by the most diligent in¬ 
quiry on the part of the Committee, Mr. Ship- 
ton then discussed the question of the flow of 
the Monongahela river, reading the communi¬ 
cation of MRnor Roberts, Esq., to the Commer¬ 
cial, and holding that there were so many dif¬ 
ferent reports about the flow that no correct 
estimate could be made. The flow ol the Alle¬ 
gheny was an established fact, and exceeded 
150,000 cubic feet per minute. 

Mr. BURGWIN said the question of an ade¬ 
quate supply of good water was a considera¬ 
tion of the utmost importance, and hasty ac¬ 
tion should be avoided. Although the commit¬ 
tee had had the matter under consideration for 
months they had presented to Councils a very 
meagre and unsatisfactory report which they 
asked the Councils to approve. Au hour had 
already been consumed in finding out the 
amount of land to be purchased, the price to 
be paid for it, &c , and no doubt a great deal 
more time would be spent ere the Councils 
would learn all the facts in reference to the 
matter. Another point he desired light on. 
was whether the city had the legal right to go 
into the coal business: to expend two millions 
or more of dollars for other things than the 
necessary land, buildings and engines for a 
water works. He also had a word to say In 
behalf of the poor Monongahela river, 
about which so much had been said. 
He did not believe half of what had been 
said about the capacity of the Monongahela as 
regards a supply, or the parity of the water of 
that stream. The Committee bad brought no 
proof of its flow; no analysis of the water had 


been made, and nothing whatever done to the ! 
satisfaction of the citizens. Mr. Wutli, an ex-1 
perienced chemist of the city, had been em* j 
ployed by the Water Commission to analyze] 
the waters of the two rivers. He had filled two j 
large carboys with the water, but no report of 
the analysis had ever been submitted. Two! 
lugs full of the water were sent to Philadelphia ' 
for analysis, but no report had been received 
from there either. There are no proofs, either 
as regards supply or purity, yet the Committee 
decide in favor of the Allegheny river. 
Mr. Roberts, where be makes the measure- 
urement of a stream himself 
can be relied upon, but in his preliminary re- 

f »ort to the Water Committee he says (and that 
s where he did wrong) that his figures in refer¬ 
ence to the flow of the Monongahela are based 
on the estimate of others, namely, 2,000 cubic 
feet per minute. The same gentleman on an¬ 
other occasion (In 1835) estimated that tlie flow 
of the Monongahela was 12,000 cubic feet to the 
minute, and at a time when the water was 
lower than at any other period for several 
years. The matter reaching the newspapers, 
and the discrepancies being referred to, called ; 
Mr. Roberts out in a card in the Commer- I 
cial, in which he states that the Monoga-' 
hela was guaged by J. K. Moorhead in 1856, 
aud the flow was found to be 1,492 cubic feet 
per minute. The speaker had a note from Mr. 
Albree, In reference to the supply of water iu 
1856, which satisfied him and also Mr. Moor¬ 
head himself that the figures must be wrong. 
Recent gaugings, as reported in the Commer¬ 
cial fixed the flow of the Monongahela at 
19,000 cubic ieet per minute. What he com¬ 
plained of was that by the purchase, the Com- 
mitteeeutirely ignored the Monongahela river 
and without any proofs that the water was im¬ 
pure,or that it would not afford a sufficient sup¬ 
ply, He would therefore vote against the or¬ 
dinance. 

Mr. BCliGWIN then referred to the report of 
Mr. Roberts, in which he states that no site 
should be selected until additional accurate 
surveys have been made. The Councils having 
refused at last meeting to authorize an analy¬ 
sis of the Monongahela river, or au estimate 
of the capacity of that stream, caused a good 
many persons to believe the matter a “set up 
job.” lie supposed that probably there would 
uotbeone member who would sustain him, 
but he would oiler the following as an amend¬ 
ment to the ordinance submitted by the Water 
Committee. 

“That the water committee, be instructed to 
employ a competent corps of civil eugineers , 
aud also some eminent hydraulic engineer, 
with a view of ascertaining the relative 
adaptability of the Allegheny and Mononga- 
bela rivers, to afford to a full supply of pure 
water for the use of tins city for the next 
twenty-five years; that in such examination, 
regard be had to the water capacity of the two 
rivers, the system for supply and reserve,with 
the estimated cost. That the said committee 
also have the waters of the two rivers, thor¬ 
oughly analyzed by competent chemists and 
that they report of the result of the whole as 
at!as early a day as possible.” 

Mr. BURGWIN stated that there was no 
doubt but that the water of the Allegheny had 
a slight smell, but he did not know that it was 
deleteriours to one's health. 

The amendment was seconded. 

Mr. LITTELL could not reconcile tlie differ¬ 
ence between 1,492 cubic feet in the Monon¬ 
gahela In 1856, and 19,000 cubic feet in 1869. The 
i latter estimate had been made for a purpose, 
no doubt. 

Mr. KIRK stated that the purchase of the 
, coal land was uncalled fo»; that it would be an 
! additional expenditure of about $75,‘100, and 
‘ that he had been informed that the mining of 
! coal had been abandoned ten years ago. There 
; were other sites up the river which, owing to a 
i bend in the stream could be reached with less 
! cost. Perhaps five miles of pipe could be saved, 
i Tlie Committee had not extended the lines any 
I further up the river, but were apparently sat- 
1 isfled with this site and were determined to 
j make Councils approve it. A town on the 
! other side of the river, a short distance above— 

: Springdale—was growing fast, sewers would in 
a few years be built iu the town and the offal 
i of the place would be thrown right into the 
water drawn up into the reservoir and distrib- 
j uted through the city for the people, 
i Mr. HAILM AN said the gentleman had mis- 
; stated the iactB. He remarked that a 
i quantity of the coal was accessible, that the 
land containing the coal was not back from 
the river further than half a mile, and that the 
surface of the fifty-three acres need not be 
taken. The owner was not desirous of selling 
it. The question had narrowed down to the 
j ordinance submitted by the Water Committee, 
j who asked the Councils to co-operate with 
1 them. Their labors had been arduous: all ell- 
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gibie sites haa ueen examined, and the one re ¬ 
ported, chosen as the most eligible of any so 
examined. There was a terrific flow on the 
Allegheny, and it could not be otherwise than 

S ure. He had the analysis of the Allegheny, 
tonongahela, Schuylkill, Croton and Charles 
rivers, and he was proud to say that the Alle¬ 
gheny stood at the head of them all for purity. 
The topography of the country above precludes 
the possibility of the establishment of any 
manufactory on the banks of the river, and 
hence no refuse can be thrown into the water. 

Mr. GROSS said that it was proposed to run 
canals around the top of the ravine wherein 
was to be located the reservoir, to carry off all 
the wash of water from the hillside. Those 
conversant with the property would know 
that the water of Schade’s run ran away from 
the ravine; the sewerage of East Liberty runs 
southeast, and not a drop of this drainage can 
possibly flow into the ravine. Nature has 
given the city advantages which she Is slow to 
embrace, with a single embankment, an area 
of twenty acres can be closed in and a depth of 
sixty feet attained. Then we will have a reser¬ 
voir that will contain one hundred and fifty 
million gallons ot water, and that with a 
saving of many thousands of dollars. Then, 
too, we will have the purest water ever Pitts¬ 
burgh drank. The constituent elements of the 
Allegheny and Monongahela are about the 
same, but chemical analysis shows that there 
is fifty per cent, more of impurities held in so¬ 
lution In the Monongahela than in the Alle¬ 
gheny. That is susceptible of demonstration. 

Mr. GALLAHER said the Allegheny river 
was the best water and he would vote for the 
report as It stood. Compared with the Monon¬ 
gahela river, so far as natural impunities were 
concerned, while there was scarcely nothing 
in the Allegheny water, the Monongahela 
was full of animal matter, which with the aid 
of a microscope looked like huge blocks of 
rnarbJe. But the water of the Allegheny was 
polluted by sewearage, cess pools, etc. Yet 
notwithstanding, it was the purest water, and 
he cared not for all the engineers in tlie coun¬ 
try, hydraulic and civil. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that it would cost about 
$130,000 per mile of pipe and the city would 
save considerable by locating the works no 
further up the river. 

The questiou on Mr. BURG WINS amend¬ 
ment was then called for. 

Mr. KIRK offered an amendment to tlie 
amendment to strike out all after twenty-five 
years. 

Mr: GROSS moved to lay both amendment? 
on the table.

The Select and Common Councils of tlie city 
of Pittsburgh, met in regular session in their 
respective chambers, City Building, ou Mon¬ 
day afternoon, September 27,1809. 

The Council was called to order at two o’clock, 
and on a call of the roll the following members 
answered to their names: Messrs. Armstrong, 
brown, Burgwin, Coffin, Craig, Dickson, Ed¬ 
wards, Gallaher, Gross, Hailman, Hartman, 
Herron, Jones, Kirk, Laufman, Littell, Lloyd.

Scully, Shipton, Torrens. S. J. Wainwright, Z. 
Wainwrlght, Watson, Wilson, Zern and Presi¬ 
dent McAuley. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. 

ORDINANCES WITHOUT TITLES. 

The PRESIDENT stated that there were 
some Informalities in ordinances drawn up 
and sent to the Common Council, which they 
had very wisely sent back to Select for revise- 
meat. The informalities consisted in the fail¬ 
ure to prefix titles to the following ordi¬ 
nances: 

For the paving of Forty-third street; for the 
opening of Crescent street; for the repeal of 
ordinance for the opening, grading and pav¬ 
ing of Hatfield street. Seventeenth ward. 

The above ordinances were referred to the 
City Engineer for revisement, after which they 
were sent back to Common Council. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Before commencing with the business in the 
regular order, it was, on motion, resolved to 
take up the business from Common Council, 
passed at a previous meeting and not yet 
reached in Select Council. 

The following business was concurred in: 
Resolution authorizing the payment of $150 
to the Commercial, for six months’ furnish- 
meat ol the Municipal Record. 

Resolution to provide measures to prevent 
the oil refineries on the banks thereof from 
depositing their refuse in the Allegheny river. 

NON-CONCURRENCE. 

The resolution fora committee of three to ex¬ 
amine into the manner of how the Board of 
Health granted licenses for the cleaning of 
cesspools, and how they were discharging their 
duties generally, passed in Common Council, 
was non-concurred in. 

RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM, 

The report of the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform, with the accompanying 
resolutions, passed in Common Council at a 
recent meeting, was then taken up. 

Mr, SHIPTON stated that he would oppose 
the adoption of the resolution authorizing the 
Committee to take up pipes already laid du¬ 
ring the year for the purpose of ascertaining 
their respective weights. He said that such a 
proceeding would Involve a useless expendi¬ 
ture ofraoney.and was not warranted by the 
facts. He was of opinion that the city never 
had a more honorable gentleman to deal with 
than Mr. Smith, who wonld scorn to do a mean 
act. 

Mr, MORROW said the Committee desired 
a thorough investigation of the matter, tut did 


not propose to take up auy pipes, unless it was 
absolutely necessary, if the facts could be 
obtained without that It certaialy would not 
be done. The Committee merely asked for the 
power for doing so, should it become neces¬ 
sary. 

Mr. EDWARDS moved to concur iu the ac¬ 
tion of Common Council, 

Mr. ZERN moved to amend by referring the 
report to the Water Committee. 

COMMUNICATION FROM MR. SMITH. 
Pending the adoption of either motion, Mr. 
BROWN submitted the following communi¬ 
cation from Mr. William Smith, in reference 
to the report of the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform. 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen— The uudtrsigurd begs leave to sub¬ 
mit the fol.owing statement and protest, in reply to 
the paper submitted by B. W. Morgan, to the Councils 
at their last regular meeting. From a careful Investi¬ 
gation of the matter, I am satisfied that it Is not true 
that rumors reached the “Clialrmau of the Committee 
on Retrenchment and Reform, that irregularities had 
been committed by the contractor to furnish the city 
with water pipes and miscellaneous castings.” But 
it is true that B. W. Morgan, Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee, pretended to have received an anonymous let¬ 
ter charging such ‘•irregularities,” and it Is believed to 
be equally true that the same auonymous writer was 
none other than Mr. B. W. Morgau himself. That is 
to say: Citizen B. W. Morgan writes an anonymous 
private letter to Councilman B.w. Morgan, in his offi¬ 
cial character, as “Chairman of the Committee on Re¬ 
trenchment and Reform," for the very purpose of 
creating ruinous Injuries to the undersigned and fur¬ 
nishing an excuse for a pretended examination into 
the tram actions between the city and the subscriber. 

Before any report was made on the subject, I beg¬ 
ged the privilege of seeing and reading the said pre¬ 
tended anonymous communication, and having an 
opportunity ofdefending mvself before the Commit¬ 
tee, but Mr. B. W. Morgau denied both, and proceed¬ 
ed, as informer, witness and Judge, to prosecute, try 
and decide the case against me, without even allow¬ 
ing me the privilege of a hearing. 

The flagrant injustice of defaming me whilst refus¬ 
ing me the privilege of proving the integrity of my 
conduct, and the malice and falsehood of my 
anonymous accuser, illustrates the performance of 
the Chairman of the Committee ou Retrenchment 
and Retorm. 

In his report, Mr. B W. Morgan says that, four 20- 
iuch pipes, round on Butler street, were weighed and 
found to average 2,668 pounds. If the truth had been 
stated it wonJa have appeared that these four pipes 
weighed 2 620.2 680. 2,765 and 2,815 pounds respectively, 
making a total of 10,880 pounds, ard an average of 2.7*0 
pounds, and not 2,668 pounds as stated by Mr. B. W. 
Morgan It is also stated that the average weight of 
8-1 ncn pipes, as charged by the contractor to the 
city, averaged 720 pounds, while in fact the real av¬ 
erage, per Morgan s scales, was but 661 pounds, mak¬ 
ing a difference against the city and in favor of the 
contractor of fifty-six pounds per pipe. In truth and 
in fact the bills rendered by me to the city show that 
the average weight of such pipe is 675 pounds, and 
Mr. B. W. Morgan either did know, or should have 
known that fact, before he published bis slanders. 
He further states that they weighed three eighth-inch 
pipes on my scales,and fouud tbftt they weighed from 
five to six pounds more than they were marked, and 
he gratuitously adds: “These last pipes were uot 
made or marked lor delivery to the city:” yet he well 
knew when he wrote that sentence that the pipes were 
made for and being delivered to the city, and that 
the weights charged were leas than the actual weights 
of the pipes. 

In regard to the twenty-inch pipes which weighed 
2,575 pounds, “Mr. Chairman Morgau,” ought to nave 
known, and perhaps did know, that they were cut 
pipes, equal in quality with the longer and, therefoi#, 
heavier pines: yet he states their weight as evidence 
of “irregularities.” The weight of twenty-inch pipes 
(excepting the cut pipes) varies from 2,660 Co 2,WO 
pounds, and that is a fair range, and within the letter 
and the spirit ol the contract. 

Ti e variance is not the fault of the contractor, but 
the fair and natural result of matters, over which 
he has no control. The city has not been charged with 
a single pound of castings beyond the honest weight of 
those actually delivered. Any statement to the con¬ 
trary is untrue. The undersigned neither desires con - 
ceal ment nor tears honest investigation, but he pro- 
tests most earnestly that he should not be condemned 
unheard. 

He has been maligned and slandered whilst being 
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denied the right and privilege of meeting his accuser 
“face to face. A cowardly and an anonymous at¬ 
tack upon his reputation has been made the basis of 
an official report to Councils, whilst the facts have 
been carefully kept from public view. Whilst the un¬ 
dersigned would be pleased to co-operate with a com 
mittee in any investigation the Councils In their wis¬ 
dom may be pleased to order, he emphatically pro¬ 
tests against the indecency, injustice and malice of 
“Mr. Chairman Morgan,” whose Billings-gate vitu¬ 
perations and abuse of members of Councils generally, 
and city officials particularly, was ventilated upon 
the public streets for many days before his report was 
presented to tbeCouocils, thereby exhibiting his utter 
unfitness and unworthiness to represent your honor¬ 
able bodies.

The communication was accepted ami filed. 

AN HONEST INVESTIGATION. 

Mr. BROWN said that he desired to see an 
honest Investigation of all the charges, out he 
would certainly oppose the removal of any 
pipes already laid, and consequently could not 
vote for the resolution delegating the Commit¬ 
tee with power to do so. He had been informed 
by persons who had offered to give testimony 
if it was necessary, that Mr. Morgau had said 
on the streets that the members ol C«nncils, 
and the city “officials irom the Mayor down, 
were rascals and cheats, and that he was going 
to clean them all out of office.” He thought that 
the report should not be received until the 
charges against the Chairman had been in¬ 
quired into. It was not becoming the dignity 
of any member to so talk about the Councils, 
and officials, and for his part he wa* 
not a particle afraid of his showing him up. 
If we adopt the report we say to the Commit¬ 
tee and Mr. Smith that we believe the state¬ 
ments to be correct, which would be a gross 
injustice to Mr. Smith, the Councils and trie 
citizens of Pittsburgh. The resolutions stop 
the Committee from extending the water 
mains or prosecuting their work until they 
wash their hands of the charges. The Council 
had been defamed and slandered; Mr. Smith 
had been refused a hearing, and had been her¬ 
alded to the world as cheating and defrauding 
the city while filling contracts. He would 
move to non-concur iu tbe report, to examine 
all tbe charges, to have a bearing on both sides 
of the case, and not only one side as had been 
done by the Chairman of the Retrenchment 
and Reform Committee; then have the report 
ol the Committee, not that of the Chairman, 
as had been done in this case, presented to the 
Council for their consideration. 

Mr. MORROW said the committee made no 
charges against Mr. Smith. They had taken 
pipes of various sizes and weighed them; 
found discrepancies, and now asked Councils 
to authorize them to subpoena witnesses, and 
thoroughly investigate tbe matter. In order, if 
possible, to place Mr. Smith in the right light. 
He Bald some of the newly laid pipes were 
bursting, and as they were said to be lighter 
tbau some others, the committee desired to 
take them up and examine them. Mr. Smith 
should fear no investigation. The commit¬ 
tee submitted a statement of facts which oc¬ 
curred to them during their investigation, and 
they desired now to continue it. He thought 
the report ought not to be suppressed In 
Select Council, as it would look like a previous 
arranged matter. The facts of the matter 
were all that were desired by all Interested, 
and they could only be arrived at by pursuing 
tbe investigation. 

Mr. OGDEN asked whose duty It was to re¬ 
ceive the water pipes, and being answered the 
Water Committee’s, said he thought that com¬ 
mittee were censurable for any and all exist¬ 
ing discrepancies as regards short weight, Ac. 
They should, while serving for the Councils, 
protect the interest of the city. 

Mr. SHIPTON 6tated that tbe Councils au¬ 
thorized tbe employment of a clerk to the Wa- 















ter Committee, and it was his duty to see the 
weighing done. Whether he did so or not, he 
was not prepared to say. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the question 
would first be taken on Mr. EDWARDS’S mo¬ 
tion to concur in the action of the Common 
Council. 

Mr. BROWN moved the following substitute: 
to strike out all after the word resolve In the 
first resolution and Insert the following: 

“That a special committee of two from Select 
and three from Common Council, be appoint¬ 
ed to Investigate all the charges set forth in 
the report; to hear both sides of the case, and 
report the same to this Corn cil.” 

The amendment was seconded. 

Mr. MORROW hoped that the Council would 
not appoint such a committee. It would look 
as if the Council were endeavoring to smooth 
over the matter. According to parliamentary 
usage,the gentleman offering the motion would 
be made chairman of that committee— 

Mr. BROWN—I will say here, Mr. President, 
I will not serve on that committee, unless 
compelled to do so by the Council. 

Mr. MORROW, continuing, said the gentle¬ 
man might also he the private counsel for Mr. 
Smith, and that Councils would have only a 
partial report from the new committee, as is 
alieged in the present case. 

Mr. BROWN—Mr. President. I protest 
against the use of this slang against my pro¬ 
fession and my private character, the former 
of which, I am sure, is as respectable as that 
followed by the gentleman who assailed it. In 
regard to the latter, I know that it will bear as 
close an examination as his, especially in 
financial matters, at least. 

Mr. KIRK favored retrenchment and reform 
in all departments, but he was of opinion that 
injustice was likely to be done Mr. Smith in 
this matter. He was, therefore, opposed to al¬ 
lowing the chairman of the Committee on Re¬ 
trenchment and Reform to sit as judge in the 
investigation to be pursued, and would, there¬ 
fore favor the motion of Mr. Brown, which, 
by permission of Mr. Brown, he bad reduced 
to writing in the shape of a resolution, and 
which he would now offer. The resolution Is 
as follows: 

Resolved. That a special committee of two from the 
Select and three from the Common Council be ap¬ 
pointed to Investigate the charges against Mr. Smith, 
and that they have power to raise any pipee they 
may desire for the purpose of weigh'ng, and that 
they aljO have power to send for persons and papers, 
and that the Mayor be Instructed to issue such sum¬ 
mons as they may requfire. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved an amendment, 
“that the committee be instructed to act in 
conjunction with the Retrenchment and Re¬ 
form Committee.” 

Mr. GALLAHER, said that he had not signed 
the report of the Retrenchment and Reform 
Committee,and desired to explain why he had 
not done so, The Committee had been appoint¬ 
ed to inquire into and ascertain if there was 
anything to “work up” in r ferei.ee o the alle¬ 
gation of fraud in contracts. He said that the 
pipes had been weighed by the Chairman; that 
the Committee had not been notified oi his 
proceedings, and that the result of the investi¬ 
gation was attained only by himself. When 
the report was made out and presented to the 
Committee for their signatures, he, for one, de¬ 
clined subscribing his name. He had been 
shown the report of the person who weighed 
the pipes, but he knew nothing about the cor¬ 
rectness of It; had not seen the weighing done, 
and for that reason, as well as others not neces¬ 
sary to mention, had refased to sign the report. 
He did, however, affix his name to a report sta¬ 
ting that Mr. Morgan as a sub-committee, 
had done so and so, but by that took no parcel 
or sanctioned anything in the report present¬ 
ed. In consequence of the imperfections of 
the report, injustice to Mr. Smith was likely to 
be done, and he therefore hoped the Commit¬ 
tees would be instructed to act in conjunction 
with one another. 

Mr. GROSS objected to connecting the Com¬ 
mittees, and favored the appointment of a 
Committee to act independent of each other, 
in order that the Retrenchment and Reform 
Committee might appear as plaintiff and Mr. 
William Smith as defendant. In this manner 
the facts would be arrived at. 

The PRESIDENT then stated that the ques¬ 
tion would be taken on Mr. RAFFERTY’S 
amendment to join the Committee with the 
Retrenchment and Reform Committee. 

Mr. MORROW called the ayes and nays with 
the following result: Ayes, 3; nays, 33. 

So the amendment was lost. 

The question then recurred on the resolution 
offered by Mr. KIRK. 

Mr. KIRK stated that he had inserted a 
clause in the resolution authorizing the Com- 
mttieeto take up pipes. He hoped they would 
do so, in order that a proper investigation 
might take place. It was evident, from Mr. 


GALLAHER’S remarks, that he had not at¬ 
tended to the business assigned him as a mem¬ 
ber ot the Retrenchment and Reform Commit- 

Mr. GALLAHER—r deny it. 

Mr. KIRK—The Retrenchment Committee 
delegated Mr. Morgan with power to examine 
into the matter and prefer charges. 

Mr. GALLAHER—we did no such thing. 

Mr. KIRK—The gentleman presented no mi¬ 
nority report; says himself they Instructed Mr. 
Morgan to examine into the matter, and when 
he prefers the charges they go back of it. 

Mr, GALLAHER then explained that the 
Chairman of the Committee had been in¬ 
structed to hunt up something for the Com¬ 
mittee to act on, and report to the Committee, 
but he had not obeyed instructions and had 
acted by himself. 

Mr. BURGWIN asked if the amendment of¬ 
fered by Mr. KIRK was to strike out the whole 
| three resolutions contained in the report of the 
Committee. 

1 Mr. KIRK said no. 

Mr, BROWN said that was certainly the pur¬ 
port of his resolution. 

Mr. KIRK’S resolution was then adopted. ; 
* Several members called for the ayes and 
nays, but the President decided that it was too 
late, the vote haviug been taken already. 

Mr. BURGWIN stated that he had asked for 
Information and had not yet received it. 

Mr. KIRK said his resolution referred only 
to t he charges against Mr. Smith. 

Mr. BROWN said his motion referred to all 
the resolutions. 

Mr. CRAIG said that Messrs. Kirk and 
Brown appeared to be at variance, and he 
would like to see them harmonize their differ¬ 
ences, as the question was of considerable Im¬ 
portance. and the Council desired to vote in¬ 
telligently on it. 

Mr. CRAIG afterwards moved to strike outjall 
after resolve in the first resolution and Insert 
Mr. KIRK’S resolution. 

Mr. BURGWIN stated that only two of the 
resolutions—the first and second—had been 
read by the President, and the third was not 
before the house. It could not, therefore, have 
been Incorporated In Mr. Brown’s motion.

Mr, OGDEN stated that the ordinance was 
unconstitutional, and the first sample agent 
that was arrested that he was acquainted 
with should prosecute the city and test its 
constitutional ity. 

Mr, BURGWIN was in favor of abolishing 
the law entirely, but as there was an existing 
law against sample selling, the Council could 
pass the ordinance and afterwards repeal the 
entire law, if they choose. 

Mr. BROWN coincided with the views of 
Mr. BURGWIN. 

The ordinance was laid on the table. 

COUNCILS TO MEET SEMI-MONTHLY. 

Mr. BURGWIN moved that Councils here¬ 
after meet semi-monthly, on the second and 
last Monday of each mouth. The motion was 
carried and the rules so amended. 

The report of viewers on the Greensburg 
pike opening, rejected by Common Council, 
was read, and, on motion, Select Council con¬ 
curred.

Adopted. 

REPORT OF THE MARKET COMMITTEE. 

Mr. McEWEN, Chairman of the Committee 
on Markets, presented the following report: 

The Market Committee have had under considera¬ 
tion the resolution of Councils in relation to the loca¬ 
tion for a new market house on Fifth avenue, and the 
plan and costs of building therefor. 

Your Committee would respectfully ask Councils to 
give them authority to purchase the Lj on property, 
247 feet on Fifth avenue, the front tier of lots extend¬ 
ing 120 feet along Miltenberger street to Beech alley,and 
the second tier of lots from Beech alley to Forces street 
120 feet. The first tier will cost $35,010, and the second 
tier $30,000, with the addition of such assessments as 
the city may make for street Improvements, at d can 
bepur chased on a credit of seven years. 

The plan of a new market house a draft of which is 
herewith submitted, is in general terms after the plan 
of the Allegheny City House, and is estimated to cost 
$18,000, which your committee deem ample for the 
purpose. 

while your committee believe it would be better 
for the Interest of the city to provide the means from 
its own resources to erect the new market house, yet 
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in view of the large amount needed for some other 
needed Improvements, many members of Coun¬ 
cils may not deem it advisable at present to appro¬ 
priate the amount required for this purpose. Your 
committee are authorized to say that several gentle¬ 
men propose to form a company to furnish the 
amount necessary to erect the building and look to 
the income therefrom to reimburse them. 

We would respectfully recommend the adoption of 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Market Committee be authorized 
to purchasethe two tiers of lots fronting on Fifth ave¬ 
nue, known as the Lyon property, at the value of 
$35,000 for the front tier of lots, and $30,000 for the sec¬ 
ond tier, and that diey be authorized to procure such 
legislation as may be necessary to enable the city to 
make the purchase. 

Resolved, That the Market Committee be authorized 
to form a company for the purpose of furnishing the 
means for building the new market house on Fifth 
avenue, to be reimbursed out of the receipts of said 
market house; provided the plan for the organization 
of said company be first submitted to Councils and 
approved by them. 

Mr. McMAFION moved to postpone the mat¬ 
ter until next meeting. 

Mr. CRAIG said it had already been laid 
over once, and as it was an Important matter 
it was necessary that action be taken upon the 
report. The price for the property was the 
same as that asked two years ago, when pri¬ 
vate parties wanted to purchase it. It was the 
most convenient site offered, was the converg¬ 
ing point of four wards, and would yield a rev¬ 
enue of at least $20,000 per year. 

Mr. EDWARDS thought It too late to take 
up the subject, and moved that it be post¬ 
poned. 

Mr. CRA EG said that It had been before Coun¬ 
cils for three months, and it was high time it 
was disposed of. 

The question on Mr. McMAHON’S motion to 
lay overuntll the next meeting,was then taken 
and carried by a vote of sixteen yeas to eleven 
nay*. 

Select Council then adjourned.

Resolved. That we tender to the family of the 
deceased our condolence and sympathy in this 
sad bereavement. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
presented to the family of deceased, and also 
that they be entered upon the minutes of Coun¬ 
cil.

Mr, McEWEN stated that the resolution 
gave the committee power to secure such leg¬ 
islation as would enable them to issue bonds 
for that purpose. In reference to the remark 
that the property was high, he only had to say 
that a lot of half the size, in close proximity j 
to any of these lots, was valued at $20,000. ~ i 

Mr. CRAIG stated that the lot was at the in- I 
tersection of four wards—the Thirteenth, I 
Twelfth, Fourteenth and Sixth. There were no 
buildings on the property, and hence consider¬ 
able money would be saved by having to 
demolish no buildings. Lots opposite the prop* , 
erty spoken of by the Committee, sufficient for \ 
market purposes, would cost the city $50,<X>0 | 
more than the property offered. That addi- ! 
tional market facilities were necessary, no one 
would doubt, and the Committee after having 
examined numerous sites, as instructed by the 
Councils, decided unanimously in favor of the 
Lyon property, as being the most eligible and 
convenient, and so far as price Is concerned, 
the cheapest, Mach lot has a front of 217 feet 
on Pennsylvania avenue, running back 124 
feet on Miltenberger street to St. Patrick’s 
alley. The second tier of lots front on Forbes 
street, and are of the same dimensions. The 
two t iers form a square over 247 feet In size. 

Mr. GALLAHER stated that the price asked 
for each of the lots was at least $1,000 more 
than they were worth, and hence be could 
not vote for the-purchase of the property. 

Mr, RAFFERTY stated that property away 
beyond these lots, of the same dimensions, 
had sold at $2,500 per lot, 

Mr. CRAIG remarked that a lot 20x90, about 
two squares from this lot, had recently been 
sold for the sum of $2,500 cash. 

Mr. MURDOCH desired that the gentlemen 
speaking against the property be requested to 
state where cheaper lots could be procured. 
He was of opinion that the price asked was 
moderate and the site an excellent one. None 
better had been before the Committee. 

Mr. HAILMAN staled that lie was in favor 
of every public improvement, providing such 
improvements were judiciousls r made. He be¬ 
lieved a market house necessary, but thought 
it ought to be placed on the hill, where it 
would suit the convenience of a dense popula¬ 
tion. A remonstrance had been presented 
against the Lyon property, and if the Commit¬ 
tee had harmonized the views of those signing 
the remonstrance, then he would favor ihe 
purchase of the Lyon property. He desired to 
know something about the remonstrance. 

Mr. BURGWIN stated that the Committee, 
after careful examination reported in favor of | 
the Lyon property as the cheapest and most i 
available." Unless some member of Council 
offered a better and cheaper site he would, and 
he thought Council should, adopt the report of j 
the Committee. 

Mr. LITTELL stated that the petition or re¬ 
monstrance referred to hy Mr. AILMAN 
ottered a site, smaller than the one mentioned 
in the report of the Committee, tor which 
nearly double the amount of money asked for 
what the Lyon property was set down at. Be¬ 
sides there were buildings on it and it would 
require a large sum ot money todemolish those 
buildings and prepare the ground for the new 
building. He was of opinion that the site 
recommended was a good one. 

Mr. KIRK said he would oppose the resolu¬ 
tion for the reason that he considered market 
houses public nuisances, where “hucksters” 
were allowed to congregate and enhance the 
value of produce and vegetables. It might as 
well be rented to dry goods dealers and other , 
storekeepers. 

Mr, JONES said it was pretty generally con¬ 
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ceded that market houses were useful, and the 
only difficulty he saw In the way was the price 
asked for the land. The sum asked for each lot 
—24 by 124 feet—was $8,500. He did not believe 
there was that amount of money in them, and 
thought that when taken as a whole they 
should have been given at a much less gum. 
He said that a site could be secured on Centre 
avenue for half the sum asked for the Lyon 
property. He would not purchase the proper¬ 
ty If seeking an investment for himself, and 
hence he did not want to plunge the city into 
such an investment. 

Mr. OGDEN said lie made it a rule to sustain 
committees, and thought It was discourteous 
in any member to discuss the matter at this 
time. He had conversed with knowing per¬ 
sons who had informed him that the property 
was cheap and. would prove a good invest¬ 
ment. Old “fogyism” still prevailed in the 
Councils, however, and improvements were 
i retarded one after another by them unless 
the measure pending was forced through. 
There were some gentlemen in Council who 
would, if the land was offered at $500, ask it for 
$300 per lot. 

Mr. BROWN did not think the site ajudl- 
clous one and believed that lie could not vote 
for it. He rather inclined to the opinion of 
Mr. Kirk that market houses were not neces¬ 
sary; that the one we now have is made a den 
of hucksters, and It has fallen entirely 
into the use of such persons. 

Mr. McEWEN stated that there was now a 
sub-committee prospecting for a site for an¬ 
other market house In Lawrenceville, and this 
site was the cheapest and best found by the 
committee. 

Mr. JONES said that property could be pur¬ 
chased suitable for a market site, not a quarter 
of a mile distant from the Lyon property, at 
halt the sum asked for it. 

YEAS AND NAYS. 

The question was called on the first resolu¬ 
tion, and there being a division the yeas and 
nays were called, with the following result:

So the first resolution was adopted, the Lyon 
property being chosen. 

The second resolution was adopted without 
debate. 

SPECIAL ELECTION. 

Mr. KIRK presented the following resolu¬ 
tion: 

Resolved , That the Mayor be requested to 
issue his proclamation for a special election 
for Councilman ot the Eighteenth ward on 
Tuesday, November 16th, 1869, to fill the uuex- 
pired term of David Holmes, deceased. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Select Council then took up the business 
from Common Council, concurring in all but 
the following: 

An ordinance for the extension of a public 
sewer on Diamond street, which was laid over. 

ABOLISHMENT OF THE OFFICE OF CLERK OF 
MARKETS. 

Mr. McEWEN offered an ordinance abolish¬ 
ing the office of Clerk of the Markets after 
January 1 st, 1870, and requiring the Superin¬ 
tendent to perform the functions of that office. 

The rules were suspended and the ordinance 
passed finally, 

RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM REPORT. 

Mr. GALLAHER called for the reading of 
the report of the Committee on Retrenchment 
and Reform, presented In Common Council. 

While it was being read Mr. SCULLY moved 
that the report be referred to the other com¬ 
mit tee—the Smith Committee, 

Several members objected, and Mr. GALLA- 
HER particularly, stated that as the gentle¬ 
man’s character had been assailed, he thought 
he should be heard in anything he had to of¬ 
fer. 

A PERSONALITY RESENTED. 

The President then proceeded with the read¬ 
ing of the report, at the conclusion of which 
Mr. A. M. BROWN stated that that portion of 
the report which referred to him was an abso¬ 
lute falsehood. It was a lie and a slander, and 
he branded the author as such. He did not 
care what the Council had done, but he pro¬ 
nounced the author and his hireling who 
wrote the report, as liars and slanderers. 

Mr. GALLAHERstated that he knew noth¬ 
ing of the report until it was ready to be pre¬ 
sented to Council. He was a member of the 
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Retrenchment Committee, but had never re¬ 
ceived any notice of the matter, 

Mr. WATSON moved to lay the report on the 
table. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved an amendment that 
the report be accepted and died, while the 
matter is being investigated, 

Mr. L1TTELL suggested that the report be 
accepted, striking out the personalities In¬ 
dulged in against the member of Select Coun¬ 
cil. 

Mr. HARTMAN moved to expunge that part 
of the report referring to the member of Select 
Council. 

Mr. AHLBORN thought the report ought to 
be referred back to the committee, with the 
request that they expunge the personalities. 

Mr. KIRK offered the following as a substi¬ 
tute for the motion of Mr. HARTMAN : 

Resolved, That we non-concur in the action 
of Common Council, accepting and ordering 
the filing of the report ot the Committee on 
Retrenchment and Reform, and that It be re¬ 
turned to the Common Council, as it contains a 
slander on a member of Select Council, and 
that we respectfully ask Common Council to 
order it back to the committee from whom it 
originated, and have this slander expunged. 
The substitute was adopted. 

Council then adjourned.

PETITIONS, REMONSTRANCES, ETC. 

The following petitions, remonstrances, etc., 
were presented: 

Mr. SIMS ottered the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the City Controller ne direct¬ 
ed to report to Councils at their next meetiug 
the amount paid the City Engineer for the 
eight months ending September 30th; also the 
amount paid by him into the treasury during 
that time. Read three times and passed. 

Mr. HARE, a resolution for gas lamps in 
Scott alley. Referred. 

Mr. WELDON, a resolution In regard to the 
adjustment of the claims ot the bill of Hast¬ 
ings & O’Neill for grading of Second avenue. 
Referred to the Finance Committee, with pow¬ 
er to act. 

Mr. MEYER, petition for gas lamp on St. 
Patrick alley. Referred. 

Mr. REBMAN presented a petition for gas 
lamps on Crawford street. Referred. 

Mr. MOORHEAD, a petition for Ailing up 
and grading, paving, etc., Erin street. The pe¬ 
tition represented that the street was in an 
impassible condition. 

Mr, MOORHEAD moved to refer to the Street 
Committee, with power to act. 

Mr, PENNY moved to strike out “with power 
to act.” 

Mr. HARE said that he thought the petition 
was a sweeping one. 

Mr. REED thought the Street Committe 
could properly take charge of the matter. 

The yeas and nays were called on the motion 
of Mr. PENNY, and were, yeas 41; nays 7. 

So the question was determined in the af¬ 
firmative. The petition was then referred to 
the Street Committee. 

Mr. MEANOR, a remonstrance against the 
widening of a portion of the Greensburg turn¬ 
pike ten feet. Referred. 

Mr. MORGAN, a petition from citizens of 
the Twenty-second and Twenty-third wards, 
asking for a re-survey of what is known as the 
Four Mile Run road. 

Mr. MORGAN moved that the matter be re¬ 
ferred to the Survey Committee. 

Mr. HOUSTON said the Survey Committee 
had already had considerable trouble with 
this, and he hoped the matter would be refer¬ 
red to some other committee. 

Mr, MORGAN thought deference should be 
paid to the request of the citizens residing in 
the wards named. 


Mr. McMASTERS said the Survey Committee 
had done the best they could in regard to the 
matter. 

The petition was referred to the Street Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. MOORHEAD a petition asking for the 
appointment of new viewers in relation to 
Roberts street. The petition claimed that in¬ 
justice had been done to citizens on said street. 
Referred. 

REPORT OF THE SLREET COMMITTEE. 

Mr. WELDON presented the following report 
from the Street Committee. 

To the Select and Common Council: 

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Streets 
would report the following ordinances, 

One changing names of Wylie street, Wylie 
Street Extension and Duncan street to Wylie 
avenue , and Greensburg pike and Penn street 
to Penn avenue. 

One for numbering houses in the Fifteenth 
and Seventeenth wards. 

One for extension of public sewer on Dia¬ 
mond sireet. 

All of which is respectfully submitted,

The report was accepted, and the ordinance 
tor a sewer on Diamond street, from Decatur 
to the Diamond, was passed Anally. 

The other ordinances mentioned in the re¬ 
port were passed Anally. 

Mr. MORGAN called up the report of the 
Committee on Retrenchment and Reform. 

The PRESIDENT read the communication 
of Mr. Wm. Smith, which has been previously 
published. 

During the reading of the communication, 
Mr. BELL said: I think this Is so disrespect¬ 
ful to a member of this Council that it should 
not be read. It has been published In the pa¬ 
pers, and— 

Mr. MORGAN—I hope the gentleman will 
withdraw that motion. 

Mr. HARE—I think it is nothing more than 
Justice to the chairman of the Retrenchment 
and Reform Committee that it should be read. 

LAID ON THE TABLE. 

After the paper had been read, Mr. BELL 
said: I move that the paper he laid on the 
table. I want to see the gentleman fairly 
treated; a paper calling a man all kinds of 
hard names I thiuk should not be heard or 
treated in the ordinary manner. 

The motion to lay on the table was then 
carried. 

Mr. MORGAN then presented the following 
report of the Committee on Retrenchment and 
Reform: : 

The Committee on Retrenchment and Re- ( 
form beg leave to make the following addi¬ 
tional report touching the alleged frauds upon i 
the city by Wm. Smith, contractor for furnish- j 
ing water pipes and miscellaneous castings: I 

lu me report submitted on August 30 last ! 
past, it will be recollected that your commit¬ 
tee stated “That they had employed men and 
horses and hauled four pieces of water pipe 
twenty inches in diameter, taken indiscrimi¬ 
nately from a number that had been delivered 
to the city by the contractor and bad them 
welshed by the city weigh master upon the 
forty-thrid street scales, and found them to 
average 2068 pouuds each.” This serious 
charge Involving a deficiency in weight under 
the contract with the city in a communication 
from Mr. Smith to your honorable bodies, 
dated September 20,1869, was denied by him, 
It being alleged that those pipes weighed 
2620, 2680, 2765 and 2815 pounds respectively, or 
an average of 2720 pounds each. It 
was further alleged by Mr. Smith 
that the pipes weighing 2575 
pouuds were “cut or short-pike, and 
that the tw'enty-inch pipe furnished by him to 
the city varied in weight from 2,600 to 2,040 
pounds, which was a substantial compliance 
with the terras of his contract.” In view of 
the allegations your committee have deemed 
It their duty to obtain and herewith present 
lor the consideration ot Councils, the sworn 
testimony of Mr. Jesse M. Covert, the City 
Weighmaster, who weighed the pipe on the 
Forty-third street scales, as well as the affi¬ 
davits of other citizens, (one of them Mr. Alex. 
Black,a member of Councils from the Fifteenth 
ward,) who were present at the time and wit¬ 
nessed the weighing. It will be seen that these 
affidavits contradict in the most positive man¬ 
ner every allegation of Mr. Smith, the con¬ 
tractor, and fully sustain the charges of fraud¬ 
ulent practices by him as alleged by your 
committee in their former report. An In¬ 
spection of the official certificates furn¬ 
ished by the Weighmaster, Mr. Covert, 
and appended to his affidavit 
discloses the fact that Mr. Smith In the weight 
given by him of the four twenty (20) Inch pipes 
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has embraced the weight of the laTgeoak blocks 
used in the handling of the pipes, to escape the 
probable evidence of fraud, as indicated by the 
City Scales. 

Your committee desiring to fully Investigate 
the matter as far as practicable, have also ob¬ 
tained the affidavits of Mr. E. S. Magee, City 
Weighmaster, touching the weight of the eight 
(8) inch pipe on Second avenue, furnished by 
Mr. Smith. In his communication of Septem¬ 
ber 20th to Councils, Mr. Smith states that the 
average weight of eight (8) inch pipes, as 
charged by him to the city, was 675 pounds 
each. The affidavit of Mr. Magee, as to 
tne weight of six of those pipes, as welched 
by him upon the city scales on water 
street, in tbe Second ward, shows the average 
weight of three pipes to be 664 pounds. An ex¬ 
amination as far as practicable of the bills ren¬ 
dered by Mr. Smith to the city, and sworn to 
before tbe Controller, shows that the average 
weight charged by Mr. Smith to the city was 
720 pounds for eacli eight inch pipe, making a 
difference of fifty-six pounds upon each pipe 
against the city. 

Your Committee regret the necessity that 
has compelled them to persevere iu an expo¬ 
sure of tnls gigantic fraud upon the city, for 
in no other light can it be regarded. A differ¬ 
ence of even a few pounds upon each piece of 
pipe furnished the city under the heavy con¬ 
tract with Mr. Smith which has already ex¬ 
tended for a period of two years, would amount 
to an enormous sum In the aggregate, his bill 
for a single month alone amounting to over 
$ 20 , 000 . 

In this connection the removal by Mr.Smith 
of a large quantity of pipe already delivered by 
bim to the city laying on Second avenue and 
other thoroughfares after your Committee had 
entered upon this investigation, and before 
tbey had an opportunity of ascertaining the 
correctDessof their weight, and the burial of 
all the twenty-inch pipe that had been laying 
upon Butler street for one year, is a fact of pe¬ 
culiar significance. In our judgment, the 
sworn testimony herewith lurnlshed, as well 
as the other circumstances alluded to, are of 
such a nature as to call for the most 
searching scrutiny by Councils. And 
we, therefore, urge that suitable action to 
that end may be taken by your honorable 
bodies, us an act of justice alike to the city and 
the contractor. Mr. Smith has fallen into the 
error that this is a controversy be¬ 
tween him and the Chairman of your Com¬ 
mittee. This Is a mistake! It Is submitted 
with entire confidence that tbe trash about 
“Mr. Chairman Morgan, Mr. Councilman Mor¬ 
gan and Morgan’s scales,” in which Mr. Smith 
sees fit to Indulge in his recent communication 
to Councils, in no way effects the truth or 
falsity of the charges as to tbe weight of pipe 
furnished the city. When this matter is prop¬ 
erly disposed of it will be time enough to raise 
such outside issues, and to severally pass upon 
them should Councils deem them worthy of 
notice. 

Speaking for himself alone, IbeChairman of 
your Commtttee denies that Mr. Smith ever 
asked him the privilege of meeting the Com¬ 
mittee or of reading the anonymous letter he 
received through the mall, and asserts that it 
was common talk upon the street that frauds 
were being committed by Mr. Smith, and that 
the three pieces oi eight-inch pipe weighed on 
ihe private scales of Mr. Smith by the Chair¬ 
man of your Committee was not made or 
marked for delivery to the city as by reference 
to his bill of August last it will be seen that he 
gives the city credit for one hundred and twen¬ 
ty-five pieces of eight-inch pipe taken from 
.Second Avenue. Audi would respectfully ask 
why ue took pipe of the same size 
off the streets and delivered others in 
their places? And if he will be 
kind enough to explain bow it came that all 
but one ot the pipes weighed by the Chairman 
of the" Committee (upon which the marks 
could not be read), fell short of the weight 
marked upon them, and why he did not use 
plain figures In marking tbe pipes and not use 
hierogliphlcs that could not be deciphered 
without a key. The Chairman of your Com¬ 
mittee hopes to long survive the wrath of Mr. 
Smith, and even to outlive the curses ami mal¬ 
edictions of that good man’s paid counsel who 
represents his Interests In the Select branch of 
the City Councils. , ,

the same are hereto attached. He further says 
said pipe was weighed in the presence of Alex. 
Black and Noah Craig, and other citizens.

DISCUSSION OF THE REPORT. 

Mr, MORGAN—I present this to Councils in 
reply to the paper of Mr. Smith that was pre¬ 
sented in Select council last meeting, in re¬ 
gard to the conduct of the committee, and my 
conduct particularly, although my report was 
signed by the majority of the committee, and 
I ask Council to take some action upon It. 

Mr. REED—Before any action is taken, I 
move that that in reference to “Mr. Smith’s 
paid counsel of the select body” be stricken 
out. 

This motion was seconded by several mem¬ 
bers. 

Mr. MORGAN—In reply to that, I have only 
to say in reply to the amendment made by 
the gentleman from the Eleventh ward (Mr. 
Reed), that the gentleman refered to is the paid 
counsel of Mr. Smith. It is not. the first time 
he has come into Council and used his power 
on Uie floor, 

Mr. HOUSTON—I call the gentleman to or¬ 
der 

Mr. MORGAN—I ask Council to give me the 
privilege oi replying to these slanders. 

Mr. HEED—X would say Councils heard the 
communication of Mr. Smith read, and laid it 
on the table, which was certainly compli¬ 
mentary to the gentleman. I am willing to 
sift the matter with him, but I do not think 
these personal matters should be brought In. 

Mr. MORGAN—I do not want to make this a 
personal fight, but when men get up, and by 
virtue of theirposition to pounce me, I think 
I have a right to reply. Otherwise you are 
convicting me without giving me an opportu¬ 
nity to answer them. 

Mr. McKXVY—If they do wrong It is no 
reason why we should do so. I object to any¬ 
body getting up and abusing a member on this 
or the other floor. 


Mr.MORGAN—You may be a great Quaker, 
but I am not. 

Mr. McKELVEY—In regard to his being the 
paid counsel oi Mr. Smith, I do not think it 
is so. 

Mr. MORGAN—Don’t you know that he is 
the private counsel of Mr. Smith ? 

Mr. McKELVY—I do not. 

Mr. MORGAN—I do, sir; and there are plenty 
of members who know it. 

Mr. PENNEY—It seems to me it is rather a 
curious proposition to make a motion to amend 
a report. It is the action of the Committee— 
the report of the Committee—and it is to be 
adopted or rejected. Councils. I do not think, 
have a right to take it out of the hands of the 
Committee and put it upon record as the re¬ 
port of the Committee. It is rather a novel 
idea to think of amending the report of a com¬ 
mittee. I do not think it will be any harm to 
adopt it as it is. 

The PRESIDENT—The question is on the ac¬ 
ceptance of the report. 

Mr. McKELVY—We accept the report with 
the exception of the last clause, which really 
does not pertain to the report at all. It is 
merely the language thrown out by the gentle¬ 
man at the close of the report.

Mr. WELDON—There is another point I 
would like to call attention to. That is in refer¬ 
ence to tbe removing of pipe on Second avenue. 

I think the motion was to change that to 
twelve inch pipe. Also in reference to burying 
the twenty inch pipe. I think that was an or¬ 
der from the Street Committee. I would ask 
if we cannot have that corrected? 

Mr. MORGAN—Mr, Smith, in his communi¬ 
cation, says I well knew that the three or 
eight inch pipes I weighed, and that weighed 
four to six pounds more, he said they were be¬ 
ing delivered to the city. If so, I will ask the 
question, why does he haul one hundred and 
twenty-five pieces of eight-inch pipe off Sec¬ 
ond avenue? I merely ask the question why 
he was hauling one pipe outand another back? 
He charges me with knowing that the pipes 
were marked and delivered to the city. There 
is Mr. Smith’s bill of one hundred and twenty- 
five pieces of eight-inch pipe he took from the 
city. 

Mr. REED—I see the business manager of 
Mr. Smiih is outside, and I move he be allowed 
to make statement. 

Mr. PENNEY—I object. 

Mr. REED—Why object to his answering 
certain questious ? 

Mr. MORGAN—We are not trying Mr. Smith. 
Councils do that. He charges me with— 

Mr, REED—Mr. Smith is not in Council; 
his communication has oeen laid on the table. 

Mr. BELL—I would like to know whether we 
can amend the report? 

Mr. PENNEY—What I understand to be the 
rule in a case of this kind is, it is not for Coun¬ 
cils by motion nor for any legislative body to 
change a report after It has been made. They 
have the jurisdiction to refer It back to the 
Committee with instructions how to report. 
We could not, according to my notions of leg¬ 
islative action, say: We don’t like this and will 
make another. It would be a very anomalous 
proceeding to amend the report of a commit¬ 
tee. If the body to which the report is made 
are not satisfied, they may refer it back to the 
committee and instruct them to report again. 

Mr. REED—i move it be referred back to the 
Committee to strike out all personalities in 
reference to members of the other Council, 

Mr. PENNEY—I was going to say this and 
it has been brought out by a remark that has 
been made in reference to trying Mr. Smith. 
We are not here trying anybody; but there Is a 
motion on the report, which is simply to re¬ 
ceive and adopt it. It is for Council after¬ 
wards, If they deem the question of sufficient 
importance, to direct the investigations and 
stop the payment of any more on Mr. 
Smith’s contract. That is simply the question 
before Council, Mr, Smith asks for an 
Investigation, but he don’t expect to 
gei in here with a tirade against 
members of the Council lor the action they 
have seen tit to take in the performance of 
their duties. It whs very properly disposed of 
by being laid on the table. This report comes 
in in answer to matters pertaining to public 
interest. Therefore, if I had been writing that 
report I would have been a little more careful. 
But I do not know that the expression “paid 
counsel” is so very malicious, or so very much 
of a slang phrase. It would not be improper 
for Mr. Smith’s counsel to be in Select Council 
or for Mr, Smith’s counsel to write a remon¬ 
strance, If he did it In proper terms.

SELECT COUNCIL.

The Select and Common Councils of Pitts¬ 
burgh met on special call in their respective 
chambers, City Building, on Monday after¬ 
noon, November 15, 1869. 

The Council was cal led to order at two o’clock, 
and on a call of the roll the lollowing members 
answered to their names: Messrs. A 111 born, 
Brown, Burgwin, Coffin, Craig, Dickson, Galla- 
her. Gross, Hallman, Hartman, Jones, Kane, 
Kehew, Laufman, Littell, Lloyd, Marshall, 
Murdoch, Murray, McClelland, McEwen, Mc¬ 
Mahon, Ogden, Phillips, Rafferty, Rush, 
Bchmidt, Scully, Shiptou, Wainwright, S. J.; 
Watson, White, Wilson and President Me- 
Auiey. 

The miuutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved, 

SLANDEROUS REPORTS. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the meeting 
was called at the request of the Street Com¬ 
mittee, who had important business to pre¬ 
sent. He further stated that he would hereat- 
lerdecideout of order, unless a majority of 
the Council should rule otherwise, ail reports 
presented by committees which contained a 
slander on any member of either body. Such 
reports as had been presented at previous 
meetings and allowed to be taken np for dis¬ 
cussion would not be tolerated by him when 
in the chair, and he hoped any other gentle¬ 
man, who might be in the chair, would so 
rule, ' 

The views advanced by the PRESIDENT 
seemed to meet with the general indorsement 
of the members present, all of whom mani¬ 
fested a desire to prevent any more such oc¬ 
curences as had been witnessed in the last two 
meetings of Councils. 

The PRESIDENT announced that the Conn¬ 
ell was now ready for business, and said he 
had a communication to offer. 

Mr. BURGWIN desired to know what the 
Gpeclal business of the meeting was, but the 
information was not forthcoming, no object 
being set forlh. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the Common 
Council were two days behind the business of 
Select, and it was partly to give them an op¬ 
portunity to "catch up,” that the meeting was 
held. There were other matters, however, 
which would be presented in due course of 
time. 

COMMUNICATION FROM THE CONTROLLER- 
TRANSFER OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

The President, by permission of Council, 
read the following communication; 

City Controller’s Office, \

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of

On motion of Mr. GROSS the report was re¬ 
ceived. 

On motion of the same gentleman the former 
action of Councils in ordering transfers was 
reconsidered. 

The resolution was recalled and the resolu¬ 
tion presented in the report adopted. 

The bill of W. W. Moorhead, $L2, for material 
to drape In mourning the Council Chamber in 
respect to the memory of David Holmes. Esq., 
deceased, was presented, and on motion, a 
warrant was ordered foi Us payment. 

On motion of Mf. BURGWIN, the rules were 
suspended and the Councils proceeded to the 
consideration of other business. 

COMMON COUNCIL BUSINESS. 

The following ordinances, sent back to Com¬ 
mon Council at a recent meeting to have the 
names of viewers inserted, were presented, and 
having ueen adopted in Common Council, were 
read three times and passed: For the opening 
of Thirty-third street, Smallraan street from 
Twenty-first to Twenty-third street; Twen¬ 
tieth street from Allegheny Valley Railroad to 
the river; Twenty-second,Twenty-third,Twen¬ 
ty-fourth, Twenty-fifth. Twenty-sixth, Twenty- 
seventh, Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thir¬ 
tieth, Thirty-first, Thirty-second and Thirty- 
streets. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Mr. PHILLIPS presented a bill for E. C. 
Mathers, amounting to $189, for serving grad¬ 
ing and paving and board-walk notices. 

Referred to the Finance Committee with 
power to act. 

PERSONAL EXPLANATION. 

Nr, GALLAHERasked privilege to make a 
personal explanation. 

Tbe PRESIDENT—I cannot entertain the 
explanation If it is in relerence to a matter 
now in Common Council, in regard to which 
so much has been said. 

Mr, GALLAHERsaid that he had been at¬ 
tacked in the other Council and he desired to 
explain his position. That Council which was 
last degenerating Into a‘beer garden.” 

Mr. PHILLIPS—The gentleman is out of or¬ 
der. 

The PRESIDENT—I stated a few moments 
ago,thatJhereafter;i would not permit any mem 
berjof Council to be maligned while I was in the 
chair and I must adhere to my remarks. If 
any member will move to hear Mr. Gallaher 
I shall readily submit. 

Mr. HARTMAN moved, in order to arrive at 
tbe sense of the meeting, that Mr. Gallaher be 
permitted to make his explanation. The mo¬ 
tion was seconded and put to a vote, but the 
Chairman being unable to decide, a division 
was called. 

Before the question was decided, a motion 
was made that the member be allowed to pro¬ 
ceed in order. 
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Mr. BURGWIN—How Is he to proceed in or¬ 
der. 

Mr. SCULLY—I move that the gentleman be 
allowed to publish his statement. 

Mr. GALLAHER—I don’t want to pub¬ 
lish it. 

Mr. HARTMAN—It is for the Chair to decide 
whether the gentleman is proceeding in order 
or not. When he departs from that he can be 
stopped. 

Mr. LITTELL said the report containing a 
slander on the member ot .Select Council had 
been sent back to Common Council, with in¬ 
structions io have the Committee expunge the 
slanderous matter. It would not be in good 
taste to counter malign a member of Common 
Council. If the gentleman desired to explaiu 
anything In reference to bis own conduct. Ijk 
would vote to hear him, otherwise he woukl 
not 

Mr. GALLAHER said he did not want to 
malign any one, bat he desired to be placed in 
the right before the public, inasmuch as he had 
been misrepresented by the Chairman ol the 
Committee on Retrenchment and Reform. 

Mr. HARTMAN—Does tne gentleman wish 
to apologize to Council ? 

After some further discussion, in which a 
number of the members spoke in concert, the 
division asked for by Mr. HARTMAN was 
taken, and the privilege granted Mr. Gallaher 
to proceed with his explanation. 

Mr. GALLAHER commenced by saying that 
the chairman of the Retrenchment and Re¬ 
form Committee had made a statement in 
Common Council, in reply to his (Gallaher’s) 
remarks in Select Council, which would lead a 
great many to the impression that he had 
told a falsehood about the report of that Com¬ 
mittee. 

The PRESIDENT decided the explanation 
out ot order, inasmuch as it reflected on a 
member of Common Council. The remarks 
would have to be confined to a line so as not to 
slander any one in Councils. 

Mr. GALLAHER then stated that np to the 
28th of September, he knew nothing of the in¬ 
vestigation and report of the Retrenchment 
and Reform Committee, It had afterwards 
been presented to him, and he had assisted to 
amend it, where such passages occurred as he 
could not approve. His remarks in Select 
Council, when the matter was up, had special 
reference to the first report. The state¬ 
ment of the chairman of the Committee 
appeared to make Mr. G. say that he had never 
seen the amended report, which was of course 
a misinterpretation ot his language, and mis¬ 
representation of the facts. The Chairman of 
the Retrenchment Committee had also stated 
that he had thrown obstacles in the way of the 
investigation. If he meant by that, the 
amending of the report he agreed with him, 
but if he wished to convey the idea that he 
had hindered him in any other way. It was a 
falsehood. He had thrown no obstacles in the 
way of the investigation. 

The PRESIDENT—Doctor you are not on 
trial here. We have Important business be¬ 
fore us which should properly occupy our 
time. 

Mr. GALLAHER said further: The Chair¬ 
man of the Retrenchment Committee said la 
Common Council that I was afraid I would 
lose a good customer, and that deterred me 
from signing the report. That I was a family 
physician of a gentleman interested in the 
matter and that our relations were such that 
I would not be Justified in signing the report. 
This statement was not made in committee 
but outside in a jocularly manner. I wonld 
not sign the report because I did not believe I 
could vote for it. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved that the apology be 
accep ted 

The PRESIDENT—Doctor, yon do not desire 
your remarks to be considered an apology. 

Mr. GALLAHER-No, sir.

DECEMBER. 

Mr. BROWN Chairman of the Ordinance 
Committee presented the following: 

Resolved, By the Selectand Common Councils 
of the City of PIttsbugh, that the following bill 
shall be presented to the Senate and HoRse oi 
Represeneatives of Pennsylvania, at their next 
sesion, with the request that the same be 
enacted lor the government of said city, viz. 
An Act relating to election of city and ward 

officers in the Ciy ot Pittsburgh: 

Section 1 Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
mei, and It is enacted by the authority of the 
same: That hereafter the annual election for 
members of the City Council. School Directors 
and ward officers and the tri-annual election 
for Mayor, Treasurer and Controller within 

said city shall be held on the-and 

noton the second Tuesday of October, as pro¬ 
vided for in the existing laws. 

Mr. BROWN moved to Insert the 1st Monday 
ol December in the blank in the bill. 

Mr. AHLBORN moved to amend by making 
it the first Tuesday. The amendment was car¬ 
ried and the bill as amended adopted. 

The ordinance providing for the erection of a 
sewer In Diamond alley was called up and 
adopted. 

Mr. WHITE called up the ordinance provid¬ 
ing for the partial grading oi Cooper street, 
from Bluff to Eagle street, and on his motion 
it was passed finally. 

Mr. BROWN offered the following resolu¬ 
tion: 

Resolved. That the Controller be and he is 
hereby authorized to certify a warrant in favor 
of each of the Clerks of Councils for $100, in 
lieu of any increase of salary for the present 
year, and charge the same to the contingent 
fund.

Mr. WILSON presented a bill oi J. H, Wal¬ 
ler, Prothonotary, in the case of the Pittsburgh, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago Railway vs. the City, 
for docket costs amounting to $38 00, with reso¬ 
lution to pay the same. Read three times and 
passed. 

SALARY OF MAYOR'S CLERK. 

Mr. MCCARTHY presented a communica¬ 
tion from the Police Committee, recommend¬ 
ing an Increase in the salary of the Mayor's 
clerk, for the year 1870, to the sum of $2,000. 
The communication was accompanied by an 
ordinance fixing the salary at the sum stated. 

Mr. MORGAN opposed an Increase of any 
salaries, at this time, but he was willing to ad¬ 
mit that the Clerk was not adequately paid.

Referred to the Market Committee. 

THE WATER QUESTION. 

A motion was then made to take up the or¬ 
dinance passed by Select Council, authorizing 
the purchase of the Coleman property as a site 
for the new water works. 

Objections were made from all parts of the 
Chamber. 

A vote was then ordered on the motion to 
suspend the rules and take up the ordinance, 
ona resulted—yeas, 19; nays, 21. [Three-fourths 
of all the members present were necessary to 
suspend the rules.] 

POLICE ORDINANCE. 

Mr. HARE presented an ordinance to pro¬ 
vide for the arrest and punishment of persons 
guilty of riots, and other offenses .under the 13th 
sectlen of the act of Assembly, approved April 
6,1867, entitled “A further supplement to the 
act Incorporating the city of Pittsburgh, etc.” 
The ordinance empowers the Mayor to punish 
a large class of offenses by fine or imprison¬ 
ment at hard labor, or both, at the discretion 
of the Mayor. The fine for first offense not to 
exceed Arty dollars, and for second offense 
not to exceed one hundred dollars. The im¬ 
prisonment for first offense not to exceed 
thirty days, second offense not to exceed six¬ 
ty days. 

The ordinance was read and laid over under 
the rules. 

The Council then adjourned.

The Councils of the City of Pittsburgh met 
In regular session in their respective cham¬ 
bers, City Building, on Monday afternoon, 
November 29th, 1869. 

NO QUORUM, 

The Council was called to order at two 
o’clock and the roll called, but there was not 
a quorum present. At a quarter past two 
o’clock the roll was gone over again, but still 
no quorum could be had. 

MOTION TO ADJOURN. 

Mr. BURG WIN now moved that the rule 
adopted at a previous session be strictly ad¬ 
hered to, and that the President declare the 
Council adjourned. 

The PRESIDENT was about to enforce the 
rule when several members came In, and the 
Clerk calling the roll, the following answered 
as present: Messrs. Armstrong, Brown, Burg- 
win, Coffin, Dickson, Gallaher, Gross, Hail- 
man, Hartman, Herron, Jones, Kane, Kehew, 
Kirk. Laufman, Littell, Lloyd, Marshall, Mor¬ 
row, Murdoch, Murray, McEwen, McMahon, 
Rafferty, Rees, Rush, Scully, Shipton, Tor¬ 
rens, Wainwright, S. J. t White, Wilson, Zero, 
and McAuley, President. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved, after which the business 
was proceeded with. 

COMMUNICATION FROM THE MAYOR. 

The PRESIDENT read a communication 
from the Mayor containing the credentials of 
Mr. Frank S. Blssell, elected on the 16th inst.as 
a member of Select Council, from the Eigh¬ 
teenth ward, to fill the unexpired term of David 
Holmes, Esq., deceased. 

The communication was accepted and filed, 
and Mr. Blssell declared a memberof the Coun¬ 
cil, 

The PRESIDENT then administed the usual 
oath to Mr. Blssell, and informed him that he 
was now a member of Council. 

REPORT FROM THE CITY CONTROLLER—TRANS¬ 
FER OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

The PRESIDENT read a report from the 
City Controller. The report contained the 
names of thirty Arms doing business in the 
city, asking for a reduction of the business tax 
assessed against them la accordance with the 
returns maae under oath for assessments. 

Accompanying the report were the following

THE SURVEY DEPARTMENT. 

The report concluded as follows: 

Inasmuch as the appropriations have been 
exhausted, it would be well for the Commit¬ 
tees to consider the propriety of suspending 
operations in the Survey Department and also 
in the Engineers’ Department of the streets for 
the month of December. 

R. J. McGowan, Controller. 
The report was accepted and filed. 

The resolution recommending the transfers 
of appropriations was read three times and 
passed. The resolution for the payment of bills 
was also passed. 

Mr. GROSS stated that the recommendation 
of the Controller to suspend operations in the 
Survey Department during the month of De¬ 
cember ought not to be adopted. The field 
work has all been done during the past 
months, and the plans are to be made during 
December. The city would lose considerable 
money and the work now on band would be 
delayed by the adoption of the recommenda¬ 
tion. 

Mr. SHIPTON desired to know if the sala¬ 
ries of the officers would notgo on, and was an¬ 
swered in the affirmative. 

Mr. GALLAHER asked if the Survey Com¬ 
mittee had exhausted their appropriation. 

The Controller stated that there was about 
$600 yet in the fund, but there were a large 
number of bills to be paid. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the Controller 
acquainted the Council with the facts in order 
that he might be relieved of any difficulty. 

Mr. GROSS moved to strike out the recom¬ 
mendation. 

Mr. BURG WIN saidas the matter affected 
the Survey Committee it ought to be referred 
to that Committee. He made a motion to that 
effect. 

Mr. LITTELL asked if the suspending of the 
work in the survey department would be a 
saving to the city. 

Mr. GROSS thought not, as the cost of finish¬ 
ing up the unfinished business, by the newSur- 
vey Committee would be greater than what 
the old Committee could complete their busi¬ 
ness. 

The motion of Mr, BURG WIN to refer to the 
Survey Committee was then carried. 

ELECTION EXPENSES—OPINION OF THE CITY SO¬ 
LICITOR. 

The PRESIDEN V read the following: 

Pittsburgh, November 23,1869. 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: I herewith return your resolu¬ 
tion of November 15, 1869, In relation to the 
payment of claims of election officers for 
holding elections October 12,1869. The act of 
April 6tli, 1867, provided that the city elections 
be held on the second Tuesday of October, by 
the officers conducting the State and county 
elections. The act of 1839, provides for the 
payment of these officers by the county, and 
if the claim is allowed by the city it would be 
double pay. I am of the opinion that they are 
not entitled to double pay, and tbe city would 
not be liable to pay the claim now made. 
Respectfully submitted. J. F. Slagle. 
The opinion was received and filed. 

RESOLUTION TO PAY. 

Mr. SHIPTON offered a resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the Controller to certify a warrant on the 
Mayor for $355—election expenses on October 
12, 1869. Carried.

Mr. MORROW presented the bill of H. Snive- 
ly. Esq., Recorder, for recording ordinances, 
Ac. The amount of the bill was $122 10. 

On motion a warrant was ordered for the 
payment of the bill. 

THE QUESTION OF WHARFAGE. 

Also, the following petition : 

To the Select and Common Councils of Pitts¬ 
burgh— 

Gentlemen: The undersigned, your pe¬ 
titioners. would respectfully represent that 
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they are about to start a line, consisting of 
three weekly packets, between this port and 
Cincinnati; that the wharfage now charged 
upon tonnage at this port is an extraordinary 
tax upon boats; is more than double what we 
can use in a packet trade, when the time in 
limited to less than two, often only one day 
each irip. In addition, we pay wharfage four 
times per month during the season, and if 
charged existing rates, would amount from 
$100 and $150, to $200 monthly on each boat—a 
sum nearly three times what is charged at 
Cincinnati. 

We therefore pray your honorable bodies to 
exonerate us from this extravagant tax, and 
fix it at a rate more equitable, say the same as 
we are charged at Cincinnati—fifteen dollars 
each trip, an amount which we deem fair and 
are willing to pay. 

Feeling that the justice and fairness of our 
petition will be met in a like spirit by your 
honorable bodies, we respectfully and earnestly 
ask that you pass an ordinance or otherwise 
arrange a wharfage per trip that will be mutu¬ 
ally satisfactory and not In excess of that 
charged by other Important ports, and your 
petitioners will ever pray. Signed by the own¬ 
ers of steamboats Grey Eagle, St. Charles and 
J. N. McCullough. 

The petition was accepted aud referred to the 
Monongahela Wharf Committee with instruc¬ 
tions to report an ordinance. 

Mr. REES moved an amendment, that the 
wharfage on all other boats be taken Into con¬ 
sideration. 

Mr. SHIPTON stated that the Committee 
could report an ordinance covering the whole 
matter. 

RAVINE STREET. 

Mr. JONES, petition from citizens residing 
on Ravine street, Thirteenth ward, asking for 
the grading and paving of said street for the 
distance of six hundred feet, beginning at 
Thirty-third street and going eastwardly. Re¬ 
ferred to the Road Committee. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON GAS LIGHTING. 

Mr. SHIPTON presented the following re¬ 
port from the Gas Committee: 

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Gas Light¬ 
ing would respectfully report that they have 
had before them a number of petitions asking 
for the erection of public lamps aud would re¬ 
commend their erection at the following 
points: One In 8t. Patrick’s alley, midway be^- 
tween Marion and Van Braam streets; one at 
the corner of Stevenson and Ann streets; one 
at the corner of Crawford street and Bedford 
avenue: one on the corner of Crawford street 
and Whiteside alley. 

A lamp is asked lor in Scott alley, but there 
are no mains. Lamps are also requested on 
Crawrord street, between Wylie street an! 
Central avenue, but no gas mains are laid on 
Crawford street. The President of the Qm 
Company informed your committee that as 
soon as the houses had the gas fittings put In 
and service pipe ordered the Gas Company 
will Immediately lay the mains, and when 
that is done, your committee will recommend 
the erection of said lamps. 

Respectfully submitted. 

The report was accepted and the lamps recom¬ 
mended ordered to be erected. 

THE RELEASING OF THE STALLS IN THE MAR¬ 
KET—ACTION ON THE ORDINANCE POST¬ 
PONED. 

Mr. McEWEN, Chairman of the Market 
Committee, submitted an ordinance providing 
for the releasing of the stalls In the market to 
the highest and best bidders. [The substance 
of the ordinance, which is very lengthy, was 
published a dAy or two ago, and those interest¬ 
ed, are fully acquainted with Its provisions.] 

Mr. McEwEN moved a suspension of the 
rules in order to pass the ordinance to a third 
rending and final passage. 

Mr. MURDOCH objected, and stated that he 
thought it Incumbent upon the Market Com¬ 
mittee to submit a schedule of the prices to be 
















asked for the stalls before endeavoring to 
have the Councils pass an ordinanee authoriz¬ 
ing the releasing of the same. The ordinance 
took in the vegetable stands, and he desired to 
see the gardeners protected. 

Mr. GROSS thought that the Council ought 
to be allowed time to examine the ordinance, 
and would therefore move that it pass to a sec¬ 
ond reading and be published once in the offi¬ 
cial papers. It could only be properly digest¬ 
ed In this manner. 

Mr. BURGWIN was opposed to the releasing 
of the stalls and thought the market Commit¬ 
tee ought to fix the rental at such a figure a.s 
to renumerate the city and at the same time do 
no unjustice to the holders of the stalls. He 
was of opinion that the question should first 
be taken on the motion to suspend the rules 
and ask the Chairman to decide the matter, 

Mr. LITTELL said the matter had been given 
mature deliberation in Committee and he 
thought every member understood the ord¬ 
nance. He then went on to show the benefits 
and advantages that would accrue to the city 
by the adoption of the ordinance. 

Mr. GROSS said his Idea was to give all in¬ 
terested a chance to digest the ordinance, and 
he thought this could only be done by publish¬ 
ing it. 

Mr. MURDOCH asked if the gardtiers had 
leases 

Mr. *McAULEY, (Mr. BURGWIN in the 
Chair,) then gave an account of the sale by 
auction of tlie stalls twelve years ago, when 
the market bouses were erected. The whole 
realized only $1,500. A lease was given to per¬ 
sons paying $100, of five years, and to those 
paying over 8ln0, a lease of ten years. He then 
went on to show the justice of re-leasing the 
stalls. He believed the stalls in the building 
on the west side of Market street were not 
leased then, and only a portion of the stalls in 
the other building. The leases are out long 
ago, and he believed the Councils should act 
for the best interests of the city. None of the 
outside stalls are leased for more than one 
year. 

Mr. GALLAHER offered as an amendment 
the following: ‘‘That that portion of the or¬ 
dinance authorizing the Market Committee to 
put up the stalls at public sale and sell them 
to; the highest bidder, subject to an annual 
rental, be stricken out, and insert the follow¬ 
ing: ‘that the Committee be instructed to re¬ 
lease the stalls at a fixed annual rent, giving 
preference at all times to the present occu¬ 
pants.’ ” 

Tne PRESIDENT decided the amendment 
out of order at this time. 


Mr. JONES thought it, a very great injustice 
to charge the men who had by their industry 
and perseverance built up a good business. A 
price, just and equitable, ought to be fixed 
upon these stalls, and the men who had held 
them for ten or fifteen years permitted to 
hold them. It would be an injustice to put 
these stalls up at public sale and sell them to 
the highest bidder. 

Mr. GALLAHER said that this was the view 
set forth in his amendment, and called for the 
question on It. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the question 
would first recur on the motion of Mr GROSS 
to postpone and print. So long as that motion 
was before the house, the amendment was not 
in order. 

Mr. KEHRW thought it strange that the 
Council should refuse to adopt an ordinance 
which would result In considerable revenue to 
the city, much more so than has ever been re¬ 
ceived from the markets. The sympathies of 
the Councils should not be with the butchers, 
but with the city, and every member leellngan 
interest in the welfare of the city ought to vote 
for an ordinance which would make money for 
the city. Allegheny had done the same thing, 
and a handsome sum had been realized. 


Mr, BROWN said that Pittsburgh had once 
ftuopted the example set by Allegheny, but it 
did not work as well as had been anticipated. 
He thought a just rental should be fixed on the 
stalls, and. if possible, the preference given to 
the present holders, but in case they do not 
pay the rent a*ked the stalls be given to those 
who would. This he considered the better 
plan. 

The question on the motion to print was then 
cal led'

THE BIRMINGHAM PASSENGER RAILWAY,

also to occupy and lay down rails for a single 
or double track with the necessary switches, 
sidlDgs and turn outs as specified in an act ap¬ 
proved the 2d day of March, 1S69, supplementa¬ 
ry to an act incorporting the said Pittsburgh 
and Birmingham Passenger Railway, connect¬ 
ing with their present track at the corner of 
Smithfleld street and Second avenue, and 
along said avenue to the Birmingham bridge, 
subject to all conditions and restrictions, &c. 
Referred to the Committee on Streets. In 
Common Council laid over.

OLD BUSINESS OF SELECT COUNCIL. 

[Common Council then took up the business 
of Select Council, which had been accumu¬ 
lating on the President’s desk for two or three 
months past.] 

RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM, 

The report of the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform—iu C. C. f October 25, read 
and accepted. S. C. same day do not concur in 
action of C. C. ( and adopt the following: 

j Resolved, Tnat we non-coucur in the action 
of Common CoDncil, in accepting and ordering 
the filing of the report of the Committee on 
Retrenchment and Reform, and that it be re¬ 
turned to the Common Council, as it contains 
a slander on a member of the Select Council, 
and we respectfully ask Common Council to 
order It back to the committee with whom It 
originated, and have this slander expunged. 

A motion was made to recede and concur in 
the action of Select. 

Mr. MORGAN said he objected to the word 
ilandei. It might be designated as a person¬ 
ality, that a member of the Select body wan tne 
paid counsel of Mr. Smith, but It was not a 
slauder . It was true, and therefore not a slander 
to utter tt. 

After some further discussion, Mr. Morgan 
withdrew his objection, and agreed to a con¬ 
currence, as it was a matter which the com¬ 
mittee could arrange satisfactorily. The ac¬ 
tion of the Select Council was then concurred 
In. 

THE RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM COMMITTEE 
AND THE SMITH PIPE BUSINESS. 

When the action of the Select Council, of 
September 27th, relative to the report of the 
Committee on Retrenchment and Reform was 
read, very warm discussion ensued. 

In order that the public may understand this 
matter fully, we must go back to the original 
report of the committee, offered in Common 
Council, August 30th, in which they, after pre¬ 
ferring charges against Mr. Wm. Smith,offered 
three resolutions: First. Instructing the Water 
Committee to discontinue the extension of 
water mains in the new city district, and that 
the Finance Committee discontinue the 
sale of Water Loan bonds, except so many 
as would pay the debts then assumed 
by the Water Committee. Second. Instructing 
the Mayor to issue such snbpcenas as might be 
required by the Retrenchment and Reform 
Committee in their Investigations of matters 
pertaining to the business of the city. Third. 
Authorizing the committee to take up water 
pipes In the new districts, for the purpose of 
Investigating further into the alleged discrep¬ 
ancies in the matter of weighing. These reso¬ 
lutions were adopted in Common Council, but 
were not acted in on Select until September 
??tb,when they were non-concurred in,and the 
following substitute adopted: 

Resolved, That a special committee, of two 
irom the Select and three from the Common 
Council, be appointed to Investigate the charg¬ 
es against Mr. Smith, and that they have pow¬ 
er to raise any pipes they may desire for the 
purpose of weighing; and that they also have 
power to send for persons and papers; and that 
the Mayor be Instructed to issue such sum¬ 
monses as they may require. 

The above substitute was adopted in Select, 
after a very hot discussion, in which numer¬ 
ous personalities were freely indulged. 

The question came up before the Common 
Council, on a motion to concur In the action 
of Select, In the passage of the substitute, and 
the appointment of the special committee to 
take charge of the matter therein stated. 

Mr. MORGAN, chairman of the Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform Committee—I have bnt a 
few words to say. The resolution, as passed 
by Select Council, simply puts the Reform 
Committee on trial, lnsteaa of Mr. Smith. Un¬ 
der this resolution, the members of the com¬ 
mittee are the culprits, and Mr. Smith be¬ 
comes the complainant. In the remarks 
made by Mr. Brown, of Select Council, he 
characterized the writer of the report as a liar 
and slanderer, and indulged iu the grossest 
personalities. If I were to assert that Mr. 
Brown Is a liar and a slanderer, members on 
this floor would promptly call me to order. Lf 
1 were to assert that Mr, Brown is a confidence 


man, and could be hired to put things through 
Councils for money, I would doubtless be 
called to order. 

Mr. McKELVY—I call the gentleman to or¬ 
der. 

The PRESIDENT—The gentleman will 
please come to order, and abstain from person¬ 
alities. The motion is to concur with the ac¬ 
tion of Select Council. Speak to that motion. 

Mr. MORGAN—I have only to say, in reply 
to these charges, that J wrote the report —every 
line and syllable of it. I further declare that 
every word of the report is true, and I will 
hold myself responsible for It, either in or out 
of Councils. If this special committee is ap¬ 
pointed, and goes to work to honestly investi 
gate the charges contained in the report, and 
not with a view to whitewashing, I will vote in 
favor of concurrence. My only desire from the 
beginning has been, and now is, to have the 
facts fully developed. If the charges 
are groundless, let them be so 
declared, and let Mr. Smith stand ac¬ 
quitted. I do not care who in¬ 
vestigates the case, so that it is honestly done. 
There is one name, however, on the special 
committee, on the part ol Select, that I would 
like to see stricken off , and that of Mr. Morrow 
substituted. [Messrs. Burgwin and McEwen 
were the members appointed. | The report was 
made In good faith. I believed that frauds had 
been committed, and I believe so still; and no 
dodges of members, in either branch, will 
make me believe anything else. The investi¬ 
gation has been delayed from midsummer to 
almost midwinter, and durijg this time all 
sorts of charges have been made against 
me, I have been abused in Councils 
and out of Councils, and nothing too 

E ersonal can be said lu regard to the course I 
ave pursued. But I am not afraid of any of the 
part ies, big or little. Asa mem ber of that Com¬ 
mittee ; if I know of any one guilty of frauds 
against the City I will tell on him. If the 
Councils will not sustain the reports of the 
Committee I can’t help it. Ii Councils do not 
choose to make the investigation let them go 
beiore the people and settle with them, lf the 
special Committee is disposed to act without 
“whitewashing” I am satisfied. If, however, 
their object is to screen Mr. Smith 
and put the Reform Committee on 
trial I object to that proceeding. 

Mr. HARE— Vill the President please read 
the resolution as passed by Select Council ? 

The PRESIDENT then read Lbe resolution as 
given above. 

Mr. HARE—I object to concurring In that 
resolution, as that was all the Retrenchmentj 
and Reform Committee asked for. All the I 
matters contained therein and more too were | 
embodied in the resolutions of the Reform 
Committee. Why raise a new Committee? 
Is not the Reform Committee competent to at¬ 
tend to this matter? 

Mr. BATCHELOR—I would simply urge that 
Councils in this matter observe the rule “to do 
as they would have others do to them.” I am 
not prepared to put the “gag” on Mr. Smith, 
and declare that he is guilty. It is as little as 
Councils can do to give him a committee to in¬ 
vestigate the case. I would consider myself 
wrongly treated lf I were in his position, and I 
appeal to any member of Councils whether, 
under like circumstances, he would not con¬ 
sider himself Justly entitled to a fair investi¬ 
gation, which was all that Mr. Smith demand¬ 
ed. Why convict him on ex parte testimony? 

Mr. JONES—I do not care who is on the com 
mittee, but let the investigation go on, and let 
It be conducted properly. 

Mr. MORGAN—I nave no objection to a new 
committee, if the committee having charge of 
-he matter is not competent to proceed with 
it, or lf they have done wrong in any wav. 
But the committee acted conscientiously 
throughout, and I am free to say that if Mr. 
Smith Is right the committee is wrong. But 
the action of Select Council looks to me like 
an attempt to smother up the investigation, 
and I am opposed to that. I do not care who is 
on the committee, but I want the examina¬ 
tion to go on. 

Mr. HOUSTON—Cannot the resolution be 
amended so as to allow the Special Commit¬ 
tee to act in conjunction with the Committee 
on Retrenchment and Reform. 

Mr. BATCHELOR—I do not understand that 
this Special Committee will Interfere with the 
Retrenchment Committee. 

Mr. MORGAN—[Read from the Municipal 
Record the action ot the Select Council, and 
added:]—That resolution bars the Retrench¬ 
ment Committee from doing anything. It 
takes the investigation entirely out of their 
hands. 

Mr. BARTON—I move to non-concur in the i 
action of Select Council, and that we adhere to 
our former action. 

Mr. PENNEY—I believe this Council Is I 
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earnest In sustaining the investigation of the 
alleged frauds. The Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment aud Reform made a report to this Coun¬ 
cil, settlDg forth certain irregularities, and re¬ 
ported resolutions authorizing them to proceed 
in their Investigations. These resolutions were 
adopted by this body, and went before the Se¬ 
lect Council for their concurrence. The mem¬ 
bers of Select Council did not approve this 
action, but substituted tiie resolution now be¬ 
fore us, raising a new committee, which is to 
take the place of the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform, and this virtually stops any 
further action on their part. Why stop the 
Reform Committee in the middle of their in¬ 
vestigations? My objection is this: Select 
Council had a right to appoint a Committee to 
assist in trying the case, but they should not 
repudiate the very charge made by the Com¬ 
mittee of their own appointment. The Select 
Couucil virtually say to the Reform Commit¬ 
tee, “You must stop this investigation right 
here; we will appoint a new Committee to see 
if Mr. Smith has done wrong.” Is this proper? 
The people expect this investigation to go 
further, and I for one will not vote lor any res¬ 
olution to take it out of the hands 
of the Retrenchment aud Reform Committee 
I hold them to their responsibility, and will 
vote for no resolution to tie their hands or 
muzzle their mouths. If the resolution con¬ 
templated the appointment of a committee to 
act iu connection with the Reform Committee 
and assist in the prosecution of the case, it 
would not be objectionable to me. But why 
appoint a new committee to take the charges 
out of the hands of the regular committee? 
Is it because some of their friends 
have been hurtf Is this the reason why they 
conclude that this committee should go do 
further? We are in this position. We have 
raised a Committee of Retrenchment and Re¬ 
form, who report to us certain irregularities, 
anti we have adopted resolutions ordering 
them to investigate the same. The Select 
Council recognize these charges made, and 
have voted, under the solemnity of their oaths, 
to have the matter investigated. But in so 
doing they have taken the investigation out 
of the hands of a committee of their own crea- 
aliou.and have virtually shut their mouths 
and tied their hands. You may go to the peo¬ 
ple on that Issue, if you like. I will not do it 
lor one. 

Mr. BELL—I am opposed to two committees. 
Mr. PENNEY—The two committees are not 
inconsistent, but until the Select Council adopt 
our action I will vote against committee of 
theirs. Let the Retrenchment and Reform 
Committee have an opportunity to prosecute 
their charges, and let the other committee ap¬ 
pear aud try the case if you will. This is the 
distinction which I wish to make between the 
two committees. I am not opposed to any 
committee that may be deemed necessary to 
secure a fair trial, but I am decidedly opposed 
to sealing the lips of the regular committee, 
and, at this stage of the proceedings, giving the 
matter entirely into the hands of others. 

Mr. BATCHELOR—I wish it distinctly un¬ 
derstood that Mr. Smith never said a word to 
me personally on this subject, and my only ob¬ 
ject Is to secure to him a fair hearing. I did not 
know that the two committees conflicted. I 
supposed the special committee would act iu 
conjunction with the Committee ou Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform. If they do, then I am op¬ 
posed to concurring In the resolution, and in 
favor of adhering to our aclion. 

Mr. BELL—I deprecate the personalities 
which have been indulged in by some of the 
members throughout the entire discussion 
connected with this report,and hope that the 
members will be more considerate and tem¬ 
perate in their language. 

Mr. MORGAN—I also deprecate personali¬ 
ties, but Council will bear me out that I did 
not begin them. When smitten on the one 
cheek lam not Quaker enough to turn the 
other. When I receive a blow It is my nature 
to hit back. I have nothing agalrst Mr. 
Smith, nor do I entertain the slightest feeling 
of resentment against him, although I have 
been grossly assailed and abused, both in his 
report and ou the street. If he can establish 
the fact that the Committee Is in error. X for 
one will not hesitate to acknowledge my mis¬ 
take on this floor. My only desire is to have 
justice done. Ii the two Committees can act 
together let them do so, but the Select Council 
in passing this resolution have declared to the 
Committee of which I am a member that they 
must proceed no further in this matter. 

COMMON COUNCIL NON-CONCUKS AND ADHERES. 

The question was then called on Mr. BAR¬ 
TON’S motion to non concur In the action of 
Select Couuoil and adhere to their former ac¬ 
tion in adopting the resolutions of the Com¬ 
mittee on Retrenchment and Retorm, 

The question being put, the motion was do- 
















cided in the affirmative without a single dis¬ 
senting voice, 

THE FIFTH AVENUE MARKET HOUSE. 

The PRESIDENT took up the ordinance 
passed by Select Council October 25tb, author¬ 
izing the Market Com milt to purchase the 
Lyons property, on Fifth avenue, at Milten- 
berger street, for $65,000, and receive proposals 
for the erection thereon of suitable market 
buildings. 

Mr. MORGAN objected to the passage of ihe 
ordinance, because there was no plan pre- 

ared for the buildings, and Councils did not 

now what they were asked to pass upon. 

Mr. JONES thought Mr. Morgan opposed 
everything that he had not a leading hand in. 
He (Mr. Morgan) admitted that the market 
house was a necessity, and be now opposed it 
simply for talk’s sake. 

Mr. MCCARTHY favored the passage of the 
ordinance. 

Mr. MORGAN said he only wished to have 
the plans laid before Councils, so that they 
would know what they were going to do. 

Mr. BARTON read the resolution, which 
contained the proviso that the plans should 
first be submitted to Councils. 

After some further discussion, the action of 
Select Council in passing the ordinance was 
concurred In, the rules being suspended.

Ad adjourned session of the City Councils 
was held yesterday (Monday) afternoon, De¬ 
cember 13th, 1869, in their respective chambers, 
City Building.

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. 

THE ORDINANCE BOR THE RE-X.EASING OF THE 

MARKET STAHLS REFERRED BACK TO THE 

COMMITTEE. 

The PRESIDENT stated the object of the 
meeting to he the further consideration of the 
ordinance re-leasing the market stalls, read 
once and ordered to be published at the last 
meeting. 

Mr. McEWEN now called up the ordinance 
and moved that it pass to a second reading. 
Carried. 

The PRESIDENT then read the ordinance, 
alter which 

Mr. McEWEN moved that it be read three 
times and passed finally. 

Mr. SHIPTON asked what rent was to be 
asked lor the stalls. 

Mr, McEWEN said that that matter would 
be left entirely with the Committee. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the ordinance 
gave the Committee the power to fix the an¬ 
nual rental of the stalls, and then sell the 
choice of the same. By stalls was meant those 
stands inside of the market. 

Mr. BURGWIN said that the passage of the 
ordinance took the matter ot fixing the rents 
entirely out of the hands oi the Councils and 
left it with the Committee. 

Mr. MURDOCH thought the Committee 
should have submitted a schedule of * mts be¬ 
fore asking Councils to adopt the ordinance. 

Mr. AHLBORN did not think the ordinance 
was fair in providing for public sale of the 
stalls. He thought that a suitable rentshould 
be fixed and collected annually, by which ar¬ 
rangement no injustice could possibly be done 
either to the butchers or the city. 

Mr. BROWN said he was not prejudiced in 
the matter, but he could not favor the pass¬ 
age of the ordinance, because it tied up the 
stalls for ten years—a long time in the future 
—and thought that the city would realize 
more by renting the stalls from year to year. 
Just for what they are worth, to responsible 
tenants. They might be twice as valuable In 
five years as they are now, and as a conse¬ 
quence the city would be the loser. He would 
favor an ordinance providing for the renting 
of the stalls in the manner he had spoken of, 
but none other. 

Mr. RAFFERTY said he thought it would be 
for the good of both the butchers and city to 
sell the stalls at public sale, as there were 
butchers who had built up a business and 


would pay well to maintain it. Hence it could 
not result otherwise than beneficial to the in¬ 
terests of the city. 

RESOLUTIONS TO LEASE THE STALLS EOK A 
TERM OF FIVE YEARS. 

Mr. BURGWIN said that he was in favor of 
making money for the city when It could be 
done fairly and honorably. He did not think, 
however, that the city had the right to sell the 
good will of these stalls. While it 
might have the legal right, It cer¬ 
tainly would not be acting in equity 
in selling these stalls and the good will, fhe 
latter ot which it had nothing to do with. He 
thought a schedule of rentals should be agreed 
upon by the Committee having a regard to lo¬ 
cation and business submitted to the present 
tenants, and if accepted by them well and 
good; if not the others would aceept them; 
after that the remainder could be put up and 
sold at public outcry. 

In order to ascertain whether the Councils 
had the right to dispossess the present lessees 
without notice, and to acquaint the Councils 
with his idea of the releasing of the stalls, he 
would submit the following paper, which he 
had drawn up hastily, and which he said con¬ 
tained the basis lor an ordinance for the re¬ 
leasing of the stalls upon the plan stated by 
him in his remarks. The paper contained the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved. 1st. That the Market Committee be 
instructed to notify, before January 1st, all oc¬ 
cupants of stalls and stands in the market, to 
surrender possession thereof on the 1st of 
April next—1870. 

2d. Thatthesald Committee be also instruct¬ 
ed, at as early a day as convenient, to fix a fair 
and reasonable rental upon each of said stalls 
and stands, taking into consideration its 
relatl ve value, arising from location and con¬ 
venience, but not making the special value it 
may have acquired from Its prior occupancy, 
an element in fixing such rental, and report 
the same to Council. 

3d. That after said rentals have been all 
fixed and adjusted as aforesaid, and approved 
by Councils, the said stalls and stands shall be 
i offered for rent to the present occupants, for 
the term of five years at said rentals. 

4th. That the lease of all stalls or stands not 
accepted by their present occupants, as above 
provided, shall be offered at public outcry to 
the highest and best bidder, on some day in 
February next, of which due public notice 
shall be given. 

Mr. BURGWIN moved that the resolutions 
and the ordinance be recommitted to the com¬ 
mittee, with Instructions to report an ordi¬ 
nance embodying the resolutions above men¬ 
tioned. The motion was seconded. 

Mr. CRAIG thougnt that injustice would be 
done the city if the stalls were sold In the man¬ 
ner provided in the ordinance, and he could 
not. therefore, vote for the ordinance as report¬ 
ed by the committee. He favored the resolu¬ 
tions offered by Mr. BURGWIN. 

MOTION TO INCREASE THE RENTS. 

Mr. HARTMAN opposed the ordinance as it 
stood, and suggested an amendment that the 
Committee add a certain percentage to the an¬ 
nual rental—such a per centage as they might 
think just and equitable. 

Mr. LITTELL said that the Committee were 
ready to hear any suggestions in reference to 
the amount or rental to be fixed for the stalls. 

Mr. CRAIG then moved that the Market 
Committee be instructed to add fifty per cent, 
to the present rental of the stalls. 

Mr. HARTMAN stated that when he spoke 
of per cen tage he had no Idea that such a heavy 

S er centum should be assessed, as suggested by 
lr. CRAIG. 

The PRESIDENT decided the gentleman out 
of order, as the motion had not been seconded. 

Mr. BURGWIN stated that the question 
ought to first be taken on his resolution, the 
motion being to have the Committee embody 
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the same in an ordinance lor the re leasing of 
the market stalls. 

Mr. CRAIG then renewed his motion in¬ 
structing the committee to add fifty per cent, to 
the rental, remarking that it was a substitute to 
the ordinance submitted by the committee, 
and the resolutions presented by Mr. BURG¬ 
WIN, and as such it took precedence. The 
motion was seconded. 

Mr. HARTMAN took the floor, and said he 
was of the opinion that the addition of fifty 
per cent, would make the rents too high, and 
if carried into effect would so increase the ex¬ 
penses of the butchers that they would be com¬ 
pelled to tax their customers higher prices fbr 
meat. He moved an amendment to the substi¬ 
tute that the addition be ten per cent., a sum 
in his mind more equitable and Just than fifty 
percent. 

LAID ON THE TABLE. 

Mr. JONES moved to lay the substitute and 
amendment on the table. Carried. 

Mr. BROWN said that the Mamet Commit¬ 
tee understood the matter better than the 
Councils, and thought the fixing of the rental 
for stalls should be left with the committee en¬ 
tirely. 

Mr. KIRK also said the committee were the 
right persons to fix the rental. He was there¬ 
fore in favor of adopting the ordinance re¬ 
ported by the committee. When the stalls 
were rented ten years ago to the highest and 
best bidders, the city actually had a property 
right in them, and that right reverted to the 
city at the expiration often years. It was 
therefore right to sell the stalls at public out¬ 
cry. 

THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

The question now recurred on the resolution 
offered by Mr. BURG WIN, and the Chair being 
unable to decide, the yeas and nays were 
called. 

Pending the call, Mr. KEHEW moved that 
the whole subject be laid upon the table. 
Decided out of order.

Mr. SHIPTON moved a suspension of the 
rules in order to take up other business. Car¬ 
ried. 

REPORT OF A SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. SHIPTON then submitted the follow¬ 
ing: 

Gentlemen—T he undersigned, who were 
appointed a special committee to investigate 
and report upon the matters contained in a pe¬ 
tition toCouncils, presented by the authorities 
of St. Paul’s Episcopal Charch, Laceyville, 
which petition Is herewith returned to yon, re¬ 
spectfully report: That the city of Pittsburgh 
is not liable to the payment of damages to 
property caused by tne grading of streets, and 
the only remedy provided for persons so (lam- 
aged la under the JOtb and llio sections of the 
act of January, 1864, entitled “An act concern¬ 
ing streets and sewers in the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh.” 

If the petition was within the time prescrib¬ 
ed by the act, Councils may appoint viewers to 
appraise the damages, bat as this is a matter 
which comes properly under the control of the 
Street Committee, we recommend that the pe- 











tition be referred to that Committee, and that 
the present Committee be discharged. 

Report accepted and approved, and the Com¬ 
mittee discharged. 

OPENING OF ELLSWORTH AVENUE. 

Mr. GROSS, petition and ordinance for the 
opening of Ellsworth avenue. Twentieth ward, 
to the width of fifty feet. Petition accepted 
and ordinance read three times and passed 
finally. 

THE SEVENTH STREET SEWER—WORK SUS¬ 
PENDED FOR THE PRESENT. 

Mr. GAEL A HER, a petition for the repeal of 
an ordinance authorizing the construction of 
a sewer on Seventh street. Accepted and filed. 

Also, an ordinance repealing the ordlnanca 
referred to. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved a suspension of the 
rules in order to pass the ordinance finally. 
The gentleman slated that every time there is 
a rise in the Allegheny river the cellars of the 
houses lu this street will be flooded, and the 
property of the citizens damaged, in case the 
sewer authorized Is put down. 

Mr. AHLBORN stated that the contract for 
the sewer had been awarded, and the con¬ 
tractor would hold the Street Committee re¬ 
sponsible if any breach was made. 

Mr. BROWN stated that the Councils legls-1 
lated for the interests oi t he city, and anything 
that would likely work damage to the cit izens 
ought not to be adopted. If the sewer would 
result in Injury to property every time 
there is a rise in the river, it should not be 
constructed, even though a breach of contract 
might be involved. The sewer was asked by 
only one or two persons residing on the street, 
as lie had beeu informed. 

Air. ARMSTRONG moved to postpone action 
for a month. Not seconded. 

Mr. HHI ETON stated the parties who peti¬ 
tioned for the sewer should be heard, before a 
stop was put to proceedings. 

Mr. G ALLA HER said that he would by leave 
of Council withdraw the oruinaDce and offer 
the following resolution: 

Revolved, That the Street Committee be and 
they are hereby directed not to proceed with 
the construction, but to withdraw the contract 
for the construction of the sewer on Seventh 
(late Irwin) stieet and Sixth avenue, author¬ 
ized by ordinance of November 15th, 1809. The 
resolution was read three times and passed 
Dually. 

VAULTS UNDER SIDEWALKS. 

Mr. BROWN presented a communication 
from Armstrong, Bro, A Co., representing that 
some months since, desiring to build a vault 
under the sidewalk, in front of their premises, 
on Third avenue, they had called on the City 
Solicitor and ascertained that they had a legal 
right to do so; on the Street Commissioner of 
the First District, aud obtained a permit to do 
the same, and commenced the work. At the 
last meeting of Councils a resolution was pass¬ 
ed, instructing the Slreet Commissioner of 
said district, to notify Messrs. Armstrong & 
Co. to stop operations and fill up the excava¬ 
tion made lor the vault, aim if they did not do 
so, to bring suit against them. 

Accompanying the petition was a resolution 
aathorlzfngtbe rescindlngof the resolution In¬ 
structing the Commissioner to fill up the vault, 

The petition was accepted and the resolution 
adopted, 

REPORT FROM THE COMMITTEE ON WOODEN 
BUILDINGS. 

Mr. HAIITMAN presented the following re¬ 
port from the Committee on Wooden Build¬ 
ings: 

Gentlemen— The Committee on Wooden 
Buildings have had before them the following 
petitions: Petition of John M. Cooper for 
leave to erect an iron clad building at 882 Penn 
street; petition of the Westinghonse Patent 
Air Braae Company for leave to erect an iron 
clad building on Liberty street near Twenty- 
fifth street; petition of R. IS. Ewens for leave to 
erect an Iron clad building on Boyd’s Hill; pe¬ 
tition of William and Frank Armstrong for 
leave to erect an iron clad stable on Spring 
alley. 

The undersigned members of the committee 
would report favoraoly to the granting of the 
petitions of John M. Cooper, WVstlnghouse 
Air Brake Company, and K. B. Ewens—the 
buildings being Intended for manufacturing 
purposes, and adversely to the petition of the 
Messrs. Armstrong, It being Intended for a 
stable. 

The report was signed by all the members 
of the committee except Mr. Hartman. 

Mr. HARTMAN moved that the report be 
accepted aud the recommendations adopted. 
He stated that he did this only because the 
chairman of the committee was absent. He 
was opposed to allowing any of the petitions. 


and therefore had refused to sign the report. 

Mr. McMAHON, petition for the opening 
of Hatfield street, between Forty-fourth and 
Forty-seventh streets. Referred to the Street 
Committee. 

GAS LAMPS. 

Mr. McEWEN, petition for a gas lamp on 
Arthurs street, Eleventh ward.

Also, report of viewers on the opening of At¬ 
wood street. Accepted and approved. 

STEAM BOILERS UNDER SIDEWALKS. 

Mr. GALL A HER, a resolution instructing 
Hie Ordinance Committee to prepare a general 
ordinance prohibiting the erection of steam 
bollerR, by a penalty, under the sidewalks, and 
moved its adoption. 

Mr. BURG WIN moved that it be referred to 
the Street Committee. Carried. 

GAS ON THE GREENSBUBG PIKE. 

Mr. HAILMAN—A resolution instructing 
the Gas Lighting Committee to inquire into 
and ascertain the practicability and cost of 
lighting the Greensburg pike, from Butler 
street to the city line, and also Fifth avenue, 
from Brady street to the city line, with a series 
of petroleum gas lights similar to those in 
use in East Liberty, and report an appropriate 
ordinance for the same. 

Mr. GROSS said he hoped the Gas Lighting 
Committee would give the matter their earnest 
attention. 

On motion of Mr. HAILMAN the resolurion 
was referred to the Committee on Gas Lights.

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Using notice to tax payers—$49 00—was referred 
to the Committee on Printing, with instruc¬ 
tions to report who is to pay the bill. 

The balance of the recommendations con¬ 
tained in the report were adopted, warrants 
being authorized for the payment of bills re¬ 
ported. 

RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM, 

The report oi the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform, sent back from Select Coun¬ 
cil to have a slander on a member of Select 
Council stricken out, was presented with the 
slander expunged, and on motion it was con¬ 
curred in. 

The PRESIDENT next read the action of 
Common Council on the substitute, passed in 
Select Council, appointing a special committee 
to investigate the charges against Mr. Smith, 
the Common Council having adhered to their 
former action in instructing the Retrenchment 
and Reform Committee to prosecute their in¬ 
vestigations. 

Mr. MORROW moved to recede from former 
action and concur with Common Council. 

Objections being raised, Mr. MORROW called 
tbe yeas and nays. 

Mr. HAILMAN stated that the matter 
should not be put through so hastily. He 
moved that action on the report be deferred 
until the next meeting. 

Mr. MORROW stated that there was nothing 
added nor stricken oil' in the report. 

Mr. HAILMAN said the Council would find 
there was something added. 

Mr. MORROW said his only desire was to see 
Justice done Mr. Smith, and he thought the 
Committee ought to be allowed to prosecute 
their investigations. 

MORE FRAUDS. 

Mr. RAFFERTY here treated the Councils to 
some fresh charges of fraud, and thought the 
Retrenchment and Reform Committee had a 
wide field to work in. He believed they should 
be encouraged in their efforts to arrive at the 
truth of the alleged frauds, and was in favor oi 
giving the committee all possible aid. He 
spoke of parties being paid 9500 for their Influ¬ 
ence in securing contracts, of 
little “divys” made out of the 
wharves, ^and various other short comings 
on the part of certain city officials. He 
thought It a wise plan to have committees 
make monthly or quarterly reports of moneys 
expended, Ac. Tbe Councils never knew what 
amount of money the various committees 
were expending, and frauds could easily be 
committed. 

Several motions were here made, one being 
to postpone action until next meeting, ana 
another to adjourn, the latter being made by 
Mr. SHIPTON. 

The motion to postpone was lost, and the 
question recurring on Mr. SHIPTON’B motion 
to adjourn, it was carried, one or two members 
voting in the negative. The report will be 
called up at the next meeting.

Mr. MCCARTHY called up the resolution to 
pay J. S. Patterson, Mayor’s Clerk, the sum of 
one thousand dollars, for extra services. 

Mr. REED moved to amend by making the 
sum five hundred dollars.

Mr. MORGAN, the foliowing: 

Resolved, That the City Engineer be and is 
hereby authorized to postpone the letting of 
the contract lor grading and macadamizing 
Larimer avenue, from Spring to Hill street, 
until the 1st ol April, 1870. 

Read three times and passed. 

Mr. HOUSTON, the following: 

Resolved, That the Street Commissioner of 


the First District be authorized to put down 
flag stone crossings at both ends oi the Second 
avenue park. 

Referred to Street Committee. 

Mr. REED called up the ordinance extending 
Federal street, and providing for the opening 
of the same, laid over November 29, 1869. Read 
three times and passed. 

THE WATER QUESTION. 

A mol Ion was then made and carried to take 
up the ordinance passed by Select Council, au¬ 
thorizing the purchase of the Coleman and 
Rahm property, at Shade’s run, as a site for 
the new water works. 

COLEMAN AND RAHM’S PROPOSITIONS. 

The proposition of Messrs. Coleman and 
Rahm having been alluded to at the outset, we 
give it as follows: They agree to sell to the 
city, property on the Allegheny river, at 
Shade’s run, “containing about one hundred 
and two acres, and having thereon a atone 
quarry, one store house and dwelling, and 
ninety-two miners’ houses, for the sum cf $400 
per acre; also, all the coal under said land, and 
the land of Thomas Chadwick, deceased, sup¬ 
posed to be about fifty-three acres, together 
with the pit cars, railroad and incline plane- 
all now in successful working order—for the 
sum of $1,000 per acre, the number oi acres 
of said coal to be determined bj F actual survey. 
If the price of the land Is not satisfactory, we 
will agree to submit it to a disinterested party 
mutually chosen by the city and the under¬ 
signed.” Mr. Coleman made a separate propo¬ 
sition to sell “fifty-one acres of land adjoimog 
the above, with the improvements, consisting 
of one tenement house, dwelling and barn, 
now occupied by Mr. Doak, for the sum of $000 
per acre.” 

FART OF THE PROPERTY PURCHASED AT $00 PER 
ACRE. 

Mr. McKELVY stated that he had examined 
a deed to part of the property offered by Messrs. 
Coleman and Rahm. The deed was for fifteen 
acres, which were sold to J W. Doak, on Octo¬ 
ber 1st, 1808, for $900—or $60 per acre. 

Mr. ROOK stated that this laud had been 
sold by a non-resident, who was not aware of 
its real value at the time oi sale. 

THE COAL NOT WORTH “SHUCKS.” 

Mr. MORGAN said that better land than 
that offered had been sold within a year for I 
far less money. Why pay four hundred dollars 
per acre lor property that would not bring, I 
under the hammer fitly dollars an acre? Some 
of tbe coal could not be mined at al], and If 
mined would not be worth “shucks.” It was 
not “black merchantable coal,” and would not 
be offered at the price, if it was. Another thing 
—it the inclined plane was bought, 
it could not be used, but would have to 
be renewed. As to the “stone quarry,” there 
was not a bit of stone in that locality fit for 
building purposes, as it crumbled to pieces un¬ 
der the action of the atmosphere. He had tried 
this, and knew It to be a fact. The property 
would not sell for hall the sum asked if put 
into tbe market. He hoped that Councils 
would deliberate carefully before taking ac¬ 
tion and If they did so they would vote the 
ordinance down. 

THE CITY TO PAY ONLY FOR GOOD COAL. 

Mr. M’CARTHY stated that Messrs. Cole¬ 
man and Rahm expressly stipulated that *tbe 
city should not pay lor any coal except what 
was good. There was nothing unfair in that. 

IMPORTANCE OF THE SUBJECT. 

Mr. McCANDLESS stated that this matter 
was not only importaht as It affected the pres¬ 
ent outlay to taxpayers, but it was important 
as It affected the water supply for future gen¬ 
erations. Tne subject ought to be carefully 
considered. He was in favor of referring the 
whole matter to a committee of three or five 
competent persons, with power to employ 
competent engineers to examine and report to 
Councils, He advised this action because 
enough had been developed to indicate that 
there was something wrong. He understood 
that a member of this body had a resolution 
prepared looking to some such action as this. | 

MOTION TO TABLE. I 

Mr. McKELVY—I move to lay the ordinance ! 
on the table. 

Several members objected, on the ground 
that to lay upon the table would look like an 
attempt to cut off' investigation. 

Mr. McKELVY—In order to give a lull op¬ 
portunity to discuss the matter, I will with¬ 
draw my motion. 

A WISE AND PRUDENT PROPOSITION. 

Mr. BATCHELOR stated that he was In fa¬ 
vor of meeting the Issue. He was tired of this 
delay, aud hoped that members would dispose 
of the ordinance either oneway or another. 


The matter was the most important, in his 
judgment, that had engaged the attention of 
Councils since he became a member. Ab to 
the price, Messrs. Coleman &Rahm had a right 
to say what they would sell tneir property Tor 
—It was proper for them to fix a price; but the 
city had an equal right to declare whether 
they would accept or reject the offer. He had 
prepared a resolution ou this subject, which 
had lain in his drawer for two or three months 
past, and which he would now read and offer 
as an amendment: 

Resolved, That Select and Common Councils 
shall, in joint convention met for that pur¬ 
pose, elect three citizens, who are not mem¬ 
bers of Councils, to act as Water Commission¬ 
ers, to take into consideration the subject of 
new Water Works. Said Commissioners shall 
act without pay, and shall have power to en¬ 
gage the services of a competent hydraulic en¬ 
gineer and assistants. The Commissioners 
and Chief Engineer shall constitute a Board 
to fully consider the subject of water supply, 
and submit the result of their couclusions to 
Councils. The expenses of said Board shall be 
submitted to the Water Committee, who shall 
cause a warrant to be drawn for the same, and 
charged to water extension fund. 

Mr. BATCHELOR continued—Much had 
been said in the newspapers and In pamphlets 
in regard to the various modes of supplying 
the city with water; and, with all the llghi he 
could obtain, he was not prepared to say which 
was the best. The very important question 
of the cost of the property, supposing it to be 
the best to be had for the purpose, was to be 
considered; and, in ronnectlon’wlth it, the best 
method of supplying the city with water. These 
questions could not be too carefully con¬ 
sidered, and therefore he lavored the appoint¬ 
ment of a commission, wilb power to employ 
competent engineers to examine and report 
their conclusions to Councils. While the wa¬ 
ter Committee doubtless recommended, In 
good faith, the purchase of the property al¬ 
luded to.lt was doubtful Wuether they, In the 
light of subsequent discussion, were entirely 
satisfied as to which would be the best plan for 
supplying the city with water. 

NO NEED FOR HYDRAULIC ENGINEERS. 

Mr. SCOTT thought the idea of taking further 
time to consider a matter thai had been up for 
niaeteeu months, simply ridiculous. The em¬ 
ployment of hydraulic engineers was all 
? ‘bosh.” There had been water works and res¬ 
ervoirs constructed before to-day without the 
aid of these engineers. But this was not all— 
they had had one of the best engineers in the 
country employed on this matter. (Mr. Rob¬ 
erts.) and his judgment was in favor of the 
location recommended by the Water Commit¬ 
tee. Nevertheless, he would say, “do not pur¬ 
chase the land. If you think the price Is too 
high.” 

$60 VS. $400. 

Mr. HOUSTON stated that he could not vote 
for the ordinance, on account of the alleged 
disparity In the prices of the land. If a part 
of the land had recently been sold for sixty 
dollars an acre, It could not be worth four hun¬ 
dred dollars an acre now. He would move an 
amendment, however, to the resolution, in¬ 
creasing the number of the commission from 
three to five members. 

Mr. BATCHELOR accepted the amendment. 
THE COMMISSION VS. THE WATER COMMITTEE. 

Mr, WELDON opposed the appointment of 
a commission. The Water Committee, who 
had given this matter a great deal of their time 
and attention, and had examined all the sites 
offered, kuew better what was wanted than 
any commission. There was not a piece of 
ground anywhere, as good as the Coleman 
property, tor the purpose. He had gone over 
all the ground, and this was his honest con¬ 
viction. He was opposed to amending the 
ordinance, and would rather see it go over to 
the next Councils thau have it killed by such 
an amendment. 

THE PRICE A MATTER OF OPINION. 

Mr. MORGAN stated that the matter bad 
not been nineteen months before this body, as 
alleged by the member (Mr. Bcott), but only 
two or three months. There was awtdedit- 
ference between nineteen aud three. He had 
no particular objectlou to the Coleman & 
Rahm property, as a site, but he was not will¬ 
ing to take the statement ol the Water Com¬ 
mittee as to the price. They hada right to their 
own opinion, as ne had to his, and he was clear 
In the conviction that the land was not worth 
the money asked for it. As lie had property lu 
that neighborhood it might benefit him to 
have the water works located there, but he did 
not wish to grind his axe on the city grind¬ 
stone. 

SOMETHING THAT MR. ROBERTS RECOMMENDED. 
Mr. BATCHELOR stated that inasmuch as 
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reference had been made to the report of Mr. | 
Roberta, he would Lake occasion to quote a 
few sentences from that report, to show that it 
embodied the very spirit of the resolution now 
before the Council. Mr. Batchelor then read 
as follows: I 

“If it is the determination of Councils to proceed. | 
with as little delay as possible, with the construction ; 
ol the works, in the most advantageous manner, I 
would respectfully suggest that the whole active charge 
of the entire subject, in all Us branches, should be vested 
in three (or some number not too great) Water Com¬ 
missioners. These gentlemen could appoint, or sanc¬ 
tion the appointment of a competent engineer corps, 

WHICH IN SUCH EVENT WILL BE NECESSARY, Whose i 

special duty it would be to conduct all surveys, make 
maps and drawings ot plans, to be approved hv your I 
consulting engineer, and generally to supervise all j 
matters relating to the engineering and construction 
of the new water works.” I 

Here, continued Mr. BATCHELOR, the en- j 
gineer advises just such a course as is contem- 1 
plated in the resolution, with this exception: 
that the Commissioners will be required to re¬ 
port all the facts to Councils for their consid¬ 
eration. 

THE SIXTY DOLLAR PIECE, 

Mr, HOUSTON stated that a party in whom 
he had entire confidence had just informed 
him that the part of the property said to have 
been sold at sixty dollars an acre was not a 
part of that proposed to De sold to the city, but 
apiece further back from the river, 

Mr. McKELVY insisted that it was a part of 
the same piece, and the best part of it at that. 
THE BEST SITE, BUT “HOW ABOUT THE PRICE?” 

Mr. CHISLETT stated that he had examined 
the ground, as an engineer, and considered it 
the best property offered lor the purpose. He 
was not prepared to say, however, that it was 
worth the price asked for it. 

THE COMMISSION DECLARED ILLEGAL. 

The PRESIDENT stated that, inasmuch as 
Councils had no right to delegate these powers 
to a commission, without an act of the Legis¬ 
lature, he would rule the resolution out of or¬ 
der. 

Mr. RATHELOIWCannot the Councils ap¬ 
point a commission to examine and report. 

Mr. McCANDLEss—Councils can certainly 
appoint a commission, to ascertain facts and 
report to them. 

The PRESIDENT—The resolution involves 
the expenditure of money, through a commis¬ 
sion, and it is ruled out, of order. 

Mr. BATCHELOR—The Water Committee 
are authorized, under the resolution, to expend 
the money. 

AN APPEAL FROM THE CHAIR. 

Mr. McCANDLESS—I appeal from the deci¬ 
sion of the Chair. 

The PRESIDENT then nut the question: 
“Shall the decision of the Chair be sustained?” 

A vote being taken, it resulted; Yeas, 24; 
nays 13. So the Chair was sustained. 

PARLIAMENTARY TACTICS. 

Mr. McCANDLESS—I now offer the same 
resolution, with the amendment that the Com¬ 
mission consist of five members of Councils, 
Instead of citizens, 

Mr. REED—It is apparent, now, that the pur¬ 
pose is to “filibuster,” and delay action. Let 
us have a direct vote. 

Mr. HOUSTON—I move to lay the amend¬ 
ment on the table. 1 

The motion to lay on the table was lost by a 
tie vote of 22 yeas to 22 nays. 

The question on the amendment—substi¬ 
tuting Councilmen for citizens—was then call¬ 
ed. 

NOT GERMAIN. 

The PRESIDENT—I rule the amendment out 
of order, as no ordinance can embrace more 
than one subject.. The original ordinance au¬ 
thorizes the Water Committee to purchase a 
site. This amendment provides for a commis¬ 
sion to examine and report, 

Mr. JAHN— As the principal objection seems 
to be in regard to the price, why not leave H to 
the Committee to purchase at the price stated, 
or at a lower figure ? 

MOTION TO POSTPONE. 

Mr. FI/EM ING—I move to post pone the 
fnrther consideration of the subject till next 
meeting. 

Mr. REED—I protest against postponement. 
Mr. 81 OTT— Is the motion to postpone in or¬ 
der, while a proposition to amend is pending ? 

M. PRESIDENT—The motion to postpone is 
properly before the body. 

THE YEAS AND NAYS. 

Mr. REED—I call for the yeas and nays. 

The yeas and nays beiDg ordered, resulted:

Mr. MCCANDLESS now rose and referred the 
President to rule 16, which requires that no 
ordinance shall pass without havingthree sep¬ 
arate readings. He then asked “How often 
has this ordinance been before this body?” 

The PRESIDENT—Only twice. At the last 
meeting Councils refused to take it up at all. 
It had been read once before, This is, there¬ 
fore. its second reading. It cannot pass to-day 
without a suspension of the rule just read. 

Mr. REED—I move to suspend the rules. 

The motion was put by division, and the vote 
was: yeas, 26; nays, 17. 

It requiring a three-fourths vote to suspend 
the rules, the motion was lost, and the ordi¬ 
nance goes over. 

Mr. REED moved that when Councils ad¬ 
journ they adjourn to meet on Tuesday even¬ 
ing, December 14th, to consider the water ques¬ 
tion.

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Gas Light¬ 
ing would respectfully recommend the erec¬ 
tion of lamps at the following points, to wit: 
Three additional lamps on Forty-fourth street 
two having already been ordered); two on But- 
er street, between Thirty-ninth and Forty- 
first streets; one on the corner of Van Braam 
street and Apple alley; one on the corner of 
Thirty-seventh and Charlotte street; one on 
Third avenue, between Ferry and Liberty 
streets; two on Roberts street, between Wylie 
and Center avenue. There are lamps asked for 
on Nineteenth street, but there is no main laid 
yet—application for main must be made to the 
Gas Com pany. A lam p is also asked for at the 
corner ofTunnel street and Denny’s alley, but 
on account of no main the petition cannot be 
granted. 

The report was accepted, and the lamps 
recommended ordered. 


REPORT OF THE CITY BUILDING COMMISSION— 

THE NEW CITY HALL—AMOUNT EXPENDED 

DURING THE YEAR. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, from the Commission on 
City Building, submitted the following report: 
To the members of the Select and Common Councils 

of the City of Pittsburgh . 

Gentlemen: I transmit herewith a state¬ 
ment showing the condition of the finances of 
the "Building Fund,” the total amount col¬ 
lected for the creation of said "Fund,” and the 
whole sum disbursed until date. The checks 
on the City Treasurer (who Is made the custo¬ 
dian of the “Fund” by the act creating the 
commission, and who receives and pays out 
all monies), are giveu In detail aDd numeri¬ 
cally arranged—the name of the parry in 
whose favor the check is drawn, and for 
what work, labor or material furnished, or 
what particular service rendered. By 
this tabular statement you will be able 
to see at a glance every cent disbursed 
and for what purpose. The recapitulation at 
the close will show what each division of la- ; 
bor and material has received thus far. Check 
No. 2 was issued for $51 40 to the dally Gazette , 
for publishing according to the law creating 
the Commission. The Gazette proprietor lost 
the checK, and No. 11 was issued in its place; 
this check No. 2 will in all probability never 
turn up, but, should it be presented, the Treas¬ 
urer has been instructed not to pay it. The 
heaviest contracts were made this year, but 
the greatest payments will occur iu 
1870, and will largely exceed the 
sum provided in a five mill tax. The 
gross amount of tax assessed for the 
year will amount to about $85,000, from which 
sum deductions will have to be made for the 
discounts allowed,exonerations and lost taxes, 
and foreseeing this the Legislature authorized 
the Commission to issue bonds bearing not 
more than seven per cent. Interest, to be dis¬ 
posed of at not less than par, and to be retired 
in 1873. The present contractors are bound 
to take a portion of their pay in bonds. The 
Commission seeing that this would require the 
payment of interest running several months, 
when there would be money in the Treasurer’s 
hands, and that perhaps the necessities of the 
contractor might compel them to throw their 
bonds on the market and thus de¬ 
preciate and render it difficult to 
dispose of those held by the commission, 
they therefore determined to pay cash as long 
as possible, and make a temporary loan at 
seven per cent, to meet the laRt estimates, and 
issue no bonds until compelled. In this way a 
considerable amount of Interest Is saved to the 
city while the bonds, when issued, will sell 
much more readily than they otherwise would. 
The money mentioned in the Treasurer’s re¬ 
port as received from the Secretary of the 
Commission is the proceeds of the temporary 
loau referrrd to; a portion of this loan was 
made in November and the balance in 
December of this year, on four months’ 
time, at the rate of seven per cent, 
per annum. It is hardly necessary 
to say anything about the progress of the 
building as it is seen by many of you dally. I 
will only say that the excavation was com¬ 
pleted and basement walls constructed last 
year. This season the firRt and second stories 
were bniltaml next year it is expected to get 
the building under roof. 

It was deemed advisable to allow the build¬ 
ing to settle, so that the structure will be un¬ 
questionably secure In that particular for all 
time to time.

REDUCTION OF BUSINESS TAX. 

Mr. PHILLIPS presented a number of claims 
for reduction of business tax. Referred to Fi¬ 
nance Committee. 

NO REPORT FROM THE WATER COMMITTEE. 

Mr. XIRK called for a report from the Water 
Committee, but was answered by Mr. COFFIN 
that tbe Committee had no report to offer. 

NO REPORT FROM THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. RAFFERTY asked for a report from the 
Finance Committee, but the Committee had 
nothing to report. 

AFTER THE WATER COMMITTEE. 

Mr. KIIiK insisted on having a report from 
the Water Committee. He stated that the 
rules of Councils required tbe Water Com¬ 
mittee to report monthly, and they were bound 
bylaw to do sc. They were also required to 
submit a final report at the close of the year, 
and as this would be the last regular meeting 
of the Council he thought the re¬ 
port ought to be forthcoming. On look¬ 
ing over the records of Councils he had 
discovered that there had been twenty-four 
meetings during the year, yet the Water Com¬ 
mittee had made oDly three reports, one of 
which, relating to the purchase of the Sobaue’s 
run property as a site for the new water 
works, it took the Councils two days to under¬ 
stand. If the Committee had not discharged 
their duties properly he thought they ought 
not to be continued another year. The Coun¬ 
cils had Intrusted to the Committee $45,(100, 
with inRtrucilons to expend the same; they 
had also issued any number of bonds, and 
may possibly have transacted some business, 
but the Council had received no notice of it. 

Mr. MORROW rose to a point of order and 
said he desired to know ii Committees were to 
be reprimanded? If so, he had no objection. 
Otherwise he would call the gentleman to 
order. 

The PRESIDENT stated that he would hear 
tbe gentleman providing it was the wish of 
Council. 

A motion was then made to allow the gentle¬ 
man to proceed. 

Pending tbe adoption of the motion, Mr. 
H AILMANslated that a report had been called 
from the Water Committee, and the Chairman 
had answered that they bad no report ready 
yet. They asked further time. He did not 
think tbe gentleman ought to be allowed to 
speak in the manner as above reported. 

Mr. JONES thought.so,too, and the President 
decided him ont of oroer. 

Mr. KIRK then asked the privilege to offer a 
resolution, which was also ruled out of order 
at this time. 

REPORT OF THE CITY SOLICITOR. 

Mr. J. 8. SLAGLE, City Solicitor, then sub¬ 
mitted a detailed report of the legal baslnes* 
transacted during the year for thechy. The 
report was accepted «Dd ordered to be filed.

The City Solicitor also submitted the follow¬ 
ing:

MORE ABOUT THE WATER BUSINESS. 

Mr. KIRK asked and obtained leave to offer 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved. That the Legislature be requested 
to enact the Water Commission bill as orig¬ 
inally submitted to these Councils. 

Resolved, That the Water Committee be in¬ 
structed to defer action on the ordinance pro¬ 
viding for the purchase of the Coleman & 
Rahm property until after the first day of 
Fehruary next. 

Hesolved, That the Water Committee be in¬ 
structed to present their annual report at the 
next meeting of Councils. 

LIVELY DISCUSSION. 

Mr. KIRK, in moving the adoption of the 
resolutions, stated that when the water Com¬ 
mission bill first came up in Couucll he had 
voted against It and worked against It. He 
thought then that the Councils had entire 
control of this branch of the city business and 
he did not want to see It out of their hands. A 
year’s experience in the Council had satisfied 
him of the mistake he had labored under. The 
Water Committee had the sole contioi 
of the water department, and were 
every year Intrusted with a large amount 
of funds: were allowed to expend 
the same as they please, together with a large 
number of bonds, and never report to Coun¬ 
cils about their expenditures, <sc. The com¬ 
mittee last year tustead of submitting an an¬ 
nual report at the proper time had presented 
their report nine months later, to a new body 
of men, who knew nothing of the matter. 
Then as regards the Water Committee 
he reiterated what he had already 
stated, namely, that he did not think 
the same committee ought to be con¬ 
tinued next year. He further stated tnat 
when the Committee on Retrenchment and 
Reform came into Council and reported frauds 
in the furnishing of water pipes, he expected 
to hear of a report from the Water Committee, 
but they maintained the most dogged silence 
and said nothing. He had been asked ques¬ 
tions several times by his constituents con¬ 
cerning the laying of water pipes, out he was 
Ignorant of anythlug that was being doue by 
the Committee. The Council would be blamed 
for any errors committed by the Committee 
having the matter in charge. 

The PRESIDENT here called the gentleman 
to order, telling him that he must speak to 
the point—on the resolutions. 

Mr. SFIIPTON—Let the gentleman say all he 
can about the Water Committee. 

IN VINDICATION OF THE WATER COMMITTEE. 

Mr. HAILMAN made a speech In reply to 
the gentleman, Mr. Kirk. He stated that the 
Water Committee was composed of some of 
the be^-t men In Councils, who had given their 
time and labor to discharge their duties ink 
faithful manner. They had been, in hla opin¬ 
ion, faithful to the trust reposed In them. Mr. 
Hallman concluded by moving to lay the reso¬ 
lutions on the table. This motion was subse¬ 
quently withdrawn to permit dlscusslou. 

Mr. SHIPTON arose to an explanation in 
defense of the Water Committee. He stated 
that the failure of the Water Committee to re¬ 
port could be accounted for. Owing to the na¬ 
ture of the business transacted, it was impos¬ 
sible to get a month’s business squared up In 
‘line to make a report. The delay in present¬ 
ing the annual report last year, was occasioned 
by a change in the office of the Water Asses¬ 
sor and Clerk of the Water Committee. For 
his part he was willing to submit a report con¬ 
taining items of expanse, even thougu the bill 
might be only five dollars. 

Mr. BURGWIN stated that he did not un¬ 
derstand the Chairman of the Water Commit¬ 
tee to ask for further time. How could the 
committee ask for further time? It died with 
the present Councils, and he could not see why 
they, with the fact before them that t hey were 
compelled to submit an ann ual report at this 
meeting, had not done so. The Council ought 
to know wbat the committee had done with 
the large amount of money entrusted to their 
care. He desired, in conclusion* to ask this 
question. “If, when the resolution creating a 


Water Commission was beiore the Councils, 
an analyses of the waters of the Allegheny and 
Monongahela rivers had been made by a Phila¬ 
delphia chemist, and was then in the hands of 
the Water Committee?” He had been informed 
by a member of the Water Committee that he 
(the member) had gone to the chairman to see 
this analysis, and the chairman had informed 
hiru that it was in the hands of Mr. Coleman. 
He wanted this question answered, because if 
such was the case tho committee had been de¬ 
relict in their duty. 

MR. COFFIN answered that the analysis of 
the water had been the hands of the Water 
Committee all the while, and never had been 
in the hands of Mr. Coleman. 

MR. BURG WIN—When the ordinance was 
before the Select C ouncil ? 

MR. COFFIN-Yes sir. 

MR. BURGWIN—I was Informed that it was 
not—that Mr Coleman had it then. 

MR. PHILLPS said several of the gentle* 
men labored under a misapprehension in ref- 
eredee to the Water Committee. The Council 
died at this meeting but the committee did not. 
The fiscal year did hot expire until the last of 
January, when the committees were bound to 
submit their annual report. 

Mr. BURGWIN held that the Committees 
business ceased to exist with this meeting. 

Mr. HARTMAN was not in favor of adopt¬ 
ing the resolutions as a whole. He moved an 
amendment to take them up seriatim . Car¬ 
ried. 

Mr. KIItKhere amended the first resolution 
so as to read “to enact the law as approved by 
Council” Instead ol “as submitted to Coun¬ 
cil.” Mr. KIRK here took occasion to reply 
to Mr. HAILMAN. The gentleman had ques¬ 
tioned his motives, which, besides being out 
of order, was discourteous and libellous. As a 
member of Councils he had a right to know 
what disposition the Water Committee had 
made of $250,000 entr used to them. The Coun¬ 
cil could consider the purposes of the resolu¬ 
tions and adopt or reject them as they might 
see fit. 

MOTION TO LAY ON THE TABLE. 

Mr. HAILMAN here renewed his motion to 
lay the resolutions on the table. 

Mr. BURGWIN asked if the motion was in 
order, a previous motion having been adopted 
to consider the resolutions seriatim. 

The PRESIDENT decided the motion In 
order.

MARKET COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

Mr. McEWEN, Chairman of the Committee 
on Markets, presented the following report: 

In repairing and improving City Hall, your 
Committee found that the completion of one 
part frequently developed somethlngelse to be 
done, and which, of course, became a matter of 
expense. Now, when we have got through 
with the work we find that the expenses have, 
to a small extent, exceeded our original esti¬ 
mates; but everything has been accomplished 
within the limits of our appropriations, and 
will leave a small balance to be transferred by 
the Controller to some other account. The ex¬ 
penses have been as follows:

The ordinance offered by this committee au¬ 
thorizing them to sell the market stalls at pub- 

no 


lie auction, together with the substitute adopt¬ 
ed in the Select Council, having failed of adop¬ 
tion in the Common Council, the Market Com¬ 
mittee have acted on the authority conferred 
upon them by the ordinance on markets in the 
new city code. The rental of all butchers’ and 
fish stands except those now occupied, 

which are left to the discretion of 

the committee, has been advanced fifty 

per cent, with a lease for five years; 

and for those who will pay a bo- 
uus ol three hundred dollars prior 
to April), 1870, the lease will be made for ten 
years at the same rate,— the increased rates of 
rental to commence April 1, 1870. It has not 
been deemed advisable at present to change 
the rate of rental ol the fruit and vegetable 
stands. 

By this plan the Interests of the city, we con¬ 
ceive, have been protected without being 
unnecessarily oppressive upon those whose 
rents have been increased. The payment of a 
bonus is entirely optional, and will enable the 
holder of a stall to secure a long lease in 
which to build up his business, without being 
subjected to an increase of rent or the liability 
to removal. 

The report was received and ordered to be 
filed. 

THE SEVENTEENTH WARD STATION HOUSE- 

ALLEGED FRAUD IN THE GRADING—RE¬ 
TRENCHMENT AND REFORM. 

Mr. KIRK offered the following preamble 
and resolutions: 

Whereas, it is alleged that the city has been 
defrauded in the amount paid for the grading 
of the Seventeenth ward Station House lot 
and 

Whereas, this has occurred during the pre¬ 
sent year, and it is important that itbelully 
Investigated before the official year ot those 
Implications closes; therefore, 

Resolved, That the committee of Retrench¬ 
ment and reform be instructed to meet this 
day, upon the adjotirment of Councils, and 
agree upon a time when they will meet at the 
Seventeenth ward Station House to investigate 
the matter. 

Resolved , That the Mayor be Instructed to 
summon and compell the attendance of such 
witnesses as the Committee may require. 

Resolved , That the City Solicitor be instructed 
to attend the meeting of the Committee, to 
conduct the examination of witnesses on be¬ 
half of the city and give his legal opinion to 
Councils upon the testimony taken. 

Resolved, That Councils meet on Friday next 
at two o’clock and that the Councils and So¬ 
licitor be Instructed to report at that time. 

Mr. KIRK, in offering the resolutions, spoke 
very sharply ot the doings ot the Committee 
on City Property, alleging that by their neg¬ 
lect the city had been aefrauded out of $600, at 
least, in the grading of the Station House lot. 
The price charged for the same was $959 62, 
when it should not have been one-third as 
large. He ihought that this matter should he 
promptly investigated. Mr. Kirk’s speech 
was highly Inflammatory, and his statements 
caused considerable confusion. He stated by 
way of conclusion that he had the Dames oi 
twenty witnesses who were ready to prove 
frond and the blackest kind ot fraud. The 
City Engineer had refused to measure the 
grading because of alleged inaccuracies, and 
the Engineer being preseut, could Inform the 
Councils of his position In the matter. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, Chairman of the Committee 
on City Property, staled that the sum charged 
forth© grading was pretty large, but he did not 
believe there was anything wrong. He was 
perfectly willing, as a member of the Commit¬ 
tee, to have an investigation. Mr. Phillips 
further stated that he had not seen the lot be¬ 
fore it was purchased. The committee, be¬ 
lieving that the work would be better done, 
entrusted the matter to a sub-committee of 
three, and he believed they had done their 
duty faithfully. 

Mr. LITTELL stated that while he did not 
entertain the highest regards for the Commit¬ 
tee. nevertheless they had done their duty 
faithfully. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said he was opposed to these 
reports of corruption and fraud. The gentle¬ 
man offering the resolutions doubtless believ¬ 
ed he was the only example of purity in the 
Council, and he (the speaker) wonkl direct the 
attention of the Council to him. [Laughter.] 

Mr. HARTMAN—This Is entirely personal, 
and I call the gentleman to order. 

Mr. KIRK replied, stating that he did not be¬ 
lieve he was the only pure member in Coun¬ 
cil, but he would say that he had always en¬ 
deavored to do his duty faithfully. He hoped 













the gentlemen present would vote for the reso¬ 
lutions In order to have the matter thoroughly 
Investigated. 

Mr. PHILLIPS called on the City Engineer, 
Mr. Moore, tor a statement, and in reply he 
Btated his position in the marter, namely, that 
he had refused to measure the grading upon 
the data furnished him by the contractors. 

Mr. AHLBORN said that when the matter 
was Introduced in C. C. two years ago, he was 
a member of that body, and he recollected 
distinctly that the gentleman Introducing it 
said the grading would not cost more than 
fifty dollars. 

The question was then taken on the resolu¬ 
tion, and carried unanimously. 

ELECTION OF CITY OFFICERS. 

Mr. BROWN presented au ordinance amend¬ 
atory to the ordinance in the City Digest, pro¬ 
viding for the election of city officers. The 
amen ded ordinance Axes the time for holding 
the elections on the second Tuesday of Janu¬ 
ary for the selection of city officials. The 
rules were suspended and the ordinance 
passed finally. 

WANTED TO RESIGN. 

Mr, GALLAHER here tendered his resigna¬ 
tion as a member or' the Committee on Re¬ 
trenchment and Reform. 

The PRESIDENT—Your term will expire 
shortly. Doctor. 

Mr. PHILLIPS—I move the resignation be 
not accept ed. 

Mr. GALLAHER (aside)—I do not want to 
stay on the Committee. 

CHANGE OF VIEWERS. 

The PRESIDENT read au ordinance for a 
change of viewers on the Forty-second street 
sewer. Read three times and passed. 

A REMONSTRANCE. 

Mr. AHLBORN, a remonstrance against the 
straightening of Forty-sixth street. Referred 
to the Committee on Streets. 

REDUCTION IN WHARFAGE. 

Mr. MORROW, au ordinance regulating the 
wharfage on boats, barges, &e., and reducing 
the same two and a half cents on the ton. 
Read three times and passed finally. 

LAID OVER. 

The PRESIDENT read the resolution adopt¬ 
ed In Common Council giving the Mayor’s 
Clerk $1,000 for additional services rendered. 
A motion to concur was made, peuding the 
adoption of which, Mr. COFFIN moved an 
amendment to increase the salary of the Con¬ 
troller’s clerk. Not seconded. 

The question was then taken on the resolu* 8 
tion from Common Council, but the Chairman 
was unable to decide. 

A division was then called, and also the yeas 
and nays, but as it was voting money out of 
the Treasury, a three-fourths vote was not ob¬ 
tained, and the resolution therefore lays over, 

BOARD WALK ON BROAD STREET. 

Mr. JONES submitted an ordinance author¬ 
izing the completion of a board walk on Broad 
street, Nineteenth ward. Read three times and 
passed. 

In all of which business not otherwise noted 
Common Council concurred, and on motion 
Select Council adjourned.

THE DEATH OF MR. STANTON—RESOLUTIONS. 

On motion of Mr. HOUSTON, Councils went 
Into Committee of the Whole for the purpose 
of receiving the announcement ol the death 
of Hon. Edwin M. .Stanton. 

Dr. A. G. M’CANDLEMS was called to the 
chair, and stated the object of the meeting in 


committee to be, to hear the announcement of 
the death of that great and illustrious states¬ 
man and patriot, Edwin M. Stanton. 

Mr. HOUSTON then said : It is my duty to 
announce to this honorable body that on Fri¬ 
day morning, 24th inst., the spirit of the emi¬ 
nent ex-Secretary of War, Edwin M. Stanton, 
passed from earth to eternity. 

Toll the bell mournfully ! Let the iron 
mouthed minute gun sound the dirge of sor¬ 
row! Muffle the drum! Dark drape to-day 
the old flag and bang it at half mast, for a 
mighty nation weeps In anguish, Liberty has 
lost a friend; oppressed humanity a champion. 
The War Secretary of the century is no more! 
Stanton is dead! All that is earthly of the 
moral hero, the zealous patriot wuo stood a 
shining mark In the wilderness of humanity, 
even now, as our voices are raised to 
sing his praise and utter lamentations 
of grief and sorrow, the dismal grave 
stands broadly open, gaping to receive 
the remains and assert fresh victory over 
mortality. A nation cannot weep tears too 
worthy of the man whose life, strength, vigor 
and temporal happiness were sacrificed in the 
holy ambition ot discharging his full duty to¬ 
wards his God and his country. They cannot 
overestimate the loss sustained in the passing 
away of a hero who, in the fire of his own pa¬ 
triotism, consumed a life that an Almighty 
Being ordained should prove a willing sacri¬ 
fice in tne cause of Truth, Liberty, Justice and 
Equality. Death silences partisanship; the 
garb of politics donned on the threshold of 
manhood Is doffed as the grave is reached 
aDd the volume of life is closed on earth for¬ 
ever. Let us to-day forget all lines, all 
caste, all prejudices, and unite with the 
whole people of the country in paying homage 
to the memory of the illustrious deceased. 
Let us be among those who will furnish Histo¬ 
ry with a text that she may write for oncom¬ 
ing generations, that the grave of the noble 
pilot who weathered the storm and guided 
Into safe harbor the good Ship of State, was 
wet with the tears of a people as grateful, as 
sorrowing, and that there were none too 

S oor in spirit or too barren of generosity to 
onor the great seif-saerlflcing War Secretary 
who wore bis life away in the cause of his 
country. 

It is. therefore. Mr. President and gentle¬ 
men, that I offer the following preamble 
and resolutions in honor of the memory of the 
departed: 

Whereas, TheunUed nation stands to-day 
weeping ami mourning over the fresh made 
grave of an eminent citizen and patriot, whose 
services to his country during a short but 
eventful career, were of the most priceless 
character, and to whoso iron will, indomitable 
perseverance and fearless determination was 
due a largeshare of the glory of redeeming the 
Union, the crushing out of armed rebellion, 
the entire obliteration of slavery and thegrand 
consummation of the war; and. 

Whereas, Pittsburgh has ever pointed with 
pride to the record of Edwin M. Stanton, so 
signally and successfully made throughout his 
useful mission on earth, recognizing in him a 
man of merit, elevated, pure minded and pa¬ 
triotic; one who shone with lustre among the 
brightest ornaments of our legal fraternity, a 
citizen as good, generous, virtuous and up¬ 
right in the private walks of social life, as he 
was bold, Intrepid, wise and courageous in the 
high offices of national honor and trust to con¬ 
fided to him, and whose duties he so faithfully 
discharged on behalf of a whole people at the 
sacrifice of his own individual health, strength 
j and life. Therefore, be it 

I Resolved , That we, the members of the Select 
| and Common Connell assemblies, on behalf or 
ourselves and the people we represent, do here¬ 
by pay a heart-prompted tribute of respect to 
the memory of the illustrious deceased, and 
send forth by these resolutions an expression 
of that most profound sorrow which his death 
has planted in our breasts; of sympathy for his 
bereaved wife and children; of a keen appre¬ 
ciation of the Irreparable loss sustained, in his 
passing away, by the nation at large, and the 
friends and advocates of freedom, liberty and 
equality everywhere on earth. 

Resolved, That in token of our sorrow, and In 
respect to the memory of the deceased, we 
cause our respective chambers to be draped 
with the emhlems of mourning, enter these 
resolutions on our minute-book, and instruct 
our clerk to engross and forward a copy of 
these preambles and resolutions to our Repre¬ 
sentative in Congress, to be presented bvhim, 
on the part of these Councils and the people 
of Pittsburgh, to the grief-stricken widow and 
children of the departed statesman. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted, 
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by a standing vote, and the Committee of the 
Whole adjourned. 

In Select Council, the resolutions were read 
and concurred In. 

PETITIONS, REMONSTRANCES, AC. 

Mr. CARROLL presented a petition of Davis, 
Chambers A Co. for exoneration of business 
tax. 

Mr. HOUSTON, remonstrance against the 
opening ot Rose street. Read and accepted. 

Mr. SIMS, petition to change the name of 
Diamond street and Diamond alley to Dia¬ 
mond avenue. Read and accepted. 

Also, au ordinance changing the name of 
Diamond alley and Diamond street to Dia¬ 
mond avenue. 

The ordinance was discussed and laid over, 
Councils refusing to suspend the rules for its 
passage. 

Mr. WELDON presented the bill of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Commercial Printing Company, with 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, By the Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils of the city of Pittsburgh, that the Mayor 
be and he is hereby authorized to certify a 
Warrant on the Controller, in favor ot the 
Commercial Printing Company, for the sum of 
$300, amount due for printing and publishing 
the Municipal Record during the present year, 
and charge the same to the contingent fund. 

The resolution was read three times and 
passed. 

Mr. WELDON, resolution for a gas lamp on 
the corner of Forty-fifth and Davidson street, 
and one on the corner of Forty-fifth, at St. 
Mary’s Church. Referred to Committee on 
Gas Lighting. 

Mr. McCANDLESS, petition for review on 
benefits on Fifth avenue sewer. Referred to 
Street Committee. 

Mr. McCANDLESS. resolution for review on 
Fifth avenue sewer. Referred to Street Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. WELDON, report of reviewers on the 
opening ot Hazlett street, which was laid over 
November loth for one month. Accepted and 
approved. 

STREET ORDINANCES. 

Mr. WELDON, Chairman of the Street Com- 
miitee, reported the following ordinances: 

One for grading Mulberry alley, between 
Twenty-Seventh and Twenty-eighth streets. 
Rules suspended. Read three times and 
passed. 

One auihorizlng a public sewer on Diamond 
street, from Cherrv alley to Smlthfleld street. 
Objected to and laid over. 

One for grading and paving Twenty-third, 
Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth and Thirtieth 
streets, each from Liberty to Penn streets. Laid 
over under the rules. 

Oue for grading and paving Thirty-first 
street, from Liberty to Allegheny river. Laid 
over under the rules.

SURVEY REPORT. 

MR. CHISLETT presented the report of the 
Committee on Surveys, exhibiting the opera¬ 
tions for the year. The report was accepted ,and 
ordered to be printed once in the papers au¬ 
thorized to do the city printing. 

THE WATER ORDINANCE—IT IS DISCUSSED, 
AMENDED AND POSTPONED. 

Mr. M’CARTHY called up the ordinance au¬ 
thorizing the purchase of grounds for anew 
water works, and moved Us final passage. 

The ordinance was read by the President. 

Mr. HARE asked whether an amendment 
was in order ? 

The PRESIDE NTT stated that the ordinance 
could be amended. 

Mr. BARTON thought the ordinance was 
still on Recond reading. 

The PRESIDENT said it had passed a second 
reading, and was now on third reading. 

Mr. HARE then submitted the following; 
That the price to be paid for the purchase of 
the Coleman A Rahm property be referred to 
three viewers; the Water Committee to se¬ 
lect one, Coleman A Rahm one, and the two to 
select the third—the same to agree on what 
price the city shall pay for said property. 

Mr. McCANDLESS remarked that the offer 
of Messrs. Coleman A Rahm contained some 
such provision as that contemplated in the 
amendment. % 

Mr. MCCARTHY opposed any amendment. 
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and advocated a direct vote on the merits of 
the question. 

Mr. MORGAN reiterated and amplified the 
arguments which he advanced at the last 
meeting against making the purchase. He 
considered that the purchase, at the price 
stated, would be an outrage upon the tax 
payers. 

Mr. HARE stated that the Coleman and 
Rahm property had been purchased, with the 
coal , at one hundred dollars, and now they pro¬ 
posed to sell it without the coal at four hundred 
dollars per acre. This price. In his judgment, 
was too high, and he desired the appointment 
of viewers to fix the price. 

Mr. MCCARTHY stated that no arguments 
had been advanced in favor of postponing ac¬ 
tion, although some members had indulged in 
a good deal of talk. Some of the newspapers 
had been very diligent in their opposition to 
the measure, and if reports were true some of 
them had been paid for their opposition. 

Mr. MORGAN replied by sayiDg that sound 
arguments had been presented against the or¬ 
dinance while the only argument in favor of 
It was the recommendation of the Water Com¬ 
mittee, which was not sufficient for him. As 
to the newspapers, he knew that one at least 
had been paid for advocating the purchase. He 
had seen the entry in the cash book, and - 

Mr. REED hoped that the gentleman would 
name the paper. 

Mr. MORGAN didn’t choose to name The pa¬ 
per, but if 1 he shoe fit Mr. Reed be could put it 
on, if not, he need not be so uneasy about the 
matter. 

Mr. REED and Mr. HOUSTON thought it was 
but fair that, where a charge of this kiDd was 
made, the name should be given. 

Mr. MORGAN then stated that he had rea¬ 
son to believe that more than one paper w t hs 
paid— at least he had been so informed—but to 
satisfy the gentlemen he would say that it wbb 
not the Gazette's cash-book that he saw. 

Mr. WELDON remarked that, in regard to 
the price of the property, he had distinctly 
stated at the last meeting that the offer of Mr. 
Bhoenberger was $800 per acre, and that of Mr. 
McKay $800peracre. These gentlemen owned 
the property Immediately adjoining that of 
Coleman and Rahm—the one above and the 
other below, on the river. He had in his hand 
a letter from Mr. McKay, which he asked the 
President to read. 


Mr. McCANDLESS objected to the reading of 
anything from an outside party. 

Mr. WELDON then stated the substance of the 
note, which was that he (Mr. McKay) consider¬ 
ed his property worth $1,000 per acre, and that 
he would not sell it for less than $800. 

Mr. McKELYY made a vigorous speech 
against the purchase and in favor of the 
amendment. He took the ground that the 
Councils had not sufficient facts before them 
to justify the large expenditure, and that no 
injury would result to the city by postponing 
the matter. 

j Mr. McCLARREN also favoredj postpone¬ 
ment. 

Mr. SCOTT favored the ordinance because 
: the location was the best that could be found 
lor the purpose. He defied any man to point 
t out a better. 

Mr. McCANDLESS thought that members 
were not sticking to tbe question. The only 
matter before Councils was the amendment, 
and bedid not believe six members would vote 
against it. He called for the yeas and nays on 
the amendment. 

Mr. WELDON expressed the hope that the 
friends of the ordinance would vote against 
the amendment, as the purpose was to kill the 
bill. He believed the Water Committee had 
done their duty well and faithfully. They had 
six or more competent engineers up to exam¬ 
ine the point, and had taken every means in 
their power to get proper information. 

The PRESIDENT stated that on looking at 
! the act of Assembly, he would have to rule 
the amendment out of order. 

Mr. HARE—Then I offer this amendment: 
"That the purchase of the coal be stricken 
out.” 

Mr. CASE stated that he had visited the : 
Coleman AKahm site, and, though he did not I 
profess to know much about it, he thought the ! 
location a very good one. The genera] feeling 
of the public seemed to be in favor of post¬ 
ponement, and he should vote accordingly. 

Mr. MCCARTHY—These amendments are 
simply for the purpose of killing the bill. 

Mr. HARE—My object is no such thing. I do 
not believe that, Councils nave any right to en¬ 
gage the city in the mining of coal: and if they 
have, I think it will cost more to mine the coal 
than It will come to. 

Mr. MORGAN—The city has no right to en¬ 
gage in coal mining any more than it has to 
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manufacture any or all of the articles required 
for its use. the yeas and nays. 

The yeas and nays were then called on Mr, 
Hare’s last amendment, and resulted:

So the amendment was adopted. 

Mr. MCCARTHY then moved to adopt the 
ordinance as amended. 

Mr. McCANDLESS moved to postpone fur¬ 
ther action for tbe present, which motion, tak¬ 
ing precedence, was put under a call for the 
yeas and nays. The result was:

Common Council concurred with Select in 
the resolution to adjourn to meet on Friday 
afternoon next, at two o’clock.

An adjourned and final meeting of the Select 
and Common Councils of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh was held on Friday afternoon, Decem¬ 
ber 31,1869, in their respective Chambers, City 
Building, for the purpose of hearing the report 
of the Retrenchment and Reform Committee 
in the matter of alleged frauds in the grading 
of the Seventeenth ward station house lot, 
which matter they investigated on Thursday. 

Council was called to order at the proper 
hour, but no quorum could be had, and it was 
half-past two before the desired number— 
twenty-four members—was obtained. 

On motion of Mr. KIRK the Council organ¬ 
ized by calling Mr. GROSS to the chair. 

Tho roll was then called and the following 
members answered to their names:

J., Walnwright, Z., Watson, Wilson, Zern and 
President McAuley. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. 

REDUCTIONS OF BUSINESS TAX. 

Mr. EDWARDS presented a communication 
from the Controller, transmitting a list of ap- 

llcatlon8 of merchants, for a reduction of 

UBlness tax. Referred to Finance Committee, 
with power to act. 

Mr. BURGWIN moved that the Council take 
a recess until the report of the Committee on 
Retrenchment and Reform be received from 
the Common Council. 

EXTRA COMPENSATION FOR THE MAYOR’S 
CLERK. 

Pending action on this motion, Mr. BROWN 
asked leave to call up the resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the payment of $1,000 as extra compensa¬ 
tion to Mr. J. 8. Patterson, the Mayor’s clerk 
which was laid over at the last meeting, and 
moved its third reading and final passage. 

Mr. McMAHON asked what the present sal¬ 
ary was, and was answered that it was $700 per 
annum. 

Mr. BROWN stated that the resolution had 
the Indorsement of twelve members of the Po¬ 
lice Committee, who knew what the services of 
the Clerk were worth. 

Mr. KEHEW staled that the Finance Com¬ 
mittee had estimated the receipts of the May¬ 
or’s office at $10,000 during the year, but in 
eleven months there had been $23,000 collected. 
This wasjin a measure, due to the Clerk, Mr. 
Patterson, who had proved himself a very effi¬ 
cient Clerk 

Mr. MORROW stated that lie opposed the 
resolution last meeting, not knowing that the 
Police Committee indorsed It. He was in fa¬ 
vor of it now. 

Mr. BROWN’S motion was carried and the 
resolut ion adopted. 

Mr. BURG WIN’S motion for a recess was 
then carried. 

MOTION TO ADJOURN SINE DIE. 

After a recess of a half hour, the President 
called the Council to order, when Mr. BROWN 
moved lo adjourn sine die. 


Mr. HARTMAN moved an amendment to 
adjourn until four o’clock. 

A general discussion here took place, in 
which the members were allowed to speak as 
they pleased. 

Mr. KIRK said the meeting had been called 
for the purpose of investigating a very impor¬ 
tant matter, namely, alleged frauds in the 
management of the affairs of the city, and 
Councils would stultify themselves by ad¬ 
journing. If the motion to adjourn sine die 
was insisted on, he would call the yeas and 
nays. 

Mr. BROWN said the yeas and nays was no 
terror to him. He was at all times responsi¬ 
ble for the vote, and was not afraid to put his 
vote on the record. 

Mr. JONES did not think that Mr. KIRK was 
any more honest, or had the good of the city 
any more at heart to a greater extent than the 
other members. The matter would probably not 
pass the Common Council until very late, and 
it could be Investigated by the next Council.! 
It did not die with this Council, but could and 
would be called up Jn the next Council. He 
was In favor of having the matter investigated 
and the frauds exposed, but he did not think 
this Council was obliged to wait for the re¬ 
port. 

Mr. HAILMAN thought the Investigation 
had been made and was being discussed In 
Common Council. He did not think the Se¬ 
lect Council nad a right to wait. The matter 
could be brought up again when the new Conn- 
clle organized. 

Mr. McAULEY said he indorsed the remarks 
of Mr. JONES, and hoped thalif he was per¬ 
muted to remain in Council durin the year he 
would never have occasion to hear on the 
Council floor any such speeches as had beeu 
made during the year, especially at the last 
meeting. The members of the committees 
had been compared to such criminals as Ar¬ 
nold and Hartman, Such language ought not 
to be used in Council, and he would never 
again permit it If he was in the chair. 

Mr. KIRK, who. It was charged, bad used the 
language referred to, asked leave to make an 
explanation,which was granted. He said he was 
sorry that his language was so construed and 
if he had said anything of the kind attributed 
to him, he would willingly withdraw it. He 
had stated that the public money was being 
plundered, and his recollection of hlsjlanguage 
was that he had said the robbers should be de¬ 
tected and punished as speedily as Arnold and 
Hartman were. 

Mr. McAULEY said he had nothing more to 
say, considering Mr. KIRK’S explanation. He 
thought when the remarks were made that 
they were not intended, 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to take a recess of 
fifteen minutes, as an amendment to Mr. 
HARTMAN’S amendment, 

Mr. PHILLIPS here gave an account of the 
doings of the Committee in reference to those 
station houses. He said the contracts for the 
buildings were all given out by the committee, 
but in the matter of the grading of the rear of 
the lot, the sub committee had done that. 
When the bill was presented it was referred to 
the sub-committee and tne City Engineer. 
He, the City Engineer, sent a note to Mr. 
PHILLIPS that on account of sickness he had 
been unable to measure the lot. The note fur¬ 
ther stated that the calculation and figures 
were correct, but the Engineer did not vouch 
for the quantity measured. Mr. PHILLIPS 
did not know but what an assistant Engineer 
had measured it, and believing the measure¬ 
ment to be correct he had signed the warrant. 

The question was then taken on Mr. GAL- 
L'AHEH’S amendment to take a fifteen min¬ 
utes recess and lost. 

The question then recurred on Mr, HART¬ 
MAN’S motion lo adjourn until four o’clock. 

Mr. McAULEY opposed the amendment and 
said there was no danger of the alleged frauds 
being lost sight of. They could very easily 
come up in the next Council. 
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< Mr. KIRK said there was a question In dis¬ 
pute between Mr. Pearson and the City En¬ 
gineer, Mr. Moore, about the width of the lot, 
and as Mr. Moore was a candidate for re-elec¬ 
tion, It was Just that the Investigation be con¬ 
tinued in order that his chances might not be 
impaired. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said there were no charges 
against Mr. Moore at all. 

The question now recurred on the amend¬ 
ment of Mr. HARTMAN, to adjourn until four 
o’clock, and it was lost. 

The original motion of Mr. BROWN, to ad¬ 
journ sine die , was then carried. 

An informal meeting of the Select Council 
was then held, with a view of suggesting a 
candidate for President for the ensuing year. 
Mr. MURRAY was called to the chair, but 
when the object of the meeting was clearly 
stated several members objected, for the rea¬ 
son that it was out of order and unlawful. 

After considerable discussion. Mr. PHIL¬ 
LIPS moved tbat the informal meeting stand 
adjourned, which was carried.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

B. W. MORGAN,Chairman of the Committee 
on Retrenchment and Reform, then read the 
following report: 

Gentlemen— In compliance with the In¬ 
structions contained in the preamble and reso¬ 
lutions passed at the last meeting of Councils, 
(Monday, December 27, i860,) your Committee 
on Retrenchment and Reform met at adjourn¬ 
ment, and adjourned to meet at the Seven¬ 
teenth ward station house, on Wednesday, the 
29th inst., at 2]A o’clock p. m. At that hour the 
following members of the Committee reported: 
T. J, Gallaher and Samuel Morrow, of the Se¬ 
lect, and Evan Jones and B. W. Morgan, of the 
Common Council. 

J. K. Slagle, Esq., City Attorney, Jared M. 
Brush, Mayor, and J. W. Patterson, Mayor's 
Clerk, were also in attendance. 

The Committee proceeded to Investigate the 
alleged frauds In the grading of the back part 
of the lot belonging to the city, upon which the 
Seventeenth ward station house is built, and 
examined a large number of witnesses, whose 
testimony In full is hereto attached. 

It appears from the testimony tbat Mr. G. R. 
Pearson, member of Common Council, of the 
Seventeenth Ward, and one of the Committee 
on City Property* had given a contract to Mr. 
C. Rody to grade the above mentioned piece of 
ground, at one dollar and twelve ana a-balf 
cents per cubic yard, and that he gave the con¬ 
tract to Rody without making due inquiry of 
contractors as to the price which it could be 
graded. An(^ Mr, Pearson also employed Mr. 






















Miller to measure the ground, instead of the 
City Engineer, who was the proper person to 
do it. Sir. Miller returned the measurement 
to Mr. Pearson as being forty-five feet long, 
thirty feet broad and seventeen feet deep, 
which would make eight hundred and fifty 
yards; at the contract price, of $1 12U per yard, 
this would amount to $956 25. Mr, Rody made 
his bill $959 62—or according to Miller’s mens- 
urement, S3 37 too mnch. 

From all testimony taken, your committee 
thinks that the correct measurement should 
have been forty-one feet long, twenty-five feet 
broad, and ten and a half feet deep—or three- 
hundred and ninety-nine cubic yards, which 
at the contract price amounts to $448 87—mak¬ 
ing a difference against the city of $510 75. 

If the contract had been given to the lowest 
bidder, as it should have been, it would have 
been done for sixty cents per yard, which 
would have saved the city ?441 99, or if, after 
the contract had been let, a correct measure¬ 
ment of the ground had been made, the city 
would have saved $510 75. 

Your committee desire to again call your at- 
t ?ntion to the very loose manner in which con¬ 
tracts are made by the city, and would respect¬ 
fully recommend that in future more caution 
be exercised by Councils in awarding con tracts.

Accompanying the report were (he following 
resolutions : 

Resolved, That the whole matter be referred 
to the City Attorney with instructions to in¬ 
stitute such legal proceedings as he may deem 
proper. 

Resolved, That a warrant be drawn in favor 
of P. F. Smith, for ten dollars, for services in 
making a phonographic report of the testi¬ 
monies taken by the Committee. 

Mr. MORGAN, in submitting the report, 
stated that the Committee had been ably 
seconded in their efforts by the Mayor, the 
City Solicitor and others, in summoning wit¬ 
nesses and eliciting testimony. 

A motion was made to accept the report, 

Mr. PEARSON entered into a somewhat 
lengthy explanation of his conduct In regard 
to this matter, but it did not differ materially 
from that already published. The only error 
that he felt he had committed was in not first 
getting the City Engineer to measure the 
ground. He also read an affidavit, signed by 
two men. to the effect that the price was low 
for that kind of grading. Also, an affidavit 
from Mr. Miller, who declared that the meas¬ 
urement was correct. In the course othis re¬ 
marks, Mr. Pearson reflected upon the Com¬ 
mittee on Retrenchment aud Reform for not 
giving him a fair hearing, aud characterized 
their proceedings as inquisitorial. 

Mr. MORGAN replied, in very strong terms, 
aDd denounced them as uncalled for and un¬ 
just. Mr. Pearson had a fair liearing, as the 
committee had his testimony in lull. The ev¬ 
idence showed that there was fraud, and the 
facts would show it. He then proceeded to 
quote from the testimony, but the Chair de- 
cided it out of order to quote particular pas¬ 
sages, unless the whole was first read. 

Considerable discussion ensued, and as the 
testimony was quite voluminous there was no 
disposition manifested to nave It read. 

Mr. Moore, the City Engineer, made a state¬ 
ment in regard to why he did not measure the 
ground. When he went there, he found that 
there were no certain data for making the es¬ 
timate, and not having been called on at the 
proper time he refused to make any measure¬ 
ment. He examined Mr. Miller’s calculation, 
and found It correct, but could not endorse 
the measurement, as he knew nothing about 
the quantity of dirt removed. 

The mater was further discussed by Messrs. 
McCarthy, Jones, McCandless, Scott, and 
Bell, and the discussion took a very wide 
range. 

Mr. Scott then moved to refer the whole mat¬ 
ter back to the Committeef to get the testimo¬ 
ny of Mr. Miller, who measured the work. 
This was agreed to by a vote of 20 yeas to 14 
naya. 

The CHAIR stated that the old Council died 
to-night, and the report died with It. 

THE MARKET REPORT. 

The Common Council then took up the re¬ 
port of the Market Committee, as accepted by 
Select Council, when a warm debate ensued on 
the motion to concur. The yeas and nays were 
called and resulted:

REPORT OF SURVEY COMMITTEE* 

To the Select and Common Connell j 

Gentlemen— At the last meeting of these Coun¬ 
cils, It becomes the duty of your Survey Com¬ 
mittee to make report of their proceedings and of the 
work done under their direction during the year now 
closing. The Importance of the work done demands 
a somewhat detailed statement, and we regret at this 
time a fuller and more complete history of it cannot 
be given for permanent record. 

The Committee, Immediately upon its organization 
at the beginning of the year, Impressed with the re¬ 
sponsibility of their duties and the great value of the 
proper laying out of the streets in the new city dis¬ 
tricts, proceeded to devise and perfect a general plan 
of operation. In this they were happily aided by Mr. 
W. H. Kennedy, the able and experienced engineer, 
who was chosen to direct and superintend the work, 
and the occasional counsel and advice of Henry 
Moore, Esq., City Engineer. One ot the most im¬ 
portant decisions arrived at, and which has been car¬ 
ried out by your Committee in every Instance where 
possible, was that the future of our city required that 
all public thoroughfares should be wide and straight 
In carrying out this rule, if continued by our succes¬ 
sors, the many difficulties, costs and inconveniences 
now and heretofore experienced within the old city 
limits will be avoided. 

Your Committee also decided that the work of lay¬ 
ing out the streets of the new city should be done as 
speedily as possible, consistently with a due regard for 
the perfection of the work, so that the growth of the 
municipality might be aided and building Improve¬ 
ments encouraged. 

Acting under these opinions, early in the year suita¬ 
ble persons were employed at moderate salaries, and 


three distinct corps were organized, with a competent 
head over each. As soon as the weather permitted 
these were put to work under the superintendence of 
Mr, Kennedy, and all were keptconstantly employed 
until July l.whenoue corps was dismissed, it being 
found that from that time only two could be worked 
satisfactorily. These two corps continued until the 
winter set in and prevented outside operations, and 
since a force has been employed In the office to make 
up tbe plaLS and profiles of the work done during the 
summer. 

Your Committee, appreciating the value of the work 
devolving on them, frequently as a whole, or by sub¬ 
committees, visited different portions of the new city 
territory, to examine and decide as to matters ot im¬ 
portance. and to reconcile amicably, so far as possible, 
differences In the views of citizens interested. While 
anxious at all times to satisfy and accommodate land 
owners, your Committee have kept steadily In view 
the interests and wants of a great and growing city. 

In laying out new streets in districts where, as has 
been frequently foimd along main avenues, the prop- 
frty is divided into small parcels, it was of course to 
be expected that in some instances serious Injury 
would be done to individuals. We are happy to state, 
however, that such instances are rare, and we have 
the satisfaction of believing that the vast work of the 
year Is very generally approved by those Immedi¬ 
ately interested. Where serious injury does ecctir, 
the viewers to be appointed to asse s damages end 
benefits when the streets are opened, will have it In 
their power to afford relief by any equitable assess¬ 
ment. 

Owing to the fact that a large majority of the streets 
laid out are as yet without names.it is impossible to 
furnish a complete statement concerning them: we, 
however,append names and facts in reference to some 
of the more important thoroughfares. All the streets 
that have been located, and approved by your honor¬ 
able bodies, and designated by permanent stone land¬ 
marks and accurate plans are.now being made for re¬ 
cord. We would respectfully mggest that a commit¬ 
tee be appointed to give names to such streets as have 
not been designated, and that some of the prominent 
names recently discarded, such as St. Clair, Hancock, 
Wayne, Harrison, Ac., be adopted. 

The first operation of the Survey Corps was the lo¬ 
cation and designation of the new eastern city 11 ne ex¬ 
tendi ng irom rtver to river as follow*: The starting 
point is on the Monongahela river .about two hundred 
teet above the City Poor Farm station, on the Pitts¬ 
burgh and Connells vllle Railroad. The line from this 
point runs (north 10 deg. 29 min, east.) north ten de¬ 
gress tweney nine minutes east, crossing in Its course 
the following roads or streets: 1st, the Braddeck's 
rield road and the Pittsburgh and Connellsville Jtail 
way track; t$d. Park avenue, formerly township road 
toSwissvale: 3d. Peebles street; 4-th, Edgerton ave- 
nne: 5th, Lyman street: Oth, Waverly street or 
Jane, then through tbe east end of J, B. 
McFadden, Jr.’s, house on the Greensburg turn¬ 
pike and Pennsylpania avenue; 7th, Pennsylva¬ 
nia avenue; 8lb. diagonally across the road or 
street leading to Brushton station on the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad, leaving that station several 
hundred feetont of the city; Oth, across the track of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, then through the lands of 
Messrs. Rich and Kelly, crossing the Frankstown 
road about one quarter of a mile east of Homewood 
avenue. The next and last road it crosses is the 
Pucketty road, now Lincoln avenue, thou it goes 
through Coleman’s orchard, then over Coleman’s hill, 
which is 567 feet above the tiver at the Pittsburgh 
waterworks, almost the same height as Fort Herron 
Hill. Then the line runs down Shades’ run to the Al¬ 
legheny river. 

Your committee should state before reporting the 
important thoroughfares already referred to, that ac¬ 
cording to their early decision, they have not recom¬ 
mended anystreetof a less width than fifty feet, ex¬ 
cept In one instance, that being Baker street, former¬ 
ly called the Morning Side road, and running from 
Butler street at McMahon's oil refinery to the top of 
the hill at Sawyer’s. This was fixed at forty feet, os 
the hill side on which It Is to be made is so steep that 
we considered It would be an injury rather than a 
benefit to make it wider. The following are the Im¬ 
portant streets with Dames that have been laid 
out under the direction of your committee: 

Pucketty road, now Lincoln avenue. 50 ieet wide 
from the FraDkstown joad to the city line. Land 
marks set. 

8haay Lane, 60 feet wide from the Greensburg turn¬ 
pike to the Four Milerun road, Landmarks set.

Besides the above streets, the whole territory bound¬ 
ed by Penn, Liberty, Center avenue and Pearl street, 
containing over two hundred acres, has been all laid 
out in 50 and 60 feet streets and 20 feet alleys, all of 
which have been designated by permanent stone 
]»nd marks, and besides levels have been taken over 
the whole territory in order to make out the grade 
plows. 

The territory lying between the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road Company’s stock yards and the city line on the 
one side, and several streets beyond the Franklin 
read on the other, has all been laid off Into 50 
and 60 feet streets and 24 feet alleys. Some land 
marks have been set and levels made over the wholo. 

Id addition to the foregoing, a large number of 
other streets, avenues and alleys have been laid out 
which cannot be described intelligently without an ac¬ 
companying plan. A number of opening plans have 
also been made and grades established on a very large 
number of streets. The Survey CorpB performed 
about one week’s work for the Water Committee, 
making Survey of Schade’s run for the proposed new 
basin. 

Your Committee have overrun their moderate ap¬ 
propriation of ten thousand dollars but about four 
hundred dollars, and, considering the work done, they 
think It has been at a low cost 

Jn conclusion, we beg leave to tender our hearty 
acknowledgments to Mr. W. H. Kennedy, Chief En¬ 
gineer of the Survey Corps, and express our appre¬ 
ciation of his eminent abilities and fitness for the po¬ 
sition he holds.

ELECTION OP PRESIDENT. 

The CbERK announced that the next busi¬ 
ness in order would be the election of a Presi¬ 
dent. 

Mr. HARTMAN now arose and stated that it 
was originally agreed upon to have opposition 
candidates, but the Inharmonious members 


had harmonized their difficulties, and he was 
ready to move the re-election of Mr. JAMES 
McAULEY as President by acclamation. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. McAULEY. on taking the chair, said: 
“Gentlemen of the Select Council—I beg leave 
to thank you for the favor you have just con¬ 
ferred upon me. It Is peculiarly gratifying to 
me at the present lime, as this is the last year 
I intend to serve In the Council. When this 
year closes I Intend to retire, and I repeat that 
the honor is peculiarly gratifying. Therefore! 
doubly thank you.” 

OATH OP OFFICE ADMINISTERED. 

Mr. PHILLIPS then administered the oath 
of office to the President elect, after which he 
in turn administered it to the members elect, 
the members holding over not being required 
to take any oath. 

ELECTION OF CLERK. 

The PRESIDENT announced as the next 
business in order the election of Clerk. 

Mr. BROWN moved that E. S. MORROW be 
re-elected by acclamation, which was carried 
unanimously. 

ELECTION OF MESSENGER. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved the election by ac¬ 
clamation of Capt. S. B. COOPER as Messen¬ 
ger. Carried unanimously. 

The Clerk and Messenger were then sworn 
by the President, after which the roll was 
called by the former officer. All the members 
answered lo their names with the exception 
oi Messrs, Ahlborn, Gross and 8. J. Wain- 
wnght. 

Mr. HARTMAN moved that the new mem¬ 
bers now draw tor thefr seats. No second. 

NO caucus. 

Mr, MURDOCH moved that when Council 
adjourn it be to meet on Friday afternoon at 
two o’clock, iu caucus, five o’clock, the time 
. previously agreed upon being teo late for 
conn try members to attend. A resolution pro- 
viding lor the bolding of the caucus at the 
time stated was adopted in Common Council, 
ond when presented in 8elect Council it was 
concurred in. 

In the matter of the selection of seats, Mr. 
BROWN moved to amend the motion of Mr. 
Hartman by admitting the new members to 
the seats made vacant by their predecessors. 
The amendment was carried, and the motion 
as amended adopted. 

RULES FOR COUNCILS. 

Mr. BURGWIN said that the next business 
in order would be the adoption of rules for the 
government of Councils, and lust here he 
wished to direct the attention of the Connell 
to an amendment to the rules offered by him 
some time since, to wit: Providing for the 
holding of two meetings of Councils each 
month. This amendment bad never been 
acted upon In Common Council, and he now 
moved that the rules he so amended as to. fix 
the meetings on the second and last Mondays 
of the month. 

The PRESIDENT thought there was plenty 
of time yet to fir the rules—that it had better 
be left forconsideration at a future meeting. 

Mr. BURGWIN said the Council Invariably 
met twice each month, and If fixed days were 
agreed upon for the sessions of the body the 
members would be prepared to transact tbeir 
business speedily. It was very often incon¬ 
venient lor members to attend special meet¬ 
ings. 

Mr. GALLAHER opposed the amendment, 
and thought special meetings were all that 
would be required, and these only when the 
business before the regular meeting was too 
large to be disposed of in one day. 

Mr. HARTMAN thought It would be a good 
plan to adopt the rules separately, and then 
Mr. BURGwTN’S amendment could be at¬ 
tached as an additional rule. He desired 
while the subject was before the Connell, to 
call the attention of the members to rule 32a, 
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which provides for the appointment of com¬ 
mittees, and which he stated was inconsistent 
in itself. 

Mr. BROWN here moved to refer the whole 
matter to the Presidents of Councils, with in¬ 
structions to report a set of rules for the gov¬ 
ernment of Councils; and, in the meantime* 
the respective bodies to be controlled by the 
old rules. 

Mr. MORROW did not see the necessity of a 
new sett of rules. The old ones could be adopt¬ 
ed, with Mr. BURGWIN’S amendment for 
semi-monthly meetings. 

Mr. BROWN’S motion, which was accepted 
as an amendment to the amendment of Mr. 
BURGWIN, was thencarrled.lt being under¬ 
stood that the rules were to provide for semi¬ 
monthly meetings ol the Council. 

01 TV ELECTIONS. 

Mr. BURGWIN moved that the Connells 
meet in jointsesslon on Tuesday, January llth,. 
1870, at ten o'clock a. M., lor the purpose of go¬ 
ing into an election for city officers. 

Mr. GALLAHER amended by making the 
hour of meeting two o’clock, and the motion as 
amended was agreed to. 

Council here took a recess for half an hour. 
When the members re-assembled Mr. M’MA* 
HON moved that the desks In the chamber ha 
arranged in a similar style to those in the Com¬ 
mon Council chamber. 

Mr. E. P. JONES did not think the change 
necessary. It would require a useless expene 
dlture of money, a change of the members seats 
and other Inconveniences. 

The PRESIDENT suggested a temporary 
change by the next meeting, in order to let the 
members see how It would do. 

Mr. MORROW said the present plan was con¬ 
sidered the best by the Committee when the 
chamber was refitted. 

Mr. BURGWIN asked when the Councils 
would meet In their new chambers. 

The PRESIDENT—Not this year. 

Mr. AIKEN moved a reconsideratlon of the 
vote about theseata. 

Mr. AHL said It was not courteous In gentle¬ 
men who were comfortably seated to oppose 
the change. 

Mr. DUNCAN thought the change would be 
a good one. 

The question on a reconsideration was lest, 
only ten votingln favor of it. 

The PRESIDENT said that unless the mem¬ 
bers objected he would have the temporary 
change made. 

THE CITY PRINTING. 

The President now read the ordinance passed 
In Common Council providing for the election 
of only two official newspapers—one English 
and one German—to do the city printing, when 
Mr. BROWN moved to amend by making two 
English and one German paper. 

The PRESIDENT—The oidlnance provides 
for a reduction in the prices now paid lor 
printing. 

Mr. RAFFERTY—The ordinance, If passed 
as It is, will save the city $.5,000 per year. I 
think that ought to be sufficient to secure the 
passage of the ordinance. 

Mr. PHILLIP3 favored the passage of the or¬ 
dinance as It stood. lie did not see the neces¬ 
sity of more than one paper, aa it would give 
sufficient publicity to the ordinances and acts 
of Councils. He was opposed to the paying out 
of the city’s money year after year to keep up 
several newspapers. 

Mr. ARMSTRONG said one paper would not 
circulate In all parts of the city, and how were 
the citizens to see or know of ordinances pass¬ 
ed by the Councils. 

Mr, BROWN said the city advertising was 
just exactly like any other advertising. In 
order to give It publicity it ought to be put in 
more than one paper. The Council might con¬ 
fine It to one paper, and say to the citizens* you 
must read this paper, but it would not give 
that publicity to It which the-law requires* 
The City Code fixed the number of English pa- 







pers at two, and he thought the law ought not 
to be altered. He suggested that the Council 
go back to the times of twenty years ago, and 
not publish the ordinances in any paper. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said it wa^dlfferent from all 
other kinds of advertising, and if one paper 
was designated to do the city printing, every- 
body interested would take that paper. Coun- 
ells should not squander away the money be¬ 
longing to the city by electing more than one 
English paper. 

RETRENCHMENT’S THE WORD. 

Mr. BURG WIN moved, in order to test the 
sense of the Council, the sincerity of the mem¬ 
bers in their avowals of retrenchment and 
economy, that the ordinances, etc., be pub 
1/shedinonly one paper—English, and in no 
German paper. 

Xke question on Mr. RUUGWIN’S motion 
was then taken, butthe Chairman was unable 
to decide. A division was called but before the 
question was again put Mr, BURGWIN asked 
the yeas a nd nays. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said he was in layor of the 
smallest number. 

Mr. SCHMIDT said it was absolutely necessa¬ 
ry to have one German paper. i 

Mr. MORROW wanted toknow if the motion 
of Mr. BURGWIN was to test Councils on the 
question of how many papers should be desig¬ 
nated. 

Mr. BURGWIN replied that it was lo ascer¬ 
tain how the members felt on the subject of 
economy. 

TEAS AND NAYS. 

The call for the yeas and nays was sustained, 
and resulted as follows:

Mr. PHILLIPS said the Code fixed that num¬ 
ber, and the ordinance was ot no consequence 
if the members thought two papers were re¬ 
quired. He hoped the amendment would be 
voted down aud asked that the yeas and nays 
-be recorded. 

The call resulted as follows:

In a few moments after tbe above noted ac¬ 
tion the ordinance was returned irorn Common 
Council, and the President announced that by 
An almost unanimous vote that body han ad¬ 
hered to their former action. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved that theSelect Council 
recede from their former action and concur in 
the action of Common Council. 

Mr. KEHEW said ho had voted under a mis¬ 
apprehension. He thought one English and 
one German paper sufficient, and he was there¬ 
fore in favor of receding and concurring with 
Helect Council. 

Mr. BROWN moved to lay the motion lo re¬ 
cede on the table. Withdrawn. 

Mr. EDWARDS said one of the official print¬ 
ers had told him that tbe city printing was 
done at the prices stated in the ordinance-50 
cents per square for first Insertion and 25 cents 
for subsequent insertion. 

Mr. BROWN then moved to refer to the Com¬ 
mittee on City Printing to report. 

Mr. McMAIION said tbere was no Commit¬ 
tee on City Printing. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said he honestly believed that 
one paper would furnish the citizens all the 
Information they -might desire. He expected 
the cost of the city printing. If the papers were 
three in number, would be $30,000, because 
there would be a great deal of advertising this 
year, 

Mr. BURGWIN asked if It was In order to 
wove to refer to a Committee when no Com¬ 
mittee existed. 

Mr. BROWN slated that the appropriation 
last year for pr»ntlng was $12,000. He had been 


informed that $2,000 had been transferred to 
other appropriations which had not been 
economically expended. The alleged heavy 
increase in the printing the comiugyear was 
thrown in to frighten timid members. 

Mr, PHILLIPS said not all of the printers' 
bills had yet been paid, and judging from tbe 
! bills for the past year, he thought they would 
be double this year, because the work of 
i opening streets, &c. t would be twice as great as 
during the year just closed. 

Mr, ISAAC JONES moved a reconsideration 
of tbe vote approving of two English papers. 
Decided out of order. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the question 
would first be taken on the motion to refer to 
the Printing Committee, when Mr, BURGWIN 
again raised the point there was no such com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr, BROWN said his motion was in order, 
but he did not desire to press it. He moved to 
non-concur with the Common Council. 

Mr, PHILLIPS said the question was on con¬ 
currence or non-concurrence. His motion to 
recede and concur was the proper motiou, and 
he called the question on It, 

Mr. MORROW asked the yeas and nays, 
which resulted as follows:

Councils being now organized and ready for 
business, 

Mr. MORGAN presented an ordinance pro¬ 
viding that two papers be chosen to do the city 
printing—one English and one German paper 
—and that the rates be fixed at fifty c*mts per 
square of ten lines nonpareil, for the first in¬ 
sertion, and twenty-five cents for each subse¬ 
quent insertion. He moved the suspension of 
the rules, aud the third reading and final pas¬ 
sage of tbe ordinance. 

Mr, FLEMING objected, 

Mr. MORGAN stated that the oily printing 
would run up to twenty-five or thirty thousand 
dollars this year, which was entirely too h1«b. 
The printing in Allegheny did not cost five 
thousand a year. The printing had become a 
very heavy burden on the people, aud ought 
to be reduced. 

Mr FLEMING stated that he bad no objec¬ 
tion to a reduction In the number of papers, 
but tbe city should pay ine regular rates. Mer¬ 
chants and others paid seventy-five cents a 
square for first insertions, aud thirty-seven 
cents for subsequent insertions. The city was 
as well able to pay full rates as private Indi¬ 
viduals. 

Mr. 8IEBERT favored the reduction. Oue 
paper In each language would be sufficient. 

Mr. GAZZAM favored postponement for a 
few days. He hoped the rules would not be 
suspended. There was no necessity for sach 
haste, and the new members were not posted 
on the merits of the question. 

Mr, McCANDLESS stated that It was import¬ 
ant that, Councils should pass the ordinance at 
this meeting, as another session would not be 
held until the election took place. He hoped 
the ordinance would pass. 

Mr. HARE called for tbe voteon the suspen¬ 
sion of the rules aud final passage of the ordi¬ 
nance.

Rates ot Wharfage on Monongahela 
Wharf.

Each vessel lying at the wharf, not for the 
purpose of loading or unloading, 6hali pay, for 
each steamer, barge, or keel boat, six cents per 
ton per month.

Mr. RROWN submitted an ordinance 
relative to the compensation of the official 
papers for prfutlng the resolutions, ordi¬ 
nances, <fec.,\Of the Councils, and fixing the sum 
at 11,000 per annum and no more, and instruc¬ 
ting the Controller to advertise for proposals 
for all tbe Job printing of thecity. 

The rules were suspended and the ordinance 
read three times and passed finally. Common 
Council concurred. 

The PRESIDENT—We are going to get the 
printing done this year for a less sum than It 
has ever before been done. 

THE GIFT BUSINESS SUSPENDED, 

Mr. BROWN offered the following resolution: 
To the Select Council of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Resolved , That It is the sense of the Councils 
that economy In every branch of the public 
service, faithful and Impartial execution of the 
laws and ordinances of the city, and collection 
of lts revenue, and the rigid acconntabilllty of 
every office and department of thecity govern¬ 
ment should be required and enforced, tha t the 
salaries and emoluments of the city officers 
should not be increased beyond the compensa¬ 
tion fixed by law, at the lime of their election 
or appointment; that no gift, allowance or vol- j 
untary appropriation of the nubile money 
should be made for, or on account of alleged 
Insufficiency ot lees, salaries or compensation, 
or alleged extra services of officers and em¬ 
ployees of tbe city; that It is the prerogative 
and du ty of the Councils to secure these results, 
and we, the members of this Connell, In ad¬ 
vance of tbe election of city officers for the 
current year, do hereby pledge ourselves to 
maintain the principles herein declared, and 
by our votes and acts, as representatives of the 
tax-payers and people of the city, secure in¬ 
creased economy, efficiency and vigilance in 
our municipal government. 

The resolution was adopted. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

The President stated that the standing com¬ 
mittees bad all been appointed and would be 
announced on Friday morning. 

TRY STREET SEWER. 

Mr. BROWN (Mr. Coffin in the chair), 
presented the bill of Messrs. Allen ifc Dunn 
for $5,465, for repairs to Try street sewer, and 
moved It be relerred to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. SHIPTON objected, stating that there 
was no appropriation to pay it from, and he 
thought ftoughtto layover. 

President McAULEY staled that tbe appro¬

DEPOSITING THE CITY FINANCES. 

Mr. JOHN BARTON presented an ordinance 
to provide for the safe keeping and custody of 
the funds of thecity of Pittsburgh, the text of 
w hich la as follows: 

Section first provides that tbe City Connells 
shall, at tbe first regular meeting alter the 
passage of this ordinance, go into Joint session, 
and choose, elect aud designate three of the 
Banks or Savins: Institutions of said city, to be 
depositaries and custodians of the public 
money or funds of said city, until the first 
Monday of February, 1871, 

Section second provides that at the annual 
session of said Councils hereafter for electing 
city officers, three or the Banks or Saving In* 
Btltutions of said city shall be chosen, elected 























and designated to be depositaries and cus¬ 
todians of the public money or funds of Bald 
city for the ensuing year. 

Section third makes it the duty of the City 
Controller, ten days belore the annual meeting 
of the Councils in joint session, to advertise for 
and receive proposals from the banks and 
saving Institutions of said city setting forth 
the rate of interest, such bank or saving insti¬ 
tution will contract and agree to pay the city, 
for the use and advantage of said deposits of 
such public funds or money; the same to be 
adjusted, settled and paid monthly, and com¬ 
puted upon the average amount of the de¬ 
posits of each month, said settlement and 
adjustment to be made by said Controller, sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee and Councils. 

Section fourth makes it the duty of the Con¬ 
troller to lay said bids before said Councils at 
Joint annual session, when the same shall be 
opened by the President of the joint session, 
and Councils shall choose and elect t'fi>« voce, 
the highest and best bidders. 0 

Section fifth requires the banks or saving 
Institutions so selecied to file a bond with the 
Controller in the penal sum of 8100,000, with 
warrantor attorney, and with at least three 
sufflclentsecurities, for the true and faithful 
performance of their obligations as deposita¬ 
ries of the public money or funds ol said city. 
All checks are to be paid on demand, and the 
bond must be approved by the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

Section sixth requires that as soon as the ne¬ 
cessary bids are given.it Is the duty of the 
City Treasurer to deposit all funds in his pos¬ 
session.or which may come into his possession 
afterwards, into such banks or depositaries of 
the public funds, keeping the amount In each 
as nearly equal as can be done. 

Beet ion seventh provides that the City Treas¬ 
urer may draw money from these depositaries 
to meet the liabilities of the city on checks 
oroperly countersigned by the Controller,and 
under such regulations as the Controller and 
Finance Committee may from time to time 
establish. 

Section eighth provides that If any such bank 
or depository falls to pay any warrant properly 
countersigned by the Controller, or close Its 
office during business hours, it shall be the 
duty of tneClty Treasurer forthwith to report 
to the Controller, who shall at once cause the 
official bond of that hank to beeutered up In a 
Court of Record, by the City Solicitor. aDd an 
execution forthwith issued upon the same, and 
the Controller shall make report to the Fi¬ 
nance Committee and they to the Councils. 

Section ninth repeals all ordinances con¬ 
flicting with the above. 

The rules weresuspended and the ordinance 
read three times and passed Anally. 

NOT BBACHED IN SELECT COUNCIL. 

The ordinance was Immedletely taken Into 
Select Council, but tor some reason was not 
taken up. 

THE CITY PRINTING, 

When the ordinance relative to the compen¬ 
sation ot City Printers, passed In Select Coun¬ 
cil was presented. 

Mr. BARTON moved to amend by inserting 
the “lowest and best bidder” in the Job print¬ 
ing contract. 

Mr. MORGAN moved as a further amend¬ 
ment, that the award be made by the Con¬ 
troller. Noaction was taken on either, and the 
rales being suspended, the ordinance adopted 
In Select Council was concurred in. 

TTIE RETRENCHMENT RESOLUTION LAID OVER.

A. D. 1870, and annually thereafter at the time 
of electing city officers,appoint and designate 
by name two daily newspapers published in 
said city, one of which shall be printed lo the 
German language, in which all resolutions,or¬ 
dinances and advertisements provided for or 
required by the resolutions or ordinances of 
the Councils of said city, or acts of said city,or 
acts of Assembly relating to said city, shall be 
published the number of times legally requi¬ 
site; and In addition thereto, the said new»- 
papers shall also publish regularly and with 
reasonable diligence, the official inlnuteB of 
the Councillor a brief summary or abstract of 
the proceedings of the Councils. 

Sec. 2. That the compensation to be paid to 
each of the newspapers so appointed and de¬ 
signated for all the advertisements and publi¬ 
cations mentioned in the first section or tbit 
ordinance shall be one thousand dollars per 
annum, and no more. 

Sec. 3. That the Joint Committee of Councili 
on City Printing shall annually, in the month 
of January, by advertisement published at 
least three times in said official newspaper*. 
Invite sealed proposals for doing all the Job 
printing which maybe Decessary or required 
tobe doneforthe city, and to let and award 
contracts therefor to the lowest and best 
bidder.

Messrs. GAZZAM, SEIBERT and others op¬ 
posed the ordinauce, because It increased trie 
salaries of the three Commissioners two hun¬ 
dred dollars each; was opposed to the idea oi 
retrenchment and reform so warmly endorsed 
I by a majority of the Councils, and was in the 
face of the fact that the men served for six 
hundred dollars last year, and were glad 
enough to take it at that this year. 

Messrs. MORGAN, OLIVER, Jr., McCAND- 
LE3S aud others advocated a concurrence, 
because tho compensation was inadequate last 
year, and good men could not be got to do tbe 
work right at starvation prices. They were in 
favor of retrenchment, but opposed to a nig¬ 
gardly policy that would refuse to pay a just 
price for services rendered.

The PRESIDENT stated that the report of 
the viewers had passed both branches orCoun- 
•ilt. and he did not know how the question 
to be settled. 

The members seemed to coincide with the 


President, and no action was taken other than 
accepting the communication. 

THB CITY’S FUNDS—THE ORDINANCE PROVID¬ 
ING PUBLIC DEPOSITARIES DISCUSSED AND 
LAID OYER FOR A MONTH. 

Mr. MORROWcalled up the ordinance offer¬ 
ed by Mr. BARTON in Common Council at its 
meeting, January 11th, providing for the elec¬ 
tion of depositaries for the safe keeping of the 
public funds. 

After the ordinance had beed read by the 
CLERK, the PRESIDENT stated that theCom- 
mon Council had, on the same day on which 
the ordinance was presented, suspended the 
rules and passed It finally, and it was now be¬ 
fore the Select Council for concurrence or non- 
concurrence. 

Mr. MURDOCH—Has our Solicitor read the 
ordinance? 

The PRESIDENT—Tae gentleman Is here; he 
can speak for himself. 

The SOLICITOR—I have never read the ordi¬ 
nance. 

Mr. KEHEW said it was all-important that 
the ordinance should be adopted, and while he 
would not allow any member to out-do blm In 
the subject of retrenchment and reform, still 
he thought the Councils should make haste 
slowly In the matter. In order to examine 
carefully the provisions of the ordinance, he 
moved to refer It to the Finance Committee in 
conjunction with the City Solicitor, with In¬ 
structions to report at the next staled meeting 
of Councils. 

Mr. MURDOCH thought It ought to go to the 
Ordinance Committee la connection with the 
City Solicitor. 

Mr. MORROW said that it was certainly a 
very important measure, and as It had passed 
Common Council, something ought to be done 
with It at this meeting. To try the^sense of 
Council, he moved to concur in the action of 
Common Council. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. KIRK. 

The PRESIDENT—The question will first 
come on Mr. KEHE W’S motkm to refer to the 
Finance Committee. 

Mr. MORROW—That motion was not sec¬ 
onded. 

Mr. KEHEW said that it was not his desire 
to smother the ordinance. He wanted it dis¬ 
tinctly understood that he was not opposed to 
R, and would. Incase his motion was carried, 
call for a report from the FlnanceCommltteeat 
the next meeting of Councils. He had notread 
the ordinance, and there were other members, 
nodonbt, who had not seen it, and he asked Its 
reference to a committee in order that it might 
be examined. 

Mr. E. P. JONES here made a motion similar 
to that of Mr. Morrow, that the Select Council 
concur In the action of Common Council. 

The PRESIDENT—You cannot do that: that 
would be diametrically opposite to the motion 
of Mr. Kehew, which is to refer to the Finance 
Committee. 

Mr. JONES—The motion undoubtedly is In 
order. 

Mr. BROWN said that when the ordinance 
was introduced a month ago. in Common 
Council, he was not favorably Impressed with 
it. After its passage and a month’s considera¬ 
tion, he was ready to say that he could support 
the ordinance, and no postponement for a week 
or a month could change his mind, The pub¬ 
lic were satisfied with the ordinance, and why 
should not the Council? In reference to the 
salary of the Treasurer, Mr. BROWN said that 
If the Treasurer was not satisfied with the 
emoluments of the office he could resign. He 
said this with the best of feelings. The salary 
was of no moment whatever. He had voted 
for the Treasurer because he was the nominee 
of the Republican party, and he had given 
bond, as he understood, to serve the people In 
the capacity of Treasurer. The bond did not 
say lhat he should use the city’s fv\nas lor his 
own use. About the Jaw for it, Mr. BROWN 
stated that there was no question as to its le¬ 


gality, and that point settled, nine-tenths of 
his (the speaker's) constituents demanded its 
passage. The ordinance was entirely proper, 
and the cry of Retrenchment and Reform 
having gone all over the State, he desired to 
have a direct vote for or against the ordinance, 
and with such Intentions would vote against 
Its reference to a committee in order to put it 
upon Its final passage. 

The PRE8IDEN V here explained the motion, 
of Mr. Kehew, when that gentleman stated 
that he would most certainly ask for a report 
from the Finance Comrailllee at the next 
meeting. In case it was referred to them. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved to lay Mr. Kehew'* 
motion,to refer to the Finance Comihiuee. on 
the laoJe. 

Mr, BRO WN called the yeas and nays. 

Mr. LUITEuL had serious donbes about the 
law on the subject. He had read the opinion 
of Mr. Kahu, a lawyer, and he was satisfied 
that there was an intervening law which pre¬ 
vented the lending of ihe city’y money. He 
did not wish to argue the question, but if the 
motion to lay on the table was voted down, he 
would then ask permission to snbmlt his 
points. When a man pays out money and 
spends time to seenre an office, he did not 
think a new ordinance should be passed de¬ 
fining his office and directing him what to do. 

Mr. KIRK. In answer to Mr. Littell about the 
legality of the ordinance Tend from the act of 
Assembly relating to the Treasurer In the City 
Digest, page 1U8, as follows: 

“The said Treasurer shall keep the public 
money in such place and manner as the Coun¬ 
cils may direct.” 

Mr, BRO WN—That’s the law. 

Mr. E. I*. JONES said that the remarks of all 
the gentlemen abont the salary of the Treas¬ 
urer, 4c., furnished the best arguments In 
favor of the ordinance. If It was true that men 
spent their money to gain this office, and the 
ordinance was to prevent the occurrence of 
such a thing again, he gave the Council hU 
heart and hand in support of it. If the emolu¬ 
ments of the office w«r« too small, and the 
clerk hire larger than the salary, he was in fa- 
vorof Increasing It. It would be no hardship 
to raise the salary. He had voted for the Treas¬ 
urer, he being the nominee of the Republican 
party and hebelleved that he was an honest and 
capable officer. But he did not vote for him 
with the understanding that he should do&sha 
pleased with the city’s money. The city was 
able to pay him a liberal salary, bathe thought 
it Just that she should have control of her 
funds. Ills not right, the speaker added, as a 
few gentlemen In Council think, that the 
Treasurer be allowed the privilege of making 
up hla salary out of the clly's fund. It was a 
rotten system, rotten at the bottom, and the 
most corrupt one imaginable. Give him a lib¬ 
eral salary, but let the money be deposited, so 
that the Councils and the people may know 
where it is. Don't allow the Treasurer to put 
the money at usury for himself. Mr. Jones 
said he did not know that the thing was done, 
but the people seem to think that it is. It 
would be no wrong to take It out of the bands 
of the Treasurer, and put it In safe banks—Na¬ 
tional banks, so that it might go to the use of 
the city—so that the nrofits or Interests might 
eo to tse people, to whom It properly belongs. 

If the Treasurer has not returned it he has 
done a wrong. If I had done It I would think 
I had a very great wrong. If the Treasurer is 
not satisfied to give the people this money, let 
him resign. His bonds do not give him the 
liberty to use this meney. The speaker said 
he did not charge that wrong had been done, 
but the people nave said so. and call upon 
their representatives In Council to remedy the 
evil. The demands were not unreasonable, 
and therefore ,he favored the passage of the 
ordinance, 

Several members called for the question. 

Mr. HARTMAN said he was not a lawyer but 
he fully appreciated the arguments of the 
learned gentlemen who had spoken on the 









subject* He said the Connells assessed the 
taxes on the people, and were, properly. In his 
mind the custodians of that money. No one 
single bank should be allowed to hold the 
funds of the city. It ought to be given to sev¬ 
eral banks. The opinion or Mr. Kuhn to the 
Central Board of Education about loaning 
funds bore a remarkable similarity to that 
presented to the Board of Guardians.» He did 
not know that the gentleman mentioned was 
interested in any of the banks in the city, but 
he would not give a llg for a lawyer who could 
not sultan opinion to his clients case. The 
speaker was willing to trust to the opinions of 
the lawyers in Council In preference to the 
opinion of Mr. Kuhn. The first business of 
Council should be the adoption of the ordi¬ 
nance. 

Mr. KEIIEW said that he wanted It under¬ 
stood mat he did not. In any of his remarks, 
oppose the ordinance or the results which 
might follow its adoption. He had heard it 
read only once, and not understanding it fully 
he did not think there would be any harm in 
postponing it for a time. Probably the details 
of the ordinance could be improved upon. 

Mr. LITTELL said the reason he asked that 
action on the ordinance be delayed was to give 
an opportunity to the Council tocxamlne intc 
the taw on the subject. He asked the attention 
of Councils to the remark of Mr. E. P. .TONES 
about putting the money in different banks, 
and remarked that would form a ring, 
a powerful ring. A simitar ring was 
formed a few years ago, in reference to the 
IState works, but he supposed thegentlemanon 
the otner side would sav that it was a Itetno- 
eratlc “ring.” It was a ring, nevertheless, and 
this one proposed to be formed by lending the 
money though at first in miniature, would in 
the end assume gigantic proportions. He 
had a new clan which he thought the Fi¬ 
nance Committee, on account of their careless¬ 
ness had overlooked, and hede-ired to call the 
attention of Council to it. He thought the 
committee might arrange matters wo that 
the bulk of the city’s indebtedness would fall 
due when the taxes were collected. Bonds 
would have to Issued for building the 
new Water Work, for Water Extensions, for 
new Market Houses, and for Hie new City 
Hall The bulk of the taxes was collected in 
the month of July, and could it not be arrwng- 
ed that these bonds fall due in that month? if 
no there would be no unexpended balance in 
the Treasury for months, in 1BB8, when the 
Treasurer's office changed hands, there was 
$270,000 of an “unexpended balance.” There 
would be nosuch sum in the Treasury If the 
bonds were arranged to fall due in the month 
of July. He had gone to the banks and ascer¬ 
tained that they were paying but 314 * 4 an< * 
cent, on call deposits, while tne city, wheu it 
wonlcl need money, would have to pay In per 
«ent, for it. He asked the consideration of t he 
proposition as bearing upon the ordinance 
which would establish a “fat ring.” He ap- 
ealed to every honest man if that wonla not 
e the result. The penal code provides that In 
ease holders of public moneys lend out the 
name, they are guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
are liable to imprisonment for five years. 
He suggested that the law be repealed before 
the ordinance was adopted. He knew that 
the people wauted the ordinance passed, but 
he did not believe in rushing It through the 
Council. 

The upshot of the whole thing had been a 
mishap between the incoming and outgoing j 
Treasurer, Mr. Alllnder, the retiring Treas- j 
urer, feeling sore, had laid bare the “unex- 1 
pended balance” of $270,000. It was a good 
thing that he did, bnt the speaker thought 
sufficient time should be given to censider the 
ordinance In all Its details, 

Mr. DUNCAN thought that il the discussion 
would not lead to any definite action, tne mat¬ 
ter had better be referred to a committee. 

Mr, EAUFMAN said the act of Assemblyre- 
laUng to the Treasurer, gave the Councils au¬ 
thority lo dispose of the funds while an ordi¬ 
nance of this city, page 302, City Digest, gave 
the Flnnnce Committee sole control. Here 
was a conflict. The Finance Committee, he 
was aware, were the servants of Councils, but 
ther ordinance and act were, as he said, in con¬ 
flict. 

The PRESIDENT thought there was no con¬ 
flict. 

Mr. GROSS said the gist of the ordinance was 
baaed on the two lines in the act of Assembly 
relating to the Treasurer. The law was cer¬ 
tainly very plain, and he did not believe there 
coaid be aDy charge made against the Connell 
for taking ihe money out of the hands of the 
Treasurer. If there was, the Council could 
only go together and spend a short time at the 
Work Houbc. He would, therefore, for tne 1 


purpose of cutting off further debate, call the 
previous question. 

Mr. MORROW said the motion of Mr. Raffer¬ 
ty to lay Mr. Kehew’s motion on the table took 
precedence. 

Mr, RAFFERTY—t will withdraw that mo¬ 
tion in order to have the previons question 
taken. 

Mr. GROSS—Let us understand it. If we 
vote Mr. IvEHEW'S motion down then the 
question will come on concurrence with the 
Common Council.

A member—It will require a suspension of 
the rules. 

Air. GALLAHER—There is no necessity for a 
suspension of the rules to eoncur in the action 
of Common Connell. 

The PRESIDENT—It will require a three- 
fourths vole, if there is objection, which 
amounts to about the same thing as a suspen¬ 
sion of the rules. 

THE ORDINANCE LAID OVEE A MONTH.

BROWN’S motion to suspend the rules in or¬ 
der to pass ihe ordinance finally and resulted 
as follows;

The PRESIDENT—We have special business 
for that day. 

The ordinance was then laid over until the 
next staled meeting nnder Ihe rules. 

AUDITING THE ACCOUNTS OF CITY OFFICIALS, 

The PRESIDENT read the resolution of 
Common Council lor a committee to auait the 
accounts of the city officials, when a motion 
wrb made to concur, After some discussion 
the motion was adopted. 

The PRESIDENT then attempted to appoint 
the Committee on behalf of Select Council, 
calling upon the following members, all of 
whom refused to serve: Messrs. Brown, Atken, 
McEwen, Kehew, Gross, Gallaher. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved a reconsideration 
for the parpose of referring the resolution to a 
committee—the Retrenchment and Reform 
Committee, for instance. 

The reconsideration was carried, though only 
one or two voted. The resolntlonjwas tnen re¬ 
ferred to the Retrenchment Committee. 

Mr. LAUFMAN read the ordinance author¬ 
izing the appointment of the committee. 

The PRESIDENT—This is an old ordinance, 
standing for many yearR. 

Mr. LAUFMAN—It is still in force. 

THE RETRENCHMENT COMMITTEE, 

Mr. LI FTELL moved to concnr in the action 
of Common Council appointing B. W. Morgan 
Chairman of i he Committee on Retrenchment 
and Reform, and appoint Messrs. RAFFERTY 
and KIRK on behalf of Select Council.

Referred to the Finance 
Committee.

Mr. KEHEW moved a reconsideration of the 
action on Monday apDroving of the report of 
viewers On the opening of Rose street. Elev¬ 
enth ward. He stated that the assessments 
were unjust, and unless the matter was In¬ 
quired into, injustice would be dene the prop¬ 
er ty holders on said street.

Mr. MORGAN called up the report of the 
Viewers on the Forty-second street sewer, laid 
over at previous meeting. Common Council 
then receded and concurred In the action of 
Select Council, approving Ihe report. 

On motion adjourned. 


A N ORDINANCE FOR grading and 
paving Thirty-first street, from Liberty 
street to the Allegheny river.

An adjourned meeting of the Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, was 
held yesterday (Monday) afternoon, February 
7th, In their respective chambers, city 
building, for the purpose of considering the 
act xelatlve to a Paid Fire Department, which 
was read once at last meeting and ordered to be 
published. 

Council was organized promptly at two 
o’clock, and the CLERK called the roll, the 
tallowing members answering to their names:

THB HAILMAN FUND. 


The PRESIDENT asked the privilege to offer 
a paper which, be said, would not cause any 
discussion. The paper is as follows: 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh: 


Gentlemen: The Mayor and Presldentsof 
Select and Common Connells beg leave to In¬ 
form you that they have, In accordance with 
the Instructions contained in the will of the 
late J. W. Hallman, distributed the Interest ou 
the fund known as the “Hallman Bequest’’ for 
bread and potatoes, as follows: 


Through 


“the Pittsburgh Relief Asso¬ 
ciation”.$311 20 

“The Home for Destitute Wo¬ 
men”... 310 00 

“The Young Men’s Home”. 250 00 


In all.$871 20 

Mr. McAULEYstated that it was proper for 
Connells to know about these things officially, 
and not be compelled to take newspaper 
“squibs” for tbelr information. The will was 
a very singular one, and required that the In¬ 
terest of said fund be distributed annually for 
bread and potatoes In the winter months. The 
money was invested at first in 7-30 bonds, and 
when the Interest was absorbed the fund was 
converted Into 6-40s. Instead of the fnnd, 
$9,OW, as originally bequeathed, there is now 
In the hands of President McAuley $12,000. The 
coupons of the bonds are clipped once a year 
and sold, and the proceeds applied to the pur¬ 
chase of bread and potatoes lor the poor. This 
is the last Mr. McAuley will ever have to do 
with It, as he intends to remain In Councils 
no longer than this year. 

The PRESIDENT then announced the ob- 
jeetof the adjourned meeting, and called Mr. 
SCULLY to the Chair, sayiDg that he did not 
feel able to preside, 

THE MUNICIPAL RECORD. 

Mr. KIRK called up the resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the Comraltteeon Printing tocontracl with I 


the lowest and best bidder, lor the publication 
of ft Municipal Record. 

Mr. McAULEY—We must first transact the 
business for which we are called together. 

Mr. KIRK stated that the Common Council 
was considering the Paid Fire Department bill, 
and until that was presented there was no 
business before the Select Council. His motion 
wa^therefore in order, aDd taking this view 
of the matter, he moved to call It up. 

Mr. BURGWIN seconded the motion. 

Mr. KIRK then stated that the Record had 
been furnished by the Pittsburgh Commercial 
the first year ior nothing, and the second year 
Councils had paid the publishers $300 for It. 
Now it was proposed to let the contract to the 
lowest and best bidder. The Record bad been 
regularly laid on the members’ tables, with a 
full report of the proceedings and all the ordl- 
j nances passed. It was Invaluable as a book of 
reference, as bad been clearly demonstrated 
during its existence. It saves the time of 
Connells in calling on the Clerk for papers, 
action of the Councils, Ac., and In fact, fur- 
uisbed ail the Information required for the 
members of Councils. If members would vote 
against It on the Idea of retrenchment and re¬ 
form, it was simply ridiculous. 

Mr. BROWN raised the point that the reso¬ 
lution had been non-concurred in two meet¬ 
ings ago, and consequently could not now be 
called op. 

Mr. HARTMAN desired to know at what 
meeting the non-concurrence look place. 

The PRESIDENT-On January 31st. 

Mr. KIRK admitted the fact, but stated that 
In accordance with rule 20tb, the resolution 
had been called up at the next subsequent 
meeting (February 1st,) and a reconsideration 
of the action of the previous day ordered. The 
resolution was before the house when Coun¬ 
cils adjourned on that day. It was therefore 
still under consideration. 

Mr. BCJRGWIN said the resolution was call¬ 
ed up at the last meeting, and as this was an 
adjourned meeting it was properly before the 
Council. It had been called up, in accordance 
with the rules, in the meeting succeeding that 
on which the non-concurrence Look place. 

Mr. EDWARDS stated that at the last meet¬ 
ing the original resolution could not be fouDd, 
and the matter was laid over null] the present 
meeting. 

Tne CLERK read the minutes of the previous 
meeting, setting forth that the matter was un¬ 
der consideration when Councils adjourned on 
February 1st. 

Mr. BROWN nevertheless objected to taking 
up the resolution. 

Mr. GALLAHER—This raeetiDg is simply a 
continuance of the other meettng.aud whatever 
was under consideration at the meeting on 
Tuesday, is business for this ineeliug. 

The PRESIDENT-1 decide that Mr. KIRK’S 
motion calling up the resolution is in order. 

Several members immediately called for the 
question. 

NO RECORD NEEDED, 

1 Mr. BROWN obtained the floor, and stated 
! that In reference to the statement of Mr. 
KIRK, that the Record had been furnished the 
members of Councils one year for nothing 
there was a mistake. For his part, he paid for 
two copies ol it, at three dollars per annum out 
of his own pocket. He did not know whether 
any other members had bought it or not. Some 
of the members might, however, be “checked” 
on the list or have a “pass free” for the Record. 
The printing the coming year would cost the 
city $1,000, and he was opposed to paying out 
anything additional when it had been decided 
that one paper was sufficient todotbe printing. 
In reference to the Record it was precisely the 
same as the Harrisburg Record , about which 
there had been such a hue and cry by “re¬ 
trenchers and reformers” all over the State. 
It was Ju6t as useless as the Harrisburg Record, 
though the speeches ot the members of the 
Councils were not as full as In the Legislative 
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Record. He would not hesitate to subscribe for 
it himself, no inatter by whom it was printed, 
but be was opposed to voting money out of the 
city treasury for It. It would be as useless an ex¬ 
penditure as buying clothing, &c., fortheConn- 
cilmen. The newspapers In the city published 
full reports ol the proceedings of each Council 
the day succeeding the meeting, and why hav® 
a Record handed the Council a month after¬ 
ward, or at the next subsequent meeting ? He 
did not know what K waslikeJy to cost, bnt he 
did know that two years ago the publisher* 
wanted $700 for it. He could not see what it 
wasfor, unless it be to perpetuate the speeches 
of members. The daily papers give all the in¬ 
formation the Councils desire. Believing tbi* 
to be the sentiments of the people, he moved 
to lay the resolution on the table. 

PERSONAL AMENITIES. 

Mr. KIRK stated that It was very ungentle— 
many In any member to make a speecb 
against a measure and then cut off all debater 
by a motion to lay on Ike table. 

Mr. BROWN—I will withdraw my motion to 
lay on ihe table, Mr. President, if there Is any 
gentleman, any gentleman, who wishes to speak 
on the subject. I want It understood that that* 
lellow (Mr. Kirk) cannot call me to order, 

Mr. KIRK—The gentleman puts blinself up¬ 
as a model of propriety. 

Mr. BROWN replied. 

Mr. KIRK—Mr. President, I ask to be pro¬ 
tected while speaking. I ask that a shield be 
thrown aronnd me as well as the gentleman, 
Mr. Brown. 

Mr. BROWN—I desire, Mr. President, that 
you call this gentleman to order, r want my 
question decided. 

The PRESIDENT-1 decide that Mr. KIRK 
has a right to proceed, but his remarks most 
be in order and free from personalities. 

Mr. KIRK was about proceeding, wheu Mr. 
ISAAC JONES called him to order and made 
a motion to lay the resolution on the table. 
Not seconded. 

Mr. KIRK now proceeded, stating that It 
was not the Legislative Record that the people 
opposed so much, but ft was the price paid for 
it—fifteen dollars per Dage. Then, too, it w r as a 
party paper and not to be compared to the 
little Record of Connell proceedings. The pub¬ 
lishers of the Municipal Record give lull report* 
of the proceedings and all the ordinances for 
the sum oi $300, while the “organ” was to re¬ 
ceive $1,000for the same work. A Record ol 
Council proceedings was certainly necessary. 
Anything that was wanted could be bad at all 
limes, and durlhg the existence of the Record 
it could be found at all times in the hands of tbo 
Mayor, Controller, Treasurer, and In fact all o* 
the city officials and members of Councils. As 
before stated, if the principle was retrench¬ 
ment then the Councllmen who voted against 
it acted ridiculously. 

The PRESIDENT—The question will first 
come on the motion of Mr. ISAAC JONES to 
lay the resolution on the table. 

A member—That motion was not seconded. 
Mr. GALLAHER—Besides, Mr. President, ft 
was made while the gentleman (Mr. Kirk) was* 
on the floor speaking, and so cannot be sus¬ 
tained, as It Is out or order. 

Mr. BURGWIN thought the whole discus 
slon was outol order. The resolution was be¬ 
fore Councils and the question was, should A 
be called up. The question ought to have bee* 
decided first before any discussion took place. 
The motion should first be “to take up and re¬ 
consider.” 

Mr. GALLAGHER stated that the absence 
of the/’ecordat this meeting was a good argn~ 
meat In reference to its necessity. The Paid 
Fire Department question was to come *p 
shortly, and Jf the Record was on the desks of 
Councllmen as formerly, they would have an 
opportunity to examine the bill, analyze 






































thoroughly and vote intelligently on It. That 
they could not now do, 

Mr. McAULEY—I understood Mr. KIRK to 
move that we reconsider our action of January 
3tst, non-concurring In the action ot Common 
Council 

Mr. BURG WIN—That motion was made and 
lost at last meeting. Now the resolution first 
•comes up for consideration, and then If we see 
fit we can concur. 

Mr. McAULEY—If I understand Mr. Kirk's 
motion, and I think I do. It i« a motion to re¬ 
consider our actiou. 

Mr. BROWN—It Is about the same thing,and 
■will accomplish about the same results as Mr, 
Burgwln desires. 

The PRESIDENT—The question will, there¬ 
fore*, be taken on Mr.Kirk’s motion, which is 
to recoustder our action concurring with Com¬ 
mon Council. 

RECONSIDERATION CARRIED. 

A member asked the yeas and nays, and the 
call being sustained, resulted as follows:

80 the motion to reconsider was carried. 

Mr. KIRK now moved tocoucur In the action 
of Common Council, adopting the resolution, 
»nd asked that the yeas and nays bo recorded. 

Mr. BROWN objected still turtber. for the 
reason that the resolution voted money out of 
ebe treasury. 

Mr. KIRK—The resolution passed the Com¬ 
mon Council, and was read a second Mine In 
Select Council It In now on its third reading 
and final passage, and there can be do objec¬ 
tion. 

Mr. MORROW—As there appears to be some 
objection to the resolution, Mr. President, I 
move that the rules be suspended and that It 
be placed on Its final passage. 

Mr. GALLAHER said he was opposed to 
fraud in any and every shape, but he consider¬ 
ed the Record an Invaluable aid to the Council- 
men, and as it was to be contracted for with 
the iowestand beat bidder, there could notpos- 
aibly beany fraud In It. The speaker said It 
was highly important to have such a Record . 

Mr. MoAULEY said that he had voted In the 
negative before, and the reasons he did so were 
because he did not see any necessity to spend 
five hundred or six hundred dollars tor a thing 
there was no earthly use of. He could not im¬ 
agine why certain parties were so anxious to 
publish a record, and believed that It would 
connect the Councils eventually with other 
“little Jobs.” 80 far the Councils had got along 
*o well without It that he did not see the ne¬ 
cessity or having It, and this was all he had to 
say. 

Mr. MORROW called the question on his mo¬ 
tion to suspend the rules. 

A member asked the yeas and nays. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said the resolution had 
%ieen read at a previous meeting, and it did not 
require a suspension of the rules to pass It. 

Mr, MORROW said he thought it would be¬ 
cause it voted money out of the Treasury, 

. THE RULES NOT SUSPENDED. 

The vexed point was finally settled, and the 
yeas and nays called on the motion to suspend 
the rules, with the following result:

So the rules were not suspended, as the re¬ 
quired three-fourth vote of the members pres¬ 
ent was not obtained. 

DEPOSITING THE CITY FUNDS. 

Mr, MORROW now called up the ordinance 
providing depositories for the sale keeping of 
the funds of the city, and moved that it be 
placed on Its third reading and final passage. 

Mr. KEHEW objected, 

Mr. RAFFERTY called the yeas and nays on 
Mr. Morrow’s motion. 

Mr. McAULEY—I never saw the ordinance 
but once, Mr. President; we had better have It 
read. 

The CLERK then read the ordinance, after 
which the President stated that It had been 
read twice and laid over at last meeting. 

Mr. MORROW renewed his motion to place 
It on its final passage. 


Mr. KEHEW renewed his objection, adding 
that the ordinance made the Controller 
about as much the custodian of the 
public moneys as the City Treasurer. There 
were manyother little matters in toe ordi¬ 
nance that might be revised, and for these rea¬ 
sons he objected to its passage. He desired, 
therefore, to offer the following amendment: 

Resolved, That the ordinance be referred to 
the Finance Committee, with instructions to 
examine into and and all necessary provisions 
and details, in order that the ordinance can be 
carried inlo practical operation, and report at 
the next regular meetiug of the Council. The 
! amendment was seconded. 

Mr. MORROW called the yeas and nays. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved to lay the resolution 
on the table. 

Mr, BROWN said a similar resolution had 
been voted down at. the last meeting of Coun¬ 
cils, and, in his opinion, this resolution was 
not in order. 

Mr. MORROW said the gentleman (Mr. JKe- 
hew) had offered a precisely similar motion at 
the last meeting and It was negatived. While 
it was notin order to renew amotion of the 
kind, he was uot opposed to having the ordi¬ 
nance amended. He would favor an increase 
In the salary of the Treasurer, and alsoprovi- 
slon for his clerk hire, but be did not think 
there would be anything wrong in taking the 
funds ol the city out of the hands ot the Trea- 
surcrand depositing them where the Councils 
(the proper custodians of the money) see fit. 
Councils have that right, and they should 
exercise it. 

Mr. GALLAHER wanted the yeas and nays 
recorded on tbe final passage of the ordinance. 

Mr. KEHEW desired to know if It required 
a suspension of the rules to pass the ordinance 
finally. 

Mr. MORROW replied that It did not. It had 
heen read on three different days as ibe law 
requires. 

Mr. KEHEW then raised the point that this 
meeting was a special meeting, called to con¬ 
sider the Paid Fire Department hill, and it 
would require a suspension of the rules to take 
up olher business. 

Mr. BURG WIN—This Is an adjourned meet- 
lug, and it is perfectly in order to constder auy 
business without a suspension of the rules. 

Mr. S. J. WAIN WRIGHT said it had not laid 
over a month under the rules. 

The PRESIDENT—The question will first 
come on Mr. Rafferty’s motion to lay Mr. Ke- 
hew’s resolution on the table. 

Mr. BURGWIN—Mr. President, I make the 
point that a motion to refer was voted down 
at the last meeting, therefore both the motions 
now to refer and lay on the table are net in 
order. 

Mr, BROWN—That’s ray point exactly. 

Mr. KEHEW endeavored to show that the 
rules required It to lay over a month. 

Mr/BURGWIN stated that the rule did not 
apply to this ordinance. It did not appropriate 
any of the city funds, and besides, had been 
read at. three different meetings. 

Mr. GROSS said there was no doubt that both 
motions were out of order, and asked the Pres¬ 
ident to so decide. 

Mr. RAFFERTY withdrew his motion In or¬ 
der that a direct vote might be taken on the 
final passage of the ordinance. 

Mr. McAULEY did not want to be captious 
About It, but he did not want, to vote for the 
ordinance until all its provisions were thor¬ 
oughly understood. It might get the Councils 
Into a beautiful fix. He suggested one amend¬ 
ment, namely: to Insert in one of the sectlous 
of the ordinance, “that the salary of the Treas¬ 
urer and Clerk hire be deducted from the in¬ 
terest or proceeds of the funds so deposited,’’ 
assigning ss a reason for tbe amendment that 
the appropriations for the ensuing year were 
made, and as lie believed that the salary ought 
to be liberal, he did not see bow It was to come 
out of the salary appropriation. He under¬ 
stood that it took between five and six thou¬ 
sand dollars “to run the machine” and he 1 
thought some provision ought to be made for 
thesarae. The ordinance was well drawn up 
but he thought it could be amended. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said the matter of salaries 
was in the hands of the Finance Committee, 
and the Council had nothing to do with it at 
present. 

Mr. McAULEY said there was some diffi¬ 
culty in the Finance Committee about the 
salary, 

THE ORDINANCE FINALLY PASSED, 

The yeas and nays on the final passage of the 
ordinance were then called with the following 
result:

So tbe motion prevailed, and the ordinance 
pssed finally. 

SUPPLEMENT TO TIIE ORDINANCE PROPOSED AND 
REJECTED, 

Mr. BURGWIN said he had a resolution to 
offer, having some bearing on the ordinance 
just passed. He did not draw up the resolution 
but it bad been handed to him by a friend, ana 
offered at his instance, because he had been in¬ 
formed the ordinance would be ol no use, un¬ 
less tbe resolution was adopted. He therefore 
offered it as a supplement to the ordinance just 
adopted. The resolution is as follows: 

1 Resolved, That the bonds to be filed by the 
banka or Savings institutions elected by Coun¬ 
cils and deposited with the Controller for the 
approval ol the Finance Committee, shall, bo 
filed on or before the loth day of March next, 
and It shall be the duty of the Treasurer on or 
after that date, or as soon as the bonds are ap¬ 
proved, to pay into said depositories all mon- 
neys In his official custody, dividing the sum 
among said depositories as nearly equal as cau 
be done. 

Mr. BURGWIN said lie offered the resol utlon, 
believing that It would make the ordinance 
more effective. 

Mr. RAFFERTY wanted It so arranged that 
the Treasurer would draw an equalamount out 
of each hank. 

Mr. McMAHON—The ordinance Itself pro¬ 
vides for that. 

Mr. KIRK did not think the adoption of the 
resolution would change the ordinance any or 
make It a bit more effective. By adopting the 
resolution the Council would put themselves 
In the light of not knowing what they had 
done. 

Mr. Me AULEY did not believe the resolu¬ 
tion was needed. 

Mr. BURGWIN said he had notcompared the 
resolution to the ordinance, and did not know 
whetherjlt supplied a defect or not. If he had 
had a Municipal Record he might have made a 
com p&nson. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES, moved to reler it to the 
Finance Com ml flee. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved to lay It on the table. 
Lost. 

The motion of Mr. JONES to refer to the 
Finance Committee was carried. 

On motion of Mr. Morrow the Clerk was in¬ 
structed to notify Common Council that Select 
Council was ready to adjourn. 

Mr. HARTMAN presented a petition for the 
opening of Clash street, between Crawford and 
Millerstreet. Referred to the Street Commit¬ 
tee with Instructions to prepare an ord inance. 

Mr. HOUSE, petition to have sewer drops 
placed on Second avenue at Ross street. Re¬ 
ferred to the Street Commllteee. 

Mr. McAULEY,sundry petitions for reduc¬ 
tion of business tax. Referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

Some members talked of adjourning, when 
Mr, McAULEY said that he hoped the Council 
would not adjourn. There had been consider¬ 
able talk lately about “rings,” and he desired 
to see the Fire Department bill disposed of In 
some way before adjournment. 

On motion, the Council look a recess of 
teen minutes. 

THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

When the Council reassembled the PRESI¬ 
DENT presented the Fire Department resolu¬ 
tion as passed in Common Council. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to consider the bill 
section by section. 

Mr. BURGWIN asked if It was Intended to 
put tbe bill on its final passage at this meeting. 

The PRESIDENT—Yes, sir, if the thing U at 
all possible, 

Mr. BURGWIN then said that it was a mat¬ 
ter of too much importance to pass on hastily. 
He was opposed to such speedy action. The 
ordinance was badly printed and could hardly 
be read, and It was wrong to urge Its final pass¬ 
age without due time for consideration. He 
was satisfied to consider it item by Item and 
place U on its second reading. 

The PRESIDENT—It is not an ordinance. It 
is a resolution to the Legislature to enact 
a law. It does not take the course of an 
ordinance. 

Mr. KIRK here moved to amend section two 
of the act hy making nine commissioners In¬ 
stead of seven, and have three retire annually. 

Mr. GALLAHER—Nine are not necessary. 

Mr. S.J. WAIN WRIGHT moved to strike out 
the word “appoint” and Insert “elect.” 

Mr. AIKEN moved an amendment to strike 
out seven Commissioners and insert “six,” 
who shall be elected every two years—the 







Mayor of the city to be one ot the Commission- 
era. * 

Mr. ISAAC JONES moved to lay all the 
amendments on the table. Carried, by a vote 
of 18 to 16. 

Mr. BURGWIN moved to strike out the 
clause preventing the election of members of 
Councils as Commissioners. He thought It a 
slur on tbe Council which sat as a honorable 
body without pay, to say that none of its mem¬ 
bers should serve as Commissioners. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said he would willingly 
favor the adoption of tbe amendment, but the 
Legislature would adjourn before the resolu¬ 
tion could be passed, and then it would lay 
over. 

Mr. BURGWIN said the resolution could not 
be passed at this meeting. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said he would vote for 
tbe amendment providing Councils would 
meet on Wednesday, February 9, and pass the 
ordinance. He had been inlormed that in case 
of a conflagration it would be difficult to man 
three engines. 

Mr. BURGWIN said he hoped the rod would 
not be applied so strictly. The thing had been 
done with the bill when it was up before. 
Why did not the projectors of the bill bring it 
into Council sooner. The Finance Committee 
bad done the same thing with the appropria¬ 
tion bill—came into Councils with it, and said 
it must be passed that day—the last day of 
January, and members were compelled to vote 
for it without a proper knowledge of wbat they 
were voting for. Now those in favor of a paid 
fire department were desirous to have It rushed 
through because the Legislature would soon 
adjourn, and iiwas necessary to have it sent 
to Harrisburg soon. He came there to repre¬ 
sent his constituents, and he was opposed to 
any action until he understood tbe bill prop¬ 
erly, and therefore he would object to the pass¬ 
age of the bill at tbis meeting. The question 
he said could now come on his amendment to 
strike out the clause preventing Councilmen 
from becoming Commissioners. 

Mr. GALLAHAR offered the following 
amendment, “providing that no member of 
Council shall hold a salaried office.” 

Mr. KIRK was opposed to the election on 
joint ballot of Councilmen to any office. 

Mr, JONES said the bill only gave the city 
authority to establish a paid department. Au 
ordinance with all the necessary amendments 
could be drawn up afterwards. 

Mr. KEHEW said the Fire Department re¬ 
quired immediate attention and the bill ought 
therefore to be passed. 

Mr. BURGWIN—Then tbe gentleman would 
argue that because tbe Common Council have 
adopted It the Select ought to follow suit. 

Mr. BROWN said he coincided with the view 
of Mr. Jones in reference to the necessity of au 
ordinance. 

Mi. LITTELL said the bill would require 
legislation every year, even though It might 
bean increase ot salaries of the men. employed. 

A NEW ACT WANTED. 

The question on Mr. Burgwln's amendment 
was then taken and carried by a vote of 18 to 
16 . 

Mr. KIRK here offered the following resolu- 
tloo: 

Resolved , That this act be referred to the Or¬ 
dinance Committee, In conjunction with the 
City Solicitor, with instructions to report an 
act creating a Paid Fire Department that will 
place all the minor details under the control of 
Councils. 

Mr. BURGWIN asked for information ^on¬ 
coming the section providing that an assess¬ 
ment be made on the insurance companies. 

Mr. ISAACJONESsaid he had been informed 
that the insurance companies or their direct¬ 
ors had said that the Legislature had no right 
to assess such a special tax, and that they 
would contest it to the eud in case the thing 
was done. 

Mr. GALLA HER—Refer it to the Committee 
to report at next regular meeting. 

Mr. KIRK said he drew up the resolution, be¬ 
lieving that it would meet the views of the 
gentleman from the Fourteenth ward (Mr. 
Jones, i 

Mr. GROSS called for the question. 

Mr. JONES—The other Council have now ad¬ 
journed,and we have amended the ordinance, 
so that it lays over for the present, and proba¬ 
bly will not reach the present Legislature. 

The question was taken on Mr. KIRK’S res¬ 
olution, and It was carried. 

Mr. MORROW moved to adjourn until Thurs¬ 
day. 

Mr. G ALLA HER moved to adjourn to meet 
at the call of the Presidents. The motion was 
carried. 

8elect Council concurred in all of the busi¬ 
ness of Common Council not otherwise noted.

Mr. MORGAN moved that tbe reading of the 
minutes of the previous meeting be dispensed 
with. Agreed to. 

THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT Bibb. 

The PRESIDENT announced that the meet¬ 
ing had been called for the purpose of consid¬ 
ering the act to create a Paid Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

The bill was then read as follows : 

AN ACT TO CREATE A PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT 
IN AND FOR THE CITY OF PlTTSBUJiOH. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, dc.. That the city ot 
Pittsburgh shall constitute a District, to be 
known as the Pittsbugh Fire District of the 
State ot Pennsylvania. 

Sec. 2. The Councils of the city of Pittsburgh 
shall appoint seven citizens, residents of said 
city, to be “Pittsburgh Fire Commissioners,” 
(which office Is hereby created with the duties 
and powers hereby contained and imposed,) 
who shall lorm a Pittsburgh Fire Department, 
to take and have, as provided by this act, con¬ 
trol and management of all officers, men pro¬ 
perty, measures and action for the prevention 
and extinguishment ot fires within said Dis¬ 
trict, to be oreaDized as herein provided, and* 
to be known as the Pittsburgh Fire Depart¬ 
ment, Said Commissioners shall hold thesald 
office respectively for the terms following, to 
wit: Three for one year, three for two years, 
and one for three years, and at the expiration , 
of each term respectively, Connells shall elect i 
successors as the city officers are elected for 
the term of three years. Said Commissioners 
shall be subject to removal by the Councils of 
the city of Pittsburgh, as is provided by the 
laws applicable to the removal of other city 
officers, which are hereby extended so as to re¬ 
late to said Department, but no removals shall 
be made until the Commlssionerconteroplated 
, to be*removed shall have been served with 
! special written charges, stating the derelictions 
complained of, and have been afforded an ade¬ 
quate opportunity to publicly answer the same 
and make his defense thereto. Bald Commis¬ 
sioners shall not receive pay, and shall have 
power to buy and sell real estate for the pur¬ 
poses of this act, with consent of Councils. 

Ssec, S. Said Commissioners, being qualified, 
shall meet and organize tbe “Pittsburgh Fire 
Department” by selecting one of said Com¬ 
missioners to be President, and appointing a 
person to be Secretary, whereupon they shall 
possess and have all the power and authority 
conferred upon or possessed by any and all of¬ 
ficers of the Fire Department of the city of 
Pittsburgh, and to the exclusion of all such of¬ 
ficers and suoh other powers and duties in said 
city as are hereinafter conferred. Four of said 
Commissioners shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. 

Sec, 4. The said “Pittsburgh Fire Depart¬ 
ment” Is hereby empowered and directed to 
possess and exercise fully and exclusively all 
the powers and perform all the duties for tbe 
government, management, maintenance and 
direction of the Fire Department of the city 
of Pittsburgh, and the premises and property 
thereof, which at the time of the organization 
of said department, were possessed by the vol¬ 
unteer department, and owned by the city of 
Pittsburgh, or underthe control of the Boards 
and officers of the Fire Department of said 
city, or officers or employees of said city; said 
powers and duties to be exercised and per¬ 
formed and said property useciln the said city 
or otherwise as hereinafter provided; and the 
said department shall hereafter have sole and 
exclusive power and authority to extinguish 
fires in the said city of Pittsburgh; and all acts 
conferring upon any other officer and officers 


any power in relation to the extinguishment 
of fires In said city, are hereby released. 

Sec. 5. The Board oi Commissioners shall 
have fall power to provide, in and for the city 
of Pittsburgh, supplies, horses, tools, imple¬ 
ments and apparatus of any and all kinds (to 
be used in extinguishing fires), and to provide 
suitable locations for the same, and to bny, 
sell, construct, repair, and have the care of the 
same, and take any and all such action in the 
premises as may bo reasonably necessary and 
proper. 

Sec. 6. The Department hereby created is 
hereby empowered and directed to possess and 
exercise full and exclusive power and discre¬ 
tion tor the government aud management, 
maintenance and direction of the several 
buildings and premises and property and ap¬ 
purtenances thereto, and all apparatus, hose, 
Implements and tools of any and ail kinds, 
which at the time ot the appointment of the 
Commissioners aforesaid were under the 
charge and control of any and all city officers 
or officers of the Fire Department in said city, 
for the use and benefit ot the Fire Department 
of the city of Pittsburgh. And it shall be the 
duty of all persons and officers in possession of 
any property, real or personal, belonging to or 
set apart for, or in use by or for the Fire De¬ 
partment of said city, to deliver the same to 
the possession and control of said Pittsburgh 
Fire Department, 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall be the custodian ot all moneys of 
the Department. He shall, on checks or 
vouchers drawn by the said Commissioners, 
and Approved by the City Controller, disburse 
all moneys raised and nsea for the purpose of 
said Pittsburgh Fire Department. 

Sec. 8. That for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of that department, the Finance 
Committee of City Councils shall make ap¬ 
propriations in the manner usual for other 
expenses of the city, and for the raising and 
collecting of an amount necessary for its 
maintenance iL shall be lawful for said Com¬ 
mittee to assess annually upon all fire, ma¬ 
rine, mutual and life Insurance companies 
doing business within said city of Pittsburgh a 
special tax, the payment whereof shall be pre¬ 
cedent to the right of any such company or 
companies or their agent or agents to do busi¬ 
ness In said city; all of which taxes shall be 
collected as other city taxes are now by law 
collected. 

Sec. 9. That the Finance Committee shall 
immediately after the organization ot the 
Pittsburgh Fire Department make ao estimate 
of the probable expenses of said department 
for the year 1870, and thereupon to proceed at 
once to levy, assess and collect the same in the 
manner provided in section 8th of this act. 

Beg. 10. That said Commissioners shall 
provide such offices and accommodations as 
may be requisite for the transaction of its 
business and that of 11s subordinates in said 
city oi Pittsburgh* 

Sec. 11. Thesald Commissioners shall have 
power to select a Secretary, Chief and Assis¬ 
tant Engineers and aB many officers, clerks, 
fireman, and appointees as may be necessary, 
and the same shall at all times be underthe 
control of the said Commissioners, and per¬ 
form such duties as may assigned to them by 
said Commissioners, and may be removed by 
said Commissioners. The firemen and em¬ 
ployees mentioned in this section shall be se¬ 
lected, as far as practicable, from the active 
and honorary members of the present “Fire 
Department of the City of Pittsburgh.” 

8 ec, 12. The aforesaid officers and men, with 
their apparatus oi all kinds, when on doty, 
shall have the right of way at any fire, and in 
any highway, street or avenue, over any and 
all vehicles of any kind, excepting thosecar- 
rying the United States mall, and the passage 
of street cars, and any person in, or upon, or 
ownlDg any vehicle, who shall refuse the right 
of way, or In any way wilfully obstruct any 
fire apparatus, or any of said officers, while in 
performance of duty, shall be guilty of misde¬ 
meanor, and be liable to punishment for the 
same, and be subject to a penally not to exceed 
five hundred dollars. 

Sks. 13. On and alter the organization of the 
department, all real estate, fire Apparatus, 
hose, implements, tools, and all property of 
whatever nature then or therefore in use by 
the firemen or Fire Department of the city of 
Pittsburgh, shall be transferred by ail persona 
having charge of tbe same, to the beeping and 
custody of the “Pittsburgh Fire Department,” 
(thereby created), and for the use of said de¬ 
partment thereafter. But thesald property 
shall remain the property of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh subject to the public use of said depart¬ 
ment, as aforesaid, and for the purpose pro¬ 
vided by this act. And whenever any of the 
said property shall no longer be needed by the 
said department tor the purposes of this act. 







they shall dispose of the same to the beBt ad¬ 
vantage, and apply the proceeds to the “Fire 
Department Fond.” 

Sec, 14. That on and after February 1st, 1870, 
said commission shall have full and entire 
control of the Fire Alarm Telegraph and all 
appropriations made therefor. 

Sec. 15. The Department hereby created may 
adopt a Common Seal and direct its use, and 
may institute and maintain suits and proceed¬ 
ings (and may pay any costs, expenses or 
judgments herein) for the enforcement of its 
rights and contracts, and for the protection, 
possession and maintenance of the property 
under the control of said Department, and all 
sums recovered shall be for the benefit of the 
Department fund. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of said Depart¬ 
ment annually to present to the Select and 
Common Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, in 
the month of January in each year, a full, 
complete and detailed statement of the expen¬ 
ditures during the previous year, and to set 
forth therein generally the action of said De¬ 
partment, and the classification and number 
of its officers and men. The first report of 
said Department shall contain a copy of the 
rules and by-laws adopted by said Depart¬ 
ment, and the several subsequent annual re¬ 
ports shall set forth all amendments to said 
rules and by-laws. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of the Depart¬ 
ment hereby created, and the duty of the 
police of the city of Pittsbnrgh, their respec¬ 
tive officers and men, to co-operate together in 
all proper ways; and the said police force and 
this Department may respectively provide for 
protection against fire, and for the arrest of all 
persons who may, at or near any fire, attempt 
to commit any crime against the laws of this 
Commonwealth, or may violate any rules or 
regulations of said Department; and on the 
first Monday of February In each year, the 
officers and men under the control of the 
Pittsburgh Fire Commissioners, shall be sworn 
in Hire manner as the police force of said city; 
and in case of emergency, the Mayor of said 
city shall have power and control over them 
as he has over the police force of said city. 

Sec. 18. This act shall take effect Immedi¬ 
ately. 

Mr. McKELVY moved that the Council go 
into Committee of the AVhole, to consider the 
bill. Agreed to. 

The PRESIDENT then resigned the chair to 
Mr. C. W. BATCHELOR, as Chairman of the 
Committee of t he Whole. 

Mr. McKELVY moved to take up the till 
section by section. Agreed to. 

The CHAIRMAN then read the first section; 
which was adopted without amendment. 

The second section was then read, 

Mr. McKELVY moved the following amend¬ 
ment to said section: 

The Councils of the city of Pittsburgh shall 
elect twenty-three citizens, one from each 
ward, to be divided i mined lately on their elec- 
tion into three classes—eight members in the 
first and second classes, and seven members In 
the third class—the seats ot the members of 
the first class expiring in one year, seats of 
second class in two years, and the seats of the 
third class in three years. 

Mr. MORGAN opposed the amendment, as it 
would make the commission unwieldy and in¬ 
efficient, He was decidedly opposed to the 
change. 

Mr. McKELVY advocated his amendment, 
and was in favor of a divided responsibility, aw 
givlDg better satisfaction to the people gene¬ 
rally. If it was found cumbersome, It could 
easily be changed. 

Mr, CREEGAN also opposed the amend¬ 
ment, as It would make the commission en¬ 
tirely too large. M What’s everybody’s busi¬ 
ness U nobody’s business.” 

Mr. OLIVER, Jr,, opposed the amendment 
on the ground that it would tend to convert 
the department into a mere political machine. 
He wasdecldedly In favor of keeping the de¬ 
partment as free from politics as possible. 

Mr. McKELVY could not see the force of the 
objections, and could not understand how pol¬ 
itics could be Introduced iDto the system, any 
more than into many other affairs of the city. 
He thought every ward should be represented 
In the Commission. 

Mr. SNODGRASS offered the following as 
an amendment to the amendment; 

That the qualified voters ot the several wards 
of the city Bball annually elect one citizen of 
their respective wards,to be known as a Fire 
Commissioner, who shall serve for one year. 
Lost. 

Tbe question on the amendment was then 
taken, by division, and resulted, yeas, 25; nays 
34. Lost. 

Mr. D. L. FLEMING then offered the follow¬ 
ing amendment to section second: 

Provided, That no members of Council shall 


be eligible toserve as said Fire Commissioners, 
nor be employed under salary by Bald Fire De¬ 
partment. 

Adopted unanimously. 

Section third was then read. i 

Mr. McKELVY moved the following amend¬ 
ment: j 

That the Clerk of Common Council shall be 
Clerk of the Commission. 

Mr. HARE opposed the amendment, be¬ 
cause the clerk to the Commissioners would 
have to give his whole time to nls duties, keep 
a regular set of books, etc. 

The amendment was put and lost. 

Section fourth was read and adopted without 
amendment. 

Section fifth was then read. 

Mr. MORGAN offered the following addi¬ 
tional provision: 

Provided , That the Commissioners shall not 
have more than seven steamers, one Hose 
Company, and two Hook and Ladder Compa¬ 
nies. One of said Hook and Ladder companies 
shall be located in the district of the city 
known as East Liberty, but Councils shall at 
any time increase the number of engines, hose 
and hook and ladder companies. 

Mr. MORGAN advocated the proviso warm¬ 
ly, and It was unanimously adopted. 

The section as amended was then adopted. 
Section sixth was then read. 

Mr. SNODGRASS offered the following to be 
inserted after the words, “said city,” in the 
first line but one of the section: 

“Excepting so much as may have been pur¬ 
chased by Individuals, or for the use and bene¬ 
fit of tbe “Fire Department.” 

Mr. McKELVY favored the amendment,and 
was opposed to having the property of the “In¬ 
dependence Company’’swept away from them 
by act of Assembly. If the city wanted this 
engine, which had been purchased by the citi¬ 
zens of the ward, let them pay for It. 

Mr. HARE asked whether the Independence 
had not agreed to hand over her property to 
the city, ii the city would pay off the indebted¬ 
ness, amounting to aboutSOOO? 

Mr. McKELVY stated that some talk of that 
kind had been Indulged in, bat no formal ac¬ 
tion had been taken by the company. 

Mr. PENDER said the Doquesne steamer was 
owned by the company, and did not owe a dol¬ 
lar, but under this section the property would 
be swept away withont comnensation. After 
*ome further debate the amendment was put 
and lost. 

The section was then adopted as read. 

The seventh seel Ion was adopted as read. 

The eighth section being read. 

Mr. BARTON offered the following amend¬ 
ment: Strike out “the Finance Committee” 
and insert “the Councils.” He was opposed to 
giving the committee power to make tbe ap¬ 
propriations. 

The amendment was adopted and the sect ion, 
as amended, was passed. 

Section ninth was then read. 

Mr. MORGAN moved to strike out “Fi¬ 
nance Committee” and insert “Councils.” 
Agreed to. 

Tbe section as thus amended was adopted. 
Section tenth wag adopted withont amend¬ 
ment, 

Section eleventh being read. 

Mr. MORGAN moved the following amend- ; 
ment: I 

Sec. 11. That said Commissioners shall have 
power to elect one Chief at a salary of $1,200 per 
annum, and one Assistant Engineer at a salary 
of 1800 ner annum, who shall also be the Secre¬ 
tary of tbe Commission. 

Also, this Droriso: 

Provided, That not more than one Foreman, 
one Driver, one Engineer, and four Firemen, 
shall be attached to each Engine Company, 
whose salaries shall be as follows: Foreman, 
$850 per year; Drivers, $720 per year; Engineers, 
$740 per yeai: and each Fireman $720 per year, 
The Engineers to be appointed by said Com¬ 
missioners shall be practical Engineers, and 
each Hose Company shall have three men at 
a salary not exceeding $720 per year, and the 
Hook and Ladder Companies shall have four 
men, whose salary shall be $720 per year, 
and said Commissioners shall not in¬ 
crease the number of men without consent of 
Councils. 

Tbe amendment was adopted. 

Factions twelith and thirteenth wereadopled 
without amendments. 

Section fourteenth was read. 

Mr, McKELVY moved to strike out the 
whole section, as the fire alarm telegraph was 
part of the machinery of the police system. 

Mr. MORTON opposed the amendment, as 
the telegraph could not be managed properly 
under the direction of two committees. It 
would lead to a conflict of authority, and as 
the telegraph was designed mainly for the use 
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of the Fire Departmnt, they should have con¬ 
trol of it, 

Mr. OLIVER, Jr., was also opposed to the 
amendment. They might as well taka 
control of the horses as the Fire Alarm Tele¬ 
graph. 

The amendment was lost by a decided vote. 

Section fifteen was adopted without amend¬ 
ment. 

Section sixteenth was read. 

Mr. GAZZAM moved to strike out the word 
“annually” and insert “quarterly,” which wa» 
agreed to. 

Section seventeenth and eighteenth were ad¬ 
opted as read. 

The Committee of the Whole then rose, and 
the Chairman reported to Council the bill as 
amended. 

The Council (President TOMLINSON In the 
chair) then adopted the bill as amended, and 
it went to the Select Council for concurrence. 


PITTSBURGH, ALLEGHENY AND SPRING GAR¬ 
DEN PASSENGER RAILWAY, 

Mr. SNODGRASS presented an ordinance 
granting to the Pittsburgh, Allegheny and 
Spring Garden Passenger Railway Company 
the light to lay tracks upon certain streets in 
the city of Pittsburgh. 

Referred to the Committee on Railroads, 
CONCURRENCE, 

The resolution requesting the Legislature to 
pass an act extending the time for making as¬ 
sessments and filing Hens for tbe cost of a 
sewer on Fifth avenue, from Washington vo 
Dinwiddle street, passed in Select Council Jan¬ 
uary 31, was concurred in. 

THE MUNICIPAL RECORD, 

Mr. D. L, FLEMING presented a preamble, 
setting forth that two newspapers were paid for 
publishing the official proceeding, and the 
Clerks of Councils were remunerated for pre¬ 
serving a record of all official doings, and re¬ 
trenchment and reform being the order of the 
day; therefore, 

Resolved, That the publication of a Municipal 
Record be dispensed wiLh for the present year, 
deeming it unnecessary, and auselesB expense 
for the city. 

Mr. MORGAN opposed the resolution, and 
said Councils ought to have a Record. He did 
not care who printed it, butit was a great con¬ 
venience to the members. If they had had a 
Record to-dav, they would have had the Fire 
Department bill before the members, and notto 
have bad to rely upon a few printed slips. He 
thonght the expense was but trifling com¬ 
pared with the advantages resulting from the 
Record . 

Mr. FLEMING said that the published re¬ 
ports were or could be in the hands of every 
member, and if they wanted to refer to them 
they could bring copies ol the paper in their 
pocket 0 , 

Mr. BATCHELOR thought the resolution was 
out of order,as this Council bad already passed 
a resolution authorizing the Printing Commit¬ 
tee to contract with the lowest and best bid¬ 
der lor a Municipal Record for the present 
year. 

Mr. MORGAN moved tolay the resolution oi 
the table, which was agreed to. 

THE ELIGIBILITY OF PRESIDENT TOMLINSON. 

Mr, McKELVY called the attention of the 
Council to the petition of the citizens of the 
Fourth ward, presented at the last meeting, 
setting iorththat Wm. A. Tomlinson, member 
from that ward, and President of the Council, 
was ineligible, by reason of his non-residence 
at the time of his election. He also alluded to 
the summary manner In which that petition 
had been disposed of, and moved the adoption 
of the following: 

Resolved, That a committee of five heap- 
pointed by Council to investigate and report 
upon the eligibility of William A. Tomlinson 
to a seat in thi6 Council, with power to send for 
witnesses, persons and papers, and that the 
Mayor of the city be and he is hereby author¬ 
ized and required to issue subpoenas to com¬ 
pel the attendance of witnesses and the produc¬ 
tion oi papers before said Committee, 

[President TOMLINSON here resigned the 
ehair to Mr. H. W. OLIVER, Jr.] 

Mr. McKELVY characterized tbe conduct of 
the President at the former meeting. In “sit¬ 
ting on Ills own case,” and attempting to pre¬ 
vent a lair consideration of the petition as 
outrageous and oppressive. 

The PRESIDENT pro tern, called the gentle¬ 
man to order, and remarked lhat he would 
permit no personalities. 

Mr. McKELVY disclaimed any intention of 
Indulging in personal remarks, but he had just 
this to say: The petition was signed by re¬ 
spectable citizens of the Fourth ward; was 
couched In respectable terms, and set forth the 
fact that Mr. Tomlinson was not a resident of 








Mw ward. Here was a charge that ought to be 
investigated, If he was eligible, let him retain 
bis Beat; if he was not, he had no business in 
Council, and ought to be turned out. 

Mr, SEIBERT thought this resolution looked 
like child’s play. The returns of Mr. Tomlin¬ 
son’s election had been received and approved 
by Council, and he had been, chosen President 
of the body. After all this, it was proposed to 
question his eligibility. Tbe objection came 
too late. 

Mr. HARE stated that this movement had 
not originated among the citizens of the Fourth 
ward. The petition had been carried around 
by residents of other wards, who had a purpose 
to subserye. If the citizens of the Fourth ward, 
who were most directly concerned, were satis¬ 
fied with Mr. Tomlinson, it was simply an out¬ 
rage for outside parties to come in and meddle 
with what did not concern them. Ret them 
attend to their own business. 

Mr. McKELVY asked Mr. Hare whether he 
meant to say that he (McKeivy) had carried 
the petition around. 

Mr. HARE replied that he did not so state. 
He had it from good authority however, that 
the names were obtained by persons outside 
the ward. 

Mr. McKELVY stated that he represented 
the whole city as well as the Twelfth ward, 
and bad a right to present to Connell any re- 
Bpectfnl petition, when asked to do so, and he 
insisted on such petition being fairly and de¬ 
cently treated. 

Mr, MORGAN read that section of the city 
code Which declares that uo person shall be 
eligible to a seat In Connells who is not a resi¬ 
dent of tbe ward from which he Is chosen. 
While he had no personal feeling against the 
President, but on the other hand was friendly 
towards him, yet ho could not avoid voting 
for his expulsion If he was not legally entitled 
to his seat. As to the time when objections 
are to he made against a member.on the ground 
ol Ineligibility, he was atflrstof the opinion 
that the law required objections to be made at 
the organization, when the returns were pre¬ 
sented for approval; hut a Uttle reflection sat- 
Ijfled him that such was not the case. No ob¬ 
jection could be made then, because not a sin¬ 
gle member is sworn In until the returns are 
approved. The law gives the Councils power 
to determine upon the qualifications of Us 
members, and this must be done after the or¬ 
ganization, It is said that Mr, Tomlinson does 
not live in tbe ward which he claims to repre¬ 
sent, and that he Is a resident of Plum town- 
anlp-not living in the city at alL If this is a 
fact, then he is not eligible, and not legally a 
member of this body. Councils might with 
the same propriety admit a member from Ohio 
as from Plum township* Every act with his 
signature as President would be illegal. It 
matters not whether the Fourth ward is satis¬ 
fied or dissatisfied. That does not change the 
legal aspect of the case, and the subject is 
dearly one which should be investigated. 

Mr. BEYMER moved to lay the resolution 
on the table. 

Mr. McKELVY called for the yeas and nays. 

The PRESIDENT pro tem. decided that one- 
tenth of the members must support the call. 

Tbe call was supported by more than one- 
tenth of the members, when the yeas and nays 
were ordered, aud resulted:

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. 

THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT ACT ADOPTED. 

The PRESIDENT stated that five members 
of the Committee on Fire Engines and Hose 
had called on him and presented an act creat¬ 
ing a Paid Fire Department, and asked that a 
special meeting be called to consider the same, 
psthey believed the act would meet with little 
or no opposition. In accordance with their 
wishes the meeting had been called. The Presi¬ 
dent here took occasion to again remind the 
Councils that the Fire Department was In a 
very precarious condition. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES here presented the act 
adopted by the Committee, and alter referring 
to the fact that It was not necessary to say 
anything here concerning the condition of 
the Fire Department, called the previous ques¬ 
tion. 

SHARP DEBATE—PERSONALITIES. 

A member—What Is the previous question ? 
It might not be improper to have the act 
read. 

Acting on the suggestion the PRESIDENT 
read the act, whereupon Mr. JONES, wno still 
remained on the floor, renewed his motion for 
the previous question. The act is as follows: 
An Act to Establish the Pittsburgh Fire Depart¬ 
ment, 

Section I. Be it enacted, Ac., That the Coun¬ 
cils of the city of Pittsburgh be, and they are 
hereby empowered to establish, organize and 
control aPald Fire Department In and for the 
city of Pittsburgh, and to provide for the ex¬ 
penses thereof. 

Sec. 2. That for the purpose aforesaid it shall 
be lawful for said Councils to assess and col- 
lectaspeclal tax upon all Fire, Marine and 
Lire Insurance Companies doing business 
within said city, provided that the rate of tax 
does not exceed two and a half mills on the 
capital stock, 

8ec, 3. The said Councils shall have full 
power to make all necessary and proper rules 
and ordinances for the government of said 
Fire Department, not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of the State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and to enforce the same by proper pen¬ 
alties, 

Mr, BURG WIN- said he desired to make a 


point of order—that the previous question 
could not be called. 

Mr. JONES (still on the floor) I have the 
floor, and am going to keep it until my motion 
Is decided. 

The PRESIDENT—No point of order can be 
taken while the gentleman has the floor. 

Mr. BURG WIN—I will wait until the gentle¬ 
man yields the floor. 

Mr. JONES—I know something about rules, 
and if the gentleman can show me I am wrong 
1 will yield. Bat I will not leave the floor un¬ 
til thepolnt Is decided. 

The PRESIDENT—Mr. Burgwin, please state 
the rule upon which you base your point of 
order. 

Mr, BURGWIN—Not sir, until I am allowed 
the floor. [Laughter,] 

The PRESIDENT here read the rule, after 
which he stated that the point by Mr, Burgwin 
was well taken. 

Mr. JONES—Well, If it covers the motion 
the result will be that the matter will be de¬ 
layed for some time* If It comes up for consid¬ 
eration It may be amended and sent to Com¬ 
mon Council, and there Is no telling when it 
will para. 

Mr. BURGWIN now obtained the floor (Mr. 
Jones having sat down), and said In substance 
that he had always been in favor of a Paid Fire 
Department, and the records would show such 
to be the fact. But he objected to any committee 
bringing in an ordinance or act of Assembly 
or any matters of Interest to the city, and ask¬ 
ing that the same be pushed through the 
Councils on their say so, because they consider 
that It is right. He appealed to the members 
if they were bound to so oblige committees; 
for his part he did not feel that he was. He 
came there for the purpose of discussing the 
merits of the bill, and if necessary to offer 
amendments. Mr. Burgwin then announced 
his point of order as follows: 

“That the Select Council having heretofore 
acted upon the report of the Committee by 
referring it to the Ordinance Committee, the 
only way to get the matter before the Council 
Is by reconsideration of the vote of reference. 
If that was done then the present act might be 
offered as a substitute. That would be the le¬ 
gitimate way to consider the matter, and In 
order to test the sense of Councils he moved 
that the Council reconsider the vote of last 
meating, referring the matter to the Ordinance 
Committee.” 

Mr. ISAAC JONES moved to lay Mr, BURG- 
WIN'S motion on the table. 

The PRESIDENT—Is the motion seconded? 

Mr, LITTELL—The motion to reconsider is 
out of order. 

The PRESIDENT—It is in order for a mem¬ 
ber to bring up anything that was under con¬ 
sideration at last meeting. I think, gentle¬ 
men, that you will agree with me that a mo¬ 
tion to reconsider is out of order, 

Mr. GROSS here called the previous question, 
and it was sustained, the requisite number of 
members rising to their feet, 

Mr. ISAAC JONES desired that the yeas and 
nays be recorded. 

Mr. GALLAHER asked if the act was not 
susceptible of amendment. He had several to 
offer. 

Mr. JONES—The ordinance merely gives the 
Councils .power to establish a Paid Depart¬ 
ment, and why the opposition I cannot under¬ 
stand. 

Mr. BURGWIN here raised the point that tt 
would require a suspension of the rules to pass 
the act, and read the rule on the subject. 

Calls for the previous question were made. 

Mr. KIRK said the question would first recur 
on the motion, “shall the previous question be 
called?” 

Mr. BURGWIN—And if voted down it will 
then throw the matter open for discussion. 

Mr. GROSS—The question is on the passage 
of the act. 

Mr, BROWN—That is without doubt the pre¬ 
vious question.

pany. It was not the tripartite bridge, but a 
branch bridge, and the river men asked that 
they be allowed time to ascertain what kindof 
a bridge was to be erected, and If any obstruc¬ 
tion would he placed in the Allegheny river 
navigation, 

Mr. BROWN said that a citizen from the 
South Side informed him that the bridge was 
for the accommodation of the public, and no 
railroad was intended to cross it. 

Mr. KIRK said It was a matter of vital im¬ 
portance and he thought the member had done 
a good thing in offering it. The Councils would 
meet again in two weeks and then the matter 
could he considered. 

Mr. HARTMAN agreed with Mr. Kirk, and 
said he would be in favor of sustaining the pre¬ 
vious action. 

Mr. MORROW read the supplement, stating 
that It was very vague and gave no details of 
what the bridge was to be or how It was to be 
erected. 

Mr. E. P. JONES said when the resolution 
was Introduced, some one should have ex¬ 
plained Its object, and information furnished 
tne Council, In order that the Council might 
vote intelligibly on the matter. When Coun¬ 
cils are asked to take a decided stand on a 
measure, they should know the rensoas for 
such a thing. 

Mr. BURG WIN said he started out from the 
same premises as Mr, Jones, but arrived at an 
entirely different conclusion. When a bill was 
Introduced, in which the Interests of the city 
might be affected, he thought it proper that it 
should be postponed and Information pro¬ 
cured. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES moved a reconsideration

Mr. BROWN moved a postponement until 
next regular meeting. 

Mr. MORROW—The gentleman said a mo¬ 
ment ago that the Legislature would adjourn 
soon alter our next regular meeting, and It 
would be too late then. 

Mr. BROWN said he objected to a member 
being allowed four speeches. 

The PRESIDENT—Mr. Brown, you have also 
had two speeches.

Mr. LITTELL said it was hard to tell where 
the Councilmen lived. There was a dispute 
about where the President of Common Council 
lived then.

NEW VEHICLE LICENSE ORDINANCE. 

Mr. ARTHURS submitted an ordinance in 
relation to vehicle licenses in the city of Pitts- j 
, burgh. It provides that section first of the city 1 
code, relating to carts, carriages, etc., page 226, ’ 
be amended as follows: 

The owner of each hack, omnibus, cart, car, 
dray or private carriage, used 6ither for burden ; 
or for pleasure, driving and passing in and 
through any of the streets, lanes or alleys oi: 
this city, shall, on or before the first day of 1 
February of each year hereafter, call at tbe 
office of the City Treasurer, and have the same 
registered and numbered, ana shall pay to the 
City Treasurer, lor the use of the city, for all 
light vehicles, buggiesor wagons, drawn by one 
horse, with or without springs, aud weight not 
to exceed four hundred pouDds, six dollars 
each per annum; and all vehicles with springs 
of great weight at the rate of one dollar per 
hundred pounds, or one cent per pound, actual 
weight; aud for each additional horse one dol¬ 
lar and fifty cents. The weight of said vehicles 
shall be certified to bv any city welghmaster, 
for which service he shall charge a fee of 
twenty-five cents, aud no more, in each case, 

J to be paid by the owners of said vehicle, 
j For all c u is, wagous, timber wheels,without 
springs, with one horse, having tires 
! less than three inches in width, ten 
dollars each per annum, having tires 
! three inches and less than four inches in 
width, eight dollars; four inches and less 
than five Inches in width, six dollars; five 
inches aud less than six iucheN in width, live 
dollars; and over six inches In wld.h,/ree; and 
for each additional horse, one dollar ami fifty 
cents, 

And it shall be the duty of each person com¬ 
mencing the use of any of the foregoing ve¬ 
hicles, after the regular time for taking out li¬ 
censes, to report the same to the City Treas¬ 
urer within five days alter such commence¬ 
ment, and ro pay for tbe same, in proportion, 
for the iiaexp!red time of the current year, 

Mr. ARTHURS made some remarks in favor 
of wide tires, aud stated that under this ordi¬ 
nance the new revenue from vehicle licenses 
would be Increased from $18,000 to ?2o,000 per 
annum. 

Communications were read from Street Com¬ 
missioners Hunter and Lluderman, recom¬ 
mending the broad tires. 

Mr. GAZZAM moved the fiual passage of the 
ordinance. Lost. 

Mr. GAZZAM then moved that the ordinance 
be referred toaspecial committee of two from 
the Select aud three from the Common Coun¬ 
cil. Agreed to, and Messis. Guzzam, Arthurs 
and Morgan appointed on behalf of Common 
Council.

A n ordinance to amend the 

City Code. Title, Buildings; section eight. 
Section 1. Be It ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in 8elect and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same,That 
the eighth section of title Buildings, of the 
City Code, shall be and is hereby amended, so 
that tbe same shall read as follows : 

No person or persons shall erect or cause to 
be erected any bulldiug, or addition to a 
building, the outer walls of which are not com¬ 
posed entirely of brick, stone, moriar, iron or 
ot her incombustible material, within that part 
of tbe city of Pittsburah composed of the city 
of Pittsburgh, the borough of Lawrencevlile, 
and that part of Pitt township lying between 
the Ninth ward and said borough of Lawrence- 
ville, as they existed before tbe passage of the 
Act of Assembly entitled, “Further Supple¬ 
ment to the Act Incorporating the city of Fitts- 
burgh. Extending If h Boundaries,” <fcc., ap¬ 
proved April 6th, 1867; and If any bulldiug 
within the limits aforesaid shall be destroyed 
to the extent oi oDe-baif thereof, it shall be un¬ 
lawful to rebuild the same, unless the outer 
walls of the portions rebuilt shall be composed 
entirely of incombustible materials. Any per¬ 
son who shall violate aDy of the provisions of 
this section, bballiorfelt and pay the sum ot 
fifty dollars, and the further sum of fen dollars 
for each dav the same shall be permitted to r«j- 
malu without being made toconformto tbs 
laws and ordinances of the city, and such 
building shall be a public nuisance. 

8f.c. 3. That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance conflicting with the passage of this ordi¬ 
nance atihepreseDt time, be and Ihe fame is 
hereby repealed so far as the same affects tills 
ordinance.

CKATIC TOLE. 

Mr. FRIDAY presented a communication 
from Mr. Joseph Irwin, for damages alleged to 
ha^e been sustained to ahcu<e“of petitioner 
in tue Ninth ward, by me fall of a Democratic 
pole not long since. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved to lay the communica- 
tiou on the table. Agreed to, 

THE PUBLICATION OF THE CONTROLLER'S ItO 
I’OHT BY THE “DISPATCH.” 

Mr. MORROWstated that the reports of the 
Controller having appeared iu a city paper be¬ 
fore they were presented to Councils, and the 
Controller belDg present, he would call upon 
him tor an explanation as to how ihe publica¬ 
tion occurred. 

Mr. McGowan said be regretted exceeding¬ 
ly that the report had appeared in print before 
tt reached the body to whom It was addressed* 
and assurred Councils that be was not to blame 
in the matter. In order to facllllate the wo7)t 
of the reporters, he had, at their soli citation, 
permitted them to have access to the reports, 
with the solemn pledges that not a Hue of it 
was to appear in ibelr respective papers until 
after the meeting of Councils; thattbe report 
was secured by the reporters of the several 
dallies, Rnd all, save the reporterof the Di*- 
patch, h ad kepttheJr trusts. The reporter ol 
the Dispatch bad, however, openly violated hi* 
protni.-es, to the surprise and mortification of 
the speaker, 

THE VACATION OF HUDSON ALLET. 

Mr. MORROW offered a petition from citi¬ 
zens residing on Hudson alley, Fourteenth 
ward, remonstrating against the passaged an 
act now pending In tbe Legislature vacating: 
said alley, and recommending the passage of » 
resolution requesting the Legislators Irom Al¬ 
legheny county to use all honorable means to 
defeat the bill. 

Accompanying the petition was the follow— 
ing preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, A majority of tbe property hold¬ 
ers in the Fourteenth ward of the city of Pitt* - 
burgh hare remonstrated agaliiFt the passage 
of an act entitled “An Act to Vacate Dodson 
Alley,” <fcc., as dotDg them great Injury and 
damage; and 

Whereas, Said alley Is a public alley tn said 
city; therefore, 

fie*oheth By the Select and Common Conn¬ 
ell oftbecilyof Pittsburgh.that the members 
of the Legislature from this county bo and 
they aie hereby earnestly requested to use all 
honorable means to stoure the defeat of said 
bill or Its amend inent, in such a manner as to 
prevent tbe vacation of said alley without the 
consent of Council*. 

Several members now approached the Chair- 
man’* desk with papers In their hands, when 
Mr. MORROW called for the enforcement 
rule 14, requiring a member to rise In his seat 
and address the Chair. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said there was only one* 
signer to the petition. 

Mr. E. P. JONES was acquainted with the 
locality, and thought the act ought to pas* 
and the alley be declared vacated. 

Mr. MORROW said that the matter would 
have to come before Councils before It could be 
done, and then It could be investigated. Tbe 
petition was then accepted and the resolution 
adopted. 

EXTENSION OF FEDERAL STREET. 

Mr. BROWN offered a petition for the open¬ 
ing and extension of Federal street from Wylie 
































































































































avenue to Webster avenue at the head ot Sev¬ 
enth avenue, Accepted and filed. 

Accompanying the petition was an ordinance 
for the opening of the street and reducing the 

width from 45 to 42 feet. 

Mr. KIRK moved to refer to the Street Com¬ 
mittee. Withdrawn. 

The question recurred on the motion to read 
the ordinance three times and pass finally, and 
ft was carried under a suspension of the rules, 

THE RULES AGAIN CALLED FOR. 

The PRESIDENT was about to read another 
ordinance when Mr. MORROW again called 
for the enforcement ot rule 14. 

BUTCHERS STALLS IX THE MARKET. 

Mr. McEWEN, Chairman of the Market Com¬ 
mittee presented an ordinance repealing sec¬ 
tion 7th of the law relating to markets and 
changing the manner of collection of market 
stalls as follows: On butchers and fish stalls, 
•quarterly in advance instead of monthly; on 
vegetable stands, monthly in advance, and all 
others weekly or daily. 

'On motion of Mr. McEWEN the ordinance 
was passed finally under a suspension of the 

rules. 

OPENING OP BRIDGE STREET. 

Mr. KEHEW presented a remonstrance 
against t he opening of a portion of Bridge street. 
Referred to the Survey Committee. 

Also, petition of II. H. Byram, for areduction 
of business tax. Referred to Finance comm, ttee 
with power to act. 

Mr. MORROW here read rule 14 and called 
for Us enforcement. 

Mr, KIRK insisted on the same thing. 

-Ml. "E. P. JONES said: Mr. PRESIDENT, 
those In the back end of the house labor under 
great Inconvenience because of the neglect of 
this rule, 

THE BUILDING INSPECTOR. 

Mr. LITTLE presented the draft of an act of 
Assembly relating to the BulidlDg Inspector, 
defining the duties of that officer, and confer¬ 
ring upon him powers now conferred on the 
■City Engineer, and which properly belong to 
•the Building Inspector. Accompanying the 
•set was a resolutionrequesting the Legislature 
to enact a law in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the act. The resolution was passed 
fflnally, 

TOLLS AND VEHICLE LICENSES. 

Mr. BURGWIN called up the ordlance ex¬ 
empting citizens residing permanently in the 
rural districts, and who, in order to reach the 
business portion of the city, are compelled to 
•pay tolls, from the payment of vehicle li¬ 
censes. 

Mr, LITTLE made the point that the law 
defined who were to be exempt from vehicle 
licenses, and no such ordinance as the one be¬ 
fore the house could be legally passed. 

Mr. BURGWIN said that an ordinance could 
be repealed at any time, and this was what the 
ordinance offered by him proposed—the repeal 
ot the first nine sections of the vehicle license 
law, so far as they relate to the collection of 
licenses from those residing In the rural dis¬ 
tricts. 

Mr. SHIPTON moved to refer the ordinance 
do the Police Committee, to report what num- 
toes of vehicles pass through the toll gates of 
toe turnpikes not owned by the city. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said that any gentlemen 
■who paid tolls could show a receipt lor the 
some, and none would he exempt who could 
not produce a receipt. He moved therefore to 
lay Mr. SHIPTON’S motion on the table. 

Mr. BURGWIN thought that Mr. SHIPTON’S 
motion had not been seconded. He had listen¬ 
ed for it and did not hear it. 

The PRESIDENT thought that the motion 
Trad been seconded. 

" FOB THE BENEFIT OF NABOBS ONLY ” 

Mr. GALLAHER was opposed to the passage 
of Che ordinance, averring that It was for the 
benefit of a “ few nabobs who lived in wealth 
in the suburban districts,” and to the damage 
of poor citizens residing in the city. It was 
not the fault of the city that these nabobs lived 
In the country; it was their misfortune, 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said that the purchase of 
■She turnpike roads and the assnrance that they 


would be kept in good repair was one of the in¬ 
ducements to get the outside districts consoli¬ 
dated. 

Ml. GROSS was sorry that a matter of 
such Importance to the suburban districts 
should be so roughly handled by the old mem¬ 
bers. The law compelled the city to purchase 
these turnpike companies on or before Febru¬ 
ary 1, 1870, He also said the members of the 
outside districts had never yet refused to vote 
for measures for the interests of the old city, 
and it was mean now to oppose the ordinance. 

Mr. LITTELL said that the law did not com¬ 
pel the city to take the roads. 

Mr. GROSS said that if it did not he could 
not understand plain English. 

“A PINCHER.” 

Mr. LITTELL said It was “a pincher” on the 
Councils to compel the city to take the turn¬ 
pike road at the price asked for it—360,000. He 
hoped the Council would act like honorable 
gentleman and purchase it, and get rid of a set 
of "teasers,” for such they really were. It re¬ 
minded him of the boy with the itch, who 
would scratch, and scratch, and sex all a 
scratching. 

The PRESIDENT—That Is personal Mr. LIT¬ 
TELL. 

Mr. BURGWIN-1 move he be allowed to 

proceed with the lmerestlDg story. [Laugh¬ 
ter.] 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said that the owners of 
the turnpike road did not want the city to 
take It. The people residing on the line of the 
road could keep it In better order than the 
city would, but the viewers had appraised It at 
$60,000, and If the city saw fit to take it at that, 
they would have accede. 

Mr. BURGWIN disclaimed being a “teaser,” 
as Mr, LITTELL had said, and remarked that 
the ordinance had received the unanimous 
approval of the Ordinance Committee. 

OFFERED FOR NOTHING AND REFUSED, 

Mr. SCULLY said that he, being Sequestra¬ 
tor of the Braddocks Fields Plank Road had 
offered to transfer It to the city, providing they 
would keep It in repair. No such agreement 
could be effected, however, and the road re¬ 
mains in his charge. 

Mr. SHIPTON said the idea that the 
new wards were a benefit to the old ones was a 
mistake, although Ue was In favor of consoli¬ 
dation. The ordinance In question had been 
a firebrand at three or four meetings, and he 
hoped It would be killed In some way at this 
meeting. 

I don't often say much, Mr. Presi¬ 
dent, and if you would enforce the rules 
to my satisfaction there wonld not be much 
time consumed uselessly, If they want the 
pike paved let them petition for the same, and 
I will vote for It. 

Mr. GROSS—We do not ask this as a boon, 
but as a matter of justice to the suburban 
people. The matter of pavlDg streets Is mere 
“clap-trap." 

“COME TO ORDER.” 

Mr. GALLAHER asked leave to reply to Mr. 
GROSS In reference to the magnanimity of the 
members from the new districts. He was go¬ 
ing on to speak, when several members called 
him to order. 

A motion was made that Mr. GALLAHER 
be allowed to proceed, but It was lost by a vote 
oi 11 to 14. 

Mr. GALLAHER wanted to finish his speech, 
but he was ruled out of order. 

Mr, MURDOCH wanted to make an explana¬ 
tion, but was likewise ruled out of order. 

The previous question was then called, and 
the yeas and nays were asked, with the follow¬ 
ing result:

son, and President McAuley—19. 

So the resolution passed. 

Mr. SHIPTON said the ordinance had not 
been read three times. Ruled out oi order.

Mr. AlKEN(Mr. BROWN IntheChairJoffered 
a communication In reference to the Eleventh 
street sewer. Referred to the Committee on 
Claims and Accounts. 

OPENING OF HOMEWOOD AVENUE. 

Mr, EDWARDS, a petition for the opening of 
Homewood avenue. Referred to the Survey 
Committee. 


REPORT OF THE ALLEGHENY 'WHARF COM¬ 
MITTEE. 

Mr. KIRK presented the report of the Alle¬ 
gheny Wharf Committee, as follows: 

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Allegheny 
Whart would respectfully report that, owing 
to the decline of the petroleum trade and the 
changes In the mode of its transportation, a 
great portion of the wharf is not used or re¬ 
quired for the purposes for which it is intend¬ 
ed, namely to secure some revenue to the city 
from this valuable property. Our predeces¬ 
sors have rented out portions of it to individu¬ 
als for various purposes. We have gone over 
the wharf and examined the matter, and made 
the following changes, which we hereby sub¬ 
mit for your approval: W. C. McCarthy & Co., 
depot for night soiling apparatus, formerly 
rented for 3190,advanced to 3200 per annum; 
John Caskey, storage and cooperage, rented at 
377 50, advanced to $100 per annum; Joseph 
Shallenger rented at 8450, advanced to 3600 per 
annum; Brown <fc Co., cinder pile, rented at 
3450 per annuim continued at same until re¬ 
moved; Hugh Gatin, storage and cooperage, 
rented, at 875, advanced to 3100 per annum; 
Hamilton & Broyden, for manure, rented at 
850, and John Heath and Denfljs Leonard, for 
lumber yards, at 320 and $50, to have refused 
to rent for those purposes, and direct their re¬ 
moval. 

We also found great portions of the wharf 
used by various parties for storing flasks, old 
boilers and rubbish without compensation, 
and have directed the Wharlmaster to have all 
such removed. To secure your approval of our 
action, we present the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the action of the Committee, 
as set forth in the report, be and the same is 
hereby approved. 

We also present an ordinance maklug the 
rates of wharfage on the Allegheny wharf, 
same as established by ordinance on the Mon- 
ongahela wharf, which we ask you to adopt. 

Signed by the Committee. 

The report was accepted and ordered to be 
filed, 

Mr. MORROW opposed the adoption of the 
resolution. 

Mr. LITTELL moved to refer to the Monon- 
gahela Wharf Committee,of which Sir. Morrow 
is chairman. 

The resolution was, after some discussion, 
passed finally, 

The ordinance referred to in the report, was 
then presented, and after reading three times, 
was passed finally under a suspension of the 
rules, 

FROM THE COMMITTEE ON RAILROADS—THI 
SPRING GARDEN PASSENGER RAILWAY. 

Mr, HOUSE presented the following report 
from the Committee on Railroads: 

Gentlemen:— Your Committee on Railroads 
would respectfully report that they have had 
before them the ordinance granting certain 
privileges to the Allegheny and Spring Garden 
Passenger Railway Company and to the Pitts¬ 
burgh and Birmingham Company, and which 
they return herewith with a recommendation 
for their passage.

When the resolution passed in Select Coun¬ 
cil. at the last meeting, requesting our repre¬ 
sentatives at Harrisburg to postpone action 
on tbe Point Bridge bill, and forward a copy 
tor the Information of the ciLlaens, was read, a 
lively debate sprung up on a motion to concur. 

Mr. GAZZAM took the ground that the 
bridge was necessary, was demanded by the 
Interests of a large number of citizens, and 
would Infilet no iDjury upon the city or its 
trade. 

Mr. MORGAN stated that the charter was 
sought as a means of “bagging” a fortune by a 
few men .some of whom he could name. Tbe 
passage of tbe bill would be an outrage,and af¬ 
ford tne corporators a chance to sell out at a big 
figure some day. When the Erie canal project 
I was consummated, we would want everv foot 
j of our wharves to do the business which that 


enterprise would create; and besides this, there 
was no necessity for placing any further ob¬ 
structions in the river.

A N ORDINANCE AMENDING THE OR¬ 
DINANCE on Markets. 

Beit ordained and enacted by the 
City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, end it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same, That 
so much of section 7 of the ordinance on mar¬ 
kets, (on page 257 of New City Code) as pro¬ 
vides that “the rents of butchers’stalls shall 
be collected monthly, and all stands, weekly, in 
advance.” shall be amended to read as follows: 
“The rent of butchers and fish stands shall be 
collected quarterly, in advance; coffee and 
market gardeners’ stands monthly, in advance; 
and all others weekly in advance. When the 
market gardeners’ stands are unoccupied by 
the lessees, or some one tn their employment, 
in their own regular business, the officers of 
the market shall be at liberty to place other 
dealers thereon, for which regular daily rales 
shall be collected.” 

Sec. 3. That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance conflicting with the passage of this ordi¬ 
nance at tbe present time, be and the same Is 
hereby repealed so far as the same affects this 
ordinance.

Sec. 2. That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance conflicting with the passage of this ordi¬ 
nance at the present time, be and the same is 
hereby repealed so far as the same affects this 
ordinance.

The Select and Common Connells of the City 
of Pittsburgh met on special call yesterday 
(Thursday) afternoon, March 10th, 1870, in their 
respective Chambers, City Building. 

Council was organized promptly at two 
o'clock, and on a call ol the roll, the following 
members answered to their names: Messrs. 
Ahl, Aiken, Armstrong, Bissell, Brown, Burg- 
win, Coffin, Devlin, Duncan, Edwards, Friday, 
Gailaher, Glenn, Gross, Herron, House, Jones, 
E. P., Jones, Isaac, Kehew, Kirk, Laufman, 
Liddell,Littell, Lloyd, Morrow, Murdoch, Mur¬ 
ray, McEwen, McMahon, Phillips, Rafferty, 
Rees,Rush, Schmidt, Scully, Seeley, Shipton, 
Thompson* Wainright, S. j.. YVamright, Z., 
White, Wilson, and McAuley, President. 

The reading of the minutes of the previous 
meeting was dispensed with. 

The PRESIDENT stated that a call signed by 
a number of Councllmen had been presented 
to him and he had ordered a Bpeclal meeting, 
but was unable to state the exact object of the 
meeting. 

On motion of Mr. GROSS, in the absence of 
any special business, the Council proceeded to 
the consideration of unfinished business from 
last meeting.

Mr. SHIPTON moved to take up the reports 
of the Water Committee, not reached at last 
meeting. Carried. 

Mr. LLOYD then stated that the report for 
1858 had been lost while in the hands of the 
printer, and had never been printed. He 
moved that three hundred copies of each re¬ 
port, and the report oi W. Milnor Roberts, Esq., 
be printed. Canied. 

COMMON COUNCIL BUSINESS. 

The following business from Common Coun¬ 
cil was then considered: 

Mr. BURG WIN called up an ordinance rela¬ 
ting to carts and carriages, which had been re¬ 
turned from Common Council on account of an 
informality, and moved to amend it by affixing 
a proper title to it. The motion was adopted.

An ordinance authorizing the erection of 
wooden buildings in the Seventeenth ward. 
Objected to by Messrs. MORROW and others. 

Mr. SCHMIDT presented two numerously 
signed petitions ror the passage of the ordi¬ 
nance, The petitions were accepted and filed. 

Objections were still made to the passage of 
the ordinance, and a motion was made to sus¬ 
pend the rules. Carried. 

On the final passage of the ordinance, Mr. 
MORROW called the yeas and nays, which re¬ 
sulted as follows: Yeas 26, nays 9. So the ac¬ 
tion of Common Council was concurred in: 

A petition relating to the same. Accepted in 
Common Council, Concurred in.

Mr. SHIPTON said it was a curious thing to 
come into Council at this time with such a res¬ 
olution, after Mr. Howard, the contractor, had 
been paid ?15,000. It would be folly to adopt 
the resolution, and probably rush into law¬ 
suits thereby. 

Mr, McEWEN favored the passage of the 
resolution, and it was then concurred in. 

A resolution in reference to the mode of as¬ 
sessing tax on real estate and business tax, 
and recommending the passage of an act pro¬ 
viding for the better assessment of such taxes. 
Coueurred in, and Messrs COFFIN and 
JONES appointed on behalf of Select Council.

In Common Council February 28 
read three times and passed. ’ j 

Mr. SEELY moved to lav it on the table and j 
ashed that the yeas and nays be recorded. I 
Mr. SHIPTON said the first question would 
be on concurrence or non-concurrence. I 

Mr. PHILLIPS hoped the motion to lay on 
the table would be withdrawn in order to per- 1 
mit discussion. It was an important resolu¬ 
tion. 

Mr. SEELY refused to withdraw the motion 
to lay on the table. 

■ The PRESIDENT said he could not entertain 
it under the rules and Mr. PHILLIPS moved 
to concur. 

Mr. MORROW objected to the passage of the 
resolution, which placed it on a second read¬ 
ing.

Mr, KIRK said the amendment would de¬ 
stroy the sense of the entire resolution, and, 
therefore, it ought not to be adopted. 

Mr. BURGWIN thought that the amend¬ 
ment was a good one, but inasmuch 
as the hydraulic engineer was only 
to be employed to make the tempo¬ 
rary examination, rather than hazard 
j the sending back of the resolution to Councils 
! he would vote for It. The whole thing was 
! merely a matter of inquiry, and any and all 
defects could be remedied when the report of 
the Board of Examiners was submitted to 
Councils. 

Mr. KEHEW moved an amendment “that 
the Water Committee be included in the Board 
of Examiners.” 

The PRESIDENT 6aid that the resolution 
was not susceptible of amendment in that 
way. 


Mr. BURGWIN moved to lay all the amend¬ 
ments on the table. 

Mr. KEHEW asked what the object of the 
resolution was. 

The PRESIDENT said a motion to lay on the 
table was not debatable, 

Mr. BURGWIN’8 motion was then passed 
and all the amendments laid on the table. 

The previous question was then taken and 
passed. 

A resolution for seats in the lobby for citi¬ 
zens, passed In Common Council, was present¬ 
ed. Select Council concurred. 

A resolution exempting the Church Guild 
from payment of city taxes, passed in Com¬ 
mon Council, was read. 

Mr. SHIPTON opposed the passage of the 
resolution, remarking that there never was a 
meeting but what some one was exempted 
from the payment of taxes. He thought it 
was establishing a bad precedent. 

The PRESIDENT was of the same opinion, 
and suggested that some member call the yeas 
and nays. 

Mr. BURGWIN took grounds in favor of the 
resolution, and spoke of the work done and the 
ultimate object oi the Guild. He also read an 
article recently published in reference to the 
Guild. He hoped the resolution would pass. 

Mr. SHIPTON said that he would favor vot¬ 
ing the Guild a sum of money out of the treas¬ 
ury, rather than exempt them from taxation. 
Other charitable institutions would come in 
and ask the same thing, if the Guild was ex¬ 
empted. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES moved to lay the resolu¬ 
tion on the table, remarking that he under- 
l stood it was an entirely sectarian institution.

Mr. SCULLY moved to refer the ordinance to 
the Committee on Wooden Buildings in con¬ 
junction with the Building Inspector. 

Mr. BROWN said the ordinance had been 
offered by Mr. McKelvy, at the instance of the 
,CJwiiding Inspector. 

Mr. McEWEN said that a mistake had oc- 
encted in the ordinance. The Building Inspec¬ 
tor had informed him that the thickness of the 
walla was regulated for buildings not less than 
-twenty nor more than twenty-five feet front. 

Mr. MCMAHON wanted a special committee 
appointed to inquire into the matter, »Dd pre¬ 
pare a new ordinance.

Mr. RAFFERTY moved a further amend¬ 
ment that the height of the building be twen¬ 
ty-six leet. The latter amendment was carried, 
^tnd the amendment as amended adopted. 

Mr. McAULEY said that in -‘old fogy” times 
fae bad erected a dwelling, the wallB of which 
w«re 12U inches thick—fourteen inches was 
usual thickness. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved a further amend¬ 
ment, that this ordinance shall not apply to 
tixe Seventeenth ward, an ordinance having 
been passed authorizing the citizens of lhat 
ward to erect wooden buildings In that ward 
daring 1870. The amendment was carried. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved a farther amend¬ 
ment: that no building shall be erected to a 
greater height than the width of the street or 
Alley on which the building should stand. 

Mr. REES moved that the whole matter be 
referred to the Ordinance Committee, with in- 
j*txnetlon to report an ordinance at next meet- 
jac. 

A motion was made to lay Mr. REES’ mo¬ 
tion on the table. Carried. 

The resolution was then passed finally.

In Common Coun¬ 
cil referred to Water Committee with power to 
Act. Select Council concurred. 

TBB PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT BILL—THE 
AMENDMENTS AND BY WHOM MADE. 

A preamble and resolution lu reference to 
Alterations made to the Paid Fire Department 
fcK5,pft*eed in Common Council, was then read. 

Mr. McAULEY stated that perhaps the reso¬ 
lution referred to him because on the day after 
<£helast Council meeting he had written a let¬ 
ter to Harrisburg. After the adjournment of 
Connells he walked down street with several 
‘Councilmen* and it was then discovered that 
%hm capital of insurance companies could not 
&e.reached for the reason that they belonged to 
Mew York. It was deemed beat to tax the 
vtoss Income of the companies, and he wrote 
Aba letter recommending the change from capi¬ 
tal to gross income. He had written the letter 
r At a citizen, not as a Councilman, which he be¬ 
lieved he had a perfect right to ao. He said if 
ft* was hit at in the resolution he desired to 
make an open confession. He still claimed 
^kl«ht8 as a citizen although he was a member 
•at Councils, and as such he had an undisputed 
iTlgfct to send a letter to Harrlburg. In concl u- 
AloTi.'he stated that the insurance companies 
.were satisfied with the amendment taxing their 
-jtroau receipts, 


Mr. PHILLIPS—I move the gentleman be 
reprimanded. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said it had been decided 
that foreign insurance companies had no capi¬ 
tal here, and it was deemed advisable to so 
amend the bill as to place the tax at three and 
one-half mills on the gross income of the com¬ 
panies. 

Mr. KIRK said the resolution did not refer 
to the amendment sent In by President Mc~ 
Auley, but to afar diflerent matter. A meet¬ 
ing of councllmen, citizens and legislators 
had been held, and the bill present¬ 
ed last year and rejected by 
Councils was brought up and adopted. That 
bill created an obnoxious commission, to con¬ 
trol the department—just what the Councils 
wished to avoid. To this end an act was unan¬ 
imously passed aL last meeting aoiDg away 
with the Commission, but this act never 
reaced the Legislature as the Council passed 
It, but at the meeting of citizens, Councllmen 
and Legislators referred to, the “ring” adopted 
the old act, Introduced last year and sent it on 
to Harrisburg. It had been done to thwart the 
unanimous action of Councils. The speaker 
hoped the Councils would put their foot upon 
the “ring,” and let those wno belonged to it see 
that their wisdom—so called—might perish. 

Mr, PHILLIPS said he thougnt ne was one of 
the parties referred to. [Laughter.] He had at¬ 
tended just such a meeting as described by Mr. 
Kirk. He had attended It as a citizen. He had 
with him the bill introduced last year, which he 
helped to prepare. He denied that it had been 
unanimously rejected,as the preceding speaker 
had said. On the other hand. Select Council 
had adopted it, and it was killed in Common 
Council. A year and a halt had now passed by 
without a fire department In the city, and citi¬ 
zens were required to purchase engines out of 
their own pockets for the protection of the 
property of the people. Being a Councilman 
did not disqualify him from making any 
amendments to a bill in the Legislature he de¬ 
sired as a citizen. He would fight measures in 
the Council, and afterwards, If he saw fit, 
would change his mind and suggest whatever 
amendments he pleased. He would go to a 
citizens’ meeting and to the Legislature, and 
act there as he pleased on a bill relating to the 
interests of the citizens. 

Mr. MORROW thought the amendment 
changing the mode of assessing the tax was a 
wholesome one, 

Mr. ISAAC JONES said he had the alteration 
made while Dassing through Harrisburg a day 
or two ago. The Legislators and Senators said 
they would pass such a bill as the Councils re¬ 
quired, and not the bill desired by private in¬ 
dividuals. 

Mr. McAULEY indorsed the sentiments of 
Mr. Phillips. He said: Suppose I was dragged 
into a measure—dragged into a company- 
dragged by a madman Into a position where I 
conld hardly extricate myself, do you suppose 
I would let my property go to the d—1, while I 
had recourse to the citizens and the Legisla¬ 
ture, although I am a Councilman? Many 
things have to be purchased, and if purchasers 
had not been sent out by some Councllmen, 
others would have sent them out. He meant 
no reflection on any one. 

Mr. KIRK said the principle was a good one 
so far as legislation relating to the govern¬ 
ment of the city was concerned, but charac¬ 
terized the -‘fixing up” of the hill as mean 
business. The members of Councils engaged 
in it, he said, were all influential men, and 
conld doubtless have carried their points 
without bringing it before the ring. The long 
and short bill had both been sent to Harris¬ 
burg. The long one was the work ol the “In¬ 
fluential members,” and created a Commission, 
a commission to stink In the nostrils of the 
citizens. He was opposed to any set of Coun¬ 
cilman holding caucus meetings and upsetting 
legislation unanimously adopted by the 
Councils. 

Several members here arose to speak, but 
Mr. LITTELL waa recognized by tne Chair 
first. 

Mr. LITTELL spoke of the objection to tax¬ 
ing the capital stock of the insurance com¬ 
panies, ana remarked that he was not in the 
“riDg” this time. 

The resolution as amended by Mr. ISAAC 
JONES, fixing the tax at three and a half mills 
on the gross receipts of the insurance compa¬ 
nies was then passed. The action of Common 
Council was then concured in. 

A resolution in reference to the paid Fire 
Department, appointing a committee to ascer¬ 
tain by whose authority the amendments were 
made to the Fire Department bill, passed in 
Common Council was then read. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved to non*concur f for the 
re&Bon that he thought all the gentlemen who 
had had anything to do with it would acknowl¬ 
edge the “corn,” and hence it was no use for 


the Committee to pursue their inquiries any 
further. He remarked again that he would use 
all honorable means in and outside of the Coun¬ 
cils to oppose or favor any measure Introduced 
and he claimed it as a right to do so. 

Mr. KIRK said a similar resolution had just 
been adopted, and in view of the fact that the 
Committee had ascertained the names of the 
“ring,” it was not necessary to go any further. 
He moved, therefore, to lay the resolution en 
the table. Carried. 

Mr. PHILLIPS—That is very generous, I 
thought we were all to be expelled to-day. 

An ordinance opening Mam street passed in 
Common Council; Select Council concurred. 

A resolution in reference to the Braddocks 
Field Plank Road, passed in Common Council 
yesterday. Select Council non-concurred, and 
referred to the Special Committee appointed as 
above noted. 

An ordinance opening Beach alley, passed in 
Common Council, was objected to by Mr. MOR¬ 
ROW. 

An ordinance for the grading of Mam street, 
passed in Common Council, was concurred In. 

The report of the Street Committee, accepted 
and filed in Common Council, was concurred 
m. 

An ordinance for the grading of Thirty-sec¬ 
ond street. In Common Council passed. A 
remonstrance presented by Mr. EDWARDS 
was accepted and filed, and the ordinance was 
referred back to the Street Committee with 
instructions logo over the matter again.

Mr. MORGAN offered the following pream¬ 
ble and resolutions: 

Whereas, At a meeting of the Select and 
Common Councils, called for the purpose, an 
act of Assembly was presented by the Commit¬ 
tee on Fire Engines and Hose, and approved, 
empowering the Connells to create a Paid Fire 
Department, and placing the said department 
under the cbntrol of the citizen through their 
representatives In Connells; and, 

Whereas, It Is alleged that some membeis 
Of this, the Common Connell, In conjunction 
with others who style themselves “the neo- 

f ile,” have prepared and forwarded to the Leg- 
stature an act creating a Paid Fire Depart¬ 
ment, and putting It nnder the control of com¬ 
missioners not elected by Connells, and taking 
all authority out of the hands of Connells; and 
by the provisions of said bill the Commission¬ 
ers named have authority to nominate their 
succeaors and perpetuate and retain control of 
said Department for all time, thereby attempt¬ 
ing to thwart the wtll of the citizens as ex¬ 
pressed by Councils: therefore. 

Resolved, That the Legislature be and are 
hereby requested not to pass the “long bill,” 
as it Is called, creating a paid fire department 
for the city, but to pass the act forwarded to 
them by Connclla with the amendment taxing 
the gross receipts of all life, fire and marine In¬ 
surance companies doing business In the city, 
at not more than three and a half mills upon 
each dollar of gross receipts. 

Resolved, That a Committee of three be ap¬ 
pointed by this branch o! Councils, for the 
purpose of ascertaining If any members ef this 
body were Instrumental In having the bill not 
passed ny Connells forwarded to the Legisla¬ 
ture, and report them to this bodyat their next 
meeting, and take such action as may be 
■ deemed necessary. 

Mr. MORGAN said: The reason why I offer 
these resolutions is that certain parties have 
been getting a bill up In their own Interest. I 
am almost atrald to say anything, because I 
have been told my jaw would be broken if I 
called any names. U tbe men were here, I, 
would assuredly give names. Bnt as they are 
not here I will not. 

Mr, HARE—If the parties belong to Connells 
the gentleman ought to give their names, 

Mr. MORGAN—They do not, sir; but one of 
the parties making these threats was one of 
the persons who got np the bill and forwarded 

The PRESIDENT—The gentleman will con¬ 
fine himself to the resolution. 

Mr. MORGAN—I am talking upon the reso¬ 
lution; this bill names commissioners; it don't 
allow the people to say who the commissioners 
shall be at all I have been told that there 
was a meeting held at a place on Fourth aven¬ 
ue, at which three, five or six members of 
Councils got up the bill and forwarded It with¬ 
out consulting Councils. It called to mind tbe 
old story In England when there where three 
tailors Issued a manifesto of "We the people of 
England.” [Laughter.J Tne people are not 
listened to or consulted. These men will put 
their bill through and I have been creditably 
Informed that so far as tbe department goes it 
has been already organized. Tbe men are to 
be putln them and the commissioners are to 
do the job. We are not to have any show at 
all, and cannot get at them at all, I hope 
Councils will pass these resolutions And send 
them to Harrisburg, as we are the representa¬ 
tives of the people here. I hope Inquiry will 
be made and Councils will sxpress tbelr views 
upon any member who goes oatslde, after 
voting Inside, and attempt to thwart the ac¬ 
tion of Connclla In tbelr own Individual in¬ 
terest.

Sec. 2. That any law or act of Assembly In¬ 
consistent herewith,Is hereby repealed. 

Tbe bill was accompanied with the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That tbe foregoing proposed enact¬ 
ment be forwarded to our Representatives at 
Harrisburg, with the request that It be enacted 
Into a law, as soon as possible.

Gentlemen: The undersigned batchers 
holding stalls fronting on Market street, re¬ 
spectfully represent that if our stalls are worth 
$260 a year rental, the stalls Id the rear of ours 
are not worth more than $120 to $1 80 per an¬ 
num rental. We therefore suggest that the 
rent of said stalls be reduced to about the fig¬ 
ures named, and that by so doing the interests 
of the city will be secured, while at the same 
time she deserves a fair revenue for the same.

AN IRON BRIDGE IN CHCBCH ALLEY. 

Mr. GALLAHER offered an ordinance giv- ! 
ing tbeMe88rs. Arbuckle A Co. the privilege to ; 
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construct an iron bridge across Church alley, 
at a height of twenty leet above the level of the 
alley. 

Mr. THOMPSON moved an amendment, 
"providing the Messrs, Arbuckle & Co., be held 
responsible for any damage which may there* 
after occur from the construction of the same. 
The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. RAFFERTY now moved to refer the 
matter to the Street Committee. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES moved an amendment "to 
refer to the Ordinance Committee.” Adopted 
and the ordinance was so referred. 

THE BIRMINGHAM PASSENGER RAILWAY. 

Mr. House called up an ordinance extending 
to the Pittsburgh and Birmingham Passenger - 
Railway the privilege of laying their track 
along Smithfield street to Seventh avenue* 
along Seventh avenue to Grant street and 
thence to Washington street, offered at a pre¬ 
vious meeting and ordered to be printed 
once. 

Mr. HARTMAN offered the following amend¬ 
ment: “Provided that the city reserve the right 
to grant similar privileges to other railroad 
companies whenever In the wisdom of Conn* 
ells it may be deemed proper. Also, that the 
privilege to vacate any of the said streets Is 
reserved by the city.” 

He moved the adoption of the amendment. 
Mr. AIKEN moved the following amend¬ 
ment to the amendment. 

“Be It further enacted, that whenever the* 
Pleasant Valley Passenger Railway has the 
right to other streets gran ted, that the said P. 
V. K. W. be privileged to use that portion of 
said railroad company’s track between Seventh 
avenue and Filth avenue, subject to the time 
table and all other necessary arrangements 
made by said Birmingham Railroad Com¬ 
pany.” 

Mr. BURGWIN offered the following as a 
substitute for all the amendments, remarking 
that he believed It would meet the views of all 
the gentlemen offering amendments: 

Provided , That the Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh hereby reserve to themselves the 
right to grant at any time to any Passenger 
Railway Company the privileges of using said 
tracks, hereby authorized to be laid, for like 
purposes: upon payment to the Pittsburgh and 
Birmingham Passenger Railway Company of 
a proportionate share of the cost of laying the 
same; provided further , however, that any com¬ 
pany to which the right to use such tracks is 
granted shall rnn their cars thereon subject to 
and In conformity with Ruch reasonable time¬ 
table as may be established by the Pittsburgh 
and Birmingham Passenger Railway Com¬ 
pany. 

The following additional clause, offered by 
Mr. HARTMAN, was accepted by Mr. BUR- 
GWIN: Provided , also„ That nothing herein 
contained shall Interfere with the right of the 
city to vacate any part of the street Yoverwhlcb 
the said tracks shall be laid: 

Mr. KIRK (Mr. Gross In the chair) offered 
the following amendment to the substitute: 
“Provided that the right and privilege herein 
granted shall not be deemed an exclusive grant 
to said company, but the city reserve the right 
to grant similar privileges over the said 
streets ” 

Mr. HOUSE moved to lay Mr. Kirk’s amend¬ 
ment on the table. Carried. 

The question now recurred on the adoption 
of the substitute offered by Mr. BURGWIN* 
and it was carried. 

PASSED FINALLY. 

On motion of Mr. McAULEY, the ordinance 
was read three times and passed finally. Com¬ 
mon Council retused to concur in the passage 
of the ordinance, and it lays over for the pres¬ 
ent.

Council Chamber for the purpose of electing- 
in joint session the Board of Water Examiners 
authorized at the last meeting.

THE ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 

The PRESIDENT then read a certified copy

An Act to establish the Pittsburgh Fire Depend' 

ment . 

Section 1. Be it enacted , etc,. That the Coun¬ 
cils of the City of Pittsburgh be and they are 






hereby empowered to establish, organize and 
control a Paid Fire Department In and lor the 
City of Pittsburgh, ana to provide for the ex¬ 
penses thereof. 

Sec, 2. That for the purpose aforesaid, and in 
addition to other revenues, it shall be lawful 
for the said Councils to assess and collect a 
special tax upon all fire, marine and life insur¬ 
ance companies, or agencies, doing business 
within said city, said tax not to exceed in any 
one year the amount of three and one hair m ills 
on the dollar of the gross receipts of said com¬ 
panies. 

Sec. 3. The said Councils jshall have full 
power to make all necessary a&d proper rules 
and ordinances for the government or said Fire 
Department, not Inconsistent with the consti¬ 
tution and laws of the State of Pennsylvania, 
and to enforce the same by proper penalties. 

The act was read and accepted. (Not reached 
in Select.) 

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS. 

The following preamble and resolutions were 
presented by tbe Committee on Fire Engines 
and Hose; 

Whereas, It will require some time to de¬ 
liberate and mature a plan to organize the new 
Fire Department, your committee recommend 
the adoption of the following resolutions:

Resolved, That said Committee on Fire En¬ 
gines and Hose be and are hereby Instructed to 
ascertain and report to Councils what claims, 
if any, the former fire companies may have on 
property belonging to or used by them respec¬ 
tively. 

Resolved, That said Committee on Fire En¬ 
gines and Hose be and are hereby authorized, 
to effect and enter into a temporary organiza¬ 
tion of as many engines and hose carriages as 
they may be able to obtain possession of, not 
exceeding six engines and hose carriages, and 
Other property belonging thereto.

Aht, Armstrong, Blsseil, Bur- 
gwln, Devlin, Edwards, Friday, Hartman, 
Herron, Isaac Jones, Kirk, Laufman, Liddell, 
Morrow, Murdoch, Murray, McEwen, McMa¬ 
hon, Rafferty, Rees, Rush, Schmidt, Scully, 
Seeley, Thompson, Wainwright S. J, Wain- 
wright Z.—27. 

So the resolution was not laid upon the (able. 

Mr. JONES now moved to pass the resolution 
finally. 

Mr. LITTELL thought it beyond the prov-! 
ince of &Dy committtee to inquire into the 
matter. It was not their business. They 
could only censure the Solicitor. He was 
obliging and would draw up anything the 
members wanted without an ordinance. 
What control could any committee have over 
the Mayoi? 

Mr, 8HIPTON hoped it would not pass, be¬ 
cause It was not the business of any commit¬ 
tee. He was one of the persons who urged the 
passage of the bill, and he would tell any com¬ 
mittee It was none of their business. It might 
be unpleasant to have the door shut In the 
faces of gentlemen composing the commit¬ 
tee, 

Mr. GROSS hoped Councils would not stul- 
tily themselves by adopting the resolution. 

Mr. KIRK said that Mr. Slagle was a paid 
officer of the City and the City had ceriaiuly 
some control over him. He had understood 
that his absence in HarriRburg had prevented 
the preparation of the bonds of the banks elect¬ 
ed public depositories not long since and thus 
the unxexpended balance could not be put out 
at Intel eat. 

T Mr, BROWN was opposed to the creation of any 
Committee. He said any citizen in Pittsburgh 
had a right to get up a bill and present It to the 
Legislature and if be could pass It he did not 
see any reason why he should be visited with 
condemnation. He also stated that the bill left 
It optional with Councils to reduce 
its bodies, numerically speaking, and 
in reference to the Council Speaker 
said the Select Council was as large a 
body as the State Senate, and almostas large as 
the United States Senate. He was in favor of 
a reduction if It could be made. 

Mr. MORROW was in favor of the resolution.: 
The first resolution, as he understood it. cen¬ 
sured those engineering the passage of the bill, 
and the latter resolution would, In case it was 
passed, place the citizens aDd Councllmen in 1 
the right light ! 

The question here recurred on the motion to 
pass the resolution, and the yeas and nays 
being called, resulted as follows:

IMPROVEMENT OF PENN AVENUE. 

Mr. GROSS presented the act of Assembly 
relative to the improvement of Penn avenue 
and other avenues in the city: and remarked 
that be believed when It was understood there 
would be no opposition whatever. He did not 
wish to have ft passed until the Council fairly 
understood it. He asked the privilege of read¬ 
ing the bill, which was granted. 

After the bill had been read, Mr, GROSS 
moved that It be referred to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee to printonce for the information of the 
public, and report at next meeting. Carried, 

COMMON COUNCIL BUSINESS, 

The following business from Common Coun- 
cil was then taken up: 

An ordinance for tne grading and paving of 
Thirty-second street from Liberty street to 
Pine alley, in Common Council passed March 
10th, and In Select Council referred to Street 
Committee. March 2Sth, Common Council ad¬ 


hered to their former action, and it was sent to 
Select Council, but did not reach that branch 
UDtll yesterday. 

Mr. AHL moved to adhere to former action 
referring to the Street Committee. Agreed to, 
and a Committee of Conference asked. 

An ordinanoe making two election precincts 
in the Twelfth ward. In C. C., March 28th, 
passed. Concurred In. 

An ordinance for the grading, paving and 
curbing of Reed street, passed in C. C. was con¬ 
curred In. 

The petition of Thomas Byrne, for balance 
due for grading of Bluff street, was concurred 
In. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

Mr. RAFFERTY, an ordinance for the grant¬ 
ing of permits authorizing the constructing of 
vaults under sidewalks, and giving the Street 
Commissioners authority to issue permits in 
tnelr respective districts, whenever in their 
judgment the same may be safely granted. 

He moved that the rules be suspended and 
tte ordinance passed finally. 

Mr. GALLAHER moved to amend by adding 
in “connection with the Building Inspector,” 

Mr. KIRK moved to strike out “Commis¬ 
sioners” and Insert “Building Inspector.” 
Lost. 

Mr. GALLAHER’S amendment was also 
lost. 

DIVISION OF THE SIXTEENTH WARD, 

Mr.BROWN, petition of overone hundred 
and fifty voters fora division of the Sixteenth 
ward, by a line extending from Thirty-ninth 
street. He moved to refer to a special com¬ 
mittee of five, two from Select ana three from 
Common Council. 

Mr. SCHMIDT moved to lay the motion on 
the table. Lost by a decided vote. 

Mr. BROWN’S motion was then carried, but 
tne Chairman neglected to appoint the com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. HERRON, a resolution authorizing the 
Street Committee to pay $6,000 to K. Bracken, 
contractor for the Forty-eighth street sewer, 
and also instructing the City Treasurer to re¬ 
tain that amount of the assessments on the 
sewer aforesaid, and turn the same over to the 
Street Committee fund. 

Mr. HERRON moved the passage of the res¬ 
olution, remarking that over $40,000 worth of 
work had been done. 

The resolution was amended so as to read, 
“at their discretion,” after which it was 
passed. 

REPORT FROM THE ROAD COMMITTEE. 

Mr. MURDOCH, from the Road Committee, 
presented the following report : 

Gentlemen— Your Committee on Roads re¬ 
spectfully reoort the following ordinances, 
which they recommend to you for approval: 

An ordinance for the opening of Branch 
street, from Ridge street to Arch street. 

An ordinance for the grading and paving of 
8t. Patrick’s alley, from Mlltenberger to Gist 
street. 

Respectfully submitted. 

The report was accepted. The first ordinance 
was laid over, on account of no viewers being 
mentioned. The second ordinance was also 
laid over, a motion to suspend the rules being 
lost. 

THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMEET—THE ORDINANCE 
PASSED, 

Mr, HOUSE called up the ordinance creating 
a paid fire department, as passed In Common 
Council. 

The PRESIDENT then read the ordinance, 
after wblch a motion was made to concur In 
the action of Common Council, 

Mr, ISAAC JONES was opposed to the crea¬ 
tion of commissions, and said that the ordi¬ 
nance was simply the bill that had been before 
the Council eighteen months ago, and which 
had been rejected by the Select Council, He 
moved, in order to teat the sense of Council, 
the indefinite postponement of the bill. 

Mr. KEHEW said that the ordinance was not 
the bill that had been before the Council, and 
Mr. Jones was in error In stating such a thing. 
The act passed contained only three sections, 
and this was an ordinance drawn up under the 
power delegated to the Councils by that act. 

Mr, KEHEW also said vacancies were to be 
filled by the Councils. 

The PRESIDENT said that the ordinance 
was an act of Assembly, and nad Just been al¬ 
tered where the word “act” occurred to “ordi¬ 
nance.” 

Mr. KIRK said he had always been opposed 
to commissions, but now as tbe Councils were 
to have full control of the department, he was 
ready to move the suspension of the rules in 
order to pass the ordinance finally. 

1 Mr. HARTMAN wanted to know if the city 
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would be required to buy up all the old engines 
and property held by private citizens. 

Mr. BROWN said that such a question would 
be left with the Commissioners. He also said 
that the matter was under the full control of 
the Councils, and he therefore believed that 
the ordinacce ought to pass at once. 

Mr. RAFFERTY thought that the commis¬ 
sioners ought to report more than once a year. 

Mr. KEHEW saia the Councils could call for 
a report at auy time. 

The question then recurred on a motion to 
suspend the rules, and there being slight ob¬ 
jection the yeas and nays were called, but not 
being sustained, tbe question came on the mo¬ 
tion to suspend the rules, This motion pre¬ 
vailed, and the ordinance was considered as 
read three times and passed finally. 

On motion adjourned.

THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. 8IMS, Chairman of the Committee on 
Fire Engines ami Hose, called up the pream¬ 
ble and resolutions offerred at the previous 
meeting, relative to the Paid Fire Department. 

Mr. McKELYY moved that the resolutions 
be Indefinitely postponed, Agreed to by a 
vote of 30 to 13. 

Mr, SIMS then called up the “ordinancelevy¬ 
ing a tax for the Paid Fire Department,” laid 
over at last meetibg. Decided out of order, as 
the Department had not yet been established. 

THE “COUNCIL COMMITTEE” ORDINANCE. 
Mr. ARTHURS then submitted "an ordi¬ 
nance creating a Paid Fire Department for tbe 
city of Pittsburgh.” He stated that this ordi¬ 
nance contained the essence of the several or¬ 
dinances creating Paid Fire Departments in 
five of the principal cities In the country. Tbe 
ordinance was then read, tbe distinctive fea¬ 
ture being that it gave Councils, through tbe 
Committee on Englues, full control of the De¬ 
partment. 

Mr. SNODGRASS asked whether this was 
the “long bill” or something new, 

Mr. ARTUUR3 stated that it was tbe bill of 
the Committee on Fire Engines and Hose. It 
had been prepared with great care, and be 
hoped It would be passed forthwith The cily 
was In great danger of destruction by fire, at 
any moment, anuhe moved the passage of the 
ordinance. 

THE “COMMISSION” ORDINANCE. 

Mr. MORGAN opposed tbe ordinance, as 
much of the matter contained therein—such 
as relates to the Fire Alarm Telegraph, etc.— 
was already embraced In city legislation. He 
offered, as a substitute, the followlug ordi¬ 
nance: 

THE ORDINANCE. 

An ordinance creating a Paid Fire Department 
for the Cily of PittsbUi gh: 

Be It ordained and enacted by tbe Councils 
of the city of Pittsburgh, and It is hereby or¬ 
dained and enacted by authority of the same— 
Section 1. The Councils of tbe City of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall, at a joint meeting called for tbe 
purpose, elect nine citizens, resident of said 
city, to be “Pittsburgh Fire Commisuioners.'’ 
(which office is hereby created with the duties 
and powers herein contained and imposed), 








•who shall form a Pittsburgh Fire Department, 
to take and have as provided by this ordinance, 
control and management of all officers, men, 
property, measure and action for the preven¬ 
tion and extinguishment of fires within said 
District, to be organized as herein provided, 
and to be known as the Pittsburgh Fire De¬ 
partment. Said Commissioners shall hold 
the said office respectively for the terms fol¬ 
lowing, to wit: Three for one year, 
three for two years, and three for three 
years* and at the expiration^of each term re¬ 
spectively successors shall be elected by Coun¬ 
cils, who shall hold said office tor the term ot 
three years; vacancies in said office shall be 
filled by Councils. Said Commissioners shall 
be subject to removal by the Councils oi the 
city of Pittsburgh, as is provided by the laws 
applicable to the removal of other city officers, 
which are hereby extended so as to relate to 
said Department, but no removals shall be 
made until the Commissioner contemplated to 
be removed shall have been served with spe¬ 
cific written charges, stating the derelictions 
complained of, and have been afforded an ade¬ 
quate opportunity to publicly answer tne 
same and make bis defense thereto. Said 
Commissioners shall not receive pay and shall 
have power to buy and sell real estate subject 
to the approval of Councils. Provided , That 
no member of Councils shall be eligible to the 
position of Commissioner. 

Sec. 2. Said Commissioners, being qualified, 
shall meet and organize the “ Pittsburgh Fire 
department” by selecting one of said Com¬ 
missioners to be President, and appointing a 
person to be Secretary, whereupon they shall 
possess and have all the power and authority 
conferred upon or possessed by auy and all of¬ 
ficers of the Fire Department of the city ol 
Pittsburgh, and to the exclusion of all such of¬ 
ficers and such other powers and duties In said 
city, as are hereinafter conferred. Five of said 
Commlsstonersshail constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. 

Sec. 3. The said “Pittsburgh Fire Depart¬ 
ment” is hereby empowered and directed to 
possess and exercise fully and exclusively all 
the powers and perform all the duties for the 
government, management, maintenance and 
direction of the Fire Department oi the city of 
Pittsburgh, and the premises and property 
thereof, which, at the time of the organization 
of said Department, were possessed by the vol- 
onteer Department,or under the control of the 
Boards and officers of the Fire Department of 
■aid city, or officers or employees of said city; 
■aid powers and duties to be exercised and 
performed, and said property used in the said 
city or otherwise as hereinafter provided. And 
the said Department shall hereafter have sole 
and exclusive power and authority to extin¬ 
guish fires In said city of Pittsburg; and all or¬ 
dinances conferring upon any other offlcerand 
officers and power in relation to the extin¬ 
guishment of fires ia said city, are hereby re- 

8ec. 4. The Board of Commissioners shall 
have full power to provide, in and for the city 
of Pittsburgh, supplies, horses, tools, Imple¬ 
ments and apparatus of any. and all kinds (to 
be used In extinguishing fires), and to provide 
suitable locations for the same, and to buy, 
sell, construct, repair and have the care of the 
same, and take any aud all such action In the 
premises as may be reasonably necessary and 
proper. Provided, that the Commissioners 
shall not have more Lhan seven steamers, two 
ladder companies, and one fuel wagon, one 
hose company to be located in the district 
known as Oakland, and oue hook and ladder 
company to be located In the district known 
as East Liberty. 

Sec. 5, The department hereby created Is 
herebv empowered and directed to possess and 
exercise full and exclusive power and discre¬ 
tion for the government, management, main¬ 
tenance and direction of the several buildings 
and premises and property and apurtenances 
thereto, and all apparatus, hose, implements 
and tools of any aud all kinds, which at the 
time ol the appointment of the Commissioners 
aforesaid, were under the charge and control of 
any and all city officers or officers of the Fire 
Department in said city, for the Use and bene¬ 
fit of the Fire Departmant of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh. And it shall be the duty of all persons 
and officers in possession of any property, real 
or personal, belonging to or set apart for or in 
hse by or for the Fire Department of said city, 
to deliver the same to the possession and con¬ 
trol of said Pittsburgh Fire Department. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer of the city of Pittsburgn 
■hall be the custodian of all moneys of the De¬ 
partment. Re shall, on checks and vouchers 
drawn by the said Commissioners and ap¬ 
proved by the City Controller, disburse all 
moneys raised and used for the purpose of said 
Pittsburgh Fire Department. 

6kc. 7. The Pittsburgh Fire Commissioners. 1 


the Mayor of the city of Pittsburgh, the Presi¬ 
dents of the Select and Common Councils, the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of said 
Councils, and the Controller of said city, shall 
constitute a “Board of Estimate,” and shall 
annually, on or before the first Monday of 
January in each year, estimate the sum re¬ 
quired lor the support and maintenance of the 
said department for the ensuing fiscal year, 
and report the same to Councils, who shall 
cause to be levied, raised and collected upon 
estates, property and all things subject to taxa¬ 
tion according to law within said city, The 
sum so as aforesaid required and estimated for 
the annual expenses authorized by this act and 
the moneys so collected shall be deposited In 
the city Treasury, and placed to the credit of 
the Pittsburgh Fire Department, which taxes 
shall be collected as otherclty taxes are now by 
law collected. 

Sec. S. The said Commissioners shall pro¬ 
vide such offices and businessaccommodatiouR 
as may be requisite for the transaction of Us 
business and that of Us subordinates in said 
city of Pittsburgh, 

8ec. 9. The said Commissioners shall have 
power to select a Secretary, Chief and Assist¬ 
ant Engineers, and as many officers, clerks, 
firemen and appointees as may be necessary, 
and the same shall at all times be under the 
control of the said Commissioners, and per¬ 
form such duties as may be assigned to them 
by Bald Commissioners, and may be removed 
by said Commissioners. The firemen and em¬ 
ployees mentioned In this section shall be 
selected as far as practicable from the active 
and honorary members of the present “Fire 
Department of the City of Pittsburgn.” Pro¬ 
vided, That the Commissioners shall not em¬ 
ploy more than one chief engineer, one assist¬ 
ant engineer, eight men for each steamer, four 
men for each hose company, and six men lor 
each hook aud ladder company. Each steamer 
shall have one foreman, one engineer, one 
fireman, one driver and four men. Each hose 
company shall have one foreman and three 
horsemen. Each hook and ladder company 
shall have one foreman, one driver and four 
truckmen. 

Sec. 10. The aforesaid officers and men, with 
their apparatus of all kinds, when on duty, 
shall have the right of way at any fire, and In 
any highway, street or avenue, over any and 
all vehicles of any kind, except those carrying 
the United States mall, and any person In or 
upon, or owning any vehicle, who shall refuse 
the right of way, or in any way wlltully ob¬ 
struct any fire apparatus, or any of said officers 
while In performance of duty, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and bellableto punlshmeut 
lor the same, and be subject to a penalty not to 
exceed fifty dollars. , 

8ec. II. On and after the organization of the ! 
department, all real estate, fire apnaratus, hose. 
Implements, tools, and ail property of what¬ 
ever nature then or therefore in use by the fire¬ 
men or Fire Department of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh, shall be transferred by all persons hav- 
I lng charge of the same, to the keeping and 
custody of the “Pittsburgh Fire Department,” 
(hereby created,) and for the use of said depart¬ 
ment thereafter, But the said property shall 
remain the property of the city of Pittsburgh, 
subject to the public uses of said department, 
as aforesaid, and for the purposes provided by 
this ordinance. And whenever any of the said 
property shall no longer be needed by the said 
department for the purposes of this act, 
they shall dispose of the same to the best ad¬ 
vantage, and apply the proceeds to the “Fire 
Department Fund.” 

8ec. 12. The Department hereby created 
may adopt a Common Heal and direct Its use, 
and may Institute and maintain suits and pro¬ 
ceedings, (and may pay any costs, expenses or 
judgments therein,) for the enforcements of its 
rights and contracts, and for the protection, 
possession and maintenance of the property 
under the control of said Department, and all 
sums recovered shall be for the benefit of eald 
Department Fund. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty ot said Depart¬ 
ment annually to present to the Select and 
Common Councils oi the city of Pittsburgh, in 
the month of January in each year, a full, 
complete and detailed statement of its expen¬ 
ditures during the previous year, and to set 
forth therein generally the action of said De¬ 
partment ancl the classification and number 
of Its officers and men. The first report of 
said Department shall contain a copy of the 
rules and by-laws adopted by said Depart¬ 
ment. and the several subsequent annual re¬ 
ports shall set forth all amendments to said 
rules and by-laws. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the Depart¬ 
ment hereby created, and of the police force 
of the city ol Pittsburgh, their respective of¬ 
ficers and men, to so co-operate together in 
a'l proper ways, and the said police force aud 
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this Department may respectively provide for 
protection against fire, and for the arrest of ail 
persons who may, at or near any fire, commit 
or attempt to commltt any crime against the 
laws of this Commonwealth, or may violate 
any rule or regulation of said Department, 
and on the first Monday of February In each 
year the officers and men under the control of 
the Pittsburgh Fire Commissioners shall be 
sworn In like manner as the police force of 
said city, and in case ol emergency, the Mayor 
of said city shall have power and control over 
them as he has over the police force of said 
city. 

Sec. 15. The Bald Commissioners shall not 
pay more tnan 91,200 per year to the Chief En¬ 
gineer, $840 per year to the Assistant Engineer, 
$810 to each loreman of steamers, $820 to each 
engineer of steamers, $750 to each driver of 
steamers, $750 to each foreman and driver of 
each hook and ladder, company, and $720 per 
year to all other employees designated as men 
connected with this Department. 

8 ec. 16. The said Commifsioners shall have 
sole and exclusive control of the Fire Alarm 
Telegraph, and all employees connected there¬ 
with. 

Sec. 17, That all ordinances or parts of ordi¬ 
nances In any manner conflicting with this 
ordinance, be and are hereby repealed, 

Mr. MORGAN stated that he offered that 
bill because he regarded It as much better 
than the one before read. If the department 
was put into the hands of Commissioners, it 
would prevent Its becoming a political ma¬ 
chine. Under the control of Councils, the 
Presidents of Councils would virtually have 
the management of the whole Department, 
aud the elections to that body would In many 
instances be made to turn upon the question 
ts to how Ji'ar the members would serve cer¬ 
tain parties in forming the Committee on Fire 
Engines, etc, 

Mr. SEIBERT opposed the Commission bill, 
aLd favored the oue offered by Mr. Arthurs. 

Mr. BATCHELOR asked whether this Coun¬ 
cil had passed a resolution at last meeting In¬ 
structing the Committee on Fire Engines and 
Hose to prepare an ordinance creating a Paid 
Fire Department, and report the same to 
Councils? 

The PRESIDENT stated that the resolution 
baa not beeu reached in the other Council, and 
was of no effect. 

Mr. WALLACE moved to lay the ordinance 
on the table. Lost by a vote of 53 nays to 3 
yeas—Messrs. Barker. Caskey and Miller votlDg 
yea. 

Mr. McKELVY moved to take tip the ordi¬ 
nance section by section. Agreed to. 

LEGAL QUESTION RAISED. 

The PRESIDENT stated that he would rule 
out of order that part of the ordinance creating 
a commission. The Councils bad no power to 
create a commission. 

Mr. MORGAN thought the Councils had full 
power, under the act, to create a commission. 

The first section was then read, but before a 
vole was taken, 

Mr. HARE stated that he hoped the ruling of 
the President would be either reversed or sus¬ 
tained. Let them start right. 

Mr. McKELVy thought the City Solicitor 
snould be called In, ana his opinion asked. 

The Messenger was sent for the Solicitor, but 
reported that he was not in the bnilding. 

THE CHAIR REVERSED, 

Mr. MORGAN appealed from the decision Of 
the chair. 

On the question “shall the decision of the 
chair be sustained ?” the vote stood—yeas, 10: 
nays, 34. So the chair was not sustained. 

Mr. MORGAN moved the adoption of the 
first section of the ordinance. 

Mr. FLEMING offered an amendment, mak¬ 
ing the commission consist of nine Instead of 
seven members.^ Accepted by Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. McKELVY moved another amendment 
—“and that no member of Councils shall be 
eligible to serve on said commission.” Agreed 
to. 

Thesecond, third, fourth, fifth,sixth, sev¬ 
enth and eighth sectlous were adopted as read. 
The ninth section being read, Mr, McKEL- 
VY moved to amend by appointing but one 
Assistant Chief Engineer. Accepted. 

The tenth, eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth and 
fourteenth sections were adopted as read. 

The filteentb section being read. 

Mr. HARE moved that tne salary of each 
foreman be $840, and each engineer $820. The 
amendment was lost by a tie vote—23 to 23. 

The fifteenth section was then adopted as 
read. 

The sixteenth section being read, Mr. DUFF 
moved to strike out the entire section. 

Mr. MORGAN thought it was essential that 
the commission should have lull control of the 
telegraph. 

Mr. DUFF opposed the section, as the police 



business done on the line was greatly in excess 
of that done by the Fire Department, and 
there was danger of a conflict of authority, 

Mr. OLIVER, Jr., thought there was not the 
slightest danger of a coo diet of authority. Be¬ 
side, the Fire Alarm Telegraph was construct¬ 
ed mainly for the use of the Fire Department, 
and the Commissioners should have full con¬ 
trol of it. 

Mr. MORGAN took the same view, and stat¬ 
ed that if the Commissioners did not do their 
duty, or undertook to put on any “airs,” they 
could be legislated out of office immediately. 

The section was then adopted as read. 

The remaining section was adopted, and the 
ordinance, as amended, was read a third time , 
and finally passed—the rules being suspended I 
for that purpose. !

Gentlemen: In compliance with a resolu¬ 
tion passed March 10th, 1870, asking for infor¬ 
mation with regard to the amount of grading, 
4c,, done on Webster avenue, from Roberts to 
Kirkpatrick streets, I would respectfully re¬ 
port that the total amount of grading required 
to complete the work, and for which the con¬ 
tractor will be paid, 1 b 34,741 cubic yards, of 
1 which there has already been done 29,372 cubic 
yards, leaving 5,369 cubic yards to be done yet. 

As to the amount ofthe filling done on the 
| street prior to the lei ting of this contract, I am 
unable to report as I have not the cross section 
i notes of the original surface, without which It 
would be impossible to make an estimate. It, 
however, does not enter into ray computation, 
and not a yard of it 1 b included in the above es¬ 
timate. 

There has been a slight change made in the 
grade of tbe avenue, between Roberts and 
Granville streets. The grade adopted by an 
j ordinance passed November 24tb, 1851, rises at 
the rate of 9,63 feet per one hundred feet, to & 

1 point four hundred and thirty-five feet east of 
i the East curb line of Roberts street, then 
changes to a rise of 5,72 feet per one hundred 
feet for a distance of 211.98 feet. 

I The change begins at a point 191.50 feet east 
i of Roberts street, and rises at the rate of 8.63 
| feet per 100 feet until it meets the original 
| grade at Granville street. 

I The change was made on November 29Lh, 

1 1869, on tbe recommendation of tbe Street Cora- 
: mlttee, who reported an ordinance in corapli- 
I ance with a petition numerously signed by 
' property owners along the avenue. 

■ As to why the assessment was made before 
I the entire contract was completed, I did it by 
i directions of the Street Committee, who passed 
i a resolution on the 8th of July, I860, directing 
; me to make an assessment for the contractor,

bbc. 3. Bald election shall be by ballot, endorsed 
upon the outside Penn Avenue Commissioners, and 
with the names of the persons voted for written or 
printed upon the inside thereof. Each owner of prop¬ 
erty may vote for not more than tfve person*, and the 
five persons haviog the h : gbeet number of -the votes 
cast respectively, shall be declared to be elected. The 
offloers conducting said election shall, before opening 
the polls, be duly sworn to falthfoliy perfbrm the 
duties they shall keep a list of persons voting, and 
shall, within three days after said election, furnish to 
the persons elected certificates ol their election, with 
* notice of a time and place, where and when, they 
shall meet to organize for the purposes of their ap¬ 
pointment, which time shall not be more than ten 
days pftersald election, and said election officers stall 
return the list of voters, with a certificate or the re 
«uU to tbe Controller of the city of Pittsburgh. 

8 *C, 4. The persons so elected shall meet at the 
time and place designated in the notice afortsaid,and 
shall organize by the election ol one of their number 
who shall act os President, and by the election oi a 
Secretary, who shall be one of their number or not. 
a* said Commiflloners shall determine, and said Sec¬ 
retary shall receive such compensation as the Com¬ 
missioner* may determine. 

8 kc. 5. If any of said Commissioners shall remove 
from the city, or cease to be a property owner, as 
aforesaid, or shall neglect or refuse to attend In suc¬ 
cession four regular meetings of the Board, or meet¬ 
ings of which he shall have been duly notified, said 
Commissioner shall be authorized to declare his p£ 
aition vacant, and if any vacancy shall occur in said 
Board by death, resignation or otherwise, the re¬ 
maining Commissioners shall be authorized to fill the 
vacancy by tbe election of a suitable person, quali¬ 


fied as hereinbefore provided, and shall immediately 
thereafter notify the Controller of the city of Pitts 
burgh of such change.

B*o. 8. Bald Commissioners shall be and are hereby 
authorized to determine the kind and description of. 

E avement to be used upon the part of said avenue to 
e Improved, and to provide for the improvement of I 
said avenue from St. Mary’s avenue to the eastern 
line of the city, and for said purpose shall make and 
enter into contracts for furnishinar materials for 
grading, curbing and paving of the said avenue, either 
for the entire work in one contract, or for parts there¬ 
of, fn separate and specified sections as to them mav 
seem best, and to superintend and control all work 
done in pursuance thereof; and to dispose of any 
surplus material obtained in the grading thereof 
Provided, That said improvement shall be uniform 
throughout the length to be Improved, and shall con¬ 
form to the grades of said avenue as now established, 
or as they may hereafter be established by the Coun¬ 
cils of the city Of Pith burgh. 

Sac.7. All contracts shall be made by said Com¬ 
missioners iu the name of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
shall be made with the lowest and best bidder, or bid¬ 
der^ upon sea'ed,proposals after public notice tor not 
Uss than ten days In three daily papers of the City of 
Pittsburgh, and in such other papers as said Com¬ 
missioners may teiect. which notice shall contain a 
description of the kind and amount of work to be 
done,fas nearly accurate as practicable, and the terms 
of payment which shall be fixed by said Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Sue. 8. Each contractor shall be required to give 
bond to the city of Pittsburgh with sureties to be ap¬ 
proved by said Commissioners for tne faithful per¬ 
formance of bis contract, and said Commissioners 
shall have power to Institute suit In tbe name of the 
city of Pittsburgh to enforce all contracts made by 
them. 

8 kc. 9. All contracts made by said Commissioners 
for the payment of money shall provide for the pay¬ 
ment out of the funds hereinafter provided for said 
Improvement. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the City Engineer of 
Pittsburgh to furnish to said Commissioners the 
proper grades and lines and to see that the work is 
done in accordance with the ordinance and regula¬ 
tions of the city as to grades and llnee. 

Sec. 11. As soon as the grading and paving of said 
avenue or any section thereof snail have been com¬ 
pleted to the satisfaction of said Commissioners, they 
shall notify the City Engineer of the fact and said 
avenues or part thereof shall thereafter be under tbe 
control of the proper officers ot said city of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Sec. 12 . For the purpose of providing for the pay¬ 
ment of the costs and expenses of satoimprovements 
tbe said Commissioners shall be authorized, from 
time to time, as the work progresses, to make requi¬ 
sition upon the Mayor of the city of Pittsburgh tor 
the issue of bonds of said city In such sums as they 
may deem best, and It shall be the duty of the said 
Mayor to make and execute bonds In the name of 
said city to an amour t not exceeding the amount of 
the contract price fer said work and the Incidental 
expenses attending the same; said bonds shall be 
known as Penn Avenue Bonds; they shall be signed 
by the Mayor and countersigned by the Controller, 
and se&l<d with the corporate seal of said city; they 
shall be ail of tbe same date, and they shall be paya¬ 
ble twelve years after date and redeemable at any 
time at the option of said city; they r hall bear Interest 
at the rate or seven per centnm per annum, payable 
semi-annually from date; principal and interest pay¬ 
able at the office of the Treasurer of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh; the said bonds shall be free of taxation. 

Bec. 13. When said bonds have been signed by the 
Mayor and sealtd with the corporate seal, they shall 
be delivered to tbe City Controller, who shall register 
them in a book to be kept for that purpose; he shall 
then countersign the same and deliver them to tbe 
said Commissioners and take their receipt therefor. 

Sec. 14. Said Commissioners shall be authorized to 
negotiate said 1 onds lu such manner as they may 
think best, and for such prices as may be obtained for

All moneys received by the City Treas¬ 
urer Jjotn the rale of raid bondssha'l be kept by him 
In a separate food and paid out on requisition of said 
Commissioners, accompanied with an affidavit ol the 
BeCretary or a member of said commission that work 
has been done or materials furnished to the amount 
of said requisition, and iliac the money is required 
for payment or the same. All monies received by 
the City Treasurer shall be kept lu the same man¬ 
ner. and subject to all the regulations regarding oth¬ 
er money of the c ty, except that he shall keep a sep¬ 
arate account ol tbe same. All Interest received 
upon the same shall be credited to this fend. 

Sec. 16. When the improvement herein provided 
for shall have been comp eted. It shall be the duty of 
said Com mission ers to ascertain the entire amount 
or the bonds sold by them, and the interest thereon 
to the first day of October preceding, which shall be 
taken to be the cost of said improvement, said cost 
shall then be assessed equally per front foot upon 
the property fronting or abutting upon said im¬ 
provement.

office of the City Treasurer In ten equal annual in 
stallments, with Interest at seven (7) per ceDtum up¬ 
on the unpaid portion thereof, the first of which with 
interest on the whole amount at seven per cent, sball 
be payable on the first day of October next, succeed¬ 
ing the Ume said assessment is made by said Com¬ 
missioners, and the others annually thereafter until 
all are paid; and If said installments or any ot them 
are not paid at the time they become due. It shall be 
} the duty of said Treasurer to certify the same to the 
City Attorneyfor collection, and the same shad bear 
Interest at seven percent, from the time it become 
doe and payable.

Sec. 20. If any assessment or Instalment thereof 
shall remain unpaid for thirty days after the same 
becomes due, it shall be the dutyot the City Attorney 
of thecitv or Pittsburgh to file a claim for the same 
in tbe District Court of the county of Allegheny, lo 
tbe same manner asmechanlcs’ Hens are filed and 
writ by getre faciat and levari faring may be imutd 
thereon, as In the case of mechanics' liens, and tbe 
same costs shall be taxed. Judgments shall be en¬ 
tered thereon for the full amount of the assewmeat 
remain lug unpaid, with leave to takeout exectuioi 
for the Instalment and interest thereon due, and for 
each subsequent Instalment and interest as the asm* 
becomes due. 

Sec. 21. Any owner of properly against which in as¬ 
sessment shall have been made for the cost of said 
improvement shall have the right to pay the sane 
In'mil, with interest thereon at seven pf r cent from 
the first day of October preceding, or after bavins 
paid one or more of tbe Instalments, and interest, be 
may at any time pay the balance of bis assessment 
remaining unpaid, with the interest thereon at seven 
per cent, from the due date of the preesd. 
ing payment, and such payment in full ih*U 
satlsf and discharge the lien upon said 
property. Any oWner of such property dividing hU 
property, so that tbe fteet front on this Improvement

The town owners in said act shall be con¬ 
strued to include all corporations, public, private sod 
municipal, and whenever any Judgment maybeob- 
jained against any such corporation or SMOcUdon.

ble. When the owner of a lot Is unknown thelleo 
shall b«> filed against unknown owner and Indexed 
accordingly. A tcire facing may issue thereon In mum 
manner which shall be published bv the Sheriff for 
tour weeks In two daily papers in Bald city, with a foil 
description of the lot, the amount assessed thereel 
and for wnat purpose It was made, judgment may 
then be entered and the lot so’d on levari facias to tb* 
same effect as it tbe real owner had been named. 

Bec. 24. No mistakes in the description of the crop- 
erty or in tbe name ot the owner shall vitiate tb* 
JleD, but tbe Court shall have power on motion »t any 
time to'correct mistakes, and to add or strike oat 
names as defendants: provided, however, that any 
owner whose name sball be added as a defendant af¬ 
ter the filiog of the Hen shall he served with a w»r* 
faciax before judgment shall be entered against him, 
and provided farther, that a sale upon a Invirt ftrvn 
shall convey only the Interests of those who are de¬ 
fendants in the writ, but a judgment or eaie agaloat * 
reputed owner or ono having a limited estate or I» 
ter eat shall not prevent a subsequent Judgment or 
sale against the true owner, or against one having a 
limited estate or interest. 

Sec. 25. This act shall not take effect until the 
Councils of the city of Pittsburgh shall bars ap¬ 
proved thereof. 

Sec 28. Whenever the owners of a majority in In 
term-tof the property abutting upon any otherstmt 
or aventis «r portion thereof Jn said city shaft desire 
to avail themselves of the pr.vileges contained In this 
act, Itshall belawful lor the Councils of the city of 
Pittsburgh to direct the grading and paving of the 
same, and they may authorize an election of Oow- 
miss loners, as provided In this act, and appointoffl- 
cere to hold the election, and all the provlsloni of 
this act shall be applied to said improvement, chan t 
lug the provisions so far as to make them conform to 
said Improvement.

Passed. 

Objections being made, Mr. PHILLIPS 
moved a suspension of the rules, because It 
was necessary to have It passed at once if It 
was desired to have the building completed 
by next April, 

Mr, KIRK here offered the following resolu¬ 
tion:

Mr, E. P. JONES, from the Road Committee, 
submitted an ordinance appointing John Bur- 
lin a viewer on the opening of Homewood ave¬ 
nue, instead of Finley Torrence, who declined 
t > serve.

WOODEN AND IRON CLAD BUILDrNGS. 

Mr. HARTMAN from the Committee on 
Wooden Buildings, presented a report, recom¬ 
mending the passage of the Iollowlng ordin¬ 
ance: 

One giving Dickson, Marshall & Co., the 
right to erect an iron-clad building to their 
foundry. 

GivlDg Martin Froraer, the privilege to erect 
an iron-clad in the Sixth ward. 

Giving JamesSutger privilege to erect four 
buildings in the Seventeenth ward. 

Giving Wm. Smith privilege to erect an Iron¬ 
clad. 

The ordinances were passed finally. 
PITTSBURGH AND CONNELLSVILLE RAILROAD— 

THE PROPOSED DEl'OT ON THE WHARF—ORDI¬ 
NANCE PRESENTED. 

Mr. HOUSE called up the ordinance author¬ 
izing the Pittsburgh and ConnellRvllle Rail¬ 
road Company to erect a passenger depot upon 
a certain portion of the Monongabela wharf. 
The ordinance is as follows: That the Pitts¬ 
burgh and Connellsville Railroad Company be 
and they are hereby authorized to erect a pas¬ 
senger house or depot, with two tracks and 
their accompanying platforms, upon that por¬ 
tion of the Monongabela wnarf which lies be¬ 
tween the eastern side of Smith field street and 
the eastern side of Grant street; provided, 
however, that the authority hereby granted is 
only to take effect upon condition that the 
structure of said depot shall be supported by 
piers composed of rows of Iron pillars founded 
on masonry not to exceed two feet in thick¬ 
ness; said piers to be longitudinally one hun¬ 
dred feet apart for a distance of four hundred 
feet from the east side of Grant street, and 
thence for a distance of about sixty feet, to be 
not less than twenty feet apart lengthwise of 
the building, and that thence for a distance of 
about seventy-six feet to tbe east side of 
Smitbfleld street, and the said Pittsburgh and 
Connellsville Railroad Company shall have 
the right to extend tbe front of the 
Suspension bridge abutment that dis¬ 
tance—seventy-six feet—by a wall or ma¬ 
sonry and thence by a similar wall at 
right angles to tbe first, towards Water street; 


said walls to enclose a space to be filled in 
and paved as a carriage drive, leaving a suffi¬ 
cient width in front of Water street for tbe 
thoroughfare to the river: and ihat the said 
company may make their passenger house 
fronting on said carriage drive, of two stories 
in height. The under side ot said house to be 
not less than fourteen feet in clear height from 
the surface of the wharf on tbe upper side of 
the house at the east side of Grant street, and 
notless than nineteen feet at the distance of 
four hundred feet therefrom, aforesaid; and 
Provided , also, That the Btrlp or portion of the 
wharf covered by said structure shall not ex¬ 
ceed fifty feet in width, and that the roof of 
said building shall be composed of iron or 
slate, and that in other respects due precau¬ 
tions be taken against fire. 

Section 2 provides that the railroad company 
is also required to provide stages to facilitate 
the discharge of river freights from boats from 
the height of water, and tbe position of the 
tracks hereby authorized to be built shall ren¬ 
der the same necessary.” 

On motion of Mr. HOUSE, It was|referred to 
the Committee on Railroads, in conjunction 
with the Monongahela Wharf Commlttee.wltb 
instructions to tbe Railroad Committee to fix 
tbe amount of the annual rental for Ibe use of 
the wharf. 

Mr. GROSS offered the following amendment 
to the ordinance: 

Provided, However, and this grant is made 
upon the express condition that tbe Pitts¬ 
burgh, Virginia and Charleston Railway Com¬ 
pany may, and shall have the right and privi¬ 
lege of using and occupying in company, with 
the sa'd Pittsburgh, and Connellsville Railroad 
Company, the said wharf, and tbe structure, 
i racks, buildings and depot to be thereon erect¬ 
ed by the said Pittsburgh and Connellsville 
Railroad Company, for the purpose and use of 
the said Pittsburgh, Virginia and Charleston 
Ra ilway Company, upon the payment of it to 
the Pittsburgh and Connellsville Railroad 
Company of one-half part of the cost of said 
buildings and improvements placed thereon, 
and the expenses of keeping up and maintain¬ 
ing the same, together with one-half part of 
the annual rent aforesaid. 

The amendment was referred to the same 
Committee on motion of Mr. GROSS. 

THE CITY HALL ACT CALLED UP. 

Mr. MORROW called up the act supplement¬ 
al to the City Hall Commission A ct. 

Mr. KIRK here offered tbe resolution intro¬ 
duced, when the act was up before, and ruled 
out of order at that time. 

He supported the resolution in a forcible ar¬ 
gument, remarking that the Commission had 
$135,000 yet in their hands and he thought they 
could get along a month longer without the 
additional sum authorized by tbe bill. The 
matter bad dow been postponed for a month 
and he could not see any reason why the Com¬ 
mission should object giving the desired Infor¬ 
mation. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said that the Commission 
had already advanced about $20,000 for the 
prosecution of tbe work on tbe building, and 
this additional revenue was necessary to com¬ 
plete the buildJug, True tbe Commissioners 
had money yet In the fund, but the assess¬ 
ments would not be paid in for two years. 

Mr. McAULEY hoped the act would be ap¬ 
proved, as the accommodations for tbe city 
officials were a disgrace to the city and be¬ 
sides the work was now half done and the 
question was whether the work was to be sus¬ 
pended or pushed forward. If it was to be 
completed tbe additional revenue was neces¬ 
sary. 

Mr. BROWN coincided with Mr. McAULEY, 
and did not see that theCouDClla would be 
benefltled In any way by a report from the 
Commissioners, Tbe additional revenue was 
necessary and he would therefore oppose tbe 
adoption of the resolution. 

Mr, SCULLY oflered an amendment to sub¬ 
mit the question to the voters of the consoli¬ 
dated city, 

Mr. PHILLIPS said the provisions of the act 
made it obligatory upon the Councils to ap¬ 
prove or disapprove of the act. The question 
could not be submitted to a vote of the people. 

Mr. HARTMAN wanted to know if the upper 
story could not be left off. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said it could not be done now 
as the contracts were all let for the building 
according to tbe present plans. 

Mr. E. P. JONES thought that Inasmuch as 
the books of the Commissioners were open at 
all times, that every gentleman present ought 
to know exactly the operations of the Board. 
To those that did not be thought that the ex¬ 
planations of Messrs. Phillips and MoAuley 
shonld be satisfactory. It would be a disgrace 
to the city to deface the building by leaving 
off a story to save some expense. 
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Mr. McAULEY said that members of the 
Commission had advanced about $32,000 of 
their own money to tbe building, 

Mr. HARTMAN said he was notin favor of 
defacing the bulling, and merely asked the 
question about the upper story for informa¬ 
tion. 

Mr. KIRK said that the resolution had been 
misconstrued altogether. Some of the mem¬ 
bers talked as if the work was to be suspended 
on the building instanter, but this was not 
aimed at in the resolution, It was merely in¬ 
tended to have some official information from 
the Commission as to the cost of the Hall, and 
the time of completion, &c. He did not;want 
to take the word or report of members of the 
Commission, but he desired to have any offi¬ 
cial report. 

Mr. PHILLIPS called the previous ques¬ 
tion, 

Mr. E. P. JONES moved that the resolution 
of Mr. Kirk belaid upon the table. 

Mr. KIRK asked that the yeas and nays be 
recorded on the motion to lay on the table, 

The call was sustained, and resulted as fol¬ 
lows: Ayes 28; nays 14. 

So the motion to lay on the table was car¬ 
ried. 

Mr. BURGWIN offered a remonstrance 
against the approval of the report of the view¬ 
ers on the opening of Crescent street, signed by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. Read 
and accepted. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved that the City Hall 
Commission matter be disposed of. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the question 
was not before the house. The reconsideration 
had not been carried. 

Mr. PHILLIPS stated that Mr. KIRK had 
called it np by offering his resolution. 

Tbe PRESIDENT—But a reconsideration was 
not carried. 

Mr. PHILLIPS was speaking, when Mr. 
KIRK called him to order. 

Mr. DUNCAN now moved a reconsideration 
which was carried. 

The question then recurred on the final pass¬ 
age of the bill. 

Mr. PHILLIPS asked leave to correct a 
wrong idea. Mr. Kira had stated that there 
was money to finish the building. This was a 
mistake. The workmen were now waiting lor 
their money, and the additional revenue 
would have to be provided else the worx would 
stop. 

Objections being made, a motion was made 
to suspend the rules, and upon this motion 
the yeas and nays were recorded with tbe fol¬ 
lowing result:

THE PAID FIRE DEPARTMENT—ORDINANCE 
FIXING SALARY OF SECRETARY. 

Mr. KIRK, in place. Introduced an ordinance 
supplemental to the ordinance creating a paid 
'Fire Department for the city of Pittsburgh,and 
'fixing the annual compensation of the Secre¬ 
tary to the Fire Commission. 

The ordinance provides that the Commis¬ 
sioners shall have power to fix the salary of 
the Secretary,—the amount not to exceed $600 
per annum.

THE FORT WAYNE RAILROAD CROSSING ON 
PENN AVENUE,

Mr. AIKEN, a petition for the opening of 
Lang avenne. accompanied by an ordinance 
forthe same, and asked that the rules be sus¬ 
pended and t he ordinance passed. 

Mr. MORROW thought the Council was pro¬ 
ceeding too hastily with business, and should 
be more careful. 

The motion to suspend the roles and pass the 
ordinance presented by Mr. Aiken wasi car¬ 
ried. 

Mr. GRO^S, Mr. Llttell In the chair, present¬ 
ed a memorial from property holders on Penn 
avenue asking for water pipes on said avenue. 

Mr. GROSS said It was probable from what 
action had been taken that some kind of wood¬ 
en pavement would be put on Penn avenne, 
and It was necessary that immediate action bo 
taken. He would therefore move to refer the 
petition to the Water Committee with insirttc- 
tlon.s to take immediate action. Carried. 

Mr. EDWARDS presented a petition asking 
for the extension of Fifth avenue. The rules 
were suspend d and the accompanying ordi¬ 
nance passed finally. 

Mr. MURRAY, a petition for establishing a 
grade on Wilkins avenue. Referred to the 
Survey Committee, with instructions to act 
Immediately. 

Mr. MURDOCH, a petition for a review of a 
street in the Twenty-second ward. Referred 
to the Survey Committee. 

Mr. SCULLY, a petition for the opening of 








Linden street, TweDty-thIrd ward. Rules sus¬ 
pended and the ordinance passed finally. 

Mr. BURG WIN, a petition for a sewer in the 
Twenty-third ward. 

Also, a petition from the Pittsburgh and 
Orrosby Passenger Railway, asking that they 
be granted the privilege of using certain streets 
in the city. Referred to the Railroad Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. HERRON, a petition for the opening of 
Anderson street. Fifteenth ward. Referred. 

Also, an ordinance to change the name of 
Thirteenth street to Camp. Referred. 

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. PHILLIPS, a report ot the Finance 
Committee, accompanied by a resolution au¬ 
thorizing the payment of sundry bills. The 
report was accepted and the necessary resolu¬ 
tion adopted. 

9 THE WATER COMMITTEE. 

Mr. LLOYD presented the report of the 
Water Committee accompanied by the 
pay roll of the Water Committee, making 
the expenditures for April $17,226 34. The re¬ 
port was accepted. 

THE MARKET COMMITTEE. 

Mr. McEWEN presented the report oi the 
Committee on Markets, showing a total reve¬ 
nue of $17,567 88. The report was accepted. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr, WHITE, chairman of the Commltteeon 
Wooden Buildings, presented an ordinance 
granting A. B. Logan the prlvllegeof erecting 
an iron clad. Also, an ordinance grant¬ 
ing the same privilege toTomllDson & McKee. 
Both ordinances were adopted under a suspen¬ 
sion ot the rules. 

THE COMMITTEE ON GAS LIGHTING. 

Mr. SHIPXON presented the following re¬ 
port of the Committee on Gas Lighting. 

To the Select and Common Common Councils of 

the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen : Your Committee on Gas Light¬ 
ing have had betore them the petitiou of T. 
McCoskey, asking the use of the gas lamp 
posts lor advertising purposes, and agreeing 
to pay a reasonable compensation therefor. 
Your committee.after examination of the sub¬ 
ject, would respectfully recommend the grant¬ 
ing of the privilege aDd fixlDg the compensa¬ 
tion atone dollar lor each post used. 

The report was accepted, and the resolution 
granting the privilege adopted. 

Mr. SHIPTON also presented the following 
report: 

To the Select and Cbmmon Council of the City of 

Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen: Year Committee on Gas Light¬ 
ing would respectfully recommend the erec¬ 
tion oi gas lamps at. the ioliowing points: One 
on the corner of Fourth avenue and Ferry 
street; one on Pasture street, between Elm 
and Logan slreetta three on Crawford street, 
between Carter mid Reed streets; two on 
Arthur street, between Center and Wylie ave¬ 
nues; one on Overhill street; ooe on Bluff 
street; one on Franklin street; one on north 
side of Liberty street, bet ween Seventeenth 
and Twentieth streets; one on SpriDg alley, 
and one on Third avenue, near Ferry street. 

The report of the Committee was accepted 
and the accompanying resolutions adopted. 

THE WIIARF COMMITTEE. 

Mr. KIRK presented the rollowlng report of 
the Allegheny Wharf Committee; 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 

Pittsburgh: 

Your Commltteeon Allegheny Wnarf would 
* respectfully report that it has become their 
painful duty to Inform yon their Wharf- 
master, Robert A. Hill, has not properly at¬ 
tended to his duty since the present Commit¬ 
tee was appointed. He has been spending his 
time In dissipation, and has rarely beeu seen 
upon the wharf for two months, and has not 
made the monthly returns or paid the receipts 
ot the office into the City Treasury—as re¬ 
quired by law—during the present year. We 
have made various attempts to get him to at 
tend to bis duties, exhibit his books and settle 
with the city, but were put off from time to 
time until we could permit it no longer, and 
were collecting testimony to proceed against 
him when be be<arae alarmed and fled from 
the city, on Monday last, has not since been 
heard from, the office during the meantime 
vacated and no person to collect the wharfage. 
This matter requires Immediate attention on 
tbe part of Councils, and we recommend the 
adoption or the following resolutions In ac¬ 
cordance will) the advice of the city attorney : 

Resolved, That the Allegheny Wharfmaster. 
Robert- A. Hill, be dismissed from the service 
of the city, and theoifice declared vacant. 

Jicsolveil. That the City Controller aud At-l 


torney be Instructed to notify the sureties of 
Robert A. Hill of his defalcation and collect 
the amount due to the city. 

Resolved. That tbe Councils meet in joint 
session this day to electa Wharfmasler of the 
Allegheny wharf. 

We hope that Councils will be particular In 
the selection of I his officer, and select an hon¬ 
est, temperate, able-bodied man, as it requires 
an active man for this position, and also one 
acquainted with tbe boatmen and persons 
doing business at the wharl, and the duties of 
the office. 

THE POINT. 

There Is another matter that requires the 
immediate attention of Councils. The Point 
at the junction of the rivers has been used as a 
place of deposit of the dirt from cellars and 
street excavations and the debris of the city. 
This has been permitted to go on until it has 
encroached on the rivers and wharves, and 
about three acres of ground has been made. 
Yonr committee interfered aDd stopped the 
emptying Into the rivers, as it hasbeen se¬ 
riously Interfering with tbe navigation of the 
same, Rlnce t he dirt has been dumped on the 
grooDd previously formed, and It now becom¬ 
ing too high for any purpose, It may have to 
be removed at the expense of the city; the 
time has now come when the Councils must 
take action and eitheT stop the placing of ma¬ 
terial there or resolve on ustng it for some de¬ 
finite purpose, and establish grades and fill 
accordingly. 

Your committee are of the opinion that It. 
can only be used for a park, and that for very j 
little expense a breathing-pi ace for tbe clti- 1 
zens can be made that will be an ornament to 
the city. To bring the matter properly before ‘ 
you. we recommend the adoption of the fol¬ 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved, That the ground at the point out¬ 
side of Water street and Dnquesne way, be- 
I tween tbe rivers, be set apart for Park pur- 
1 poses. 

Resolved, That a standing commltieeof two 
fromt.be Select and three from the Common 
Council be appointed, whose duly It shall be 
to tune charge of the Improvement, and in 
| conjunction with the City Engineer, to locate 
! the boundaries and establish the grade and 
report their action to Councils, with an ordi¬ 
nance providing for the same. 

We recommend the election of Mr. Mont¬ 
gomery as Wharfmaster. 

MINORITY REPORT. 

The above report was signed by the com¬ 
mittee. 

A minority report was signed by Messrs. 
Kirk and Littell, and read as follows: 

“We dissent from the recommendation or 
the committee of Blandish Montgomery for 
the reasons stated in the report, viz: That. it. 
requires an active able-bodied man, and one 
acquainted with the men and business of the 
wh^rf.” 

The reports were accepted. 

Mr. MCCARTHY said that he saw the Wharf- 
master present and would like to know fur¬ 
ther what tbe charges were against him, as, if 
the charges were so serious as had been repre¬ 
sented he did not think that the Wharfmaster 
would be likely to be present.. 

Mr. KIRK explained the matter at some 
length, giving the authority for the charges 
made in the report, after which the resolu¬ 
tions in regard to the Wharfmaster were pass¬ 
ed wPh only one or two dissenting votes. 

Mr. MURDOCH thought that this was no place 
for a park where the cinders were dropping in 
from rolling mills. 

Mr. MORROW said tbe filling In at the 
point would throw tbe water to the 
Allegheny side. He would favor the 
appointment of a committee to take 
charge of the ground with a vlewof.dolDg 
something about the filliDg in. Will) the ex¬ 
ception of the park matter, he would vote for 
it. He would move toamend the resolution by 
striking out all referring to the park, and In¬ 
serting “that it. shall be used for city purposes. 

Mr. PHILLIPS thongbttbat the m alter could 
tie settled by striking out that part relating to 
tbe park. 

Mr. HERRON moved that the subject be re¬ 
ferred to a special oommlt'ee of three, to act in 
connection with the City Engineer. 

Mr. HARTMAN moved that tbe amendment, 
be la Id on tbe table. Od a division the amend¬ 
ments were laid on the table. 

The question recurred on the adoption of the 
origin l resolution in tbe report. 

Mr. HERRON naked to make au explanation. 
Ills object in making tbe motion he did was 
ihat som a tangible action might be taken and 
resolution made. 

The question was put on the original resolu¬ 
tion and it was adopied. 


THE ROAD COMMITTEE. 

Mr. E. P. JONEB presented the report of the 
Committee en Roads, which was accepted. 

Accompanying the report was the petition of 
Daniel Duffy, deceased, requesting the pay¬ 
ment of a bill of $1,401 for tbegrading of Mahon 
street. Mr. JONEB stated that, this was a case 
that should be considered, as Mr. Duffy bad 
been placed by this work in an embarrassed 
condition financially. 

A motion that Mr. Duffey be paid out of the 
contingent fund was adopted. 

COMMITTEE REPORT—THE CONNELLSVILLK 
RAILROAD. 

Mr. MORROW presented the following report 
of the Committee on Railroads and Mononga- 
hela wharf, in regard to the erection of depot 
buildlDgs, and tbe construction of tracks by 
tbe Connell8Ville Railroad: 

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Railroads 
and Committee on Monongahela Wbarf have 
bad betore them the ordinance referred to 
them, granting the Pittsburgh and Connells- 
ville Railroad Company the right to erect de¬ 
pot buildings, Ac., on a portion of the Monon¬ 
gahela wharf, which they have amended by 
fixing tbe annual rental at $3,000 per annum 
for ten years. With t he amendment, the Com¬ 
mittee would respectfully urge its passage. 
Tbe granting of this privilege will in noway 
interfere with the use of the wharf, but will 
add to the revenue derived therefrom. Your 
Committee had also under consideration the 
amendment granting to the Pittsburgh, Vir¬ 
ginia and Charleston Railroad Com¬ 
pany the right to use the build¬ 
ings to be erected by the Pittsburgh 
and Connellsville Railroad Company, 
upon which they do not deem It. advisable 
to act, at present, the Pittsburgh, Virginia and 
Charleston Railroad not having as yet com¬ 
menced operations. When however, t-helr 
road is completed, tbe committees would re¬ 
commend that nrlvelege be granfpd them to 
usea portion or the wharf tn a like manner, 
which can be dOD© without detriment, to the 
interests of t he city or the general public. 

Mr. ISAAC JONEB said that in 1848 when the 
Pennsylvania Railroad asked a similar privl- 
lege the rourt decided that Council had no 
authority to grant the wav of a street or a side¬ 
walk In that manner. The matter should be 
referred to fheCify Solicitor. 

Mr. RURGW1N thought railroads had the 
rieht to build t heir track where tbe public had 
theright of way. If there were anv loss the 
company would be the losers and they would 
not be liable to rush Into it hastily. The Coun¬ 
cils should give the Connellsville Railroad all 
the benefits possible. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said the ordinance limited 
the time. He would move that the limiting 
time be stricken out. 

Mr. REES would like to see some plan of t he 
changes, and know whether it would not in 
any wsv obstruct the river, 

Mr. HOUSE said the model was before the 
Committee, and the Committee was satisfied 
that the wharf would not be In any way ob¬ 
structed. 

Mr. MORROW was opposed to Rt.rlkfng out 
the clause limiting the time to fen years If 
there waR any a<l vantage at the expiratlou of 
ten years, let the city have it. 

Mr. PHILLIPS said the Company were 
about to expend $150,000, and at the end of 
ten years an advantage might be taken of the 
Company. 

The amendment of Mr. rhllllps was adopt¬ 
ed. 

The question recurring od the original report 
as amended, it wss adopted. 

Mr. S J. W A TN WRIGHT moved that the 
ordinance be laid over uutil next meeting for 
the purpose of printing. Laid on the table. 

The ordinance granting the privilege to the 
Company whs then adopted. 

THE ALLEGHENY VALLEY RAILROAD. 

Mr. PHILLIPS presented an ordinance 
granting the right of way to the Allegheny 
Valley Railroad on certain streets from the 
ratlrosd to Liberty street. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved that the ordinance be 
passed to second reading. Adopted. 

Mr. KIRK offered a resolution that the ordi¬ 
nance be laid upon the tableuntl) the Alleghe¬ 
ny Valley Railroad asked Connells for the 
privilege In the usual manner, and said that 
this was an Important matter. The ordinary 
course that railway companies pursued In 
cases like this was to present a petition and 
have It referred to a comm in ee, and then some 
definite action could he taken. He had not, 
seen the plan and only knew by hearsay what 
had bepn done. It might blockade one of the 
niAln avenues of the city for nil time to corre. 
The matter should be laid over aud properly 









investigated. Members of Council bad been 
“seen” and consequently tbey saw one side of 
the matter. Had it been before the Railroad 
Committee or other committees the other side 
would have been heard. The ordinance should 
not be passed under a suspension of the rules. 

Mr, MCCARTHY was glad the gentleman 
who had just spoken was so sincere. As a 
member of Council he thanked the gentleman 
for the remarks made. The resolution of the 
gentleman nad not been offered in a proper 
spirit,and a feeling of personality bad been 
shown that bad better have been left out. The 
form was there at the Clerk’s desk aud there 
was every opportunity of investigating It. He 
should vote for the paper on the third reading. 

Mr. LIDDELL did not wish to be captious, 
but thought the matter should be laid over one 
month, and that it be referred to the Railroad 
and Street Commit.iees. 

Mr. ARMSTRONG slated that he had beard 
nothing against It, and there was not a proper¬ 
ty ho d-r in his vicinity that was opposed to It. 

Mr. MCCARTHY moved to lay the motion to 
refer ro the Railroad and Street Committees on 
the table. 

Mr. LIDDELL called the yeas and nays and 
the<*all resulted as follows:

Mr. PHILLIPS desired to say a word. He 
did not desire to run any thing through Coun¬ 
cils hurriedly and wished to take no ad vantage. 
The gentleman from the Eighteenth ward had 
asserted that uuduc influences had been used. 
Toe speaker did not as others had done, run 
amund log-rolling. He intended to act fairly | 
and squarely. All he asked was to relieve Pike 
street of the business which at. the present time 
was too great for the street, and there was no 
Intention to violate the rights or interests of 
property holders The proposed arrangement 
was a* much if not of more interest tothoCity 
of Pittsburgh than to the Allegheny Valley 
Rttllrowu. 

Mr. KIRK desired to explain that what he 
meant by undue Influences \va-« calling upon 
members of Council and showing plans to 
them andthen springing the matter simultane- 
oesly in both branches of Council. 

Mr. PHILLIPS stated thai his reason for 
urging the matter at the present time was 
that It was, as all knew, a very difficult matter 
to make the changes contemplated in the 
winter, aud the time was at hand 
when the work could be executed. He 
explained that the route proposed would be 
beneficial to that partot the city and was the 
only available route. For live years the com¬ 
pany had been trying to establish a connection 
with the Pennsvlvania Railroad. 

Mr. IHJRGWTN support.edt.be ordinance on 
the ground tnat the Allegheny Valley Railroad 
wasiheoDlv railroad In theStat© that had not 
the prtvllf-ge a^ked for. 

Mr. KIRK moved that the matter be post¬ 
poned nntt! next meeiing. 

Mr. MCCARTHY stated that this motion had 
alreidv b**en laid on the table. 

Mr. KiRK asked that a month’s time for 
consideration be given. There had been no 
reason given why the ordinance should be 
passed immediately, as the railroad already 
had a connection. 

Mr. MCCARTHY moved that, the motion of 
postponement belaid op the table. 

.Mr. PHILLIPS stated that the assertion of 
Mr. KIRK that the Allegheny Valley Railroad 
had con need ion with the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road wh* a false assertion. 

Mr, KIRK asked that that remark be recalled 
by the gentleman. 

Mr. PHILLIPS reiterated the essertlon that 
thestatement made by Mr. Kirk was false. 

Mr. KIRK said such languaee was unparlia¬ 
mentary. and he called upon the Chair lor pro¬ 
tection. 

Mr. PHILLIPS replied that he was merely 
correcting a raise statement, and then referred 
to the business interests of the roadtoshow 
that the proposed change was demanded by 
the interests of the road. 

On t he question “shall the motion to post- 
ponebelnid on the table,” the yeas and nays 
w^re called by Mr. KIRK, and were as follows;

OLD BUSINESS, 

Mr. EDWARDS called up the Pleasant Val¬ 
ley Railway matter, which had been laying 
on the table for some time, and had been pre¬ 
viously published. The ordinance was passed 
finally. 

Theaction of Common Council with regard 
to tile toll gate of the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ 
Turnpike Company’s toll house was concurred 
iu. 

NEW BUST NESS. 

An ordinance appointing a viewer on the 
opening of Forbes street was passed under a 
suspension of the rules. 

A motion to adjourn was voted down. 

Mr. BROWN presented a petition relative to 
awnings. Referred to the Htreet Committee. 

Also, a petition relative to cattle broker’s 
license. Referred. 

Mr. McEWEN, a petition for the grading and 
paving of Reach alley. Referred. 

Mr. KIRK read the following resolution: 

Resolved . That the Clerk of Councils be in¬ 
structed to furnish copy of all matters requir¬ 
ed to be published In the Municipal Record to 
the publishers of the Rame within two days af¬ 
ter each meeting of Councils. The words “rea¬ 
sonable time” were substituted for the words 
“two days,” and the resolution passed.

The minutes of the three previous meetings 
were read and approved. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST THE CITY TREASURER. 

Mr. BARTON stated that as this was a spe¬ 
cial meet ing, called for the purpose of consid¬ 
ering certain charges against the City Treas¬ 
urer, he would proceed to read the section ot 
t he charter under which these charges were 
made, and the section of the ordinance relat¬ 
ing to the mode ot trial. Afier reading the 
twenty-sixth section of the consolidatiou act, 
(City Digest, p« 36.) Mr, Barton then read the 
third section of the ordinance relating to offi¬ 
cers, (City Digest, p. 270.)aa follows: 

“Whenever any city officer or member of 
Councils mny be charged with any offense 
which, In the opinion of at least three mem¬ 
bers of Councils, justifies his dismissal from 
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office, charges may be preferred against him 
which shall particularly specify the offense 
aud the time and place when aud where com¬ 
mitted, aud shall be signed by at least three 
members of Councils, When said charges have 
been presented (©Councils, thev may by reso¬ 
lution, passed by a majority of each branch, 
direct the trial thereof. If a trial is ordered, 
it shall be the duty of the Presidents of Coun¬ 
cils each to appoint one member of his Council 
as trier, aud notify the person against whom 
the charges have been preferred of the action 
of councils, and at the same time furnish him 
with an attested copy of the charges, aud re¬ 
quire him withtn three days after said notice, 
to cbeose a third person as trier, who shall also 
be a member of one of the Councils; and If he 
neglect to select such person and notify one of 
the Presidents of Councils of the selection 
within ibe time limited, it shall be the duty ot 
the Presidents of Councils to appoint a third 
person as trier.” 

THE CHARGES AND SPECIFICATIONS. 

Mr. BARTON then proceeded to read the 
charges, as follows: 

To the Honorable , the Select and Common Cbun- 
cilsof the City of Pittsburgh , Pennsylvania: 

The undersigned members of your honor¬ 
able body respectfully represent that they are 
advised and believe and expressly charge that 
A. J. Cochran, treasurer of Nald city, has com¬ 
mitted and is guilty of offenses, which in our 
oplo ton justify his dismissal from office. And 
we do, therefore, in our official capacity as 
members ot said Councils, as directed by the 
city ordinances relating to city offenses, passed 
March 29, I860, Hectlon 3, present aud prefer the 
following speaifications of ihe offenses ot 
which he is guilty, and the time and place 
when and where committed. 

First. In this, that the said A. J. Cochran, 
Treasurer of the City of Pittsburgh, within the 
City ot Pittsburgh, and with one year last 
past, has violated the sections of the sixty- 
second and s xty-t.hird sections of the act of 
the General Assembly of this Commonwealth, 
passed March HI, 1860, entitled “An act to con¬ 
solidate, revise and amend the penal laws 
of this Commonwealth,” and has and 
did enter into a contract, understand¬ 
ing or Rgreerneut with certain banks, 
corporations, individuals, or ascociatlons of 
individuals, whereby he was to and did derive 
benefit, gain and advantage from the deposit¬ 
ing with the said banks,corporations, individ¬ 
uals or associations of individuals, oarlaln pub¬ 
lic money of said city of Pittsburgh, then un¬ 
der his official custody and control as Treas¬ 
urer of said city, and particularly with the 
“Iron City National Bank of Pittsburgh,” Its 
officers and directors; “The Allegheny Na¬ 
tional Bank of Pittsburgh,” Its officers and 
directors; and “The Natloual Trust Compauy 
of Pittsburgh,” its officers and directors. 

Second. In this, that the said A. J. Cochran, 
as such City Treasurer, has dlRObeyed and re¬ 
fused to obey carrying Into effect and abiding 
by the provisions of an ordinance of said city, 
passed the 7th day of February, A. D, 1870, en¬ 
titled “An ordinance to provide tor the safe 
keeping and the custody of the funds of the 
city,” and has failed, neglected arid refused to 

f tlaceand deposit to the credit ofsaldclt.y 
n the “Iron City National Bank of 
Pittsburgh.” “The Allegheny National 
Bank of Pittsburgh,” and “The National 
Trust Company of Pittsburgh,” a 
large sum ot money, to-wlt: over the 5?Um of 
three hundred thousand dollars, the money of 
said city. In his official custody, at the time of 
die passage of said ordinance, and which has 
since that time come Into his official custody, 
the said named banks or corporations being 
the duly elected and appointed depositories for 
the funds of said city, under the provisions of 
the ordinance aforesaid.

Resolved , That the City Controller be direct¬ 
ed at once to give notice to “The Allegheny 
National Bank,*’ “The Iron City National 
Bank.” “The National Trust Company,” and 
all other banks or depositories who have now 
lu their custody or control any money of said 
city, that the moneyB now in deposii in said 
banks or depositories to the credit of A. J. 
Cochran, is the funds ot said city, and not to 
pay the same out except upon checks drawn 
by the City Treasurer ana countersigned by 
the City Controller, as required by law, and if 
said banks do not agree to or do not comply 
with said notice, that then the City Solicitor, 
be, and he is hereby directed to at once apply 
for an injunction to restrain said banks or de¬ 
positories from paylDg over said money on the 
individual check, draft or order of said A. J. 
Cochran. 

discussion, 

Mr, BaRTON—I move the adoption of the 
resolutions. 

Mr. HARE—As this matter is now before the 
Court, and no decision has yet been rendered, 
I think Councils had better wait. 

Mr. MORGAN—I rise for information. Sec¬ 
tion twenty-sixth of the charter says “Coun¬ 
cils shall make provisions by ordinance for 
making charges and trying the same.” Ido 
not think a resolution is sufficient. as the act 
requires an ordinance. 

Mr. BARTON—I have just read the ordi¬ 
nance which “provides” for the trial by the 
charges, and the way Is very clear. 

Mr. MORGAN—A sub-committee of the 
Finance, representing a good degree of legal 
talent, has advised going directly before the 
Court, which is a higher authority than the 
Councils, and if the Court decides the legal 
question against the Treasurer, I shall then 
vote to expell him; but I do think this ac¬ 
tion, pending the decision of the Court Is un¬ 
timely. 

Mr. BARTON—The act of Assembly Is very 
explicit, and the ordinance passed in pursu¬ 
ance thereof plainly points out. how the trial 
shall be conducted. The resolutions are 
proper to be offered now, insomuch as they 
are clearly within the law. The FlnanceCom- 
mitte© should have suspended Mr. Cochran for 
refusing to obey the ordinance, and I am at 
a loss to know why they went into Court. The 
charges here are different from those involved 
la the mandamus case, and there is no neces¬ 
sity for awaiting the decision of the Court. If 
Mr. Cochran is in the wrong he ought to be 
stopped. If he is right be will have a fair 
chance to vindicate himself. The main 
charge is, “speculation in the public funds,” 
and this was not Involved in the case before 
the Court. I have uo desire to speak, further, 
however, and will call for the yeas aud nays, 
to see how the members feel. 

Mr, MORGAN—The Finance Committee 
have no authority to suspend Mr. Cochran, ex¬ 
cept in case of “default.” No such charge has 
been preferred »gainst him. Jf he has been 
receiving benefit, from the use of the* public 
funds, Ism in favor or trying him, and sus¬ 
pending him from office. But I am not willing 
to vote to put a man In his place who ha* 
grown rich doing the same thing—grown rteb 
on a salary of *2.000 a year! The Finance com¬ 
mittee have Investigated this whole matter, 
and have acted under legal advice. They have 
deemed it best, to appeal to the Court. “ I am 
not, opposed To trying Mr. Cochran, but. I will 
vote against the resolnlion which names his 
successor; and Jf debate is cut off by a call for 
the yea« and days, I Will vote against, the 
whole of them. 

Mr. GAZZAM—Mr. Cochran is but the ser¬ 
vant of the ppople, the same as Councils are; 
and when a charge so grave and Important, as 
this is preferred against, him, it shbnld receive 
Hftrions con Bid era t Ion. I think Connells should 
proceed to the trial,and if Mr. Cochran is not 
guilty it Is due to him that he should be vindi¬ 
cated. 

Mr. BARTON—In order to meet objections 
agalnRt. voting on all the resolutions at once— 
and I may say here that. I bad no preferences 
(ora successor, and would be glad if the gen¬ 


tleman (Mr. Morgan) would name one or accept 
the office himself—I would call the yeas and 
nays on the first resolution. 

Mr, MORGAN—I second that. 

Mr. BATCHELOR—There is an a ?age that 
“doctor’s differ,” and we have now an illustra¬ 
tion of the fact t hat. lawyer’s differ also. My 
very worthy colleague (Mr. Barton), in whose 
judgment I have great confidence, introduced 
the ordinance by which Councils proposed to 
direct or control the deposit of the city funds. 
He no doubt feels a little sore now. In antici¬ 
pation of the fact that the Court will probably 
upset that ordinance, as it went through Coun¬ 
cils on his representation as a lawyer. When 
Mr. Cochran refused to recognize the validity 
of the ordinance, it went to a sub-committee 
of the Finance Committee, and they decided 
the ordinance legal. But there were gentle¬ 
men of high legal ability taking the opposite 
ground, and the Finance Committee 
concluded that perhaps ‘ the longest 
way round was the nearest way home,” so they 
appealed to the court. Now, I am in favor of 
awaiting the decision of the court. If we go 
on and suspend Mr. Cochran, and the court 
decides subsequently that he did right in re¬ 
fusing io obey an Illegal ordinance, in what 

osltlon would we be placed? Councils would 

e no better off than they are now, and Mr. 
Cochran might have his remedy for damages. 
I am opposed to all resolutions of the kind, at 
this time. 

Mr. GAZZAM—Why d'd the Legislature give 
to Couucilsthe power to try cases of this kind, 
it we are to appeal to the courts as the proper 
judges ? 

Mr. BATCHELOR—To test the matter. I 
move to postpone the resolutions until after 
the decision of the Court has been rendered In 
the mandamus case. 

Mr. BARTON—There is a call for the yeas 
and nays now pending. 

Mr. HARE—[ move to postpone indefinitely. 

Mr. BARTON—I call for the yeas and nays 
on that motion. That will suit as well as any 
other. I wish the gentlemen to put themselves 
squarely on the record. 

Mr. HARE—I will withdraw my motion, and 
let the vote be taken directly on the resolu¬ 
tion. 

A motion was then made to vote on the reso¬ 
lutions seriatem, yeas, 27; nays. 21—agreed to.

The PRESIDENT—Tbe resolution Is lost, and 
this action carries with it the whole subject 
matter. 

Mr. BATCHELOR—In order to satisfy Rome 
members of Councils, I move to suspend the 
further consideration of this matter until after 
the decision of the Court. 

Mr. BARTON —There is nothing before Coun¬ 
cils. Let lhe gentlemen stand on their aclion.

THE ARSENAL GROUNDS AS A PARK. 

Mr. ARTHURS read the following: 

Pittsburgh. June 6, 1870, 
To the President and Members of the Select and 

Common Councils: 

Gentlemen: Whereas, The United States 
Government having In its possession a large 
plot of ground, situated in Sixteenth aud 
Seventeenth Wards, known as the Arsenal 
Grounds, and have erected upon them a pow¬ 
der magazine, offices, officers’ houses, work¬ 
shops, si ore bouses, etc. These grounds are 
beautifully laid out with roads, walks, trees, 
plants, ilowers, etc. And, whereas, ibe city of 
Pittsburg,from its peculiar location and want 
of earlier provision, is left without an im¬ 
proved piece of ground that is available to tbe 
large proportion of its population,'viz: the 
working people, whose good health and social 
wehare demand some provision of this nature 
to he made; therefore be It 

Resolved , That a committee of one from tbe 
Select and two from the Common Council be 
appointed, and their expenses paid from tbe 
City Treasury, which committee shall pro* 
ceed to Washington, D. 0., and in connection 
with our members of Congress and such other 
influence as they can procure, endeavor to 
procure from the United States Government 
the use of the aforesaid grounds for the city of 
Pittsburgh, on such conditions as the follow* 
lug: The United States Government to grant 
to the city the use of the Arsenal Grounds; to 
remove the Magazine, at its own cost, to a 
safe locality outside the city limits. Tbe city 
to take charge of said Arsenal Grounds, work¬ 
shops, buildings, etc.; to make such altera¬ 
tions as will beautify and adapt it for use an 
a Park, for the use ot the public; 
to erect, railings and safeguards around 
the buildings, machinery, materials, 
etc., that may be liable to injury 
from visitors; to employ persons to protect and 
keep in good condition all the maebioery, 
etc.; to have an insurance on the buildings and 
machinery in favor ot the Government; to en¬ 
ter into bonds, or any other arrangement that 
will be satisfactory to The Government, that 
no injury will be done to ground**, buildings, 
machinery, etc.; to make no changes or altera¬ 
tions until submitted to and made satisfactory 
to the Government; to agree to give up imme¬ 
diate possession of said grounds, etc.. In case 
of war or other necessity. In good condition, 
without uneesQftry dpiar. 

Mr. McKELVY staled that, ibis n atterhad 
already been before ihe Councils, and was re¬ 
ferred to a committee. 

The petition was then withdrawn.

of Representatives of the United States, and 
pray that they will speedily make an appro¬ 
priation sufficient to complete the canal 
around the falls of the Ohio; that our shipping 
and steamboat Interests are particular par¬ 
alyzed by the present delay and uncertainty; 
that, the enlarged canal, allowing, hr it will, 
the passage of steamers double the capacity of 
those now navigating the Onto river, will tend 
to cheapen by one-half the transportation of 
our grain supplies from the west, and sugar* 
and cotton from the south, and our coal and 
the other products we exchange therefor—thus 
directly aiding the whole people of the west 
audsouth:

as they proposed to put up a building at a cost 
of $15 U,o0o, and would not do so unless they 
were sure of their legal rights. 

Mr. MORGAN thought the city would make 
a very loolish bargain, to give the corapauy 
the use of five or six hundred feet of the wharf, 
tor ever, for t he sura of 83,000 per annum. 

Mr. OLIVER, Jr, then offered an amend¬ 
ment, requiring the company to pay—for the 
first five years, 84,000; next five, $->,000; next 
five, 18,000; aud for the next ten years, 810,000 
per year. 

The PRESIDENT ruled the amendment out 
of order, aud a motion to adjourn was carried.

THE ORDINANCE TO CONNECT THE ALLEGHENY 

VALLEY WITH THE PENNSYLVANIA RAIL¬ 
ROAD TRACKS. 

Mr. OLIVER, Jr., called up the ordinance 
granting the right to the Allegheny Valley 
Railroad to connect with the tracks ot the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which had already 
been passed by Select Council. 

A REMONSTRANCE. 

Mr. McKELVY presented a remonstrance as 
follows: 

“We, the undersigned citizens of the Twelfth 
ward, remonstrate against the passage of an 
ordinance now before your Honorable bodies, 
entitled “an ordinance granting certain priv¬ 
ileges to the Allegheny Valley Railroad Com¬ 
pany,” for the reason that it is unnecessary to 
the company; that they have already a track 
down Pike street to their station on the corner 
of Canal and Pike streets, and that from their 
station they bave conned ion over the Fort 
Wayne tracks to the Union Depot, and that 
they do not. propose vacating Pike street, 
but intend to use both streets, 
a privilf ge which should not be granted to any 
one corporation in any city, particularly in a 
city like ours, where, from the nature of our 
situation, business is crowded into an exceed¬ 
ingly small space; that the nuisance of a rail¬ 
road crossing on Penn street, between Canal 
and Wayne, is sufficient, without repeating , 
the same nuisance across the same important 
thoroughfare in the Twelfth ward. No city 
in the country permits railroad* to enter the 
business portion’ of the city with their engines, 
nor should they be permitted to do so in ours. 
That the damage to our property and risk of 
life is incalculable. That the ordinance 
granting these privileges to the Allegheny Val¬ 
ley Company is a perfect “omnibus,” granting 
to the company everything, without protect¬ 
ing the interest of the city and the citizens in 
anyone particular, and that R gives to the: 
company the exclusive use of a sidewalk, for • 
six squares, now In the use oi the city and the 
citizens, without any remuneration We ask 
Councils to stand by us, and check this reck¬ 
less, bastv legislation, rushed through because 
It will not bear the scrutiny of honest men.” 

The above petition was very numerously 
signed, and Mr. McKELVY made a vigorous 
speech in favor of postponing further action 
until the people could have additional time to 
make known their wishes. He also spoke 
against the necessity for making the connec¬ 
tion in the way proposed. 

Messrs OLIVER. Jr., MORGAN and others 
spoke in favor of the passage of the ordinance. 

The PRESIDENT decided that the ordin¬ 
ance, being regularly before tbe body on third 
reading and final passage, no amendments 
could be offered and tbe vote must be takeu. 

Tbe question having been taken, the action 
of Select Council wasconcurred in by a large 
majority. 

Mr. McKELVY called for the yeas and nays, 
but no notice was taken of the call. 

THE CONNKLLSVILLE RAILROAD. 

The ordinance granting to the Pittsburgh 


and Connellsville Railroad Company tbe 
right to use a portion of the Monongahela wharf, 
for the purpose of erecting thereon a passen- 
gerdepot, and other improvements connected 
therewith, was then called up. This ordinance 
bad been passed in Select Council, and laid 
over in the Common branch at last meeting, 
under the rules. 

Some discussion ensued In regard to tbe 
measure, Mr. MORGAN opposing it, mainly 
on the ground that the city had no right to 
alienate any portion of the wharf; and that, 
if given for the purpose asked, the company 
should be made to pay some adequate com¬ 
pensation. 

Several members spoke In favor ol tbe 
measure, and urged tbe same liberality to¬ 
wards this company which had been shown 
to others. 

On the vote being taken, the ordinance was 
concurred in by an almost unanimous vote. 

THE ARSENAL PARK PROJECT. 

Mr. ARTHURS called up the preamble and 
resolutions, offered at last meeting, relative to 
converting the Arsenal Grounds into a public 
park, and sending a Committee to Washing¬ 
ton, at the expense of the city, to present the 
subject to the Government. 

On motion of Mr. McKELVY, that part rela¬ 
tive to sending a Committee to Washington 
was stricken out, and the resolutions as 
amended adopted.

Sec 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
City of Pittsburgh, In Select And Common 
Connells assembled, and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same,That, 
the consent of the City ot Pittsburgh is hereby 
given to the Federal street and Pleasant Val¬ 


ley Passenger Railway Company to enter up¬ 
on, lay-out and constructa railway, with single 
or double tracks and the necessary turn-outs 
and switches in, over and along the following 
streets of said city, to-wii: Beginning on Ninth 
street, at the southern eDd of the Hand street 
bridge; thence along said Ninth street to Lib¬ 
erty: thence across Liberty to Seventh avenue: 
thence atoDg said avenue to Sruitbfleld S'reel: 
thence along Sinitbfield street to Fittu avenue; 
subject to the conditions and limitatlonsof t he 
Acts of Assembly incorporating said Railway 
Com pany,approved resnecti vely February 20th, 
A. D. 1868, and March 25fb, 1870, and subject al¬ 
so to the further conditions, as follows, viz.: 

First, The said Company shall use in the con¬

THE SEWER ON THIRD STKEBT. 

Mr. PHILLIPS called up the ordinance pro¬ 
viding tor the construction of a public sewer 
on Third street from Penn avenue to the Alle¬ 
gheny river, passed in Common Council some 
time since, and at last meeting of Select 
Council laid over one month, and moved the 
final passage of the same. 

Mr. PHILLIPS read a communication from 
Crosby Gray, Health Officer, setting forth that 
the cellars on one side of the street were filled 
with water, and it was decidedly necessary 
forth© health of the people residing on the 
street to make the sewer. 

During the further discussion, it was stated 
that all the property holders on the one side oi 
the street were opposed to the sewer, as well as 
a number on the other side of the street. Con¬ 
siderable of the property belongs to the Schen- 
ley e&t&te, and is leased to persons (who 
are too poor to pay for the sewer), and 
these persons, fifteen in number, are opposed 
to it, while two persons (rlcn enough to build 
It themselves if they want It) are in favor of 
it. 

Messrs. Burgwin. Kirk, Brown, Lloyd and 
others participated Id the discussion, which 
lasted for nearly an hour, 

Mr. BURGWIN said that he understood that 
several of the leases held by these poor people 
on Third street would expire on April 1st, and 
In conversation with the City Attorney he was 
given to understand that the assessments 
could be made and collected after these leases 
had expired. But independent of this, he was 
not in favor of deferring such a matter, even 
though the poor might be made to suffer.

muzzier of a free press, this murderer of 
French Republicans, and this chronic dis¬ 
turber of the peace of Europe, who styles him¬ 
self “NapoJeon III, Emperor of the French, 1 ” 
Resolved , That we extend to the United Ger¬ 
man Nation our heartfelt sympathy, and bid 
t hem go forward until this Imperial despot of 
France shall be driven from Europe, and the 
French nation regain the liberties of which he 
robbed them.

A N ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE 
Pittsburgh and Connellsvllle Railway 
Company to erect a Passenger House or Depot 
upon a certain portion of the Monongahela 
Whari. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 


Councils assembled, and it Is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same. 
That the Pittsburgh and Connellsvllle Rail¬ 
road Company be and they are hereby author¬ 
ized to erect a Passenger House or Depot,with 
two tracks and their accompanying platforms, 
upon that portion of the Monongahela Wharf 
wnieh lies between the eastern side of Smith- 
field street and the eastern Bide ot Grant street. 
Provided, however, and the authority hereby 
granted is only to take effect upon conditions 
that the structure of said Depot shall be sup¬ 
ported, by piers composed ol rows of iron pil¬ 
lars founded on masonry, not to exceed two 
feet in thickness; said piers to be longitudinal¬ 
ly one hundred feet apart for a distance ol four 
hundred feet from the east side of Grant street, 
and thence for a distance of about sixty feet, io 
be not less than twenty feet apart lengthwise 
of the building, and that thence for a distance 
of about seventy-six feet to the east side of 
Smith field street ; and the said Pittsburgh and 
Connellsvllle Railroad shall have the rjght to 
extend the front of the Suspension bridge 
abutment that distance (76 ieet) by a wall of 
masonary, and thence by a similar wall at 
right angles to the first towards Watersireet, 
said walls to enclose a space to be filled iu and 
paved as a carriage drive, leaving a sufficient 
width in front of Water street for the thorough¬ 
fare to the river, and that the said Company 
may make their Passenger House fronting on 
said carriage drive, of two stories in height, 
not exceeding 75 feet iu length, the remainder 
of said building to be one story; the underside 
of the structure supporting said bouse to be 
not less than fourteen feet in clear height from 
the surface of the wharf on the upper side of 
tbe house at the east side of Grant street, and 
not less than nineteen feet at the distance of 
four hundred feet therefrom aforesaid. And 
Provided also, That the strip or portion of the 
wharf covered by said structure shall not ex¬ 
ceed fifty (50) feet In width, and that the roof 
of said building shall be composed ot iron or 
slate, and that in other respects due precaution 
be taken against fire. 

Sec. 2. That the Railroad Company is also re¬ 
quired to provide stages to facilitate the dis¬ 
charge of river freights from boats when the 
height of water and the position of the tracks 
hereby authorized to be built shall render the 
same necessary. 

That for and in consideration of the 
rights and privileges herein granted, the said 
Railroad Company shall be held and bound to 
pay annually to the City Treasurer for the use 
of the city, the sum of Three Thousand Dol¬ 
lars in semi-annual payments, the first of said 
payments to be made at the end of niae month 
from ihe time the said Company shall begin 
work on tbe ground.

Gentlemen : The Market Committee would 
respectfully report that they have bad under 
consideration the erection of a market house 
oa Fifth avenue and Miltenberger street; that 
they have procured plans and specifications to 
be made by S, W. Richards, Esq., which they 
believe to be suitable for the purpose, and 
herewith submit them to you lor considera¬ 
tion, and respectfully a9k your approval of the 
same. 

They farther report that they advertised 
forbids for the erection and construction of a 
house, In accordance with the plans and sped* 
ftcations, in order to ascertain the cost of the 
same, and find that It will not exceed 8:18,000.

stalls available for the payment thereof; and 
In case sufficient should not ba obtained from 
that source, to provide by appropriation for 
the remainder.

The Special Committee appointed to confer 
with the officers of the Farmers and Mechanics 
Turnpike Road as to the purchase of said road 
by the city respectfully report— 

That we met a Committee appointed by the 
managers of said turnpike and conferred with 
them on the subject of our appointment. 

The act of April 6tb, 1867,—Consolidation Act 
—provides for the surrender of the charter of 
the Turnpike Company, within the new city 
limits to the city, and directs the appointment 
by the District Court of viewers, or a Commis¬ 
sion to determine and fix the amount to be 
paid to the stockholders for the value 
of their road. Under this act viewers were ap¬ 
pointed by said Court, who valued and fixed 
the value of this road at $60,000. After a full 
exchange of views, your Committee con¬ 
cluded to recommend a compromise of the dif¬ 
ficulty by recommending the city to pay for 
the road the sum of $40,(K)0, payable in bonds 
as authorized by the act, running ten years, 
with interest at 6 per cent., which proposition 
the Committee,on behalf of the Turnpike Com¬ 
pany, agreed to advise their Company to ac¬ 
cept. 

We therefore respectfully report and recom¬ 
ment the passage of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the City Solicitor be and he is 
hereby authorized to enter into contract on the 
part of the city of Pittsburgh, with the Farm¬ 
ers’ and Mechanics’ Turnpike Road Company, 
to purchase all the rights, property and fran¬ 
chises of said Company for the sum of $10,000, to 
be paid in six per cent, bonds, at ten years af¬ 
ter date, and to draw up ana prepare the ne¬ 
cessary legislation to carry said contract into 
effect. 

The report was accepted and the resolution 
laid over until the next meeting. 

Select Council having adjourned at an early 1 
hour, none of the above business was reached 
in that body,

SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO ASCER¬ 
TAIN IF THE PROVISIONS OF THE ORDI¬ 
NANCE HAVE BEEN COMPLIED WITH. 

» Mr, BURGWIN, Chairman of the special 
committee present ed the following report: 

Gentlemen: The special committee ap¬ 
pointed July 25, to whom was reierred a state¬ 
ment of the Treasurer and Controller of the 
city, with instructions to report whether ihe 
ordinance of February 7, 187t>, has been com¬ 
plied wilh by ihe Treasurer, respectfully re¬ 
port: 

First—Tho sum of $291,603 87, being the bal¬ 
ance duo the city by the Treasurer on the 22d 
day of July, 1870, as it appears on the books ot 
the City Controller, was on the 25th of July 
deposited by the Treasurer in the banks 
chosen by Councils under the ordinance re¬ 
ferred to, end began to draw Interest al the 
contract rate from the 20t h day of July. 

Second—On the 1st day of April 1870, at which 
lime, according to the recent ruling of the 
Court of Common Fleas, the treasurer should 
have made his deposit in the backs as provi¬ 
ded lu the ordinance, the balance to the city’* 
credit in the Controller’s office was $317,658 12 
and we hereto annex a schedule showing 
what the balance continued to be on the first 
of each month afterwards, until the mooey 
was actually deposited in hank by the Treas¬ 
urer. 

Whether the city is enabled (o claim the 
amount ot Interest which the city would 
have gained, had the ordinance been complied 
with from the first, and lfsb whether Council 
should tako steps to enforce such claims, are 
questions which your com in ft tee did not. con¬ 
sider os coming wlihin the rcope of their in¬ 
structions. They therefore elm ply report the 
facts, leavlDg Council to take such action, If 
any, as they may deem the ne^t interests of 
the city demand, it may beproptrto add that 
the Interest thus lost to the city, would have 
been in round numbers abont $5 500 

Third—Your Committeealsorej orttbat there 
Isa fund belonging to the city, arising from (he 
saie of the Water Extension bonds, which has 
never been in Ihe bands of the Treasurer. The 
circumstances, as understood by us, are as fol¬ 
lows: About a year ago the Controller, per¬ 
ceiving that, there was and for some time pro¬ 
bably would be a considerable unexpended 
balance, Bribing from the sale of the 
Water Extension bonds, and there being 
then no ordinance providing lor the 
deposit of the city funds at Inteiest, with the 
advice and consent of the Finance Committee, 
made an arrangement with McVay & Co., who 
nad charge of the sale of|tbese bonds,by which, 
on their giviog abundant security, the proceeds 
of the Bale were to lie in their hands at interest 
and payable on demand. Instead of passing in¬ 
to the hands of the Treasurer, where they 
would have lain without Interest. This pro¬ 
ceeding, your Committee are of opinion, was 
irregular, but we are also satisfied that it was 
done from the best motives and with the best 
results; tbe result belDg a gain to the city oi 
about $1,700, 

Notice has been given to McVay <fe Co. to pay 
over to the City Treasurer the amount deposit¬ 
ed with them, and they have accordingly paid 
in $10,000. The remainder Is to be paid at the 
rate of $10J)00 a week. 

Fourth. Tnere Is another fund to which your 
committee would direct the attention ofCoun- 
ells. It Is the fund in the Treasurer’s bands, 
arising from the assessments for the grading 
and paving of streets and the construction of 
sewers. 

Under the practice, not only of this but of 
former Treasurers, no account of this fund is 
kept by the Controller, nor has any portion of 
it been deposited to the city’s credit under the 
ordinance; no aggregate account of the whole 
land Is kept by the Treasurer, but a separate 
account with each street or sewer 
assessment, consequently yonr Committee 
ooold not, withont a great deal of labor, Inform 
themselves as to what the balance, if any, may 


have been In tbe Treasurer’s hand at any par¬ 
ticular time. The Treasurer informs us, -as 
a general thing, he has been in advance to 
the fund. However this may be, yonr Commit¬ 
tee are of opinion that the whole system under 
which streets and sewer assessments are col- | 
lected and contractors paid, is defective; and 
they commend the subject to your careful 
consideration.

A n ordinance tg authorize the 

erection of a Market House in the Four¬ 
teenth ward and to provide.for the payment of 
the cost thereof. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it Is hereby ordained 
and enacted by theauthority of the same. That 
the Market Committee shall be and is hereby 
authorized and empowered to enter Into a 
contract for the erection of a Market House on 
the property belonging to the city at the cor¬ 
ner of Fifth avenue and Miltenberger street, 
in accordance with the plans and specifica¬ 
tions prepared hyS. W, Richards. Esq., pro¬ 
vided that the entire cost of said hulldirg 
shall not exceed t he sum of thirty-eight thou¬ 
sand dollars ($38,000). 

Sko. 2. That the contract for said building 
shall be signed on behalf of the city by the 
Chairman oi the Market Committee, under in¬ 
structions from said committee, and the con¬ 
struction shall be made under the supervision 
of the Building Inspector of the city. 

Sec. 3. That the City Controllershall be aDd 
is hereby authorized and directed to prepare 
and 188UG bonds in the name of the city of 
Pittsburgh to the amount of twenty-five thou¬ 
sand dollars (825,000), in accordance with sec¬ 
ond section of the act of Assembly, approved 
the 21th day of February, 1870, entitled "An 
act toaulhorize the city of Pittsburgh to pur¬ 
chase property and provide lor the erection of 
, a market house.” 

Sec. 4. Said bonds shall be made payable to 
bearer with semi-annual coupons attached; 
they shall be in such sums as the Finance Com¬ 
mittee Bball direct; they shall bear interest at, 
the rate of seven per centum per annum, and 
Bhall be payable in (10) ten years from the first 
day of October, A. D. 1870, which shall be the 


date of said bonds; the principal and Interest 
payable at the office of the City Treasurer in 
the city of Pittsburgh; they shall be signed by 
the Mayor, countersigned by the Controller, 
and shall be sealed by the Mayor with the cor¬ 
porate seal of said city. 

Sec: 5. The City Controller shall keep a cor¬ 
rect account of all bonds which may be issued 
in pursuance of this ordinance, and of all 
moneys received and paid for or on account 
thereof, and shall cancel all bonds and coc¬ 
oons which may at any time be paid by the 
City Treasurer. 

Sec. 6. Said bonds shall be sold by the Con¬ 
troller, under direction of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, In such manner as the Committee may 
direct, for the best price which can be obtained 
therefor, not less than par, and all money re¬ 
ceived therefrom shall be deposited lu the 
City Treasury, as other funds of said city are 
deposited. 

Sec. 7, The Cltv Treasurer shall keep a sep¬ 
arate account of said funds, and shall pay 
them out upon warrants, which sball be 
drawn upon orders of the Market Committee 
for account of the erection of said market house 
and for no other purpose.

person, no matter what his religion, race or 
color, could share In Its benefits. He was op¬ 
posed to giving the use of the public hall to 
any Institution, sectarian or non-sectarian, 
but as the managers of the Home for Aged 
Women had been granted the use of the hall 
he was in favor of granting the present appli¬ 
cation also. Then he would favor the passage 
of a resolution denying Its use hereafter to 
any person or society whatever. 

Mr. MORGAN could not see the force of such 
logic. It looked like acting on the principle 
that two wrongs made a right, If Councils had 
done wrong in the first case, they should not 
repeat the wrong now. He offered the resolu¬ 
tion to give the use of the hall for the fair for 
the Home for Aged WomeD, because It was a 
general charity, and not a eectarlau institu¬ 
tion. 

Mr. PRESTON was opposed to permitllng 
the use ot the public property for any purpose 
whatever, without compensation. It was an 
indirect use of the public means, 
which Councils had no right 
to sanction. These charitable institutions 
were all worthy of support, but while members 
of Councils might contribute to tbeir support, 
as individuals, they had no right to vote the 
use of the public property, whereby the reve¬ 
nues of the city might be lessened. Tbatwas 
an Indirect use of the people’s money, He 
would also state that the Home for Aged 
Women was perhaps as sectarian as.St. Fran- 
cis Hospital. It was a Home for Aged Protest■ ; 
ant Women. 

Mr. MORGAN staled that he did not so un¬ 
derstand it; and if he had known that fact, he 
certainly would not have offered the resolu¬ 
tion allowing the managers the use of the hall. 
He thought aged women of all denominations 
were admitted.

DISCUSSION IN REFERENCE TO THE TRANSFERS. 

In reference to the transfers of appropria¬ 
tions, Mr. EDWARDS moved that that relat¬ 
ing to transfer from the Weigh Scales be strick¬ 
en out. 

THE DISBURSEMENTS IN THE POLICE DEPART- 
31 ENT. 

Mr. K IRK asked leave lo speak to the resolu¬ 
tion. He stated that the Police Committee 
hid not only expended the Appropriation— 
$100,000—but about $8,000 more, and never since 
he had been In Council had this Committee re¬ 
ported, notwithstanding a resolution bad been 
adopted by both Councils months ago, requir- 
ing committees havlDg charge of the disburse¬ 
ment of monies to report monthly. He said 
that the Ordinance authorized the appoint¬ 
ment of 122 men on the police force, wnile he 
had ascertained in looking over the roll that 
there were one hundred and fifty-three men 
underpay. Ot coursesome of these were extra 
men, but he could not Bee how there were so 
many extra men. He alBO Baid that the Con¬ 
troller had power and ongbl to have refused to 


' draw warrants for any name on the pay roll 
over the lawful number authorized by the Or¬ 
dinance. He offered the loliowingamendment: 

Resolved ., that the question of making ad¬ 
ditional appropriations to the Police Commit¬ 
tee be postponed until said Committee report 
their expenditures for the current year and 
that they also be Instructed to report the num¬ 
ber ot police employed, and whether there has 
been a greater number of police employed 
than the ordinances of the city directs, and If 
so, by what authority they have been employ¬ 
ed, and that the Controller be Instructed tore- 
port whether he has approved warrants tor a 
reater number ol police than are authorized, 
y law. 

Mr. MCCARTHY, took grounds agalnsttho 
amendment and during one of his eloquent 
flights addressed the Council as ‘'gentlemen of 
the jury” which created considerable laugh¬ 
ter. He said the force was fixed at one hand- 
ered and tblrty-two men and the gentleman 
preceding him knew It and there was but 
one man over that number on the regular 
force. He was In favor of economy but 
he could not see the force of the gentleman’s 
argument. 

Mr, KEHEW said that the Police Committee 
reported monthly in all of the newspapers In 
the city, and the Committee deemed the re¬ 
ports sufficient. He knew the Committee was 
ready to report to Councils an well as In the 
papers, but they did notdeem Uneceisary. 

Mr. KIRK said he would also oppose the 
transfer ot the $1,000 from the Allegheny 
Wharf Committee to the Police Committee, 
because the Wharf Committee needed It. He 
also replied to Mr. McCarthy’s assertion in 
reference to the force. He said that there 
were only one hundred originally authorized; 
that an ordinance was passed, or said to be 
passed, increasing It to one hundred and 
twenty-two, and it bad never been increased 
to one hundred and ihlrfy-two, and the speak¬ 
er stating the same could not show h!s asser¬ 
tion to be correct. The money given to the 
charge of toe Committee bad been unlawfully 
disbursed because of the continuance under 
pay of an unlawful number of men. 

Mr. LITTELL Bald the Chairman of the 
Wharf Committee was captious in opposing 
the transfer of the $1,000, because the work 
could not be done this season, 

Mr. BURGWINsald he felt like having the 
matter postponed until there was a harmony 
of action between the varlons committees and 
the Controller in regard to the tAking away of 
the money. The Chairman of the committee 
reported that they needed the money, and w 
member said they did not. Now, unless the 
committee would overrule the chairman he 
would feel bound to accept hla report. The 
Councils were not satisfied with the reports 
published In the papers, but wanted then 
foller, and monthly. He feltan Interest in the 
discussion because be had the honor of offer¬ 
ing the resolution requiring the committees to 
report monthly, and which had been unani¬ 
mously adopted. 

Mr. MORROW said he would not favor adop~ 
tlon of the first part of Mr. Kirk’s amendment; 
namely, to withhold the pay of the officers, 
bat he thought the committee ought to report 
to Councils what they would likely need to 
Bettle up the business of the year, and how 
they they proposed to raise It. He ibonght 
they would reqalre $25,000 at least. 

Mr. LLOYD, from the Police Committee, said 
that he woula not defend the commute* for 
not reporting to the Council, but he thought 
that there was not one man more on the police 
force than the law authorized. 

Mr. MORROW moved to strikeout the first 
portion of the resolution ot Mr. Kirk. 

Mr. LLOYD moved to lay Mr. Kirk a resolu¬ 
tion and the amendment by Mr. Morrow upon 
He table.

TRANSFER OF THK FARMER’S A MECHANIC’S 
TURNPIKE TO THK CITY,* 

Mr, AIKEN, communication from the city 
Solicitor, as follows: 

Gentlemen: Y* ur resolution of Ocfober27lh, 
directing me to en*er Jn»oa contract with tbe 
Farmers’ and Mechanic..’ Turnpike Company, 
for the transfer r>f the rights, property and 
franchises of the company to the city, was 
duly received. On tbe 221 ol November, at a 
roeeMDg of the stockholders, a resolution was 
adopted accepting the terms proposed by the 
city. In pursuance of these resolutions, f pre¬ 
pared a contract, which was signed by Mr. 
Dll worth. President of the eompauy, and 
by me on benalf of the city, a copy of which 
is berero attached. As fheflme limited in the 
act of April 6, 1867. for the Issue of bonds by 
the city has expired, it will be necessary to 
precure fun her legislation for that purpose, 
a Oil I have prepaied an act of Assembly, 
which I submit for your approval. The com¬ 
munication was accepted aud filed. 

The Solicitor then read tbe contract men¬ 
tioned in tbe report, and also the draft of the 
act of Assembly, which provides for the Issue 




of 6per cent, bonds, running ten years, for 
the purchase of the road, the contraot made 
being to that effect. 

The contract was approved, and the follow¬ 
ing resolution adopted: 

Resolved, That the foregoing draft of an act 
of Assembly be approved, and that rhe same 
be forwarded to the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives with the request that the same be 
enacted in a law as soon as practicable. The 
road is to be delivered to the city by April 1st,

THE TREASURER’S CLERKS. 

The ordinance providing a clerical force for 
tha Treasurer, mentioned in the report of the 
Finance Committee, was now taken up. 

It provides that the Finance Committee 
may authorize the employment of so many 
clerks as may be necessary, either permaent- 
ly or temporarily, at Bucb compensation as the 
committee may direct, not exceeding an ag¬ 
gregate of 85,400 In any one year. All clerks 
employed by the Treasurer, without authori¬ 
ty- shall be paid by him, and he shall be re¬ 
sponsible to the city for all their acts. The Fi¬ 
nance Committee is authorized to fix the com¬ 
pensation of the Treasurer, for clerk hire, dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year 1870, provided the amount 
Shall not exceed 5.400. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved an amendment that 
the sum to be paid for 1871 shall Dot exceed 
$6,400, the same as fixed for 1870. The amend¬ 
ment was adopted, and the ordinance as 
amended agreed to.

Accompanying the report were the follow¬ 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, That the proposition of the Rei- 
mer’s be recommended to Councils for accept¬ 
ance; provided, however, that the clause pro¬ 
viding for Its reversion to the original owners 
be stricken out, and they make a deed in fee 
simple to the city. 

Resolved, That the Committee recommend to 
this Council to purchase sixteen lots of the 
Denny property, havlDg a front of J92 feet on 
Penn avenue, with a like front on Liberty 
street, and 200 feet on Thirty-second street, 
with a 20-foot alley between each tier of lots; 
Provided, the vendors remove the leases from 
said property at their own expense. 

The Reimer property contains about one 
acre, is on the Frankstown road and is a dona¬ 
tion, and it seems will be conveyed to the city 
free of conditions, the Committee having been 
so Instructed after the resolution bad been 
drawn. The Denny property will cost 851,200. 
The renort was accepted and filed. 

Mr. BURG WIN offered the lollowing resolu¬ 
tion:

ALLEGHENY WHARF. 

Mr. KIRK, Chairman of the Allegheny 
Wharf Committee, presented the following re¬ 
port: 

Gentlemen: The Allegheny Wharf Com¬ 
mittee were Informed that W. J. Pore had 
placed obstructions upon a certain piece of 
ground which had always been regarded as 
part of the wharf of Lawrencevllle, but which 
he claimed under a patent of the Common¬ 
wealth dated 1868. The matter was referred to 
the City Attorney, who obtained a plot from 
the City Engineer, and after an examination 
of the records ot the county, gave it as his 
opinion that, the ground claimed by Mr. Pore 
was dedicated to the public use by W. B. Foster, 
who formerly owned the same, and that Mr. 
Pore has no vnlid claim to the property. As 
the matter will probably result In legal contro¬ 
versy we kRve thought proper to refer It to 
Connells tor their action, and respectfully 
recommend the passage of the following reso¬ 
lution: 

Resolved, That the Allegheny Wharfmaster 
be and Is hereby instructed to cause all ob¬ 
structions to be removed from that portion of 
the wharf claimed by W. J. Pore, and that the 
City Attorney be Instructed to prosecute or 
defend Rll actions or prosecutions wbicn may 
be necessary to maintain the rights of the 
city In the premises. 

The report was accepted and the resolution 
read three rimes and passed. 

THE ROAD DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. E P, JONES presented a report from the 
Committee on Roads, accompanied by ordi¬ 
nances opening Lang aveDue from Penn ave¬ 
nue to Franktown avenuetand Webster evenne 
from Miner to Jefferson streets. The report 
was accepted and the ordinances read a third 
lime and passed finally, 

REPORT OF VIEWERS. 

Mr. JONES also presented the report of 
viewers on the openlDg of Fifth avenue ex¬ 
tension rrom Penn avenue to Lincoln avenue, 
which was approved. 

FROM THE RAILROAD COMMITTEE. 

Mr. HOUSE, report of the Committee on 
Railroads, as follows: 

ORMSBY PASSENGER RAILWAY. 

Gentlemen: Your Committee on Railroads 
would respeol iully report that they have had 
before them the ordinance giving the right to 
the Ormsby Passenger Railway'Company to 
traverse certain streets, which was referred to 
them by Councils, November 28th, and which 
they herewith return, recommending Its pas¬ 
sage, with the following amendment as to 
route: “Down Grant, with double track, to 
Waterstreel; down Water street, with single 
track, to Market.” Third avenue, over which 
t he Company propose to lay their track, hav¬ 
ing a width, from curb to curb of twenty feet 
only, your Committee deem it inexpedient to 
grant them the use of it. 

ALLEGHENY AND MANCHESTER RAILWAY. 

Your Committee have also had under con- 
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sideratton the ordinance granting additional 
privileges to the Pittsburgh, Allegheny and 
Manchester Passenger Railway Company, and 
would recommend the passage of the accom¬ 
panying substitute. The report was accepted 
and filed. 

In reference to the ordinance relating to the 
Ormsby Passenger Railway, Mr, E. P. JONES 
offered the following substitute for the route 
reported by the Committee: From the Bir¬ 
mingham bridge, along Second avenue to 
Grant street; up Grant to Fourth avenue, and 
thence to Market street. Provided, however, 
that said company shall by agreement with 
the Central Passenger Railway Company ob¬ 
tain the right to use the track ol the said last 
named company, 

Mr. MCCARTHY moved that the ordinance 
layover. 

Mr. JONES moved a suspension of the rules 
In order to pass finally, but the motion failed 
by a vote of 17 to 16. 

The ordinance in reference to the Allegheny 
and Manchester road gives the company the 
right to lay a single or double track from the 
present terminus of their road on Sixth street 
to Liberty street, thence to Fifth avenue, and 
thence to Market street, providing they pay 
io the city, annually, the sum of $400. The or¬ 
dinance was read twice and laid over under 
the rules. 

THE FTRE COMMISSION MEETING, 

Mr. MCCARTHY offered the followlngresol- 
ution, 

Resolved, That, the Fire Commissioners be re¬ 
quested to admit the reportersof the citypapers 
at their meeting on next Tnursday.

Mr. MCCARTHY—We have a right to make 
the request. The resolution was read three 
times and passed. 

THE MONONGAHELA WHARF—HIGH AND LOW 
WATER LINES, 

Mr. MORROW, Chairman of the Mononga- 
hela Wharf Committee, presented tne follow¬ 
ing report: 

Gentlemen: Your committee, to whom was 
referred the petition of the Monongahela 
Navigation Company, in reference to low and 
high water lines, beg leave to report that arter 
a personal examination of the ground, from 
Grant street to Lock No. 1, Monongaheia river, 
in company with the City Engineer, and from 
the result of a survey made by their Instruc¬ 
tions, they found that in many places the river 
bank above the elevation of high waterline, 
has been filled out far beyond the high water 
ltne, and in some cases the slope, of the bank 
runs beyond the Jow water line to the serious 
damage of navigation and contrary to the law 
establishing high and low water lines. 

We would also state that your committee 
have repeatedly, during the" last two years, 
notified the said property-holders, through 
the Wharfmaster, to desist from further en* 
croacnments on the river, but so far little or 
no attention has been paid to said notice. 
They therefore recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Wharfmaster, under the 
direction of the City Solicitor, be Instructed to 
bring suit against one or more of the parlies 
so offending, for the abatement of the nui¬ 
sance. 

The report was accepted and the resolution 
read three limes and passed. 

RATES OF WHARFAGE REDUCED. 

Mr. MORROW also introduced an ordinance 
reducing the rates of wharfage on the Monon- 
gabela wharf thirty-tbree and one-third per 
cent., to lake effect January 1st, 1871. Read 
three times and pissed. 

Select Council then adjourned wlthont reach¬ 
ing any of the business of Common Council, 
except where noticed in the report of the pro¬ 
ceedings of that body.

The Select unci Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh held an adjourned meeting Wednes¬ 
day, December 28th, at 2 o’clock p. m.

On motion of Mr. HERRON, the reading of the 
minutes of the preceding meeting was dispensed 
with. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Mr. HERRON moved that Council proceed to take 
up the unfinished buBiuess. 

The motion was adopted and the following busi¬ 
ness from Common Council was taken up, and the 
action of that body concurred in: 

An ordinance fixing the salaries of clerks of Coun¬ 
cil for the ensniDg year at $500. Passed finally. 

An ordinance granting to the Ormsby Passenger 
Railway the right of way over certain streets. 
Amended by Mr. JONES changing the route to 
Fourth aveune from Water street. 

Mr. BURG WIN offered an amendment requiring 
said company to remove their tracks from Second 
avenue between Grant and Try streets to Third 
avenue so soon as a bridge was erected over the Pan 
Handle Railroad track at Try street and Third 
avenue. 

The amendment was accepted and the ordinance 
as amended was passed finally. 

An ordinance providing for the grading of Rose 
street. Laid over. 

'I he ordinance granting the right of way over cer¬ 
tain streets to the Allegheny and Manchester Passen¬ 
ger Railway Company was next taken up. 

Mr. BROWN moved its final passage. 

Mr. LITTELL asked leave to present a remon¬ 
strance against the passage of the same, which was 
granted. 

Mr. ISAAC JONES then moved that the ordinance 
be Indefinitely postponed. Carried. 

A petition from Hugh Myers & Co. for a reduction 
of city business tax was referred to the Finance 
Committee, with power to act. 

An ordinance annulling the contract for construct¬ 
ing a sewer on Seventh street, was taken up. 

.Mr. E. P. JONES moved its final passage. 

Mr. SEELY moved as an amendment that the or¬ 
dinance be postponed. Lost. 

The question recurred on the original motion to 
pass finally, and Mr. SEELY called the yeas and nays 
with the following result:

So the motion was lost. 

An ordinance providing for the opening of Beech 
alley was taken up. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved that it lay over for the 
present, which was decided in the negative, and the 
ordinance passed finally. 

A resolution authorizing the Controller to certify a 
warrant in favor »f Gallus Bauer for 1500 was passed 
finally. 

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ATTORNEY. 

J. F, Slagle, Esq., City Attorney, presented a re¬ 


port of the business transacted for the city by him 
during the year, as follows: 

City Attorney’s Office, ) 
Pittsburgh, December 28, 1870./ 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh : 

Gentlemen: As required by ordinance, I have 
the honor to submit the following report of the busi¬ 
ness of the city transacted by me during the past 
year. Of the suits pending at the time of my last 
report, the following cases have been tried; 

The City of Pittsburgh vs. James II. Nobbs, No. 
206, JulyT., 18(19, in which the city claims the 
amount of fees received by the defendant for oil 
guaged in cars and bulk boats, was tried September 
19, 1870, and a verdict rendered In favor of the city 
for the sum of $5,252 16, subject to the opinion of 
the Court upon a question of , law reserved, which 
has not yet been disposed of. 

Bell & Weir vs. the City of Pittsburgh, No. 550, 
July T., 1S69, Is a suit in which the plaintiffs claimed 
against the city the amount of their bill for work ami 
materials in the construction of a vault in front of 
property of Wm. Carr on Penn street The vault 
was destroyed in grading the street in 1865. Wm. 
Carr refused to rebuild It, and it was done by order 
of the City Engineer. The case was tried Septem¬ 
ber 21st. 1870, and the jury failed to agree. 

Joseph A. Butts vs. the City, No. 302, November 
T., 1869, is a suit for damages done by water which 
entered the premises of plaintiff through a defect in 
the pavement. The case was tried October 27,1870, 
and the jury rendered a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff for 51,187 50. At the trial I took exceptions 
to certain rulings of the Court, and afterwards 
moved for a new trial, which motion Is now pending. 

The City of Pittsburgh vs. Samuel P. Shrlver, No. 
510, December T., 1803. This is a suit by the city to 
recover the amount of business tax forlS69. The 
defendant claimed that lie was not bound to pay tax 
upon sales made by agents outside of the city. A 
case stated was submitted to the Court, which was 
decided in favor of the city, and carried to the Su¬ 
preme Court by Mr. Shrlver. It was argued at the 
last term and will probably be decided early in Jan¬ 
uary. 

The City vs. Richard Gray, No. 063, November T. 
1869, is a suit brought by the city to recover wharf¬ 
age on railroad iron shipped over the city track on 
Liberty and Water streets. A case stated was sub¬ 
mitted to the court and decided in favor of the city. 
The claim was paid to the wharfinaster. 

The city of Pittsburgh vs. Jacob Walter, No. 3, 
July T. 1869. Municipal Lien, Is a claim for grading 
Mahon street. It was alleged that a mistake had 
been made In the estimate, that the contractor had 
been alloived for more grading than had been actu¬ 
ally done. The case whs tried June 10,187D, ami the 
jury rendered a verdict for $160 14, which was some¬ 
thing less than the amount of the claim. 

It was also claimed that the claim was Invalid, be¬ 
cause it did not appear that a petition of a majority 
of property owners had been presented to Councils 
before the passage of the ordinance. 

The Court sustained the petition and entered judg¬ 
ment for the defendant, to which I took exceptions 
and sued out a writ of error. The case was not 
reached the last term, but will be argued at the next 
term of the Supreme Court 
The City vs. JohnF. Cluley, No. 31, April, 1869, Is 
a claim for grading and paving Center avenue. The 
defense set up was that the Hen was defective in sev¬ 
eral respects. The Court sustained the objections 
and ordered a non-suit I took the case to the Su¬ 
preme Court, and it was argued at the hist term and 
decided in favor of the city before the Court ad¬ 
journed. This is an important case, as It settles the 
form of the lien to be filed. 

The City vs. John Shaffer. No. 58. July, 1869. is a 
claim for grading Dinwiddle street The defense 
was that the defendant had graded in front of his 
property at his own expense under authority of a 
resolution of Councils. 

The Court below decided that he was not liable to 
assessment. I took out a writ of error and argued 
the case before the Supreme Court at the last term, 
but It has not been decided. 

During the last venr the following cases have been 
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brought against the city which have not been dis- 

I 1 posed of: 

J. N. Tmickeray vs. The City et al., No. 352, March 
T., 1870, which is an execution attachment served 
upon the City Treasurer. 

I entered an appearance for the city and Mr. 
Cochran. An execution attachment does not lie 
against the city or city ofllcera, and as soon as it can 
be paid It will be dismissed. 

Mrs. Ellen Stottler vs. John Yandergrift, No. 297, 
July T, 1870,is an action against Mr. Vandegrift, who, 
as Road Commissioner, removed certain trees from 
the sidewalk in front of Mrs. Stottler’s property on 
Mill street. An ordinance had been passed opening 
Mill street, and before the damages hud been asses¬ 
sed some of the owners threw open their ground 
and set their fences to the new line. Some trees 
were standing on the sidewalk of the new gtreet In 
front of Mrs. Stottler’s property. She refused to re¬ 
move them and the Commissioner had it done. This 
case will raise an Important question as to the right 
of the city after the passage of an ordinance, and 
pending proceedings to assess damages. 

Three suits have been brought against the city 
upon bonds of the city to enforce payment of gold, 
as follows: 

Thomas Evans, executors, No. 792, November T., 
1870. 

Thomas and William Evans, executors, No. 793, 
November T., 1S70. 

E. S. Whalen, for use, No. 794, Noveml>erT., 1870. 
On the part of the city. I have brought suit against 
J. W. Young. Matthew Tate and A. B. Stevenson, at 
No. 165, April T., 1870, upon the bond of J. W. Young, 
as Road Commissioner of the district. The Com¬ 
missioner received from the City Treasurer in I860 
about 518,000 for the purpose of paying money to 
men employed by him, and for materials furnished 
for repairs to the roads. He neglected to pay the 
men and absconded. The city was compelled to pay 
the bills, and this suit was brought by order of the 
Finance Committee to enforce payment of the pen¬ 
alty of his bond. 

On the — day of February, 1870, the City Councils 
passed an ordinance to provide for the deposit and 
safe keeping of the funds of the city, which pro¬ 
vided for the election of depositaries and required 
the Treasurer of the city to depositall money belong¬ 
ing to the city (u the hanks thus designated 
Three banks were selected In accordance with the 
provisions of the ordinance, but the Treasurer t>eing 
advised that the ordinance was illegal, refused to 
make the deposits. Under Instructions from the 
Finance Committee, I applied to the Conrtof Com 
niou Pleas for a “mandamus,” which, after full argu¬ 
ment by consul and careful consideration by the 
Court, w as granted. Mr. Cochran sued out a writ of 
error, but it was not pressed In the Supreme Court 
The decision of this case sustains the power of the 
city to direct how and where the City Treasurer shall 
deposit the pnblic funds. 

At No. 495, November T, 1870, John Barton, Esq., 
on behalf of himself and others, citizens of the city, 
died a bill in equity alleging that the ordinance mak¬ 
ing appropriations for 1870 nad not been legally pass¬ 
ed by councils, and asking that the city officers be 
restrained from collecting the taxes assessed under 
it. There were several oueRtlons raised by the bill, 
but the Court over-ruled the application and refused 
the injunction prayed for. The foregoing embraces 
all the important suits brought or disposed of during 
the past year. 

During the year three suits have been brought 
upon coupons of railroad bonds as follows:

The following cases were tried at the May term of 
Court.

Arthur W. Machen, No. 12 , May, 1869. 

Jas. K. Smith, No. % November, 1869. 

The Judgments were entered In these cases for 
payment In gold. In the first two I took out writs 
of error which are still pending. In the other two 
cases the amounts were not sufficient to give juris¬ 
diction to the Supreme Court Mr. Machen agreed 
to accept payment in currency and the amount of his 






claim was paid by order of the Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee also ordered payment of 
claim of National Bank of Philadelphia, No. 239 
January T., 1868, in District Court, in which judgment 
was obtained in 1869. 

The cases of Oelricks vs. the City, Nos. 35 Novem¬ 
ber T. 1860 and 36, May T. 1861, were among the cas¬ 
es compromised in 1864. At the time the settlement 
was made, it was ascertained that certain coupons 
included in those judgments were claimed by Chas. 
Moran, and he denied the right of Oelricks & Co. to 
settle the claim. The City has always resisted the 
payment, and in November, 1868, Mr. Achison ap¬ 
plied for a mandamus, which was ordered by the 
Court. 1 moved to rescind the order. The matter 
was not pressed until the last argument list was ta¬ 
ken up. In the meantime we took the testimony of 
several witnesses, who testified that It was under¬ 
stood at the time the agreement was signed by Ocl- 
ricks & Co. that some of the coupons belonged to 
Moran Bros., and that they were not included in the 
agreement. After argument, the Court held that the 
settlement was not lending upon Moran, and ordered 
the mandamus to be executed. 

The following ca9cs of contested street openings 
and sewer assessments have been disposed of during 
the past year: 

Erin street. An appeal was taken from the assess¬ 
ment made in this case, by Richard (lays and others. 
New viewers were appointed by Court, who made a 
new assessment, which was confirmed by the Court. 
The assessments have been collected, the damages 
paid, and the street opened. 

Aiken's Lane. Appeal of D. D. Bruce. A commis¬ 
sioner wns appointed who modified the report of 
viewers slightly. The report, was confirmed and all 
the assessments collected except one, for which I 
have obtained a judgment. 

Mill sired. Appeal of Geo. G. Negley, A commis¬ 
sioner was appointed, who, after taking a large 
amount of testimony, made a report, allowing Mr. 
Negley $500 damages in addition to the amount al-' 
lowed by the viewers. After argument, the Court 
Bet aside the report of the commissioner and con¬ 
firmed the report of viewers as It had been approved 
by Councils. 

De Vinters dreet. Appeal of John Beatty. The ap¬ 
peal was dismissed and the report of viewers con¬ 
firmed. The assessments have been partially col¬ 
lected. 

Hewlett street. Appeal of Uthn & Weller. A com¬ 
missioner was appointed, who modified the report of 
viewers to some extent. His report was confirmed. 

The assessments have been collected and the 
streets opened. 

Forbes street —Appeal of S. M. Kier and others, 
a Commissioner was appointed who took a large 
amount of testimony. The case Is one of very con¬ 
siderable interest, on account of the value of the 
property taken and the principle involved. The 
Commissioner increased the amount of damages of 
some of the parties, and excluded entirely the claims 
of others. The Court have not yet passed on his re¬ 
port. 

Hartfeld street —Appeal of Mrs. Anna Irwin. This 
case was submitted to a Commissioner, who took a 
considerable amount of testimony, hut has not yet 
filed Ills report. 

Bedford street— Appeal of Wm. Herron, etal. In 
this case the Court appointed new viewers, but sub¬ 
sequently quashed the proceedings, because the 
original papers in the case had been lost. It will be 
necessary for Councils to appoint new Viewers. 
While the proceedings were pending in the Court of 
Quarter Sessions a bill in equity was filed in the Dis¬ 
trict Court on behalf of the “Lincoln Memorial Cem¬ 
etery Association” to restrain the city from opening 
the street, through the burial ground. There is an 

act of Assembly passed---, which 

prohibits the opening of streets through burial 
grounds or cemetery. I claimed that this was an ex¬ 
ception, because the street was laid out in the city 
district plan hefore the cemetery was located. The 
District Court declined to act (u the matter while 
proceedings were pending in the Quarter Sessions, 
i presume it will now be pressed to a decision. 

Miltenberjer alley —Appealof-— Church. A 

Commissioner was appointed, who after hearing a 
large amount of testimony, made a report confirm¬ 
ing the report of the Viewers as approved by Coun¬ 
cils. His report has not been acted on by the Court. 
Tiiis appeal has been lately entered and nothing has 
been done. 

Dallas avenue —Appeal of James A. Hutchinson. ; 
This appeal was entered December 7, 1870, and no 
action lias yet been had. 

In addition to the above streets there have been 
several streets not contested, In which T have col¬ 
lected the assessments and paid the damages, viz; 
Mulberry alley, Tustin street, Clark street, KJls- 
worth avenue, and several others in vrhtch the 
assessments have not been fully paid, viz: Denny 
street, Ambcraon avenue, Rebecca street, Rose 
street, Herron avenue, Fifth avenue, Main street and 
Lang avenue. 

There have been appeals taken in three sewer as¬ 
sessments. 

Forty-seeond street sewer —Appeal of M. McCul¬ 
lough, and others. New viewers were appointed by 
Court, who made an assessment uearly correspond¬ 


ing with the one approved by Councils. This assess¬ 
ment was confirmed by Court, and the money is now 
in course of collection, 

Forty-eighth, street sewer —Appeal of S. Duff ct al. 
This was referred to viewers by Court, who made a 
new assessment from which an appeal was again 
taken, and the Court appointed a Commissioner who 
is now takiug testimony. 

Fifth avemie sewer —Appeal of Wm. Wood et al. 
In this case the Court appointed new viewers, who 
made a new assessment which ditiered but little 
from that approved by Councils, When it was pre¬ 
sented to Court, exceptions were filed, one of w r hich 
alleged that the estimate for the cost of the sewer 
was excessive. After taking testimony before an 
examiner, the Court found that certain items of ex¬ 
pense, which Tvere included in the estimate of the 
Engineer ami Street Committee, were improperly 
charged as part of the cost of constructing the 
sewer, ami the assessment was reduced accord¬ 
ingly. 

The circumstances of the case precluded the idea 
of fraud in the transaction, the charges being made 
under a mistake of the Street Committee as to some 
items which they thought were properly estimated 
as part of the cost of constructing the sewer, but 
which the Court were of the opinion should be paid 
out of the general fund of the city. 

The labor attending these cases of appeals from 
assessments is very great. A large amount of testi¬ 
mony is necessarily taken in each one, requiring time 
in the preparation and in taking the testimony before 
the examiners. This, with the large numbers of 
parties interested, whose convenience must, often be 
consulted as to the times of meeting, necessarily 
cause many delays which are as vexatious to me as 
to the citizens interested. I have always endeav¬ 
ored to have these matters disposed of as soon as 
possible, consistent with the interest of the parties 
and the public.

In the above cases the defenses in case of street 
opening and sewers are that the property upon which 
the assessments were made Is not bencfltted by the 
street or sower, or that there Is some Irregularity in 
the appointment of viewers; in cases of grading and 
paving, that the work done was not according to 
conti act, or mistake in making up the assessments. 

Last winter an act of Assembly was passed author¬ 
izing suit to be brought before an Alderman for the 
collection of assessments less than $56. Under the 
proceedings provided by the act of 1864, by filing a 
lien In the District Court, the costs sometimes 
amounted to as much as the claim, and the act was 
passed for the purpose of giving a cheaper mode for 
collecting small claims. It was drawn up at the In¬ 
stance of the Finance Committee, to whom the mat¬ 
ter was referred by Councils. I think this act will be 
found to work well. It requires some slight amend¬ 
ment to make it consistent with our system of law. 
I will take occasion to suggest this alteration to the 
new Councils as soon as they are organized.

Under the ordinance of August 7, 1870, the amount 
allowed by Councils for the erection of Fifth Avenue 
Market House was limited to $39,000; subsequently, 
by ordinance of date-—-, 1870, Councils al¬ 

lowed an addition of $3,000 for this purpose—making 
a tatal allowance of #41,000 to this fund which has 
been denominated Appropriation No. 27, and which 
has been set apart exclusively for the erection of 
tills market house. 

The contract price for the building is #37,300, un¬ 
der which the contractor has been paid $13,390 23, 
which is all that was due him for work done and ma¬ 
terials furnished up to and Including December 22, 
1870. The payments are made every two weeks, on 
estimates made by the City Building Inspector, de¬ 
ducting twenty per cent therefrom, to be paid-after 
the completion of the building. 

All other bills against the new market house have 
been paid. 

The market bonds authorized by Council, amount¬ 
ing to $25,000, have all been placed at par, leaving 
#16,000 to be provided by the next Council, in 
the early part of the year, should the 
whole amount of #41.000 be exhausted la the 
building. And this sum, no doubt, will be very ma¬ 
terially reduced by the bonuses that will be realized 
In the sale of the stores, stalls and stands on the 
completion of the building. A few changes have 
been made in some parts of the plans of the building 
by consent of the contracting parties, in writing, 
which will make some additions to Its cost—not Jn 
themselves amounting to a great deal, and consider- 
; ably within our appropriation.

THE WATER COMMISSION. 

Mr. MOORHEAD presented the following report 
of the Water Commission: 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh : 

Gentlemen : The best answer we can make to the 
following resolution adopted by yonr bodies, viz.: 

Resolved , That the gentlemen composing tne Water 
Commission be requested at their earliest conve¬ 
nience to report to these'ConncJls, according to ordi¬ 
nance, what progress has been made by their en¬ 
gineers for the location of the location of the pro¬ 
posed new Water Works, 

Is to submit, as w'e do herewith, a preliminary report 
from the engineers selected by the Water Committee 
for the location of the proposed new r Water Works. 

Although the undersigned were elected by your 
bodies in joint sesion on the 28th March last,yet as the 
duty of selecting a competent hydraulic engineer and 
his assistants was confided to the Water Committee, 
and as the engineer so selected and the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Water Works, together with the 
Water Commissioners, were to constitute a Board of 
Examiners, it was not until the Sth of June that the 
Board was fully constituted and organized. 

Since that time the surveys, explorations and ex¬ 
aminations have been pushed forward with all the 
assiduity and haste that the great magnitude of the 
subject would permit. 

The Commissioners at various times have accom¬ 
panied the engineers in their examinations of dif¬ 
ferent localities, and believe fully, as stated in their 
report, that they have not yet had sufficient time to 
make a full and exhaustive report, such as the great 



























































































Importance of the subject submitted to them re¬ 
quires. 

Your Commission have entire confidence in the 
skill, ability and integrity of the engineers, and are 
satisfied that they have gathered and mapped out a 
vast amount of information of great value in deter¬ 
mining the location and manner of constructing the 
works.

To the Honorable, the Board of Water Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Gentlemen immediately after being notified of 
our appointment by the Water Committee, we vis¬ 
ited the city. 

As soon as the Board of Commissioners were or¬ 
ganized, and a plan of operations agreed upon, par¬ 
ties were formed and such surveys commenced as 
seemed most desirable at first. 

We have visited together at different times, and In 
company with one or more members of the Board 
of Water Commissioners, every locality it was 
thought might become important in the construction 
of the proposed new water works. 

Up to the end of November two parties were Kept 
constantly employed in making surveys and taking 
levels, so that now the topography of most of the 
territory with!u the city limits is known with suffi¬ 
cient accuracy for present purposes. Since that 
time only one party has been kept in the field to ob¬ 
tain levels It is desirable to know. 

We have not yet had sufficient time to arrange and 
digest the information thus obtained, so as to deduce 
from It a project for the water works, that we could 
recommend as the best attainable. More time is 
absolutely necessary for this purpose, and we are 
unable at present to say how soon our plans and es¬ 
timates will be completed, but we hope in January, 
and promise that no unnecessary delay shall take 
place, as far as it may be In our power to prevent it. 
we are satisfied that those acting with us have been 
diligent and faithful in the past. 

The total length of lines surveyed and levelled, up 
to tl\e 1st of this month, was forty-six miles, besides 
a series of levels run through the most of the streets 
and known highways in the city limits. In addition 
to this, much time and labor have been 
spent in obtaining and mapping useful 
and important information hitherto In 
the office of the City Engineer, and 
that of the Superintendent of the City Water Works. 
In order to make the present water works available 
as far as possible, In planning the new water works, 

It was necessary to know what had been done. 

Mach has been done by the City Engineer, Mr. IT. 

J. Moore, and his principal assistant, Mr. W. II. Ken¬ 
nedy, in surveying the new portions of the city, as 
well as some of the old, but no satisfactory plaus, 
suitable for our purpose, of any large portion of the 
city, could be found, we feel that In this matter, 
while the Board of Water Commissioners have been 
materially aided by other departments of the city 
government, those departments will in turn have 
been aided by the labors of the Board. 

Samples of water have been obtained from the Al¬ 
legheny, Monongahela, Youghiogheny, and Kiskl- 
mlnitis rivers, and placed with Professor Wuth for 
analysis. About nine miles of the left bank of the 
Allegheny river have been carefully surveyed for the 
purpose of estimating the probable cost of a proposed 
aqueduct. All the proposed sites for reservoirs near 
the Allegheny and the Monongahela have been sur¬ 
veyed and their most economical forms, and availa¬ 
ble sizes and depths worked out. 

Much attention has been given to the best mode or 
distributing the water from the different proposed 
reservoirs, and the most desirable heights at which 
to arrange the different services. This we feel to be 
an exceedingly important matter, because any ar¬ 
rangement that would not give satisfaction to the 
citizens mast be condemned at the outset, while on 
the other hand any pumping of water to an unneces¬ 
sary height might Involve an annual expenditure it 
wonld be worth many thousand dollars to save.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STREET COMMITTEE. 

Mr. MORGAN, chairman of the Street Committee,. 1 
then submitted the annual report, which was read, 
accepted and ordered to be printed. The report Is 
as follows: 

To the Honorable the. Select and Common Councils: 

Gentlemen: Your Street Committee respectfully 
beg leave to present their annual report for the year 
1870, giving a full statement of the labors performed, 
the workings of this committee, expenditures of 
money intrusted to our care, which will appear in the 
accompanying annual reports of the City Engineer 
and Surveyor and the Street Commissioners. 

We have, during the year, held Iwouty-eight meet¬ 
ings and let thirty-five contracts. 

The contracts for sewers were the most trouble¬ 
some under our care, as the contractors at the com¬ 
pletion of almost every sewer would come Jn with 
large bills for extra work done. This had so greatly 
increased that your committee ordered profiles 
and specifications of all sewers to be contract¬ 
ed for to be made before proposals for 
the work were issued, and the contractor 
to bid for the work by the lineal foot the bidding 
price to include any and all extras. Each contrac¬ 
tor having the right to examine all plans, profiles 
and specifications, with the amounts of work to be 
done before making out his bids. 

We also passed a resolution requiring all contrac¬ 
tors to enter bonds with their bids that should u con¬ 
tract be awarded any oue of them he will take the 
work at the prices named in his bid, if not he and 
his sureties to be held for the difference between his 
bid and the next higher. 

In letting all work the City Engineer first estimates 
all the work embraced in the ordinance, furnishes 
the contractor with the necessary blanks for bidding, 
with the amount of work to be done tilled therein, 
which blanks with the required bonds, are returned 
In sealed envelops to the City Engineer, and are only 
opened In presence of a quorum of this committee, 
who, after computing the total cost of work award 
the contract to the lowest and best bidder. No bid 1 
Is received unless made out on the proper, printed 
blank and accompanied by a bond signed hy the 
bidder and at least one approved surety. 

In only one or two instances have your committee 
let a contract to any other than the lowest bidder, 
those were cases when your committee deemed both 
bidder and surety insufficient, and neither of which 
were contracts of any magnitude.

ANNUAL RETORT OF CITY ENGINEER, FOR THE YEAR 
1870. 

To the Street Committee of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: I herewith respectfully submit my 
annual report of the operations of tbe department 
under my charge, giving a statement of the amount 
and character of work done, list of employees, ex¬ 
penses of the office, ami some suggestions as so im¬ 
provements for the future. 

GRADING AND PAVING. 

The total assessments for grading, paving and 
curbing are not quite so great during the year now 
closing as they were during 1869. Yet the work of 
the ofllce has not been reduced, as one of the largest 
contracts ever awarded in the city, and one requir¬ 
ing a great deal of the time of one of my corps, was 
let by the Penn Avenue Commission, who have 
charge of making up the assessments. Were the 
cost of this work added to my list, the amount of 
work done would exceed that of last year. 

Prices have been slightly reduced this year. 

STREET OPENINGS. 

The opening of new streets during the year now 
closing has greatly exceeded that of any preceding 
year in the history of our city, and has thrown a 
great amount of labor on this Department. In the 
prosecution of this work there are many and great 
defects which require radical changes, to do which 
some legislation will be necessary, but this matter 
would probably better come before the committee 
of 1871. 

The most difficult pari of this work is the procur¬ 
ing of proper data to make up the plans required by 
the acts of Assembly, and which cau ouly be reme¬ 
died by the registry act, to which a more full refer¬ 
ence will be found hereafter. The present system 
under which viewers are appointed is Very defective, 
but it can only be changed by an act of Assembly, 
and would properly claim the attention of the new 
committee in conjunction with the City Attorney, 
SEWERS. 

The amount has greatly diminished this year 
from that of 1869, owing, in a great measure 
to the wants of a general system of sewer¬ 
age, which I now have under consideration, 
but which will require considerable time to com¬ 
plete. the imperfect condition of the grade plans in 
my ofllce being the great obstacle to a rapid comple¬ 
tion of the plans. 

I have In another part of this report more parti¬ 
cularly referred to grade plans, mentioning defects, 
Ac. 

The sewerage plans that I have in progress will 
show location, size, grade and character of sewer, 
with estimated cost thereof, at present rates, to¬ 
gether with suggestions as to a thorough remodeling 
of the present system of making assessments, and 
arranging the whole matter so that property owners 
may have some approximate Idea of the Cost of any 
sewer before petitioning therefor. 

The advantages of a thorough system of sewerage 
in a large city Is no longer a matter of experiment, 1 
hut a reality, as has been demonstrated by the older 
cities of our country, as well as the cities of Europe, 
where the question has been tested to its fullest ex¬ 
tent, at the cost of millions of dollars, and construct¬ 
ed on the most scientific principles. The result of 
their investigations and experiments having been 
published and circulated freely, furnish newer cities 
with a large fund of valuable Information 
on the subject. Among the many advantages | 
gained by sewers are reduced expenditures in keep- 1 
ing the streets in which they are constructed cleau | 
and in repair, as a great amount of the dirt ordlna- 1 
rily collecting on streets is swept by the heavy rains I 
into the sewers, and thence carried to the rivers. By j 
a thorough system of underground drainage water | 
is kept from flooding our steep-grade streets, tearing i 
up the paving and curbing, thereby causing expen¬ 
sive repairs.

BOARD WALKS. 

As will be seen by the accompanying statement, 
the building of board walks has added considerably 
to the duties of this ofllce, the great labor being in 
the getting up of assessment plans, a description of 
which plans will be found under the head of Regis¬ 
try Act. 

These improvements add greatly to the comfort of 
living in the rural districts, by affording good, dry 
footways over the muddy, clay streets. 

The grade plans in my office are in a deplorably 
bad condition, having been made prior to 1851, and 
approved by Councils during that year, since which 
time many changes have been made, some 
with and by the consent of councils 
and still more without any ordinance authorizing 
such change, and apparently done to accommodate 
private interests, and no record of such changes 
having been entered on the profile books render the 
plans worse than useless, often leading the em¬ 
ployees of this office into gross errors through no 
fault of theirs, but through wrong information ob¬ 
tained from the city records, which should be ex¬ 
tremely accurate. 

The plans are made on the profile system and from 
no established datum. 

The grades of Seventh, Eighth and Eleventh 
wards are on a different datum from those of the 
Sixth ward; the Twelfth has still a different, while 
the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Ninth and Tenth 
wards have no established grades on record, causing 
great confusion in our work. 

A plan should be gotten up referring all street 
grades to one general datum, selecting the same pro¬ 
posed by tbe survey now in progress for the new 
water works. Such a plan Is an ‘ absolute necessity 
in the getting up of a system of sewerage as well as 
to the proper prosecution of all city improvements. 

The want of such apian has in numerous instan¬ 
ces caused property owners considerable ex¬ 
pense, beside damage and annoyance, 
lasting as long as such houses may stand, beside 
furnishing cause of great complaint of citizens 
against this department, and which will continue 
until a thorough revision of the grade plans are 
made. 

THE CITY ENGINEER'S OFFICE. 

Owing to the great aud rapid increase of improve¬ 
ments of both a public and private character in our 
city, the duties of this office have been greatly in¬ 
creased. 

By reference to the published ordinances of 1869, it 
will be seen that Council, at its various meetings 
held during that year, enacted one hundred and fifty 
(150) ordinances, one hundred and twenty (120) of 
which were directed to my office, either for grading 
and paving or opening new streets. Thus it will be 
seen that four-fifths of all the city legislation was di¬ 
recting work done through your committee and the 
City Engineer. 

The expenses of my department have also been 
largely increased, but, as will be seen by the follow¬ 
ing comparison, not in a ratio corresponding to the 
amount of work done. 

Taking the two years 1866 and 1870, the following 
results are arrived at, viz.: 

1866, amount of work done $50,000; coat $3,500. 

1870, amount of work done $438,000; cost $13,000. 

By this It will be seen that there has been over 
eight and a half times the amount of work done in 
1870 that there was done in 1866, at only about four 
times the cost In 1866 there was no revenue accru¬ 
ing to the city /mm this department; this year there 
will be, turned into the city Treasury over $3,500, thus 
reducing the expense of the ofllce to two and three- 
quarter times that of 1866. 

My reasons for selecting the year 1866 are that that 
was the year immediately preceding my taking charge 
of the office. 

I will, lu this counection, append a statement of 
the force under my charge, with their duties anti 
monthly salaries, and also the monthly pay rolls for 
the city Engineer’s office during the year now clos¬ 
ing:

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SURVEY COMMIT CEE. 

Mr. OLIVER, Jr., then read the annual report of 
the Survev Committee, which was accepted and or¬ 
dered to be printed. The report i3 as follows; 

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SURVEY COMMUTER. 

Pittsburgh, December, 1870. 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: The Survey Committee, m compli¬ 
ance with an ordinance passed May 5th, 1870, have 
iven monthly reports of the work done by them, 
ut as the present Councils are now r about to retire, 
they deem it important that they should make a brief 
summary of their operations during the past year: 

Early in the month of April directions were given 
to Mr. W. H. Kennedy, the engineer of this commit¬ 
tee, to place two engineer corps In the field. One of 
them was under the immediate charge of Mr. Alex. 
Dempster, and the other under Mr. Robert McClel¬ 
land, both of whom had been employed in similar 
capacities by the Survey Committee of 1869. Both 
corps were engaged without intermission until the 
first of December, when the parties were disbanded 
with the exception of the two engineers In charge, 
who are now engaged in the office making plans 
and profiles of the work done during the summer. 

The majority of the work done by this committee 
during the past season has been done under very un¬ 
favorable circumstances. 

A great deal of the territory laid off being already 
partly laid out by the proprietors and in a number of 
cases covered with fine buildings. 

The plans of the proprietors whenever at all suit¬ 
able have been adopted and extended, but In some 
cases it was found impossible to conform to them. 
In such cases your committee disregarded property 
lines altogether and laid off the streets at right 
angles to and parallel with each other. A complete 
survey and plan of a district was first made showing 
the boundaries of property, the location of build¬ 
ings, A c. 

On this the streets were projected so as to do the 
least damage, and then the street lines were accu¬ 
rately surveyed and stone land marks set at the in¬ 
tersections, and in most cases levels were afterwards 
taken in order to determine the grades. In doing 
this work, although it was found impossible In all 
cases to conform to the views of the entire property 
interest, yet notwithstanding this the plans when 
completed meet with the almost unanimous appro¬ 
bation of the property holders. 

Many obstacles were met in laving off the various 
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plans which retarded the work. The lines of a num¬ 
ber ol the streets running through grounds covered 
with ornamental and fruit trees, growing crops, Ac., 
rendered the work both tedious and difficult. The 
more especially as great pains w r ere taken to avoid 
doing any injury, which would furnish grounds for 
complalut. 

The most important labors of the committee this 
se.ison are embraced in plans known as the East 
I Liberty plan, the Coffins Park Plan, the Shady Side 
I Plan, theMcFariand’B Grove Plan and Scotch Bottom 
I Plan. In the East Liberty Plan the streets are 
nearly all laid off at right angles and parallel with 
each other and some of them are straight lines from 
one and a half to two miles in length. 

In the other plans the streets are laid out parallel 
' to each other, but the cross streets are not so uni- 
| formly at right angles to each other, owiDg in some 
instances to the configuration of the ground, and in 
others to existing improvements which rendered it 
impracticable to in all cases adhere to a uniform sys¬ 
tem. Stone land marks are set throughout the whole 
of these plans, with the exception of the Collins 
Park Plan, which was delayed in the hands of the 
Committee in order to give the property holders an 
opportunity to remonstrate against the location of 
certain streets, and before tlic matter was finally 
settled the season Dari become too far advanced to 
set them 

Besides laying out new streets, a large number of 
streets laid out by proprietors, and roads laid out by 
authority of the courts have been surveyed, straight¬ 
ened, widened and marked by permanent stone land 
marks. This was found to be the most difficult labor 
of any which this Committee had to perform, as the 
original surveys had not been made with any great 
accuracy, and no land marks having beeu set as a 
guide for future surveys, each succeeding surveyor 
who had occasion to do any work on such roads had, 
in a great measure, to rely oil his own judgment as 
to their proper location, and, consequently, the roads 
were in some Instances too narrow, and in others 
wider than was intended, more frequently the for¬ 
mer, however. 

Besides layiog off new streets the forces of this 
Committee have spent a considerable portion of their 
time in making surveys and preparing plans for the 
opening of Btrcetsin the new districts. This duty 
does not properly belong to this department, but as 
the parties w r ho made the original surveys could per¬ 
form the labor with greater facility and dispatch 
than others who were not so familiar with the ground, 
and as without this assistance the opening of new 
streets might be delayed, as the parties of the city 
engineer were fully occupied in attending to other 
matters it was considered best that one of the corps 
of this Committee should attend to it. 

Your Committee, both as a whole and by sub-com¬ 
mittees have devoted a large share of their time to 
the personal examination, both in the committee 
room and on the ground of the plans submitted to 
them from time to time, have given careful atten¬ 
tion to all complaints, and have In some Instances 
made changes and modifications of the plan pre¬ 
sented, when in their judgment changes could be 
made without doing any material injury. Below 
will be found a partial list of streets laid out during 
the year and markedwith stone land marks. It is Im¬ 
possible to give a full return, as a large number of 
the streets arc as yet without names. 

We would recommend that power be given to tliii 
committee to name new streets; also to change the 
names of streets when it is found that there are two 
of the same name, which is frequently the case.

their election, with a notice of the time and place 
where and when they shall meet to organize for the 
purposes of their appointment-, which time shall not 
be more than ten days after said election; and said 
election officers shall return the list of voters, with a 
certificate of the result, to the controller of the city 
of Pittsburgh. 

Sec. 4 . The persons so elected shall meet at the 
time and place designated lu the notice aforesaid, 
and shall organize by the selection of one of their 
number who shall act as president, ami by the elec¬ 
tion of a secretary, who shall be one of their number 
or not, as said commissioners shall determine; 
and said secretary shall receive such compensation 
as the commissioners may determine. 

Sec. 5. If any of said commissioners shalf* remove 
from the city, or cease to lie a property owner as 
aforesaid, of shall neglect or refuse to attend, in 
succession, four regular meetings of the board, or 
meetings of which he shall have been duly notified, 
said commissioners shall Ik: authorized to declare 
his p- sitiou vacant; and if any vacancy shall occur 
lu said board by dentil, resignation or otherwise, the 
remaining commissioners ana 11 be authorized to 1111, 
the vacancy by the election of a suitable person, 
quaiitled ashereinhefnre provided, and shall imme¬ 
diately thereafter notify the controller of the city of 
Pittsburgh of such change; a majority of said com¬ 
missioners shall constitute a quorum for the transao- • 
tion of business. 

Sfc. 6 . Said commissioners shall In* and are hereby 
authorized to determine tin* kind and description of 
pavement to Ik* used upon the part of said avenue to 
be improved, and to provide for the improvement of 
said aveuue, from Saint Mary’s avenue to the eastern 
line of the city; and for said purpose shall make and 
enter Into contracts for furnishing material, grading 
curbing and paving of the said avenue, either for 
the entire work in one contract or for parts thereof 
in separate and specified sections, as to them may 
seem best, aud control all work done in pursuance 
tiiereof, and to dispose of any surplus material ob¬ 
tained in the grading thereof; Provided, That 
said improvement shall be uniform throughout the 
length to be improved, and shall conform to the 
grades of said avenue as now established, or as thev 
may hereafter be established by the Councils of the 
city of Pittsburgh. 

Sec. T, All contracts shall be made by the said 
commissioners in the name of the city of Pittsburgh, 
and shall lie made with the lowest and best bidder 
or bidders, upon sealed proposals, after public no¬ 
tice for not less than ten days, in three daily papers 
of the city of Pittsburgh, and in such other papers 
as said commissioners may select; which notice 
shall contain a description of the kind and amount 
of work to )>e done, as nearly accurate as practica¬ 
ble, and the terms of payment, which shall be fixed 
by said commissioners. 

Sec. 8 . Each contractor shall he required to give 
bonds to tile city of Pittsburgh with sureties, to be 
approved by said commissioners, for the faithful 
performance of ills contract; and said commissioners 
shall have power to institute suit in the name of the 
city of Pittsburgh to enforce alt contracts made by 
them. 

Sec. 9. All contracts made by said commissioners, 
for the payment of money, shall provide for the pay¬ 
ment out of the funds hereinafter provided for said 
improvement. 

Hec. 10. It shall be the duty of the City Engineer 
of Pittsburgh to furnish to said commissioners the 
proper grades and lines, ami to sec that the work is 
done in accordance with the ordinance and regula¬ 
tions of the city as to grades and lines. 

Sec. 11. As soon as the grading and paving of said 
avenue, or any section thereof, shall have been com¬ 
pleted to the satisfaction of said commissioners,they 
shall notify the City Engineer of the fact, and said 
avenue, or part thereof, shall thereafter be under 
the control of the proper officers of said city of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Sec. 12. For the purpose of providing for the pay¬ 
ment of the cost aud expense of said improvements, 
the said commissioners shall be authorized from 
time to time, as the work progresses, to make re¬ 
quisition upon the Mayor of the city of Pittsburgh 
for the issue of bonds of said city, in such sums as 
they deem best; and it shall be the duty of said 
Mayor to make and execute bonds in the name of 
said city, to an amount not exceeding the amount of 
the contract price for said work, and the incidental 
expenses attending the same; said bonds shall be 
known as Penn avenue bonds; they shall be signed 
by the Mayor and countersigned by the Controller, 


and sealed with the corporate seal of said city; they 
shall be all of the same date, and they shall be paya¬ 
ble twelve years after date, and redeemable at any 
time at the option of said city; they shall bear in¬ 
terest at the rate of seveu per cent, per annum, pay¬ 
able semi-annually from date, principal and interest 
payable at ttie office of the Treasurer of the city of 
Pittsburgh; the said bonds shall be free of taxation. 

Sec. 13. When said bonds have been signed by the 
Mayor, and scaled with the corporate sea’/hey shall 
be delivered to the City Controller, who shall regis¬ 
ter them in a book to be kept for that purpose; he 
shall then countersign the same and deliver them to 
the said commissioners, and take their receipts 
therefor. 

Sec. 14. Said commissioners shall be authorized to 
negotiate said bonds in such manner as they may 
think best, aud for such prices as may be obtaiued 
for the* same, not less than par, and shall pay all 
moneys received therefor to the Treasurer of the 
city of Pittsburgh, and report to the Controller the 
number of bonds sold and the amount received 
therefor; and before delivering them to the pur¬ 
chaser, they shall be countersigned by the said com¬ 
missioners. 

Sec. in All moneys received bv the City Treas¬ 
urer from tin* sale of said bonds shall be kept l»v him 
in a separate fund, and paid out on requisition of 
said commissioners, accompanied with an affidavit 
of the seen *1 ary or ii member of said commission, 
that work had been iloin* or materials furnished to 
the amount of paid requisition, and that the money 
is required for payment of tin* same; all moneys re¬ 
ceived by the fitv Treasurer shall be kept in the 
same manner and subject to all the regulations re¬ 
garding other money of the city, except that he shall 
keep a separate account of the same; all interest 
received upon tin* same shall be credited to this 
fund. 

Sec. 16. When the improvement herein provided 
for shall have been completed, it shall in* the duty of 
said comml-sioners to ascertain the entire amount of 
the bonds sold by th<*m, and the interest thereon to 
the first day of October preceding, which shall be 
taken to be the cost of said improvement: said cost 
shall be assessed equally per front foot upon the 
property fronting or abutting upon said improve¬ 
ment. 

Sec. 17. Said commissioners shall canse a plot of 
said avenue to be prepared, showing the separate 
lots of ground and the names of the several owners, 
and shall make, or cause to be made, a list or sched¬ 
ule of the names of said owners and the amount as¬ 
sessed againt each lot or piece of ground ; they shall 
give ten days’ public notice, by advertisements in 
three daily newspapers, and by handbills posted in 
conspicuous places on the line of said avenue, of a 
time and place where, for a period of twenty days 
thereafter, the same may be seen for the correction 
of errors; and after having corrected such errors as 
may he known to them, they shall file the same in 
the office of the Prothonotary of Allegheny county, 
and shall deliver a copy of said plot and schedule to 
the Treasurer of the city of Pittsburgh. 

Sec. 13. Said assessment shall be payable at the 
office of tlie City Treasurer, in ten equal annual in¬ 
stalments, with interest at seven (7) per cent, upon 
the unpaid portion thereof, the first of which, with 
interest on the whole amount at seven per cent., 
shall be payable on the first day of October next suc¬ 
ceeding the time said assesssment is made by said 
commissioners, ami the others annually thereafter, 
until all arc paid; and if said instalments, or any of 
them, are not paid at the time they become due, it 
shall be the duty of said Treasurer to certify the 
same to the City Attorney for collection, and the 
same shall bear interest at seven per cent, from the 
time it becomes due and payable. 

Sec. IP. Sahl assessments, with the interest accru¬ 
ing thereon, shall be a lien upon the property abutt¬ 
ing upon said avenue from the commencement of 
the work and shall remain a lien until fully paid; 
they shall have precedence to all other Hens, and 
shall not lie divested by any judicial sale: Provided, 
That said lien shall be limited to the lota bounding 
or abutting on said avenue, and not exceeding in 
depth from said avenue one hundred and twenty 
feet. 

Sec. 20. If any assessment or installment thereof 
shall remain unpaid for thirty days after the same 
becomes due, it shall be the duty' of the City Attor¬ 
ney of the city of Pittsburgh, to file a claim' for the 
same in the District Court of the county of Alle¬ 
gheny, in the same manner as mechanics’ liens are 
filed and writ by scire facias and levari facias may be 
issued thereon as in the case of mechanics’ liens, 
and the same costs shall be taxed; judgments shall 
be entered thereon for the full amount of the assess¬ 
ment remaining unpaid, with leave to takeout ex¬ 
ecution for the instalment and Interest then due, 
and lor each subsequent instalment and interest as 
the same becomes due. 

Sec. 21 . Any owner of property against which an 
assessment shall have been made for the cost of 
said improvement, shall have the right to pay for the 
same in full, with interest thereon at seven per cent, 
from the the first day of October preceding; or after 
having paid one or more of the ten annual instal¬ 
ments and interest, he may, at any time, pay the 
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balance of his assessment remaining unpaid, with 
interest tlierou at seven per cent, from the due date 
of the preceding payment, and such payment in fall 
shall satisfy and discharge the lien upon said pro¬ 
perty ; any owner of such, property dividing his pro¬ 
perty so that the feet front on this improvement arc 
divided into separate lots or tracts, may discharge 
the lien in like manner, upon any one or more of 
such lots, by the payment of the amount unpaid 
thereon, calculated by the ratio of the feet front of 
such lot or lots to the' feet front of his whole tract; 
upon the payment, by any property owner, of the as¬ 
sessment or balance thereof, the City Treasurer 
shall certify the fact to the Prothonotary of the 
county of Allegheny, who shall thereupon record 
the satisfaction of the lien. 

Sec. 22. All moneys received from assessments 
shall be appropriated', under direction of the Finance 
Committee of the Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, 
to the payment of the interest and 'the redemption 
of the bonds which may be issued for said improve¬ 
ment; if any interest shall become due on said 
bonds, where'there is no fund from which to pay 
the same, the Councils of the city of Pittsburgh shall 
be authorized to make# temporary loan fertile pur¬ 
pose of paving the same. 

Sec. 23. The term owners in said act shall be con¬ 
strued to include all corporations, public, private 
and municipal; and whenever any judgment may be 
obtained against any such corporation or associa¬ 
tion, the same shall and may be collected as other 
judgments against such corporations are by law col¬ 
lectible ; when the owner of a lot is uukhown the 
lien shall be filed against unknown owner, and in¬ 
dexed accordingly; a scire facia* may issue thereon 
«n same manner, which shall bepublished by the 
sheriff’for four weeks, in two dally papers in said 
city, with a full description of the 'lot, the amount, 
assessed thereon and for what purpose it was made; 
judgment may then he entered and the lot sold oil 
h’varifitnas to the same effect as if the real owuer 
had been named. 

Sfc. 24, No mistakes in the description of the pro¬ 
perty or in the name of the owner shall vitiate the 
lien: but the court shall have power, on motion, at 
any time, to correct mistakes and to add or strike 
out names us defendants; Provided, however, That 
any owuer whose name shall be added as a defen¬ 
dant, after the filing of the lien, shall be served with 
a scirr facias before judgment shall be entered 
against him: And provided further, That a sale 
upon a levari facias shall convey only the interest 
of those who are defendants In the writ, but a judg¬ 
ment or sale against a reputed owner, or one having 
a limited estate or interest, shall not prevent a sub¬ 
sequent judgment or sale against the true owner, or 
against one having a limited estate or interest. 

Sec. 25. This act shall not take efi'ect until the 
Councils of the city of Pittsburgh shall have ap¬ 
proved thereof. 

Sec. 26. Whenever the owners of a majority in in¬ 
terest of the property abutting upon any other street 
or avenue, or portion thereof, in said citv, shall de¬ 
sire to avail themselves of the privileges contained 
in this act, it shall be lawful for the Connells of the 
city of Pittsburgh to direct the grading and paving 
of the same; and they may authorize an election of 
commissioners, as provided in this act, aud appoint 
officers to hold the election; and all the provisions or 
11 )is act shall be applied to said improvement, 
changing tlie provisions so far as to make them con¬ 
form to said improvement.

AN ACT To Authorize the City of Pittsburgh to Pur¬ 
chase Property and Provide for the Erection of a 
Market House. 

Whereas, The Councils of the City of Pittsburgh, 
by resolution passed November twenty-ninth, one 
thousand eight hundred sixty-nine, did authorize the 
Market Committee to purchase from William Lyon 
and others, certain lots of ground in said city, for 
the purpose of erecting tberon a market house; 
therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania in General Assembly met, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of the same, That the said city

That said city shall be and is hereby auth¬ 
orized and empowered to issue bonds, not exceeding 
the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, for the pur¬ 
pose of providing funds for the erection of a market 
house ou the lots of ground so purchased. 

The bonds to be issued under the authority 
of the second section of this act, shall be known as 
market bonds, and shall be In such form and 
amounts, and payable in such time, not exceeding 
twenty years, and bearing Interest at a rate not ex¬ 
ceeding seven per cent, per annum, as Councils may 
direct; ai d they shall be signed by the Mayor and 
countersigned by the Controller, and sealed with 
the corporote seal of said city. 

Sec. 4. The net revenue to be derived from said 
market shall be pledged to the payment of the prin¬ 
cipal and interest of said bonds, and shall not be ap¬ 
propriated to any other purpose until they shall have 
been folly paid; and it shall be the duty of the Coun¬ 
cils of the said city of Pittsburgh to make provision 
by ordinance of a sinking fund, to secure the appro¬ 
priation of the revenue aforesaid to the payment of 
said bonds.

AN ORDINANCE granting the use of certain streets 

to the Pittsburgh and Ormsby Passenger Railway 

Company. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the City 
af Pittsburgh, in Select and Common Councils as¬ 
sembled, and it is hereby ordained and enacted by 
authority of the same, That the consent of the said 
Councils is hereby given to the Pittsburgh and Orms- 
by Passenger Railway Company, to enter upon, lay 
out, and construct a railway with single and double 
track, with the necessary switches, beginning at the 
north end of the Birmingham Bridge, along Second 
avenue with double track, to Grant, up Grant, with 
double track to Fourth avenue and along Fourth 
avenue to Market street. Provided, however, that 
said Company shall, by agreement with the Central 
Passenger Railway Company, obtain the right to use 
the track of tile said last named Company, and said 
Company shall have the privilege of traversing said 
street with their cars and horses, subject to all the 
conditions, restrictions and limitations contained in, 
and the payments provided by Act of Assembly in¬ 
corporating said Company. Approved April 6, A. D., 
1870, and subject also to such ordinances as may be 
passed from time to time by said Councils pursuant 
to said Act of Assembly. 

Sec. 2. That the powers above conferred are grant¬ 
ed upon the following conditions: 

1. The said Company shall use in the construction 
of said railway rails of a pattern to be approved by 
the Street Commissioner of the City of Pittsburgh 
and the Committee on Streets of said city, and shall 
lay down the same under the supervision of said 
Street Commissioner and Street Committee, and in 
place designated by him, whose services so rendered 
shall be paid for by said Company. 

2. The said Company shall put down at all gutters 
crossed by said railway iron culverts, of a pattern to 
be approved by said Street Commissioner and Com¬ 
mittee on Streets, and shall put down the same be¬ 
fore the rails are laid. 

3. The payment of the *>um assessed upon each 
car as provided by act of Assembly shall be made for 
each car within one month after the same shall com¬ 
mence running on said road, and at the same date 
annually thereafter, but no payment of such annual 
assessment shall be required for cars reserved for 
use in case of accident or damage to others, and the 
cars shall be numbered as drays and carriages now 
are numbered, under the ordinances of said act 
regulating license on such vehicles. 

4. The payment of tax prescribed by eighth sec¬ 
tion shall be upon the net profits of said Company, 
and shall be made on the third Monday of January 
and July of each year; and on ascertaining said net 
profits, all payments for or on account of prices, pay 
or interest on money borrowed for the construction 
of said road shall be excluded. 

5. The President of said Company shall annually 
on the first day of Julv make a written return to the 
City Controller of said city, of the number of care 
which may at any time during the year have been 
used upon the road, not including those excepted in 
the third provision of this section; and the said Pres¬ 
ident shall also on or before the third Monday of 
January and July in each year, make a written re¬ 
turn to said City Controller, of the net profits of said 
Company for the six months then next proceeding 
the said returns to be duly probated before the Con¬ 
troller, and the books of said Company shall alw'ays 
be open to the inspection of the Finance or other 
committee of Councils appointed for the purpose. 

6. The said Company shall keep clear t at portion 
of the street through which the said railway may pass, 
and m perpetual good repair from curb to curb, sub¬ 
ject to the directions of the Street Commissioner and 
Street Committee, with the privilege to appeal to 
said Committee on Streets, whose decision shall be 
final. 

7. That the city reserves the right at any time af¬ 
ter the end of twenty years from date hereof, by 
giving the said company one year notice of such In¬ 
tention to possess said road and work, by paying for 
the same at a rate to fie fixed by five disinterested 
appraisers, to be appointed at the request of said 
city, by the President Judge of the Court of Quarter 
Sessions of Allegheny county. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall not go into effect, nor 
shall it be published or recorded, until the said com¬ 
pany shall file, In the office of said City Controller, 
an agreement, under seal of said company, accept¬ 
ing this ordinance In all its provisions and condi¬ 
tions, and covenanting that, any failure to comply 
with any of its terms, may, at the option of the City 
Councils, be held to work a revocation of the privi¬ 
leges herein granted. 

4. If the Councils of said city shall at any time 
hereafter direct a change of grade of said streets or 
either of them, or if it shall becomo necessary to 
take up said railway for the purpose of paving or re¬ 
paving, grading or regrading said streets, or either 
of them or for the purpose of constructing any sewer 
or culverts therein or for the purpose of laying, re¬ 
laying or repairing any water pipes therein, the said 
railway shall be taken up and relaid by said com¬ 
pany at their own expense, and in case of their fail¬ 
ure ao to do, after reasonable notice, the street Com¬ 
missioners of the district shall take the same up at 
the expense of said company to relay the same, 


while any of the above enumerated work is being 
done upon said streets or either of them. 

All repairs which may be necessary upon said 
streets shall be done under the directions and sub¬ 
ject to the orders of the Street Commissioner of the 
proper district, and the acceptance of this ordinance 
by the said company shall be held to be the authority 
for the Street Commissioner of the District at all 
times, when he may deem tlie same necessary, to 
purchase materials and employ laborers in the name 
and on behalf of said company, for the repairs of 
said streets, and an agreement on the part of said 
company to pay the cost and expense thereof. 

Provided, that the Councils may at any time, by 
ordinance, require the said Company to remove their 
track from that part of Second avenue extending 
from Grant street to Try street, and locate the same

COMMENCEMENT OF THE WORK.—HOW IT PRO-

The engineers selected by the Water Com¬ 
mittee commenced their labors on the eighth 
day of June last, and from that date until the 
present time have been assiduously at work 
in making their surveys, examinations and 
plans for supplying the city with an abun¬ 
dance of good, pure water. During their in¬ 
vestigations and explorations, your Board of 
Water Commissioners and Examiners have on 
various occasions given their personal atten¬ 
tion to the examination of sites, and such 
other matters as appeared proper and per¬ 
tinent to the matter in hand.

HEBRON’S HILL RESERVOIR. 

The Herron’B Hill reservoir will command 
the highest habitable portion of the city, its 
flow line being five hundred and thirty feet 
above high water. It is proposed to construct 
it with an area of water surface of two acres, 
and its capacity about ten million gallons. 
The estimated cOBt of this plan in its entirety 
is $2,244.74$. 

THE MONONGAHELA RIVER PLAN 

is next introduced by the engineers, and is 
the only rival of the Allegheny river plan. 

The proposition is to take the water out of 
Pool No. 2 of the Monongahela Navigation, 
above the mouth of Turtle Creek, and con¬ 
duct it through a brick conduit of six feet in 
diameter to the pumping works near the 
mouth of Four Mile Kun, a distance of seven 
and nine-tenth miles. From this point the 
water would be pumped through a force main 
to the lower service reservoir situated on 
ground formerly known as Camp Howe, being 
a part of the Craft estate. 

This is an excellent site for a reservoir; the 
ground is well adapted for the purpose, its 
construction would not be expensive, and the 
elevation is just what is wanted, the flow 
line of water being two hundred and seven 
feet above high water, or just one foot above 
the lower service reservoir at Brilliant Hill, 
on the Allegheny river plan. The area of 
water surface here would be fifteen and two- 
thirds acres, and the capacity ninety-two 
million gallons. 

This reservoir will supply the lower plane 
of the city, tho same as would be supplied by 
the one at Brilliant Hill. 

HOW THE MIDDLE PLANE OF THE CITY IS TO 
BE SUPPLIED. 

For the supply of the middle plane it is pro¬ 
posed to pump the water into a stand-pipe 
one hundred and ninety feet high, from 
which it will flow into a middle service re¬ 
servoir, located on Wilkin’s hill, near the re¬ 
sidence of Win. Coleman, Esq., the flow line 
of which will be three hundred and seventy- 
nine and one-half feet above high water, and 
the capacity sixty-four millions of gallons— 
area of water surface eleven and one-sixth 
acres. From this the supply to the high ser¬ 
vice will be taken to the water pressure en¬ 
gine at the junction of Ellsworth avenue and 
Neville street, at some point on Center ave¬ 
nue, and from thence to Herron’s bill, being 
exactly the same as the Allegheny river plan 
from that junction. 

ESTIMATED COST OF THE PLAN, 

The total estimated cost of constructing 
works upon this plan ia $2,748,973. In giving 
the cost of the Allegheny and Mononghela 
plans, there is no estimate for the cost of 
lands. 

ADVANTAGES OF THE ALLEGHENY RIVER FOR 
PURITY AND ABUNDANCE. 

The Engineers say in their report, very pro¬ 
perly, that two absolute requisites must be 
kept in mind, seeking a supply of water for 
present and prospective population and indus¬ 
try of Pittsburgh, viz; purity and abundance. 

The first requisite will be fully complied 
with by taking the water from either river. 

Let us for a moment examine the second. 
The Allegheny river takes its rise in the State 
of New York, nearly due north from this city. 
The fall from the New York State line to 
Pittsburgh is about three and a quarter feet 
per mile, consequently the current is rapid, 
the water clear, pure and abundant. Col. 
-Roberts, in his preliminary report, page six¬ 
teen, says or it: “Inordinary low water the 
flow is not less than one hundred thousand 
cubic feet per minute, and in an extremely 
low stage, such as occurs only once In ten or 
more years, there are about eighty thousand 
cubic feet; or taking the lowest quantity, six 
hundred thousand gallons per minute,” He 
considers the source of supply abundant for 
any future city that could reasonably be an¬ 
ticipated at the head of the Ohio river. 

Again, in a pamphlet Published by order of 
the Board of Trade, written by Col. Roberts 
in reply to Col. Ellett, on the “Improvement 
of the Ohio River,” page twenty-four, speak¬ 
ing of the quantity of water in the Ohio river 
being sufficient for a lock and dam naviga¬ 
tion, he Rays: “At the very begioningof the 
proposed slackwater navigation at Pittsburgh 
the quantity of water at the extreme lowest 
known stage by measurement* was thirteen times 
greater than the How of the Monongahela at the 
same time, so that there may readily be, in 
very dry times, a scarcity of water in the 
Monongahela, but, not on the Ohio/* From 
this we learn that the flow of the Allegheny 
was twenty to one in the Monongahela. 

Of the abundance of water Id the Ayllegben 


no one doubts, so there is no necessity for 
pursuing this branch of the subject further. 
We would only remark, in this connection, 
that the rapidity of the current is a great 
purifier of the water. 

THE MONONGAHELA RIYER. 

The Monongahela River flows from West 
Virginia ; its sources aredireetly south of our 
city. It therefore runs nearly due north 
along the foot or base of the mountains. It 
is a dull, sluggish stream, the fall from the 
West Virginia State line to Pittsburgh, a dis¬ 
tance of ninety and six-tenths miles, being 
only seventy-four and six-tenths feet, or about 
ten inches per mile. 

In the report of the Monongahela Naviga¬ 
tion Company of 1839, Col. Roberts who was 
then engineer of the company, in speaking of 
the supply of water lor the improvement, 
states on the 30th August, 1838, the quantity 
of water passing Brownsville was twelve 
thousand four hundred and twenty cubic feet 
per minute. All the tributaries from that 
point to the mouth of the Youghiogheny were 
dry at their outlets. September I9tb it was 
again measured, and the quantity was reduced 
to four thousand five hundred cubic feet per 
minute. In his preliminary report on the wa¬ 
ter works, before referred to, he says ; “In 
its very lowest stages the natural flow of the 
Monongahela has been known to be less than 
two thousand cubic feet per minute, which 
would furnish only about twenty-one and one 
half million gallons per day.” 

WHAT THE ENGINEERS THINK. 

The engineers, whose report is herewith 
submitted, say “that for present purposes and 
the wants of the near future, either stream 
would furnish an ample supply.” They state 
afterward, however, that measurements 
taken in a very dry season showed the flow to 
be not much if any more than twenty million 
gallons per day, aud then add that even this 
would be claimed for the purpose of lockage. 
It would be necessary to construct compen¬ 
sating reservoirs to supply the locks. 

In addition to the foregoing testimony, it is 
well known to members of your board that 
during many low water seasons since the con¬ 
struction of the locks and dams on the Monon¬ 
gahela river, the water has sunk below the 
comb or weirs of the dams, and has remained 
so for weeks, and some seasons for months, 
frequently becoming so low as to suspend the 
navigation entirely. When this is the case 
the entire flow of the river is not sufficient to 
keep the pools full, the evaporation aod leak¬ 
age through the locks aud dams, together 
with the insensible escape of water through 
the gravel from the higberto the lower levels, 
more than absorbs it all; upon these artificial 
pools are numerous coal boats, laden from live 
to eight feet deep, and during these seasons 
of low water they frequently become ground¬ 
ed, and in some cases have been injured. 

Now, suppose that during such a stage of 
water, that would continue for six to ten 
weeks, the minimum flow of twenty-one and 
one-half millions of gallons per day, which is 
all absorbed, as before stated, by evapora¬ 
tion, leakage, ficc., should be pumped out of the 
pools into the city water basin, what would 
be the effect upon the pools, coalboats, etc.? 
The leakage and evaporation would not cease 
because the city wanted the water, and the 
effect of the double drain upon the supply, 
either being fully equal to it, would be to re¬ 
duce the river to its normal condition, and not 
only destroy all navigation upon the river, but 
also the value of the laden boats upon its wa¬ 
ters. When the water is at thi9 low stage, of 
course little or no current exists, and that 
great purifler that is constantly actiDg upon 
the water in the Allegheny river is entirely 
lost to the Monongahela. The effect must be 
evident to all; these pools of ten to fourteen 
miles in length, receiving all the offal and filth 
usually cast, and natually being drained into 
the river, must not only become stagnant, but 
impure aud offensive. 

The engineers say that the supply of water 
might be kept up by compensating reservoirs 
so as to supply the city and the navigation 
also. The Navigation Company at one time 
considered the construction of reservoirs to 
keep up the supply of water for navigation 
purposes, and the Schuylkill navigation is 
now supplied during low water by three res¬ 
ervoirs. 

In the report of the Monongahela Naviga¬ 
tion Company presented January, 1856. in 
speaking of the low water of 1854 say : “In 
July the effects of the draught began to be 
l'elt, and on the 27tb of that month the water 
became so low that the large packet steamers 
ceased to run during a period of nearly three 
months aod were not able to resume their 
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trips until the 17th of October. * * * * 
The water during the greater part of that 
time not only ceased to run oyer the dams, 
hut by evaporation and leakage became al¬ 
most literally dried out of the pools.” 

Again in the report of the year 1856 they 
say: “From the 14th of May until the 1st of 
December, a period of more than six months, 
there was at no time a sufficiency of water to 
float coal boats. * * * * Below dam No, 4 
the water was gauged by the President of the 
company on the 1st day of October, 1856, and 
the quantity passing found to be fourteen 
hundred and ninety-two cubio feet per min¬ 
ute. Mr. Charles Stewart, the engineer of the 
company,gauged it at the Brownsville bar 
on toe 8th day of October, and the quantity 
passing per minute was thirteen hundred and 
sixty-five cubio feet,” being less than fifteen 
million gallons per day. 

In their report of January, 1859, when dis¬ 
cussing the system of reservoirs for the Ohio 
river recommended by Charles Etlett, Esq., 
they say the location and construction of one 
or more of these reservoirs on the upper Mo¬ 
nongahela would add greatly to the value of 
this improvement. * * * Drawing of the 
water during the summer months would give 
us a never failing supply 

THE MONONGAHELA COUNTED OUT. 

Your Board, therefore, believe it would be 
unwise to takd tbe water from the Monon¬ 
gahela river, with tbe abundant flow and pure 
water of the Allegheny river at your com¬ 
mand. The sites selected and herewith re¬ 
commended for the three reservoirs are ad¬ 
mirably adapted for that purpose, being away 
from any present or probable thoroughfare 
of travel, always open to a free circulation of 
air, free from any proximate cause of con¬ 
tamination, and in a remarkably safe and se¬ 
cure position, the lands being on an elevation, 
which commands fine views of the rivers and 
city in our vicinity, and the Bpots will afford 
when finished a very pleasant place of resort 
for our citizens: we would recommend that in 
securing the sites for the reservoirs, addi¬ 
tional ground to the amount i equired tor the 
reservoirs be obtaiued and improved, bo as to 
make for our citizens places of resort and 
recreation, as is now done in many cities. 
DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIR ON CRAFT’S HILL. 

In view of the probable early consolidation of 
the South Side boroughs to this city, and the de¬ 
mand that may be made to be supplied with 
water from a common source, we would, in 
addition recommend the early purchase of 
a portion of land that was designed in the 
original surveys for the Monongahela river 
system for a distributingreservoir on the high 
ground on Craft’s Hill, near Four Mile Run- 
said ground to be used in the future for a 
smaller equalizing or storage reservoir for all 
that section of the city, situated along the 
baDk of the Monongahela river. 

ANOTHER DECIDED ADVANTAGE OF THE ALLE¬ 
GHENY RIVER PLAN. 

One important additional advantage the lo¬ 
cation of the Waterworks will have on the 
Allegheny river is, that should our city in fu¬ 
ture years think it advisable to extend their 
source of water supply to the best fountain 
head and purest water, viz., the KiskiminetaB, 
as seen in the report of the chemist, Mre 
Wuth, all that will be required to be done, 
without in any way interfering with the 
present proposed construction, or losing tha 
use of any parts, will be the construction of a 
conduit of proper size from the Kiskiminete. 
to the pump-well of the engine-house on tbe 
bank cf„the Allegheny river as then in use. 
As to the probable cost of such extension, we 
have thought at present not necessary to en¬ 
ter into any examination, but the assurance 
that it can at any time in the future be done 
at reasonable cost when so required by the 
large increase and extension of the city, will 
be a source of satisfaction to our citizens. 

THE ENGINES. 

The engineers have recommended engines 
known as “double cylinder” with beam and 
fly wheel. We have full faith in their recom - 
mendation without any special personal 
knowledge of the subject, but as so much de¬ 
pends on the character, quality and capacity 
of the engines and pumps in the economical 
working and certain supply of water, and as 
a mistake in this matter would be hard to 
remedy and involve great expense, your 
Board would recommend to Councils a 
thorough examination of all the modern im¬ 
provements in engines and pumps before ma¬ 
king a selection. 

We take pleasure in recommending the 
skill, ability ahd zeal displayed by the engi¬ 
neers in the prosecution of their laborious 







task. We believe they have most fully and 
thoroughly investigated the whole subject; 
that they have left no available Bite unex¬ 
plored nor any promising point unsurveyed, 
but that they have laid down in their report, 
a good, if not the very best system that the 
ground is susceptible of. 

DECISIONS OF THE COMMISSIONERS AND THE 
REASONS THEREFOR. 

In conclusion, therefore, we unanimously 
recommend the adoption of what they have 
designated as the “Allegheny river plan,** 
with the addition suggested by us of a small 
storage reservoir on Craft’s Hill. 

We decide in favor of the Allegheny river 
plan for the following reasons viz.: 

First-Abundance of water. 

Second—Its purity and greater cleanness. 

Third—The ability to extend this system of 
supply to any possible requirements for a cen¬ 
tury to come. 

Fourth—Less cost for the construction of 
the works.

Gentlemen : In accordance with the 
previous appointment ar.d notification of 
the Water Committee, through their 
chairman, Henry Lloyd, Esq., we came 
to this city on the 8th of June last, 
and were instructed by the Board of Water 
Commissioners, organized on that day, “to 
proceed to examine all reports and surveys 
heretofore made and in possession of the 
Councils and City Engineer, the location of 
the grounds and sites for reservoirs in the 
vicinity, and make such surveys and instru¬ 
mental explorations as he (the Chief Engineer) 
may deem necessary.** 

It was previously understood in the letter 
of the Chief Engineer to Mr. Biataper, who 
acted in behalf of the Water Committee, stat¬ 
ing on what terms and conditions he would 
perform the duties of the office—which terms 
and conditions were accepted by the Commit¬ 
tee—that Mr. Lane was to be Associate En¬ 
gineer: hence the joint character of this re¬ 
port. 

Immediately after receiving our instruc¬ 
tions, and in company with some of the 
Commissioners, members of the Water Com¬ 
mittee, and a few prominent citizens, 
we visited the most important points 
in and near the city, mentioned in pre¬ 
vious proceedings relative to the new water j 
supply. We also examined considerable por-I 
tions of the Monongahela and Allegheny 
rivers in the vicinity where it had been pro¬ 
posed to take the water. 

One of the most important steps in a pro¬ 
ceeding of this kind is to ascertain what 
information previously obtained is accessible 
and reliable. Besides the State, County and 
City Maps and railroad surveys, we found 
much in the office of the City Engineer to 
assist us. 

The preliminary report of Col. W. Milnor 
Roberts, dated December 12ch, 1888, together 
with the maps and profiles of survey made 
under his directions, forms by far the most 
important source Of information placed in our 
hands, and renders unnecessary much labor 
and investigation of a general nature we 
might otherwise have thought it important to 
undertake. We have carefully considered the 
facts upon which Col. .Roberts bases his opin¬ 
ion that it would be a useless expenditure of 
money to contract at present, gravitation 
works by which a supply could be obtained 
without pumping engines, from the Youghio- 
vheny or the Riskiminitee, or from interme¬ 
diate collecting reseryoirs, and agree with 
him in that conclusion. 

We have almost from the first been con¬ 
vinced that under existing circumstances the 
►tactical issue was not betweea pumping 
and gravitation works as of supply, 

but between the Allegheny and Mo¬ 
nongahela rivers as sources of supply. 
Hence our labors have been almost exclusive¬ 
ly directed to the development of such pro¬ 
jects as would most efficiently and economic¬ 
ally furnish the city with an abuudance of 
water from either of these streams, endeavor- 
jngto investigate carefully everything that 
seemed to have an important bearing on the 
questions thus restricted. 

One of the most important results of our 
survej s was the determination of the general 
eltvaion of the different parts of the city. 


Although much information in this respect 
had been obtained by our predecessors, we 
found it necessary to add considerably to it. 
We have thus been enabled to determine quite 
satisfactorily to our own minds upon a judi¬ 
cious arrangement of different services, or 
heights above the river at which the water 
should be supplied. 

These consist of a low service including all 
the business portions of the city; a middle ser¬ 
vice including the East Liberty valley, and an 
upper service including the highest portions 
of the city, and will be described more min¬ 
utely below. 

The present corporate limits of Pittsburgh 
cover an area of about twenty-one square 
miles, extending from the junction of the two 
rivers along the left bank of the Allegheny 
eight miles, and from the same point eight 
and one-fifth miles up the right bank of the 
MonoDgahela. The distance between the two 
rivers at the eastern limits of the city is four 
and a half miles. This whole area is extreme¬ 
ly diversified, as will be readily understood 
from the results of our surveys: 

The area of that portion situate below a 
plane one hundred and twenty feet above high 
water, is five and one sixth square miles : the 
area of that portion between the planes of one 
hundred and twenty-five feet and two hundred 
and flty feet above high water, is eight and six 
tenths square miles; the area of that portion 
above the plane of two hundred and fifty 
feet above high water, is seven and six hun¬ 
dredths square miles. There are several 
points, or hills, within the city limits higher 
than four hundred feet above oigh water, and 
two above five hundred feet. Herron’s hill 
five hundred and thirty feet, and Coleman’s 
hill five hundred and forty feet. 

There will be frequent reference to the terms 
high water and low r water in this report; to 
define clearly what is meant by these terms, 
the following explanation is given : The base 
or datum line assumed for our levels, as zero, 
is low water in the Alleghany river at its 
junction with the Monongahela, indicated 
by the pier marks on the channel scale on the 
Saint Clair street suspension bridge. This 
datum line is that adapted for levels in the 
city of Allegheny and the city of Pittsburgh. 
Extreme high water mark is thirty-twm feet 
above low water. In speaking of heights or 
levels in this report, the term low water sig¬ 
nifies the datum as above explained, and by 
the expression high water, an elevation thirty- 
two feet above that plane is indicated. Our 
principal contour lines were run at the 
nights of one hundred and twenty 
two hundred and fifty-four hundred, and four 


ufactories or refineries. To do tbls, whether 
the water be taken from the Allegheny or the 
Monongahela it will be necessary to locate 
the principal pumping works near the eastern 
boundary of the city. A reservoir located 
four or five miles from the point where the 
most of the water is used, must necessarily 
be twenty-five or thirty feet higher than if 
located directly in the inidBt of the district, 
in order to overcome the friction of the 
water in the pipe mains. 

The elevation recommended for the low ser¬ 
vice reservoir is about two hundred feet 
above high water, A reservoir situated at 
this height will afford to the whole of that 
part of the city lower than one hundred and 
twenty feet above high water, comprising 
the whole of the business part of the 
city, a head of at least fifty feet at all times, 
and in the lower portions of the district 
a head of about one hundred and fifty feet, be¬ 
sides an allowance sufficient to overcome the 
friction in the pipe mains from the reservoir 
to the city. This elevation may seem too great 
when compared with that of the present low 
service reservoir, or with that of the reser¬ 
voirs in some of our larger cities. There are 
but few large cities that afford any choice of 
sites for reservoirs; the highest is usually se¬ 
lected. A reservoir at the elevation proposed 
will afford about the same head of water In 
this city as is given by the present works in 
the neighboring city of Allegheny, or by the 
works in the borough of Birmingham. The 
flow line of the reservoir in Alleghany Is one 
hundred and eighty-five feet above high wa¬ 
ter, that of the reservoir of the Birmingham 
water works Is also one hundred and eighty 
feet high above high water. The data in 
reference to these reservoirs are stated to 
show that there will not be any great change 
in the present pipe system, if the height re¬ 
commended, two hundred feet above high 
water is adopted for a low service reservoir. 

Of the whole area of the city lying between 
the levels of one hundred and twenty, and two 
hundred and fifty feet above high water, by 
far the larger portion i« situate at the height 
of about two hundred feet above high water. 
This is the genera) elevation of the East Liberty 
valley or plateau. A reservoir that would af¬ 
ford a head of about one hundred and thirty 
or forty in the greater part of this dis¬ 
trict is considered high enough, and accord¬ 
ingly the height fixed for the reservolrto sup¬ 
ply this district is three hundred and thirty or 
fortv feet above high water. 

For the third or high level reservoir, a 
height of five hundred feet would answer very 
well. It should, however, be twenty-five or 
thirty feet higher, so as to command the most 
elevated portions of the city. 

In our plans we propose to make every pos-

The great expense of building a reservoir 
here, and the risk in so very high an embank¬ 
ment of leakage, by the use of improper ma¬ 
terials, or by unfaithful work, have led us to 
endeavor to And a location for a low service 
reservoir where the construction would be 
less expensive and which could be more read¬ 
ily connected with the pumping works for a 
high service reservoir. 

Other reservoir sites above this were ex¬ 
amined and estimated upon, but were not at 
suitable heights for the middle and high serv¬ 
ices. 

The two plans we have worked out com¬ 
plete for comparison and estimates of cost are 

1. Toe Allegheny river plan. 

2. The Monongabela river plan. 

1. The Allegheny river plan. In this plan 
it is proposed to locate the principal pumping 
works above Negley’s Kun and below Shade’s I 
Kun, at some suitable point hereafter to be 
selected, there are two or three within a 
short distance of Negley’s Itun. The one se¬ 
lected on which to base our estimates of cost 
is situate eignt hundred feet above the mouth 
of Negley’s Kun. 

The water is to be taken from the river near 
Nine Mile Island and conducted through a 
brick conduit six feet interior diameter to 
tbe pump wall. It is here to be pumped into 
a reservoir located on tbe hill at tbe west of . 
Negley’s Kun, called Krilliant Hill. Tbe 
length of the force mains from the engine-j 
house to this reservoir is twenty-three hun-; 
dred and twenty-flve feet; it is proposed to ; 
make the mains thirty-six inches internal dia- ! 
meter, and to lay two lines, one from each of 
the two pumping engines. 

The pumping engines will be described 
farther on in the report. 

The proposed location of the pumping 
works at Negley’s run is six and one-half 
miles above the location of the pumping works 
of the present city water works. 

The flow line of this reservoir is to be two 
hundred and thirty-eight foet above our datum 
line, or two hundred and six feet above high | 
-water, but as low water in the river here is ; 
twelve feet above tbe datum line, the ex- 
treme lift of the water at this pumping sta¬ 
tion will be two hundred and twenty-six j 
feet. 

There Is ground here on which the reservoir i 
can be built at a lower level if so desired. ■ 
The site cbosen is high enough to command . 
the reservoir in Allegheny if it should ever b ; I 
thought advisable to supply that city from ■ 
these pumping works. 

This Brilliant hill reservoir is to be built in ■ 
two compartments and large, enough to hold 
about fifty million gallons. The site surveyed 
and on which the present estimates are based I 
will hold forty-four million gallons with a j 
depth of twenty feet of water. The area of , 
tbe water surface is eight acres. t 

From this reservoir the water to supply the < 
whole of the lower plane of the city, viz.: all 
that part below one hundred and twenty feet 
above high water would flow through a cast 
iron pipe main, thirty-six inches interior dia¬ 
meter. This large supply main is to be laid in 
Butler street through Lawrenceviile, and 
thence to pass into Liberty street at thirty- 
third street, and to continue in Liberty street, 
to Twentieth street; from here the supply 
could be taken by the pipes now in use, or by 
new pipes of less diameter than thirty-six 
inches, and connecting with the existing 
mains. 

From near the Sharpsburg bridge to Neg- 
iey’s Kun, a distance of one and a half miles, 
Butler street is not graded. The cost of grad¬ 
ing this street, or opening It, is not included 
in the estimate of the cost of the works. The 
most of the work on the street is light, and it 
is assumed that it will be paid for in the usual 
way. It is proposed to pass Haight’s Kun, the 
only point where the work is expensive, by 
building a culvert of ten feet span, and taking 
the main across this valley by laying it down 
the {slope and over the culvert and up the 


slope on the other side. The expense of the 
short culvert required for this purpose, and 
of the necessary grading and embankment, is 
included in the estimate. When it may be¬ 
come necessary to grade this street across the 
run, the culvert can be lengthened at each end 
and the pipe mains raised to the grade of the 
street. 

Provision has been made in the plan of the 
effluent chamber of tbe Brilliant Hill reser¬ 
voir for laying a second supply main from 
this reservoir when it may become necessary 
on account of increased demand for water in 
the city. 

For tbe supply of that portion of the city 
situate above the plane of one hundred and 
twenty feet above high water, and below two 
hundred and fifty, which we have called the 
middle level, it is proposed to pump the water 
from the low level reservoir at Brilliant Hill 
into a reservoir to be located on the property 
of Mr. (Jasper Negley and Mr. James McOully, 
on Highland avenue. The length of this 
pumping main will be about one thousand 
feet, aud its internal diameter twenty-four 
inches. The flow line of the middle level 
reservoir is to be one hundred and t hirty feet 
above the low service reservoir or three hun¬ 
dred and thirty-six feet above high water. 
The reservoir is to be built in two compart¬ 
ments and to contain when full at twenty feet 
depth of water one hundred and four million 
gallons. The area of the water surface is 
seventeen and two-thirds acres. 

The distribution main from this reservoir is 
to be laid in Highland avenue as far as to 
Penn avenue (where it will be connected with 
the main at present being laid in this avenue; 
and in Penn avenue to Ellsworth avenue, 
thence to continue in Ellsworth avenue to 
Neville street. This main in Highland ave¬ 
nue from tbe reservoir to Penu avenue will 
be thirty inches interior diameter, in Penn 
avenue to Ellsworth avenue twenty-lonr | 
Inches diameter, and in Ellsworth avenue ; 
from Penn to Neville street twenty inches : 
diameter. 

At the junction of Fillsworth avenue and 
Neville street a water pressure engine is to be ■ 
located to pump the water into a high service ! 
reservoir to be located on Herron Hill. Tbe j 
flow line of this reservoir is to be five hund-i 
red and thirty feet above high water; this j 
reservoir is to be built with but one compart- , 
ment and to contain, at the depth of twenty- j 
five feet, ten million gallons. The area of 
its water surface is two acres. The pumping ; 
main from this high service district will be 
forty-nine hundred feet long and twelve 
inches interior diameter. It is proposed to 
connect the reservoir with the distributing ; 
pipes now laid and hereafter to be laid in this j 
elevated portion of tbe city by a distribution » 
main twelve inches in diameter to be laid on 
Madison avenue and Wylie avenue. 

Tbe waste water from the pumping engine 
located at the junction of Neville street anu 
Ellsworth avenue is to be conducted by a 
twelve inch main laid in Boundary street to 
Second aveoue near Four Mile Kun, aud there 
connected, with the pipe now laid on that 
avenue. 

The difference in the level between the low 
service and the middle service (one hundred 
and thirty feet) will be sufficient to overcome 
the friction in the mains from iiilaud avenue 
reservoir to the proposed water pressure en¬ 
gine at Neville street, (the length of these 
mains is three and one-third imle9), and fur¬ 
nish a pressure of forty pounds per square 
inch to pump the water into the reservoir on 
Herron Hill. 

The quantity of water at present required 
on this high level district has beeu assumed 
to be one half million gallons per day. There 
are no manufactories on this level and the 
consumption of water there will be very 
much less per inhabitant than In the district 
where these are located. It is assumed that 
one million gallons per day will be sufficient 
fora population of at least ten thousand, af¬ 
fording to each inhabitant fifty gallons per 
day. This probably is as large a population 
as will be required to be supplied from this 
reservoir in many years. 

For supplying the high level on Wilkins 
avenue, and that district in the Twenty-second 
ward situate above the plane of two hundred 
and fifty feet above high water, and lying 
directly south of East Liberty valley, (this in¬ 
cludes the heights where the Pennsylvania 
Female College is located), the water can be 
conveyed directly from this high service 

f mmping engine at Neville street in a cast- 
ron pipe of six or eight Inches interior 
diameter. 

The chief advantage in the use of the water 
pressure engine will be a saving in the expense 
of attendance; it does not, like steam pumping 


engines, require an engineer or fireman. 
There Is not claimed for it in this case any 
saving in power, and in fact no other saving 
than what results from doing all the pumping 
by steam, at two points very near each other, 
rather than at those points wideiv apart. 

The distribution main in Penn avenue twen¬ 
ty inches diameter now being laid, and 
which it is understood the Water Committee 
propose to lay the whole length of this ave¬ 
nue to the east line of the city, will serve the 
double purpose of a distribution main and a 
connecting main between the middle level 
district and the low service district. The 
large quantity of water, over one hundred 
million gallons, which the middle level reser¬ 
voir will contain, will thus always be at com¬ 
mand on the low service distribution incase 
of aDy temporary stoppage or d ; sabling of the 
pumping machinery at the main pumping st&- 
lion. 

The method of constructing the reservoirs 
is about the same for ail, a general descrip¬ 
tion will therefore be sufficient. The em¬ 
bankments enclosing the reservoirs are to be 
built of earth deposited in layers of less than 
one foot in thickness and thoroughly com¬ 
pacted. These embankments are to be carried 
up to the height of twenty-four feet above 
the bottom of the reservoir, their width at 
top is to be twenty feet and the slopes or in¬ 
clination of their sides to be one and one-half 
horizontal to one vertical on the inside of 
the reservoir, and one and three-fourths 
to one on the outside. The whole of the bot¬ 
tom of the reservoir and the inner slopes to 
be lmed with clay puddle. This puddle Is to 
be covered with concrete five inches thick. 
The inner slopes of the reservoir are to be 
paved with a stone paving one foot thick, 
laid in mortar. The water is to be conducted 
to the reservoir and drawn from it through 
chambers of masonry fitted with screens and 
valves admitting the supplying of the city 
from one division while the water Is pumped 
into the other. 

The proposed forms of the reservoirs, and the 
method recommended for their construction, 
are shown on the drawings accompanying 
this report. Tbe above general description 
applies to all the reservoirs, except that the 
reservoir on Herron Hill is to be built with 
but one compartment, and In this case the 
chambers of masonry are dispensed with, and 
the pipes ara conducted through the banks. 

The question may be asked why a larger 
reservoir than the one proposed is not rec¬ 
ommended to be built on Herron Hill? The 
answer to this query is that the area of the 
top of the hill is small, and the ground slopes 
away so rapidly on all sides that the con¬ 
struction of a reservoir larger than this 
would be very expensive, as wil) be seen by 
an examination of tae plan or the proposed 
site oftbe reservoir. Besides this, tne quau* 
tity of water that will be used daily from this 
reservoir is small when compared with the 
whole quantity used in the city. The reser¬ 
voir as proposed will certainly contain more 
than a week’s supply for the high-level dis¬ 
trict, which is considered sufficient for all 
purposes. 

The estimated cost of the works by this 
plan is, exclusive of lands and land damages, 
($2,294,478.) two million two hundred ninety- 
four thousand four hundred aud seventy-eight 
dollars. 

2. The Monongabela Plan. 

The water is to be taken from Pool No. 3, 
of the Monongahela river and conducted 
through a brick conduit six fe*t internal di¬ 
ameter and seven and nine tenths miles long 
to the pumping works which are to be located 
on Second avenue just above Four mile run. 
This location is very nearly opposite the 
pumping works of the Birmingham water 
works. The water is to be pumped through a 
force main twenty-three hundred feet long 
into a reservoir to be located on tbe hill near 
J. Arthur’s residence. Tbe site for this reser¬ 
voir is on Arthur and Craft’s Hill, the west 
side of Four mile run at the junction Qf 
Bouquet and Frazier streets. It is proposed 
to build it in two compartments, the whole to 
contain at a depth of twenty feet ninety-two 
million gallons. The area of the water sur¬ 
face is fifteen and two-tbirda acres. The flow 
line is to be two hundred and seven feet 
above high water. 

The distribution main from this reservoir is 
to be thirty-six inches interior diameter, and 
to be laid in Second avenue, as far as to Grant 
street, in Grant to Liberty, and In Liberty 
street as tar as to Twentieth street. It will 
here be connected with the twenty inch main 
to belaid from Twentieth to Thirtieth streets; 
it will also be connected at other points, with 
the pipes In the streets through which it La 
laid. 











The district to be supplied with this main, 
called the low service district is that part of 
the city Bituate below the height of one hun¬ 
dred and twenty feet above high water. 

As the water surface of this Arthur and 
Craft’s Hill reservoir is only one foot higher 
than that of the Brilliant Hill reservoir* the 
head of water furnished in the lower or busi¬ 
ness portion of the city will be almost precise¬ 
ly the Bame from either reservoir. 

For the supply of the middle level district, it 
is proposed to pump the water from the 
Arthur and Craft’s Hill reservoirs into a stand 
pipe, to be located on the north side of this 
reservoir. The water will flow from it 
through a main thirty inches In diameter, to 
be laid in Bouquet and Atwood streets to 
Fifth avenue, where it would connect with the 
main at present laid in this avenue. This 
thirty-inch main is to be laid in Fifth avenue, 
as far as to Neville street; from the junction 
of Neville street and Fifth avenue there is to 
be a twenty-inch main continued through 
Fifth aveuue to Wilkins, in Wilkins to Shady 
lane, in Shady lane to Edgerton avenue, and 
in Edgerton avenue to the reservoir to be lo¬ 
cated on Wilkins’ hill. The flow line of this 
reservoir wilt be three hundred aDd seventy- 
nine and one-half feet above high water, and 
its oapacity sixty-four million gallons. The 
area of its water surface will be eleven and 
one-sixth acres. This reservoir wiii be con¬ 
nected with the main now being laid in Penn 
avenue by a thirty-inch distributor main to be 
laid in Edgerton and Park avenue to Penn 
avenue. 

For the supply of the high level district the 
water will pass from the main in Fifth ave¬ 
nue through a twenty-inch main to De laid in 
Neville street to the engine, to be located at 
the junction of Ellsworth avenue and Neville 
street. From this point the plan for the sup¬ 
ply of the high level district is precisely the 
same as that recommended for the first- 
mentioned or Allegheny river plan, ex¬ 
cept that the twelve-inch main which takes 
the water used to drive the water pressure 
engine, into the low level distribution district 
in this plan be located northerly through 
Neville Btreet and down the valley of 
Liberty run to Liberty street. The length 
of the length of the main is the same as the 
length through Boundary street to Second av¬ 
enue In the other plan. A repetition of the 
description of this h*gh service plan is unnec- 
cessary. 

The general description of the construction 
of the reservoirs given iu the other plan, ap¬ 
plies to this also. 

The total estimated cost of the works, if 
built on the plan here described, will be, ex¬ 
clusive of lands and water rights, ($2,748,973) 
two million, Beven hundred and forty-eight 
thousand, nine hundred and seventy-three 
dollars. If the building of the conduit is dis¬ 
pensed with and the water taken from Pool 
No. 1, directly in the rear of the engine house, 
the cost will be ($2,032,673) two million, thir¬ 
ty-two thousand, Bix hundred and seventy- 
three dollars. 

The detailed estimates of the cost of both 
Plans are given in the Appendix to this Ke- 
port. 

In making tbe surveys and calculations for 
the works on the Monongahela plan, the res¬ 
ervoir for the Bupply of the high service dis¬ 
trict was first located on Ewart’s Hill, south 
of Centre avenue and the pumping main was 
designed to be laid in Bouquet and Atwood 
steets to Fifth avenue and thence directly 
to the reservoir located between Bayard 
street and Centre avenue. There is an ex¬ 
cellent site here for a reseryoir. A 
reservoir could be built here at a very 
reasonable expense to hold forty-two million 
gallons. The area of its water surface would 
bo seven and five-eighths acres. If the reser¬ 
voir for the supply of tbe middle level district 
were located here, the Btand pipe at the Ar¬ 
thur and Crafts hill reservoirs could be dis¬ 
pensed with, and the water pumped directly 
through the force main sixty-eight hundred 
feet in length into this reservoir. The water 
surface would be four hundred and fifty-six 
feet above high water. The general level of 
the middle service district is about two bain- ■ 
dred feet above high water. With a reservoir 
located at the height here proposed there 
would be afforded a head of about two hund- < 
red and fifty feet over this whole district, 
which is too great and would involve a need¬ 
less expense for pumpiDg the water. It was i 
this that led us to look for a reservoir on a 
lower level to supply this district. With a ’ 
reservoir located at a lower level, though the 1 
flrfl cost is somewhat increased, the annual i 
eipeme for pumping will be very much less f 
arfi there will be a large annual saving. t

l above Four Mile Run. 

r Soundings were taken in this pool on Sep- 
) tember 17th, 1870, from Four Mile Run up to 
Patterson’s Run, above City Farm. 

A detailed report of these soundings has 
been made to yon. 

. The general depth of water in the main 
) channel varied from ten to about twenty-four 
. feet. Soundings were taken entirely across 
i the river or pool at this proposed location of 
. the pumping works, on November 17th, 1870. 
i The depth within fifty feet of the right bank 
was fifteen feet; from this point the depth 
gradually increases to seventeen feet in the 
centre of the pool, and thence decreases to 
the depth of ten feet at one hundred and 
twenty feet from the left bank of the river. 

If the pumping works were located here it 
would be necessary to construct tbe pump 
well and influent conduit from the river low- 
enough to take the water at the level, it 
would be when this pool might be drawn off 
for making repairs to the locks or dam No. 
I of the hi avigation Co. The lift of this lock 
is eight feet. 

By taking the water directly from this Pool 
No. 1, and omitting the building of the Wil¬ 
kins* Hill reservoir, aad the laying of the 
principal mains that would be required to 
connect with this reservoir when built, and 
making use of tbe present upper reservoir of 
the old water works (capacity two and one- 
fourth million gallons,) for a reservoir on the 
middle level, the oost of the works on this 
plan would be, exclusive of land and water 
rights ($1,703,9X7) one million seven hundred 
and sixty-three thousand nine hundred and 
seventeen dollars. 

We believe that the selection of reservoir 
sites made for both the MonoDgabela and the 
Allegheny projects meet all the requirements 
of capacity, height and safety. In this last 
respect we had some fears with regard te the 
low service reservoir at the mouth of Neg- 
ley's Run, as there are indications of a ten¬ 
dency to slide on the slope of the bluff Imme¬ 
diately below the site, but on boring it was 
found that the bottom of the reservoir would 
oe in rock, which in some spots crops out on 
the brow of the hill. 

The straight lines and angles proposed for 
the outlines of most of the reservoirs on our 
nlans could be changed to varying lines and 
curves without material, if any, Increase of 
cost, should it be desired as a matter of taste. 
1’his would be particularly appropriate if the 
city should determine to ornament to any 
♦xtent the grounds around the reservoir. 

We have not made any plans or estimates of 
the cost of a dam across the Allegheny river, 
and of other works connected therewith, to 
nump up the supply for tbe city by water 
newer, because we are satisfied the city ha9 
no authority at present to construct a dam, 
and do not consider it certain such authority 
could be obtained. If such a dam and con¬ 
necting workB were built, it would still be 
necessary to erect steam pumping works, to 
:o be prepared against occasional stop¬ 
pages of the water wheels by high water , 
and possible accidents. If after a few i 
years of trial with the steam pumping works | 
it should be found that the increased 
demand for water was great and if all legis¬ 
lative objections to the dam could be remov¬ 
ed there would be scarcely anything to throw 
away or abandon in the reservoirs or pump¬ 
ing works on the Allegheny; for they would 
all be needed, tbe reservoirs constantly and 
the engines occasionally. 

A few years delay in this matter would be 
attended with decided advantages by giving 
not only more time for consideration, but 
would probably furnish experience of impor¬ 
tance in the arrangement of such works, 
especially in connection with other public 
Interests. 

! If the Ohio river is to be improved by slack 
water navigation, it is not impossible that 
the Allegheny will be too. In tnat case any 
dam the city would build simply with refer¬ 
ence to water power might lose much of its 
value by back water from a dam below. 

Whenever the dally consumption shall 
equal thirty or even twenty million gallons 
the economic advantages of pumping by 
water would undoubtedly be very great, as 
clearly shown by Col. Roberts. 

In estimating the oost of such works as we 
would recommend for present use, we have 
provided for main pipes sufficiently large for 
a daily consumption of twenty-four million 
gallons, and two engines for the low service 
each capable of raising twelve million 
gallons daily. With such engines, and 
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reservoirs as large as are proposed, there 
would be no difficulty in keeping up an aver¬ 
age supply of fifteen million gallons daily, 
for in case of repairs being needed, the re¬ 
servoirs and one engine would keep up that 
supply from thirty to fifty dayB. The engine 
houses are intended to be large enough to ad¬ 
mit a third engine when the reliable pumping 
capacity could be increased at once to 
twenty-four million gallons, or upwards as 
might be deemed best. We are aware that a 
foroible objection can be made to the pro¬ 
posed arrangement of separate engines and 
buildings for the lower and middle service, 
while a single building enclosing the neces¬ 
sary machinery, would be cheaper at first to 
construct and afterwards operate under all 
ordinary clrcumstanoes. It may be that, upon 
further investigation this arrangement will 
be considered the best; but the greater appa¬ 
rent safety of the other has led us to adopt it 
for the purposes of this report. 

The kina of engine reoommended is what 
la called the double cylinder with beam and 
fly-wheel. It is more expensive in first cost 
than the kinds commonly used, but the re¬ 
sults obtained by it in England, and the great¬ 
ly increased favor which double cylinder en¬ 
gines have received during the last few years 
for other purposes in this country, have led 
us to select it for the estimate. We must 
confess a little perplexity in tbe matter how¬ 
ever. If civil and mechanical engineers gen¬ 
erally agreed on this question, it would be 
easier to convince the public of the wisdom 
of choosing a particular form, but in the 
midst of the great diversity that exists, there 
will necessarily be doubt with regard to tbe 
propriety of our choice. While we have 
our own preference as above expressed, all 
the light we have been able to get on the sub¬ 
ject, satisfies us that far less depends upon 
the kind of engine than upon the skill with 
which the different parts are arranged and 
constructed, the perfection of the boilers and 
proper management in working the whole 
machine when in use. 

For the preparation of the engine plans we 
are indebted to G. M. Copeland, Esq, who 
was the superintending mechanical engineer 
of the pumping engines recently built by the 
Knapp Fort Pitt Foundry Co. of this city for 
the new water works of St. Louis. Mr. Cope¬ 
land’s general description of the engine ac¬ 
companies this report. 

In seeking a supply of water for a city of 
the present and prospective population and 
industry of Pittsburgh, two absolute requis¬ 
ites must be kept in mind, one is purity, and 
the other abundance. There should be no 
doubt with regard to either. Prof. Wuth’a 
analysis, herewith presented, shows that 
nothing could be desired in respect to purity, 
except the removal of sedimentary matter, 
which would nearly, if not quite, all subside 
in the large reservoirs. The Professor, it will 
be seen, tnake9 a very slight theoretical dif¬ 
ference in favor of the Allegheny, which is 
also, as is well known, a clearer water than 
that of the Monongahela. According to anal¬ 
ysis, no important cities in this country are 
supplied wfih as good water as the Pitts¬ 
burgh streams furnish, except Brooklyn and 
Boston, and oone in Europe that we know 
of except Glasgow. 

With regard to abundance, there can be no 
I doubt that for present purposes, and tbe 
probable wants of tbe near future, either 
stream would furnish an ample supply. Tbe 
Allegheny would undoubtedly be sufficient 
for all time to come, but according to meas¬ 
urements taken by officers of the Mononga- 
bel* Slack water Navigation Company, that 
stream falls so low in very dry seasons as not 
to discharge much if any over twenty million 
gallons a day. But even this would be 
claimed at such times by the company for 
lockage purposes, (t would be necessary, 
in order to avoid litigation, to construct com¬ 
pensating reservoirs to supply the locks, 
where these reservoirs should be located, and 
what would be their probable cost, we have 
not thought it necessary to ascertain. If it 
should be considered important to determine 
this question accurately, we think it would 
require at least a year longer. 

We have estimated for conduits from the 
proposed pumping works on both rivers to 
such points above as are supposed to be be¬ 
yond the reach of pollution from sewage 
for a long time to oome. We do not believe, 
however, that it would be necessary for sev¬ 
eral. and perhaps many years to build either. 
On the Allegheny, In case no satisfactory ar¬ 
rangement by purchase or otherwise with 
owners of existing works above Negley’s 
Iiun could be made, ft would probably be ad¬ 
visable to build an intercepting sewer at an 
estimated expense of about thirty thousand

THE gas monopoly. 

President Oliver read a communication 
from the City Solicitor, as follows: 

Rexolvcd, That the City Solicitor is hereby 
directed to inquire and report why the Pro¬ 
viso in the 5th section of the act incorporating 
the Pittsburgh Gas Company, which stipu¬ 
lates that all profits that may arise over ten 
(10) per cent, shall be expended in the exten¬ 
sion of main pipes according to the direction 
of Councils «f the city of Pittsburgh, has not 
been complied with 

Pittsburgh, May 17, 1871. 

To the Select and Common Cmincifa. 

Gentlemen: i have the honor to acknowl¬ 
edge the receipt of your resolution of April 
24th, 1871, directing me to inquire why the 
proviso in the 5th section of the act incorpor¬ 
ating the Pittsburgh Gis Company, which 
stipulates that all profits that may arise over 
ten per cent, shall be expended in the exten¬ 
sion of main pipes according to the directions 
of the Councils of the city of Pittsburgh, has 
not been complied with. The act incorporat¬ 
ing the Pittsburgh Gas Comranv was ap¬ 
proved March 16th, 1848. Section 6 provides ! 
"‘that all profits i hat may arise over ten per ! 
cent, shall be expended in the extension of 
main pipes according to the directions of the j 
city of Pittsburgh.” Under this charter tbe! 
city owned a l*rge amount of stock and had! 
the right to appoint trustees. By the act of! 
January 31st, 1863, the company was rcorgan- j 
zed—the stock of the city was transferred to : 
the company and the entire control of the! 
company placed in trustees appointed by the ; 
stockholders. [ 

Tbe Fourth Section of the act is as follows :, 
“The trustees shall declare seiti-anuuaUy div¬ 
idends on the second Mondaj s of January and 
July in each year, of so much as they may 
deem expedient of the net profitsarising from 
tbe works, after deducting all expenses and 
charges; which dividends shall be paid to the 
stockholders, or their legal representative?, 
at the office of the company, Within ten days 
after the same is declared, of which due no¬ 
tice shall be given; but no dividend shall be 
paid to any stockholder who is indebted to 
the company, nor upon any stock r.n which 
any instalment Is due and unpaid. Provided, 
that no dividend shall be declared wnieh shall 
impair the capital stock of the company. And 
provided, that an extra dividend of such por¬ 
tion of the surplus fund In the treasury as 
may be deemed expedient, within twenty 
days after this act, shall take effect and be¬ 
come a law.” And by the sixth section 
it is provided as follows: “And the 
trustees are further authorized to issue 
certificates of stock, or scrip convertible into 
stock, and distribute the same pro rata among 
the stockholders for the amount of any sur¬ 
plus funds that may have accrued before the 
first Monday in July next, and tor the amount 
which at that time, or at any time thereafter, 
may have been expended in extension of main 
pipes, and which has been or may be charged 
to the extension fund. 

The thirteenth section is as follows: “That 
so much of the act f o which this Is a supple¬ 
ment (the act of 1848) as Is inconsistent with 
or supplied by the provisions of this act, is 
hereby repealed.” 

These are the only provisions relating to the 
matter referred to. The company had the 
right to declare a cash dividend of so much of 


the surplus fund accrued at the time the act 
went into effect, as they might deem expe¬ 
dient for the balance of surplus accrued July 
1st, 1860, and for any money expended In ex¬ 
tensions they had the right to issue stock or 
6 crip. This would dispose of all surplus which 
may have accrued before July 1, I860, and as 
to it, would be inconsistent with the right of 
the city t.o direct its use in the extension of 
mains. Under the act of 1848 there was no 
direct limitation of dividends and the limita¬ 
tion to the amount of ten per cent was, inci¬ 
dental to the clause which provided that the 
excess over that amount should be expended 
in the extension of mains. Uuder the 4th sec¬ 
tion of the act of 1860 there is no limitation of 
the amount of dividend, except that they 
shaH not impair the capital st'ick. 

By the 6;b section provision is not made for 
the disposal of all surplus then accrued or 
which might accrue before July 1st, 1860, No 
provision was made for the disposal or any 
surplus which might afterwards accrue, but 
as there was no limitation of the amount of 
dividends, I can see nothing in these acts 
which would prevent the company from dis¬ 
posing of all profits in tbe shaoe of dividends. 
It stwod thus until February 28th, 1863, when 
a further supplement was passed, which 
authorized the gas company to increase 
the price of gas. Provided that said 
company shall not by virtue of this increase, 
ever be permitted to accumulate any greater 
sum than is required to pay a dividend ot ten 
per centum per annum upon the capital stock 
of said company.” 

The conclusions to which I have come are as 
follows: First. That the power of the city to 
direct the expenditure of the surplus reven¬ 
ues of the company in the lavingof mains was 
taken away by the act of 1860, and that the 
comoany had complete control of all revenues 
accrued before February 28,1863. 

Second. That since the passage of the act of 
1865 the company has no right to dispose of 
gas at a price greater than one dollar and 
sixty cents, if by such increase they are ena¬ 
bled to make a profit of more than ten per 
i cent on the capital stock; nor have they the 
light to accumulate by such increase any sur¬ 
plus fund beyond the amount of ten per cent, 
nor to distribute such funds in the shape of 
stock or scrip. They are only authorized to 
increase the price to an amount sufficient to 
enable the company to declare dividends at 
ten per cent. 

Whether the company has divided more 
than ten per cent., or accumulated a fund 
beyond that amount, I am not informed, and 
have no power to require a statement from 
the company. 

The third section of the act of I860 requires 
that the trustees shall furnish annually a full 
report of their proceedings to each member 
of City Councils. If this has not been done 
Councils may require it, and if it appears 
that the company has received profits of 
more than ten percent., could request tbe At¬ 
torney General of the State to institute or 
authorize the commencement of proceedings 
in tbe name of the Commonweath, with a 
view to prevent such abuse of their power, or 
perhaps a consumer might have a writ of in¬ 
junction to restrain them from charging more 
than a rate sufficient to produce the amount 
of ten per cent upon the capital stock.

CITY INFIRMARY. ! 

The Committee appointed to confer with j 
the Board of Health in regard to a City Infir- | 
mary, reported through the Chairman, Mr. j 
Jones, as follows: j 

The Committee appointed at your last meet- | 
ing to confer with the Board of Health la re¬ 
ference to the establishment of a City Infir- j 
mary, respectfully report that they have con- 1 
ferred with the proper authorities in charge j 
of the Western Pennsylvania Hospital, in | 
reference to having said hospital transferred 
to the city, but find that no such arrangement i 
can be made. j 

Thev have also had a number of sites before 
them, none of which seem to be available ex¬ 
cept Walter's Hospital on Bluff street, which ! 
can be purchased for a City Infirmary, I 

The committee would therefore recommend 
the purchase of Waiter’s Hospital, provided it 
can be purchased for $20,000. 

The report was accompanied by a resolution 
to the effect that a committee of five, two 
from Select and three from Common Council, 
be appointed to confer with the Board of 
Health in reference to the purchase of Wal¬ 
ter’s Hospital for a £um not exceeding $20,000. 

Mr, Jeremy was opposed to the establish¬ 
ment of a pest house in the Sixth ward. There 
were many new buildings going up in that lo¬ 
cality, and a pest house there would seriously 
affect the interests of property owners, as 
well as the growth of the city. 

Mr. Morrow spoke against the resolution, 
and presented a remonstrance numerously 
signed by citizens of the Sixth ward, protest- 
iogarainst the establishment in their midst 
or such a hospital as the action of the com¬ 
mittee indicated. 

Mr. Kiddle said it would be a gross outrage 
on the citizens residing in the vicinity of Wal¬ 
ter’s Hospital to make that place a receptacle 
for persons afflicted with loathesome conta- 
geoua diseases. 

Mr. GALLAHSR9ald the health ofj the citi¬ 
zens referred to would not be endangered in 
the slightest degree by the presence of a con¬ 
tagion at Walter’s Hospital. If they lived 
within six hundred feet of the hospital, and 
it were filled with small-pox parents, they 
could not contract the disease from that 
quarter. This fear arose from an unfounded 
prejudice among the people. In Phlladalpbla 
and other cities they had hospitals for small¬ 
pox and Use cases. There was a pest house 
in the very heart of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Riddell said he would take issue with 
the gentlemen in regard to this statement 
about hospitals in other cities. There were 
no pest-houses in the thickly populated por¬ 
tions of any city in the country, 

Mr. Morrow offered as a substitute: 

Respired, That the committee appointed to 
confer with the Board of Health in relation 
to a City Infirmary, be Instructed to advertiee 
for proposals for the purchase of a desirable 
site, and the erection thereon of a suitable 
building for a hospital at a point near the 
limits of the city. 

Mr. E. P. Jones opposed the resolution. 
He was In favor of the purchase of the Wal¬ 
ters Hospital. He had examined it and he 
believed It would be clieapjat $20,000. He was 
not in favor of the establishment of ahospital 
in any particular locality, but the city should 
have a hospital, and Inasmuch as the Walters 
building wa9 already a hospital, he thought it 
the least objectionable of any site that could 
be found. 

Mr. Bxtrowtn moved to amend by striking 
out the clause In the substitute in regard to 
the erection of a building, which motion pre¬ 
vailed. 


The question then recurring on the adoption 
of the substitute, Mr. Morrow called for the 
ayes and nays. The call resulted as follows:

Mr.;BURGwiN presented the report of the 
Park Committee, which was laid over until 
next regular meeting, and ordered to be 
printed. 


REPORT OF THE PARK COMMITTEE. 

To the Select and Common Council of the City of 

PiUtburyh. 

Your Committee appointed the 23d day of 
j January, A. D. 1871, to examine into the loca- 
I tlon and establishment of a Publio Park 
respectfully report, that the proposed act of 
Assembly to enable the city to procure ground 
for a Public Park has been duly enacted into 
a law just as it passed Council, except that 
an amendment was added providing that no 
contraot for the purchase of land should be 
fully consummated until submitted for ap¬ 
proval to a vote of the citizens, 

Soon after the act was passed your Commit¬ 
tee caused notices to be inserted in the city 
papers to the effect that we were ready to 
receive and would duly consider any propo¬ 
sals and suggestions which might be present¬ 
ed to us in reference to the acquisition or 
proper location of a Public Park. 

In response to this, only one location has 
been urged upon onr attention, and as the re¬ 
sult of our inquiries aud our personal exam¬ 
ination, we are of the opinion that this loca¬ 
tion Is the only one which is at this time 
available at a price that would be acceptable 
to the tax-payers. We refer to the grounds 
situate in the Twenty-second ward, at and 
between the forks of Four Mile Run. Not 
oaly do we give this lpcation the preference, 
but we consider the city is eminently fortu¬ 
nate In having In Its geographical centre a 
tract of four or five hundred ucres so admira¬ 
bly adapted as tb is tor the purpose ol a Pub¬ 
lic Park, and at the same time of such a for¬ 
mation as to render it comparatively of very 
moderate value for any other purpose. Any 
one who never before actually visited this 
land, will be astonished on doing so, to find in 
the heart of this city a tract of land so large 
I and yet so nearly in its primeval mate—wild, 
picturesque and varied, with abundance of 
I level and rolling grounds for gardens, walks 
and drives, and also abounding with cliffs, 
ravines, water courses and groves of original 
forest trees. 

By a remarkable formation it is cut off by 
deep ravines from any approaches on the part 
of furnaces and factories, while at the same 
time It is easily accessible from all parts of 
the city. It is within moderate walking dis¬ 
tance of the Court House; a short branch of 
the Oakland Railway will reach It on one 
side, and a still shorter branoh 
of the Connellsvllle Railroad would 
reach it on the other by a ride of le^s 
than tenmlnues from the MonongaheJa House. 
Boundary and NevilJe streets lead directly to 
It by easy grade from LawrenceviUe, and 
Forbes street, soon to be one of our moat pop¬ 
ular thoroughfares, approaches it both from 
the east and west. Moreover, the City Rngl- 
neer has Informed us from a cursory examina¬ 
tion made at our request that broad drives 
with easy grades can be carried over the land 
to any desirable point. 

Further a very important consideration con¬ 
nected with this location Is that the very fea¬ 
tures of the land which make It so desirable 
for the purposes of a Public P*rk—Its steep 
declivities and wild ravines, its rough and un¬ 
equal surface, render It of so much le«s mar¬ 
ketable value. Besides this there are no Im¬ 
provements on It of any appreciable value, so 
that the city would have to pay for noth¬ 
ing that was not needed. As one in¬ 
dividual owns nearly the whole of the land 
we have described, negotiations for its pur¬ 
chase, or Jtt case of his refusal to sell, the ne¬ 
cessary proceedings for its acquisition t 
through the Courts would be greatly simpli¬ 
fied. Your Committee do not dwell upon the 
necessity for a publio park, especially for 
such a city as Pittsburgh. We take it for 
granted it was a feeling of this sort that led 
to our appointment. In those clttesthat have 
established publio parks no measures have 
been more deservedly popular and no burdens 


more cheerfully borne than those necessary 
for sustaining them. The official estimate is 
that ten million of persons visited the Central 
Park of New York during the last year. 
Philadelphia has recently added a magnificent 
domain to her already numerous parks, and 
citizens of Baltimore have informed us that 
their recently established Park is the most 
progressive Institution of their city. Even the 
small BO-CHlled Park of our sister city, though 
its establishment met with some opposition 
at Qrst, has now become the pride and boa«t 
of her citizens; not only ro. but we know that 
it is now drawing—in fact hag drawn—from 
Pittsburgh, citizens of taste and wealth, who 
have sold out here and removed to Its vicinity. 

One other locatiyn near East Liberty, which 
was much spoken of fora Park about two 
years ago, has been presented for our consid¬ 
eration without oomlug to any final conclu¬ 
sion as to whether we thought it desirable to 
locate the Park in that place. We thought it 
best to apply to the present owners of the 
land In question to ascertain at what price it 
cou'd be obtained. Onegemieman (Mr. James 
A. Hu'chinscn) who then held in trust the 
largest portion of It, informed us ibat about 
one hundred acres have been sold off the cen¬ 
ter of this land—that valuable improvements 
have been erected there, and he considers Its 
acquis tlon for Park purposes no longer an 
open question. Even if this did not close the 
matter, the owners of the other lands there 
proposed to be purchased with his, now fix so 
high a valuation upon tbem, say from $2,000 to 
$3,000 per acre, tnat with the moderate views 
of what the city should expend in acquiring a 
Park, we cannot recommend you to take any 
measures for locatlng^it there. In conclusion 
we desire to Fay most emphatically that un¬ 
less the city is to be forever without a Park, 
now is the time to acquire oDe. Land is so 
rapidly rising In value; valuable improve¬ 
ments »re so rapidly being extended in 
every direction; streets and avenues aro 
so rapidly dividing up the territory around 
us that a vers short postponement or the mat¬ 
ter will place the cost of a Public Park qul*e 
beyond tbe reach of any moderate expendi¬ 
ture. We believe that the property which 
we have described to you may be acquired, 
provided, an effort be made at ODce, at a very 
moderate sum, that within the limit Imposed 
by the act of Asuembly at your request. 

Trusting that the views we have thus Im¬ 
perfectly given, may meet your a >prov*J, we 
recommeud the adoption of the following res¬ 
olutions : 

lieenlxxd, 1st, That the committee on the 
matter of a Public Park, be authorized to ne- 
I gotlate for the purchase of from three 
to four hundred acres of land lying between 
the two branches of Four Mile Run, In tbe 
Twenty-second ward. No contract to be 
binding until approved by Councils, and by a 
vote of the citizeos as provided bv law. 

Rcsofocd, 2d, That In cane said Committee 
cannot agree with the owner or owners upon 
tbe price of said land, they are authorized to 
proceed In carrying out the provisions of the 
act or 18th of May, 1071. by a petition to the 
Court for tbe appointment of viewers for ap¬ 
praising the value of "aid land, with a view to 
its being taken by tbe city for the Public 
Kark. Pnwided, That said proceeding on tbe 
part of the city shall at all times be subject 
to tbe control and direction of Councils. 

THE BALTIMORE VISIT. 

Mr. Bijrowin called up the resolution In re¬ 
gard to the proposed visit of Council** to Bsf- 
ilmore, passed In Common Council at tbe last 
meeting. He proposed the followfog addi¬ 
tion to the resolution : That Thursday, tbe Iflth 
of October, In the opinion of Council’* would 
be tbe most suitable time to tnaxe the vMt 
to Baltimore, provided tbe ctt? authorities 
of Baltimore concur In this opinion. He also 
p oposed to add the Mayor, and Presidents of 











Councils, to the Committee appointed to con¬ 
fer with the Baltimore authorities. 

Objections were urged to the time of the 
visit offered by Mr. Burgwin’s amendment, 
when 

Mr. Gallaher marred to further amend, 
that the time ot the visit be left to the com¬ 
mittee. 

The question recurring on Mr. Gallaher’s 
amendment, it was adopted. The motion to 
add the Mayor and Presidents of Councils to 
the committee was then avreed to, and the 
resolution, as amended, was adopted. 

Mr. Copfin presented a communication, ad¬ 
dressed to the Mayor by John W. Garrett, 
President of the National Commercial Conven¬ 
tion, asking that delegates be sent to said 
Convention. The gentleman offered a resolu¬ 
tion to refer the communication to a special 
committee consisting of two from Select and 
three from Common Council. Carried. 

Mr. Aiken called up the report and ordi¬ 
nance in regard to the contracts with the 
East End Gas Company. 

Mr. Burgwin said this was not the original 
ordinance, and that it should not, therefore, 
be rushed through without debate. 

Mr. Edwards contended that t*he matter 
was not debateable. 

Considerable discussion ensued, when 

Mr. Burgwin moved to postpone the mat¬ 
ter till next meeting. 

Mr. Aiken sa d this motion was not in or¬ 
der, under rule 15th. 

The Chair decided the motion in order,when 
it was carried. 

Mr. Rafferty presented a petition for a 
change of grade on Fulton street. Referred. 

Mr. Riddell moved to reconsider the action 
of Council on the report and ordinance au¬ 
thorizing contracts with the East Eod Gas 
Company. Carried. 

Mr. Jones then moved the adoption of the 
report. The motion was lest. 

Mr. Edwards, from the Finance Committee, 
presented » resolution authorizing the trans¬ 
fer of $1-590 from appropriation No. 13, Con¬ 
tingent Fund, to appropriation 14, Board of 
Health. Referred to Finance Committee with 
power to act, 

Mr. Burg win called up an ordinance author¬ 
izing the appointment of viewers oa Linden 
avenue. Passed finally. 

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Sfiipton, from the Committee on Gas 
Lighting, presented the report of the commit¬ 
tee, recommending ths erection of gas lamps 
at the following points: One on Jefferson 
street, between Elm and Logan streets; one 
on south Bide of Butler street, between Thir¬ 
ty-eighth and Thirty-ninth streets; one on 
corner of Forty-fifth and Valley streets; tbree 
lamps on Clark, between Miller and Crawford 
streets.

of Four Mile Run, in the Twenty-second ward. 
No contract to be binding without approval 
by Councils, and by a vote of the citizens as 
provided by law. 

Mr. Miller said they were satisfied to have 
a park, but did not wish it confined merely to 
one section. He believed in spreading the 
advantages as much as possible, and there¬ 
fore favored the purchase of some property— 
the Winebiddle property—in other sections. 

Mr, L. J. Fleming said the Winebiddle prop¬ 
erty could not be had for less than three times 
the amount asked for the Twenty-second ward 
property. He therefore favored that prop¬ 
erty. 

Mr. Hare said the city owned about ten 
acres of the “Point” Property, and that the 
expense was not as much as would seem. 

The vote was then taken on Mr. Follans- 
bee’s “substitute” which was voted down. 

The question then recurred on the original 
motion to concur. 

After considerable confusion in debate the 
ordinance was finally passed by a vote of 29 
to 13. 

Mr. D. L. Fleming called for the yeas and 
nays. 

The Chair decided the call too late, as he 
had announced the decision. 

Mr. Chalmers contended that he had called 
for the yeas and nays before the Chair declar¬ 
ed the re ult of the vote. 

Mr. Miller thought members should not be 


afraid to have their votes put on record. 

Mr. Smith, said if that had reference to 
him, he was not afraid to show how he voted. 
He hoped the yeas and nays would be taken, 
that he could show his vote. 

Mr. Arthurs—W hy, the question has been 
decided. Let us proceedwith business. 

The President.—We are now ready for other 
business. 

Several members insisted upon the yeas and 
navs. 

The Chair would not go back of the rules. 
No—but a motion to reconsider would do 

now. 

Mr. Morgan thought there should not be so 
much fuss about it, as they had only voted to 
print the report. 

Mr. Scott thought it had been passed. 

Mr. Evan Jones had certainly voted that 
way. 

Mr. Morgan—I have the report in my hand. 
It is endorsed from Select Council “ordered 
to be printed once in the official papers;” un¬ 
der that on a later date showing It to be 
passed to-day. Now, we had not acted upon 
either of these when it came in. I certainly 
never dreamed we were voting to pass the re¬ 
solution. i only voted to have it presented, 
thus concurring with Select Council. That’s 
what we have decided now. 

The President—Well, you’ve done nothing 
of the kind; you’ve voted to pass the resolu- 
nance. I read it clearly and distinctly in your 
heariag, and called for a vote on its passage. 
You voted to pass it, and thus it now stands. 
Mr. Scott—I move, then, to reconsider. 

The President—Did you vote in the affirma¬ 
tive? 

Mr. Scott—N o, sir. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Smith— I did, Mr. President, and I move 
a reconsideration. 

Mr. Rowley—O h, what’s the use? 1 move 
to lay that motion on the table. 

Some parliamentary entanglement here fol¬ 
lowed, and finally the motion was extricated 
from tne confusion.

THE PARK QUESTION. 

Mr. Miller presente d the following paper 

Whereas, A large park, say 400 acres would 
have to be situated somewhere distant from 
the centre of population of the city, and be a 
benefit only to those owning property in the 
immediate vicinity, or to the wealthy portion 
of our population who could drive out in their 
carriages, and. 

Whereas, The working people of this city 
would be obliged to pay a large share of the 
cost of a park, which would be of no benefit 
to them, for the reason, that in order to 
reach it, on account of Its distance, they 
would be obliged to incur expenses which 
thev could not afford, and. 

Whereas, The people are desirous of hav¬ 
ing a park, and would be willing to pay for it 
"provided they derive some benefit from it, 
therefore. 

Resolved, That a committee of seven, three 
from Select and four from Common Council 
be appointed to select a site at each of the 
following points, for park purposes, viz : 

1. At the Point, where the city already 
owns some 10 acres, which can be easily im¬ 
proved. 

2. From 50 to 100 acres at Uakland, the site 1 
now proposed. 

3. From 25 to 50 acres at a certain point 
■called Herron’s Hill. 

4. From 25 to 50 acres in the immediate 
vicinity of Lawrenceville. 

5. From 25 to 50 acres at East Liberty. 

The committee to ascertain the cost of the 
above sites and report a month hence. 

Mr. McKelvy,— (After the rules had been 
suspended to alow a consideration of the pa¬ 
per) moved to amend by including the plot of 
ground donated for the purpose in the 
Twelfth ward. 

Mr. Rowley,—I want one in the Eleventh 
ward, near Moore's brick yard. [Laughter.] 

President Oliver,—A s there will be plenty 
of these amendments the gentleman will re¬ 
duce them to writing, [Laughter.]

President OLIVER-Oh no, don’t force it on 
them.

I don’t 
think it is very dignified at all.

The President decided the point well taken, j 
Mr. McCandless then offered the reaorpst*s 
new business and moved the purchase of the ; 
Walter’s Hospital as a City Infirmary at a sum ! 
not more than $20,000. 1 

Mr. Evan Jones was opposed to the pur- j 
chase of the Walter’s Hospital. It was not in j 
a good location. It was a very densely pop- i 
ulated district of the city. There was no 
proper drainage there: the hospital was not; 
worth anything, as it was an old and “rotten j 
tumble down” building. He thought they 
should select a site outside the city where no 
one would be disturbed, and in a district ] 
where drainage and pure air and pure water j 
could be had. I 

Mr. McCandless said he was not urgent for . 
any one site. He only wanted a hospital for j 
those people afllcted with the disease. Coun¬ 
cils must take some action or be direlect in 
duty. 

Mr. Cohen favored the adoption of measures 
forcleaniDg the city—the appointment of a 
committee to have the streets swept and to 
have other sanitary measures taken for the 
purification of the city, and thus prevent the 


spread of the disease. This was a more im¬ 
portant matter than “parks” or water com¬ 
missions cr anything of that sort. 

Mr. Gilmore (member of the Board of 
Heath, also) in reviewing all the action of 
Councils in the matter, said the Board of 
Health had no power to make any purchase 
for a hospital, except in connection with a 
quarantine. Councils could give them that 
right, and that is what they asked. 

FLOATING HOSPITALS. 

I Mr. Batchelor presented a resolution, au¬ 
thorizing the Board of Health to purchase a 
boat and anchor it in either the Allegheny, 
Ohio or Monongahela river, to be used as a 
hospital for small-pox patients as long aB in 
their judgment it was needed. 

Several amendments were made to the reso¬ 
lution, and finally in this shape it was passed. 

Resolved, That the Board of Health be, and 
they are hereby authorized, to buy or hire a 
boat or boats and locate a floating hospital or 
hospitals in some place on the Monongahela, 
Alleg .eny or Ohio rivers, and keep and main¬ 
tain the same until such time a9 the Board 
may consider that all danger from prevailing 
diseases is passed.

JOINT SESSION. 

The members of Select Council haviDg as¬ 
sembled in Common Council chamber, the 
joint 6 esssion was called to order by Presi¬ 
dent Gross of the select branch, who explained 
the object of the meeting to be the considera¬ 
tion of an ordinance for the creation of a 
Water Commission. 

CHANGES. 

Mr. Burgwtn, Chairman of the Ordinance 
Committee, offered the ordinance. He said 
the committee had endeavored to make it as 
near a copy as the first one presented. They 
had made but two changes; first, in extending 
the time so as to provide that the water bonds 
“run” for twenty-five years at seven per 
cent.; second, changing so as to provide for 
the election of one member from the Common 
as well as Select Council, This would reduce 
the number of “outsiders,” but it wa 9 thought 
best to have both branches of Councils repre¬ 
sented in the Commission. Aside from these 
two changes the ordinance was the same as 
the one first reported. 

The ordinance was handed to the President 
and read from the desk. 

Mr. Burgwin moved its adoption.

“WHISPERINGS OF THE BREEZE.” 

Mr. Riddell— If it would be In order now I 
move a postponement of this matter. Let me 
exolain. When this ordinance was first 
talked of 1, as well as other members of Coun¬ 
cil, supposed all the necessary preliminary 
legislation had been obtained. It now turns 
out, and I only learned it to-day, that there 
has been no Act of Assembly whatever 
authorizing our action in passing such an or¬ 
dinance—that there has been no legislation at 
ail, and Councils are going ahead to pass an 
ordinance, of the legality of which, 
under the circumstances, there are grave 
doubts. 1 am surprised that so pro¬ 
found a lawyer as my friend, the Chairman 
of the Ordinance Committee, should never 
have thought of this before presenting the 
ordinance or even preparing it. Why, sir, 
there are very serious doubts whether we 
have a right to create a Water Commission 
unless we have legislation authorizing it. I 
ha*e talked with our Solicitor and he says 
this ordinance he thinks will bold water, but 
there might be a question as to whether we 
have sufficient authority under our charter. 
That charter seems to be our only legislation 
bearing on the matter, and it is a question 
whether it covers the ground. Now, sir, 
will we go on to pass that 
ordinance and under it probably 
Bpend five millions of dollars, when we do 
not but know that our action would not hold 
in a court of law. I am not criticising the 
ordinance. I sav it is well drawn and meet* 
my approval. It is this want of legislation 


which I fear. I think we should stop- 

consider this matter very carefully. In order 
that we get time to examine and to fully un¬ 
derstand the matter, I move now to postpone 
action on the ordinance. 

Dr. McCandless, 1 second the motion, 

MR. BURGWIN “EXPLAINS.” 

Mr. Burgwin—T he gentleman has referred 
to me as a lawyer and that demands, in this 
connection a few words of explanation. I am 
here as a councilman, and when a matter is 
referred to me as a councilman, in the dis¬ 
charge of my duty, I do not consider that I 
am serving in the capacity of an attorney, and 
for my action in the matter I am not to be 
held responsible, as I would were I called 
upon for an opinion as an attorney. I am here 
only as a councilman, and in that line I en¬ 
deavor to do what is but in my judgment for 
the interests of the city. 

In this particular instance-, when the matter 
came up in Councils, it was referred to the 
Ordinance Committee to prepare an ordin¬ 
ance. I happened to be chairman of that 
committee. We never wanted to have it re¬ 
ferred to us, but when it was, we went to 
work to carry out, as best we could, the 
wishes of Councils. We never asked for any¬ 
thing about legislation. We merely did our 
duty as a committee, and did our best to pre¬ 
pare such an ordinance as Councils might pass 
—such a one as, when passed, would, as an 
ordinance, stand in law. And this we pre¬ 
sent to you to-day for action. 

Now while I thus disclaim responsibility as 
an attorney, I will say that I never knowing¬ 
ly would present an ordinance or any paper 
here which I did not think was legal. 

Now with regard to 

THE LEGAL POINT RAISED. 

I must say that I differ with my friend. When 
the matter was referred to the committee, I 
talked with the City Solicitor and asked him 
to consider it. He did so and reported to me 
that he thought we had the riirht to create 
the Commission under our charter and the 
acts of Assembly in our city code. I believed 
with him also. I thought so then and I think 
so now. Probably my friend has not exam¬ 
ined the matter closely, and with the permis¬ 
sion of Councils I will read some of 
sections upon which I base my opinion. I 
find on page 10 of the Digest [Several mem¬ 
bers—“Hold on,” “where is it?* as they pro¬ 
duced from the recesses of eich desk copies 
of the Digest.] “Page 10 , section 5,” contin¬ 
ued Mr. Burgwin; reads as follows 
FROM THE charter: 

“That the power of the comoration of the 
said city shall be vested in the said select and 
common councils, who shall in common coun¬ 
cils assembled have full power and authority 
to make, ordain, constitute and establish such 
and so many laws, ordinances, regulations 
and constitutions (provided the same 
shall not be repugnant to the laws 
and constitution of the United States 
or of this Commonwealth) as shall be 
necessary or convenient for the government 
and welfare of the said city, and the same to 
enforce, put in use and execution, by con¬ 
stables and other proper officers (whom they 
shall have power to appoint) and at their 
pleasure to revoke, alter and make anew as 
occasion may require, and shall have, hold 
and eDjoy, in addition to the powers now 
vested in the borough of Pittsburgh, which 
are hereby transferred to and vested in the 
said councils, all the powers and authorities 
now vested by law in the select and ’common 
councils of the city of Philadelphia.” 

THE CONSOLIDATION ACT. 

And again on page 34 in the consolidation 
act, sec. 24,1 find, “The City Council shall pos¬ 
sess all the legislative powers granted in this 
act and other corporate powers of the city 
not herein, or bv some ordinance of the City 
Council made in pursuance of ttiis act, con¬ 
ferred on some officer of the corporation,” 
&c. Now, Mr. President, that is certainly 
clear enough. It gives to the Councils all the 
rights which are vested in the corporation. 
But again, on page 203, section 1 says in rela¬ 
tion to 

THE WATER LOAN 

“That the city of Pittsburgh be and is hereby 
authorized to borrow a sum of money not ex¬ 
ceeding ten hundred thousand dollars to be 
used for the purpose of extending and im¬ 
proving the water works of said city and for 
no other purpose whatever; to be borrowed 
at such time and in such amounts as the Coun¬ 
cils of said city may. by ordinance, direct.”

Toilie Select and Common Councils of the 
City of Pittsburgh : 

'Gentlemen:— In compliance with your re¬ 
quest at the last meeting of Councils, I here¬ 
with submit a full and complete statement of 
the expenditures in constructing City Hall 
till date; also the contracts made for the 
erection and cost of completing the same. 
For our authority you are respectfullv re¬ 
ferred to the Resolution of Councils ot Octo¬ 
ber 29, 1866, authorizing the purchase of the 
ground, and the Act of Assembly, March 1, 
1867, creating the Commission, and the supple¬ 
ment of April 6,1870. 

Annexed you will And the account of ex¬ 
penditures and transactions as checked from 
the City Treasury, showing the amount of 
each check, when drawn, in whose favor, and 
on what account, embracing the purchase 
money for the ground, and interest thereon, 
provided for by Councils, and also interest 
paid and provided for by proper legislation, 
together with the temporary loan, and not 
properly chargeable to construction. 

Attached is a full statement of the contracts 
entered into for the completion of the build¬ 
ing, which taken from the amount allowed 
,($500,(XX)) leaves a balance of $25,350.67 in favor 
of construction. 

Two hundred bonds were issued of one 
thousand dollars each, bearing seven per cent. 
Interest, all of which have been sold and the 
proceeds applied in accordance with the act 
of Assembly. 

The building will be ready for occupancy on 
or before the first day of JanuaVy 1872. 

The commissioners ask your honorable bod¬ 
ies to appoint a special committee to audit 
•our accounts, scrutinize our contracts, and 
examine our vouchers all of which are on 
hand, none of them having been stolen.

general character of the works, when they 
are built Councils must adopt rules and 
regulations for their government, enact laws 
for their protection, levy rents, aad provide 
for their collection; but as to the matter of 
erecting the works, they connot superintend 
and construct it in a body, this must necessar¬ 
ily be delegated to some person charged with 
the duty of exercising their will. This duty 
need not be devolved upon one of their own 
committees or upon one of the regular offi¬ 
cers of the city. I think they may if they 
see proper appoint a special agent or agents 
for that purpose. I am of the opinion thtfore 
that, councils may appoint a commission for 
that purpose. 

That there is a difference between officers 
and agents is recognized by the 26th Section 
of the Act of April 6 th 1867. And also by some 
of the reported cases in which the liabilities 
of corporations have been passed upon. 

I regard the persons designated as commis¬ 
sioners in this ordinance not as officers 
but as agents, and that they inay 
therefore be members of Councils or not, as 
Councils may determine. 

As to the right of Councils to appoint for a 
time extending before their own tenure oi 
office, I can see no difficulty, for the reason 
that they do not attempt by contract or other¬ 
wise to restrict the control of anj* subsequent 
Councils. 

The ordinance as long as it remains unre¬ 
pealed would be binding, but any subsequent 
Councils may repeal It or remove the Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The only question, that remains, is this, does 
the ordinance cooler upon tbe Commissioners 
any power of a legislative character, or are 
the duties imposed ministerial? 

It will not be necessary t'» refer to all the 
provisions cf the ordinance, but to such as to 
which any question might be raised. 

As to the appoio'meat of officers and as¬ 
sistants as provided by the 3.1 Section, the 
Commissioners are limited to the appointment 
of those who shall have been approved and au¬ 
thorized by Councils, 

The contract for the purchase of real es¬ 
tate, or the taking of same under the au¬ 
thority of the Act ot March 15,1871, is subject 
to the control of Councils, 

The preparation of detailed plans and the 
making of contracts as provided for by the 
7th Section seems to be nothing more than 
the execution of the plans which have been 
adopted by Councils and which they by this 
ordinance direct to be carried out. 

Ia adopting the plan and ordaining that the 
work shall be constructed. Councils have per¬ 
formed the legislative 1 unction imposed upon 
them. Tbe duty cf the Commissioners as set 
foi\b in the Section is merely to prepare 
plans for construction or working plans, to 
advertise for proposals and to accept the low* 
est and best bid which may be offered. 

It seems to me this is no more a legislative 
function than those wb»ch have been and are 
continually exercised in this and other cities 
in the making of contracts for public improve¬ 
ments and for supplies furnished to the city for 
various purposes, Ibis is usually done by com¬ 
mittees of councils or by officers or employees. 

When a committee or an officer of a corpor¬ 
ation enters into a contract, they do so simply 
as agents of the city, by virtue of the powers 
delegated to them by councils, either by gen¬ 
eral ordinance or special authority for that 
purpose. 

Toe power conferred upon this Commission 
is similar in its character, and if councils do 
not have the power to delegate this authority 
to them, it must be because they have not tbe 
right to delegate the power at all, and the 
same principle would render void all con* 
tracts made through committees of councils 
or other officers or agents of tbe corporation. 

There may be a question as to the provision 
authorizing the controller to certify warrants 
upon claims approved by the Commissioners 
I think that this provision does not make atfy 
material change in the mode of disbursing 
money, as the money must be flrstappropriated 
by councils, as the Controller is not authorized 
to certify warrants beyond the m ney so ap¬ 
propriated and as the sums paid must be upon 
contracts already made under authority from 
councils and for which the city is liable. 

The only other objection that has been sug¬ 
gested is that this ordinance violates the pro¬ 
visions of the act or April 6 th, 1850, section 4, 
limiting tbe indebtedness of the city. 

The provisions of that act are very loose, 
and prevents the increase of the city indebt¬ 
edness in any manner whatever, and Councils 
would be prohibited from entering into a con¬ 
tract which would have that effects. The ob¬ 
jection rests upon the fact that the water 
works, as proposed, will cost over $20,C00,OU 


while be city is only authorized to borrow 
money to the amount of $1,250,000. 

The plan, as adopted, includes three differ¬ 
ent parts not necessarily dependent upon each 
other, and which need not be constructed at 
the same time, though all will be necessary 
when the entire system is perfected. Councils 
could not enter into contracts beyond the 
amount for which provision shall be at the 
time made, and the Commissioners, of course, 
cannot legally do what Couacils might not do. 
They will, therefore, be compelled to stop; 
when the money provided by law has been ex - 1 
hausted, aDd it is presumed that the contracts 
will be so made as to render the work done 
of present use. 

As a further reply, it may be said that, 
though Councils have authority to borrow 
#1,250,P00 and no more, these powers are 
not limited to the amount. They cannot 
make contracts beyond the amount of money 
authorized by law, but in addition to the 
money which they had authorized to borrow, 
they have the right to raise money by 
taxation, and as those works will require 
several years for their construction, it is to 
be presumed that a portion of the cost will be 
provided fur in that way. 

I have not been able in this opinion to give 
all the reasons for my conclusion, but may say 
that I have given the matter careful examina¬ 
tion and consideration, and believe that they 
are sustained by well established principles. 

I am therefore of the opinioa that the powers 
conferred by the ordinance are in accordance 
with law, and that the provisions of the or¬ 
dinauce are valid.

OBJECT OF THE MEETING. 

The President stated that the meeting had 
been called at the request of the Ordinance 
Committee—the order coming in proper form, 
and the call, accordingly having been then is¬ 
sued by the Presidents of Councils. The spec¬ 
ial business for the meeting was the consid¬ 
eration of the WaterCommission ordinance. 

The Water Commission ordidance not hav¬ 
ing been 6ent in from Select Council, Mr.

A MOTION WAS MADE TO CONCUR. 

Mr. Snodgrass moved to strike out all but 


the official papers. He thought it would be 
a useless expense to publish it in all the pa¬ 
pers; it would cost nothing to publish it in the 
official papers. 

Mr. D. L. Fleming said we could order it 
to b3 published in the newspapers authorized 
to do the city printing without extra cost, 
the main facts and substance of the report 
would be printed in all the other dailies any¬ 
how, as matter of news. He didn't see 
the necessity for going to any unnecessary ex¬ 
pense about it. 

President Oliver said the Democratic pa¬ 
per bad been charging that there was stealing 
going on somewhere in tbe work, and have 
thus been trying to make political capital lout 
of it. Ha thought it ought to be published in 
all the papers and the Commissioners placed 
square bn the record. 

Mr. Chalmers moved to lay tbe motion to 
amend on the table.

That was the English of 
it, and there was no use of putting it in aoy- 
otber light. It was no use of the Commission¬ 
ers to go before the people and say they had 
not been doing so. Those who knew them 
personally, he had an impression, would not 
need them t.o make a refutation, but the 
people who did’nt would be better satisfied 
with tbe figures. All that the Commission 
asked was to have their report published. 
Let the people see where all tbe money went 
to» Tnere were the accounts open to inspec¬ 
tion. This matter did not alone interest 
the Commission but the Councils.

THE RIVER CHANNEL. 

President Oliver presented a petition 
from a number of coal merchants and river- 
tnea asking that some action be taken for the 
dredging and subsequent protection of the 
river channel under aad in the vicinity of the 
Pan Pandle Riilroad biidge. The petition 
was accompanied by a resolution referring 
the matter to the Monongahela Wharf Com¬ 
mittee with power to v.ct. 

Mr. John Fleming, a member of the Wharf 
Committee, said that they had considered this 
matter and found that they had no jurisdic¬ 
tion in it. There was also no appro¬ 
priation for it and no money to do it. The 
wharf only went to the upper side of Gran‘, 
street; all above that was private property, 
which extended down to the lower water line. 

President Oliver thought the city certainly 
had jurisdiction in preserving a water chan¬ 
nel within Its limits, through which a vast 
trade passed. The coalmen depended on the 
city to preserve this channel for them. They 
paid three-fourth of all the wharfage paid in, 
and the preservation of the channel was a mat¬ 
ter of investment. Bethought it was clearly 
the duty of the Wharf Committee to take the 
power to attend to this matter. 

Mr. Fleming said they had remonstrated 
with the people when they found them un¬ 
loading sand and coal and filling up the chan¬ 
nel there, and the reply was that the city did 
not own a part of wharfage there, and had 
nothing to do with the channel. He did not 
feel like going on with the work unless tbt 
Committee had special legislation in the mat¬ 
ter. 

Mr. Oliver thought the matter might be 
remedied by dredging the river channel now. 
and then employing a man to prosecute any 
erson or persons found filling in the channel 
elow low water line. 

After Borne further discussion the resolution 
was passed. 


Mr Watson, resolutions for gas lamp on 
Thirty-eighth street, corner Union alley, and 
on Thirty ninth street. Referred to Gas Com¬ 
mittee. 

AIbo, petition for the grading and paving of 
Thirty-seventh street, from Butler to Penn 
street. Referred to Street Committee. 

Mr. Scott, resolutions for four gas lamps on 
Forty-second street; also, for gas lumps on 
North street. North side; also, between For¬ 
tieth and Forty-second streets, on North 
street.

THE CITIZEN8 MEETING. 

Mr. J. H. Jones offered a resolution pro¬ 
viding for an adjournment of Councils at four 
p. M., that the members might attend the 
meeting called by the Mayor for that hour in 
relation to the Chicago fire. 

Mr. Caskey moved to amend, “provided we 
get through with the regular order of busi¬ 
ness ” Lost. 

The resolution as originally presented was 
then passed. 

BALTIMORE EXCURSION. 

Mr. W. B. Negley presented a resolut on, 
providing that His Honor Mayor Brush be 
added to the Committee on Invitation, of the 
Baltimore excursion, in accordance with the 
desire of the officers of the Pittsburgh, Wash¬ 
ington and C-onnellsville Railroad, who had 
been delega f ed as that Committee. Passed. 

Mr. Snoograss, petition for grading and 
paving of Young’s alley. Seventh ward. The 
petition was accomoanied by an ordinance 
authorizing *he work to be done. Referred 
to Street Committee, 

Mr. Barr, resolution instructing the Police 
Committee to place two policemen between 
Oakland and East Liberty. Held over. 

Mr. McKelvy, presented a resolution pro¬ 
viding for the tendering of an invitation to 
Governor Geary to attend with the Pitts¬ 
burgh delegation on the excursion to Balti¬ 
more. Passed. 

THE STREET DEPARTMERT, 

Mr. Caskey, from the Street Committee, 
reported the resignation of Mr. Win. E. Howe 
as Clerk to the Committee, aud the ai pjint- 
ment of Mr. D. W. Howard to fill the va¬ 
cancy. The appointment was confirmed 
The Committee also recommended that the 
report of the viewers «n widening of Webster 
avenue be set aside. The report was set aside 

The ordinances and business accompaning 
were disposed of as follows: ordinance au¬ 
thorizing construction of public sewer on I 
Thirty-third streer, passed finally. Ord nance 
authorizing construction of sewer on Try and 
Shingiss streets; passed finally. Oidinance 
for grading, paving and curbing Hai field 
streets fiom Foriy-sixih to Forty-seventh 
streets; passed finally. Ordinance authoriz¬ 
ing grading of Try street, from First avenue 
to P. & C. R. R, track; passed finally. Reso¬ 
lution instructing City Controller to certify 
warrant in favor of Cochran & Bro., for $250 
for basket grating on sewer at Forty-eighth 
street; passed finally. Report of viewers on 
opening of Ann alley, Seventh ward. Ap¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Oliver presented a resolution instruct¬ 
ing the Road Committee to examine the con¬ 
dition of the Connellsville Railroad at Smith’s 
crossing, and confer frith the company officers 
in reference to any changes which might be 
deemed advisable. Referred to Road Com¬ 
mittee. 

THE “CHICAGO APPROPRIATION.” 

On motion, the regular order of business 
was suspended to consider the resolution pre¬ 
sented from S. C. 1u reference to appropriat¬ 
ing $50.0CO for the relief of the Chicago suffer¬ 
ers. 

The resolution was then called up as it had 
been passed in S. C. 

Mr. J H Jones moved to nonconcur. The 
Councils had no r'ght to raise money in that 
way —to increase the debt of the city. He fa¬ 
vored giving the money but preferred another j 
wav, and « ffered a resolution pledging the ] 
Councils to raise $100,000 by voluntary sub¬ 
scriptions. 

Some discussion ensued. 

Mr. Hare explained that the resolution as 
passed in S C. simply meant to appropriate 
the $50,000 until it could be raised by private 
subscription. 

Mr. Chalmers called on the City Solicitor 
for an opinion in the matter. 

Mr. McCandless said with the explanation 
given by the member from the Fourth waid, 
he did not see how a single member could 
vote against this resolution. It was the part 
of benevolence, if they were to extend practi¬ 
cal gym path} to the sufferers, to do so at once. 
It would require some time to collect this, 


money, and immediate relief was needed. He 
had always Btood by the Treasury, but in this 
case he thought the resolution ought to be 
passed. 

Mr. Follansbee called attention to the rule 
requiring ail resolutions or ordinances appro¬ 
priating money to be read three times. 

The motion to non-ooncur was then voted 
down. 

Mr. Chalmers wanted to know if the reso- 
tion would not require a three-fourths affirm¬ 
ative vote before passing, as it called for the 
expenditure ol money. ^ 

President Oliver said the point was well 
taken. 

Mr. Smith moved to suspend the rules and 
consider the lesolution. Carried by a vote of 
33 to 9. 

Mr. Hare moved to concur in the action of 
Select Council and pass the resolution finally. 

Mr. Barr moved to amend by increasing the 
amount to $100,100. Withdrawn. 

After some farther discussion the action of 
S. C. was concured in. 

Mr J. H Jones said he was in favor of con¬ 
tributing the money, but he wanted it done 
legally. He wanted to hear from the City So¬ 
licitor. 

COUNCILS NO POWER TO DONATE. 

Mr. Slagle, the Solicitor, said there was no 
fund from which the $50,000 could be 
drawn Then the amount must be raided by 
b growing, and Councils had not the right to 
borrow, except by special legislation. There 
was also a requirement which prevented the 
Controller from certifying a warrant upon 
any appropriation to over run it. He thought 
that the city had no power to appropriate 
the money, and if any tax-payer objected 
it could not be paid. 

Mr. Arthurs moved to reconsider their ac¬ 
tion in concur!ing. 

Mr. McCandless thought in view of the 
Solicitor's opinion it would be well to recon¬ 
sider and acccept Mr. Jones’ substitute—to 
pledge them«eives to raise the money. 

Mr. Oliver— Chicago in 1845 didu't stop on 
technicalities. It was a small place then, but 
they didn’t hesitate to take action in sending 
aid to us. 

Mr, ciiai mers—D id they act in their muni¬ 
cipal capacity? Didn’t they have especial 
act of the Legislature? 

President Oliver—N o, sir; they acted in 
their municipal capacity. It is no time to 
stop for legislative action when 100,000 people 
are out In the grass. 

The motion to reconsider was then carried. 

Mr. McCandless then moved the adoption 
of Mr. Jones’ substitute, 

Mr. Haiie suggested that the members of 
Councils from each ward act as cnmrni tees 
from Councils to raise this amount in their 
own wards. The “Citizens’ Meeting” could 
in addition appoint other committees. No 
action taken. 

Mr, Batch elder offered as an amendment 
to Mr Jones' substitute a resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the Ordinance Committee to prepare a bill 
to be presented to the Legislature authorizing 
Councils to raise $100,0u0 for the relief of the 
Chicago sufferers. 

Io offering this resolution the member ex¬ 
plained that the Councils should take seme 
action to protect themselves in raising this 
money and if they pledge themselves to raise 
the money, there should be something to pro¬ 
tect them Hfcerwards- 

Tbe substitute and the amendment were in¬ 
corporated lu one motion. 

Other motions then followed ia rapid suces- 
8ion, when finally 

Mr. Smith moved to lay all motions on the 
table and recousider their action in voting to 
“reconsider” their first action of concurrence, 

Mr. Chalmers made the point of order that 
the gentleman had voted in the minority and 
was therefore out of order, 

Mr. Watson—I think its a shame to have all 
this humbuggery; We ought to have passed 
this at once and then sent a draft at once— 
that it might have been there to-morrow 
morning. This whole business is a disgrace 
to Pittsburgh. 

President Oliver-W e have just as much 
authority to vote this money as we had to 
vote for the payment of the Baltimore excur¬ 
sion bills; and many other things we are doing 
every day. 

Mr. Jones said there was a fund to draw 
that fn in. There was no fund for this $f0.(X)0. 

Mr. Barr who had voted in the majority 
now moved to reconsider their last action 
and < ffered an amendment to Mr. Jones “res¬ 
olution.” Which was not accepted. 

The two papers were flually incorporated 
and passed as follows:

Mr. Jones—W ell, I will withdraw the 
amendment. 

Mr. Phillips—A s the gentleman is one of 
those who will become responsible for this 
money, he has a right to make any amend¬ 
ment he pleases. [Laughter.] 

The question came up upon the passage of 
tbe resolution. 

Mr. Kirk— I call for tbe ayes acd uays. 

The President— l don’t think, there is any 
reason to fear that there will be a vote against 
the measure. II the vote is not unanimous, 
however, we will give the gentlemen a chance. 

A vote was then taken, all the members 
voting “aye" except Mr. Phillips, who voted 
“no 1” [Sensation in the lobby ] 

Mr. Phillips—I do this for tne purpose of 
having the ayes and nays called. 

The clerk then called the roll with tbe 
following result:

Whereas. TheVieat calamity which has so 
unexpectedly overwhelmed our sister city of 
Chicago, has saddened every heart and 
shrouded in grief our whole country. There¬ 
fore, be it 

Resolved, By the Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils of tbe city of Pittsburgh, that in vitwof 
the untoward circumstances, we should sug¬ 
gests our Baltimore fr.ends tte propriety of 
post poning our contemplated visit to a more 
propitious hour, when we sbail be happy to 
meet them at tbe festive board. HDd one and 
all avail ourselves i f their good cheer, and 
“Tak’ a cup o’ kindness yet. 

For Auld Lang Syne.” 

Resolved, That the Chairman of Councils be 
and they are hereby Instructed to c-mmuni- 
cate the foregoiDg to the Mayor and Councils 
of Baltimore, wii bout delay. 

Mr. Phillips moved a thiid reading and final 
passage «1 the resolutions. 

Mr. Kirk objected to tbe language of the 
resolution, chai actei z'ng the abusions to the 
“liowirg bowl” and “Auld Lang Syne” as 
highly improper. This w as t o be a visit witb 
especial legard to our manufacturing inter¬ 
est b. We did Dot e xptet to make It a drunkt n 
brawl. He thought, moreover, that Pitts¬ 
burgh should not now decline Baltimore’s in¬ 
vitation. They hud made extensive prepara¬ 
tions, and it would not only be a disaptoitt- 
ment to them, but indelicaie on our uart to 
decline at this late day. The bai quet was 
ready, and we should go on and partake of It. 

Mr. Isaac Joni s thought it would be well 
enough to a?k Baltimore to postpone the bffair 
for the present. 

Mr. Phillips thought that was the object 
of the gentltman w ho diew up the resolu¬ 
tions. The visit should be postponed because 
there were many who could not go at this 
time. If the affair goes on at the appointed 
time Pittsburgh couid not send a good repre¬ 
sentation 

Mr. Kidlell said he desired to replv bruflv 
to the ci'iiicbu s uf the gentleman (Mr. Kiit) 
upon the language of »he resolutions. If the 
gentleman wished to characterize a quotation 
from the poet Burns a> vulgar ai d improper, 
he was at liberty to eijoy nis opioion.

Mr. Baveerty offend, as a luhst tute, 


“that we deem it Inexpedient at this time to 
accept the invitation, and while fully appreci¬ 
ating the liberal spirit of that city, we re¬ 
spectfully ask that the proposed banquet be 
-postponed for the present; and that the Presi¬ 
dents of these Councils be instructed to com¬ 
municate this action to tbe Mayor of Balti¬ 
more at once by telegraph.” 

Mr. Phillips said that another reason for 
postponing the visit for the present was that 
President Hughart was lying sick and could 
not participate. 

Mr, Scully said the merchants of Baltimore 
were opposed to the proposed viBit at tbe 
present time. From information he had re¬ 
ceived from that quarter, he knew the mer¬ 
chants were in favor of a postponement. 

Mr. E. P. Jones thought that a postpone¬ 
ment would be well enough in tbe absence of 
tbe fact that Baltimore bad about completed 
extensive preparations for tbe reception of 
their visitors. Tbe city baddoubtlesB incurred 
heavy expenses, «Dd a postponement would 
result in a loss to that city. 

Mr, Morrow moved as an amendment, that 
tbe invitation be declined altogether. 

Mr. Phillips though this would be an insult 
to the city oi Baltimore. 

Mr. Aiken moved to lay the amendment on 
tbe taole. 

Tbe President—That will never do, as that 
would carry witb itthe whole matter. 

Mr. Aiken insisted upon his motion, when 
the questiou was put upon the same, and tbe 
motion was lost. 

Mr. Morrow’s amendment was lost. 

The Questien then was upon Mr. Rafferty’s 
substitute, which was also lost. 

The ques Ion then recurred upon tbe orig¬ 
inal resolutions, and they were adopted. 

A moiion to adjourn was made. 

The President—If we adjourn, and Common 
Council don’t concur witb us in this Baltimore 
business, where are we ? The Clerk will 
please notify Common Council that we are 
ready to adjourn. 

GAS COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Shipton asked leave to present the re¬ 
port of the Gas Committee, w bich was grant¬ 
ed. The report recommended me erection ol 
gas lamps at tbe following points : One at the 
corner of tw enty-third street and Mulberry 
alley; one at the corner of Duquesneway and 
Cecil alley.

The committee recommended to Congress to 
secure and command the trade and commerce 
of Central and South America and Mexico, 
through subsidizing lines of ocean steamers 
between this and those countries. 

Upon the Committee of finance and Tax¬ 
ation devolved the most delicate and difficult 
questions coming before the Convention, and 
although composed, as were most of the com¬ 
mittees of one member from each State, and 
necessarily representing widely diverse 
views of the various sections and parties up¬ 
on the intricate questions of National Finance 
and Taxation placed before the Convention as 
their unanimous report, the following paper, 
drawn up by George H. Thurston, Chairman: 

First. That an early return to specie pay¬ 
ments will promote the beet interests of the 
nation. 

Second. That while a public debt is of the 
highest character of tinaucial obligation, and 
any evasion thereof dishonorable to a .nation 
and subversive of that high standard of hon¬ 
esty that should characterize a people in their 
individual transactions as well as in their na¬ 
tional obligations, yet the punctual payment 
of the interest upon its debt and sucb portion 
of the principal thereof as serves to show the 
perfect financial ability and good faith of a 
nation toward its creditors, is all that is nec¬ 
essary to maintain the public credit. There¬ 
fore, we declare that we are in favor of such 
a very gradual payment of the public debt as 
will not interfere with the productive energy 
of the nation, and enable us, bya prolongation 
of its final liquidation, to acquire, from year 
to year, a greater population to share and 
lighten the burden of its payment, and to de¬ 
velop the resources of the nation by the in¬ 
crease of its revenues to meet its obligations. 

Third —Equity requires that taxation should 
be equtlly and fairly levied and collected; that 
the civil service should be administered with 
a rigid and economical care that the Govern¬ 
ment should derive its revenues, In the lan¬ 
guage of uur fathers, chiefly from imports, 
and that direct taxes should only be resorted 
to in extreme cases, and that the present in¬ 
come tax should at once be abolished. 

Fourth —That it is not to the interest of the 
nation to levy any prohibitory duties, and that 
every facility should be given to the direct 
importation of merchandise into the inland 
cities and towns, as productive of a lessened 
cost to the consumer, by saving of time and 
charges at the seaport, and that duties on the 
commissions, packages, and ail other charges 
except those on the cost of the commodities 
are of questionable utility, 

Fifth— That any taxatiou in addition to the 
import duties that it may be necessary from 
the financial necessities of the Government to 
levey upon the products of the country should 
be moderate in its character, and that the tax 
upon all kinds of manufactured tobacco 
should be uniform, and a reduction of the 
present tax would be advantageous to both 
the Government and the manufacturing inter¬ 
ests, thereby increasing the revenues from 
that source as reduction in cost increases 
consumption, and excessive taxation leads to 
fraud. That a'l regulations respecting the 
tax on whisky should be so arranged as to 
surely collect the tax without embarrasment 
to that iudustry. 

These declarations your committee believe 
fully embrace the intent of all the resolutions 
referred to them, and are submitted as their 
unanimous report for your consideration and 
disposal.

The Importance of snub a report, uniting as 
it has in harmonious expression, the views of 
the commercial elements of the country, rep¬ 
resenting so many different interests, and 
containing, as it does, a liberal acceptance of 
those principles which Pennsylvania has so 
long regarded as being the foundation of all 
national and individual prosperity, and tht 
advancement of the Interest of the working¬ 
men cannot be too biebly estimated. Much 
discussion was evoked upon the present ation 
of this report to the Convention, aiul it was 
very gratifying to the representatives of 
Pennsylvania to find Free Traders and other 
extremists agree in favor of the report as a 
paper, as was pronounced by Richard Lather.*, 
of South Carolina, “drawn with care, and 
which the best publicists would regard as 
sound.” 

The Convention, through its Committee on 
“Ship Building and Navigation,” favor the es¬ 
tablishment of an Tron Ship Yard, as is now 
contemplated by the Government, the details 
for the establishment and construction of 
which will be placed before Congress at its 
next session, whereby ample facilities will be 
extended for the establishment of American 
ocean commerce. 


It was also strongly recommended that 
“Seamen's Homes,” and^Marine Boards,” hav¬ 
ing supervision over seamen, be established, 
and that a higher degree of efficiency and 
merit be established amongofficers of vessels. 

Eighth. The Convention declared ltB 
disapproval of some of the features 
of the existing State Inspection Laws 
and declared the forced State inspections 
of many articles of trade and commerce were 
injurious to all. 

The Convention recommended to the Gov¬ 
ernment, through its Committee on Mineral 
and Mining interests, the necessity of reliable 
geological and mineralogical surveys of all 
the States and Territories as the best means 
to promote the national wealth, and also 
urged upon State authorities to pass such 
stringent acts of legislation as will prevent 
the recurrence of mining disasters. 

The above is as brief a synopsis of the pro¬ 
ceedings In which your delegation was con¬ 
cerned, as justice to the various subjects will 
permit. Tne duties of the Convention were 
daily very agreeable interspersed by excur¬ 
sions, under the auspices of the city authori¬ 
ties and the Corn and Flour Exchange of Bal¬ 
timore, among which were an excursion to 
the romantic Druid Hill Park, the just pride of 
Baltimore, an evening excursion down the 
Chesapeake to the State Capitol and seat ol 
the Naval Academy. 

The visit of the Convention in a b?dy to Lo¬ 
cust Point aud the Shops of the B. & O. R. R. 
Co. was an agreeable feature of the occasion; 
at the former of which It was afforded them 
to examine the valuable facilities for an ex¬ 
tended ocean commerce, and at the latter the 
immense shops wherein are completed all the 
rolling stock and material used on that road. 

The labors of the Convention were termi¬ 
nated by a sumptuous banquet, provided by 
the liberality of the municipal authorities, at 
which was afforded the opportunity for social 
and friendly intercourse between the mem¬ 
bers from so many different sections of the 
oountry. 

It is not an unjustifiable vanity to our dele¬ 
gation to say that our townsman, David Kirk, 
Eiq., made the crowning effort of the evening 
La reply to the Toast of Manufacturers in 
which Mr. Kirk did credit to himself as well as 
the State he represented. 

The delegation canaot close without advert¬ 
ing to the great good these annual National 
Commercial Conventions of the business men 
of the country do and must have upon har¬ 
monizing sectional and other extreme views 
of National polity. The bringing together in 
this manner of men who, as always will be 
the ease, are active in, their own districts, as 
the advocates or exponents of peculiar views, 
bai a tendency to diffuse among the whole 
people the best information as to the resources 
and requirements of the whole people a9 a 
nation. 

Nor can we close without alluding to the 
broad and generous hospitality extended to 
us by the citizens and private and public cor¬ 
porations of the City of Baltimore. The kind¬ 
ness and delicacy with which private aDd 
public attentions were showered upon us, as 
well as upon all other members of the Con¬ 
vention, can never be forgotten, and your del¬ 
egation lake occasion in tb J s public manner 
to place ibe acknowledgements of kind cour¬ 
tesy and friendiv offices among the recoids of 
the City ot Pittsburgh.

An Ordinance to Provide for the Erection of 
hew Water Work*. 

Pec. 1. Be if ordained and enacted bu the City nj 
Pittsburgh, in Select and Common Councils, and 
it is hereby enacted by authority of the same , 
That the erection and construction of the new 
Water Works of the City of Pittsburgh shall 
be iu charge of a commission to consist of five- 
citizens and free-holdera of the said city, to 
be appointed as follows: The Councils of said 
city shall meet in joint session at such time 
after the passage of this ordinance as Coun¬ 
cils may, by resolution, direct, and elect said 
Commissioners-one to serve for theierm of 
one year; one to serve for the term of two years, 
one for the term of three years, and two (one 
a member of Select and the other of Cjmmon 


Councils) to serve until the next annual elec¬ 
tion cf city officers. Said Councils shall 
annually thereafter upon the day of the first 
regular meeting of Council, in the month of 
October, meet in joint session to elect one citi¬ 
zen and freeholder of said city, to serve for 
tbe period of three years in place of the Com¬ 
missioner whose term shall have then expired ; 
and at the next annual election of city offi¬ 
cers, and annually thereafter, they *hall elect 
one member of Select and one of tbe Common 
Council to serve for the period of one year. 

If any vacancy should occur in said Com¬ 
mission by death, resignation, removal from 
office, or removal from the city, said Councils 
shall, as soon as practicable, meet in joint ses¬ 
sion and elect a suitable person to supply the 
vacancy, who shall hold the office for the un¬ 
expired term of the person whose place he 
may be selected to fill. 

Said Commissioners shall hold said office for 
the time for which they may have been re¬ 
spectively elected, and until their successors 
shall have been duly elected and qualified, un¬ 
less sooner removed by a two-third vote of 
tbe members of Councils present in joint ses¬ 
sion, at a meeting called for that purpose, 
and shall perform the duties herein prescrib¬ 
ed without compensation. 

Sec. 2. Said Commissioners shall, as soon as 
practicable after their election, moet and, 
having been first duly sworn to faithfully and 
honestly discharge tbe duties of their appoint¬ 
ment, shall organize by the election of one of 
their number as President, and shall as soon 
as possible after their organization examine 
the work to be done and report to Councils 
the number and character of the officers and 
assistants required for the proper prosecution 
of the work, and the amount of salaries 
to be paid to each, anil upon approval 
of said report bv Councils, said Commission¬ 
ers shall be authorized to employ such officers 
and assistants at salaries nob exceeding the 
amount specified by Councils, and no other 
officers or assistants shall be employed by said 
Commissioners unless the consent of Councils 
shall be given thereto. 

Sec. 3. All officers and assistants employed 
by said Commissioners shall give bonds with 
security to be approved by 6aid Commission¬ 
ers in such amounts as said Commissioners 
may determine, and shall be sworn to faith¬ 
fully and honestly discharge tbe duties of 
their appointment. They shall be subject to 
removal by said Commissioners, who shall be 
authorized to make rules and regulations as 
to the duties and government of all persons so 
employed by them. 

Sec. 4. Said Commissioners shall have 
charge and supervision of t he erection and 
construction of tbe Water Works in accord¬ 
ance with the genera) plan adopted by Coun¬ 
cils on the 10th Oay of July, A. D, 1871, sub¬ 
ject to sucb modifications as Councils may 
hereafter direct. 

Sec. 5. Said Commissioners shall be author¬ 
ized to select sites for waterworks, engine 
houses, basin*, reservoirs, conduits and pipes, 
and to negotiate with the owners uf any of 
said property for the purchase or use of the 
same, subject to the approval of Councils, 
whenever said Commissioners shall make a 
contract for the purchase or use of any land 
for the purposes of said Water Works, they 
shall report the same to Councils, and if ap¬ 
proved by them, said Commissioners shall per¬ 
fect the same in the name and on behalf ot the 
city of Pittsburgh. 

Sec. 6. if, in any case* said Commissioners 
shall be unable to agree with the owner of 
any property which they may des re to pur¬ 
chase or use for said Water Works, they shall 
report to Councils a description of tbe prop¬ 
erty which they desire to take, and the pur¬ 
pose for which the same is to be used, where¬ 
upon the Councils may, if they deem proper, 
order the same to be taken and condemned 
under the provisions of “An act to provide 
for the Extension of the Water Works of tho 
City of Pittsburgh,” approved the 15th day 
of March, A. D., 1871. 

Sec. 7. Raid Commissioners shall cause to be 
prepared detailed plans for the erection and 
construction of buildings, basins, reservoirs, 
conduits, machinery and all other things neces¬ 
sary for the complete construction and oper¬ 
ation of said Water Works in accordance with 
the general plan aforesaid, and make and en¬ 
ter into contracts for tbe work and materials 
therefor, including all pipes to be laid in ex¬ 
tension of the present works, or in lieu of 
pipes rendered unnecessary by the extension 
in accordance with said plan, but not. includ¬ 
ing repairs to the works as they now exist. 
Provided, that all contracts shall be made 
with the lowest and best bidder upon sealed 
proposals in writing, after advertisement 
in the papers authorized to do the city print-

Whereas, A statement has been c rculated 
the past few days, reflecting upon the charac¬ 
ter of a member of this Council, relating to 
the takiDg of contracts for steam boilerp, 
whilst in the line of his duty as member of 
Councils, be it 

Resolved. I hat a special cmrmlttee of five 
be appointed, three from Common and two 
from Select Branch, to inquire into the facts 
of the case as alleged, and report to these 
Councils the result of their inquiries at the 
next regular meeting.

We 
then postponed the matter from day to day, 
hoping he would get better and superintend 
the work; but he died. His death occurred 
Saturday; Councils met on Monday and or¬ 
dered us to fill the vacancy.

That sub committee 
reported on Wednesday that it was of vital 
importance to have the worn done at once 
Tucn the contract was ta'ked of, and t hey 
asked me how long it wou.d t ke. I said per¬ 
haps sixty davs; pei-hap- 1'ourmonths, acced¬ 
ing to ohe shop Thea they uiged me to inke 
it. and I refused. Tney pressed me, however, 
and finally I named a price which tuey would 
not give. Taen we compromised on a lower 
figure, a id so the matter was settled. And 
that’s ail. It was a case of necessity, and the 
committee a'l had the same opinion. 

Now in conclusion let me say i am at a 1 ! 
times ready to have my acts as a member ol 
this body strictly scrutinized by my feUow- 
members and the public.

Mr. McCandless— This set mg to have been 
an action in an emergency and I don’t see web I 
bow the C.mmittee could have avoided* 
doing what they did. If they bad left u 
without a water supply tbeu there would 
have been a howl. Nevertheless as the gea- 
tleman has asked it I see no impropriety in 
appointing the Committee. 

Mr. Follansbee-Tqc gentleman (Mr 
Fleming) svys there is no law to prevent a 
Councilman makiDg a contract with the city. 
If that be so, then there is no need of this 
committee, l would call for the !a r. 

Mr. Morgan- Oh, we l, the law’s clear 
enough. It provides that no member of Coun¬ 
cils can make a contract with the city. But 
still, in this case, it was the wok of necessity, 
and as the price is not too much, and the 
whole thing seems to have been done for tte | 
beBt interest of the city, I didn’t see how we ! 
can object. 

The resolution was then passed, and Messrs i 
John Fleming W. B Negley and A. Anderson . 
appointed on the committee. 

THE CITY HALL. |

It might be a question whether this was in¬ 
tended to apply to magazines. The probity 
















tion not being la general terms, but specify¬ 
ing several kinds of buildings without men¬ 
tioning magazines, it might well be held that 
they were not included within its terms. But 
this ordinance takes effect in the new dis¬ 
tricts by virtue of their consolidation with 
the city. It takes effect as of the date of 
such consolidation, and can have no more 
force than a new ordinance then passed, and 
iu my opinion it cannot be held to affect rights 
then existing. Ia view of the act of As¬ 
sembly and the general principles forming the 
matter, I have come to the following conclu¬ 
sions : 

First—The cltv of Pittsburgh has the right 
to prohibit the erecition of powder maga¬ 
zines within the limits of the city, and a mag¬ 
azine erected contrary to such ordinance 
would be a nuisance. And I think that if 
"such an ordinance were passed the courts 
could not erect a magazine contrary to such 
ordinance. 

Second—That a« the Dupont magazine wfcs 
erected under authority of the Court of Quar¬ 
ter Sessions, acting under the act of 1850, it 
was a lawful structure, that it was such at 
the time of the consolidation with the city, 
and being authorized by law, it would not 
become unlawful merely by the extension of 
the city limits nor could it be made so by 
any declaration of City Councils. 

Third —Toat this approval of the location by 
the Court under the act of- 1850, would au¬ 
thorize the construction of the magazine, and 
would pt least raise the presumption that it 
was not a nusance, that this presumption 
would continue until the contrary was judi¬ 
cially determined. That a declaration of 
Council* would not be such judicial determi¬ 
nation of t he question, but it could only be had 
by indictment and trial as a public nusance, 
■which could only be sustained upon proof 
that it had since become an actual nuisance.

PENN STREET CROSSING. 

The chair read a communication from 
city solicitor, Slagle, in answer to a note from 
street commissioner Hunter, in reference to 
the crossing of the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne &

CITY SURVEYS. 

REPORT OF THE SURVEY COMMITTEE FOR THE, 
YEAR 1871. 

To the Select and Common Council of the City of 

Pittsburgh ; 

Gentlemen;—T he Survey Ccmmittee would 
most respectfully beg leave to present tbe fol¬ 
lowing report of their operations during the 
past year: 

On the first of April last, the Engineer of 
this Committee, Mr. Wm. H.Kennedy was di¬ 
rected to organize two Engineer Corps to con¬ 
duct the operations in the field. Mr. Alexan¬ 
der Dempster was selected to take charge of 
one of the parties, and Mr. Robert McClelland 
the other. Both of these gentlemen having 
been employed in similar capacities by the 
Committees for the years 1869 and ’70, and hav¬ 
ing given perfect satisfaction in the discharge 
of their duties. Both Corps were constantly 
employed until the first of December, when 
the weather becoming too inclement for field 
operations, the parties were disbanded, the 
two Engineers in charge being detained to 
make up the plans and profiles of the work 
done during the season. 

A large portion of the year’s work was de¬ 
voted to establishing the lines and grades in 
various portions of the city where property 
had been sub-divided into building lots pre* 
vious to consolidation, of which in many cases 
accurate plans could not be obtained from the 
proprietors. This work was the more neces¬ 
sary as owing to tbe rapid increase in 
population of these districts, new build¬ 
ings were being erected from day to 
day and applications were constantly 
coming into the City Engineer’s office 
for surveys of lots and grades, and of 
course it was found impossible to perform the 
work in a satisfactory manner until compre¬ 
hensive plans were made of the whole 
district where such surveys were required* 
One thing which rendered this work the more 
difficult was on account of the various stand¬ 
ards of measurements which had been used 
in the original surveys. The city standard as 
established by the Commission appointed 
for that purpose, A. D„ 1830, by authority of 
City Councils is about one and one-fourth 
(U*) inches per hundred feet longer than the 
United States standard. The reduction of 
any standard to tne city standard would of 
course be attended with but little trouble* 
but Id some plots of ground where tbe same 
streets and alleys were continued in the orig¬ 
inal surveys from one plan to another and dif¬ 
ferent standards used, then it became difficult 
to reconcile them without encroaching on im¬ 
provements already made. 

Levels have been taken over a large section 
of territory and grades can be established dur¬ 
ing the winter. The establishing of grades Is, in 
some portions of the city a very difficult task, 
owing to the configuration of the ground. 

If such grades are adopted as will in the fu¬ 
ture be for the benefit of the city at large* 
the present property holders will in a great 
many instances be unable to meet theexpen- 
ses as the cost of improvement will exceed 
the value of the property. Tbia ia 
more especially the case when tte 
property has been subdivided into 
small lots. When it is held in large tTacta 
the case is not one of such great hardship; in a 
majority of instances, the material to be re¬ 
moved is of such a character as to be vilua- 
ble. As in the case of clay, sand, gravel or 
good building stone, aod even when tbe ex¬ 
cavation possesses no value In itself it still 
can often be sold at a low figure, to be we l

1869, In 
which be obtained judgments parable in gold, 
as stated In my last report, I took writs of 
error. While the cas*s were pending the Su¬ 
preme Court of the United States reversed 
their former decision, in which they bad held 
the Legal Tender Act to be unconstitutional, 
and decided that gold could not be demanded. 
As this decision ruled our case, Mr. Moran 





accepted legal tender notes, and was paid in 
full. 

There were three suits brought in the Dis¬ 
trict Court. Thomas Evans’executors. No. 
793, Nov. T., 1870; Thomas and William Evans’ 
executors, No. 793, Nov. T., 1870, and ”E. S. 
Whalen for use,” No. 791, Nov. T., 1870, being 
upon funded debt bonds of the city, and the 
object being to enforce payment in gold. 

After the above mentioned decision of the 
U. S. Supreme Court, these cases were called 
for trial. The plaintiff accepted judgment 
payable in legal tender notes, and the claims 
have since been paid. 

When the suits against the city upon the 
railroad bonds were compromised, for some 
reagon the judgments were not satisfied. We 
endeavored to have satisfaction entered and 
succeeded in having a large number settled 
by the attorneys. The attorneys in some of 
the cases had died, and aa the residences of 
the plaintiffs were generally unknown, they 
being in many instances not really interested 
in the matter, but merely allowing the use of 
their names, it was difficult to procure satis¬ 
faction. I finallv took a rule which was pub¬ 
lished in New York and in Pittsburgh, ac¬ 
cording to the order of Court, and upon return 
of the rule the Court directed the clerk to 
enter satisfaction, so that all of these cases 
are now settled. 

The following cases of contested street as¬ 
sessments have been tried during the year: 
The City against N. P. Sawyer, No. 53, Nov. 
T, .1870; Hartman and Lare, No. 51, Nov. T„ 
1870; J. W. Martin. No. 50, Nov. T., 1870, wpre 
for assessments for gi aiing and paving Mil- 
tenberger street. The defence was that they 
had been charged with some extra 
work which had become necessary by a 
change of grade made during the pro¬ 
gress of the work. Judgment was en¬ 
tered in favor of the city, subject 
to toe opiuioo of the Court upon a question of 
law reserved as to the right tu include the 
extra work in the cost of construction. These 
cases bave been argurd but not deciced. 

Two suits against David Hutchinson for as¬ 
sessments for gi ading Bluff street were tried 
and judgments entered in favor of the city. 
The defendants took out writs of error, but 
they were not reached in the Supreme Court. 

The borough of Lawrencevllle against Au¬ 
gustus Hoeveler, and same against P. F. How- 
ley were suite to recover for paviDg the 
Pittsburgh and Greenspurg turnpike. Judg¬ 
ments were eutered in favor of the city, and 
writs of error taken which were not reached 
in the Supreme Court. 

The City against S B. Cluley, No. 89, Nov., 
T, 1870. The City vs. J. Richey. No. 37, Nov., 
T, 1870, and the City vs. John F. Cluley, No. 
29, Nov., T. 1870, were for assessments for 
opening DeVillivrs street. The defence was 
that one of the viewers was not a free holder. 
The Court ordered a verdict in favor of the 
city, subject to the opinion of the Court as to 
whether this fact was a good defense, after 
confirmation of the report by Council?) no ap¬ 
peal having been taken. 

There were several cases against D. P. 
Hatch, for assessments upon several different 
streets: I obtained judgment In all the cases ; 
his property was sold at Sheriff’s Sale. An 
Auditor was appointed to distribute the pro¬ 
ceeds of the sale, who reported in favor of the 
city claims. An appeal was taken to the Su¬ 
preme Court. The case was argued at the 
last term but the decision has not yet been 
rendered. The question involved in this case , 
Is important, that is, whether city claims for 
street assessments are entitled to be paid in 
pre f erence to other liens which are prior in 
date. ' 

In the matter of Forbes street, appeal of S. i 
M. Kier aud others, the report of the Commis- I 
sioner was approved by the Court. As this j 
materially increased the sums assessed upon 1 
property holders, some of the parties interest- j 
ed took an appeal to the Supreme Court. This ! 
case involved some very interesting and im¬ 
portant questions, umong others the validity 
and effect of the City District Plan. They 
were very fully argued and the decision of the 
Court suspended. We hope to have the decis¬ 
ion of the Court at the time of their meeting 
in January. 

Hatfield street. The Commissioner appoint¬ 
ed in this case made his report and the Court 
upon motion of parties interested quased the 
proceeding ; the reason for this action was, 
that but one square of the street was ordered 
to be opened, aad the Court were of the opin¬ 
ion that there was no sufficient benefit to jus¬ 
tify the cost. They deprecated the policy of 
making partial openings of streets. 

Mlltenberger Alley. The report of the 
viewers as approved by Councils, was con¬ 
firmed by Court and the street opened for use. 


Dallas Avenue. Appeal of James A. Hutcb- 
i inson. The report of viewers approved by 
I Councils, which allowed no damage, was con¬ 
firmed by Court and the appeal was dismissed 
at tbecosts of the appellants. 

la the matter of the appeal of J. Duff from 
assessment for Forty-eighth street sewer, the 
Court directed the assessment to be modified 
by reducing the assessment against Mr. Duff 
and Mrs. Johnson to the amount of about $3U0. 

The assessments have since heen collected 
with the exception of a few small amounts. 

The following appeals have been taken in 
cases of street opening, viz; Forty-sixth, 
Fitty-third, Main and Forty-seventh streets. 
Of the above the proceedings are in Court and 
undiso 06 ed of. 

In addition to the above there bave been 
several streets not contested, in which I bave 
collected the assessments and paid tbe dam¬ 
ages, viz: Denny street. Anderson avenue, Re- 
hecca srreet. Rose street, Herron ave nue 
Fifth avenue. Main street, Lang avenue, Tus- 
tin street, Mill street, Webster avenue, Penn 
avenue and Neville street. And in the case 
of the opening of De Vfillers street, although 
tbe assessments have not been fully paid, ar¬ 
rangements have been made with the parties 
under which this street has been opened. 

The assessments for the opening of Frank 
street. Walnut street, Ridge street and 
Roberts have recently been placed in my 
bands, and a small porLion of the assessments 
pa'd.

tion, in Che name of Baid city of Pittsburgh. 

Sec. 8. If neither the seller nor buyer, de¬ 
visee nor heir nor other party who has acquired 
a title to houses or lauds in the said city, nor 
the officers above named, shall have furnished 
the description of the property sold as afore¬ 
said, both be who may have parted with 
and he who acquired title shall be lia¬ 
ble for the taxes and assessments there¬ 
after assessed thereon, without right 
or reclamation or contribution there¬ 
for, either against the other; and if the lands 
or houses sold be afterwards sold for taxes 
or assessments thereafter accruing as a lien 
by record, before said duty shall have been 
performed, with the name of the former 
owner, the purchaser shall acquire title of 
said owner, and all claiming under him. but if 
t he said duty of making the return, as re¬ 
quired by this act, shall have been discharged 
by the party who shall have acquired title, in 
whatsoever manner, before the tax accrued 
as a lien of record for which the same shall 
have been Bold, the purchaser, at the tax Bale, 
shall not acquire the title of such persons who 
shall have performed Bald duty, or of his heirs 
or assigns, unless the sale shall have been 
made in the name of Buch owner, after Ber- 
vloe of process upoD him, as in the case of 
suit by summons, scire facias or other appro¬ 
priate writ: Provided however, That such own¬ 
er Bhall repay to such purchaser, within one 
year from date ef deed, with ten per centum 
added thereto; such owners not complying 
with this proviso shall have no right or title 
to Buch property,but the title shall remain 
good in the purchaser. 

Section 9. The cltvengineer shall preserve 
on file, arranged alphabetically and according 
to date, all reports made to him of descrip¬ 
tions of houses and lands, shall give his cer¬ 
tificate, at the foot of a duplicate of the des¬ 
cription or descriptions, that report has been 
made to his office of the description of the 
designated property or properties, when a 
dupilcateof description shall be produced to 
him with the certificate written out for his 
signature, and his certificate shall be evidence 
for the receiver of it, and any clerk, prothon- 
otary, register and all others, that this law 
has been complied with. 

Section 10. It Bhall be the duty of every as¬ 
sessor, whenever he shall find any property to 
be owned differently from the name in proper 
assessment book, to report Buch change to the 
city engineer without delay, and the city en¬ 
gineer, if finding such report to be correct, 
shall make the book of plans conform by the 
proper entry, but without erasure of any 
name; and the failure of the assessor to per¬ 
form this duty shall Bubject him to a fine or 
penalty of five dollars for each omission, to be 
recovered by said engineer, in the name of 
the city, as debtB of like amouut are recovera¬ 
ble by law.

A SUPPLEMENT 

To an act. entitled “An Aot to establish the 
Pittsburgh fire department," passed the 
twenty-third day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy. 

Whereas, The efficiency of the fire depart¬ 
ment of the city of Pittsburgh Is greatly im¬ 
paired by the Interference with its officers 
while in the discharge of their duty; 

And Whereas, The act authorizing the crea¬ 
tion of such department, and the ordinance 
passed by the Councils of said city on the 
fourteenth dav of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy, and the rules adopted 


by the Commissioner in pursuance of said or¬ 
dinance, fall to afford an adequate protection 
to. such offioers; therefore. 

Section l. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania In General Assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That from and after the passage 
of this supplement it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to interfere with, obstruct, 
or resist, the Chief Engineer, Assistant En¬ 
gineer, or any of the subordinate officers or 
employes of the said fire department, while 
on duty; and any person or persons so inter¬ 
fering with, obstructing, or resisting any such 
officer or employe, shall be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor, and upon information made in the 
name of the Commonwealth, before the Mayor 
or auy Alderman of said city, such Mayor or 
Alderman shall issue a warrant of arrest to 
the proper constable, who shall forthwith ar¬ 
rest such offender or offenders; and upon con¬ 
viction he or they shall be sentenced to an 
imprisonment in the county jail, not exceed¬ 
ing sixty days, and to pay a fine of fifty dol¬ 
lars, or either, or both, in the discretion of the 
said Mayor or Alderman: Provided, That such 
person or persons, so convicted, shall have 
the right to appeal to the Court of Quarter 
Sessions of the countv of Allegheny, upon his 
or their entering sufficient bail, in a sum not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, which Court 
shall re-hear the charge preferred, with like 
power to dispose of the Bame as that confer¬ 
red on the said Mayor and Alderman. 

Section 3. The aforesaid officers and men of 
the said fire department, with their apparatus 
of all kinds, shall, when on duty, have the 
right of way in going to or at any fire, and in 
any highway, street or avenue, over any and 
all vehicles of any kind, excepting those ac¬ 
tually carrying the United States mail; and 
any person or persons, in or upon, or controll¬ 
ing any vehicle, who shall refuse the right 
of way, or in any way wilfully obstruct any 
fire apparatus, or any of said officers, while in 
the performance of duty, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and liable to conviction in the 
same manner to the punishment and penalty 
prescribed ia the first section of this supple¬ 
ment. 

Section 3. That in case any person or per¬ 
sons shall commit the offence set forth in the 
foregoing section, the chief engineer, or the 
assistant engineer, or in their absence, the of¬ 
ficer having charge of the apparatus and men, 
shall have the power to order the immediate 
arrest of such person or persons, and such or¬ 
der shall be sufficient authority to any police 
officer to make such arrest, and hold in cus¬ 
tody such person or persons, until opportuni¬ 
ty shall be afforded to hear and determine the 
charges, as hereinbefore prescribed, or until 
bail is entered for a bearing before a magis¬ 
trate of said city.

To authorize the school directors of the 
Springfield district, Twelfth ward, city of 
Pittsburgh, to borrow money for building 
purposes, exempting the bonds so issued 
from taxation except for State purposes. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, that the school directors of the 
Springfield sub-school district, Twelfth ward, 
city of Pittsburgh, are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow any sum or sums of 
money, Dot exceeding, in the aggregate, fifty 
thousand dollars, at a rate of Interest not ex¬ 
ceeding eight per centum per annum, for the 
purpose of purchasing ground and erecting 
and appropriately furnishing a school bouse 
for said district, and to issue bonds therefor, 
in sums of not less than one hundred dollars 
each; said bonds to be executed by the Presi¬ 
dent and countersigned by the Secretary of 
the Board, and Bhall be exempt from taxation 
under the laws of the Commonwealth, except 
for State purposes; and the Baid directors, 
and their successors in office, are hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered to levy an additional 
tax annually from the passage of this act, not 
exceeding one per centum on the appraised 
valuation of the property of the taxable in¬ 
habitants of said district, for the purpose of 
paying said bonds, until said bonds, with in¬

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of tbe Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same. That each person elected to the 
office of treasurer of the cities of Pittsburgh 
or Allegheny shall, before entering into tbe 
duties of his office, give a bond, with sufficent 
security, to be approved by at least two 
judges of the court of common pleas of the 
county of Allegheny, and in such penalty as 
the said judges shall deem sufficient, condi¬ 
tioned for faithful discharge of all duties en¬ 
joined on him by law, in behalf of the com¬

To provide for the extension of the water 

works of the city of Pittsburgh. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by authority of 
tbe same. That the city of Pittsburgh shall be 
and hereby is authorized to purchase or other¬ 
wise procure any and ail lands situate in the 
county of Allegheny, which may be necessary 
for the construction of basins, buildings, ma¬ 
chinery, and for laying water pipes, for the 
purpose of procuring a full and ample supply 
of water to accommodate the present and an¬ 
ticipated growth and extension of said city 
and neighborhood. 

Sec. 2. Whenever the Councils of said city 
shall desire to obtain any real estate, for tbe 
purpose of erecting thereon basins, reservoirs, 
engine bouses, work shops or any other build¬ 
ings necessary for the proper or convenient 
use of the water works, or shall desire to lay 
pipes In, through or over any lands, and are 
unable to agree with the owner or owners 
thereof, as to the compensation to be paid 
therefor, or by reason of the absence or legal 
incapacity of such owner or owners/no such 
agreement can be made and It shall be lawful 
for the Court of Quarter Sessions of Allegheny 
county, upon application, on behalf of Baid 
city, to appoint three disinterested free-bold- 
ere of said county, none of whom shall be a 
resident or an owner of property in said city, 
unless the parties Interested shall assent to 
such appointment, and appoint a time, not 
less than ten nor more than twenty days 
ahul l meet upon the 


premises, and having been first duly sworn or 
affirmed, to faithfully aischarge their duties, 
appraise and value the grounds proposed to 
be taken; of which meeting notice Bhall be 
given at least ten days before the time ap¬ 
pointed, to the owner or owners of the prop¬ 
erty to be taken, or in case of his or their ab¬ 
sence, or legal Incapacity, to the agent, guar- , 
dlan or other representative of such owner 
or owners, to be served personally on such 
owner, agent, guardian or other representa¬ 
tive, if in the county of Allegheny, and if not, 
by publication in at least two dally newspa¬ 
pers published in the city of Pittsburgh, and 
in such other papers as said court may direct. 

Sec. 3. The application for the appointment 
of viewers shall describe the property to be 
taken, and whether the same is to be used for 
buildings, basinB or laying of pipes, and if for 
laying pipes, how the same are to be laid. 

Sec. 4. Said viewers having viewed the 
premises shall estimate and appraise the 
value of the property to be taken, or the com¬ 
pensation for the laying of pipes, as the case 
may be, and within ten days after said meet¬ 
ing report the same to said court; which re¬ 
port shall be filed, and if no exceptions be 
filed within ten days thereafter, the same 
shall become absolute and binding on ali 
parties; but if exceptions shall be filed by any 
party interested, within the time aforesaid, 
the said court may make such order for dis- ! 
posing of the same as may seem proper, and 
if deemed necessary may order an issue, in 
such form as may be directed by said court, 
and try the same before said court and a 
jury, and after final judgment either party 
may have a writ of error from the supreme 
court, as In other like cases. 

Sec. 5. When the report of viewers shall 
have been made and returned to court, as 
aforesaid. Bald city may tender the amount 
of the appraised value of said lands, or tbe 
compensation, as determined by said report, 
to the owner or owners, nis, her or their i 
agent or representative, or may pay the same 
Into court or deposit the same in any bank, 
under order ef said court, and may thereupon 
take possession of and use aDd occupy tbe 
grounds as Indicated and described in the ap¬ 
plication. 

Sec. 6 . When final judgment shall have 
been given In any case, and the appraised 
value of said grounds or compensation there¬ 
by determined, shall have been paid or ten¬ 
dered to the owner or owners, bis, her or their 
agent or representative, or paid into court, 
tbe grounds appraised shall become vested in 
tbe city of Pittsburgh in fee Bimple, free from 
encumbrances, except such as may be taken 
i for the purpose of laying pipes, which shall 
be subject to the right and power of the city 
to lay pipes, and to maintain and keep the 
same in good repair, and to renew tbe same 
when necessary, and to enter in and upon the 
premises at all times for such purposes. 

Sec. 7, When any property shall be acquir¬ 
ed by said city in fee simple, under the pro¬ 
ceedings herein provided, tbe appraised value 
thereof, or so much as may be necessary for 
the purpose, shall be paid Into court; and said 
court sfaall make such order for the payment 
of the same as shall secure the liens of the en¬ 
cumbrances upon the fund, according to the 
priority of the same. 

Sec. 8 . Said city of Pittsburgh shall have 
authority to make and enter into a contract 
or contracts with any city or borough in tbe 
neighborhood thereof, for supplying water to 
the inhabitants of said city or borough, upon 
such terms as may be mutually agreed upon ; 
and in case any contract shall be made in pur¬ 
suance of this section, all tbe laws and ordi¬ 
nances of said city, for the levying and col¬ 
lection of water rents and preservation of 
the water works, shall, as far as appli¬ 
cable, extend to and be enforced in said city 
or borough, unless by the term of said con¬ 
tract, tbe collection of rents and preserva¬ 
tion of said works Is committed to tbe city 
or borough so supplied with water. 

Sec. 9. Said city of Pittsburgh shall be and 
is hereby authorized to borrow money and

sixty-eight, in addition to tbe amount therein 
authorized, not exceeding one million of dol¬ 
lars : Provided t Tnat no bonds shall be is¬ 
sued under the provisions of this act until 
said oity Bhall have provided for the erection 
of new water works. 

Sec. 10. Said city shall be authorized to sell 
any of the lands, buildings or machinery now 
owned by said city, which may be rendered 
useless by the erection of new works.

AN ACT 

Relative to the ooeuiog and grading of Wylie 
avenue, from Kirkpatrick street to Herron 
avenue. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
I met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That the Select and Common 
Councils of the city of Pittsburgh are hereby 
authorized and empowered, by ordinance, to 
open and grade Wylie avenue, from Kirkpat¬ 
rick street to Herron avenue, in said city, pre¬ 
serving Us present width, and in as nearly a 
straight line as practical from its present ter¬ 
minus, according to a plan to be approved by 
Councils, and to appoint lu the said ordinance 
three disinterested freeholders as viewers to 
view and assess damages and benefits on the 
opening of said street; and tbe said viewers 
shall proceed In the same manner as prescrib¬ 
ed in tbe general road laws of this common¬ 
wealth; and all laws and parts of laws rela¬ 
tive to the opening and grading of streets in 
said city, inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed, so far as regards that portion of 
Wylie avenue hereby intended to be opened 
and graded.

To authorize the transfer of the rights, prop¬ 
erty and franchises of the Pittsburgh Farm¬ 
ers’ and Mechanics’ Turnpike Company, to 
the city of Pittsburgh, and tbe issue of 
bonds of said city in payment thereof. 

Whereas, The Councils of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh did, on tbe twenty-fourth day of Octo¬ 
ber, AnnoDomini one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy, pass a joint resolution, as fol¬ 
lows : "Ilesolv&l. That the City Solicitor be 
and he Is hereby authorized to enter into a 
contract, on part of the city of Pittsburgh, 
with the Farmers’ and Mechanics' Turnpike 
Company, to purchase all the right*, property 
and franchises of said company, for the sum 
of forty thousand dollars, to be paid In six 
percent, bonds, at ten years after date, and to 
draw up and prepare the necessary legisla¬ 
tion to carry said contract Into effect." 

And whereas , Said company, at a meeting of 
the stockholders thereof, on the twenty-sec¬ 
ond day of November, eighteen hundred and 
seventy, did, by a resolution, accept of the 
terms propoaed: 

And whereas. In pursuance of said resolu¬ 
tion, the said Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Turn¬ 
pike Company, and said city of Pittsburgh, 
did enter into an agreement for the sale and 
transfer of all the rights, property and fran¬ 
chises of said company, to said city, so soon 
as tbe necessary authority should be obtained 
therefor: now, therefore, 

8Ecno.v 1. He it enacted by tbe Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met. and it is hereby enacted by tbe authority 
of tbe same, That the said Farmers’ and Me¬ 
chanics' Turnpike Company shall be and are 
hereby authorized to sell, transfer all re¬ 
linquish to the city of Pittsburgh, and the 
rights, property and franchises of said com¬ 
pany, upon the terms mentioned in tbe said 
resolutions, and such other terms as may he 
agreed uooa by said parties. 

Sec 2. The transfer shall be signed by the 
President, and attested by the Isegretary of 
said company, and when so mad^and deliv¬ 
ered, shall operate as an extinguishment of all 
tbe rights and franchises of said company, 
and a transfer of all their rights to said city, 
free from alt liens and Incumbrances, and 
thereafter said road shall become a public 
highway of said city, subject to all the laws 
and ordinances of said city in reference to 
streets and highways therein. 

Sec. 3. The Councils of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall be and are hereby authorized to 
issue bonds, to an amount not exceeding forty 
thousand dollars, for the purpose of purchas¬ 
ing the rights and franchises of said company. 

Sec. 4. Said bonds shall be known as “road 
bonds.” phall be payable in ten years from the 
date thereof, with interest at the rates of six 
per centum per annum, payable semi-annual¬ 
ly, and shall be made in such form and 
amounts as Councils may by ordinance direct.
